INAUGURAL   EXERCISES. 

Monday,  February  4,  1924. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  City  Council  of  1924 
was  held  in  the  City  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall, 
at  10. .30  o  clock  a.  m.,  all  the  members  and  mem- 
bers-elect for  1924  being  present. 

Senior  Member  Coun.  WATSON  took  the  chair 
and  called  the  members  to  order  at  10.52  o'clock 
a.  m. 

Coun.  GILBODY  moved  that  a  committee  of 
two  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  escort  him  to  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  Coun.  Gilbody  and 
Brickley  were  appointed  said  committee.  They 
retired  at  10.54  o  clock  a.  m.,  and  presently  re- 
turned, escorting  the  Mayor,  Hon.  James  M. 
Curley,  and  suite,  including  the  Chaplain  and  ex- 
Mayor  Thomas  N.  Hart  and  Nathan  Matthews. 

Mayor  CURLEY  took  the  chair  and  said: 

The  audience  will  now  give  their  attention 
while  the  chaplain,  Reverend  Father  Twomey, 
leads  us  in  prayer. 

The  chaplain.  Reverend  Father  Mortimer  E. 
Twomey,  prayed: 

In  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  Amen. 

O  Boundless  Wisdom,  that  reacheth  from  end 
to  end  mightily  and  weigheth  all  things  sweetly; 
O  Divine  Power,  that  holdeth  in  the  hollow  of 
Thy  hand  the  destinies  of  nations  and  of  men; 
O  Supernal  Providence,  that  guideth,  guardeth 
and  governeth  all  the  things  that  thou  hast  made 
—  impart  to  those  who  have  been  chosen  to  guard 
the  interests  of  this  city  wisdom  to  see  and  broad- 
ness of  vision  to  follow  the  ways  of  truth,  the 
power  of  honest  purpose  and  endeavor  to  achieve 
undertakings  great  and  good.  Give  them  guidance 
to  promote  the  best  interests  of  all  who  dwell  or 
who  sojourn  within  our  gates'  and  do  Thou,  our 
God,  remember  the  days  of  Thy  benefactions  and 
of  Thy  service  upon  this  earth  and  give  to  those 
who  preside  over  the  civic  affairs  of  this  city  the 
spirit  of  noble  service. 

Almighty  God,  Thou  hast  said  of  Thyself, 
"Not  to  be  served  but  to  serve,"  and  Thy  vicar 
and  representative,  the  Holy  Father  of  Christen- 
dom, loves  to  style  himself  the  servant  of  the 
servants  of  God. 

And  so  grant  to  the  elected  leader,  the  chief 
magistrate  of  this  city,  and  to  those  who  counsel 
and  co-operate  with  him,  to  rise  to  the  heights  of 
generous  service  that  shall  rebound  to  Thy 
glory,  to  the  prosperity  of  the  citizens  and  to  the 
renown  of  our  local  city. 

To  serve  'Thee,  our  God,  is  to  reign  triumphant 
over  the  perversities  of  human  will,  and  to  serve 
our  fellow  man  is  to  rise  triumphant  over  selfish- 
ness. Do  Thou  lead  those  to  whom  Thou  hast 
intrusted  authority  along  to  that  fulfillment  of 
the  law  which,  according  to  Thy  word,  is  the  love 
of  our  neighbor. 

In  this  spirit  we  present  to  Thee  our  petitions, 
asking  that  Thou  make  them  Thine  own  and  bring 
them  to  the  throne  of  Him  to  whom  we  trust 
ourselves,  in  Thy  very  words: 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be 
Thy  name;  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we 
forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil, 
Amen. 

Mayor  CURLEY — The  first  business  in  order 
is  the  reading  of  the  communication  from  the 
Election  Commissioners  certifying  the  new  mem- 
bers elected  to  the  City  Council,  and  the  clerk  will 
then  call  the  roll. 

The  Clerk  read  the  communication  from  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  stating  that 
Coun.  Daniel  W.  Lane,  James  T.  Moriarty  and 
James  T.  Purcell  had  been  elected  to  the  City 
Council  for  the  term  ending  February,  1927. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll  of  those  elected  for  the 
term  ending  February,   1927,  and  they  were  all 
resent,  as  follows: 


Coun.  Daniel  W.  Lane,  James  T.  Moriarty  and 
James  T.  Purcell. 

Mayor  CURLEY  administered  the  oath  of 
office  to  the  councilors  just  elected,  as  follows: 

I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  bear  true  faith 
and  allegiance  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  support  the  constitution  thereof,  so 
help  me  God;  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform 
all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me  as  a  member  of 
the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  according 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  understanding, 
agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, 
so  help  me  God;  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  Uhited  States 
so  help  me  God. 

Mayor  CURLEY — I  declare  the  gentlemen 
elected  members  of  the  City  Council.  The  chaplain 
is  obliged  to  fulfill  another  engagement,  and  will 
retire  at  this  time.  Reverend  Father  Twomey 
retired  from  the  chamber  at  this  point. 

The  members-elect  took  their  seats  with  the 
other  members  of  the  Council,  and  his  Honor 
Mayor  Curley  read  his  message,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

The  municipal  year  which  today  begins,  is  replete 
with  promise  of  commercial  and  industrial  activity, 
so  essential  to  the  happiness  of  the  people  and  the 
future  of  our  city. 

Capital  and  labor  are  co-operating  and  both  are 
reaping  the  benefits  resulting  from  harmonious 
relations  and  a  realization  that  an  advantage 
secured  by  either  at  the  expense  of  the  other  must 
ultimately  prove  injurious  to  both.  The  spirit  of 
pessimism  so  general  during  the  period  subsequent 
to  the  war  has  happily  disappeared  and  an  optim- 
ism based  on  faith  in  God,  in  country  and  our  fellow 
man  is  once  more  in  evidence. 

The  World  War  taught  America  the  true  value 
of  a  patriotic  and  sturdy  womanhood  and  manhood 
and  the  necessity  for  economic  justice  in  the  matter 
of  a  saving  wage  to  guarantee  its  conservation  and 
perpetuation. 

The  saving  wage  means  more  and  better  food 
and  clothing  for  the  family,  more  and  better  books 
in  the  home,  added  opportunities  for  higher  educa- 
tion and  a  more  healthful  and  enlightened  woman- 
hood and  manhood. 

The  saving  wage  is  a  milestone  in  the  long, 
weary  journey  from  serfdom,  misery  and  poverty 
to  partial  enonomic  independence;  and  it  is  our 
imperative  duty  to  conserve  its  blessings  for  pos- 
terity. 

The  benefits  resulting  to  the  present  generation 
and  to  posterity  from  a  more  generous  and  just 
distribution  of  the  values  created  by  the  brains 
and  hands  of  them  who  toil  must  ultimately  serve 
to  solve  the  greatest  present-day  evil,  seasonal 
unemployment. 

With  a  view  to  meeting  all  equitable  requests 
submitted  in  the  matter  of  salaries  and  hours  of 
labor  for  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  my 
every  effort  was  directed  during  the  year  1923  to 
the  consideration  of  those  cases  which  appeared 
the  most  meritorious,  namely,  employees  receiving 
less  than  the  maximum  of  $1,800  per  annum. 

■That  the  saving  wage  may  be  stabilized  I  pro- 
pose to  include  in  this  year's  budget  a  sum  sufficient 
to  provide  an  increase  of  $150  in  the  wages  of  all 
laborers  and  mechanics  and  an  increase  of  $1J0  in 
the  salaries  of  all  persons  receiving  less  than  $1,800 
Ijer  annum. 

The  Police  Commissioner,  the  Fire  Commissioner 
and  the  Budget  Commissioner  have,  during  the 
past  two  months,  made  studies  and  compiled 
statistics  relative  to  salaries  paid  men  in  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments  of  the  principal  cities  of 
America.  As  a  result  of  these  studies,  I  find  that 
the  maximum  for  the  Metropolitan  Police  is  but 
.$1,800,  which  is  on  a  par  with  the  maximum  salary 
paid  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  find,  however,  that 
in  all  the  larger  cities  the  maximum  for  police 
and  firemen,  with  the  exception  of  Philadelphia 
where  the  wage  paid  is  $5  per  day,  is  $2,000  per- 
annum. 

The  adoption  of  the  two-platoon  system,  in- 
creasing as  it  does  the  Fire  Department  by  222 
men,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  traffic 
oflBccrs  by  50,  adopted  in  1923,  will  make  the 
total  number  of  patrolmen  and  firemen  in  the 
service  of  the  City  of  Boston,  2,839. 

I  am  interested  in  niaintaining  a  tax  rate  equal 
to  or  lower  than  the  present  tax  rate  and  shall 
endeavor  to  effect  such  budget  economics  as  wilj 
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render  it  possible  for  me  to  provide  tlie  funds 
necessary  to  grant  an  increase  in  this  year  s  bud- 
get to  the  guardians  of  public  safety,  the  firemen 
and  patrolmen.  This  recommendation  shall  pro- 
vide for  an  increase  in  salaries  of  firemen  and 
patrolmen  from  the  present  maximum  of  $1,800 
to  $2,000,  this  maxinmm  to  be  reached  in  accord- 
ance with  the  established  sliding  scale  policy, 
namely,  $100  per  annum. 

These  wage  increases  will  apply  to  approxi- 
mately 9,000  employees  in  addition  to  the  adoption 
of  the  humane  two-platoon  system  for  men  in  the 
Fire  Department,  who  will  this  year  for  the  first 
time  be  permitted  to  enjoy  a  humane  privilege 
long  denied  and  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled. 

The  extension  of  the  pension  system  to  all  em- 
ployees of  the  city  coupled  with  an  increase  in  the 
minimum,  represents  a  permanent  safeguard  against 
the  terror  of  old  age  with  its  ever-present  threat  of 
pauperism. 

It  has  been  my  observation  that  the  service  ren- 
dered by  the  individual  is  invariably  in  proportion 
to  the  benefits  enjoyed,  and  the  program  of  eco- 
nomic justice  upon  which  we  this  day  embark 
should  result  in  a  higher  order  of  efficiency  upon  the 
part  of  every  person  in  the  employ  of  the  city. 

Our  employers,  the  Public,  and  their  sentinels, 
the  Press,  have  dealt  with  us  most  generously  dur- 
ing the  year  that  has  closed;  to  our  virtues  they 
have  been  most  kind,  to  our  faults  a  little  blind. 
Let  us  make  a  special  effort  to  justify  this  confi- 
dence and  render  the  charity  of  blindness  to  our 
faults  unnecessary. 

Lack  of  housing  accomodations  for  workers  at 
a  reasonable  rental  is  still  a  serious  problem;  and 
while  theoretically  it  would  be  an  ideal  situation  to 
have  the  city  erect  homes  to  be  sold  at  cost  to  the 
people,  as  a  practical  proposition  it  is  neither  feasi- 
ble nor  good  business.  Through  experience  with 
such  properties  as  the  city  owns  and  which  come 
largely  into  possession  as  a  consequence  of  taking 
for  school  and  other  municipal  purposes,  it  has  been 
found  that  as  a  collector  of  rents  the  city  is  an  ab- 
solute failure.  Consequently  it  is  necessary  to  seek 
some  other  method  of  solving  a  most  distressing  and 
difHcult  problem.  The  beautiful  village  of  Shaw- 
sheen  is  a  splendid  example  of  sound  business  judg- 
ment and  philanthropy  combined. 

There  homes  have  been  erected  on  a  major 
scale  at  a  minimum  of  cost;  and  arrangements 
made  for  sale  to  the  employees  of  the  mills  located 
in  that  section  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  a  monthly 
rental  plan. 

Despite  the  increased  wage  so  necessary  and 
desirable  for  the  toiler  in  America  it  is  difficult  if 
not  impossible  for  the  individual  with  a  family  to 
erect  a  home  today  because  of  the  cost  of  materials 
and  the  interest  and  bonus  necessary  to  secure 
the  required  money  for  building  operations.  It  is 
to  be  sincerely  hoped,  and  I  believe  the  hope  will 
be  ultimately  realized,  that  larger  dividends  in 
industry  and  stock  dividends  from  time  to  time, 
will  give  way  to  humanizing  dividends  in  the  form 
of  homes  for  the  workers  at  cost,  erected  in  sur- 
roundings that  are  conducive  to  the  contentment, 
the  health  and  the  happiness  of  the  creative  source 
of  all  wealth,  they  who  labor  with  hands  and  brains. 
The  results  possible  through  a  continuance  of 
the  spirit  of  co-operation  so  generally  manifested 
by  every  agency  in  the  municipality  and  which 
have  been  such  a  contributing  factor  in  the  har- 
monious relations  between  the  administration  and 
the  pubhc  are  reflected  by  the  spiiit  of  optimism 
that  at  present  obtains. 

Self-reliance,  which  is  but  another  definition  of 
optimism,  was  the  corner  stone  of  the  greatness 
and  prosperity  of  early  New  England.  Through 
it  was  developed  the  lover  of  liberty  that  made 
possible  the  American  Republic.  Through  the  same 
self-reliance  was  developed  the  merchant  shipping 
that  carried  the  flag  of  the  new  republic  to  every 
quarter  of  the  world.  Through  that  spirit  of 
self-reliance,  despite  the  rigors  of  a  climate  and  soil 
sufficiently  changeable  to  test  the  patience  and 
try  the  soul  of  any  individual,  great  industries  were 
established  and  a  world  leadership  developed  in 
many  industrial  lines.  The  inspirational  lesson 
of  the  past  is  once  more  happily  receiving  attention 
and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  believe  that  as  a 
consequence  of  the  redevelopment  of  self-reliance 
and  optimism,  our  harbor  may  again  be  busy  as  in 
daj's  that  are  gone,  not  only  with  the  flag  of  our 
nation  representing  a  re-established  American  com- 
merce, but  with  flags  representing  every  nation  in 
the  world. 

I  want  to  say  in  passing  that  it  is  gratifying  to 
read  a  report  appearing  in   the  morning  paper 


to  the  effect  that  Boston  today  stands  fifth  in 
exports  and  imports,  where  in  1921  Boston  stood 
fourteenth.  We  are  moving  forward  towards  the 
light! 

It  is  an  old  but  trite  saying  that  adversity  and 
necessity  are  the  best  teachers,  and  it  is  not  beyond 
the  range  of  possibility  that  as  a  consequence  of 
the  Western  radicalism  that  has  developed  the 
Farm  Bloc  whose  demand  for  a  governmental 
guaranty  of  $2  a  bushel  on  w-heat,  coupled  with  the 
imposition  of  an  exorbitant  price  for  fuel  and  the 
gradual  saturation  of  the  markets  of  the  United 
States  with  manufactured  products,  the  reflex  of 
which  conditions  are  bankruptcy  for  the  Western 
and  Northwestern  farmers,  suffering  and  hardship 
for  the  Northern  States  because  of  fuel  shortage 
and  excessive  prices  and  the  shutring  down  of  mills 
or  part-time  employment  —  we  may  force  a 
speedy  adoption  by  Congress  of  a  Ship  Subsidy 
Bill  through  which  distribution  of  American 
products  maj'  be  possible. 

The  United  States  represents  but  6  per  cent 
of  the  world  area  and  '{'.^  per  cent  of  the  popu- 
lation; and  it  must  be  apparent  to  every  thought- 
ful man  that  a  continuance  of  the  policy  of  de- 
pending upon  competing  nations  to  deliver  goods 
which  are  produced  in  America  and  sold  in  com- 
petition in  the  open  markets  of  the  world  must 
end. 

With  increased  production  not  only  of  farm 
products  but  of  manufactured  products  which 
today  represents  sufficient  in  seven  months  to 
provide  for  the  needs  of  America  for  a  full  twelve- 
inonth  period,  either  the  excess  must  be  sold  and 
distributed  outside  of  America,  or  through  lack  of 
vision  and  courageous  action  and  an  intelligent, 
constructive  program,  depression  and  unemploy- 
ment, in  whose  shadow  lurks  the  agencies  which 
necessity  creates,  namely,  criminality  and  Bolshe- 
vism, will  be  found. 

Out  of  the  World  War  came  a  great  merchant 
shipping  sufFcient  to  handle  70  per  cent  of 
America's  export  trade  and  through  lack  of  either 
an  intelligent  domestic,  or  a  constructive  foreign 
policy,  we  have  been  deprived  of  the  benefits  that 
would  have  accrued  from  a  commercial  program 
possible  through  the  agencies  for  distribution  of 
our  goods  which  the  necessities  of  war  created. 

The  movement  for  a  consolidation  of  New  Eng- 
land railroads,  for  the  repeal  of  the  discriminatory 
differential  and  the  gradual  crystallization  of 
American  sentiment  favorable  to  a  Ship  Subsidy 
Bill,  justifies  the  belief  that  a  new  era  of  commer- 
cial activity  and  prosperity  is  dawning  for  New 
England,  in  which  Boston  will  enjoy  a  larger  meas- 
ure than  any  other  section. 

Law  Dep.vrtment. 

The  Law  Department  in  July  of  1923  gained  a 
notable  victory  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  by  securing  a  reversal  of  the  decree 
rendered  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  favor  of  Patrick  McGovern  on  account  of  claims 
arising  out  of  the  contract  for  the  construction  of 
the  Dorchester  Tunnel,  thereby  saving  for  the  city 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  case  had 
been  in  litigation  since  1916  and  was  successfully 
concluded  bj'  the  present  Corporation  Counsel. 

During  the  year  the  city  was  able  to  adjust  the 
national  bank  tax  situation.  Fifty-six  suits  were 
brought  in  the  State  and  Federal  Courts  against 
the  city  by  fourteen  banks  to  recover  back  taxes 
paid  to  the  city  from  1917  to  1923,  approximately 
ten  millions  of  dollars.  By  chapter  4S7  of  the  Acts 
of  1923  the  Legislature  provided  a  method  whereby 
the  Commonwealth  agreed  to  assume  liability  of 
one  third  of  the  taxes  sued  for  by  the  banks  for  the 
years  1921  and  1922,  the  banks  to  w-aive  the 
remainder.  The  suits  for  the  years  1921  and  1922 
were  thereupon  ended.  There  now  remain  but 
seventeen  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  taxes  paid 
for  the  years  1917  to  1920,  inclusive,  and  in  tliese 
cases  the  city  pleaded  in  defence  that  the  suits  were 
barred  by  the  statutory  limitation  requiring  the 
suits  to  be  brought  within  three  months  after  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes,  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  these  cases  will  be  decided  in  the  city's  favor. 

By  the  1923  legislation  national  banks  were 
given  the  choice  of  being  taxed  either  upon  the 
valuation  of  their  shares  at  the  local  city  rate  or 
upon  their  net  income  at  12^  per  cent.  This  alter- 
nate plan  was  established  to  avoid  the  complaint 
of  discrimination  against  national  banks  in  favor 
of  private  bankers.  Under  this  act  the  city  has 
not  fared  as  well  as  was  expected  and  new  legisla- 
stiou  will  be  sought  from  the  present  Legislature. 
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I  might  say  in  passing,  however,  that  it  was 
possible  to  save  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth the  sum  of  $7,000,000,  which  will  be 
necessary  to  levy  out  of  the  total  original  levy  of 
$10,000,000,  in  consequence  of  the  action  of  the 
state  in  the  national  bank  tax  case. 

Commerce  and  Industry. 

While  the  growth  in  the  commerce  of  the  port 
of  Boston  in  the  past  year  has  not  been  conunen- 
surate  with  the  maritime  advantages  it  possesses 
in  its  geographical  location,  its  superior  contiguity 
to  foreign  markets,  its  safe  and  spacious  harbor, 
its  modern  docks,  piers,  and  utilities,  its  unsur- 
passed position  and  opportunities  for  over-seas 
passenger  service,  and  the  three  railroad  systems 
serving  it,  nevertheless  it  has  been  far  from  dis- 
couraging ,when  the  needless  and  arbitrary 
obstacles  to  its  expansion  are  understood. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Massachusetts  is  officially 
represented  in  the  highest  and  most  influential 
offices  of  the  nation,  and  that  industry  and  com- 
merce are  not  matters  of  partisan  ijolitics,  her 
interests  are  persistently  ignored  and  neglected  by 
the  national  administration;  they  are  not  accorded 
the  aid  and  consideration  the  Commonwealth  has 
the  right  to  expect;  and  the  growth  and  expansion 
of  the  most  favorably  situated  seaport  on  the 
North  Atlantic  Coast  are  retarded.  Massachusetts 
appears  to  be  fat  and  full  of  Federal  honors,  and 
lean  and  empty  of  Federal  influence;  persistent 
and  aggressive  "blocs"  compel  attention  to  the 
demands  of  their  constituents  while  Massachu- 
setts in  the  seats  of  the  mighty  is  sterile  and 
productive  only  of  Dead  Sea  fruit.  We  have  a 
right  to  expect  a  different  character  of  treatment, 
and  one  that  will  write  its  results  in  industry  and 
commerce. 

Boston  for  the  upkeep  of  its  harbor  and  its  sub- 
sidiary waters  hardly  receives  as  much  in  ten 
years  as  Philadelphia,  an  inland  river  port,  re- 
ceives in  one;  and  much  of  the  export  trade  of 
the  Middle  and  Northwestern  States,  whose 
natural  flows  is  through  Boston,  is  deflected  to 
less  desirable  ports  by  the  discriminatory  railroad 
rates  of  a  hostile  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion. Public  opinion  both  in  the  East  and  Middle 
West  is  waking  up  to  the  flagrant  injustice  of  this 
policy  which  is  injurious  to  the  industrial  and 
commercial  interests  of  both;  and  in  December, 
1923,  he  Farmers-Manufacturers  Foreign  Trade 
Alliance,  at  a  conference  held  in  Omaha,  Ne- 
braska, demanded  an  equalization  of  all  import 
and  export  rail  rates  to  all  Atlantic  ports. 

I  want  to  say  in  passing  that  there  is  a  fiat 
rate  today  fromChicago  to  all  parts  on  the  entire 
Pacific  Coast.  The  time  is  rapidly  approaching 
to  settle  the  question  of  whether  Massachusetts 
is  a  part  of  the  Union  or  whether  she  is  to  be 
permanently  a  subject  for  discrimination.  With 
an  equality  of  economic  ojjportunity  Boston 
can  grow  and  prosper,  Massachusetts  industry 
expand,  and  the  causes  of  industrial  unemploy- 
ment disappear.  The  current  depression  and 
slowing  down  in  our  great  Massachusetts  indus- 
tries bear  an  intimate  ^relation  to  these  conditions, 
and  the  lack  of  foreign  markets,  that  ab-sorb  suiplus 
products  and  stimulate  work  and  wages,  are  trace- 
able to  the  same  Congressional  indifference  to  our 
industrial  life. 

It  would  appear  to  be  the  duty  of  our  citizens, 
regardless  of  all  personal  political  predilections,  to 
insist  that  our  representatives  in  Congress  devote 
more  of  their  time  and  talent  to  the  "bread  and 
butter  "interests  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  less  to 
fantastic  political  theories  and  alien  concerns. 

The  Army  Base,  a  maritime  instrumentality  of 
the  very  first  importance,  one  of  the  most  modern 
and  best  equipped  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  and 
one  that  Boston  had  hoped  to  have  added  to  her 
public  utilities,  has  been  leased  by  a  strong,  wide- 
awake Philadelphia  concern,  which  has  faith  in  the 
industrial  and  commercial  future  of  Boston  and 
will  do  much  to  stimulate  the  sea-going  trade  of 
the  port. 

New  and  varied  industries  are  coming  to  Boston; 
the  industrial  tide  has  set  this  way;  the  stranger 
outside  our  gates  appears  to  see  opportunities  and 
advantages  here  that  our  people  are  blind  to;  and 
the  West  is  coming  back  here  to  use  its  capital  in 
construction  and  enterprise;  and  it  is  time  our  own 
people  realized  that  the  fields  of  Massachusetts  arc 
as  green,  fertile  and  profitable  as  those  on  the  other 
side  of  the  horizon.  Our  attitude  towards  those 
seeking  the  industrial  and  commercial  opportunities 
we  have  to  offer  should  be  one  of  hospitality  and 


encouragement;  for  only  thus  can  the  former  pres- 
tige and  prosperity  of  our  city  be  restored  and  con- 
stancy of  work  and  wages  be  assured  our  workers. 
To  this  end  every  member  of  this  administration 
should  unite  in  effort  and  action  to  serve  the  com- 
mon good. 

Transportation  by  sea  and  land,  by  ship  and  rail, 
at  equitable  rates,  of  an  efficient  and  smooth-work- 
ing character,  with  modernized  terminal  facilities, 
giving  the  best  type  of  pa.ssenger  and  freight  service, 
is  Boston's  most  urgent  need;  and  this  question  has 
been  given  much  consideration  in  the  past  year  and 
calls  for  materialization  at  the  earliest  date.  It  has 
occupied  the  best  minds  of  men  trained  and  capac- 
itated to  solve  such  problems,  and  calls  for  the  aid 
and  sympathetic  action  of  the  state  government. 
The  city  government  in  its  official  activities  can 
help  along  this  general  scheme  of  transportation 
facilities  by  so  improving  our  streets  and  thorough- 
fares that  the  traffic  that  serves  our  local  business 
may  be  freed  from  congestion  and  delays,  and  by 
speeding  up,  be  made  a  useful  and  efficient  adjunct 
to  our  railroad  and  sea-going  utilities.  We  can 
help  to  solve  the  general  transportation  problem 
by  solving  the  local  and  municipal  one;  and  b.v 
speeding  up  the  machinery  for  the  distribution  and 
deliver.v  of  the  commodities  of  our  local  trade  and 
safeguarding  the  coming  and  going  of  the  patrons  of 
Boston's  business  we  can  do  our  share  in  making 
this  city  a  Mecca  for  New  England.  In  proportion 
as  this  municipal  government  serves  the  industrial 
and  commercial  life  of  Boston,  the  strength  of  its 
position  in  demanding  the  Federal  Administration 
to  do  its  full  duty  by  the  Commonwealth  and  Port 
of  Boston  will  grow  more  logical  and  the  appeal  to 
public  opinion  more  popular  and  potent. 

Building  Department. 

The  building  operations  in  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1923,  represented  a 
grand  total  of  $40,675,558,  as  contrasted  with  the 
year  1918  when  the  low  point  of  $9,733,852  was 
established. 

The  department  anticipates  an  active  building 
year,  and,  as  near  as  we  can  judge,  an  amount  in 
excess  of  fifty  million  dollars  will  be  expended. 

The  average  amount  spent  for  alterations  during 
the  past  five  years  has  been  eight  and  one  half 
million  of  dollars ;  we  expect  an  equal  amount  to  be 
expended  in  1924.  The  remainder,  name,y  forty- 
one  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  will 
represent  the  expenditure  for  new  office  buildings, 
mercantile  and  manufacturing  buildings,  hotels, 
theatre  buildings,  apartment  houses  of  the  first 
and  .second  class,  dwellings  of  the  first,  second  and 
third  class,  together  with  a  large  number  of  public 
and  private  garages,  etc.

in  addition  to  an  expenditure  of  from  two  and  one 
halt  millions  to  three  millions  of  dollars  for  new 
Back  Bay  apartment  buildings. 

The  activity  in  building  construction  has  no* 
been  confined  solely  to  office,  bank  or  hotel  build" 
ings  and  theaters.  Applications  have  been 
received  during  the  year  for  the  erection  of  814 
apartment  buildings,  which  represent  an  enormous 
increase  over  any  of  the  five  preceding  years. 

The  stabilizing  of  the  labor  market  due  to  the 
agreement  existing  between  the  building  trades 
employers  and  the  building  trades  employees  has 
developed  a  confidence  which  is  reflected  by  archi- 
tects' plans  in  excess  of  fifty  miUion  dollars  of 
construction. 

During  the  year  1923  a  contract  was  awarded 
for  the  restoration  of  Faneuil  Hall  to  original 
colonial  lines  and  for  complete  fireproofing  so  that 
the  "Cradle  of  Liberty"  might  be  preserved  and 
protected  for  all  time.  It  was  anticipated  that  the 
sum  of  $215,000  would  cover  the  entire  cost  of 
restoration  but  an  investigation  disclosed  the  fact 
that  the  underpinning  was  not  sufficiently  strong 
to  bear  the  increased  weight  resulting  from  the 
substitution  of  concrete  for  wood  floors  and  other 
changes  necessary  in  consequence  of  restora- 
tion. Hence  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  avail- 
able $100,000  additional,  so  that  the  resteration  of 
Faneuil  Hall  on  completion  will  represent  an  ex- 
penditure of  $315,000. 

As  a  permanent  memorial  to  a  great  church 
leader,  the  Municipal  Building  at  Brookline  street 
and  Shawmut  avenue,  representing  an  expenditure 
of  $500,000,  was  dedicated  as  the  John  J.  Williams 
Municipal  Building  and  the  main  hall  in  recog- 
nition of  the  generous  contribution  to  music  by  a 
patriotic  Boston  citizen  was  dedicated  as  the  Henry 
L.  Higginson  Memorial  Auditorium. 

Employment  Bureaus. 

On  jMarch  1,  1922,  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau  was  established  in  Room  305,  City  Hall 
Annex.  At  the  time  of  opening,  by  applj-ing  the 
general  law  of  percentage  deduction  based  on  figures 
obtained  from  fifty  industrial  plants  in  and  around 
Boston,  65,000  unemployed  was  a  conservative 
figure. 

Until  the  opening  of  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau,  there  had  been  many  sporadic  efforts  more 
emotional  than  practical  to  relieve  the  unemploy- 
ment situation,  which  was  steadily  growing  worse 
as  the  result  of  the  closing  down  of  war-time  indus- 
tries and  the  influx  of  new  w-orkers  discharged  from 
the  United  States  Army  and  Navy. 

Previous  to  my  administration,  there  was  in  ex- 
istence an  unemployment  committee  which  had 
more  members  on  its  working  committee  and  among 
its  advisors  than  they  had  jobs  for  men  durmg  its 
entire  existence    , 

At  the  clcse  of  the  war  33,000  men  were  dis- 
charged from  service  in  Boston.  The.se  men  suf- 
fered more  than  any  other  class  of  unemployed, 
since  on  discharge  their  capital  with  which  to  meet 
existing  business  depression  amounted  to  $60  from 
the  government  and  $100  from  the  state. 

I  do  not  intend  to  draw  any  emotional  picture 
of  the  suffering  of  these  ex-service  men.  However, 
I  will  emphasize  this  point  to  give  statistical  i^orce 
to  my  statement.  At  the  time  of  the  opening  of 
the  ilunieipal  Employment  Bure.au  the  distress 
among  the  ex-service  men  had  inereaesd  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  was  anticipated  by  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  that  a  disbursement  of  at  least 
$1,. 500, 000  would  be  necessary  to  care  for  the  un- 
employed ex-service  men. 

One  of  the  greatest  aids  to  the  Employment 
Bureau  in  obtaining  work  for  the  unemployed  ex- 
service  men  was  the  privilege  of  having  men  listed 
on  the  Soldiers'  Relief  rolls  granted  preference  over 
all  others  on  the  civil  service  list  for  any  position 
that  might  be  opened  in  the  city. 

Comparative  figures  obtained  from  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  I^abor  found  the  Municipal  Em- 
ployment Bureau  at  the  end  of  its  first  fiscal  year 
fnine  months)  functioning  as  well  as  any  employ- 
ment bureau  of  longer  establishment  imder  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Labor.  The  cost  of  placement  for  the  first  year 
was  lower  than  elsewhere  in  Massachusetts.  Six 
thousand  two  hundred  eighty-five  men  were  placed 
at  work  at  a  cost  of  $1.52  each. 


The  Employment  Bureau  increased  its  scope 
with  an  enlarged  personnel  and  December  1,  1923, 
found  an  increase  in  registration  of  14,000  men 
filed  with  this  office.  Of  this  number  of  registrants 
the  Bureau  was  able  to  place  11,798  men  at  a  cost 
of  only  $1.36  each. 

During  the  present  year,  from  December  1,  1922, 
to  December  1,  1923,  anticipating  Ihe  disburse- 
ments of  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  at  approxi- 
mately $30  per  month  to  the  individual,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  many  men  employed  through 
this  Bureau  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
were  married  and  had  dependents,  which  would 
necessarily  increase  the  amount,  the  conservative 
figure  that  I  am  presenting  ns  a  saving  to  the- 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  is  $zl6,000,  and  to 
the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  at  least  $5,000 
through  the  efforts  of  this  office. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  injury  resulting 
from  the  failure  to  stabilize  employment  and  the 
solution  of  the  problem  of  seasonal  employment 
and  the  saturation  point  in  industrial  production 
are  ciuestions  that  are  today  taxing  the  best  minds 
in  America.  The  Employment  Bureau  was  created 
in  March,  1922,  to  meet  the  abnormal  conditions 
obtaining  in  industr.v  and  threatening,  unless 
checked,  to  sap  the  self-reliance  of  otherw-ise 
upstanding  American  brearl-winners,  and  has  net 
onlj'  justified  its  existence,  but  merits  the  extension 
of  its  field  of  usefulness  to  womankind.  Its  scope 
of  service  is  not  limited  merely  to  procuring  em- 
plo.vment  but  serves  in  a  larger  sense  a  more  equal 
and  worthy  purpose  namely,  as  an  aid  to  the 
individual  who,  because  of  mental  depression  due 
to  the  misery  of  his  position,  is  devoid  both  of  hope 
and  direction.  Through  the  friendly  suggestion  of 
experienced  and  intelligent  officials  in  charge  of  the 
Employment  Bureau  it  is  possible  to  furnish  the 
character  of  encouragement  and  advice  that  will 
fortify  his  resolution  to  follow  the  path  of  good 
citizenship,  even  when  the  same  is  beset  by  dif5- 
culties  and  obscured  with  doubt  and  uncertainty 
as  to  his  ow-n  future. 

The  crime  wave  which  is  ever  the  accompaniment 
of  industrial  depression  has  been  less  in  e"\idence  in 
Boston  than  any  other  large  American  citj-  during 
the  past  two  years  and  this  condition  may  in  large 
measure  be  traced  to  the  sympathetic,  earnest  and 
helpful  labors  of  the  Employment  Bureau. 

■Phe  increasing  number  of  female  applications  in 
Quarters  that  are  continually  clogged  with  men 
seeking  employment  presents  a  condition  that 
should  be  remedied  at  the  earliest  possible  oppor- 
tunity and  I  accordingly  propose  recommending 
to  the  City  Council  the  establishment  of  a  branch 
Employment  Bureau  exclusively  for  women,  to  be 
located  in  the  Archbishop  John  J.  Williams  Build- 
ing at  Brookline  street  and  Shawmut  avenue. 

The  report  of  the  Employment  Bureau  for  the 
term  that  it  has  been  in  existence  and  the  results 
achieved  both  from  the  standpoint  of  benefit  to  the 
citizens  and  financial  gam  to  the  city  are  exceed- 
ingly illuminating  and  I   commend   them    to   you 

It  must  be  evident  to  every  member  of  the 
Council  that  whether  measured  in  the  standard 
that  it  is  customary  to  use,  namely,  the  financial, 
or  measured  in  the  larger  and  more  important  one. 
that  of  value  to  the  municipality,  and  the  nation, 
in  (he  preservation  of  the  happiness  of  the  house- 
hold and  self-reliance  of  the  individual,  that  the 
Municipal  Employment  Bureau  not  only  merits 
retention  but  extension. 

I  note  and  I  welcome  among  us,  the  presence  of 
Colonel  Guthrie,  Welcome,  Colonel!  We  recall 
your  visit  to  us  in  1917,  when  j'ou  needed  some 
Americans  to  win  the  war. 

Colonel  GUTHRIE— And  your  Honor  helped 
more  than  any  other  man  in  New  England  at  that 
time,  and  through  the  help  that  we  got  here  and 
in  other  parts  of  the  eountrv  we  did  win  the  war. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Thank  you,  sir.  (Continu- 
ing to  rend  the  message.) 

Soldiers'  Relief. 

The  depression  in  1922  which  reached  (he  high 
point  in  jlarch  of  that  year  would,  had  the  ratio 
been  maintained  through  the  year,  rendered  neces- 
sary an  appropriation  in  excess  of  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dolbrs  to  proAnde  the  proper 
measure  of  relief  for  those  entitled  to  assistance. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  department  from 
February  1,  1922,  to  January  31,  1923,  were 
$1,049,631.09.  The  .appropriation  for  the  year 
1923-24  was  $662,362.40.  The  expenditures  were 
approximately  $330,000,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance"  of  approximately  $230,000,  of  which 
$90,000  was  transferred  to  other  departments. 
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On  February  1,  1023,  there  were  1,S82  eases  on 
the  pay  rolls  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
of  wfiieh  802  were  World  War  vetenins;  but  lari'ely 
through  the  Employment  Bureau  this  number 
was  so  reduced  during  the  year  that  dei^pito  exist- 
ing depression  in  Industry,  the  total  number  of 
World  War  veterans  upon  tlie  department  pay 
rolls  at  the  present  time  is  but  419. 

The  expenditure  for  World  War  veterans  from 
Februaiy  1,  1923,  to  January  1,  1924,  was  $112,- 
428.28.  This  amount,  while  considerable,  may  be 
traced  in  part  to  the  large  numbers  who  have 
forfeited  their  employment  as  a  consequence  of 
the  completion  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  opera- 
tions at  Maverick  square.  The  construction  of 
the  Dorchester  Tunnel  and  the  addition  of  200 
World  War  veterans  to  the  Fire  Department, 
may  in  some  measure  minimize  the  increasing 
cost  of  conducting  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department. 

It  is  my  purpose,  however,  and  I  trust  the 
Council  shares  my  view,  that  ever.vcase  requiring 
aid  be  given  most  generous  consideration.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Street  Laying-Out  Department. 

During  the  year  1923  new  streets  were  estab- 
lished with  a  total  length  of  24,064  feet  and  land- 
takings  made  representing  approximately  1,500,000 
feet  for  school  and  playground  purjJoses. 

The  year  1923  witnessed  the  completion  of  the 
Stuart  street  improvement  for  which  an  original 
appropriation  of  .'$3,100,000  was  provided  and 
which  I  am  most  pleaded  to  report  has  been  com- 
pleted for  $2,9.50,000,  leaving  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  $150,000.  'The  betterment  assessments 
levied  upon  properties  as  a  result  of  Stuart  street 
improvement  has  been  determined  at  $2,369,000 
which  represents  a  return  to  the  city  of  a  consid- 
erable portion  of  the  cost.  Unquestionably  the 
saving  would  have  been  many  times  greater  were 
it  not  for  the  precedent  established  in  the  matter 
of  settlement  of  the  first  claim  filed,  prior  to  my 
assuming  office. 

Plans  are  in  process  of  completion  for  the  widen- 
ing and  construction  of  Cambridge  and  Court 
streets,  for  which  improvement  the  Legislature  of 
1923  authorized  an  expenditure  in  the  sum  of 
$3,50O,CO0. 

The  completion  of  this  great  northern  artery 
will  not  only  reheve  congestion  in  downtown 
Boston,  but  should  result  in  a  tremendous  increase 
in  property  values,  in  a  section  of  the  city  where 
stagnation  in  realty  has  been  general  for  many 
years. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  plans  have  already 
been  submitted  providing  for  the  erection  of  two 
new  buildings  at  Province  and  School  streets,  the 
annual  tax  receipts  from  which  will  be  more  than 
sufficient  to  amortize  the  original  loan  for  the 
widening  of  Province  street.  The  widening  of 
Province  street  not  only  provides  an  opportunity 
for  the  development  of  a  high  grade  shopping 
street  in  downtown  Boston,  but  ends  what  has 
long  been  regarded  as  the  greatest  fire  menace  in 
the  city. 

Rapid  Transit. 
Maverick  Square  Underground  Station. 

The  construction  of  the  alterations  and  the 
extension  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  at  Maverick 
square,  to  provide  a  convenient  interchange  of 
passengers  between  the  tunnel  and  surface  lines 
has  been  practically  completed,  the  work  to  be 
done  consisting  of  relatively  small  items  of  station 
finish. 

Upon  the  opening  of  this  structure  to  public 
travel  surface  car  operation  in  the  tunnel  will  give 
way  to  train  operation.  Surface  cars  from  the 
north  will  enter  the  tunnel  by  the  incline  at  Ma- 
verick square,  discharge  their  passengers  at  the 
unloading  platform  of  this  new  station,  pass 
around  a  loop  and  take  on  passengers  at  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  platform  and  leave  the  tunnel. 

Trains  of  specially  designed  steel  cars  will 
operate  in  the  tunnel  between  Maverick  and 
Bowdoin  squares,  a  loop  being  piovided  at  the  end 
of  each  station.  This  method  of  operation  will 
permit  of  a  decided  reduction  in  the  congestion 
and  overcrowding  now  existing  in  the  tunnel 
stations,  and  of  an  increase  of  over  100  per  cent 
in  its  carrying  capacity  which  will  take  care  of  the 
growing  traffic  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  construction  of  this  station  and  the  method 
of  operation  to  be  employed  have  made  neces8ar.y 
the  following  changes  in  the  existing  tunnel 
stations: 


Enlargement  of  the  Devonshire  Station.  This 
work  has  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of 
the  wall  and  ceiling  finish. 

Construction  of  new  concerte  platforms  at  a 
higher  level  at  Devonshire,  Bowdoin  and  ScoUay 
Under  Stations.     This  work  is  in  progress. 

Raising  platforms  in  Bowdoin  Station,  neces- 
sitating changes  at  the  stairways.  Excavating 
and  removing  concrete  over  the  stairways  leading 
to  the  platform  for  westbound  cars,  and  grading  of 
the  ramp  to  the  eastbound  cars  is  progressing. 

Park  Street  Station. 
An  important  step  designed  to  reduce  congestion 
at  Park  Street  Under  Station  of  the  Cambridge 
connection  is  in  progress.  The  stairway  from  the 
westbound  Cambridge  Subway  platform  leading 
to  the  southbound  Tremont  Street  Subway  plat- 
form is  being  widened  from  five  to  ten  feet. 

Dorchester  Tunnel  Extension. 

Chapter  480  providing  for  the  extension  of  rapid 
transit  facilities  in  the  Dorchester  district  of  the 
city,  was  enacted  by  the  Legislature  the  past  year. 

The  act  provides  that  the  facilities  shall  consist 
of  an  extension  of  the  Dorchester  Tunnel  froni 
its  terminus  at  Andrew  square  under  Boston 
street,  Power  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  com- 
ing to  the  surface  by  an  incline  south  of  Dor- 
chester avenue  and  parallel  and  adjacent  to  the 
tracks  operated  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  known  as  the 
Boston  Division,  at  a  point  between  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Columbia  road;  a  line  of  surface  rail- 
way connecting  with  this  e-xtension  at  the  incline 
and  running  substantially  parallel  to,  along,  or 
westerly  of  the  location  of  the  Boston  Division 
tracks  to  the  junction  of  those  tracks  near  Harrison 
Square  Station  with  the  Shawnmt  Branch  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company;  from  this  point  to  Mattapan  service 
will  be  furnished  over  the  tracks  of  the  Shawmut 
Branch,  this  branch  being  taken  over  by  the  city 
for  such  purpose. 

The  act  was  accepted  by  the  City  Council  on 
September  10,  1923,  and  approved  by  me  on 
September  12  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany on  December  31. 

Before  construction  work  can  be  begun,  the  act 
must  be  complied  with  as  follows: 

Agreement  on  the  part  of  the  New  \''ork.  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  as  to  the  price  to 
be  paid  for  the  Shawmut  Branch  after  determina- 
tion of  such  price  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Deposit  with  the  Conmiissioner  of  Public  Works 
of  the  city  of  a  filing  plan  showing  proposed  route 
and  the  location  thereof,  and  the  general  form  and 
method  of  construction. 

Execution  of  lease  of  premises  by  the  city  and  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

Approval  of  filing  plan,  in  so  far  as  it  covers 
work  affecting  the  operation  of  the  main  line  tracks 
between  Andrew  square  and  Harrison  square,  by 
the  New  Haven  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  com- 
panies, or  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

Approval  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
of  plan  under  which  rea.sonably  frequent  and 
adequate  rapid  transit  passenger  trains  or  cars 
can  be  safely  operated  from  Welles  avenue  to 
Mattapan. 

The  Transit  Department  has  been  engaged  in 
preliminary  investigations,  surveys  and  plans,  as 
p^-ovided  in  the  act,  and  is  prepared  to  proceed  with 
construction  upon  the  completion  of  the  remaining 
requirements  of  the  act  as  indicated  above. 

■The  need  for  improved  street  railway  transporta- 
tion for  the  Dorchester  district  is  not  a  recent 
discovery.  The  subject  has  been  investigated  for 
years  and  numerous  reports  and  plans  filed  with  the 
Legislature.  Boston  conducted  a  most  vigorous 
and  insistent  campaign  during  the  p.ast  year  and 
was  successful.  It  is  now  equally  anxious  that  this 
long-needed  improvement  be  undertaken  without 
delay  in  order  that  the  great  Dorchester  district 
may  enjoy  a  more  comfortable,  convenient  and 
speedy  form  of  transportation,  at  no  additional 
cost. 

Another  important  factor  of  this  extension  will 
be  the  relief  afforded  the  existing  intolerable  con- 
gestion at  Andrew  Square  Terminal. 

In  providing  this  extension  Boston  has  continued 
the  policy  in  effect  on  all  its  subways  and  tunnels. 


CITY  COUNCIL. 


It  will  loan  its  credit  for  the  construction  of  the 
extension,  build  and  own  it,  and  in  turn  lease  it  to 
the  opcratins  company  at  a  rental  rate  suflicient  to 
provide  for  interest  charges  on  the  bonds  issued  for 
construction  and  for  a  surplus  for  skinking  fund 
purposes. 

I  might  say  in  this  connection,  in  reference  to 
Dorchester  Tunnel,  that  we  have  been  domg  just  a 
little  more  than  has  been  set  forth  by  the  Transit 
Commission.  We  are  securing  a  worthwhile  im- 
provement and  avoiding  what  might  become  a 
menace  to  public  safety  or  the  life  and  hmh  of 
persons  having  occasion  to  pass  over  the  v.anous 
grade  crossings  that  now  obtain  on  this  railroad. 
The  Transit  Commission  arc  making  plans  so  that 
rapid  transit  will  be  possible  m  Dorchester  without 
dangerous  grade  crossings. 

A  bill  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature 
seeking  authorization  for  additional  tran.sit  facil- 
ities on  Cambridge  street  to  provide  for  future 
requirement  of  what  gives  promi.se  of  being  one 
of  the  most  important  intersecting  arteries.  The 
establishment  of  a  station  in  the  vicinity  u£  Charles 
and  Cambridge  streets  on  the  Cambridge-Dor- 
chester line,  in  addition  to  providing  for  the  needs 
of  this  section  of  the  city,  should  serve  the  in- 
creasing demand  resulting  from  persons  seeking 
treatment  or  visiting,  either  at  the  Massachusetts 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  or  the  Massachusetts 
Genera!  Hospital,  and  should  be  a  contributing 
factor  m  the  minimizing  of  congestion  at  Park 
si/reet.  The  necessity  for  providing  added  accom- 
modations not  only  for  present  needs  but  in  antici- 
pation of  future  requirements  in  the  growing 
section  of  Allston  and  Brighton  will  make  neces- 
sary during  the  ye.ar  the  development  of  plans 
for  the  extension  of  the  Boylston  Street  Subway 
beyond  the  intersection  at  Governor  square  of  the 
Kenmore   Station. 

This  improvement  should  result  in  the  use  cf  the 
Boylston  Street  Subway  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  w-as  designed  and  should  practically  double  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  system  in  this  sectit.n. 

Hyde  I'ark  Ten-Cent  Fare. 

Chapter  405,  providing  foi  the  acquisition  by  the 
City  of  Boston  of  street  railway  lines  in  the  Hyde 
Park  district  and  the  operation  thereof  by  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  Railway  Company  was  enacted  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Under  authority  of  this  act,  the 
property  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  P>,ail- 
way  Company  was  taken  over  by  the  city  and  a 
portion  thereof  leased  to  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway   Company. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  brought  to  a  successful 
close  a  struggle  extending  over  a  period  cf  twenty 
years  for  a  single  fare  to  I^yde  Park.  The  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  took  over  the  opera- 
tion on  September  1  and  Hyde  Park  is  now  on  a 
three-minute  service  to  Cleary  square  from  Forest 
Hills,  with  a  ten-cent  fare  to  any  part  of  the 
Elevated  system. 

The  latest  type  of  motor  buses  has  been  put 
in  operation  between  Mattapan  square  and  Wol- 
cott  square,  ReadviUe.  Under  this  plan  passen- 
gers arriving  at  Cleary  square  may  transfer  to 
buses  going  to  Readville  without  any  additional 
fare.  Passengers  arriving  at  Mattapan  may 
transfer  to  buses  at  that  point  operating  over 
East  River  street  through  Cleary  square  to  Read- 
ville. Passengers  from  Readville  have  the  option 
of  transferring  at  Cleary  square,  without  addi- 
tional charge,  to  the  city  proper  via  Hyde  Park 
avenue  and  Forest  Hills,  or  may  continue  on  buses 
,  to  Mattapan  and  transfer  at  that  point  to  any 
part  of  the  system  via  Blue  Hill  avenue  or  Ashland 
street. 

City  Planning  Board. 

That  the  public  are  at  last  awakened  to  the 
necessity  for  terminating  a  haphazard  method  of 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  city  and  substituting 
tfierefor  a  program  representing  intelligent  plan- 
ning is  evidenced  by  the  m.anner  in  which  the 
recommendations  of  the  Boston  City  Planning 
Board  have  been  received. 

Public  opinion  in  America  is  gradually  crystal- 
lizing in  favor  of  co-operation  and  co-ordination 
and  constructive  action  in  the  conduct  of  the 
business  of  government,  national,  state  and  city, 
and  Boston  has  been  exceptionally  fortunate  in 
that  it  has  been  among  the  pioneers  in  the  matter 
of  the  creation  of  a  City  Planning  Board.  To 
the  City  Planning  Board  in  the  last  two  years  we 
have  given  a  friendly  hearing  and  a  generous 
appropriation  and  in  return  have  received  service 
of  a  high  order  and  a  program  for  the  future  eon- 


duct  of  the  business  of  the  city,  the  adoption  of 
which  will  not  only  in  large  measure  solve  present 
perplexing  problems,  But  will  be  conducive  to  the 
happiness  and  prosperity  not  only  of  the  present 
generation  but  of  posteritj-. 

The  City  Planning  Board,  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted, embraces  the  best  thought  in  engineering, 
architecture  and  other  fields  of  useful  activity. 
Its  energies  and  talents  have  been  devoted  for  an 
entire  year  to  the  solution  of  the  traffic  conges- 
tion problem  and  the  adoption  of  the  program 
submitted  will  not  only  serve  to  overcome  the 
errors  of  the  past  but  will  provide  for  future  needs. 
We  have  been  so  long  accustomed  to  thinking  in 
terms  of  pennies  that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  for 
us  to  think  in  terms  of  millions,  yet,  apparently, 
our  only  alternative  is  either  think  in  present  rlay 
terms  or  be  confronted  with  a  congestion  that 
represents  stagnation  which,  if  permitted,  will 
result  in  losses  many  times  in  excess  of  the  sum 
recommended  for  the  creation  of  Boston's  new 
artery,  namely,  thirty-two  million  dollars. 

The  draughting  of  a  zoning  law  represents  an 
additional  forward  step  and  its  acceptance  by  the 
Legislature  will  mark  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  a 
ruinous  program  long  in  vogue,  and  which  if  per- 
mitted to  continue  permanently,  would  render 
impossible  either  a  healthy  or  an  attractive  city. 

The  adoption  of  these  two  major  recommenda- 
tions of  the  City  Planning  Board  should  be  sup- 
plemented by  an  investigation  as  to  ways  and 
means  of  electrification  and  co-ordination  of  railroad 
facilities  within  the  metropolitan  district. 

The  Division  of  Metropolitan  Planning  has  been 
appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  for 
the  purpose  of  studying  various  phases  of  the 
transportation  problem,  but  in  my  opinion  the 
best  interests  of  Boston  require  that  an  agency 
W'hose  primary  interest  is  our  own  city,  shall  par- 
ticipate in  this  important  work. 

A  new  departure  in  the  matter  of  co-ordination 
of  outdoor  recreational  facilities  has  resulted  in 
consequence  of  the  w'ork  of  the  City  Planning 
Board  and  the  policy  of  the  past  year  of  refusing 
to  recommend  the  acquiring  of  land  for  park  pur- 
poses, unless  approved  by  the  Board,  is  a  prece- 
dent that  may  be  accepted  with  safety  to  the 
city  and  with  benefit  to  the  people. 

Public  He.alth. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Health  Department  is 
invariably  determined  by  the  death  rate  from 
typhoid  fever,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  a 
lower  rate  was  established  by  the  City  of  Boston 
during  1923  than  any  large  city  in  the  United  States, 
in  addition  to  being  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded 
in  the  history  of  the  city. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  which  this  year  is  677  as 
against  1,148  in  1917,  representing  as  it  does  a 
reduction  of  nearly  50  per  cent  in  a  period  of  six 
years,  indicates  that  the  time  is  rapidly  approach- 
ing when  tuberculosis  will  cease  to  be  a  menace 
in  any  community  where  proper  regard  is  had  for 
sanitation,  proper  health  laws,  and  their  enforce- 
ment, and  a  due  consideration  for  the  human 
equation  in  industry.  It  would  be  unfair  to  con- 
tend that  the  results  achieved  in  the  matter  of 
tuberculosis  control  are  due  wholly  to  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Health  Department.  My  personal 
opinion  is  that  the  increased  wage  to  the  worker, 
which  in  the  home  is  represented  by  better  and 
more  food,  better  and  more  clothing,  with  added 
opportunities  for  better  living  conditions  and 
educational  and  recreational  advantages,  has  been 
a  material  factor  in  the  combatting  of  this  economic 
disease.  The  trustees  of  the  Boston  Sanatorium 
propose  to  establish  heliotherapy  treatment  during 
1924,  w'hich  should  prove  of  tremendous  value 
in  nonpulmonary  cases  of  tuberculosis.  This  work, 
supplementing  that  of  the  new  out-patient  building, 
for  which  $150,000  was  appropriated  during  1923 
and  which  will  be  completed  in  1924,  will  place 
Boston  as  a  leader  among  American  cities  in  the 
matter  of  conservation  of  public  health. 

The  report  of  the  Building  Commissioner  for  the 
year  1923  sets  forth  that  more  than  150  dilapi- 
dated and  unhealthful,  disease-breeding  tenement 
properties  have  been  razed. 

The  report  of  the  Park  Department  indicates 
that  a  larger  number  of  persons  are  either  partici- 
pating in  games  in  the  open  air,  or  as  a  result  of 
the  comfort  and  convenience  possible  thiough  the 
establishment  of  seating  accommodations  upon 
the  pla,\-grounds,  contributing  to  their  health 
through  spending  more  time  in  the  open. 
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The  value  of  health  units  is  emphasized  by  a 
study  of  the  childbirth  records  for  the  year  1923; 
the  deaths  of  mothers  from  causes  incident  to 
pregnancy  being  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
Boston. 

The  second  lowest  death  rate  in  the  history  of 
the  city  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
recorded  during  the  year  1923,  and  it  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  assume  that  upon  the  completion  of 
the  five  George  Robert  White  Fund  Health  Units, 
infant  mortality  may  be  further  reduced  by  one 
third.  The  first  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  Health  Units  is  now  in  process  of  construc- 
tion in  the  North  End  section  of  Boston,  and 
sufficient  funds  will  shoitly  be  available  to  com- 
mence construction  of  the  second  unit. 

Through  these  civic  center  clearing  houses,  co- 
ordination and  co-operation  will  be  possible  for  all 
agencies  interested  in  the  conservation  of  public 
health. 

The  dedication  of  the  first  health  unit  during 
1924  will  provide  an  opportunity  which  I  trust 
will  be  embraced  by  municipal  authorities  to  pay 
fitting  tribute  to  a  truly  great  citizen  of  Boston, 
George  Robert  White,  through  whose  generosity 
and  vision  the  ills  and  pains  of  humankind  will  be 
minimized  and  a  more  healthful  and  sturdy  woman- 
hood and  manhood  made  possible  for  the  nation. 
The  estabhshment  of  a  dental  clinic  at  the  health 
unit  on  Blossom  street  has  been  such  a  pronounced 
success  as  to  justify  provisions  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  similar  clinic  at  the  George  Robert 
White  Health  Unit  in  the  North  End,  and  in 
addition,  a  department  of  conservation  of  vision, 
for  the  care  of  the  eyes  of  childien,  a  new  but 
unquestionably  a  necessary  and  valued  departure. 

I  would  say  in  this  connection  that  we  are 
profoundly  grateful  for  the  splendid  service 
rendered  by  the  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary,  but  the  system  of  charging  has  so 
increased  in  the  last  two  years  as  to  make  it  pro- 
hibitive to  furnish  service  for  children  of  the  poor 
that  they  need.     Consequently,  we  must  do  it. 

In  the  opinion  of  health  authorities  the  same 
results  that  have  been  secured  through  vaccine  in 
the  treatment  of  smallpox  will  be  possible  through 
the  administration  of  the  Schick  toxin-antitoxin 
treatment  as  a  safeguard  against  diphtheria.  The 
Health  Department  has  been  extremely  active 
during  1923  in  combatting  diphtheria  through  the 
administration  of  the  Schick  toxin-antitoxin 
treatment,  nearly  19,000  children  having  been 
immunized  by  this  treatment  against  this  disease 
in  1923;  it  is  desirable  that  this  work  be  conducted 
with  increased  vigor  during  the  year  1924.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  in  1923,  23,000  children  were 
found  to  have  a  natural  immunity  against  diph- 
theria. 

Research  and  experimental  methods  are  being 
carried  on  in  the  treatment  of  whooping  cough  and 
measles,  also  with  a  view  to  perfecting  a  reliable 
preventive  process  of  control. 

The  public  are  entitled  to  protection  in  the 
matter  of  milk  supply,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Health  Commissioner  -to  adopt  a  regulation  pro- 
hibiting the  distribution  or  sale  of  milk  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  unless  the  same  has  been  pasteur- 
ized or  comes  from  tested  certified  herds 

The  increase  of  more  than  100  per  cent  in  deaths 
from  alcoholism  is  an  interesting  commentary  on 
the  non-enforcement  of  the  Volstead  Act.  The 
number  recorded,  which  probably  does  not  repre- 
sent more  than  one  half  of  all  who  died  as  a  result 
of  poisonous  substitutes  for  pure  liquor,  namely, 
169  persons  in  1923,  represents  an  average  of  nearly 
one  every  second  dav  during  the  entire  year. 

The  Boston  Health  Show  held  during  1923 
presented  in  various  forms  of  demonstration  the 
aspects  of  various  illnesses  and  diseases,  methods 
of  control  in  operation,  and  health  conservation 
generally,  bringing  home  to  the  people  of  Boston 
in  an  understandable  way  the  efforts  put  forth  for 
their  health  and  protection.  The  Better  Baby 
Contest  conducted  as  part  of  this  show  was  so 
popular  that  the  Health  Department  subsequently 
conducted  a  conference  upon  a  similar  scale  of 
standards  with  such  success,  that  baby  welfare 
stations  are  to  be  conducted  as  a  regular  feature 
of  health  work  in  1924 

Hospital  Depahtii^ent. 
The  failure  during  the  period  of  the  World  War 
to  conduct  a  building  program  m  anticipation  of 
hospital  requirements  due  to  increase  in  popula- 
tion has  resulted  durmg  the  past  year  in  a  con- 


gestion which  if  permitted  to  continue  will  result 
in  great  injury  to  persons  .seeking  treatment  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital. 

The  completion  of  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Building,  while  it  provides  in  Boston  the  most 
modern  municipal  institution  in  the  world  for 
research  and  X-ray  work,  will  not  in  any  degree 
minimize  the  congestion  which  is  general  in  the 
institution.  It  is  the  only  building  of  its  kind 
within  a  municipal  hospital  group  in  the  United 
States,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  it  can  draw  on 
1,200  patients  fcr  inten.sive  study,  each  day,  the 
opportunities  for  accomplishing  the  work  for  which 
it  is  intended,  that  is,  intensive  medicine,  are 
tremendous. 

The  new  Out-Patient  Department,  which  will 
shortly  be  dedicated,  should  provide  for  the  needs 
of  this  character  of  service  for  the  next  half  cen- 
tury. In  the  past  male  and  female  patients  have 
been  indecently  crowded  together  in  the  waiting 
rooms  of  the  old  Out-Patient  Department.  This 
condition  will  now  be  obviated.  The  trustees 
anticipate,  in  the  development  of  their  program, 
to  run  the  Out-Patient  Department  throughout 
the  day;  in  the  morning  caring  for  the  patients 
resorting  there  for  treatment,  and  any  patient 
requiring  intensive  study  will  be  given  an  appoint- 
ment for  a  particular  afternoon,  when  he  will  be 
carefully  examined  by  a  group  of  specialists,  and 
such  X-ray  and  laboratory  tests  be  performed  as 
may  be  necessary  to  establish  a  diagnosis. 

The  increase,  however,  in  the  number  of  patients 
at  the  City  Ho.spital,  which  now  represents  1,200 
daily,  coupled  with  the  corresponding  increase 
of  physicians,  surgeons,  internes,  orderlies,  etcet- 
eras, presents  a  condition  deserving  of  immediate 
consideration.  During  the  year  1923  the  sum  of 
$180,000  was  provided  for  architects'  fees,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  make  a  survey  of  the  hos- 
pital needs,  anticipating  the  requirements  of  the 
next  quarter  of  a  century,  and  providing  within 
the  next  two  years  accommodations  for  680  addi- 
tional patients. 

A  bill  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature 
seeking  authority  to  borrow  this  money  outside  of 
the  debt  limit,  and  I  trust  this  legislation  will  have 
the  hearty  support  of  every  member  of  the  city 
government.  This  program  is  necessary  because 
of  the  accumulated  neglect  and  failure  of  the  past 
which  it  is  our  duty,  as  custodians  of  the  public 
weal,  to  correct.  In  the  event  that  the  Legisla- 
ture approves  the  recommendation  of  the  hospital 
authorities  it  is  proposed  to  provide  buildings  suffi- 
cient to  accommodate  680  additional  patients, 
including  an  obstetrical  ward  building,  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  which,  with  equipment,  will  approx- 
imate three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars,  and 
which  on  completion  will  provide  sucffiient  accom- 
modations for  75  maternity  cases  at  all  times. 

I  want  to  say  on  this,  in  passing  that  in  1917  we 
made  provision  for  the  free  treatment  of  women 
about  to  become  mothers,  providing  eighteen  beds 
in  the  City  Hospital.  In  the  four  succeeding  years 
the  number  of  beds  was  increased  by  only  four.  In 
those  twenty-two  beds  during  1921,  540  children 
were  born.  That  shows  that  there  has  been 
an  indecent,  inhuman  and  disgraceful  neglect 
of  an  obligation  which  we  should  observe,  and  I 
look  forward  with  keen  pleasure  to  the  fulfillment 
of  the  duty  we  owe  mothers  of  men  and  of  women 
and  which  will  be  fulfilled  upon  the  completion  of 
this  maternity  building.      (Applause.) 

The  maternity  building  will  contain  every 
modern  convenience  and  appliance  needed  to  care 
for  mothers  and  babies.  It  will  be  made  up  of 
small  units,  to  prove  the  greatest  amount  of 
privacy  consistent  with  the  care  of  such  cases, 
and  will  contain  operating  rooms  and  nurseries  for 
well,  sick  and  premature  babies. 

Provision  is  made  for  an  isolation  building,  rep- 
resenting a  cost  of  one  third  of  a  million  dollars. 
This  isolation  building  will  be  constructed  along 
the  most  modern  lines,  with  many  single  rooms 
and  small  ward  units,  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
care  for  any  type  of  contagious  disease  without 
danger  of  cross  infection. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  an  additional  medi- 
cal pavilion  costing  $400,000;  surgical  building, 
$229,000;  a  pavilion  for  special  cases,  $584,000; 
quarters  for  house  officers  and  internes,  $305,000; 
addition  to  Burnhani  Building,  .$211,000;  nurses' 
home,  $290,000;  kitchen  and  laundry,  $251,000; 
pathological  building,  .$91,000;  enlargement  of 
engine  room  with  installation  of  generators  and 
accessories,  tunnels,  animal  house  and  enlargement 
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of  existing  surgical  building,  $78,000  addition  to 
power  plant  and  necessary  extension  of  piping, 
§209,000. 

An  addition  of  three  stories  will  be  made  to  the 
present  sur?icnl  wards,  W  and  X,  to  provide  for 
the  tremendous  increase  in  surgical  cases.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  seventy-five  house  officers 
caring  for  patients  in  the  City  Hospital.  They  are 
housed  in  various  places  throughout  the  hospital, 
some  rooms  that  were  originally  intended  to  house 
one  person  now  housing  two,  and  in  some  instances 
three  and  four.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
new  quarters  be  provided  for  them.  It  is  proposed 
to  add  to  the  Burnham  Building,  as  already  stated, 
at  a  cost  of  $211,000,  in  which  to  care  for  medical 
cases;  and  to  care  for  patients  it  is  absolutely 
essentiql  that  more  nurses  be  employed.  At  the 
present  moment  every  available  bed  is  taken;  at 
least  12.5  more  nurses  will  be  necessary  to  care  for 
the  additional  number  of  patients,  and  therefore  it 
becomes  necessary  to  build  a  new  wing  to  connect 
with  the  present  nurses'  home. 

The  probability  is  that  in  the  event  of  the 
Legislature  approving  this  major  program  it  will 
require  at  least  two  years  in  which  to  complete 
construction,  but  on  completion  the  city  will  be 
in  a  po.sition  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to  all  m  need 
of  medical  or  surgical  treatment,  a  position  which 
it  has  not  been  in  during  the  past  five  years. 

Public  Welp^uie. 

During  the  year  1923  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Mothers'  Aid  Act  1,406  cases  were  directed 
t{>  the  attention  of  the  Overseers  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, and  as  a  consequence  of  the  aid  extended  it 
was  possible  to  maintain  family  ties  without  re- 
sorting to  the  inhuman  practice  which  obtained 
prior  to  1913,  of  dividing  families  and  distributing 
the  children  on  the  death  of  the  head  of  the  house- 
told. 

During  the  year  1923,  2,522  cases  of  dependents 
were  considered  and  aided,  the  increase  during  the 
year  being  132  cases.  Lodgings  were  provided 
during  the  year  to  5,514  women  and  children  and 
11,811  men,  in  addition  to  18,612  meals. 

An  investigation  conducted  during  the  year  by 
the  Finance  Commission  resulted  in  certain  recom- 
mendations, a  majority  of  which  were  accepted  by 
the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  generous  policy  which  the  city  has  ever 
maintained  toward  the  needy  and  dependent  will, 
I  trust,  be  followed  during  the  present  year. 

With  a  view  to  ending  the  custom  of  penalizing 
thrift,  a  bill  has  been  presented  seeking  authority 
to  aicl  dependent  fam.ilies  through  a  change  in  the 
present  regulations  which  obtain  in  the  Common- 
wealth and  under  which  it  is  unlawful  to  extend 
aid  where  equity  in  property  exceeds  $500  or 
valuation  $2,500  or  where  the  cash  in  pos.session 
of  the  family  is  in  excess  of  $200. 

The  average  population  at  Long  Island  during 
the  past  year  has  been  860;  of  this  number  343 
being  hospital  cases.  The  injustice  of  sending  the 
chronic  sick  of  Boston  to  Long  Island  for  treat- 
ment must  be  apparent  to  every  thoughtful  citi- 
zen. It  IS  an  injustice  to  require  that  physicians 
and  .surgeons  make  the  sacrifice  of  time  that  is 
necessary  to  visit  patients  at  Long  Island;  and  it 
is  an  injustice  to  quarter  the  chronic  sick  with  the 
unfortunate  poor  and  to  classify  under  one  head 
the  chronic  sick,  the  unfortunate  poor,  the  de- 
pendent child  and  the  criminal.  I  have  endeav- 
ored for  many  years  to  change  this  condition  and 
am  hopeful  that  during  the  present  year  it  will  be 
po.ssible  to  transfer  the  chronic  sick  from  the  hos- 
pital at  Long  Island  to  the  buildings  erected  by 
the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  at 
Parker  Hill.  The  establishment  of  the  hospital 
for  the  chronic  sick  at  Parker  Hill  would  not  only 
prove  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  patients  but 
of  tremendous  value  to  the  medical  schools  located 
in  this  section  of  our  city,  the  visiting  staffs  of 
which  embrace  men  of  the  highest  standing  in 
medicine  and  surgery.  It  is  anticipated  that  hos- 
pital accommodations  will  be  provided  by  the 
Federal  Government  at  Northampton  sufficient  to 
permit  the  cancelation  of  the  lease  of  municipal 
buildings  located  at  West  Roxbuty  in  use  by  the 
United  States  Veterans'  Bureau. 

In  the  event  that  these  buildings  become  avail- 
able at  any  time  during  the  year  it  is  my  purpose 
to  transfer  the  unfortunate  poor  at  Long  Island  to 
the  property  located  at  West  Roxbury  and  to  in- 
stall there  a  cottage  system  of  housing  for  aged 
poor  couples  who  under  present  conditions  are 
separated  upon  commitment  to  Long  Island.  The 
commission  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 


ernor to  consider  the  location  for  a  new  State 
Prison  have  reported  in  favor  of  the  purchase  by 
the  state  of  the  municipal  prison  at  Deer  Island. 
It  is  my  purpose  in  the  event  that  the  sale  is  con- 
sumated,  to  transfer  the  prisoners  at  present  on 
Deer  Island  to  Long  Island  when  the  poor  and  the 
chronic  sick  have  been  transferred  to  the  mainland. 
The  acreage  at  Long  Island  is  not  only  considerable, 
but  sufficiently  productive  to  permit  of  cultivation 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  possible  the  raising  of 
enough  produce  to  provide  for  the  requirements  of 
the  inmates  of  all  municipal  institutions,  while  the 
outdoor  work  should  prove  beneficial  to  the  pris- 
oners. 

The  Retirement  System. 

After  a  year  of  operation  the  pension  system  es- 
tablished by  the  Legislature  and  accepted  by  the 
City  Council  and  myself,  has  proven  a  complete 
success.  An  amendment  providing  for  a  minimum 
retirement  allowance  of  $480  a  year  after  fifteen 
years  of  service  was  obtained  last  year,  and  the 
system,  with  this  provision  is  undoubtedly  the  best 
example  of  public  pension  legislation  enacted  up  to 
the  present  time.  It  provides  for  retirement  at  the 
age  of  sixty  at  the  request  of  the  employee,  and 
for  compulsory  retirement  at  age  of  seventy.  The 
amount  of  the  retirement  allowance  is  calculated  on 
the  lenght  of  service,  the  salary,  and  the  age  of  the 
employee  at  retirement.  The  employee  by  accept- 
ing a  reduced  pension  may  elect  that  the  pension 
may  continue  after  his  death  to  his  wife  or  other 
relative  for  Hfe,  or  that  the  balance  remaining  un- 
expended may  be  paid  to  his  estate.  In  ease  of 
death  from  injury  received  in  the  course  of  employ- 
ment the  widow  or  children  or  dependent  father  or  • 
mother  receive  a  pension  of  one  half  salary.  For 
permanent  disability  caused  by  an  accident  oc- 
curring in  the  performance  of  duty  the  employee 
receives  a  pension  of  three  quarters  salary.  For 
disability  from  any  other  cause  a  pension  is  paid 
equal  to  90  per  cent  of  the  pension  to  which  the 
employee  would  have  received  at  the  age  of  sixty. 
These  provisions  are  very  favorable  to  the  em- 
ployee and  I  have  no  doubt  will  serve  as  a  model  for 
other  municipal  and  government  systems. 

Approximately  eight  thousand  of  the  present 
employees  have  joined  the  system,  and  all  new 
employees  become  members  as  part  of  their  con- 
tract of  employment.  Over  three  hundred  retire- 
ments have  been  made  this  year,  and  a  much 
larger  number  will  be  made  in  the  year  to  come. 
While  in  an  occasional  instance  a  very  valuable 
employee  may  be  lost  to  the  city  by  the  compulsory 
retirement  at  seventy  years  of  age,  as  a  rule  the 
service  is  improved  not  only  in  efficiency  but  also 
in  the  morale  of  the  younger  employees  who  as  a 
result  of  the  pension  system  are  afforded  oppor- 
tunity for  promotion. 

Rent  and  Housing. 

The  building  of  homes,  which  could  be  leased  at  a 
rental  possible  for  a  working  man  with  family  to 
occupy  has  not  been  undertaken  by  any  indi\ddual 
or  agency  during  the  past  year.  This  situation 
has  resulted  in  the  development  of  a  condition  de- 
serving of  serious  consideration  by  every  indi\adual 
in  the  city.  The  erection  of  apartment  blocks  has 
been  conducted  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever  pre- 
viously known  and  in  these  blocks  every  conceiv- 
able pro\asion  has  been  made  for  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  adults  without  provision  or  accom- 
modation of  any  character  for  children. 

As  a  consequence  of  lack  of  housing  accommo- 
dations for  persons  in  moderate  circumstances  who 
have  children  it  will  in  my  opinion  be  necessary 
to  continue  the  Rent  and  Housing  Commission  for 
the  protection  of  the  people  from  property  owners 
who  seek  to  profit  as  a  consequence  of  a  condition 
beyond  the  power  of  the  man  of  moderate  means 
to  overcome.  _^^ 

The  Rent  and  Housing  Commission  reports  that 
during  the  past  year  12,048  cases  were  disposed 
of  and  that  in  the  case  of  demands  for  increased 
rentals  95  per  cent  of  the  claims  were  found  to  be 
unwarranted  and  unreasonable,  and  that  on  notices 
to  vacate,  in  but  4  per  cent  of  the  cases  w^as  it 
impossible  to  secure  extension  of  time. 

The  fact  that  complaints  on  rent  increases  are 
received  almost  wholly  from  persons  paying  less 
than  $50  per  month  and  that  55  per  cent  of  the  conr- 
plaints  now  received  constitute  notices  to  vacate 
premises,  and  35  per  cent  relate  to  increased 
rentals,  in  my  opinion,  makes  it  ad\'isable  that  the 
tenure  of  the  commission  be  extended. 
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Printing  Department. 

During  the  year  1923  the  Printing  Department 
has  executed  printing  orders  exceeding  in  volume 
any  previous  year  since  its  establishment;  and 
although  many  of  our  accounts  are  still  open,  the 
present  outlook  indicates  that  the  department  will 
have  earned  a  profit  as  large  as  the  previous  year, 
$50,000,  and  thereby  add  to  its  unexpended  bal- 
ance, which  should  reach  approximately  one  quarter 
million  dollars  at  the  end  of  the  current  year, 
These  profits  have  not  been  earned  by  inflating 
prices;  but  on  the  contrary,  the  cost  of  printing  and 
stationery  has  been  considerably  below  prices 
charged  by  private  concerns  for  similar  supplies. 
This  year  the  department  executed  the  pohce  list, 
one  of  the  largest  jobs  of  printing  done  in  the  city, 
at  a  lower  price  than  any  private  concern  in  Boston 
bid  for  the  work. 

The  department  is  equipped  especially  for  the 
needs  and  requirements  of  the  city,  and  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the  City  of 
Boston  is  not  only  operating  a  plant  for  its  own 
convenience,  but  also  gets  the  profits  from  that 
operation  which  under  a  contract  system  would  go 
to  private  parties. 

Much  of  the  typesetting  machinery  and  many  of 
the  presses  have  been  in  operation  for  over  fifteen 
years.  During  the  year  we  have  partly  rehabil- 
itated the  type  casting  department  by  turning  in 
some  of  the  old  machines  at  a  liberal  allowance  in 
exchange  for  new  ones,  also,  three  new  presses 
have  been  installed  in  exchange  for  old  ones  which 
have  been  in  service  for  fifteen  years.  Approx- 
imately, twenty-one  thousand  dollais  has  been 
spent  during  the  year  for  this  much  needed  pur- 
pose, which  has  added  very  materially  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  department. 

It  is  proposed  gradually  to  rehabilitate  the  plant 
with  modern  and  up-to-date  equipment,  thereby 
gradually  bringing  the  plant  up  to  the  highest 
standard  of  efficiency. 

The  city's  printing  is  growing  in  volume,  grad- 
ually, year  by  year,  and  an  idea  of  this  growth 
may  be  ascertained  from  the  fact  that  the  police 
list  and  the  voting  list  and  all  printing  in  connec- 
tion with  hsting  and  elections  have  increased  more 
than  one  hundred  per  cent  over  former  years, 
because  of  women  being  added  to  the  lists. 

The  Printing  Plant  is  badly  in  need  of  permanent 
quarters,  being  at  present  located  at  286  Con- 
gress street,  occupying  about  20,000  feet  of  space 
for  which  the  city  pays  an  annual  rental  of  $13,000. 
Under  present  laws  we  can  only  obtain  a  year  s 
lease  and  are  practically  tenants  at  will.  The 
department  since  its  establishment  has  moved 
three  times,  twice  by  order  to  vacate;  and  these 
changes  aggregate  an  expense  of  approximately 
$50,000.  Under  the  present  lease  system  it  would 
now  be  advisable  for  the  city  to  make  provisions 
for  future  growth  of  the  department  as  the  city 
has  not  sufficient  protection  to  warrant  any  great 
expenditures. 

In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  good  business  judg- 
ment and  in  the  interest  of  economy,  for  the  city 
to  establish  the  printing  plant  in  permanent  quar- 
ters, which  can  be  purchased  from  accumulated 
profits. 

Supply  Department. 

The  amendment  to  the  ordinances  adopted  in 
1914  has  resulted  not  only  in  the  standardization 
of  purchases  of  materials  and  supplies  through  a 
central  agency,  but  in  the  saving  of  a  vast  sum  of 
money  through  wholesale  purchasing  and  cash 
discounts. 

Prior  to  1914,  but  fifteen  departments  of  the 
city  placed  requisitions  representing  their  re- 
quriements  with  the  Supply  Department.  At  the 
present  time  thirty-eight  departments  are  oper- 
ating through  the  Supply  Department  and  the  total 
purchases  during  the  year  1923  represent  a  total 
of  four  million  dollars. 

A  laboratory  has  been  established  for  the  test- 
ing of  materials  and  supplies  and  this  coupled  with 
the  rigid  system  of  inspection  of  materials,  pro- 
vides a  protection  which  has  never  been  possible 
heretofore. 

A  bin  has  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
requesting  authority  to  advertise  in  publications 
other  than  the  City  Record  in  all  cases  where  the 
expenditure  is  in  excess  of  $25,000.  The  adoption 
of  this  legislation  should  widen  the  field  of  com- 
petition and  result  in  increased  savings  to  the  city. 

Education. 
The  School  Committee  during  the  year  1923 
adopted  the  recommendation  made  last  year  for 


the  development  of  the  reading  habit  and  have 
made  provision  for  the  establishment  of  a  cir- 
culating library  in  at  least  one  school  building  in 
each  ward  of  the  city.  The  probability  is  that 
the  completion  of  this  program  will  represent  a 
considerable  period  of  time,  but  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  a  beginning  has  been  made. 

The  standardization  of  school  buildings  con" 
taining  eight  rooms  or  less  as  recommended  last 
year  has  been  approved  and  the  necessary  plans 
drawn.  The  adoption  of  this  program  as  applied 
to  the  school  construction  program  of  the  School- 
house  Commission  should  represent  a  considerable 
annual  saving  to  the  city,  both  in  money  and  time 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  school  buildings. 

The  program  for  "a  seat  for  every  pupil  in  a 
permanent  public  school  building"  will  shortly 
be  consummated  providing  the  same  zeal  and 
activity  with  which  the  work  has  been  conducted 
the  past  year  is  maintained  for  the  future.  Dur- 
ing the  year  1923  accommodations  were  provided 
in  school  buildings  for  2,120  additional  pupils, 
while  new  buildings  in  course  of  construction 
represent  an  expenditure  during  the  year  of 
$3,000,000,  in  addition  to  repairs  to  buildings 
totaling  $1,461,983.98. 

The  program  for  1924-25  if  adopted  will  re- 
present an  expenditure  for  new  buildings  of 
$5,372,000  and  alterations,  repair  and  main- 
tenance, $1,500,000. 

A  gratifying  feature  of  the  school  program  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  adoption  of  the  "pay  as  you 
go  policy"  on  school  lands  and  buildings  in- 
augurated during  my  previous  administration  has 
not  only  made  possible  a  major  school  building 
construction  program  paid  entirely  out  of  tax 
levy,  but  in  addition  will  shortly  result  in  the 
total  extinguishment  of  the  entire  school  indebted- 
ness, placing  Boston  in  a  most  enviable  and  yet 
unique  position  among  American  cities  in  that  it 
will  be  the  only  city  without  a  bonded  indebted- 
ness for  educational  purposes. 

I  might  say  in  passing  that  in  addition  to 
working  towards  the  extinguishment  of  our 
educational  indebtedness,  since  the  adoption  of 
this  provision  we  have  expended  from  money 
raised  by  taxation  direct,  and  without  bond 
issues,  some  $15,000,000  for  educational  purposes, 
which  prior  to  1916  would  have  been  raised  by 
bond  issues  to  be  borne  by  those  coming  after  us. 

Park  Department. 

The  policy  inaugurated  in  1914  of  establish- 
ing permanent  smooth  highways  throughout  the 
park  system  was  originally  commenced  with  a 
view  to  reducing  the  annual  maintenance  cost 
for  upkeep  and  to  provide  thoroughfares  that 
might  be  traveled  with  some  degree  of  comfort. 
At  that  time  the  total  yardage  of  permanent  paving 
in  the  Boston  park  system  was  about  16,000  yards. 

During  the  year  1923,  119,281  yards  were  laid, 
or  an  amount  almost  six  times  as  great  as  the  total 
yardage  laid  in  the  92  years  prior  to  1914.  The 
year  1924  will  not  only  witness  the  completion  of 
permanent  paving  of  park  roads,  but  in  addition 
the  construction  of  a  new  permanent  automobile 
highway  through  Franklin  Park  to  connect  with 
Columbia  road,  thereby  making  available  for  pub- 
lic enjoyment  the  entire  park  system  with  a  road 
surface  that  will  represent  practically  no  expense 
for  maintenance  in  the  next  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  sum  of  $25,000  is  made  available  this  year 
for  granolithic  walks  in  the  park  system.  This 
is  but  the  beginning,  yet  a  most  essential  one. 
Large  sums  of  money  have  been  expended  upon 
our  park  system  to  provide  permanent  smooth 
thoroughfares  for  pleasure  vehicles  and  bridle  paths 
for  equestrians;  while  no  funds  have  ever  pre- 
viously been  made  available  for  walks  that  were 
useful  for  more  than  a  portion  of  each  year.  The 
establishment  of  granolithic  walks  upon  the 
Strandway  and  Columbia  road  is  sufficient  to 
prove  that  the  public  would  take  advantage  in 
larger  numbers  of  the  opportunities  to  view  the 
park  system,  provided  it  were  possible  to  do  so 
with  comfort;  it  is  our  duty  to  provide  during 
the  coming  year  sufficient  funds  to  make  the  prece- 
dent which  was  established  in  1923  a  fixed  policy 
until  such  time  as  granolithic  walks  are  provided 
throughout  the  entire  park  system. 

The  Columbus  Park  improvement  at  the  Strand- 
way,  South  Boston,  started  in  1916  under  my 
previous  administration  as  Mayor  of  Boston,  is  now 
rapidly  approaching  completion.  During  1923  the 
public  bath  house  located  at  the  Dorchester  end 
of  the  Strandway,  and  which  is  the  largest  institu- 
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tion  of  its  kind  in  America  with  the  exception  of  one 
central  bath  house  at  Coney  Island,  was  dedicated. 

The  roadways  and  walks  have  been  completed 
and  the  bridge  at  the  Columbia  road  entrance  to 
the  Stranway  over  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  has 
been  rebuilt  at  an  expenditure  of  $20,000,  in  addition 
to  the  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  expended  upon 
the  Columbus  Park  Bath  House. 

It  will  be  necessary  during  the  year  1924  to 
provide  approximately  $150,000  in  addition  to 
what  has  already  been  expended  for  the  completion 
of  Columbus  Park.  This  money  will  be  utilized 
for  the  sodding,  grading  and  planting  of  the  ground, 
and  the  construction  of  permanent  bleachers. 
Columbus  Park  on  completion  will  represent  an 
addition  to  the  park  area  at  this  section  of  Boston 
of  about  two  and  a  quarter  million  square  feet 
of  land  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,049,244,  reclaimed 
from  what  formerly  was  an  unsightly  and  unhealthy 
marsh  and  transformed  into  the  finest  waterfront 
park  to  be  found  on  the  entire  Atlantic  coast. 

It  is  my  purpose  in  connection  with  the  comple- 
tion of  Columbus  Park  to  establish  a  soldiers' 
memorial  of  trees.  The  number  necessary  will 
probably  be  500,  each  tree  to  be  suitably  inscribed 
with  a  permanent  marker  bearing  the  name  and 
regiment  of  Boston  men  who  died  while  in  the 
service  of  country  during  the  World  War. 

The  erection  of  permanent  bleachers  for  the 
convenience  of  persons  attending  the  Twilight 
Baseball  League  games  or  other  outdoor  sports  has 
been  such  during  the  past  year  as  to  justify  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  program  during  1924.  During  the 
past  year  accommodations  were  provided  for  ap- 
proximately 15,000  persons  and  in  a  large  measure 
were  responsible  for  an  attendance  at  least  twenty 
times  greater  than  ever  previously  known  in  the 
history  of  Boston  playgrounds. 

The  policy  of  improving  existing  playgrounds 
and  developing  a  higher  order  of  efficiency  in  the 
use  of  the  same  will,  I  trust,  be  maintained  during 
the  year  1924. 

The  Parkman  Fund  Income  has  made  possible 
notable  improvements  in  the  park  system  that 
without  this  great  benefaction  might  be  long  re- 
tarded, if  ever  considered;  the  most  notable 
addition  to  the  park  system  through  this  medium 
being  the  Rose  Garden  at  Frankliri  Park,  which 
gives  promise  of  attracting  nation-wide  attention. 

During  the  year  1923  the  golf  links  at  Franklin 
Park  have  not  only  proven  a  desirable  investment 
from  the  health  standpoint  but  from  the  financial 
as  well;  the  total  revenue  during  the  year  1923 
being  $21,000  which  is  considerable  in  excess  of  the 
actual  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  the  golf  links. 

The  completion  of  Columbus  Park  during  the 
year  1924  should  provide  opportunity  for  a  similar 
development  on  a  major  scale  at  the  World  War 
Memorial  Park,  East  Boston,  and  Savin  Hill  and 
Tenean  Beaches  in  Dorchester,  and  to  these  im- 
portant projects  I  beg  to  direct  your  earnest 
thought. 

The  William  J.  Barry  Playground  at  Charlestown 
has  been  enlarged  at  an  expenditure  of  $200,000, 
in  order  that  suitable  playground  facilities  for 
children  may  be  available  in  the  event  that  the 
Fo.'d  plant  is  located  on  the  Sullivan  Square 
Playground.  In  the  event  that  the  Ford  project 
for  Boston  is  consummated,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  either  enlarge  one  of  the  existing  playgrounds 
centrally  located  in  Charle.stown  or  to  provide  a 
new  one,  and  in  either  event,  it  is  my  desire  that 
the  .same  program  as  was  adopted  in  the  case  of 
the  William  ,T.  Barry  Playground  be  followed, 
namely,  that  where  a  park  or  playground  is  created, 
unsightly  and  unwholesome  property  be  razed,  as 
in  this  way  alone  will  it  be  possible  to  solve  the 
question  of  early  removal  of  unhealthful  tenement 
property. 

I  want  to  say  in  passing  that  I  have  in  no 
measure  lost  hope  that  the  City  of  Boston  will 
ultimately  secure  a  Ford  assembling  and  exporting 
plant,  and  in  the  event  of  a  site  being  determined 
upon  which  represents  a  city  property  used  ft  r 
playground  or  other  helpful  purposes,  I  shall  follow 
the  propiram  outlined  as  presented  here,  had  the 
plant  been  located  in  Charlestown,  and  shall 
request  your  co-operation  for  the  consummation 
of  whatever  program  may  be  determined  upon. 

I  had  .sincerely  hoped  that  North  End  Park 
improvements  might  be  sufhoiently  advanced  to 
permit  of  a  report  of  progress  upon  plans.  It  is 
gratifying  however  to  know  that  the  architect, 
landscape  adviser  and  engineers  have  finally 
agreed  upon  a  program  which  will  be  undertaken 
shortly  in  this  congested  center  of  our  city. 


The  total  addition  to  the  park  area  in  the  past 
two  years  has  been  821,680  square  feet  at  a  cost 
of  $415,000. 

Fire  Department. 

The  year  1923  marked  the  passing  of  horse- 
drawn  fire  apparatus  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
complete  motorization  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

The  two-platoon  system  authorized  in  1923  was 
put  in  operation  February  first  of  this  year.  It 
represents  an  additional  expenditure  of  approxi- 
mately $350,000  and  an  addition  to  the  firefighting 
force  of  Boston  of  222  men.  The  adoption  of  this 
humane  system  should  result  in  a  higher  efficiency 
in  the  Fire  Department,  with  a  reduction  in  the 
lo.sses  of  life  and  property.  The  city  for  many 
years  has  been  menaced  with  a  possible  loss  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  located  in  the  heart  of 
the  danger  zone  of  the  lumber  yard  district. 

An  appropriation  has  been  made  and  the  con- 
tract will  shortly  be  awarded  for  the  construction 
in  Boston  of  the  most  complete  and  best  fire  alarm 
station  to  be  found  in  the  entire  world. 

The  extension  of  the  high  pressure  system,  a 
vital  adjunct  in  fighting  fires,  must  be  continued 
and  the  same  generous  character  of  appropriation 
provided  during  the  last  two  years  must  be  main- 
tained until  the  entire  fire  hazard  section  of  Boston 
has  been  grid-ironed  with  high  pressure  fire  service 
water  mains. 

The  necessity  for  a  centrally  located  fire  head- 
quarters to  replace  the  present  Mason  street  head- 
quarters is  apparent  to  eveiy  citizen  and  I  sincerely 
trust  it  may  be  possible  during  the  year  1924  to 
provide  the  necessary  money  for  the  construction 
of  the  .same. 

The  advances  made  in  fire-fighting  facilities 
during  the  past  two  years  should  result  in  a  con- 
siderable reduction  in  the  annual  fire  losses  and  in 
a  considerable  reduction  in  the  fire  insurance  rates. 
The  officials  in  charge  of  fire  companies  and  in- 
surance companies  throughout  the  country  are 
unanimous  in  the  belief  that  80  per  cert  of  fire 
losses  may  be  traced  to  carelessness  and  I  urge  the 
adoption  of  such  program  as  may  commend  itself 
to  the  City  Council.  A  brief  statement  read  to 
the  pupils  in  public  and  private  schools  each  month 
setting  forth  the  loss  sustained  by  fire  both  in  the 
city  and  throughout  the  country  might  serve  as  an 
excellent  means  of  developing  habits  of  carefulness, 
dividends  from  which  would  be  represented  by  a 
reduction  in  loss  of  life  and  property  to  the  people 
of  the  city. 

Police  Dep.vetment. 

The  condition  of  many  police  stations  in  Boston 
has  for  a  number  of  years  been  a  disgrace  to  the 
municipality  and  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
police  officers.  To  remodel  and  reconstruct  and 
provide  new  houses  would  make  necessary  an 
expenditure  of  at  least  four  million  dollars. 

During  the  year  1923  the  sum  of  $2,400,000  was 
provided  for  a  Police  Department  building  pro- 
gram and  this  huge  sum  represents  an  expenditure 
greater  than  the  total  expenditure  for  police 
buildings  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century. 

During  the  year  1923,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Public  Buildings  Department  Police,  Station  No.  8 
was  completed  and  a  contract  awarded  for  Police 
Station  No.  2  at  Milk  and  Sears  streets,  Boston, 
to  house  Police  Division  No.  2,  Traffic  Division 
No.  20,  and  the  Property  Clerk's  Department. 
This  building,  ten  stories  in  height,  costing  approxi- 
mately one  million  dollars,  on  completion  will  be 
the  largest  police  building  in  the  United  States. 

Land  has  been  taken  and  plans  have  been  drawn 
for  a  Police  Department  Headquarters  to  replace 
the  present  ancient  and  inadequate  headquarters, 
which  w'lll  represent  an  additional  expenditure  of 
one  million  dollars  for  land  and  building. 

The  completion  of  the  West  Roxbury  Court- 
house during  the  j'ear  made  available  for  police 
departmental  purposes  the  property  adjoining  the 
police  station  and  formerly  used  as  a  courthouse 
and  $100,000  was  appropriated  to  remodel  it  so 
as  to  provide  for  an  enlarged  and  modern  police 
station  in  this  section  of  the  city. 

In  the  Hyde  Park  section,  the  unsanitary  quar- 
ters occupied  and  known  as  Police  Station  No.  18 
will,  on  completion  of  the  contract  which  has  been 
awarded  in  the  sum  of  $200,000,  be  discontinued 
and  a  modern  police  station  constructed  in  the 
Hyde  Park  section. 

It  is  my  purpose  during  the  year,  provided  that 
finances  will  permit,  to  locate  a  new  courthouse 
in  the  Dorchester  district  which  will  permit  the 
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Police  Department  taking  over  the  present  Dor- 
chester Courthouse  on  Adams  street  for  pohce 
business. 

It  IS  absolutely  necessary  in  the  immediate 
future  to  provide  either  enlarged  o.uarters  or  new 
qiiarters  for  Station  No.  3  on  Joy  street,  Station 
No.  4  on  La  Grange  street  and  Station  No.  5  on 
East  Dedham  street,  and  as  financial  conditions 
permit  I  trust  these  matters  will  receive  the  friendly 
consideration  of  the  City  Council. 

The  Traffic  Division  of  the  Police  Department 
has  been  aided  during  the  year  through  an  appro- 
priation in  the  sum  of  .$25,000  for  80  spotlights 
which  not  only  served  as  an  aid  to  traffic  but  also 
as  a  protection  to  the  traffic  officers,  the  lives  of 
some  having  been  taken  and  the  remainder  men- 
aced through  lack  of  this  protection  in  the  past. 

In  the  budget  of  192,3-24  provision  was  made 
for  the  appointment  of  50  additional  traffic  officers 
whose  value  to  the  improvement  of  traffic  condi- 
tions in  the  city  has  been  so  well  demonstrated 
duiing  the  past  year. 

Public  Works  Department. 

The  problems  confronting  the  Public  Works 
Department  during  the  year  1022-23  were  similar 
in  many  respects  to  those  which  generally  obtained 
throughout  the  country.  The  commandeering  of 
materials  by  the  government  during  the  period  of 
the  war  and  the  uncertainties  in  the  three  years 
subsequent  to  the  close  of  the  war  resulted  in  a 
condition  so  far  as  bridge  and  building  construc- 
tion were  concerned  such  as  had  never  previously 
been  experienced  in  the  history  of  the  country. 
Practically  no  replacement  work  as  represented  by 
new  construction  had  taken  place  during  the 
period  of  the  war  r.n  the  bridges  of  Boston,  the 
result  being,  that  large  sums  of  money  were  neces- 
sary not  only  for  replacements  but  for  mainte- 
nance until  such  time  as  money  might  be  available 
for  replacement.  The  most  important  work  com- 
pleted during  1923  was  the  Chelsea  Bridge,  the 
principal  northern  artery  of  the  city  at  a  cost  of 
SG.W.OOO.  This  bridge  will  be  opened  to  public 
travel  within  thirty  flays,  ■•eplacing  the  temporary 
structure,  a  menace  to  pedestrians  and  vehicles  for 
three  years  beyond  what  is  estimated  as  the  life  of 
a  temporary  structure  of  that  character,  namely 
eight  years. 

A  steel  and  concrete  bridge  was  constructed  over 
the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks  at  Beacon  street  of 
the  most  approved  type  and  which  should  prove 
serviceable  for  at  least  a  half  century;  also  a 
modern  type  of  bridge  on  Cambridge  street.  The 
construction  of  these  two  bridges  not  only  provides 
added  protection  for  water  mains  previously 
located  thereon,  but  in  addition  the  road  area  for 
vehicles  was  materially  increased. 

During  the  year  1923  with  a  view  to  minimizing 
the  annual  maintenance  cost  for  bridge  decking 
which  makes  necessary  the  replacing  of  deck 
planking  every  seven  weeks  on  certain  bridges,  a 
bituminous  treatment  was  applied  which  has  dem- 
onstrated that  it  is  possible  by  the  new  system  to 
triple  the  life  of  the  road  surface  with  a  material 
saving  in  the  njaintcnance  cost. 

During  the  year  1924  it  will  be  necessary  to 
replace  the  Congress  Street  Bridge  provided  the 
funds  are  available  and  which  will  represent  an 
expenditure  of  about  .$700,000.  Preliminary  work 
has  been  conducted  during  1923,  and  in  the  event 
that  the  City  Council  looks  with  favor  upon  this 
improvement  and  appropriation  for  the  same  is 
made,  the  work  will  be  completed  within  two  years. 

The  condition  of  the  Dartmouth  Street  Bridge 
has  been  a  source  of  grave  concern  to  the  engineers 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  several 
years  and  apparently  the  time  has  arrived  to  either 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  bridge  or  to  provide  the 
money  for  replacement.  I  shall  during  the  year 
make  a  recommendation  to  the  City  Council  for 
an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  .$1.50,000  for  a  new 
bridge  in  which  provision  will  be  made  for  the 
elimination  of  the  center  trusses,  thus  permitting 
increased  road  space  for  vehicles. 

The  possibility  of  serious  accident  owing  to  the 
condition  of  the  Kast  Boston  Ferry  drops  both  on 
the  Boston  and  East  Boston  sides  has  been  im- 
minent for  many  years  and  due  perhaps  in  large 
measure  to  the  tremendous  cost  of  installing  a 
modern  s.vstcm  of  ferry  drops,  postponement  from 
year  to  year  has  taken  place.  During  the  year 
1923  the  sum  of  .$2.50,000  was  made  available  for 
two  new  double  teaming  ferry  drops  at  the  .South 
Ferry  of  most  modern  type  to  facilitate  the  load- 
ing  and   unloading   of   boats.     This   work   will   I 


anticipate  be  completed  within  sixty  days  and  in 
order  to  complete  this  work  on  the  South  Feriy 
two  additional  drops  should  be  provided.  I  shall 
recommend  during  the  year  to  the  City  Council 
an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $275,000  for  two 
additional  drops  of  similar  type  to  be  installed, 
which  will  complete  this  work  at  the  South  Ferry. 
These  installations  should  show  greatly  increased 
capacity  for  the  handling  of  teaming  traffic  at  the 
ferries. 

The  increased  cost  of  sewerage  construction 
which  has  practically  doubled  since  the  adoption 
of  the  statute  provision  limiting  sewerage  expendi- 
tures to  $1,000,000,  has  prompted  presentation  of 
an  amendment  to  the  statutes  which,  if  approved 
by  the  Legislature,  will  permit  of  an  increase  of 
50  per  cent  in  the  amount  annually  expended  for 
sewerage  construction.  The  necessity  for  sewer- 
age works  as  a  means  of  conserving  the  health 
is  too  well  known  to  require  comment. 

In  the  West  Roxbury  section  of  Boston,  com- 
monly known  as  Germantown,  the  old  privy 
system  still  obtains  and  it  is  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  public  health,  since  communicable 
diseases  know  no  barriers,  to  at  least  make  a 
respectable  start  upon  the  construction  of  sewer- 
age works  to  connect  with  the  Dedham  metro- 
politan intersecting  sewer  in  this  section  of  the 
city. 

The  policy  of  discontinuing  open  brook  sewers 
has  been  followed  during  the  year  1923  and  should 
be  continued  until  the  completion  of  the  work. 
The  Dorchester  brook  sewer  has  been  extended 
during  the  year  1923  at  a  cost  of  $65,000,  and 
Grove  street  at  West  Roxbury  at  a  cost  of  $80,000. 
In  the  event  that  the  Legislature  approves  the 
amendment  to  the  law  which  has  been  submitted, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  proceed  at  once  with  the 
completion  of  the  Stony  brook  conduit.  During 
the  year  1923  in  addition  to  the  installation  of  new 
boilers  at  the  Calf  Pasture  pumping  station  a  com- 
plete oil  burning  equipment  was  installed. 

In  the  Paving  .Service  during  the  year  1923  there 
was  more  work  going  on  at  one  time  than  ever 
before  in  the  history  of  the  department,  there 
being  a  total  of  1 10  contracts  awarded  for  street 
work  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  including,  for  paving, 
175,200  square  yards  of  bituminous  material  and 
80,000  square  yards  of  granite  blocks. 

Stuart  street  was  completed  and  opened  for 
travel. 

Chelsea  street,  Charlestown,  was  widened  and 
paved. 

A  start  was  made  towards  the  Ashland  street, 
West  Roxbury,  improvement,  by  the  widening  and 
paving  from  Hyde  Park  avenue  to  Wilmot  street. 

For  snow  removal,  arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  forty-five  Champion  blade  plows  have 
been  alloted  to  contractors  for  attachment  to  their 
five-ton  trucks,  so  as  to  start  plowing  with  the 
storm,  day  or  night,  and  keep  the  roadways  open 
for  travel  regardless  of  snow  fall. 

A  snow  loader  has  been  provided,  with  side 
delivery  and  two  large  "V"  plows  attached  to 
tractors  have  been  provided  for  use  on  some  of  the 
through  streets  on  which  it  is  not  contemplated  to 
use  blade  plows. 

The  two  story  garage  is  nearing  completion  in  the 
Albany  street  yard  and  is  capable  of  housing  about 
120  trucks  and  cars. 

Previous  to  last  year  a  large  part  of  the  Paving 
.Service  pay  roll  was  spent  in  construction  work. 
This  was  changed  in  the  last  budget  so  that  the 
personal  service  item  carried  for  the  entire  year 
all  the  personnel  of  the  Paving  Service  and  they  can 
be  utilized  either  for  maintenance  or  construction 
work  as  required. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  million  dollars  for  recon- 
struction and  repair  of  streets  in  each  year's  budget, 
as  we  have  on  hand  practically  continuously  neces- 
sary paving  involving  the  expenditure  of  at  least 
ten  million  dollars,  must  be  apparent.  The  only 
immediate  hope  for  prosecuting  this  work  more 
quickly,  is  the  imposition  of  the  gasolene  tax,  a  part 
of  which  will  be  distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  substitution  of  trucks  for  horse-drawn 
vehicles  has  brought  about  increased  efficiency  in 
the  service  and  the  consolidation  of  yard  activities 
and  the  elimination  of  excess  stable  facilities  will 
be  continued. 

In  the  Water  Division  the  new  policy  of  award- 
ing contracts  in  December  for  materials  to  be  used 
during  the  next  season's  construction  has  resulted 
in  the  elimination  of  delays  previously  encountered 
due  to  the  non-delivery  of  materials  for   under- 
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ground   work;     and   in   addition,   a   considerable 
money  saving  through  lower  prices  has  resulted. 

The  customary  extension  of  mains  and  relaying 
of  pipes,  totalling  11.5  miles,  was  included  in  the 
year's  program  and  11.8  miles  of  old  pipe  were 
cleaned,  thus  providing  increased  service  without 
replacement. 

The  pitometer  waste  survey  was  completed,  the 
entire  system  having  been  covered,  and  it  is  thought 
that  the  department  forces  can  keep  in  touch  with 
conditions  through  appurtenances  installed  under 
the  direction  of  the  pitometer  company,  so  that  we 
will  have  continuing  observance,  and  prevent 
waste  through  leakages . 

Two  miles  of  high  pressure  piping  were  laid  in  the 
business  district,  makmg  the  total  mileage  in  the 
system  13.7,  with  373  hydrants. 

During  1924  we  can  properly  lay  about  two  miles 
of  high  pressure  pipe,  the  materials  for  which  have    . 
been  contracted  for  or  are  on  hand. 

To  improve  and  reinforce  the  main  supply  lines 
to  Boston  by  replacing  the  30-inch  and  36-inch 
pipes  m  Tremont  street,  between  Dover  and  Boj'ls- 
ton  streets,  with  a  4S-mch  main,  is  absolutely 
necessary.  The  situation  as  regards  the  two  mains 
is  decidedly  dangerous;  during  the  past  five  months 
the  .30-inch  main  has  broken  twice  with  he.avy  dam- 
age resulting,  aijd  while  the  last  break  has  been 
repaired,  the  main  has  not  been  placed  in  service  on 
account  of  the  attendant  risk.  The  laying  of  this 
pipe  will  strengthen  the  pressure  and  supply,  on  the 
low  service  area  in  the  city  proper  and  lessen  the 
danger  to  said  area  in  case  the  old  40-inch  pipe  in 
Beacon  street  (laid  in  1860)  breaks  or  is  out  of  serv- 
ice and  which  is  to  be  replaced  with  a  48-ineh  pipe 
to  be  laid  in  Commonwealth  avenue,  from  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  to  Boston  Common,  following  the 
laying  of  the  48-inch  main  mentioned  above. 

I  commend  to  your  consideration  some  thought 
of  this  subject  of  water  mams.  A  water  main  that 
has  been  in  continuous  use  for  sixty-four  years, 
carrying  a  main  supply  sufficient  in  case  of  a  break 
on  Commonwealth  avenue  to  flood  a  tremendous 
area  before  it  could  be  shut  off,  is  a  pretty  serious 
proposition.  I  am  afraid  we  have  passed  it  by  too 
long. 

It  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years  to  turn 
back  into  the  city  treasury  surplus  from  water  in- 
come instead  of  providing  for  proper  reinforcement 
of  the  general  system  by  the  construction  of  new 
mains  which  now  renders  it  necessary  to  seek  a  loan 
of  $800,000  outside  of  the  debt  limit  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  this  48-inch  main. 

The  high  service  area  in  Brighton,  now  depend- 
ent on  a  single  16-inch  main,  must  be  reinforced 
this  year.  It  is  intended  to  lay  about  2,000  feet 
of  24-inch  pipe  from  the  metropolitan  mains  at 
Cleveland  circle  through  Sutherland  road.  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  and  other  streets,  to  furnish  an 
ample  supply  of  water  and  to  maintain  the  pressure 
in  this  rapidly  growing  section  of  Brighton. 

The  increased  cost  of  the  removal  and  disposal 
of  ashes,  garbage  and  combustible  waste  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  ten-year  contract 
made  in  1921  and  which  has  some  eight  additional 
years  to  run,  presents  a  financial  problem  deserving 
of  immediate  study.  The  scarcity  of  inland  dumps 
and  the  expense  attendant  upon  the  present  long 
haul  system  will  each  year  increase  the  cost  to 
the  city.  During  the  year  1923  an  investigation 
and  survey  of  existing  methods  and  conditions  was 
made  under  orders  of  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner by  one  of  the  most  eminent  sanitary  engi- 
neers in  America,  and  a  copy  of  this  report  is  on  file 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  a  study  of  the 
same  .should  prove  beneficial  in  the  draughting  of 
a  program  dealing  with  this  perplexing  and  expen- 
sive problem. 

Improvements  have  been  developed  in  recent 
years  through  which  the  disposal  of  ashes,  garbage 
and  combustible  waste  is  possible  in  properly 
equipped  plants  without  creating  a  nuisance  in  the 
section  where  they  may  be  located.  Despite  this 
fact  a  contract  was  entered  into  in  the  name  of  the 


city  binding  the  municipality  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  to  a  .system  inadequate,  unhealthful  and 
increasingly  costly.  It  will  be  impossible  either  to 
give  a  proper  measure  of  service  to  the  public  in 
the  matter  of  the  removal  of  ashes,  garbage  and 
combustible  waste  or  provide  a  disposal  system 
that  will  be  either  economical  or  efficient  until  a 
change  is  made  from  the  existing  system  and  I 
respectfully  commend  for  the  study  and  considera- 
tion of  the  City  Council  ways  and  means  of  aiding 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  and  myself  m  the 
settlement  of  this  question. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  contract  has  eight 
years  to  run,  it  means  so  much  in  comfort  and 
convenience  to  householders  and  in  the  way  of 
improvement  to  the  health  of  the  community  that 
it  IS  worthy  of  study  even  five,  six,  seven  or  eight 
years  in  advance. 

Financial  Situation. 
The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds, 
as  a  consequence  of  change  of  personnel  and  policy, 
have  been  enabled  to  effect  an  increase  in  the 
revenue  of  this  important  department.  The  prin- 
cipal, as  a  result  of  exchanges  of  securities  held 
many  years  by  the  .Sinking  Funds  Commissioners, 
has  been  increased  in  the  amount  of  $107,564,  in 
addition  to  an  annual  increase  i-n  interest  on 
securities  now  held  over  those  exchanged  amount- 
ing to  .?6,522.50.  An  estimate  made  on  a  basis 
of  4  per  cent  interest  rates  covering  the  term  of 
securities  now  held,  compounded  semi-annually-, 
plus  the  addition  to  the  principal,  will  ultimately 
represent  a  gain  to  the  city  of  $450,000  which  is 
most  gratifying. 

The  City  Treasurer  reports  that  the  income  and 
outgo  of  his  department  have  doubled  in  a  period 
of  twenty  years,  the  total  sum  covering  the  year 
1922-23  being  $172,988,852.87. 

W^e  have  some  conception  from  a  study  of  these 
figures  of  the  importance  of  the  business  of  gov- 
ernment, sometimes  called  the  business  of  politics. 
It  represents  the  largest  turnover  of  any  concern 
in  the  entire  city  or  the  entire  state,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  this  turnover  was  accom- 
plished without  a  finger  of  suspicion  being  pointed 
at  any  person  in  the  employ  of  the  city.  I  wish 
as  much  might  be  said  for  private  business,  big 
business. 

The  necessity  for  the  establishment  of  a  higher 
interest  charge  upon  transit  loans  is  emphasized 
in  the  case  of  the  Arlington  Street  Subway  oper- 
tions  whore  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  money  at 
5  per  cent  as  against  a  rental  rate  for  the  use  of 
the  subway  of  4 1  per  cent.  This  is  a  matter  deserv- 
ing of  immediate  consideration  representing  as  it 
does  a  considerable  excess  expenditure  by  the  city 
without  adequare  return. 

An  increase  in  interest  on  Sinking  Funds  deposits 
of  the  city  from  3  per  cent  to  3}  per  cent  has  been 
secured  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  Collecting  Department  reports  that  the 
adoption  of  legislation  providing  that  unpaid  water 
accounts  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  real  estate  has 
resulted  in  increased  collection  on  water  accounts. 
Under  a  recent  legislative  enactment  the  Collecting 
Department  is  required  to  collect  outstanding  taxes 
within  one  year  from  date  of  levy  and  as  a  con- 
sequence of  public  co-operation  and  zeal  upon  the 
part  of  the  Collecting  Department  it  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  the  returns  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
January-  31,  1924,  have  reached  the  highest  ever 
obtained  in  the  history  of  the  city,  namely,  91.08 
per  cent. 

The  City  Auditor  reports  that  as  a  result  of  the 
new  custom  of  paying  invoices  twice  a  month, 
department  heads  now  have  a  more  effective 
control  over  their  appropriations,  and  notwith- 
standing the  large  transfers  required  for  adequate 
hospital  care  and  the  relief  of  the  poor,  the  city  will 
close  its  books  for  the  year  with  every  known 
liability  paid  and  a  substantial  cash"  surplus. 
(Applause.)

Whereas,  His  death  is  more  than  a  national  loss 
because  of  his  leadership  in  the  movement  for  a

ERECTION  OF  POLICE  HEADQUARTERS. 

The  following  was   received : 

Boston,   February  9,   1924. 
To   the  Honorable   the   City   Council. 

Gentlemen  :  By  chapter  289  of  the  Acts  of 
1923,  the  City  of  Boston  was  authorized, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council,  to  borrow  outside  the  debt 
limit  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  land  in  the  city  and 
erecting  a  police  headquarters  thereon.  This 
act  received  the  approval  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  and  of  the 
Mayor  on  the  first  day  of  May,   1923. 

The  necessaiT  funds  thus  being  made  avail- 
able, the  duty  of  selecting  the  general  locality 
in  the  city  where  the  new  building  was  to  be 
located  devolved  upon  the  Police  Commission, 
er.  Under  the  law,  the  Police  Commissioner 
must  designate  the  size  of  the  lot  and  the 
neighborhood  or  district  within  which  it 
shall   be   located. 

After  much  consideration,  the  Police  Com- 
missioner decided  that  the  new  police  head- 
quarters should  be  located  in  the  Park  Square 
section,  so-called,  and  in  the  early  autumn 
of  1923  communicated  his  decision  to  the 
Mayor  He  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Mayor  the  vacant  land  in  the  Park  Square 
section,  and  particularly  a  parcel  on  Stuart 
street  owned  by  the  trustees  of  the  Park 
Square  Real  Estate  Ti-ust,  lying  between  the 
Edison  Companys'  plant  and  the  Massachu- 
setts  Automobile   Club. 

The  Park  Square  trustees  offered  this  par- 
cel, which  fronted  90  feet  on  Stuart  street 
and  extended  150  feet  to  a  common  passage- 
way in  the  rear,  a  total  of  about  13,500  feet, 
at  $15  a  foot.  This  location  and  parcel  were 
acceptable  to  the  Police  Commissioner.  Prices 
on  other  lots  in  the  vicinity  were  also  ob- 
tained, viz.,  22,000  square  feet  at  the  corner 
of  Berkeley  street  and  Columbus  avenue,  on 
which  there  is  a  building  known  as  the  Hoff- 
man House,  for  $440,000,  or  $20  a  square 
foot;  also  the  land  occupied  by  the  Academy 
of  Notre  Dame,  on  the  corner  of  St.  James 
avenue,  Berkeley  and  Providence  streets,  con- 
taining 26,500  square  feet,  for  $650,000,  or 
about  $24.50  a  square  foot.  The  two  latter 
parcels  were  too  large  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Police  Commissioner,  and  the  owners  would 
not  sell  less  than  the  whole.  To  be  sure, 
the  city  would  not  have  to  take  any  more 
of  this  land  than  it  required,  but  the  ef- 
fect of  such  taking  upon  the  balance  might 
result  in  a  cost  to  the  city  very  much  in 
excess  of  the  rate  submitted  by  the  owners 
for  the  whole  parcel.  The  Police  Com- 
miissioner  was  desirous  of  keeping  the  cost 
of  the  land  within  such  bounds  as  would 
leave  the  largest  possible  amount  of  the  $1,- 
000,000  available  for  constructing  the  building : 
The  Mayor  declined  to  approve  the  Stuart 
street  lot  suggested  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, because  he  believed  the  police  build- 
ing should  be  on  a  prominent  corner  loca- 
tion. 

The  Mayor,  in  the  late  autumn  of  1923, 
selected  the  lot  belonging  to  the  Park  Square 
trustees,  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Berke- 
ley and  Stuart  streets,  containing  17,254 
square  feet.  This  plot  contains  about  6,000 
feet  more  than  is  necessary  for  the  pro- 
posed building,  but  as  the  building  is  to 
be  set  back  from  the  street  line  of  both 
Stuart  and  Berkeley  streets,  the  building  will 
not  occupy  any  more  of  the  ground  space 
than  was  originally  proposed  by  the  Police 
Commissioner,  viz.,  11,000  to  12,000  squaie 
feet.  The  excess  land  to  provide  for  setting 
the    building    back    from    the    street   not    only 
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cost  the  city  $125,000,  but  reduced  by  the 
sum  the  amount  available  for  constructing 
the  building. 

The  representative  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Park  Square  Trust  under  date  of  October  31, 
1923,  informed  the  Police  .  Commissioner  in 
writing  that  the  price  of  the  land  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  Berkeley  and  Stuart 
streets,  the  one  finally  selected  by  the  Mayor, 
was  $25  a  square  foot,  but  that  the  trustees 
would  be  willing  to  sell  it  to  the  city  for 
$22.50  a  square  foot. 

The  Police  Commissioner  testified  that  he 
communicated  this  information  to  the  Mayor 
before  the  lot  was  selected  and  sent  a  copy 
of  the  letter  containing  this  information  to 
the  Street  Commissioners  before  they  made  a 
taking  of  this   land. 

The  Police  Commissioner  having  designated 
the  locality  and  the  size  and  requirements 
of  the  building  for  his  department,  and  the 
Mayor  having  designated  the  particular  land 
to  be  taken,  the  Street  Commissioners  ad- 
vertised and  held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
matter  on  January  11,  1924.  At  this  meet- 
ing no  opposition  appeared  to  the  proposed 
taking  and  on  the  same  day  the  Street  Com- 
missioners voted  to  take  the  land  and  to 
award  the  owners  damages  at  the  rate  of 
$22.50  a  square  foot.  This  action  of  the 
Street  Commissioners  was  consummated  by 
their  filing  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  on  Janu- 
ary 14,  1924,  a  statement  of  their  action,  as 
required  by  law. 

The  damages  awarded  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners were  accepted  by  the  trustees  of 
the  Park  Square  Trust  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  January,  1924,  and  the  sum  of  $377,765 
paid,  on  January  25,  this  being  the  amount 
of  the  award,  viz.,  $387,765  less  $10,000  re- 
tained by  the  city  as  the  probable  sum  that 
would  be  levied  by  the  city  as  a  betterment 
to  the  property,  because  of  the  widening  and 
extension  of  Stuart  street. 

In  1917  the  trustees  of  the  Park  Square 
Trust  purchased  land  in  the  Pai-k  Square 
section,  formerly  belonging  to  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Raih-oad  and  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  This 
land  was  either  vacant  at  the  time  of  pur- 
chase, or  such  buildings  as  were  on  it  were 
razed  shortly  thereafter  by  the  trustees. 
The  parcel  of  land  taken  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners for  police  headquarters  was  as- 
sessed in  the  years  1917  to  1921,  both  inclu- 
sive,  at  $173,000,   or  $10   a  square  foot.. 

In  1922  the  entire  holdings  of  the  Park 
Square  trustees,  all  vacant  land  and  practi- 
cally nonincome  .  bearing,  was  increased  in 
valuation  for  taxation  by  the  assessors  from 
.$2,360,900  to  $3,996,500,  that  is,  an  increase 
of  $1,625,600,  or  70  per  cent.  On  the  par- 
cel that  was  taken  for  police  headquartei-s 
the  assessed  value  was  increased  from  $10 
to  $15  a  foot.  Nearly  a  year  after  this  in- 
creased assessment,  but  within  the  time  for 
filing  a  petition  for  abatement,  the  chairman 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Park  Square  Trust 
testified  that  he  appeared  before  the  assessors 
and  stated  that  the  trust  was  being  "taxed 
out  of  existence  by  raising  the  assessment 
on  vacant  land  70  per  cent,  which  we  can't 
sell,  which  we  have  been  trying  to  improve 
and  struggling  to  help  the  city  by  improv- 
ing. We  can't  afford  it."  He  made  a  sworn 
statement  that  the  value  of  the  entire  prop- 
erty of  the  trustees  was  $2,910,875  and  that 
the  value  of  the  lot  which  the  city  had  taken 
was   $226,250,  or  $13   a  foot. 

The  assessors  took  the  matter  under  ad- 
visemnt  and  later  modified  their  increase  on 
the  entire  holding  of  the  trust,  by  reducing 
the  increase  in  assessed  valuation  from  $1,635,- 
600  to  $798,100.  This  assessment  established 
by  the  assessors  in  1922  remained  the  same 
in   1923. 

Neal  J.  Holland,  acting  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  testified  before  the  Fin- 
ance  Commission   that  the   assessors   rarely   as- 


sessed vacant  land  for  its  full  value  when 
it  is  nonincome  bearing.  In  case  of  large 
holders  of  vacant  land,  like  the  trustees  of 
the  Park  Square  Trust,  the  policy  is  to 
assess  under  the  real  value ;  that  in  1922, 
when  the  assessors  increased  the  assessed 
value  on  the  holdings  of  the  Park  Square 
Trust  in  the  sum  of  1,625,600,  they  did  it 
primarily  because  of  the  Stuart  street  im- 
provement, but  upon  the  application  of  the 
trustees  for  an  abatement  they  reduced  it  by 
$800,000  on  the  ground  that  the  original  in- 
crease was  too   much  for   a  single  year. 

The  Street  Commissioners  employed  Mr. 
John  Beck,  the  real  estate  expert  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  appraise  the  location  desig_ 
nated  by  the  Mayor  as  the  site  for  police 
headquarters.  In  order  to  aid  the  Street 
Commissioners  in  determining  the  dama.ges  to 
be  awarded  Mr.  Beck  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  on  the  day  of  the  public  hearing 
on    the   taking   of   the  property : 

Boston,  January  11,  1924. 
Mr.     John    H.     L.     Noyes,     Chairman,     Street 
Commission,     City     Hall     Annex,     Boston, 
Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  request 
I  have  examined  the  lot  to  be  taken  for  Po- 
lice Headquarters,  containing  17,254  square 
feet  of  land,  located  on  the  southwesterly  side 
of  Berkeley  street,  between  Stuart  street  and 
Stanhope  street,  and  consider  it  worth  from 
$20  to  $25   a  square  foot. 

The  lot,  opposite  the  Salada  Tea  Company, 
bounded  by  three  streets,  and  the  Edison 
fireproof  transforming  station,  practically 
free  from  fire  risk,  and  in  close  poximity 
to  the  Park  Square  office  building,  the  John 
Hancock  building,  and  the  Statler  Hotel  site, 
is  centrally  located,  being  in  immediate  com- 
munication with  the  gi'eat  artej:Mes  of  travel, 
such  as  Columbus  avenue,  Huntington  ave- 
nue and  Boylston  street.  It  has  a  large 
frontage  on  Stuart  street,  the  new  radial 
highway  to  the  west  that  expedites  traffic 
to  and  from  downtown,  and  which  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  deevlopment  of  the  Park 
Square  section  for  big  building  enterprises 
and  the  great  rise  in  land  values  from  Wash- 
ington   street   to    Huntington   avenue. 

Two  lots  at  Arlington  street.  Providence 
street  and  St.  James  avenue,  aggregating  16,- 
655  square  feet  of  land  (now  part  of  the 
Park  Square  office  building  lot  which  totals 
45,336  square  feet)  were  purchased  about  two 
years  ago  for  $31  a  square  foot.  Said  office 
building,  when  fully  rented,  should  show  a 
gross  annual  return  of  approximately  $1,000,- 
000,  or  S2.50  a  square  foot  for  the  400.000 
square  feet  of  rentable  space,  and  net  about 
$600,000  or  10  per  cent  on  $6,000,<)00,  show- 
ing a  land  value  of  nearly  $50  a  square  foot 
after   deducting   value   of   building.. 

The  Statler  Hotel  site  was  bought  about 
a  year  ago  for  $1,500,000  or  $26  a  square 
foot  for  the  57,651  square  feet  of  land.  The 
price  of  $26  a  square  foot  was  due  to  the  large 
amount  of  land  delivered  to  one  purchaser  as  a 
lot  of  1,803  square  feet  at  the  corner  of  Stuart 
street  and  Columbus  avenue  was  sold  about 
seven  years  ago  for  $50  a  square  foot,  A  lot  of 
20,000  square  feet  at  the  corner  of  Stuart 
Street  and  Trinity  place  is  now  under  agree- 
ment of  sale  to  the  University  Club  at"  $20 
a  square  foot  and  althoupfh  it  is  splendidly 
located  for  club  house  or  hotel  pui'poses,  I 
consider  the  proposed  Police  Headquartei-s 
site  superior  for  general  development,  and 
believe  that  the  land,  due  to  fronting  on 
Berkeley  street,  a  thoroughfare  that  is  grow- 
ing in  importance,  and  its  pi-oximity  to  Park 
square  has  in  addition  to  its  present  worth, 
great  potential  value,  and  that  it  will  show 
a  more  material  inci-ease  each  year  than  land 
on  Stuart  street,  between  Clarendon  street 
and   Copley   squai-e. 

Two  buildings,  one  a  very  old  one-story 
and     basement    brick     repair     shop,     and     the 
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other,  a  gasolene  station,  occupy  a  small 
part  of  the  proposed  site,  and  add  little  or 
no  value  to  the  land.

Mr.  Beck  based  his  report  upon  his  own 
knowledge  of  real  estate  values  and  sales 
in  that  section  of  the  city  over  a  period 
of  twenty  years,  upon  rumors  and  statements 
made  by  other  real  estate  men,  and  upon 
information  obtained  from  the  representative 
of  the  Park  Square  Trust  trustees  as  to  what 
the  trustees  had  received  for  sales  that  they 
had  made   in   that  section. 

He  testified  that  he  did  not  know  when 
he  appraised  the  property,  that  it  had  been 
offered  by  the  representative  of  the  Park 
Square  Trust  trustees  to  the  city  at  $22.50 
a  foot.. 

Mr.  Beck  further  testified  that  he  did 
not  tell  the  representative  of  the  Park  Square 
Trust  trustees  that  he  was  appraising  the 
property  for  the  Street  Commissioners.  The 
representatives  of  the  Park  Square  Trust 
trustees  testified  that  while  Mr.  Beck  did 
not  tell  him  that  he  represented  the  city, 
he  knew  that  he  was  the  city's  real  estate 
expert. 

The     Finance     Commission     has     no     power 
to    change    awards    that    have    been    made    by 
the    Street    Commissioners    for    the    taking    of 
land    or    to    change    valuations    established    by 
the    assessors    for     the     pui-pose    of    taxation. 
An    award    of    damages    made    by    the    Street 
Commissioners    affects    two    parties — the    City 
of    Boston    which    is    to    pay    the    award,    and 
the     party     who     is     entitled     to     the     award. 
If   the   damages    awarded   are   accepted   by   the 
party    entitled    thereto    and    payment    is   made 
by    the    city,    the    matter    is    ended.      If,    how. 
ever,     the     award     is     not     acceptable     to    the 
party    damaged,    he    may    appeal     within    one 
year  to  the  Superior  Court  and  have  the  dam- 
ages   fixed    by    a    jury.      The    city    in    its    cor- 
porate capacity  has   a  similar  right  of   appeal. 
The     Street       Commissionei-s       who    make    the 
award    are    asents    for    the    city    and    are    not 
the    city    in    its   corporate    capacity.      The    city 
in  its  corporate  capacity   is   represented   by  the 
Mayor    and      City      Council      and    either    may 
initiate    action    which    may    result    in    an    ap- 
peal  by  the   city,   but  an   appeal   can   be  taken 
only    on    the    joint    action    of    both    the    Coun- 
cil   and    the       Mayor,       regardless       of    which 
initiates    the   action.      In    the   present   case  the 
Mayor  approved  the  award  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioners   and    approved   the    payment    of   the 
award.     In   the  interval,   however,   between   the 
award    of    damages    on    the    eleventh    day    of 
January      and      the      payment     on      the      25th 
of    January,    it    was    open    to    the    City    Coun- 
.   cil    to    initiate    appeal    proceedings,    if    it    be- 
lieved  the  award  was   excessive.     If  the  Coun- 
cil   had    voted    to    appeal    from    the    award    of 
the     Street     Commissioners     its     action     would 
have    been    also    in    the    nature    of    an    official 
protest     to    the    Mayor     of     the     award    made 
by    the    Street    Commissioners.      If    unsuccess- 
ful,  by   the   nonconcurrence   of  the   Mayor,   the 
Council     at    least    would    have    performed     its 
duty    and    placed      the      responsibility    for    the 
amount    of     damages     awarded    entirely     upon 
the  Mayor,  in  the  face  of  an  official  protest. 

The  foregoing  procedure,  the  commission 
believes,  is  the  only  means  by  which  dam- 
ages awarded  by  the  Street  Commissioners,  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  acceptable  to  the  own- 
er of  the  land,  but  not  in  the  interests  of 
the  city,  can  be  reviewed  by  a  court  and  jury. 
It  is  important  that  the  taxpayers  under- 
stand that  the  Street  Commissioners  may 
award  damages  for  land  taken  that  are  ex- 
cessive, and  that  such  damages,  if  accepted, 
will  be  paid  by  the  city,  if  approved  by  the 
Mayor. 

The   Finance  Commission  recommends : 
1.      That    the    City    Council,    acting    for    the 
city   in   its   corporate   capacity,    initate   appeal 


proceedings  from  any  award  of  the  Street 
Commissioners  for  the  taking  of  land  that 
appears  to  be  excessive  or  not  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  city.

MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  feel 
at  this  time  that  the  communication  that 
has  come  from  the  Finance  Commission  does 
not  differ  from  any  other  communication  I 
have  been  sent  here  by  them.  After  writing 
four  or  five  pages  they  suggest  in  five  lines 
in   the  last   paragaraph  : 

"The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that 
the  City  Council,  acting  for  the  city  in  its 
corporate  capacity,  initiate  appeal  proceedings 
from  any  award  of  the  Street  Commissioners 
for  the  taking  of  land  that  appears  to  be 
excessive  or   not  in  the   interests   of  the  city.." 

That  is  the  recommendation  that  they  have 
made  to  the  Council,  and  I  feel  at  this  time, 
before  anything  is  said  upon  the  question 
that  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion should  be  requested  to  appear  here  in 
person.      I   make   that    as    a   motion. 

President  DONOGHUE— If  there  is  no  ob- 
jection the  communication  will  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  chaii-man 
of  the  Finance  Commission  will  be  asked  to 
appear  before  the  Council  in  executive  ses- 
sion. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— This  afternoon,  if  pos- 
sible. 

President   DONOGHUE— Yes. 

The  Council  voted  that  the  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  the  E.xecutive  Committee  and  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  be 
required   to   appear   before   the   committee.

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  is  in 
receipt  of  an  order  from  your  honorable  body, 
dated  February  11,   1924,  as  follows  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commis- 
sion be  requested  to  submit  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil the  verbatim  report  of  its  investigation  of 
the  acquisition  of  the  Park  square  site  for  a 
police   headquarters. 

Investigations  by  the  Finance  Commission 
are  made  under  the  authority  contained  in 
section  18  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909, 
which   is   as   follows : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  finance  commis- 
sion from  time  to  time  to  investigate  any  and 
all  matters  relating  to  appropriations,  loans, 
expenditures,  accounts  and  methods  of  admin- 
istration affecting  the  city  of  Boston  or  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  or  any  department  thereof, 
that  may  appear  to  the  commission  to  re- 
quire investigation,  and  to  report  thereon 
from  time  to  time  to  the  mayor,  the  city 
council,    the    governor,    or    the   general    court." 

In  1911  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city 
rendered  an  opinion  to  the  City  Council  that, 
under  the  revised  charter  of  1909,  the  general 
investigative  powers  of  the  City  Council  had 
been  transferred  to  the  Finance  Commission.

income  "shall  credit  such  amount  to  the  general 
revenue  of  the  city,"  and  not  to  the  depart- 
ment responsible  for  the  receipt.

,  Sir, — Prior  to  the  taking  of  the  land  for  a 
site  for  the  new  police  headquarters  building 
on  Stuart  street,  the  Street  Commissioners  em- 
ployed John  Beck,  a  real  estate  broker  with 
offices  at  30  State  street,  to  appraise  the  land 
to  be  taken. 

Mr.  Beck  submitted  a  report  of  his  appraisal 
to  the  Street  Commissioners  on  January  11, 
1924.  He  testified  before  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion that  he  based  his  appraisal  on  information 
obtained  from  William  J.  McDonald,  the  selling 
agent  of  the  Park  Square  Trust,  the  owner 
of  the  land,  as  well  as  on  his  own  knowledge 
of  sales  in  that  district,  and  on  information 
obtained  from  brokers  whom  he  believed  to 
be  familiar  with  recent  sale  prices  in  the 
Park   Square   section. 

The  Street  Conamiissioners  made  no  agree- 
ment with  Mr.  Beck  when  they  employed  him 
as  to  what  his  compensation  should  be.  On 
January  15,  1924,  he  submitted  a  bill  for  his 
services  in  the  sum  of  $750. 

The  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  of  which 
Mr.  Beck  testified  he  was  a  member,  has  es- 
tablished the  following  rates  for  appraisals 
of  property  in  the  absence  of  any  special 
agreement : 

Schedule  op  Fees. 
On  valuations  up  to  $30,000. ...$2.00  per  thousand. 
On    excess   up    to    $200,000.,..   1.00    " 

On   excess   over   $200,000 50    " 

Outside  Boston  and  suburbs. ...Special    rates. 
Minimum  fee $25.00 

Applying  these  rates  to  the  price  of  the 
property  fixed  by  the  Street  Commissionei-s, 
Mr.    Beck's   bill   would   be   $324. 

There  are  a  great  many  real  estate  brokers 
and  dealers  doing  business  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  are  competent  to  appraise  real 
estate.  In  the  past  the  Finance  Commision 
has  found  occasion  to  avail  itself  of  the 
services  of  some  of  them.  In  most  cases  they 
gave  their  services  gratuitously.  In  those 
cases  wfcere  compensation  was  accepted  the 
amount  was  either  left  to  the  commission  to 
fix,  or  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  rates 
established  by  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change. 

It  is  reported  that  Mr.  Beck  is  the  real 
estate  expert  for  the  city.  The  commission 
believes  that  no  one  should  be  employed  ex- 
clusively by  city  officials  for  such  advice  or 
expert  knowledge  on  real  estate  as  the  city 
may  require  from  time  to  time.  The  com- 
mission believes  that  many  very  competent 
real  estate  men  would  be  willing  to  serve 
the  City  of  Boston  for  connpensation  based 
on  the  rates  established  by  the  Boston  Real 
Estate   Exchange. 

The   Finance   Commission    recommends : 


1.  That  Mr.  Beck  be  paid  for  his  services 
for  appraising  the  police  headquarters  site  in 
accordance  with  the  rates  established  by  the 
Boston    Real    Estate    Exchange. 

2.  That  city  departments  requiring  the 
services  of  real  estate  experts  be  not  re- 
quired to  employ  the  same  person  in  every 
instance. 

3.  That  the  rates  established  by  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange  be  used  to  determine  the 
compensation  for  services  rendered  by  real 
estate  advisers  in  the  absence  of  a  special 
agreement.

Coun.    GILBODY    offered    the    following:

In    the    Year    Nineteen    Hundred    and 

Twenty-four. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Street  Railway  Cars 

in  Peabody  Square. 
Be   it  ordained   by  the  City   Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows  : 

No  company  operating,  and  no  pei-son  in 
charge  of,  a  street  railway  car  shall  allow 
or  permit  any  such  car  to  stand  in  those 
portions  of  Dorchester  avenue  and  Talbot  ave- 
nue known  as  Peabody  square,  or  to  stop 
in  said  square  except  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  on  or  letting  off  passengers,  or  to 
avoid    accident. 

Coun  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  this  ordi- 
nance is  introduced  in  an  effort  to  make  some 
headway  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  that 
part  of  Boston,  and  I  think  its  operations  will 
tend  to  relieve  not  only  that  section  but  other 
sections  of  the  city.  Peabody  Square,  Dor- 
chester, as  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  are  aware,  is  one  of  the  worst  sections 
to  go  through  in  the  summer  time  because  of 
traffic  conditions  in  the  section,  travel  to  the 
South  Shore  and  other  points  along  Cape 
Cod.  The  Elevated  road  has  taken  consider- 
able space  in  that  square,  using  it  as  a 
terminal  against  the  wishes  of  the  people  of 
the  section  and  the  majority,  if  not  all,  of 
the  business  men  of  the  section.  In  the  last 
three  months,  acting  in  behalf  of  residents, 
I  have  requested  the  Elevated  management 
to  continue  these  cars  for  half  a  mile  or  so 
farther  to  a  car  barn  and  park  them  in  the 
car  barn.  That  would  mean  no  great  ex- 
pense to  the  company.  But  they  are  unwill- 
ing to  subscribe  to  such  an  idea.  Therefore, 
at  the  behest  of  the  people  of  the  section  I 
am  introducing  this  order,  because  this  Coun- 
cil does  have  power  and  jurisdiction  over  the 
trolley  cars  to  a  certain  extent,  as  I  have 
been  informed,  that  opinion  being  supported 
by  legal  opinion  in  the  matter.  I  move  ref- 
erence of  the  ordinance  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Mr.  President,  it  says 
here  that  they  cannot  stop  in  Peabody  square 
except  for  the  purpose  of  taking  on  or  letting 
off  passengers.  Even  a  car  standing  there 
would  be  there  for  that  purpose,  I  should  say. 
Wouldn't  you? 

Coun.  GILBODY— ^That  wording  is  all  right. 
I  think,  to  accomplislh  the  object  that  we 
have  in  mind. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances.

Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Mayor 
mav   determine. 

On  February  11,  1924,  the  foregoing  order 
was  read  once  and  pa.ssed,  yeas  9.  , 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  vote  in  favor  of  the  order,  but  one  of  the 
newspapers  had  a  little  fun  with  the  Council, 
saying  that  although  the  order  involved 
.^16, 000, 000.  $2,000,000  more  than  in  1923,  the 
Council  did  not  spend  more  than  ten  seconds  m 
acting  upon  the  matter.  I  suppose,  in  order 
to  maintain  our  equilibrium,  we  oufl>t  to  ask 
the  auditor  why  the  amount  is  $16,000,000 
instead  of  $14,000,000.  If  there  is  no  objection, 
I  think  the  auditor  ought  to  be  sent  for. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  whether  we  can  proceed  along  these 
lines  or  not.  The  matter  is  before  the  whole 
Council  If  we  wish  to  suspend  action  and 
send  for  the  auditor,  I  presume  we  can  do  so. 
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but  I  never  knew  it  to  be  done  before.  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  get  the  information,  but 
I  am  only  making  the  suggestion  I  do  in  the 
interest  of  orderly  procedure.  I  suppose  this 
is  for  the  purpose  of  squaring  ourselves  with 
newspaper  men  because  we  acted  upon  a  mat- 
ter involving  $16,000,000  in  ten  seconds.  We 
would  vote  for  it  in  ten  seconds  after  we  had 
the  auditor  here,  anyway,  so  what  is  the  dif- 
ference? It  is  a  recurring  proposition,  coming 
up  every  year  at  this  time,  really  a  routine 
matter,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
city  pending  final  action  on  the  budget.  I  am 
perfectly  willing  to  refer  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  have  the  auditor  come  before 
us  in  committee,  but  I  don't  know  that  we 
should  suspend  action  here  in  the  open  body 
and  send  for  the  auditor.  I  would  therefore 
like  to  ask  the  Clerk  if  it  w^iU  in  any  way 
interfere  with  the  passage  of  the  order  if  we 
should  refer  it  now  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee ? 

The   CLERK— No,  sir.

Coun.  MORIARTY— 'Mr.  President,  I  move 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of 
the  order  at  this-time.  The  reason  why  I  have 
introduced  the  order  is  that  two  weeks  ago 
we  made  a  request  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion to  send  us  a  verbatim  report  of  some  of 
their  meetings,  and  we  received  back  a  com- 
munication that  was  placed  on  file  at  our 
last  meeting,  denying  our  request.  I  feel  that 
a  Finance  Commission  organized  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  entire  citizenship  of  Boston  must 
be  a  wonderful  organization,  but  I  feel  that 
the  Finance  Commission  as  now  constituted 
is  an  organization  to  protect  those  of  one 
part  of  the  city  against  those  living  in  other 
parts  and  those  who  are  not  residents  in 
our  city  against  those  who  are.  We  had  a 
hearing  here  two  weeks  ago  today  that  proved 
to  my  mind,  whether  it  did  to  anybody's  else 
mind  or  not,  that  the  Finance  Commission 
is  an  organization  created  wholly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  pi'otecting  some  of  the  large  real 
estate  operators  and  those  engaged  in  the 
banking  interests  in  this  town,  and  also  those 
of  the  community  who  live  in  sections  other 
than  those  we  live  in.  A  piece  of  land  was 
bought  here  some  few  weeks  ago  for  which  the 
city  paid  more  than  $100,000  above  the  as- 
sessed valuation.  I  am  not  doubting  that  the 
land  was  worth  all  that  the  city  paid  for  it, 
but  when  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission came  here  and  told  this  Council  that 
they  saw  no  reason  why  it  should  be  investi- 
gated until  they  received  an  anonymons  letter, 
and  they  received  that  anonymous  letter  three 
days  prior  to  the  Mayor's  signing  the  order  to 
purchase  from  the  Real  Estate  Association, 
it  made  some  of  us  think.  The  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  Real  Estate 
Association,  it  appears,  went  before  the  Board 


of  Assessoi-s  and  told  them  that  the  property 
was  worth  only  $13  a  square  foot.  The  as- 
sessors, believing  him  when  he  took  oath,  re- 
duced the  tax  valuation  from  $15  to  $13  per 
square  foot,  and  inside  of  nine  months  that 
same  gentleman,  in  dickering  with  the  Street 
Commissioners,  set  his  price  at  $22.50  a  square 
foot.  It  has  been  brought  to  my  notice  that 
he  desired  $25  a  square  foot.  The  Finance 
Commission  did  not,  as  they  might  well  have 
done,  acting  within  their  province,  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  withhold  his  signature 
from  that  order,  but,  in  order  to  make  some 
one  the  goat  and  to  show  the  public  that 
they  were  still  in  existence,  they  got  after 
the  real  estate  expert  and  went  into  his  bill. 
His  bill  was  $700,  and  they  have  recom- 
mended to  the  City  Auditor  that  that  real 
estate  expert  be  paid  $300.  It  was  all  right 
to  go  out  and  pay  $100,000  more  than  the 
assessed  valuation  for  the  land  itself,  but  when 
they  came  to  the  fee  of  the  real  estate  expert 
for  doing  the  work  they  dickered  and  reduced 
his  bill  to  $300.  That  makes  news  for  the 
newspapers.  But  now  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Exchange  comes  out  and  says  that  they  have 
no  price  that  would  bind  the  expert.  I  am 
surprised  that  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  a  leading  lawyer,  who  could  have 
gone  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  found  out 
the  price  paid  for  the  transfer  of  land,  should 
have  taken  the  position  he  does  in  this  mat- 
ter. He  could  have  found  out  what  real 
estate  experts  get  for  their  work  before  he 
took  it  upon  himself  to  act  as  he  did.  Of 
course  according  to  my  feeling,  there  are  only 
two  members  of  the  Finance  Commission,  the 
chairman  and  the  secretary,  Mr.  Dowling,  and 
I  feel  that  all  the  communications  that  come 
here  are  not  constructed  by  the  full  member- 
ship of  the  Board,  but  by  the  chairman  and 
the  secretary.  I  feel  that  it  is  about  time 
that  the  citizenship  of  this  city  realized  that 
if  any  member  of  this  Council  was  up  for 
investigation  there  would  be  an  open  hearing, 
and  that  before  any  member  was  even  given 
a  hearing  the  newspapers  would  be  given  the 
story  and  his  conviction  would  be  practically 
broadcasted  to  the  community  before  he  had 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  Therefore  I  ask. 
in  behalf  of  those  whom  I  represent  in  this 
entire  city,  that  all  future  meetings  of  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  considering  city 
affairs  be  held  openly,  so  that  the  citizenship 
of  Boston  may  have  an  opportunity  to  go 
there  and  see  the  way  that  their  work  is  done. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  HEALEY — ^Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  ask 
in  all  fairness  and  decency  what  would  happen 
if  perhaps  the  Finance  Commission  got  a 
perfectly  innocent  man,  a  perfectly  honest 
man,  to  appear  before  them,  and  yet  the  facts 
were  made  public  that  they  were  bringing 
charges  against  him,  and  there  were  an  opem 
hearing,  with  the  result  that  something  might 
always  stick  to  that  honest  man  ?  I  think  we 
ought  to  hesitate  a  bit  before  acting  in  this 
matter.  I  think  the  councilor  himself  knows 
what  that  sort  of  thing  means,  because  they 
tried  to  charge  him,  unfortunately,  with  things 
that  were  not  true.  Yet  if  anybody  who  came 
under  their  eye  were  treated  the  same  as  cer- 
tain members  of  this  body  have  been  treated 
it  would  be  an  unfortunate  thing.  I  think  we 
ought   to    go    a    little    bit   slow. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
glad  that  Coun.  Healey  has  brought  that  ques- 
tion up.  The  situation  is  this,  that  anybodj' 
who  has  ever  been  suspected,  even  because  of 
anonymous  letters,  has  been  convicted  by  the 
Finance  Commission.  I  might  go  back  to  a 
janitor  in  the  Practical  Arts  High  School,  Who 
was  called  befoi-e  the  Finance  Commission  and 
set  down  in  front  of  the  secretary.  The  secre- 
tary said  to  him,  "You  are  a  grafter.  You 
have  issued  bills  and  collected  for  bills  that 
you  -were  not  entitled  to."  And  a.fter  that 
man  leaving  the  secretary  gave  to  the  news- 
papers  a   story   condemning   the   man    without 
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his  even  having  an  opportunity  to  state  his 
position.  The  situation  is  this,  Coun.  Healey. 
Under  the  circumstances,  as  they  carry  on 
their  meetings  now,  they  have  convicted  people 
without  a  proper  chance  to  defend  themselves, 
and  it  would  be  better  that  the  public  should 
know  what  goes  on.  If  they  are  going  to 
convict,  let  them  convict  in  public.  That  is 
my  contention.  If  your  name  is  Murphy,  that 
means  a  conviction,  but  if  you  are  Eliot,  no, 
the  hearing  is  behind  closed  doors  and  no 
statement  is  issued  to  the  newspapers.  Now, 
I  want  to  put  the  Amory  Eliots  on  the  same 
footing  as  others,  and  I  use  Amory  Eliot's 
name  in  connection  with  the  P'ark  Square 
Real  Estate  Land  Trust,  as  his  name  has  been 
used  in  connectilon  with  it.  I  believe  that 
every  member  of  this  Council  and  every  city 
employee  will  have  an  equal  chance  with  others 
if  all  the  meetings  are  open.  But  What  is 
happening?  Only  two  weeks  ago,  since  this 
deal  has  been  going  on,  they  requested  a  scrub 
woman  who  works  in  this  building,  and  who 
had  been  married,  to  appear  before  them. 
Her  maiden  name  was  on  the  pay  roll  book, 
and  because  her  name  wasn't  changed  to  her 
married  name  they  sent  for  her,  cited  her 
before  the  Finance  Commission.  My  conten- 
tion is  this,  that,  if  possible,  we  should  stop 
such  petty  work,  such  outlandish  work  as  the 
work  they  do.  There  may  not  be  so  many 
hearings,  but  if  there  are  heariTigs  let  the 
public  know  about  the  hearings  that  are 
going  on.  When  a  learned  man,  who  would 
attempt  to  enlighten  me  on  English,  comes 
here,  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, and  tells  you  that  from  the  eleventh  day 
of  January  until  the  twenty-third  day  of  Janu- 
ary, when  $158,000  odd  was  being  spent  for 
a  piece  of  land,  the  Finance  Commission 
slumibered  and  slept  peacefully  until  that 
anonymous  letter  came  to  their  office,  and  in 
the  same  breath  tell  you  that  they  intend 
to  hold  up  a  bill  of  .$700,  when  they  had  taken 
no  such  action  in  regard  to  holding  up  a  bill 
of  $1.58,000,  it  certainly  shows  us  that  there 
is  a  curious  state  of  affairs.  I  feel  that  it  is 
about  time,  as  long  as  they  are  acting  in  this 
matter,  and  inasmuch  as  they  have  been  act- 
ing the  same  way  in  other  matters,  that  we 
should  try  to  have  something  done  in  regard 
to  these  secret  or  open  meetings  which  they 
hold  at  their  own  will.  When  they  had  up 
before  them  members  of  the  Council,  including 
myself,  it  was  all  right  to  hold  open  meetings 
and  not  allow  an  attorney  representing  any  of 
the  parties  to  cross  question  any  witness  who 
was  there  as  an  accuser  of  the  members  of 
the  Council.  It  was  all  right  to  do  that,  be- 
cause their  names  were  not  Eliot,  because 
they  were  not  the  ofEspring  of  those  who  came 
over  in  the  "Mayflower."  I  told  the  judge 
not  two  weeks  ago  but  a  year  ago,  that  he 
had  been  in  the  town  for  about  fourteen  years, 
and  that  he  had  been  at  the  nipple  of  Jim 
Storrow's  nursing  bottle  ever  since  he  had 
been  in  the  town.  It  is  all  right  for  certain 
fellows  to  get  away,  but  they  will  call  in 
a  scrub  woman  who  had  the  courage  to  get 
married,  because  her  name  was  not  changed 
on  the  pay  roll,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Dowlmg 
was  in  my  estimation  profited  more  and  has 
sold  more  real  estate  as  the  secretary  of  the 
Finance  Coommission  than  he  ever  sold  prior 
to  being  appointed  secretary  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  he  was  a  real  estate  expert, 
a  real  estate  broker,  prior  to  taking  the  job 
So  I  feel  that  I  have  nothing  to  lose  and 
am  satisfied  that  all  investigations  in  so  far 
as  my  actions  are  concerned,  should  be  made 
pulblic,  and  I  also  want  to  put  Amory  Eliot 
in  the  same  class,  because  we  are  starting 
out  here  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  may 
be  buying  some  other  land  before  the  year  is 
over,  and  Amory  may  be  in  again.  So  1  teel 
tha,t  the  order  should  pass,  although  I  dont 
think  it  is  going  to  do  any  good  I  don  t 
think  they  are  going  to  carry  it  out.  1  doTit 
th.'nk.  even  if  they  were  of  the  mmd  that  we 
are  having  the  request  coming  from  the 
Council  in  regard  to  something  that  would 
satisfy    this    Council,    they    would    hold    open 


meetings.  I  don't  feel  that  I  am  going  to  ac- 
complish anything  by  introducing  this  order, 
but  I  am  going  to  continue  in  these  meetings 
to  assail  the  memhers  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission until  they  do  their  work  as  they 
ought  to  do  it.  I  will  get  some  notoriety. 
Some  Mondays  I  will  be  on  the  front  page. 
On  other  Mondays  or  Tuesdays,  where  there 
is  other  news  coming  up,  we  might  be  put 
on  the  back  page.  But  I  believe  it  is  up  to 
us  to  tell  the  citizens  about  the  methods  used 
by  the  secretary  and  the  chairman  who  were 
imported  into  the  town  for  the  purpose  of 
doing  just   what   they   are   doing. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  will- 
ing to  agree  with  Coun.  Healey  that  there  is 
some  merit  in  his  suggestion,  but  I  don't  think 
the  merit  in  his  suggestion  outweighs  the  merit 
on  the  other  side.  Everybody  who  has  been 
in  public  life  for  any  length  of  time  and  who 
knows  anything  about  the  conduct  of  the 
Finance  Commission  has  no  doubt  of  their 
method  of  proceeding.  I  have  never  had  the 
pleasure  or  displeasure  of  having  been  sum- 
monsed before  them  in  their  third  degree 
hearings,  but  I  know  full  well  the  method 
they  employ  in  conducting  them,  and  I  think 
it  is  entirely  un-American  and  absolutely  un- 
fair, the  way  they  conduct  their  preliminary 
hearings.  For  the  purpose  of  having  it  made 
a  matter  of  record  I  am  going  to  recite  briefly 
just  their  method  of  procedure.  I  understand 
what  it  is,  and  I  believe  my  statement  will  be 
uncontradicted.  If  they  have  the  slightest 
ground  to  believe  there  is  something  not  al- 
together correct  and  proper  in,  the  conduct  of 
anyone  having  anything  to  do  with  the  affairs 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  whether  a  member  of  the 
legislative  branch,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  or 
some  head  of  a  department  or  subordinate, 
they  do  not  proceed  at  once  to  summon  the 
individual  or  individuals  before  the  Finance 
Commission  and  put  them  through  a  regular 
investigiation  with  a  stenographer  present, 
and  under  oath,  but  they  send  for  an  indi- 
vidual and  invite  him  to  come  to  their  office. 
The  individual  goes  there  and  he  may  go  with 
an  attorney  or  friend,  who  is  denied  the 
privilege  of  being  present  during  the  inquisi- 
tion or  third  degree  examination,  more  so 
even  than  that  given  by  the  police.  The 
individual,  without  a  chance  to  have  anybody 
represent  him,  or  be  with  him,  believing  him- 
self innocent  and  without  fear,  enters  the 
inner  chambers,  and  then  they  start  the  sweat 
box.  accusing  the  man.  If  a  man  has  iron 
nerve  he  may  tell  them  that  they  can  go  to  the 
hot  place,  which  would  be  his  right,  but 
almost  invariably  the  individual  in  his  excite- 
ment says  something  that  leads  to  som^hmg 
else  which  later  may  prove  groundless,  and 
in  consequence  of  information  they  have  there 
through  an  anonymous  letter,  perhaps,  or 
from  people  who  have  an  axe  to  grind,  they 
apply  the  screws,  set  a  man  all  excited,  and 
then  the  remarks  that  he  may  make  are  taken 
down  by  a  stenographer,  after  which  they  pro- 
ceed to  have  a  hearing  on  the  question  prob- 
acy in  the  open,  basing  a  later  hearing  upon 
the  so-called  evidence  they  have  ohtained 
through  coercion  of  the  individual.  That  is 
a  method  that  is  absolutely  wrong  in  prin- 
ciple, and  I  know  Coun.  Healey  will  agree 
with  me  in  my  statement.  But  that  is  the 
method  of  pro-cedure  there,  if  I  am  informed 
correctly,  and  I  am  positive  that  I  have  the 
facts  It  is  true  that  if  a  man  who  is  accused 
by  the  Finance  Commission  is  innocent  you 
may  say  that  he  need  not  fear  God's  sunlight 
But  some  thin-skinned  people  like  to  avoid 
trouble,  and  they  will  set  up  and  salam  and 
bow  before  John  Moors,  ,^ecause,  after  all 
Bowling  is  not  the  man.  Michael  Sullivan  is 
not  the  man.  The  powerful  and  a  -important 
influential  individual  who  does  all  the  work 
behind  the  scenes,  and  sees  that  the  thing  is 
carried  out,  is  John  F.  Moors.  There  is  no 
getting  away  from  that.  I  am  P«f' f^'^^^ j'V^J' 
I  make  that  assertion.  As  I_ stated  '"  the  be- 
ginning,  there   is    mrich   merit   in   what   Coun. 
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Healey  suft-gested,  but  the  preponderance  is 
on  the  other  side,.  The  fact  is  that  they  don't 
dare  to  have  public  hearing's.  That  is  my 
a'bsohite  opinion,  and  I  believe  I  am  correct. 
I  will  agree  that  I  cannot  sujbrait  evidence, 
but  I  believe  they  have  had  strong  evidence 
against  certain  individuals  presented  to  them 
in  the  past  regarding  occurrences  in  Boston 
atlairs  to  which  they  have  given  no  considera- 
tion whatsoever.  It  is  true,  as  Coun.  Moriarty 
says,  that  they  are  bent  one  way.  They  are 
after  the  little  fellow,  after  the  unimportant  in- 
dividual, like  a  councilor,  as  a  rule.  When 
they  are  so  engaged  they  are  fairly  cocky,  in 
the  vernacular  of  the  diay,  but  when  others 
are  involved  it  is  a  different  story.  I  have 
the  same  regard  for  the  Finance  Commission 
that  Coun.  Moriarty  has.  My  experience  with 
them  has  not  been  so  unpleasant,  but  I  am 
satisfied  that  that  commission  is  the  fifth 
wheel  of  a  coach,  that  it  has  not  earned  a 
dollar  as  far  as  acting  in  the  interests  of  the 
city  is  concerned  during  its  entire  existence. 
I  am  sure  that  the  office  is  always  a  step  to 
an  invitation  to  go  on  the  bench,  and  I  in- 
tended to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  commission 
the  other  day  when  he  expected  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  Superior  Court  bench.  I  think 
that  is  their  goal,  and  they  use  the  oifice  for 
their  own  advancement,  regardless  of  whose 
back  they  climb  over.  Therefore,  Coun.  Healey, 
if  you  will  take  my  advice  and  opinion,  based 
on  many  years  of  experience  here,  and  I 
have  been  as  inquisitive  about  things  as  you 
have,  I  believe  you  will  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  we  shoul,d  pass  the  order  as  drawn  by 
Coun.  Moriarty.  While  it  may  not  bring  re- 
sults worth  while,  it  has  much  merit  and  is 
entitled  to  our  unanimous  vote.  I  hope  this 
action   will   be  taken. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  the 
councilor  opposite  (Coun.  Watson)  says  he 
knows  that  Moors  is  the  brains  of  the  Fin. 
Com.  I  always  wondered  why  he  never  got 
there  and  I  did.  I  guess  I  know  now. 
(Laughter.)  I  hope  the  order  will  pass.  We 
have  this  investigiating  body  called  the  Finance 
Comnaission.  Here  we  have  a  Democratic  city, 
which  has  elected  a  Democratic  Mayor,  and 
the  Governor  comes  along  and  appoini;s  five 
Republicans  as  an  investigating  body  over 
this  Democratic  city.  Of  course,  I  have  had 
my  experience  with  those  five  men.  They 
took  me  in  there  privately,  and  I  went  in 
there,  like  any  young  American  would,  full 
of  blood  a^id  pep.  I  didn't  fear  man  or  beast 
when  I  went  there.  They  asked  questions  and 
riled  me  up,  and  that  is  the  means  they  use  to 
get  you  going.  I  think  if  they  had  meetings 
in  the  open  you  would  not  have  the  sort  of 
thing  you  see  there  now.  It  is  bad  enough  in 
the  open,  with  five  men  who  know  the  diflierent 
phases  of  the  law  and  who  are  able  to  take 
young  fellows  like  myself  and  make  boobs  of 
them.  They  ought  not  to  do  a  lot  of  things 
they  do.  Take  this  poor  scrubwoman,  for 
instance.  There  was  nobody  to  protect  her. 
I  think  if  we  pass  an  order  like  this  "we  may 
get  somewhere  with  them.  I  don't  know  of 
any  way  to  do  so  except  to  keep  after  them 
naggnig  them,  and  then  perhaps  we  will  make 
some  headway.  Of  course,  we  all  hope  next 
year  to  elect  our  present  Mayor  Governor  of 
the  state,  and  then  thing's  will  be  better,  I 
believe.  I  hope  so,  anyway.  I  hope  in  the 
meantime  we  will  nag  them  and  do  everything 
we  can  along  this  line  not  only  for  our  own 
benefit  but  for  the  benefit  of  the  underdog  in 
this   city. 

Coun.  HEALEY — ^Mr.  President,  lest  it  may 
be  felt  that  I  am  in  favor  of  the  secret  ses- 
sions I  shall  vote  for  the  order,  because  I 
have  been  pulled  before  the  the  Finance  Com- 
mission  in   private,   too. 

Coun.    WATSON— Is    that   so?      Good! 

Coun.   HEALEY — I  have   been   there. 

Coun.  WATSON— Tell  us  what  you  did.  Bill ! 

Coun.  HEALEY — Lest  it  may  be  thought  that 
I  believe  in  secret  sessions  I  shall  vote  for  the 
order,  because  I  think  that  publicity  is  best 
for    both    sides,    for    everybody,    than    privacy 


for  a  few.  I  merely  offered  the  suggestion 
I  did,  but  when  the  question  is  put  up  to  me 
whether  I  believe  in  privacy  or  in  publicity,  I 
wish  to  say  here  openly  that  I  believe  in 
publicity,  and  I  believe  that  the  hearings  be- 
fore the  Finance  Commission,  if  some  are  to 
be  treated  in  one  way  and  some  the  other, 
ought  all  to  be  public.  I  don't  believe  in 
treating  some  people  in  one  way  and  others 
in  another.  Therefore  I  shall  vote  in  favor 
of  the  order  on  its  merits,  although  I  feel 
that  it  mig'ht  be  the  cause  of  worriment  to 
many  people  if  they  thought  they  were  to  be 
called  in  in  public  and  a  stigma  placed  on 
them  which  they  did  not  deserve. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  begin- 
ning to  feel  as  though  I  have  wings  and  a 
halo  in  this  Council.  I  have  never  been  called 
before  the  Finance  Commission,  and  therefore 
I  think  I  am  probably  out  of  place  in  this 
body. 

Coun.  PUBCELL— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
say  that  I  am  in  accord  with  Mr.  Moriarty  on 
this  order.  I  was  also  before  the  Finance  (Com- 
mission, and  I  want  to  say  this,  that  I  think 
it  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  to  have  the 
meetings  of  that  body  brought  out  into  the 
open,  so  that  we  could  find  out  everything 
that  was  going  on.  In  that  way  perhaps  we 
could  find  out  who  the  stoolpigeons  are  who 
give  information.  If  the  thing  were  open 
a  lot  wouldn't  care  to  tell  things  who  now 
do  so.    1  am  in  favor  of  open  meetings. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


Coun.    PURCELL   in   the   chair. 


OLD    AGE   PENSIONS   FOR   BOSTON    CITI- 
ZENS. 

President  DONOGHUE  offered  the  follow- 
ing : 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  appoint  a  committee  to  investi- 
gate and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the 
advisability  of  establishing  an  old  age  pension 
for   citizens   of  Boston. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  present  this  order  at  this  time  for  the  care- 
ful consideration  of  this  body.  It  is  along 
constructive  lines,  I  believe.  It  has  recently 
been  brought  to  my  attention  most  vividly 
through  the  introduction  of  an  order  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  for  a  loan  of  $300,000  for  a 
new  building  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
with  the  controversy  which  has  arisen  be- 
tween the  Mayor's  office  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mission as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be 
advisable  to  repair  and  alter  the  old  build- 
ing at  a  nominal  figure,  probably  not  more 
than  $30,000,  or  to  appropriate  $300,000  for  a 
new  building  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  have  been 
spending  a  great  deal  of  money  for  many 
years  in  taking  care  of  the  old  and  unfor- 
tunate, but  it  also  appears  to  me  that  a  great 
deal  of  this  money  which  is  expended  might 
have  been  spent  in  a  more  suitable  way,  hav- 
ing in  mind  first  the  welfare  of  the  individ- 
uals affected.  For  instance,  the  Overseers  of 
the  Public  Welfare  spend  something  like 
$63,000  per  year  for  payment  of  help.  That 
is  just  for  salaries  of  those  who  take  care  of 
the  detail  work  in  connection  with  the  distri- 
bution of  alms.  I  would  like  to  see  this  proud 
city  of  ours  in  a  position  where  we  would  no 
longer  have  an  almshouse.  I  think  it  is  a 
disgrace  in  a  civilized  community  to  liave  the 
old  folks  who  have  devoted  their  lives  to  the 
service  of  their  city  placed  in  an  almshouse. 
Regardless  of  what  their  calling  in  life  may 
have  been,  nevertheless  they  have  contributed 
to  the  public  welfare  and  the  upbuilding  of 
this  great  city  of  oui-s,  of  which  we  are  all 
so  justly  proud.  It  seems  to  me  it  is  a  blot 
upon  the  escutcheon  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
even  have  to  admit  that  we  have  such  places 
as  almshouses.  It  costs  for  the  old  folks 
down    on    Long    Island,    segregating    the    ex- 
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pense  of  those  who  are  in  the  hospital  from 
those  who  are  not  compelled  to  take  hospital 
treatment,  approximately  $135,000  a  year. 
That  is  to  care  for  the  old  folks  down  there. 
It  costs  something  like  $300,000  to  take  care 
of  the  hospital  patients  on  Long  Island.  It 
is  the  Mayor's  thought  that  Long  Island  can 
be  done  away  with  and  the  old  folks  in  the 
hospital,  who  need  constant  medical  attend- 
ance, transferred  to  the  mainland,  perhaps 
Parker  Hill.  That  would  leave  the  old  folks 
down  there  with  practically  nothing  in  life, 
unless,  carrying  the  Mayor's  thought  along 
further,  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the 
hospital  at  West  Roxbury  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment to  the  city,  the  inmates  might  be 
transferred  from  Long  Island  out  to  West 
Roxbury,  where  they  might  be  taken  care  of. 
But  I  say,  what  is  the  need  of  taking  care  of 
them  in  those  places  ?  Why  niust  we  have 
an  almshouse  ?  We  are  going  to  spend,  if 
that  new  building  is  erected  by  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  $350,000.  It  costs  us  $135,000  in 
round  figures  to  maintain  those  old  folks  on 
Long  Island,  and  under  the  Geoi-ge  R.  White 
Fund  we  have  an  annual  income  of  $250,000 
per  year,  in  addition  to  spending  last  year, 
as  I  have  been  given  to  understand,  something 
like  $190,000,  totalling  approximately  $1,000,- 
000.  It  seems  to  me  that,  with  about  300  old 
folks  down  on  Long  Island,  we  are  spending 
or  are  going  to  spend  this  year  $1,000,000. 
And  what  for?  We  are  going  to  spend  that 
money  to  try  and  take  care  of  them  in  their 
old  age.  My  thought  would  be  to  establish  an 
old  age  pension  by  the  City  of  Boston  where 
proof  of  need  is  shown  and  if  this  million 
dollars  which  is  going  to  be  spent  were  spent 
without  sending  them  to  an  almshouse,  how 
much  better  off  they  would  be  and  how  much 
better  off  the  entire  City  of  Boston  would  be. 
Whether  or  not  there  are  any  legal  phases  to 
be  considered  in  connection  with  the  question 
I  don't  konw.  I  have  only  considered  the 
matter  hastily  today,  although  I  have  thought 
of  it  for  a  long  time.  It  has  always  appeared 
to  me  that  the  City  of  Boston,  which  has 
been  in  the  forefront  of  so  many  progressive 
movements  in  the  course  of  its  history,  should 
take  another  step  forward  and  be  in  the  fore- 
front in  establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston  an 
old  age  pension,  in  order  to  try  to  make  the 
last  days  of  the  old  people  who  have  lived  in 
our  city  as  comfortable  as  we  possibly  can. 
If  we  were  to  allow  them  a  certain  amount 
each  week,  we  could  very  easily  take  care  of 
them  in  my  opinion,  out  of  a  million  dollars 
a  year.  Of  course,  there  are  minor  matters 
to  be  considered  in  connection  with  these  fig- 
ures that  I  have  not  even  taken  into  consid- 
eration. But  such  action  would  certainly,  in 
ray  opinion,  tend  very  much  to  improve  things. 
If  we  had  a  million  dollars  which  we  might  let 
out  in  first  class  bonds,  it  would  procure  an 
income  probably,  say,  of  $200,000  a  year,  in 
my  opinion,  which  could  very  well  take  care 
of  the  old  people  on  Long  Island.  I  hope  the 
Mayor,  before  he  goes  ahead  with  any  other 
plans,  will  take  this  matter  into  consideration 
and  try  to  solve  this  problem,  so  that  we 
may  feel  that  we  have  contributed  something 
to  the  welfare  of  the  old  people  and  to  the 
honor  of  our  city. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed,  Coun.  Donoghue  calling  for  the  yeas 
and  nays,  yeas  8,  nays  1 ;  Coun.  Lane  voting 
nay.

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
refrain  from  voting  at  all  on  this  order,  as 
I  am  on  many  of  the  other  loan  orders  that 
are  coming  after  this.  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  the  orders  sent  in  here  by  the  Mayor  for 
needed  improvements,  such  as  $800,000  for 
sewers  and  $800,000  for  street  improvements  ; 
but  I  don't  think  the  Council  should  stultify 
itself  by  appropriating  more  money  under  loan 
orders  than  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city 
will  allow,  although  undoubtedly  these  pro- 
posed improvements  are  things  that  would 
benefit  the  districts  concerned  and  are  things 
that  should  be  done.  But  I  cannot  put  myself 
in  the  position  of  appropriating  more  money 
than  the  city  has  within  its  borrowing  ca- 
pacity. So  I  will  refrain  for  that  reason 
from  voting  for  certain   orders. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  favor 
the  impi'ovements  that  are  mentioned  in  the 
several  orders  reported  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  but  my  position  in  the  matter  is 
somewhat  like  Coun.  Lane's.  I  cannot  see 
where  I  can  consistently  vote  for  loan  orders 
that  aggregate  a  sum  greater  than  our  bor- 
rowing capacity,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  not  more  than  one  month  of  the 
year  has  passed  and  eleven  months  more  are 
yet  to  come  when  there  may  be  some  very 
necessary  matters  calling  for  loans  brought 
to  our  attention.  I  want  each  member  to 
feel,  however,  that  I  have  no  prejudice 
against  his  order  or  against  the  particular 
improvement  he  has  in  mind.  I  sympathize 
with  the  other  members  in  their  efforts,  be- 
cause I  feel  that  many  of  these  orders  will 
be  vetoed.  That,  of  course,  is  none  of  our 
business.  However,  I  cannot  vote  consist- 
ently and  conscientiously  for  orders  that  I 
know  if  they  all  pass  today,  will  eat  up  all 
the  available  money  pi-ovided  in  our  borrow- 
ing capacity.  I  think  perhaps  it  is  just  as 
well  that  I  say  no  more,  because  my  re- 
irtarks  might  be  misunderstood  by  the  authors 
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of  the  several  orders.  I  am  willing  to  vote 
at  any  time  and  will  vote  at  any  time  for 
orders  carrying  improvements  such  as  have 
been  suggested,  when  I  feel  that  the  m.oney 
is  at  hand  to  take  care  of  them.  I  shall, 
however,  refrain  from  voting  for  several  or- 
ders here  because  I  cannot  consistently  vote 
"yes"  on  them,  and  I  cannot  vote  "no,"  be- 
cause I  believe  in  the  improvement  proposed 
in  the  orders.  I  shall,  therefore,  allow  my 
position   to  stand   in   that  way. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  while  I  be- 
lieve that  the  situation  is  going  to  be  rather 
a  complex  one  as  the  thing  is  presented  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  at  the  same  time  I  see  no 
possibility  of  the  members  of  the  Council  ab- 
solving themselves  from  voting  for  any  of  the 
orders.  The  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
Council  are  to  place  before  the  authorities 
the  needs  of  certain  sections.  A  man  in  one 
part  of  the  city  brings  forward  a  certain  im- 
provement affecting  his  section,  a  man  in  an- 
other part  of  the  city  brings  forward  an 
improvement  in  which  the  people  of  his  sec- 
tion are  interested.  The  Mayor  has  to  look 
into  the  matter  and  decide  which,  if  either, 
of  the  things  should  be  taken  care  of.  It  is 
for  the  Mayor,  of  course,  setting  one  thing  on 
one  side  as  against  another  thing  on  another 
side,  to  arrive  at  a  decision.  He  is  confronted 
wiith  the  solution  of  that  problem  and  can 
approve  what  he  thinks  is  m.ost  necessary. 
As  representing  the  public,  the  people  of  our 
various  sections,  we  are  not  taking  a  posi- 
tion one  way  or  another.  One  order  is  of- 
fered by  one  councilor,  and  we  pass  it ;  an- 
other order  is  offered  and  we  pass  that,  and 
it  is  then  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  decide. 
I  want  to  stand  up  here  and  say  that  I  am 
glad  to  vote  for  all  of  them,  and  I  don't  feel 
that  I  am  stultifying  myself  in  so  doing.  I 
am  glad  to  present  these  things  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  for  his  consideration.  Everybody 
knows  that  he  will  be  the  sole  and  final  judge 
on  every  order  voted  upon  here  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I,  too,  side 
in  with  Coun.  Gilbody.  Taking  such  orders 
as  have  been  presented  here  by  the  members 
interested,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  wOl  not 
harve  a  chance  to  favor  one  as  against  another 
until  they  are  sent  in  to  hira.  The  Mayor 
has  already  set  his  approval  on  $2,400,000 
sent  in  by  him  in  the  form  of  orders  to  the 
City  Council.  There  are  other  matters  in 
which  the  members  of  the  Council  are  inter- 
ested, and  which  we  are  acting  upon  here,  as 
representing  certain  districts.  Those  in  turn 
should  be  sent  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  who 
can  approve  or  reject  them.  One  order  that 
is  passed  may  fail,  another  may  succeed.  The 
dilemma  is  for  the  Mayor.  He  has  to  weigh 
the  considerajtions  for  or  against  each  order, 
having  in  mind  the  welfare  of  the  general 
public.  The  Mayor  having  already  approved 
loans  aggregating  about  $2,400,000,  leaving 
$1,800,000  for  various  district  improvements, 
it  strikes  me  that  the  most  logical  thing  is 
for  us  to  pass  the  orders  that  we  think  should 
be  passed  and  to  let  the  Mayor  make  the  de- 
cision. In  fact,  I  cannot  see  the  other  side 
of  it.  We  have  some  rights  in  the  matter  of 
originating  loans  and  we  should  not  give  up 
our  rig'hts  entirely  in  the  matter  of  pre- 
senting orders  for  loans.  After  we  have  pre- 
sented such  orders  and  they  have  been 
passed,  the  Mayor  is  faced  with  the  dilemma 
of  making  the  choice.  There  may  be  a  cer- 
tain thing  in  the  South  End,  in  Dorchester  or 
in  East  Boston  with  regard  to  which  he 
thinks  immediate  action  should  be  taken,  as 
against  proposed  improvements  in  other  sec- 
tions. The  Mayor  said  at  one  time  that  he 
did  not  object  to  public  criticism,  and  he  is 
bold  in  his  criticism,  particularly  when  he 
thinks  he  is  right.  He  is  the  one  who  finally 
has  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion,  and  I  believe 
after  we  have  passed  these  orders  the  Mayor 
will  do  the  right  thing.  He  will  accept  those 
things  that  appear  to  be  wise  both  politically 
and  from  the  standpoint  of  administration, 
and  those  that  appear  unwise  politically  and 
from  the  standpoint  of  administration  he  will 


reject.  But  I  cannot  understand  the  logic  of 
any  man  -who  will  claim  that  these  orders 
should  not  be  presented  here  and  should  not 
be  passed  by  us,  bearing  in  mind  the  procedure 
that  must  necessarily  take  place  on  all  such 
matters.  While  I  admire  the  high  type  of 
administration  shown  by  the  two  councilors 
opposite  (Coun.  Lane  and  Watson),  the 
course  that  they  always  follow,  and  while  I 
applaud  the  Goo-Goos,  I  feel  that  in  this  case 
as  a  Goo-Goo  I  will  have  to  vote  with  the 
majority  of  the  gang  against  the  minority  of 
two,  50  per  cent  Goo-Goo  and  50  per  cent 
gang,  who   are  united  ait  this  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  almost  brought  out 
a  laugh,   Billy ! 

Ctoun.   HEALEY—All  right. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  would 
state  that  under  our  rules  when  the  roll  is 
called  each  member  is  supposed  to  vote  on  a 
matter  one  way  or  the  other.  Of  course,  I 
realize  that  there  is  no  way  to  compel  anyone 
to  vote  if  he  does  not  desire  to  do  so.  I  mere- 
ly call  attention  to  the  rule  of  the  Council, 
however.

LUMP  SUM  BUDGET.

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  section 
3,  chapter  486,  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the  Mayor 
is  required  to  submit  the  budget  within  thirty 
days   after   the   beginning  of   the  fiscal  year. 

Under  existing  law  the  city  may  raise  $6.52 
on  each  one  thousand  of  the  average  valuation 
for  three  years,  less  abatements,  for  general 
municipal  purposes,  exclusive  of  schools. 
•When  it  is  considered  that  the  yield  of  this 
figure  is  approximately  $10,750,000  and  that 
our  salary  requirements  alone  for  1924-25  total 
$16,000,000,  no  further  comment  is  needed  to 
show  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  law  to 
provide   for  the  needs   of   the  city. 

The  Legislature  is  now  considering  our  re- 
quest to  use  as  a  tax  limit  for  1924-25  the 
sum  of  $13.25.  Until  this  request  has  been 
acted  upon  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  submit  to 
your  honorable  body  the  annual  budget  in  full 
segregated  form.

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time   limit  stated   in   the   city   charter   I  submit 
herewith  a  budget  in  lump  sum  form.

Adding  the  total  of  other  items  and  the 
building  contract  we  have  an  expenditure  of 
over  $600,000.  This  does  not  take  into  con- 
sideration any  extras  which  are  bound  to 
arise  in  such  an  important  and  exacting  piece 
of  work  as  the  erection  of  a  fire  alai'm  sta- 
tion. Nor  have  we  included  any  estimates 
for  furniture  which  will  be  necessary  for  the 
new  building. 

I  earnestly  request  therefore  that  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  $150,000  be  pro- 
vided in  order  that  we  may  proceed  with 
the  work  at  once..  The  same  reasons  that 
were  given  for  a  new  station  might  well  be 
applied  here.  The  time  has  arrived  for  a 
larger  fire  alarm  station,  located  away  from 
any  risk  of  any  kind.  To  curtail  our  plans 
or  reduce  the  capacity  of  the  building  or 
equipment  would  be  the  wrong  step  to  take. 
The  plans  and  proposals  have  been  gone 
into  very  thoroughly  and  every  attempt  has 
been  made  to  meet  all  the  requirements  at 
the  lowest  possible  cost.  Greater  amounts 
have  been  expended  in  other  cities  for  build- 
ings of  this  character  and  in  luy  opinion  the 
City  of  Boston  is  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
erect  a  first-class  fire  alarm  station  and 
equip  it  with  the  proper  machinei-y  for  the 
total  sura  of  $650,000.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  building  we  are  erecting  will 
take  care  of  the  future  growth  of  the  city 
for  at  least  a  hundred  years  and  overcome 
the  disadvantages  which  we  have  suffered  for 
the  past  decade  in  our  present  fire  alarm 
station,  which  is  now  overcrowded  and  over- 
loaded to  a  serious  extent..

My   dear   Mr.    Sullivan, — This   is    in    reply    to 
your   letter   of   1st  February    in    which   you    re- 
quest me  to   draw    up    a   brief   statement   such 
as    in    my   judgment   will    adequately    meet    the 
reciuirements   of  the  order  of   the   City   Council 
passed  28th   January  to  the  following  effect: 

"That  the  Law  Department,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  Council  in  writing  with  a  statement  of 
the  present  status  of  the  city's  petition  for 
a  reduction   in   the   price   of  electricity." 

I  inclose  such  a  draft  herewith,  to  which 
I  will  add  for  your  own  information,  as  the 
head  of  the  City  Law  Department,  that  I  pur- 
posely made  it  as  brief  and  general  as  possible 
for  the  reason  that  I  do  not  believe  it  is  for 
the  interests  of  the  city's  ease  that  a  de- 
tailed discussion  should  be  gone  into  at  the 
present  time,  as  such  discussion  would  neces- 
sarily involve  a  communication  of  our  plans  to 
the    Edison   Company. 

In  your  letter  you  also  refer  to  a  second 
resolution  passed  at  the  same  time,  which  is 
as   follows  : 

"That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  furnish  the  Council  such  data  as  ho  may 
have  or  will  have  later  relative  to  the  con- 
templated contracts  for  gas  and  electricity." 
and  suggest  that  I  might  be  able  to  furnish 
"helpful  details"  in  the  matter  of  the  elec- 
tric light  contract.  As  to  this,  I  feel  that 
the  wisest  plan  would  be  for  you  and  me 
and  ai^  expert  representing  the  city  to  have 
a  personal  talk  with  the  City  Council  in 
executive  session.  The  Edison  Company  has 
recently  filed  a  new  schedule  of  street  light- 
ing rates  applicable  to  all  the  cities  and 
towns  other  than  Boston  which  it  serves. 
It  is  probable  that  the  Edison  Company  will 
suggest  a  new  contract  with  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton based  on  these  rates.  With  that  in  mind 
I  have  had  prepared  a  computation  showing 
e^a^;tly  wht.t  the  increased  cost  to  the  city 
would  be  over  the  rates  which  it  is  now 
paying  under  the  existing  contract.  This 
computation  shows  that  the  price  paid  by  the 
city  would  be  something  over  $90,000  a  year 
greater  under  the  new  rates  than  und^r  the 
present  contract.  There  are  many  considera- 
tions bearing  on  the  question  of  a  new  con- 
tract which  occur  to  me,  but  for  obviou.^ 
reasons  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  city  to  confer  on 
the  matter  orally.

Suggested  Draft  for  Communication  to  nu 
Sent  by  the  Law  Department  to  the 
City  Council  in  Response  to  the  Order 
Passed  28th  January  1924,  Requesting 
A  Statement  "of  the  Present  Status  of 
the  City's  Petition  for  a  Reduction  in 
the  Price  of  Electricity." 
The  petition  of  the  city  for  a  reduction 
in  the  price  of  electricity  was  originally 
started  in  connection  with  another  petition 
filed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Edison  Company 
for  arbitration  and  determination  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Utilities  of  city  rates  for 
street  lighting  under  the  arbitration  clause 
in  the  street  lighting  contract  between  the  city 
and  the  Edison  Company.  By  the  terms  of  that 
contract  such  arbitration  was  required  to  be 
held  to  determine  the  rates  to  be  charged  the 
city  under  the  second  five-year  period  which 
began  December  7,  1919.  It  was  apparent 
that  any  satisfactory  determination  of  the 
street  lighting  contract  might  require  a  re- 
adjustment of  the  company's  other  rates,  and 
it  also  appeared  on  investigations  in  connec- 
tion with  the  street  lighting  rates  that  the 
company's  rates  were  too  high  in  certain  other 
of  its  schedules  and  required  a  general  read- 
justment. A  petition  for  reduction  of  rates 
was  accordingly  filed.  It  was  the  sense  of 
the  Cit.v  Council,  as  well  as  of  the  then 
Mayor,  Hon.  Andrew  J.  I'eters,  and  of  fho 
Law  Department,  that  application  should  be 
made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  for 
a  I'eduction  of  rates,  and  a  petition  was  ac- 
cordingly filed.  This  action  has  since  received 
the  indorsement  of  the  present  executive,  and 
the  City  Council  has  been  constant  in  its 
support. 

By  order  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties the  city's  petition  for  reduction  of  rates, 
as  well  as  the  petition  for  arbitration  under 
the  street  lighting  contract,  were  ordered  to 
be  heard  in  conjunction  with  another  petition 
for  reduction  of  rates  previously  filed  by  cer- 
tain private  citizens  and  in  charge  of  Mr. 
GrenviUe  S.  MacFarland.  These  three  peti- 
tions, together  with  other  subsidiary  matters, 
are  still  before  the  commission  and  a  large 
number  of  hearings  have  been  had  and  much 
evidence  has  been  put  in. 

In  the  orderly  presentation  of  the  case  the 
evidence  offered  by  the  consumer,  represented 
by  Mr.  MacFarland,  must  be  completed  before 
the   city's   case   can   be   finished.      This    results: 

(1.)  From  the  fact  that  Mr.  MacFarland's 
petition  had  been  filed  and  much  evidence  on 
it  had  been  taken  some  time  before  the  city's 
petition   had  been   put  in  ;   and 

(2.)  Because  Mr.  MacFarland  and  counse" 
representing  the  city,  who  have  throughout 
been  in  complete  and  cordial  co-operation, 
agreed  that  this  was  the  strongest  way  in 
which  the  case  for  a  reduction  could  be  pre- 
sented. 

Mr.  McFarland's  case  has  not  yet  been 
completed.  He  has,  however,  informed  the 
counsel  for  the  city  that  it  is  his  intention  to 
go  on  with  the  hearings  at  an -early  date. 

In  the  meantime  the  city  has  made  an  ex- 
tensive examination  of  the  company's  books 
and  has  placed  before  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities  much  evidence,  both  oral  and  tabu- 
lar, tending  to  show  that  the  rates  charged 
by  the  Edison  Company  should  be  reduced. 
Much  other  evidence  has  also  been  prepared 
for  submission  to  the  department,  and  the 
city's  case  has  been  carefully  studied  so  that 
it  should  be  presented  in  the  most  effective 
manner  possible.  In  proceedings  of  the  char- 
acter of  this  investigation  the  preliminary 
studies  of  the  facts  and  their  arrangement 
for  effective  presentation  necessarily  require 
much  time,  for  the  city  believes  this  case  can 
be  closed  in  a  comparatively  short  time  after 
Mr.  MacFarland  has  completed  his  evidence. 
It  is  satisfactoi-y  to  note  that  in  the  mean- 
time during  the  pendency  of  these  proceed- 
ings there  have  been  substantial  reductions 
made  by  the  Edison   Company  in  its  rates. 

At  the  time  the  city's  petition  was  filed  the 
lighting  rate  for  the  ordinary  householder  was

10  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  and  in  addition 
to  this  rate  the  Edison  Company  imposed  a 
surcharge  of  10  per  cent  and  an  additional 
charge  under  the  "coal  clause,"  so  that  the 
rate  was  'approximately  12  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour.  On  March  1,  1921,  the  surcharge  on  that 
rate  was  reduced  to  5  per  cent.  On  May  11, 
1921,  a  new  coal  clause  more  equitable  to  the 
consumer  was  substituted  for  the  previous 
clause.  On  March  1,  1922,  the  coal  clause  was 
abolished  with  regard  to  this  rate  and  the 
entire  surcharge  was  taken  off.  On  September 
1,  1922,  the  rate  under  this  schedule  was  re- 
duced to  91  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,,  and  on 
February  1  of  this  year  the  householders' 
lighting  rate  was  further  modified  so  that 
the  present  price  is  91  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour  for  the  firet  1,000  kilowatt  hours  per 
month,  8  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  next 
4,000  kilowatt  hours,  and  31  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour  for  all  electricity  used  above  that  amount. 

It  would  seem  a  fair  inference  from  the 
facts  that  the  pendency  of  the  consumer's  pe- 
tition and  that  of  the  city  has  exercised  a 
beneficial  influence  on  the  policy  of  the  Edi- 
son Company  with  reference  to  reduction  m 
rates,  and  has  already  amply  justified  what  has 
been  done.  Counsel  believes  that  a  continued 
vigorous  prosecution  of  the  cases  will  result 
in  further  substantial  reductions  of  rates. 
Counsel  is  prepared  to  appear  before  the  City 
Council  at  any  time  and  explain  any  detail  of 
the  situation.

GAS   LIGHTING   CONTRACT. 

The  following  was   received  :

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  the  adop- 
tion of  contracts  with  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  .Company  for  the  furnishing  of  illuminat- 
ing gas  and  the  lighting  of  gas  lamps  in  the 
streets  of  the  city,  some  10,000  more  or  less, 
for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter 
these  contracts  must  be  approved  by  the  City 
Council,  after  a  public  hearing,  in  order  to 
become  effective  and  I  accordingly  submit  the 
report  and  recommendation  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  for  such  action  as  the 
City  Council  may  deem  proper.

The  ten-year  gas  street  lighting  contracts 
expire  on  the  31st  of  March,  1924.  There  are 
two  contracts,  one  of  which  is  for  furnishing 
the  illuminating  gas  at  the  gas  posts,  and  for 
which  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
was  asked  to  furnish  a  price  per  lamp  per 
year  for  a  new  ten-year  contract.  In  letter 
dated  March  5,  addressed  to  your  Honor  and 
referred  to  this  office,  to  which  was  attached 
a  copy  of  agreement,  the  Gas  Company  sub- 
mitted a  price  of  $11  per  lamp  per  year  for 
single  burner  sixty-candle  power  lamps,  the 
maximum  hours  for  lighting  per  year  being 
$4,000. 

The  price  on  the  previous  ten-year  contract 
per  lamp  year  was  $9.  The  price  of  gas  to  the 
ordinai-y  consumer  in  1914  was  80  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet.  The  price  of  .$9  per  year 
provided  a  price  of  65  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  or  a  reduction  of  18!{  per  cent. 
The  price  proposed  for  ten  years  beginning 
April  1,  1924,  is  at  the  rate  of  78  57/100  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet,  which  is  a  reduction 
of  approximately  35  per  cent  from  the  price 
to  the  ordinary  consumer  of  $1.20  per  thou- 
sand cubic  feet. 

The  contract  for  furnishing  equipment  and 
lighting  and  extinguishing  gas  lamps  was  ad- 
vertised in  three  succeeding  City  Records  and 
bids  were  opened  on  March  6,  resulting  in  but 
one  tender,  which  was  made  by  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  for  $15.20  per  lamp 
per  year,  as  against  $12  for  the  expiring  ten- 
year  contract,  or  an  increase  of  26  7/10  per 
cent,  which  increase  appears  reasonable  as 
compai-ed  with  the  cost  of  labor,  mantles,  pole 
tops,  globes  and  other  necessai-y  parts  to  be 
provided,   kept  in   repair  and  renewed. 

Provisions  are  incorportaed  in  each  con- 
tract for  an  increase  or  reduction  in  the  unit 
price,  in  accordance  with  the  relative  change 
in  price  of  gas  to  the  ordinary  consumer  or 
the  cost  of  equipment  and  service,  as  com- 
pared with  that  for  the  first  year  under  the 
new  contract  for  which  the  contract  price  will 
be  charged. 

Two  copies  of  each  contract  are  fonvarded 
for  proper  i^resentation  to  the  City  Council 
for  its  approval  as  well  as  for  that  of  your 
Honor,  which  is  necessai-y  for  these  ten-year 
contracts.

USE   OF  "WATER  INCOME. 

The  following  was  received :

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  the  request  of 
the  City  Council  that  I  furnish  a  written 
opinion   on   the   following   order : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Coi-poration  Counsel  be 
requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  a 
written  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  city  to 
use  surplus  water  income  for  the  extension  of 
mains  or  for  the  high  pressure  system." 

Chapter  324  of  the  Acts  of  1914  provides 
how  the  income  from  the  city's  water  works 
shall   be  applied.     Section   1   is   as  follows : 

"Chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  one  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  new  section :  Section  1.  The  in- 
come received  each  year  by  the  city  of  Boston 
from  its  water  works  shall  be  applied  after 
the  first  day  of  February  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen  to  meet  the  expenses 
incurred  for  maintenance  of  its  water  works, 
including  the  operation,  extension,  improve- 
ment and  renewal  of  said  woi-ks,  to  meet  the 
assessment  apportioned  to  said  city  under 
chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in 
addition  thereto,  and  to  meet  the  interest  and 
sinking  fund  requirements  of  the  loans  and 
the  principal  of  maturing  serial  loans  issued 
for  said  works,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall 
be  used  to  meet  interest  and  sinking  fund  re- 
quirements of  serial  loan  payments  on  any 
debt  of  the  city  of  Boston.  If  such  income  in 
any  year  shall  not  be  sufficient  for  said  pay- 
ments, the  balance  required  therefor  shall  be 
raised  by  taxation  or  by  loan  as  the  city  may 
detennine,  and  the  city  is  hereby  authorized 
to  assess  such  taxes  and  make  such  loans 
without  further  authority  from  the  general 
court." 

If,  then,  the  extension  of  the  mains  for  the 
high  pressure  system  is  within  the  language 
of  the  above  section,  the  auditor  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
under  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909  (amended  city  charter)  may  legally  apply 
any  of  the   income  not  disposed  of  in  closing 
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the  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  to  the  extension 
of  water  mains  for  the  high  pressure  eystem. 

The  extension  of  water  mains  for  the  high 
pressure  system  is  clearly  an  extension  and 
improvement  of  the  water  works  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  laying  and  maintaining  of  the 
mains  and  pipes  is  within  the  control  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Worlcs  Department. 
The  high  pressui-e  system  mains  and  pipes 
are  employed  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
water  supplied  by  the  oity.  The  water  sup- 
plied through  this  system  may  be  used  by  the 
Fire  Department,  the  street  watering  and 
cleaning  forces,  or  by  such  other  municipal 
departments  which  may  require  the  use  of  the 
high  pressure  system.  The  fact  that  the  Fire 
Department  makes  more  use  of  the  system 
than  do  other  departments  does  not  alter  the 
fact  that  the  entire  system  is  built  and  main- 
tained as  part  of  the  water  works  of  the  city. 

In   my   opinion,    therefore,   the   auditor,   with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  has  the  legal  right 
to  use  suiTplus  water  income  for  the  extension 
of  mains  for  the  high  pressure  system.

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  dislike 
very  much  to  vote  against  this  order,  but, 
of  course,  I  have  to  alibi  myself.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  in  Ward  5  a  municipal 
building  at  the  corner  of  Tyler  and  Oak 
streets,  and  there  are  quite  a  few  wards  in 
the  city  without  municipal  buildings  or  even 
playgrounds  in  them.

ORDINANCE.

Mayor  of  Boston  : 

Dear  Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  held  on  March  13,  1924, 
it  was  voted  to  recommend  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council,  that  the  city 
ordinances  concerning  park  frontages  in  the 
City   of    Boston   be   amended    as   follows : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
as  follows  : 

That  chapter  5  of  the  Ordinances  of  1922, 
an  ordinance  concerning  park  frontages  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  as  amended  by  chapters  2, 
8  and  12  of  the  Ordinances  of  1923,  be  further 
amended  by  striking  out  on  the  second  and 
third  lines  in  section  1,  the  following  words : 
"on  land  which  abuts  on  and  has  an  entrance 
into  and  is  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred 
feet  from,"   which   now   reads   as   follows : 

Section  1.  No  building  or  structure  or  any 
part  thereof  hereafter  erected  or  altered  on 
land  which  abuts  on  and  has  an  entrance'  into 
and  is  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet 
from  the  following  parkways :  The  Fens,  etc., 
so  that  it  will  read  as   follows : 

Section  1.  No  building  or  structure  or  any 
part  thereof  hereafter  erected  or  altered  which 
is  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet  from 
and  is  on  a  lot  of  land  which  abuts  on  any 
of  the  following  parkways:  The  Fens  (except- 
ing Charlesgate  East  and  Charlesgate  West. 
from  a  point  one  hundred  feet  north  from 
their  intersection  with  Commonwealth  avenue 
to  Charles  river),  Riverway,  including  Audu- 
bon road,  from  Brookline  avenue  to  Beacon 
street.  Commonwealth  avenue  from  Arlington 
street  to  Kenmore  street,  Jamaicaway,  Olm- 
sted Park,  Arborway,  Columbia  road  on  the 
southerly  side  from  Sumner  street  and  on 
the  northerly  side  from  Boston  street  to  Ma- 
rine Park,  South  Boston,  shall  be  used  for  a 
livery  or  public  stable  or  public  garage,  or 
for  any  mechanical,  mercantile  or  manufac- 
turing purposes,  nor,  excepting  churches  and 
chapels,  shall  have  the  extreme  height  of  said 
buildings  or  structure  exceed  seventy  feet 
from  the  mean  grade  of  the  edgestone  or  side- 
walk on  the  front  facing  said  parkway,  ex- 
clusive of  such  steeples,  towers,  domes,  cor- 
nices, .  parapets,  balustrades,  sculptured  or- 
naments, chimneys  and  roofs  as  the  Board  of 


Park  Commissioners  shall  approve ;  and  no 
roof  on  any  of  the  aforementioned  buildings 
shall  be  used  for  laundry  or  clothes  drying 
purposes. 

Also  by  substituting  for  the  words  "Section 
5"  the  words  "Section  3"  and  by  substituting 
for  the  words  "Section  6"  the  words  ''Section 
i." 

The  reason  for  the  request  to  change  the 
words  "on  land  which  abuts  on  and  has  an 
entrance  into  and  is  within  a  distance  of 
one  hundred  feet  from"  if  it  permits  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners-  to  grant  per- 
mits for  the  construction  of  buildings  for  me- 
chanical, mercantile  or  manufacturing  pur- 
poses within  one  hundred  feet  of  a  park  road, 
provided  thore  is  no  entrance  entering  on 
the  Parkway,  and  the  Board  believes  a  man- 
datory condition  should  exist  which  would  for- 
bid granting  such   permission. 

The  reason  for  the  request  to  change  the 
section  numbers  is  that  sections  3  and  4  have 
been  stricken  out  in  the  amendment  in  chap- 
ter 8  and  the  old  sections  5  and  6  were  not 
renumbered  3  and  4  in  making  said  change.

GAS    STREET    LIGHTING    CONTRACT.

Dear  Sir, — Forwarded  to  this  office  by  the 
Finance  Commission,  under  date  of  March  28, 
was  ,  a  communication  signed  by  the  chairman 
of  the  commission,  including  recommendations 
and  a  report  of  the  consulting  engineer  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  all  relating  to  the  gas 
street  lighting  contract  recently  forwarded  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  with  the  recommenda- 
tion for  its  adoption. 

The  findings  of  the  commission  that  the 
proposed  contract  will  cost  the  city,  during 
the  next  ten  years,  one  million  dollars  over 
electric  lighting  is  unqualifiedly  false  and 
probably  is  intended  as  a  final  drive  to  influ- 
ence legislative  action  in  connection  with  the 
tax  limit.  It  is  based  upon  the  price  assumed 
by  your  consulting  engineer  for  incandescent 
lamps   to  replace   the  existing  gas   lamps. 

At  the  recent  tests  of  candle  power  for  gas 
lamps  you  must  have  selected  those  which 
were  to  be  immediately  replaced,  in  order  to 
get  such  ridiculously  low  candle  power.  We 
have  a  report  showing  a  test  comprising  a 
total  of  twenty  lamps  selected  at  random  in 
Roxbury,  Dorchester  and  Jamaica  Plain,  con- 
ducted by  the  chief  inspector  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  three  representatives  of 
the  Gas  Conjipany  and  one  representative  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  m  which  there  were  but 
three  lamps  deficient  in  candle  power,  while 
the  total  average  of  all  twenty  lamps  was 
63.89,  so  that  evidently  the  method  of  testing 
lamps,  which  is  identical  with  that  in  the  pre- 
vious contract,  has  not  been  impossible  of  ap- 
plication, and  it  is  intended  to  establish  in 
the  city  lighting  sei-vice  a  method  of  ascertain- 
ing  the  candle  power  pf   any  lamp   actually   in 
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service,  preparatoiT  to  having  laboratoi?  testa 
matie.  in  order  to  have  the  proper  candle  power 
maintained. 

The  commission's  recommendation  that  im- 
mediate steps  be  taken  to  replace  gas  street 
lighting  system  vrith  electricity,  based  on  the 
assumption  of  your  engineer  that  this  can  be 
done  under  the  existing  contract  with  the  Edi- 
son Company  under  a  clause  in  the  contract 
providing  for  additional  lamps,  is  a  fair  sa,m- 
ple  of  the  commission's  narrow  interpretation 
of  contract  requirements.  This  contract  never 
intended  that  1.0,000  additional  lamp  circuits 
could  be  ordered  of  the  Edison  Company  under 
their  contract,  which  would  require  the  ex- 
penditure of  between  one  and  two  millions  of 
dollars  for  extensions  of  series  lighting  cir- 
cuits or  of  tremendous  loss  incident  to  the 
hand  lighting  and  extinguishing  of  multiple 
incandescent  lamps  at  the  price  in  the  con- 
tract. The  findings  of  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners  in  connection 
with  the  arbitration  under  the  terms  of  the 
1914  Edison  contract  makes  this  statement: 

"The  agreement  provides  for  extensions  of 
■  the  service,  relocation  of  lamps  and  substitu- 
tion of  lamps  of  other  types,  but  upon  such 
terms  as  are  manifestly  designed  not  to  in- 
crease thereby  the  relative  cost  to  the  com- 
pany of  supplying  the  service." 

It  has  always  been  regretted  by  the  writer 
that  it  seems  impossible  for  the  commissjon 
to  take  any  fair  grounds  in  the  interpretation 
of  contractural  relations  of  the  city  and  it  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  that  your  reconrmenda- 
tions  are  receiving  decreased  attention  by  the 
pujbMc  and  by  executive  and  legislative  depart- 
ments, uv      ■ 

The  commission  also  misleads  the  public  m 
its  statement  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  took  no  steps  towards  developing  com- 
petition between  gas  and  electric  street 
lighting,  as  directed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
and  that  the  only  proposal  made  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  was  for  that  for 
street  lighting  by  gas..  There  is  but 
one  company  which  can  furnish  gas  at 
the  city  lamps ;  there  is  but  one  com- 
pany which  can  furnish  electricity  for  sub- 
stitution. For  the  lighting,  extinguishing  and 
maintenance  of  gas  lamps  there  was  a  possible 
chance  for  competition.  The  writer  took  up 
with  the  Edison  Company  at  different  times 
previous  to  advertising  this  contract  the  sub- 
stitution of  electric  lamps  and  knew  that  this 
substltutio-n  could  not  properly  be  accom- 
plished. If,  however,  your  consulting  engi- 
neer had  intelligently  consulted  the  Edison 
Company  officials  or  obtained  reliable  infor- 
mation from  them  he  would  well  know  that 
the  Ediison  Company  in  their  multiple  incan- 
descents  of  40  and  60  candle  power  are  losing 
money  on  the  present  pi'ices  which  are,  re- 
spectively, $18.33  and  $21.14  a  year,  and  that 
the  cost  of  lighting  by  hand  switching  method 
in  use  approximates  a  cost  per  lamp  year 
almost  equal  to  the  total  paid  by  the  city  and 
exceeds,  for  the  40  candle  power  lamp,  your 
engineer's  assumed  price  for  the  total  cost 
of  these  lamps  to  the  city  under  the  new  Edi- 
son cO'Utract  which  will  have  to  be  made  this 
year.  It  is  not  known  where  your  engineer 
obtained  knowledge  of  what  the  price  per  lamp 
year  would  be  under  this  new  contract  for 
multiple  lamps,  which  assumed  price  apparent- 
ly has  not  the  backing  of  the  company  di- 
rectly interested  and  which  will  have  to  fur- 
nish  the   service. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  your  engineer  is 
favorably  impressed  with  the  price  received 
for  lighting,  extinguishing  and  maintenance 
but  makes  a  recommendation  for  reduction  in 
the  rate  for  illuminating  gas.  His  assumption 
that  Si  feet  of  gas  per  lamp  hour  is  incorpo- 
rated in  the  new  contract,  as  against  3  feet 
in  the  old  contract,  is  again  wrong  and  mis- 
leading. It  was  3^  feet  in  the  old  contract 
and  is  retained  in  the  new  contract.  This 
eliminates  his  recommendation  that  the  Jirice 
for  illuminating  gas  could  be  properly  re- 
duced. 


The  writer  fon-warded  the  gas  lighting  con- 
tract to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  with 
the  recommendation  for  its  approval  only  after 
having  thoroughly  investigated  the  possible 
substitution  of  electric  lighting  for  gas  light- 
ing, as  the  writer  is  of  the  same  opinion  as 
your  commission  that  electric  lighting  is  far 
more  acceptable  to  the  community  than  gas 
lighting  but  until  such  time  as  the  Edison 
Company  feels  that  the  extension  of  their 
service  to  include  all  existing  gas  lamps  will 
not  impose  too  great  a  financial  burden  upon 
the  company  and  possibly  interfere  with  the 
extension  of  household  and  commercial  light- 
ing, and  that  their  willingness  to  assume  this 
substitution  becomes  more  apparent  than  at 
present,  its  consideration  should  be  dropped 
and  the  present  gas  lighting  contract  approved 
and  at  the  prices  fixed  therein.

PROPOSED    GAS    LIGHTING    CONTRACTS. 

The  following  was   received : 

B'jston,    March   28,    1924. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — On  February  14,  1924,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  advertised  propos- 
als for  equipment  and  the  lighting  and  ex- 
tinguishing of  gas  lamps  for  the  City  of  Bos- 


ton, excluding  Charlestown  and  Hyde  Park, 
for  a  term  of  ten  years  beginning  April  1, 
1924. 

Bids  were  opened  on  March  6,  1924.  The 
only  bid  received  was  from  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company,  at  $15,20  per  lamp 
per  year.  On  the  same  date  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  submitted  a  price  for 
furnishing  gas  at  $11  per  lamp  per  year, 
making  a  total  cost  to  the  city,  in  case  the 
award  is  made  to  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  of  $26.20  per  lamp  per  year.  There 
would  be  in  operation  under  this  contract,  if 
entered   into,    about   9,500    gas    lamps. 

Ten  years  ago  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  entered  into  two  contracts  with  the 
City  of  Boston  to  supply  practically  the  same 
equipment  and  service  as  is  now  proposed, 
at  a  total  cost  of  $21  per  lamp  peT  year, 
divided  as  follows :  $12  for  equipment  main- 
tenance and  operation  per  lamp  per  year, 
and  $9  for  gas  per  lamp  per  year.  During 
the  term  of  the  last  contract,  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  assigned  to  the'  Wels- 
bach  Street  Lighting  Company  of  America 
the  contract  which  provided  for  equipment, 
maintenance  and  operation,  the  assignee  com- 
pany being  the  owner  of  the  lamps  and  burn- 
ers. 

Section  12  of  the  contract  now  about  to 
expire  provides   as  follows  : 

"Extension  of  Contract. — The  city  may  at 
its  option,  to  be  signified  in  writing  not 
later  than  January  6,  1924,  extend  the  term 
herein  designated  for  the  continuance  of  the 
contract  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six 
months,  so  that  there  may  be  no  interruption 
of  service  in  case  the  city  enters  into  a  con- 
tract involving  other  parties  or  different 
equipment,   or   both..     .     .     ." 

Until  a  new  contract  is  finally  awarded  it 
will  not  be  known  whether  the  city  is  to 
have  its  street  lighting  service  continued  by 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  or  by 
some  other  company  or  agency.  If  the  con- 
tract is  concluded  within  six  months  follow- 
ing the  first  of  April,  1924,  between  the  same 
parties  and  for  the  same  equipment  the  prices 
in  the  new  contract  will  apply,  beginning 
with  April  1,  1924.  If,  however,  a  contract 
is  concluded  with  a  party  other  than  the  one 
holding  the  present  contract,  or  for  equip- 
ment other  than  that  now  in  use  under  the 
present  contract,  then  the  prices  reserved  in 
the  present  contract  should  apply  after  April 
1,  1924,  until  such  new  contract  is  in  opera- 
tion, providing  it  is  not  raiore  than  six 
months   after   April   1,    1924. 

This  construction  seems  clear  from  the 
language  of  the  contract,  and  the  city  offi- 
cials should  not  be  hurried  or  stampeded  into 
making  a  new  contract  by  April  1,  1924,  on 
the  basis  of  the  bid  of  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated  Gas   Company, 

It  appeared  in  the  public  press  in  January, 
1924,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  had  instructed 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  take 
steps  for  the  making  of  a  new  contract  in 
such  a  way  as  to  develop  some  competition 
between  gas  and  electricity  in  the  matter  of 
street  lighting.  It  now  appears,  however, 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  did 
not  follow  this  direction,  if  it  were  given, 
because  the'  only  proposal  made  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  was  for  an  equip- 
ment for  street  lighting  by  gas. 

The  commission  cannot  find  that  any  effort 
or  attempt  was  made  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  to  get  bids  for  street  light- 
ing by  electricity  in  competition  with  the  gas 
service  now   in  use. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  caused  an 
investigation  to  be  made  by  its  consulting 
engineer  of  gas  lightng  under  the  contract 
of  ten  years  ago,  which  expires  on  April  1 
next,  and  under  the  contract  proposed  under 
the  bid  opened  March  6,  1924.  After  a  study 
of  the  consulting  engineer's  report,  a  copy 
of  which  is  hereto  annexed,  the  Finance 
Commission  makes  the  following  findings  and 
recommendations : 
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Findings. 

1.  The  pi'oposed  contract  with  the  Bos- 
ton Consolidated  Gas  Company  will  cost  the 
city  during  the  next  ten  years  at  least  one 
million  dollars  over  an  electric  lighting  sys- 
tem. 

2.  Under  the  contract  of  ten  years  ago, 
now  about  to  expire,  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  engaged  to  maintain  the  lamps 
when  in  service  at  not  less  than  sixty  hori- 
zontal candle  power  for  each  single  burner 
lamp.  In-  a  rece'nt  test  made  it  was  found 
that  the  company  did  not  live  up  to  this 
engagement.  A  test  made  of  fifteen  lamps 
in  the  Roxbury  district  showed  only  an  aver- 
age of  nineteen  candle  power  per  lamp,  or 
less  than  one  third  of  the  candle  power  con- 
tracted for.  Some  of  the  burners  were  giving 
less  than  two  candle  power,  while  none  of 
those  tested  save  over  fifty-four  candle  power. 

3.  In    the    past    ten    years    there   have    been 
no    improvements    in    the    art    of    street    light- 
ing by  gas     Pressure  gas  lighting,,  from  which 
many  improvements    in   gas    lighting   were   ex-  ' 
pected   ten   years   ago,   has   been   abandoned. 

4.  It  is  conmmon  knowledge  that  the  mod- 
ern systems  of  lighting  houses  and  apart- 
ments are  exclusively  by  the  use  of  electricity. 

5.  The  method  provided  in  the  present  con- 
tract, now  about  to  expire,  for  testing  can- 
dle power  of  street  lamps  on  the  part  of  the 
city  is  impossible  of  application.  The  same 
method  appears  in  the  proposed  new  con- 
tract. 

Recommendations. 

1,  That  the  bid  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  for  street  lighting  by  gas,  now 
under   consideration,   be   rejected. 

2,  That  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  re- 
place the  present  gas  street  lighting  system 
with  electricity. 

3,  That  a  contract  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year  be  entered  into  with  the' 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  for  main- 
taining the  present  service,  with  a  provision 
for  discontinuance  upon  the  installation  of 
electric  service.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  a  report  re- 
garding the  bid  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  for  furnishing  and  operating  gas 
lamps  for  street  lighting  purposes  for  a  period 
of  ten  years   from  April   1,   1924. 

There  are  in  the  entire  city  approximately 
10,000  gas  lamps  for  street  lighting ;  500  of 
these  lamps  are  in  the  territory  of  the 
Charlestown  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and 
are  operated  under  a  separate  contract  with 
that  company. 

The  Charlestown  company  always  agrees  to 
whatever  prices  for  street  lighting  are  made 
by  the  Boston  company  and  makes  contracts 
on  the  same  basis. 

The  proposals  submitted  by  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  on  March  6,  1924,  con- 
templates the  equipment  and  operation  of 
the  gas  lamps  at  a  price  of  $15.20  per  lamp 
year,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  gas  for  $11 
per  lamp  year,  a  total  cost  to  the  city  of 
$26.20  per  lamp  year.  For  detailed  considera- 
tion the  matter  will  be  divided  as  follows. 

1.     Form    of    Contract    and    Specifications. 

1.  Form    of    Contract    and    Specifications. 

2.  Analysis  of  costs   and  prices. 

3.  Character  of  the  light  to  be  furnished. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  contract  now 
under  consideration  contains  very  serious  de- 
fects, some  of  which  will  be  discussed  in  the 
foUowring  : 

In  paragraph  6,  time  of  lighting,  it  is  pro- 
vided : 

"All  lamps  must  be  lighted  within  one  hour 
from    the    time    fixed    in    the    schedule    as    the 


time  for  beginning,  and  must  be  extinguished 
within  one  hour  from  the  time  for  beginning 
to    extinguish." 

This  provision  is  not  of  great  importance 
and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  little  attention 
has  been  paid  to  it  under  past  contracts,  ex- 
cept as  regards  the  time  of  lighting.  Under 
the  present  contract  it  is  probably  impossible 
of  fulfilment.  As  will  hereinafter  appear, 
the  bid  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
contemplates  that  110  lamps  will  be  lighted 
as  an  average  by  each  lamplighter.  This 
number  is  probably  more  than  is  humanly 
possible  as   an   average. 

The  most  objectionable  provision  is  found 
in  paragraph  7,  providing  for  candle  power. 
The  contract  reads   as  follows  : 

"7.  Candle  Power.  The  lamps  shall  be 
maintained  when  in  service  at  not  less  than 
sixty  (60)  horizontal  candle  power  for  single- 
burner  lamps  and  one  hundred  (100)  horizon- 
tal   candle   power   for   double-burner   lamps. 

"The  city  may  at  any  time,  by  written 
notice,  require  the  contractor  to  employ  a 
competent  and  disinterested  person  connected 
with  either  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  or  the  Scientific  Depai-tment  of 
Harvard  University,  or  such  other  person  ac- 
ceptable to  both  parties,  to  examine  and  test 
by  standard  laboratory  methods  under  condi- 
tions which  duplicate  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
lamps  as  thev  burn  on  the  streets,  the  ap- 
paratus employed  in  furnishing  the  lighting 
service  herein  provided  for  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  contractor  is  complying 
with  the  terms  of  thjs  agreement,  and  for 
such  purpose  such  person  may  have  access 
at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  lamps,  fix- 
tures and  other  apparatus  of  the  contractor 
used  in  carrying  out  this  agreement. 
In  case  two  tests  of  any  lamps  shall  be 
made,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less 
than  'one  hour  during  any  one  night,  and 
both  of  said  tests  shall  prove  that  the  con- 
tractor is  not  furnishing  the  light  required 
by  this  agreement,  thsn  such  lamp  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  deficient,  and  a  deduction 
shall  be  made  from  the  charge  in  respect  to 
such  lamp  as  herein  provided.  If  such  tests 
show  that  the  contractor  is  not  furnishins 
the  light  required  by  this  agre'ement,  the  con- 
tractor shall  pay  the  expense  of  the  examina- 
tion and  test  provided  for  herein ;  otherwise 
the  city  shall  pay  such  expense. 

"For  each  lamp  which  shall  be  shown  by 
the  tests  above  specified  to  furnish  less  than 
sixty  candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps 
and  100  candle  power  for  double-burner 
lamps,  but  more  than  thirty  candle  power 
single-burner  lamps  and  fifty  candle  power  for 
double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal  to  1-365 
of  the  yearly  conti'aet  price  for  such 
lamp  for  each  night  in  which  such  deficiency 
occurs  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amounts 
due  to  the  contractor.  For  each  lamp  found 
to  give  less  than  thirty  candle  power  for  sin- 
gle-burner lamps  and  fifty  candle  power  for 
double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal  to  2-365 
of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp 
for  each  ni^ht  on  which  such  deficiency 
occurs  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amounts 
due  the  contractor.  For  each  lamp  reported 
out  by  the  Police  Department  at  its  respective 
police  stations  or  by  the  officials  of  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Department,  a  sum  equal  to  2-365 
of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp 
for  each  night  such  failure  occui-s  shall 
similarly  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the 
contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  daily 
in  writing,  open  to  the  contractor,  and  shall 
be  regarded  as  final  and  binding  upon  the 
contractor  except  for  errors  proven  or  ad- 
mitted. 

"The  standard  of  candle  power  to  be  em- 
ployed shall  be  the  illumination  given  by  the 
recognized    international   standard  candle." 

In  regard  to  the  method  of  testing,  !.  c.  in 
a  horizontal  plane  fvcm  the  burner  of  the 
lamp,  it  is  well  known  that  the  Welsbach 
Company's    lamp    gives    its    greatest    illumina- 
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tion  above  a  horizontal  plane,  rather  than 
below.  By  testing  at  a  horizontal  plane 
nearly  the  maximum  possible  candle  power 
of  light  will  be  obtained,  although  the  rays 
tested  are  thrown  off  in  a  direction  which 
will  give  no  illuminaition  on  the  street  sur- 
face where  illumination  is  most  desirable. 

The  second  paragraph  provides  that  the 
city,  by  written  notice,  may  request  the  con- 
tractor to  employ  a  competent  person  to  test 
the  lamps.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  give  the 
company  notice  that  the  lamps  are  to  be 
tested  and  give  them  ample  time  to  take 
suitable  measures  to  bring  their  lamps  to  the 
required  candle  power  either  by  cleaning,  re- 
newing of  mantles,  or  temporarily  increasing 
the  gas  pressure,  as  may  be  necessary.  It 
would  be  exti-emely  improbable  that  any  lamps 
would  be  found  in  any  way  deficient  in  can- 
dle power. 

Further,  the  contract  pi-ovides  that  the  test 
shall  be  made  by  standard  laboratory  methods. 
This  provision  without  question  means  that 
the  lamps  shall  be  taken  from  the  posts  and 
tested  in  a  laboratory  in  actual  comparison 
with  a  standard  candle  This  procedure  is 
an  imijossible  one  to  carry  out  in  practice, 
as  no  lamp  could  be  taken  from  the  post  and 
transported  to  a  laboratory  without  breaking 
the  mantle.  Moreover,  if  a  lamp  was  sus- 
pected of  giving  less  than  the  required  candle 
power,  it  would  be  easy  to  break  the  mantle 
in  removing  the  lamp  from  the  post,  thereby 
preventing  any  test  from  being  made.  On 
account  of  the  variation  in  gas  pressure  in 
different  portions  of  the  city,  the  pressure 
at  the  laboratory  would  not  be  the  same  as 
at  the  post,  the  weather  conditions  would 
be  different,  and  the  laboratory  tests  would 
be  absolutely  of  no  value  in  determining  the 
value  of  the   illumination   in  service- 

Again,  in  order  that  the  penalty  may  be 
collected,  two  tests  of  any  lamp  separated 
by  not  less  than  one  hour  shall  be  made  dur- 
ing any  one  night.  This  provision  would  in- 
volve taking  down  the  lamp  twice,  testing  it 
twice,  and  setting  it  up  twice  on  the  post  dur- 
ing one  night.  Not  only  is  this  procedure  im- 
possible to  accomplish  in  the  limited  space 
of  one  hour,  but  the  ordinary  woi'kman 
cannot  accomplish  it  in  one  night.  In  the 
laboratory  tests  no  lamps  would  be  found 
to  be  deficient  because  the  gas  pressure 
would  be  ample  for  the  purpose,  the  lamps 
clean,  the  mantles  new  and  the  tests  would 
be  free  from  drafts  of  air  or  other  influenc- 
ing conditions  of  the  weather.  The  specifi- 
cation is  useless  as  a  means  of  securing  the 
contract  candle  power. 

There  is  no  assurance  that  the  candle 
power  of  lamps  under  the  new  contract  will 
be  increased  over  the  present  average  can- 
dle power,  which  seems  to  be  below  forty. 
A  recently  made  test  of  fifteen  lamps  se- 
lected at  random  in  the  Roxbury  district 
showed  an  average  of  nineteen  candle  power. 
No  contract  should  be  accepted  by  the  city 
containing  the  proposed  inadequate  provi- 
sions- The  section  regarding  candle  power 
contained  in  the  specifications  for  lighting 
streets,  parks  and  alleys,  marked  1911-7,  page 
11,  paragraph  9,  is  far  superior  and  should 
be  included  in  the  proposed  contract.  It  is 
as  follows  : 

"9.  Candle  Power.  The  lamps,  complete 
with  burners,  mantles,  chimneys  and  glassware 
must  he  maintained  continuously  when  in 
service  at  not  less  than  sixty  candle  power 
for  single  burners  or  100  candle  power  for 
double  burners  measured  under  the  conditions 
of  service  at  an  angle  of  about  fifteen  de- 
grees below  the  horizontal,  under  all  condi- 
tions of  variation  in  the  gas  pressure..  The 
standard  candle  power  to  be  employed  shall 
be  the  recognized,  international  candle,  as 
adopted  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Standards. 

"The  city  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time 
to  test  the  lights  to  determine  whether  the 
specified  candle  power  is  being  produced. 
In  case   two   tests   of  any  lamp,   separated  by 


an  intei-val  of  not  less  than  one  hour  dur- 
ing any  one  night,  prove  that  the  lamp  is 
not  furnishing  the  specified  light,  the  lamp 
shall  be  considered  as  either  dim  or  out  for 
the  night,  unless  such  condition  is  caused 
by  a  broken  or  plugged  service  pipe  or 
other  interruption  of  the  flow  of  gas  to  the 
burner.. 

"Any  lamp  found  to  give  less  than  the  speci- 
fied candle  power  and  more  than  thirty  can- 
dle power,  measured  in  the  specified  man- 
ner, shall  be  called  dim,  and  any  lamp 
similarly  found  to  give  less  than  thirty  can- 
dle power  shall  be  considered  valueless  and 
out. 

"If  tests  show  that  10  per  cent  or  more 
of  the  lamps,  selected  at  random,  of  any 
lamplighter's  or  equivalent  district  fall  be- 
low the  specified  value,  then  all  the  lights  in 
the  aff'ected  districts  shall  be  taken  as  being 
equal  in  candle  power  to  the  average  of  the 
lights  so  tested.  The  expense  of  such  tests 
shall  be  borne  by  the  contractor  if  the  lights 
are  shown  to  fall  below  the  specified  value, 
otherwise   by  the    City." 

Paragraph  11.  Discontinuance  of  Lamps. 
This  section  provides  that  the  number  of 
lamps  furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not 
be  at  any  time  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  lamps  in  the  service  at  the  time 
of  the  approval  of  this  contract  by  the  Mayor., 
As  the  number  of  lamps  in  service  at  the 
present  time  is  approximately  10,000,  the  con- 
tract will  bind  the  city  to  approximately 
9,500  gas  lamps  for  the  term  of  the  contract.. 
In  my  opinion  no  such  provision  should  re- 
ceive the  confirmation  of  the  Council.  In  the 
first  place,  there  is  no  reason  why  there  should 
be  any  guaranty.  There  will  be  no  new  ap- 
paratus for  the  Welsbach  Company  to  pro- 
vide, and  therefore  no  additional  fixed  cost 
on  account  of  new  investment-  As  shown  in 
previous  reports  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
the  plant  of  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting 
Company,  now  the  local  branch  of  the  Wels- 
bach Company  of  America,  has  been  paid  for 
many  times  through  city  contracts  and  the 
city    owes    nothing   on    that   account. 

The  only  provisions  which  could  be  reason- 
ably required  by  the  contracting  company,  as 
regards  the  number  of  lamps,  would  be  one 
that  provided  that  if  the  city  saw  fit  to  re- 
place gas  lamps  with  other  lamps,  it  should 
replace  them  in  such  numbers  that  undue 
hardships  should  not  be  placed  on  the  com- 
pany in  distributing  the  remaining  lamps 
among  their  employees.  That  is  to  say,  a 
number  of  lamps  should  be  replaced  which 
would  allow  the  company  to  reduce  its  force 
of  lamplighters  by  a  definite  number  of 
routes,  and  such  discontinued  routes  should 
be  in  the  same  neighborhood,  contiguous  to 
each  other ;  and  another  that  provided  that 
the  price  per  lamp  year  should  be  automati- 
cally increased,  as  the  total  number  of  lamps 
was  reduced,  by  an  amount  sufficient  to 
compensate  the  company  for  the  fixed  charges 
due  to  supervision,  oflfice  expenses,  rental,  etc., 
as  such  expenses  would  not  decrease  propor- 
tionally  as  the  number  of  lamps   decreased. 

Paragraph  12.  Extension  of  Contract.  It 
appears  that  the  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany's officials  have  claimed  that  the  provi- 
sion contained  in  the  contract  of  1914  was 
not  binding,  and  that  the  refusal  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  bound  by  its  provision  allowing 
an  extension  of  six  months,  pending  the 
negotiation  of  a  new  contract,  is  the  reason 
for  the  short  time  allowed  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  present  contract.  The  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Gas  Company's  officials,  for  what- 
ever reason  made,  has  apparently  been 
acquiesced  in  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  The  fact  is,  however,  that  exactly 
the  same  wording  has  been  adopted  for  the 
new  contract.  If  the  provisions  in  the  old 
contract  was  not  binding  then  the  provision 
in  the  new  contract  should  be  remodelled, 
so  as  to  be  legal  and  binding. 

Paragraph  14.     Arbitration.     This  paragraph 
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has  been  gieaty  changed,  both  in  wording  and 
in  meaning  as  compared  with  the  contract  of 
1914. 

In  the  contract  of  1914  the  provision  for 
arbitration  provided  for  an  investigation  to  be 
made  by  three  experts,  one  chosen  by  each 
party,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so  chosen, 
"whenever  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
is  of  the  opinion  that  a  material  reduction  has 
be'en  made  in  the  cost  of  lighting  and  ex- 
tinguishing lamps."  It  also  provides  for  a 
reduced  price  to  the  city  in  case  reduction 
in  cost  to  the  company  is  found ;  that  is, 
the  arbitration  is  to  be  held  only  at  the 
option  of  the'  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  reduction 
in  the  price  to  the  city. 

In  the  new  contract  the  provision  has  been 
changed  so  that  arbitration  may  be  had  at  the 
request  of  either  party  to  the  contract  and 
the  price  may  be  increased  to  the  Gas  Com- 
pany in  case  'the  experts  find  that  the  cost  to 
the  company  of  furnishing  the  service  has  been 
increased.  This  provision  should  not  be  ac- 
cepted. The  possibilities  of  manipulation  of 
figures  of  cost  are  so  great  under  the  indefi- 
nite provision  proposed  as  to  practically  nullify 
the  contract  as  regards  the  price  to  the  city,  ■ 
■were  the  provision   accepted. 

The  provision  regarding  depreciation  of 
plant  should  be  changed  so  that  the  charge  for 
depreciation  should  apply  only  to  automatic 
lighting  devices  As  previously  stated,  it  is 
impossible  that  there  should  be  any  deprecia- 
tion of  the  present  plant,  which  has  bee'n  paid 
for  many  times. 

Again,  if  automatic  lighting  devices  are  in- 
stalled, the  city  gets  no  rebate  on  account  of 
savings  in  operation  unless  the  savings  ex- 
ceeds one  dollar  ($1)  per  lamp  year;  if  the 
savings  exceeded  one  doDar  per  lamp  year  the 
city  would  be  entitled  to  a  rebate  from  the 
contract  price  of  one  half  of  the  amount 
saved.     This  provision  could  be  manipulated  in 


various  ways  for  the  benefit  of  the  company. 
For  example,  assume  that  the  saving  from 
automatic  lighters  for  the  preceding  year  was 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  lamp 
year ;  the  company  and  the  city  would  each 
be  entitled  to  one  half  the  saving,  or  seventy- 
five  (75)  cents  each.  If  the  company  arranged 
its  business,  by  raise  of  salaries,  higher  pay- 
ments for  supplies  to  its  parent  company  or 
otherwise  so  that  the  saving  appeared  to  be 
only  one  dollar  ( $1 )  per  lamp  year,  in  that 
case  the  company  would  save  $1  and  the  city 
nothing  per  lamp  year.  The  absurdity  of  the 
paragraph  as  a  workable  provision  in  favor 
of  the  city  is  apparent. 

2.     Analysis  op  Costs  and  Prices. 

The  information  upon  which  the  following 
figures  and  estimates  are  based  was  obtained 
from  Mr.  Dana  D.  Barnum,  president  of  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  Mr. 
J.  A.  Fitzgerald,  superintendent  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting 
Company  of  America. 

The  bid  submitted  to  the  City  of  Boston  on 
March  6,  1924,  was  based  upon  the  use  of  the 
present  equipment  of  the  Welsbach  Company 
operated  by  hand  lighting.  The  Welsbach 
Company  has  agreed  to  pay  its  lamplighters 
55  cents  per  hour  for  five  hours'  work  per 
day,  or  a  total  of  $2.75,  as  compared  with  $2 
per  day  under  the  old  contract.*  The  cost  for 
lighting  per  lamp  day  will  be  21  cents  under 
the  new  contract,  as  compared  with  2  1-10 
under  the  old  contract. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  probable 
cost  to  the  Welsbach  company  of  operating  gas 
lamps  by  hand  lighters  under  the  proposed 
contract : 


*The  lamplighters  wdll  light  an  average  of 
110  lamps  per  day,  as  compared  with  95  lamps 
per  day  under   the  old  contract.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  estimated  cost  of 
operation  with  hand  lighting  is  22  cents  per 
lamp  year  above  the  price  bid  by  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company..  This  is  without  doubt  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  estimate  does  not  contain 
exact  items  of  expense  whereas  the  Gas  Com- 
pany had  such  figures  available.  The  estimate 
shows  that  the  company  has  not  included  any 
item  for  cost  of  plant,  or  for  rental  or  depre- 
ciation thereof,  but  only  the  running  expenses. 
The  Welsbach  Company,  the  subcontractors, 
will  derive  a  cons'iderable  profit  through  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  mantles,  burners,  and 
other   appurtenances. 

The  proposal  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  for  furnishing  gas  is  contained  in  a 
form  of  agreement  submitted  with  the  bid  for 
equipment  and  lighting,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed  and  marked  "Appendix  A." 

Analysis  of  the  provisions  of  this  agreement 
shows  that  the  company  has  based  its  price 
upon  the  schedule  at  present  in  force  for  de- 
termining the  net  price  of  gas  to  large  con- 
sumers. The  quantity  of  gas  to  be  used  is 
based  upon  an  average  consumption  of  31 
cubic  feet  per  hoiir  for  each  lamp  for  a  total 
of    4,000    burning    hours    per   year.      The    ne't 


price  per  thousand  cubic  feet  will  be  79.2 
cents  per  thousand   cubic  feet. 

Previous  contracts  for  gas  lighting  have 
been  made  on  the  basis  of  3  cubic  feet  per 
lamp  hour.  If  the  present  contract  had  been 
jnade  on  that  basis  the  cost  of  gas  per  lamp 
year  would  have  been  $9.51,  instead  of  $11. 
There  appears  to  be  no  adequate  reason  for 
the  increase  in  gas  consumption  except  the 
necessities  of  the  subcontractor  which  will 
light  and  maintain  the  lamps.  The  time  re- 
quired to  light  an  average  number  of  110 
lamps  per  lamplighter  will  be  greater  than  the 
time  required  to  light  ninety-five  lamps  under 
the  old  contract.  Therefore  the  amount  of 
gas  burned  during  the  lighting  and  extinguish- 
ing periods  will  be  greater  than  under  the  old 
contract.  It  is  apparent  that  the  Gas  Com- 
pany has  increased  the  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  gas  consumed,  so  that  a  longer  time  may 
be  taken  by  the  subcontractor  for  lighting 
and  extinguishing  the  lamps  without  pecun- 
iary loss  to  the  Gas  Company. 

The  provision  for  arbitration  does  not  apply 
to  the  price  of  gas.  The  matter  of  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  price  of  gas  is  contained  in  para- 
graph 3  of  the  agreement  for  furnishing  gas, 
which  is   as  follows  : 
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"3.  If,  after  the  execution  and  before  the 
expiration  of  this  contract  the  company  in- 
creases or  decreases  its  maximum  net  price 
charged  to  its  consumers,  above  or  below 
$1.20  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  the  price  to  be 
paid  by  the  city  for  gas  furnished  under  this 
contract  shall  be  increased  or  reduced  in  the 
same  proportion  in  which  such  price  is  in- 
creased or  reduced,  for  any  period  during 
which  such  increase  or  reduction  is  in  effect, 
based  upon  an  average  consumpition  of  3J 
cubic  feet   per  hour   per  lamp." 

The  meaning  of  the  "maximum  net  price" 
is  not  clear,  but  taken  in  connection  with  the 
words  "price  of  $1.20  per  thousand  cubic  feet," 
it  is  apparent  that  the  price  to  the  city  is  to 
be  changed  in  the  same  ratio  that  the  maxi- 
mum price  to  consumers  is  changed.  Under 
this  interpretation  it  is  possible  that  the  city 
would  pay  a  higher  price  than  other  large 
consumers.  The  price  of  gas  to  such  con- 
sumers is  controlled,  not  only  by  the  base 
price — ^which  is  the  maximum  price — but  by 
a  schedule  including  other  conditions,  depend- 
ing upon  the  amount  of  gas  used.  The 
schedule  now  in  effect  for  monthly  bills  is  as 
follows  : 

First  25  M.    cubic   feet $1.20  per  M. 

All  over  25  M.  cubic  feet 1.05  per  M. 

Bills    over    $200 25  per  cent  discount. 

Possible  changes  in  the  price  of  gas  in  ex- 
cess of  25  M.  cubic  feet  or  in  the  rate  of  dis- 
count should  be  taken  into  account. 

It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  city  is  to 
get  the  most  favorable  terms  given  to  any 
customer  of  the  Gas  Company  and  also  the 
provision  should  apply  only  to  a  reduction  in 
the  price  of  gas. 
Installation     of     Automatic     Lighting     Devices. 

During  the  term  of  the  existing  contract 
there  have  been  installed  from  time  to  time 
automatic  lighting  devices,  so  that  there  are 
now  on  street  lamps  approximately  1,000  of 
such  devices,  divided  between  the  Charlestown, 
East    Boston   and   Dorchester   districts. 

So  far  as  information  can  be  obtained,  they 
are  working  satisfactorily.  Analysis  of  the 
figures  of  the  bid  shows  that  the  cost  of 
the  expert  labor  necessary  for  caring  for  lamps 
with  automatic  devices  has  increased  in  a 
much  greater  proportion  than  the  cost  of 
labor  of  the  character  required  for  hand  light- 
ing, and  on  this  account  the  savings  possible 
from  automatic  devices  will  be  somewhat  less 
than  estimated  under  the  previous  contract. 
It  still  appears,  however,  that  a  very  large 
sum  of  money  could  be  saved  by  the  installa- 
tion  of   such   devices. 

The  figures  now  available  indicate  that  the 
annual  cost  for  sinking  fund,  depreciation, 
interest,  etc.,  for  automatic  lighting  devices 
will  be  about  $1.40  per  lamp  year.  This  figure 
assumes  that  the  entire  cost  of  the  lighters 
will  be  paid  for  during  the  term  of  the  con- 
tract. The  cost  for  care,  etc.,  will  be  55 
cents  per  lamp  month,  or  $6.60  per  lamp  year, 
a  total  for  lighting  with  automatic  devices 
of  $8  per  lamp  year,  compared  with  $9.12 
for  hand  lighting,  or  a  saving  in  lighting  cost 
alone  of  $1.12  per  lamp  year. 

The  schedule  for  electric  lighting  in  Bos- 
ton calls  for  a  total  of  3,828  hours  burning 
by  each  lamp.  The  gas  schedule  has  been 
roughly  assumed  as  4,000  hours  on  account 
of  the  delays  from  hand  lighting  that  make 
it  impossible  to  light  all  the  lamps  at  once, 
as  is  possible  with  electricity,  and  for  pur- 
poses of  easy  calculation.  Under  the  gas 
lighting  contract  one  hour  is  allowed  for 
lighting  the  lamps  and  one  hour  for  ex- 
tinguishing. If  the  gas  lamps  were  all  lighted 
simultaneously  with  automatic  devices,  the 
lighting  schedule  could  be  reduced  to  3,828 
hours  per  year,  the  same  as  for  electric  light- 
ing and  tKe  amount  of  gas  used  reduced  to 
3  cubic  feet  per  lamp  hour.  The  cost  of  gas 
for  such  a  schedule  would  be  $9.10  per  lam^p 
year,  or  $1.90  less  than  the  bid  submitted. 
It    therefore    appears      that     the    total   saving 


from  the  installation  of  automatic  lighting  de- 
vices would  be  as  follows  : 

In    lighting    cost $1   12     per  lamp  year. 

In    gas    1  90     per  lamp  year. 

Total    $3  02     per  lamp  year. 

On  the  basis  of  10,000  lamps  this  would 
amount  to  $30,200  per  year,  or  for  the  whole 
contract  $302,000.  It  is  apparent  that  it  is 
through  the  installation  of  automatic  lighting 
devices  that  the  Welsbach  Company  will  ob- 
tain the  greater  part  of  its  profit,  while 
the  Gas  Company  will  obtain  its  regular 
profit  from   the   amount  of  gas   furnished. 

3.     Chakacter  of  the  Light  to  be  Furnished. 
Referring    again     to    the    provisions    of    the 
contract    and    specifications     (paragraph    7    of 
the  specifications,   page  4)  : 

The  lamps  shall  be  maintained  in  service 
at  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  horizontal  candle 
power. 

The  fulfillment  of  this  provision  is,  in  my 
opinion,  of  doubtful  possibility.  It  is  reason- 
ably certain  that  it  will  not  be  fulfilled  by  the 
contractor  in  case  the  contract  is  awarded. 
Many  tests  made  in  preparation  for  the  con- 
tract of  1914  showed  that  the  average  candle 
power  of  the  lamps  was  less  than  forty.  Ke- 
cent  tests  of  a  group  of  fifteen  lamps  in  the 
Roxbury  district  showed  variation  in  candle 
power  of  the  different  lamps  from  1.6  as  a 
minimum  to  fifty-four  as  a  maximum,  with  an 
average   of   nineteen. 

This  result  shows  that  the  condition  found 
ten  years  ago  still  exists  and  that  in  making 
a  comparison  of  prices  between  the  present 
gas  lamps  and  the  cost  of  installing  incan- 
descent filament  electric  lamps  the  fair  com- 
parison should  be  with  the  forty  candle  power 
electric  lamp  that  actually  gives  that  amoun* 
of  illumination,  rather  than  with  the  sixty 
candle  power  incandescent  electric  lamp, 
which  is  nominally  in  the  same  class  as  the 
gas  lamps,  as  regards  candle  power,  but  which 
actually  gives  a  greater  average  illum.ination. 
The  only  effective  argument  that  can  be  ad- 
vanced for  maintaining  the  present  gas  lamps 
is  that  under  certain  conditions  the  electric 
lamps  are  likely  to  become  aifected  by  vari- 
ous accidents,  and  when  such  accidents  take 
place  a  considerable  number  of  lamps  are 
extinguished  at  the  same  time,  whereas  with 
the  gas  lighting  system  only  individual  lamps 
are  put  out  of  commission.  Electric  lights, 
particularly  in  districts  where  the  wires  are 
still  overhead,  are  subject  to  brief  interrup- 
tions by  the  breaking  of  wires,  short  circuits, 
etc.,  during  sleet  storms,  and  in  the  under- 
ground districts  by  the  flooding  of  manholes  and 
similar  contingencies. 

On  the  other  hand,  gas  lamps  are  also  un- 
reliable in  cold  weather.  The  manufacturing 
processes  of  water  gas  which  is  now  used  for 
street  lights,  leaves  some  moisture  in  the  gas. 
Under  low  temperature  this  moisture  con- 
denses and  collects  in  service  pipes  and  in 
lamp  burners  and  freezes.  Other  elements 
composing  the  gas,  ordinarily  volatile,  condense 
at  low  temperatures  and  obstruct  the  gas 
passages.  After  a  long  continued  spell  of  cold 
weather  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  gas 
lamps  will  not  burn  constantly.  During  the 
last  two  weeks  in  February  in  some  localities 
as  much  as  25  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  gas  lamps  were  out  for  considerable  periods. 
On  the  whole  there  does  not  at  the  present 
time  seem  to  be  any  great  difference  in  relia- 
bility of  operation  between  the  electric  lamps 
and  the  gas  lamps. 

The  gas  lamps  under  the  proposed  contract 
will  cost  the  city,  as  already  stated,  $26.20  per 
lamp  year,  although  this  price  is  subject  either 
to  increase  or  decrease,  as  provided  in  the  pro- 
vision for  arbitration. 

So  far  as  can  now  be  determined,  the  prices 
for  electric  lamps  under  the  contract  that  will 
have  to  be  made  in  a  few  months  will  not 
exceed  $18.42  per  lamp  year  for  the  forty 
candle   power   lamp    and    $20.75    for   the   sixty 
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candle  power  lamp.  The  cost  for  gas  lighting 
will  be,  therefore,  $7.78  more  per  lamp  year  than 
if  the  forty  candle  power  electric  lamp  were 
adopted,  and  $5.45  per  lamp  year  moi'e  than 
if  the  sixty  candle  power  electric  lamp  were 
adopted.  The  total  for  the  ten  years  of  the 
contract  will  be  an  increase  of  $778,000  as 
compared  with  the  forty  candle  power  electric 
and  $545,000  as  compai'ed  with  the  sixty  can- 
dle power  electric.  These  figures  are  on  the 
assumption  that  no  changes  will  be  made  in 
the  price  of  any  type  of  lamp  during  the 
contract  period. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  greater 
probability  of  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  elec- 
tric lighting  than  there  is  in  the  price  of  gas 
lighting,  and  that  the  above  estimates  are 
much  less  than  the  economies  that  could  be 
obtained  by  the  installation  of  electric  lights. 
If  electric  lighting  were  adopted,  the  saving 
over  gas  lighting  would  be  much  greater  than 
the  figures  indicate.  As  a  practical  matter, 
many  gas  lamps  would  be  replaced  by  arc 
lights,  or  the  larger  incandescent  units  which 
cost  much  less  per  unit  of  volume  of  light 
furnished    than    the    small    incandescent    types. 

For  example,  the  magnetite  arc  lamps  give 
approximately  1,000  candle  power  illumina- 
tion at  a  cost  under  the  new  schedule  of 
$93.42  per  lamp  year.  Compared  with  the 
sixty  candle  power  incandescent  lamp,  at  a 
cost  of  $20.75  per  lamp  year,  the  larger  lamp 
at  four  times  the  cost  of  the  smaller  lamp 
gives  seventeen  times  greater  iJlumination. 

I  have  been  told  by  responsible  oflScials  of 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
that  the  company  does  not  desire  to  take  over 
a  large  pai-t  of  the  lamps  in  the  gas  lighting 
district.  This  is  on  account  of  the  large  in- 
vestment that  would  be  involved.  Another 
reason  that  may  influence  the  attitude  of  the 
Edison  Company  is  the  extension  of  electric 
street  lighting  over  the  entire  city  would  make 
a  very  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  elec- 
tricity used-  at  night  without  any  correspond- 
ing increase  of  daylight  use.  This  would  un- 
balance the  load  at  the  generating  stations 
and  tend  to  uneconomical  operation.  I  be- 
lieve, however,  that  they  can  be  obliged  under 
their  contract  of  December  7,  1914,  to  take 
over  a  large  number,  if  not  all,  of  the  loca- 
tions now  lighted  by  gas.  The  electric  light- 
ing contract  provides,  page  7,  section  7,  as 
follows  : 

"Such  additional  lamps  shall  be  installed 
without  charge  to  the  municipality  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  municipality  at  any  time  be- 
fore notice  is  given  to  terminate  this  agree- 
ment, provided  the  company  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  extend  its  lines  more  than  400  feet 
overhead  or,  in  localities  served .  by  under- 
ground construction,  more  than  100  feet  un- 
derground to   reach  any  lamp." 

Representatives  of  the  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany have  admitted  to  me  that  a  reasonable 
interpretation  of  this  provision  is  that  ■  the 
company  may  be  required  to  extend  its  lines 
400  and  100  feet  overhead  and  underground, 
respectively,  for  the  installation  of  single 
lamps,  and  after  such  installation  may  again 
be  required  to  extend  the  same  distance,  so 
that  in  efCect  the  pi'ovision  can  be  used  to 
extend  their  system  indefinitely. 

The  refusal  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  to  recognize  the  right  of  the  city  to 
extend  its  contract  for  six  months,  pending 
investigation  of  a  new  contract,  as  provided 
on  page  6,  paragraph  12,  of  the  contract  of 
1914,  has  prevented  any  adequate  research  to 
determine  the  future  policy  to  be  followed  by 
the  city  in  the  matter  of  street  lighting.  From 
the  information  available,  I  believe  that  the 
following  conclusions  must  be  reached  at  the 
present  time : 

1.  That  the  specifications  accompanying 
the  form  of  contract  are  so  faulty  as  to  be 
practically  of  no  value  in  protecting  the  in- 
terests of  the  city,  and  no  contract  should  be 
approved  until  the  specifications  are  revised 
and  made  adequate  for  the  purpose. 

2.  That    the    price    for   equipment    and    the 


lighting  and  extinguishing  gas  lamps  sub- 
mitted by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany on  March  6,  1924,  does  not  contain  undue 
profits  and  is  as  low  as  can  reasonably  be 
expected  if  hand  lighting  is  to  be  used,  but 
that  a  considerable  profit  could  be  obtained 
from  the  installation  of  automatic  lighting 
devices. 

3.  That  the  price  of  $11  per  lamp  year 
submitted  by  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
according  to  its  supplementary  agreement,  is 
not  warranted.  The  price  of  gas  should  be 
on  the  basis  of  3  cubic  feet  consumed  per 
lamp  hour,  as  for  previous  contracts,  and  the 
price   per   lamp   year   should    not   exceed    $9.51. 

4.  That,  on  account  of  the  increased  price 
of  labor  and  materials  and  the  increased  cost 
of  gas,  the  purchase  of  an  equipment  of  gas 
lamps  for  street  lighting  pui-poses  by  the  city 
is   not  advisable. 

5.  That  the  only  method  of  securing 
lower  prices  and  greater  illumination  in  dis- 
tricts now  lighted  by  gas  lamps  is  a  change 
to   electric   lighting. 

6.  That  a  change  from  gas  lighting  to 
electric  lighting,  if  such  change  was  found  to 
be  possible  over  the  entire  area  of  the  city, 
would  make  a  saving  over  the  price  in  the- 
proposed  contract  of  between  $50,000  and 
$100,000  per  year,  depending  on  the  number 
of  lamps  installed  and  the  percentage  of  arc 
lamps  used  to  replace"  smaller  units.

APPENDIX  A. 

This    agreement   executed   this  day   of 

March,  1924,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "City"  act- 
ing through  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Bos- 
ton Consolidated  Gas  Company,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Company,  party  of  the 
second   part, 

Witnesseth :  That  the  said  parties,  each  in 
consideration  of  the  agreements  and  promises 
of  the  other,  do  hereby  agree  that  the  City 
shall  purchase  from  the  Company  and  the 
Company  shall  sell  to  the  City,  manufactured 
gas  for  the  lighting  of  gas  lamps  in  certain 
streets,  parks,  alleys  and  public  places,  upon 
the  following   terms    and   conditions : 

1.  The  Company  agrees  to  furnish  to  the 
City  delivered  at  the  lamp  posts  connecting 
with  the  mains  of  the  Company,  all  the  man- 
ufactured gas  required  for  lighting  with  sin- 
gle burner,  incandescent  mantle  lamps,  such 
streets,  parks,  alleys  and  public  places  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the 
City    during    the   continuance   of   this    contract. 

2.  The  City  agrees  to  pay  for  the  gas  so 
furnished  by  the  Company,  at  the  rate  of 
Eleven  Dollars  per  lamp  per  year  for  single 
burner,  sixty  candle  power  lamps. 

It  is  understood  that  the  hours  of  lighting 
shall  not  exceed  four  thousand  hours  per 
year 

The  number  of  lamps  for  which  gas  is  fur- 
nished by  the  Company  for  any  year  or  por- 
tion thereof  shall  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
pany and  the  ofl[icial  of  the  City  in  charge  of 
street  lighting. 

The  payments  due  under  this  contract  shall 
be  made  to  the  Company  in  monthly  install- 
ments, on  or  before  the  tenth  of  each  month, 
beginning  in  the  second  month  of  the  period 
of   the   contract. 

3.  If,  after  the  execution  and  before  the 
expiration  of  this  contract  the  Company  in- 
creases or  decreases  its  maximum  net  price 
charged  to  its  consumers,  above  or  below 
$1.20  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  the  price  to  be 
paid  by  the  Oity  for  gas  furnished  under  this 
contract  shall  be  increased  or  reduced  in  the 
same  proportion  in  which  such  ^rice  is  in- 
creased or  reduced,  for  any  period  during 
which  such  increase  or  reduction  is  in  effect, 
based  upon  an  average  consumption  of  SJ 
cubic  feet  per  hour  per  lamp. 
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4.  This  contract  shall  be  in  force  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  beginning  on  the  fii-st  day 
of  April,  1924,  and  terminating  on  the  last 
day  of  March,   1934. 

In  witness  whereof  the  City  of  Boston  has 
caused  this  agreement  to  be  executed  in  its 
name  and  behalf  by  its  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  has  caused  this  agreement  to  be 
executed  in  its  name  and  behalf  by  Dana  D.

The  accompanying  estimate  by  the 
Park  Commission  sets  forth  in  detail  the 
amount  that  in  their  opinion  is  necessary  for 
this  work,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

Mayor  of  Boston  : 
Dear  Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  held  Thursday,  Mai-ch  13, 
1924,  it  was  voted  that  the  city  government 
be  requested,  through  your  Honor,  to  appro- 
priate a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  im- 
prove the  William  Eustis  Playground.  The 
estimate  for  the  amount  required  is  as  follows  : 
Extension  of  playground  by  the  pur- 
chase  of   86,318   square   feet   of  land, 

assessed   valuation   $40,000 

Building     of    bleachers    to    seat    about 

2,500   people    32,000 

Grading,     filling     and     development     of

Total    $100,000

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $100,000  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  appropriated  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, for  the  extension  and  improve- 
ment of  William  Eustis  Playground,  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  City  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time, 
upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

It  appeared  in  evidence  at  a  hearing  held 
by  the  Finance  Clommission  on  this  matter  that 
the  two  parcels  of  land  which  the  Park  Com- 
missioners desire  the  city  to  purchase  for  the 
extension  of  the  William  Eustis  Playground 
have    been    vacant    for    a    great    many    years. 


About  two  years  ago  a  mortgage  held  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Owen  estate,  the  larger  of 
the  two  parcels,  was  foreclosed  and  the  prop- 
erty bought  in  at  the  foreclosure  sale  for 
about  one  half  of  the  assessed  value.  The 
auctioneer  was  Richard  F.  Andrews,  formerly 
one   of    the   Street    Commissioners    of    the   city. 

In  August,  1923,  Mr.  Andrews  wrote  the 
chairman  of  the  Park  Commission  as  fol- 
lows :

My  dear  Mr.  Shea, — I  own  two  parcels  of 
land  adjoining  the  William  Eustis  Playground 
containing  90,936  feet,  taxed  for  $38,414.40. 
As  this  section  is  rapidly  growing  in  popula- 
tion I  thought  it  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  city 
to  acquire  this  tract  to  go  with  the  playground 
site,  as  you  will  see  by  the  pencil  sketch  in- 
closed that  the  city  lines  are  irregular  and 
having  no  frontage  on  Massachusetts  avenue. 
If  the  city  cares  to  consider  the  proposition  of 
an  exchange  of  the  old  greenhouse  site  on 
East  Cottage  street,  running  through  to  Mas- 
sachusetts avenue,  containing  102,531  feet,  for 
my  land  as  above  indicated  at  assessed  values. 
I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you. 
Yours  veiT  truly, 

R.  F.  Andrews. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  Mr.  Andrews 
wrote  this  letter  he  did  not  own  either  of  the 
parcels  of  land  that  he  offered  to  sell  to  the 
city.  He  had  an  agreement  to  purchase  the 
smaller  of  the  two  parcels,  which  agreement 
he  later  allowed  to  lapse. 

On  August  22,  1923,  the  Deputy  Pai-k  Com- 
missioner  wrote   Mr.    Andrews    as   follows : 

Boston,  August  22,  1923. 
Messrs.   R.   F.   Andrews   &   Co.,   2343   Washing- 
ton Street,   Boston,  Mass. : 

Dear  Sirs, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  recent  date  relative  to  land  ad- 
joining the  William  Eustis  Playground,  and 
would  say  that  this  matter  will  be  taken  up 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  to  be  held  this  week. 
Very  truly  yours. 

Deputy  Commissioner. 

According  to  the  infonnal  records  of  a 
meeting  of  the  Park  Commission  held  on  that 
day,  August  22,  1923,  the  matter  of  Mr. 
Andrews'  proposition  came  before  the  Board 
of  Park  Commissioners  and  was  disposed  of 
on  the  ground  that  the  commissioners  were 
not  interested  in  the  proposition  and  had  no 
authority  to  effect  the  trade  proposed. 

On  September  7,  1923,  Mr.  Andrews  agreed 
in  writing  to  purchase  the  Owen  estate  for 
the  sum  of  $15,642,  of  which  $500  was  paid 
in  cash  and  the  balance  was  to  be  paid  in 
cash  upon  the  passing  of  the  title.  Later  Mr. 
Andrews  requested  that  he  be  relieved  from 
paying  all  cash,  whereupon  the  trustees  took 
a  mortgage  back  for  the  entire  purchase  price, 
less  $1,000  which  was  paid  in  cash  by  Mr. 
Andrews. 

When  Mr.  Andrews  entered  into  the  agree- 
ment with  the  trustees  of  this  estate,  he  rep- 
resented himself  as  a  broker  and  when  the 
sale  went  through,  although  he  took  the  prop- 
erty in  his  own  name,  a  broker's  commission 
of  $782.10  was  allowed  R.  F.  Andrews  &  Co., 
which  it  was  ^agreed,  however,  should  not  be 
paid  until  the  mortgage  which  was  given  by 
Mr.   Andrews  was  paid. 

In  the  meantime,  the  agreement  which  Mr. 
Andrews  had  made  for  the  purchase  of  the 
smaller  parcel  had  lapsed,  on  account  of  his 
default,  and  the  $500  which  he  had  paid  as 
a  deposit  was  forfeited^  But  on  September 
2.,  1923,  Mr.  Andrews  again  agreed  to  buy 
the  smaller  lot  at  the  original  price,  namely, 
$8,367,  of  which  $500  was  paid  in  cash  and 
the  balance  on  a  mortgage  to  run  for  six 
months.  The  owner  of  this  lot  agreed  to 
pay  the  firm     of     R.  F.  Andrews     and     Co.   a 
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commission  of  $418.35,  which  was  not  to  be 
paid  until  the  mortgage  given  by  Mr.  Andrews 
was   paid^ 

The  two  members  of  the  Park  Commission 
other  than  the  chairman  testified  that  they 
knew  very  little  about  the  matter ;  that  some 
seven  or  eight  months  ago  there  was  some 
talk  of  extending  the  William  Eustis  Play- 
ground, but  nothing  was  done  at  that  time 
or  since,  until  March  13,  1924,  when  it  was 
proposed  by  the  chairman  that  the  playground 
be  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  these  two 
parcels  but  nothing  was  said  about  the  cost 
of  this  land  or  that  it  was  owned  by  Mr. 
Andrews.  In  fact  neither  commissioner  knew 
of  the  items  appearing  in  the  letter  of  the 
chairman  that  was  sent  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  until  they  were  brought  to  their  at- 
tention  by   the    Finance   Commission. 

The  chairman  of  the  Park  Commission  in 
his  communication  to  the  Mayor  stated  that 
the  assessed  value  of  the  land  to  be  taken  was 
$40,000.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  assessed 
value  is  only  $32,200.  There  is  no  evidence 
and  no  record  in  the  Park  Department  that 
the  matter  of  extending  this  playground  was 
considered  by  the  Park  Commissioners  or  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  or  that  the  extension  of  this 
playground  had  been  considered  prior  to  the 
receipt  of  Mr.  Andrews'  letter  last  August ; 
nor  is  there  any  record  in  the  Park  Depart- 
ment that  any  study  or  consideration  had 
been  given  to  this  matter  by  the  Park  Com- 
missioners from  August  22,  1924,  when  the 
Board  rejected  the  matter,  to  March  13,  1924, 
when  the  Park  Commission  requested  the 
City  Council  to  appropriate  from  loan  the 
sum  of  $100,000.  And  even  on  March  13, 
1924,  the  two  commissioners  other  than  the 
chairman  did  not  have  brought  to  their  atten- 
tion the  assessed  value  of  the  land  to  be 
taken  or  who  the  owner  was. 

Mr.  Richard  F.  Andrews,  formerly  Street 
Commissioner,  and  at  the  present  time  em- 
ployed by  the  Street  Commissioners  as  one  of 
the  two  real  estate  expei-ts  on  land  values  in 
the  Cambridge  and  Court  streets  widening, 
testified  before  the  Finance  Commission  that 
unless  he  received  $50,000  from  the  city  for 
this  land,  which  is  more  than  twice  what  it 
cost  him,  and  in  which  to  date  he  has  in- 
vested but  $2,000,  he  would  take  the  matter 
before  a  jury.  He  also  testified  that  he  bought 
the  land  for  investment  because  in  his  judg- 
ment values  in  that  section  were  rising.  Yet 
his  letter  of  last  August  showed  him  wanting 
to  sell  it  to  the  city  even  before  he  purchased 
it.  He  also  testified  that  he  did  not  know 
what  the  city  would  be  willing  to  pay  for  the 
land  until  he  saw  the  item  of  $40,000  in 
the  Mayor's  loan  order. 

Notwithstanding  the  necessity  which  the 
Park  Commissioners  believe  exists  for  enlarg- 
ing and  improving  the  William  Eustis  Play- 
ground, the  Finance  Commission  believes  that 
the  methods  attempted  to  be  used  to  pay  an 
excessive  price  for  land  taken  for  public  use, 
in  order  to  enable  an  individual  to  make  money 
at  the  expense  of  the  city,  should  be  repudi- 
ated. It  is  clear  that  the  chairman  of  the 
Park  Department  did  not  act  with  entire 
frankness  toward  his  associates  in  making  the 
request  for  this  loan.  It  appears  a'so  that 
the  loan  order  was  sent  to  the  Council  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  without  having  checked  the 
assessed  value  of  the  land  to  be  taken  and 
without  ascertaining  what  the  land  could  be 
purchased  for  in  contrast  with  similar  orders 
in  the  past.  Moreover,  the  initial  step  in  this 
matter  seems  to  have  been  taken  by  an  ex- 
member  of  the  Board  that  is  charged  with 
taking  all  land  needed  by  the  city  for  public 
uses  and  who  is  now  employed  by  that  same 
Board  as  an  expert  on  land  values  in  behalf 
of   the   city. 

The   Finance   Commission   recommends : 

1.  That  the  City  Council  refuse  to  approve 
this  loan. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  issue  a  general  order 
to  all  department  heads  that  in  the  future 
when  they  require  land  to  be  taken  for  public 


purposes  they  inform  the  Mayor  who  the  ac- 
tual owners  of  the  property  are  and  the  price 
at  which  the  owners  are  willing  to  sell  their 
property   to   the  city.

Coun.  LANE.. — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
this  Council  should  accept  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  that  appropriation.  I  think 
perhaps  some  of  the  members  in  looking  over 
the  list  of  members  of  the  committee  did  not 
care  for  the  make-up,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
if  one  hundred  and  fifty  odd  cities  in  this 
country  have  adopted  this  music  week  and 
ai'e  going  to  make  appropriations,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  celebration  is  to  be 
he'ld  in  the  numerous  cities  simultaneously,  I 
think  it  would  be  a  lasting  disgrace  to  the 
City  of  Boston  if  it  refused  to  appropriate 
the  small  amount  of  $2,500  to  further  this 
cause.  Boston  has  always  been  known  as  the 
home  of  culture,  education  and  music.  We 
have  our  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music,  one 
of  the  finest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the 
country,  which  draws  from  all  parts  of  this 
counttT  and  Canada,  and  we  have  our 
Symphony  Orchestra,  one  of  the  greatest  in- 
stitutions the  country  has  ever  known,  due 
to  the  generosity  of  the  late  Maj.  Henry  L. 
Higginson.  I  do  think,  if  the  members  of 
this  Council  will  think  seriously  on  this  mat- 
ter, they  will  not  accept  the  report  of  the 
committee,  but  will  pass  the  $2,500  appro- 
priation. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
agree  with  Coun_  LANE.  I  think  it  is  worth 
$2,500  to  the  city  to  participate  in  this  music 
week.  If  all  the  great  cities  of  the  country 
are  to  be  included,  I  think  it  would  be  a  mis- 
take for  Boston,  one  of  the  largest  cities, 
not  to  be  counted  in.  I  dont  know  much 
about  the  merit  of  the  proposition  or  any- 
thing about  the  committee,  but  I  think  this 
amount,  $2,500,  would  be  well  invested  from 
the  standpoint  of  good  publicity..  I  think  the 
faihire  to  pass  the  appropriation  will  be  a 
bad  piece  of  publicity  for  the  city.  I  shall 
vote  against  accepting  the'  committees  report 
and  shall  vote  for  the  order  when  it  comes 
up. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I,  too,  de- 
sire to  be  recoi'ded  as  in  favor  of  this  ap- 
propriation. Boston  has  for  a  long  time  been 
considered  the  home  of  the  fine  arts  on  this 
side  of  the  water,  the  Athens  of  America,  and 
in  music  the  Florence  of  America.  The  Bos- 
ton Symphony  Orchestra  has  a  worldwide 
leputation.  For  the  first  time  Boston  is  now 
called  upon  to  make  a  small  appropriation  to 
celebrate  music  week,  and  it  would  seem  to  be 
a  step  backwards  in  the  fine  arts,  in  the 
cultivation  of  which  Boston  has  always  been 
so  famous,  to  reject  this  order  I,  too,  side 
with  Coun.  Lane  and  Ctaun.  Watson  in  favor- 
ing  this    appropriation   of   $2,500. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  against  the  appropriation,  but  I  feel  that 
if  Boston  is  going  to  appropriate  money  for 
a  music  week  there  should  be  a  representative 
committee  to  represent  Boston,  and  I  want  to 
say  frankly  that  I  don't  think  it  is  a  representa- 
tive committee.  I  am  not  going  to  vote  to  ap- 
propriate money  to  be  handled  by  a  committee 
that  is  not  representative  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston.  If  the  Mayor  desires  to  send  in  a 
representative  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
celebrating  music  week,  I  shall  be  glad  to 
vote  for  the  appropriation.  Otherwise,  I  will 
vote  against  it. 
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Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  feel  that 
the  money  should  come  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  fathei-s  of  the  proposition,  and  not 
from   the  City   Council   or   the   city   treasury.

Walsh  was  present  when  that 
vote  was   taken.. 

President  DONOGHUE — Coun.  Moriarty's 
point  of  order  is   not  well  taken. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Doesn't  business  have  to 
intervene  before  a  motion  to  reconsider  is 
made? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE^There  is  no  necessity 
for  business  intervening,  according  to  the  rules 
of  this   Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  do  now  adjourn. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr  President,  Coun. 
Walsh  was  not  present  when  that  vote  was 
taken. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr  President,  may  I  in- 
quire as  to  the  vote  on  the  motion  I  made? 

President  DONOGHUE — Coun.  Healey  made 
a  motion  to  reconsider  cur  action,  and  I  rec- 
ognized Coun.  Watson,  who  was  talking  on 
the  floor.  Up  to  the  present  time  no  action 
has  been  taken   on  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr,  President,  may  I  re- 
quest— 

President  DONOGHUE— Of  course,  if  Coun. 
Moriarty  desires  to  make  a  motion  to  adjourn, 
I  will  have  to  entertain  his  motion,  both 
Coun.  Healey  and  Coun.  Watson  having 
spoken. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
you   that  we   do  now  adjourn. 

Coun..  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  Coun.  Healey  made  a  motion  to 
reconsider. 

Coun.  HEALEY — A  motion  to  adjourn,  of 
course,  is  always  in  order,  as  I  trust  the  coun- 
cilor  will   admit. 

President  DONOGHUE — Coun.  Moriarty 
moves   that  we  do   now  adjourn. 

The  motion  to  adjourn  was   declared  lost. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt 
the  vote..  I  serve  notice  that  I  am  going  to 
stay  here  and  that  I  am  going  to  talk  and 
tire  you  out.  That  is  all.  If  you  want  to 
stay  here,   all   right. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  vote  is  doubted. 
The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll.

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  now 
comes  on  Coun.  Healey's  motion  to  reconsider 
the  rejection  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  take  up  only  just  a  minute.  I  asked  for 
reconsideration  feeling  that  we  should  not 
have  voted  as  we  did ;  and,  without  maki-ng 
any  speech,  if  reconsideration  prevails,  I 
would  move  that  the  matteT  be  laid  on  the 
table  for  consideration  next  week.  I  would 
so  move. 

Coun,.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  any  councilor  has  a  right  to  think  for 
me,  and  when  the  councilor  says  he  does  not 
think  we  should  have  voted  as  we  did,  I 
think  he  has  no  right  to  say  that.  He  has 
a  right  to  be  held  responsible  for  his  own 
vote,  and  that  is  all.  I  feel  that  I  have  just 
the  same  right  that  he  has.  I  don't  feel  that 
I  am  in  a  position  to  vote  on  this  appropria- 
tion, having  in  mind  the  committee  that  ap- 
pears here,  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  music 
week  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  do  not  feel 
that  the  committee  is  a  representative  com- 
mittee, one  representing  the  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton. Therefore,  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  a 
Boston  music  week.  I  think  it  will  be  Back 
Bay  music  week,  and  Back  Bay  music  week 
only.  They  have  started,  and  their  committee 
meetings  are  now  being  he'Id  in  the  Boston 
Public  Library  which,  as  every  member  here 
knows,  is  controlled  by  Simmons  College  in 
the  Back  Bay.  It  has  got  so  now  that  hard- 
ly any  girl  can  get  employment  in  the  Bos- 
ton Public  Library  unless  she'  is  a  graduate 
of  Simmons  College  or  some  like  college. 
Even  the  girls  who  are  graduated  from  our 
public  schools  and  high  schools  are  not  eligible 
for  a  job  in  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
Nevertheless,  we  are  going  to  appropriate 
money  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  Back  Bay 
music  week,  not  a  Boston  music  week.  If  the 
Mayor  desires  on  next  Monday  to  send  in  a 
committee  of  representative  citizens,  I  shall 
be  glad  to  vote  for  the  appropriation :  but 
with  the  committee  shown  to  me  today,  I 
will    not   vote  for    the   appropriation. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  comes 
on  Coun.  Healey's  motion  to  reconsider  the 
rejection  of  the  order.  Coun,.  Gilbody  doubted 
the  vote.     The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Reconsideration  of  the  rejection  of  the  or- 
der was   lost,   yeas   3,   nays   4 :

Hearing  held  before  the  City  Council  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  7.30  p.  m.,  on 
proposed  contracts  with  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  for  furnishing  gas  for  street 
lighting  and  for  the  equipment,  lighting  and 
extinguishing  of  gas  lamps  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  excluding  Charlestown  and  Hyde  Park, 
for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

President  DONOGHUE  was  in  the  chair  and 
all   the   members   of   the   Council   were   present. 

Thomas  J.  Kenny,  Esq.,  appeared  for  the 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  opposition  to 
the  proposed  contracts,  recommending  that  no 
new  contract  be  signed  until  a  careful  study 
of  the  street  lighting  needs  of  the  city  had 
been  made  and  specifications  based  on  a  study 
prepared  by  the  city. 

Hon.  Michael  H.  Sullivan,  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  objected  to  the  proposed 
contract,  stating  that  it  was  not  necessary  for 
the  city  to  make  a  ten-year  contract,  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  had  called 
only  for  bids  on  gas  lighting  instead  of  for 
bids  for  both  gas  and  electric  lighting,  and 
that  the  city  could  be  lighted  by  electricity 
at  a  saving  of  a  million  dollars. 


Commissioner  Joseph  A.  Bourke  stated  that 
the  city's  interests  had  been  protected  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
having  written  the  Gas  Company  in  January 
calling  their  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the 
contract  calling  for  an  extension  of  the  ex- 
isting gas  lighting  contract  for  six  months ; 
that  there  was  no  question  about  the  prices 
under  this  contract  or  the  quality  of  light 
given  ;  that  it  was  doubtful  if  the  Edison  Com- 
pany could  be  forced  to  extend  the  electric 
lighting  of  streets  by  some  thousands  of  ad- 
ditional   lights. 

President  D.  D.  Barnum  of  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  stated  that  his  com- 
pany furnished  only  gas  and  that  consequently 
two  contracts  were  necessary,  one  for  gas 
and  the  other  for  equipment,  that  the  price 
proposed  in  the  agreement  for  equipment  was 
a  very  low  price,  this  part  of  the  contract 
being  carried  out  by  the  Welsbach  Street 
Lighting  Company  of  America.  He  doubted  if 
the  same  price  could  be  made  if  the  num- 
ber of  lamps  were  reduced  from  10,000  to 
T5,000  or  the  contract  made  for  a  five- 
year  instead  of  a  ten-year  term.  In  regard 
to  the  testing  of  candle  power  of  gas  he  stated 
that  the  methods  employed  were  those  gener- 
ally considered  throughout  the  country  as  the 
best. 

Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson,  consulting  engineer  of 
the  Finance  Commission,  stated  in  answer  to 
questions  that  testing  on  the  street  was  ex- 
actly as  good  as  laboratory  tests  so  far  as 
getting  the  illumination  furnished  by  the  lamp 
was  considered. 

The  hearing  was  declared  closed,  subject  to 
be  reopened  if  the  Council  desired  further 
information.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  with- 
out my  approval,  order  of  the  City  Council 
granting  a  license  for  the  operation  of  buses 
in  a  portion  of  the  park  system,  under  date 
of  March  18. 

In  my  opinion  the  Boston  park  system 
should  be  accessible  to  all  of  the  people  and 
that  the  largest  possible  number  may  be  af- 
forded opportunity  to  enjoy  its  beauties  and 
advantages,  I  am  not  adverse  to  the  granting 
of  permiits  provided  proper  restrictions  are 
set  foi-th  therein. 

The  license  in  question  carries  with  it  the 
privilege  of  operating  automobiles  seating  ap- 
proximately twenty  to  thirty  passengers,  also 
double-decker  automobiles  seating  approxi- 
mately forty  to  fifty  passengers,  similar  to 
cars  now  operated  on  the  Fifth  avenue  bus 
line  of  New   York    Cit.v. 

The  width  of  the  park  roads  and  the  con- 
gestion on  the  ro'ads  render  it  inadvisable  to 
permit  of  the  operation  of  the  so-called 
double-decker  type  of  car,  and  render  it  nec- 
essary to  establish  limits  upon  the  number  ot 
cars    to    be    operated. 

Provided    the    applicant,    in    a   new    petition, 
makes    provision    for    the    elimination    of   these 
deficiencies,   I    personally   can    see    no   objection 
at  the  present  time  to  approving  the  same.

MONEY   FOR   MUSIC    WEEK. 

The   following   was   received  : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  4,   1924. 
To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — At  the  last  meeting  of  your 
honorable  body  the  recommendation  for  an 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  cover 
the  cost  of  Boston's  participation  in  the 
nation-wide  "Music  Week"  was  acted  upon 
unfavorably. 

Assuming  that  this  action  was  taken  be- 
cause of  failure  to  provide  the  City  Council 
with  full  information  as  to  the  purpose  of 
Music  Week,  I  beg  to  present  such  facts  as 
I  have  been  able  to  obtain  with  reference  to 
this  proposed  observance  and  the  necessity  for 
Boston   participating  in   same. 

The  purpose  of  Music  Week  is  to  inaugurate 
a  series  of  functions,  lectures,  concerts  and 
exhibitions  devoted  to  the  art  of  music  in  which 
all  may  participate  either  directly  or  by  rep- 
resentatives. Choral  and  musical  societies, 
churches,  colleges,  schools,  religious  orders, 
clubs,  associations  and  industrial  and  commer- 
cial bodies,  in  fact,  every  public  and  private 
interest  in  Greater  Boston,  are  interested  in 
this   observance. 

Boston  has  long  held  the  position  of  leader- 
ship not  only  in  the  teaching  of  the  art  of 
music,  but  has  been  the  pioneer  city  of  the 
Uniled  States  in  the  manufacture  of  musical 
instruments,  the  first  piano  factory  in  America 
having  been  established  in  Boston  and  which 
only  recently  celebrated  its  one  hundredth  an- 
niversary— the   Chickering. 

The  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music, 
located  in  Boston,  has  a  national  reputation 
for  the  character  and  distinction  of  its  work. 
The  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  which  en- 
joys a  reputation  the  world  over,  and  the 
Handel  and  Haydn  Society  also  enjoy  the 
distinction  of  being  purely  Boston  creations. 

The  first  great  musical  jubilee  of  the  United 
States  was  held  in  Boston  in  1869  under  the 
direction  of  Patrick  Gilmore  and  many  great 
musiical    compositions    were    here    rendered. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  the  fidelity  and 
zeal  which  the  people  of  Boston  have  ever  de- 
voted to  the  best  in  music  it  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  a  serious  mistake  to  refrain  from 
participating    in    this   movement   officially. 

I  sincerely  trust,  for  the  good  name  of  the 
city  and  for  the  reputation  of  Boston  institu- 
tions that  are  devoted  to  vocal  and  instru- 
mental culture  and  the  large  number  of  pupils 
attending  these  institutions,  a  number  greater 
than  are  enrolled  in  any  other  city  in  America, 
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that  the  City  Council  will  reconsider  its  action 
and  act  favoi-albly  upon  the  order  presented 
herewith.

Gentlemen, — I  have  been  informed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Transit  Commission  that  the 
installation  of  the  third  rail  in  the  Maverick 
Square  Station  of  the  East  Boston  tunnel  will 
necessitate  the  closing  of  the  tunnel  to  public 
travel  from  Friday,  April  18,  at  8.30  p.  m., 
to  Monday,  April  21,  at  5  a.  m. 

Upon  my  recommendation  during  a  previous 
term  as  Mayor  of  Boston  the  tunnel  tolls  were 
abolished,  my  position  upon  the  question  at 
that  time  being  that  the  people  of  East  Boston 
were  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  in  the 
matter  of  traffic  transportation  as  persons 
living  elsewhere  in  Boston,  and  that  the  tunnel 
toll  constituted  an  unjust  discrimiiiation.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — It  has  been  called  to  my  atten- 
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tion  that  the  officers  of  the  Robert  Breck 
Brigham  Hospital  for  Incuraibles,  organized 
and  carried  on  under  the  provisions  of  the  will 
of  the  late  Robert  Breck  Brigham,  have  not 
been  using  and  applying  the  funds  of  the  estate 
of  the  said  Robert  Breck  Brigham  and  have 
not  been  carrying  on  the  hospital  known  as 
the  Robert  Breck  Brighiam  Hospital  for  In- 
curables in  accordance  with  the  request  and 
intent  of  the  said  Robert  Breck  Brigham,  as 
contained  in  his  last  will. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  said 
Roibert  Breck  Brigham  a  corporation  was  to  be 
organized  for  the  following  public  charity : 

"For  the  purpose  of  maintaining  an  institu- 
tion for  the  care  and  support  and  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  of  those  citizens  of  Boston 
who  are  without  necessary  means  of  support 
and  are  incaipable  of  obtaining  a  comfoiijable 
livelihood  by  reason  of  chronic  or  incurable 
disease   or   permlanent   physical    disability." 

I  am  informed  that  the  corporation  and  its 
officers  are  applying  and  using  the  income  for 
other  purposes  inconsistent  with  and  not  in 
keeping  with  the  tei-ms  and  provisions  of  the 
will  and  are  using  the  funds  and  the  hospitla 
for  the  treatment  of  persons  who  are  not  suf- 
fering from  incurable  diseases  or  permanent 
disability ;  are  maintaining  the  hospital  more 
for  the  accomnnodation  of  the  rich  and  well-to- 
do  rather  than  for  the  city's  poor,  destitute 
and  chronic  sick  ;  and  that  many  of  the  beds 
in  the  hospital  are  used  by  people  of  large 
means  who  are  recommended  to  the  hospital 
by  staff  physicians. 

I  am  further  informed  that  no  attempt  hias 
been  made  by  the  officers  of  the  hospital  to 
carry  out  the  intent  of  the  late  Robert  Breck 
Brigham  to  establish  a  hospital  for  the  city's 
destitue  and  chronic  sick  who  are  suffering 
from  incuralble  diseases  or  permanent  disability. 

Any  steps  to  relieve  the  situation  must  be 
taken  under  the  law  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  your  honorable  body  pass  the  in- 
closed order  so  that  I  may,  on  behalf  of  the 
city  government,  bring  the  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Attorney  General  and  procure 
the  necessary  relief  in  the  premises.

Gentlemen, — ^I  am  again  submitting  for  the 
consideration  of  the  City  Council  the  order  re- 
jected by  your  honorable  body  on  Monday  last 
and  making  provision  for  the  purchase  of  land 
for  a  playground  in  Ward  23. 

The  action  in  this  case  taken  by  the  Council 
was  undoubtedly  due  to  insufficient  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  project  in  question.

PROPOSED  GAS   CONTRACT. 

The   following    communication    was    received : 
Boston,    April    11,    1924. 
To  the   Honorable   the  City   Council : 

Gentlemen, — In  connection  with  the  proposed 
contracts  for  equipment  and  the  lighting  and 
extinguishing  of  gas  lamps  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  now  befbre  your  hononable  body,  the 
Finance  Commission  has  recently  had  confer- 
ences with  officials  of  the  Edison  Electric  Il- 
luminating  Comjpany. 

As  the  result  of  these  conferences  a  study  has 
been  undertaken  by  the  engineers  of  the  Edison 
Company  to  determine  the  possibilities  of  a 
change  from  gas  lighting  to  electric  lighting, 
either  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  territory  now 
lighted  by  gas   lamps. 

The  Finance  Commission  expects  to  receive 
from  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany in  due  time  definite  information  regard- 
ing the  exact  numiber  of  gas  lamps  that  it  is 
at  present  feasible  to  replace  with  electric 
lamps,  the  cost  of  such  replacement,  and  the 
terms  under  which  the  Edison  Company  will 
undertake  the  extension  of  its  street  lighting 
system. 

The  Finance  Commission  respectfully  re- 
quests that  your  honoraBle  body  withhold  action 
upon  the  proposed  contract  until  information 
is  received  from  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminat- 
ing Company  and  transmitted  to  you  for  your 
consideration.

At  the  hearing  on  street  lighting  gas  contracts 
held  before  your  honoiiable  body  on  April  1, 
1924,  Councilor  Wartson  requested  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  submit  suggestions 
for  an  amendment  to  the  proposed  contract 
that  would  provide  for  candle  power  tests  of 
lamips  in  actual  service  on  the  streets,  by  means 
of  a  portable  photometer. 

We  accordingly  submit  the  inclosed  sugges- 
tion for  an  amendment  to  Section  7  of  the 
specifications  of  the  proposed  contract,  if  same 
is  entered  into  for  any  period,  long  or  short. 
It  is  similar  to  provisions  found  satisfactory 
in  several  other  cities.  The  portable  photo- 
meter has  been  found  to  give  results  that  tally 
very  closely  with  laboratory  tests,  and  it  per- 
mits lamips  to  be  tested  under  actual  service 
conditions  instead  of  under  essentially  ideal 
laboratory  conditions.

Suggested  Amendment  to  Section  7  op  the 
Specifications  in  the  Pboposbd  Contract 
"Fob  Equipment  and  the  Lighting  and 
Extinguishing  of  Gas  Lamps  for  the 
City  of  Boston."     (Document  38,  1924.) 

(Submitted  by   the   Committee  on   Public   Utili- 
ties,  Boston   Chamber  of   Commerce,    April 
12,  1924.) 
Strike  out  section  7  on  pages  12  and  13  and 

substitute  the  following: 


Section  7.  Candle  Power.  The  lamps  shall 
be  maintained  when  in  service  at  not  less  than 
sixty  (60)  horizontal  candle  power  for  each 
lamp. 

"The  city  shall  have  the  right  at  amy  time 
to  test  lamps  furnished  under  this  contract  to 
determine  if  the  minimum  candle  power  is 
being  rendered.  Photometric  tests  may  be 
made  of  lamps  in  service  on  the  streets  by 
means  of  a  standard  portalble  photometer  and 
the  necessary  accessories  for  measuring  can'dle 
power  emitted  in  the  horizontal  direction. 
The  method  of  testing  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  what  represents  the  best 
method  employed  elsewhere  for  this  purpose. 
When  candle  power  tests  are  made  on  the 
streets,  the  inclosing  glass  globe  and  chimney 
if  used  shall  remain  in  place  around  the  in- 
candescent element  and  an  allowance  made  for 
the  absorption  of  light  by  the  said  glassware  ; 
with  clear  glass  globes  the  allowance  will  be 
10  per  cent.  No  change  in  lamp  adjustment 
will  be  permitted  at  the  time  of  testing,  but 
the  outer  glassware  may  be  cleaned  by  rubbing 
with  a  dry  cloth.  The  measurements  for 
can'dle  power  will  be  made  of  the  full  light 
of  the  mantle  emitted  in  a  horizontal  direc- 
tion without  any  obstruction  other  than  that 
of  the  inclosing  glassware  as  used  in  service. 
"Tests  to  determine  the  candle  power  de- 
livered shall  be  made  on  at  least  4  per  cent 
of  all  the  lamps  in  service  selected  at  randoim, 
and  the  number  so  selected  shall  be  evenly  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  city  and  shall  be 
tested  in  sequence  until  the  proportion  of  the 
whole  has  been  tested  in  any  district.  The 
average  horizontal  candle  power  determined 
from  said  tests  of  not  less  than  4  per  cent 
of  all  lamps  in  service  shall  be  taken  to  repre- 
sent the  average  candle  power  delivered  by  all 
the  lamps  in  service  for  the  calendar  or  con- 
tract month  in  which  such  tests  are  made. 
If  the  average  candle  power  so  determined  shall 
fall  below  the  minimum  required  by  this  con- 
tract, then  the  contractor  shall  be  paid  for  that 
month's  service  a  sum  equal  to  the  proportion 
that  the  average  candle  power  determined 
bears  to  the  minimum  candle  power  required, 
multiplied  by  1-12  of  the  yearly  contract  price 
and  this  amount  multiplied  by  the  average 
number  of  lamps  in  service  during  the  month."

VETO— PENSION    FOR  MARY    E.    GRADY. 

The  f oBowing  was  received :

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  without  my  ap- 
proval, order  adopted  under  date  of  March  31, 
1924,  by  the  City  Council,  providiiTig  pension 
be  paid  Mary  E.  Grady,  widow  of  former  Fire 
Commissioner  John  Grady. 

The  legal  opinion  upon  which  my  action  in 
this  case  is  based  is  attached  hereto  and  the 
conclusion  arrived  at,  not  only  by  the  pres- 
ent Corporation  Counsel  but  by  two  other 
former  heads  of  the  City  of  Boston  Law  De- 
partment, permits  of  no  other  course.

Dear  Sir, — You  have  submitted  to  me  for  re- 
port the  following  order  of   the   City  Council : 
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"Ordered:  That  an  annuity  of  $600  be  al- 
lowed and  paid  to  Mary  E.  Grady,  widow  of 
John  Grady,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, who  died  on  account  of  injuries  re- 
ceived in  the  performance  of  his  duties ;  such 
annuity  to  continue  so  long  as  she  remains  un- 
married and  to  be  charged  to  the  appi-opria- 
tion  for  the  Fire  Department,  Pensions  and 
Annuities." 

The  provisions  of  law  authorizing  an  an- 
nuity such  as  in  the  present  case,  are  con- 
tained in  section  2,  chapter  107,  of  the  Acts  of 
1S80  as  amended  by  chapter  93  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919,  and  chapter  68  of  the  Acts  of 
1920.  The  two  latter  amending  statutes 
merely  change  the  amount  that  may  be  granted 
by  the  City  Council. 

Section  2,  chapter  107,  of  the  Acts  of  1880 
is   as  follows  : 

"If  any  member  of  the  said  fire  department 
shall  die'  from  injuries  received  while  m  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall  leave  a 
widow  or,  if  no  widow,  any  child  or  children 
under  '  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  may  be  paid 
by  way  of  annuity  to  such  widow  so  long  as 
she  remains  unmarried,  or  to  any  such  chUd 
or  children  so  long  as  he  or  they  continue 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  the  board 
of  fire  commissioners  may  from  time  to  time 
order  such  annuity  to  be  reduced." 

It  should  be  noted  that  one  of  the  requisites 
of  section   2   is   that  these 

"members  of  the  said  fire  department  shall 
die  from  injuries  received  while  m  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties." 

The  report  of  the  medical  examiner  of  the 
Fire  Department  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  con- 
cerning the  late  Chief  Grady  states  that  he 
died  of  a  septic  sore  throat.  He  further 
states  that  the  I'ate  chief  was  a  sufferer  from 
bladder  and  kidney  trouble  and  that  it  is  his 
opinion  that  a  chronic  toxic  condition  involv- 
ing the  kidneys  and  bladder  was  the  result  of 
years  of  exposure  in  the  fire  service,  ulti- 
mately resulting  in  degenerative  changes  in  his 
blood  vessels  and  kidneys,  for  which  a  change 
of  climate  proved  unavailing  and  oedema  of 
the  throat  from  sepsis  following,  which  was 
the  immediate  cause  of  his  death.  This  report 
clearly  indicates  that  the  late  chief  died  from 
a  disease  rather  than  an  injui-y. 

In  my  opinion,  section  2,  chapter  107,  of  the 
Acts  of  1880  does  not  apply  when  the  member 
of  the  department  dies  as  the  result  of  dis- 
ease, and  must  be  confined  to  cases  where 
death  followed  as  a  result  of  injuries  received. 
Two  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  the  late 
Thomas  M.  Babson,  on  December  20,  1909,  and 
Judge  Joseph  J.  Corbett,  on  July  29,  1912, 
arrived  at  the  same  conclusion. 

Mr.  Babson  in  his  opinion  to  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner,   Samuel  D.    Parker,    said: 

"The  statute  under  which  tbis  pension  or 
annuity  is  granted  does  not  apply  to  the 
widows  of  persons  who  died  of  disease  con- 
tracted in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as 
firemen,  but  only  to  widows  of  persons  who 
received  physical  injuiT  which  resulted  in 
some  way  in  their  death." 

He  further  ruled  that  the  statute  did  not 
apply  to  the  case  of  a  fireman  who  died  of 
pneumonia,  occasioned  by  getting  wet  at  a 
fire. 

.Judge  Corbett  in  his  opinion  stated : 
"In  an  effort  to  provide  relief  for  employ- 
ees incapacitated  by  disease,  the  door  would 
be  opened  wide  to  claims  of  a  highly  flimsy  and 
litigious  character.  It  is  largely  a  matter  of 
proof.  Where  there  is  a  change  in  the  physi- 
cal structure,  it  is  generally  possible  to  show 
the  fact  that  it  occurred  in  the  course  of  the 
employment  which  produced  it.  Where  there 
is  a  disease  it  depends  on  the  statements  of 
the  employee  and  his  physician.  The  question 
of  fact  that  it  was  caused  by  the  employment 
is  rarely  without  doubt. 

I  am  unable  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  my  predecessors.  The 
present   case   very    clearly    indicates    that    the 


late  chief  died  as  a  result  of  sickness  or  dis- 
ease rather  than  from  injuries  received  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties.

Gentlemen, — I  inclose  herewith  an  order 
authorizing  my  assent,  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  a  proposed  compro- 
mise of  the  will  of  Alfred  V.  Lincoln,  late  of 
Boston. 

The  original  will  as  offered  for  probate  pro- 
vided for  gifts  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
planting  trees  in  the  Charlestown  district  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  One  clause  of  the  will 
provided  that  the  city  should  appropriate  a 
like  amount  annually  to  that  which  would  be 
received  under  the  Lincoln  will.  The  other 
clause  of  the  will  provided  that  $7,500  should 
remain  in  trust  for  ninety  years  and  the  in- 
come should  be  used  for  the  planting  of  shade 
trees  and  the  protection  of  the  same  on  the 
streets   of  Charlestown. 

The  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  these 
gifts  would  not  be  feasible  and  certainly  not 
as  beneficial  as  if  the  income  from  the  gifts 
were  used  for  park  purposes  generally.  The 
proposed  compromise  accomplishes  this  result 
and  in  the  coui-se  of  years,  when  the  fund  ac- 
cumulates, it  will  be  used  in  the  development 
of  the  beauty  <rf  the  park  system  of  the  city, 
a  great  public  benefaction  which  may  be  en- 
joyed by  the  citizens  of  the  entire  municipality.

Whereas,  Under  the  said  will,  as  offered  for 
probate,  the  following  provisions  were  made 
for  the  City  of  Boston  : 

1.  "Five  years  after  my  death  I  also  direct 
my  trustees  to   pay   the  following  sums. 

"To  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts  one 
thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  the  income  to  be 
used  each  year  for  the  planting,  protection  and 
care  of  shade  trees  to  be  set  out  on  Cordis 
street,  Charlestown,  particularly  on  the  west- 
erly side." 

2.  "Ten  years  after  my  death,  I  give  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  hun- 
dred ($7,500)  dollai-s,  the  income  of  which  is 
to  be  used  each  and  every  year  for  the  plant- 
ing and  proper  protection  from  hoodlums  of 
trees  on  the  streets  (not  on  any  public  squares) 
of  that  part  of  Boston  called  Charlestown.

3.  "Ten  years  after  my  death,  I  direct  my 
trustees  to  pay  to  the  Charlestown  Five  Cents 
Savings  Bank  the  sum  of  seventy-five  hundred

by  them  in  trust  for  a  period  of  90  years,  at 
the  end  of  which  time  the  yearly  interest  is 
to  be  used  by  trustees  appointed  by  them  for 
planting,  care,  and  protection  of  shade  trees 
to  be  planted  on  the  streets  (not  on  any  pub- 
lic squares)  of  that  part  of  Boston  called 
Charlestown,  and  no  part  of  the  above  fund  is 
ever  to  be  used  for  the  care  or  protection  of 
any  other  trees  than  those  planted  by  this  fund. 
A  metallic  tag,  properly  marked,  shall  be  put 
on  each  tree  when  planted  and  kept  on  as 
long  as  the  tree  lives  in  order  to  distinguish 
it  from  others."

Whereas,  By  the  proposed  compromise  the 
above  mentioned  provisions  shall  be  stricken 
out  and  in  place  thereof  the  following  shall  be 
substituted  : 

"To  the  City  of  Boston  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  to  be  used  for  the 
improvement  or  maintenance  of  the  public 
park  system  in  that  part  of  Boston  called 
Charlestown,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  said 
City  for  the  planting,  protection  and  care  of 
trees   on  the  streets   of  said   Charlestown." 

"To  the  Charlestown  Five  Cents  Savings 
Bank  the  sum  of  seventy -five  hundred  dollars 
($7,500),  which  amount  is  to  be  held  by  it  in 
trust  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  years,  at 
the  end  of  which  time  the  yearly  interest  shall 
be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  be 
used  by  it  for  the  planting,  care  and  protec-

I  think 
there  are  a  few  here  that  I  would  like  held 
up,  but  I  don't  like  to  go  over  them  hurriedly. 
Some  of  them  here  who  wear  the  green  are 
almost  as  bad  as  those  who  wouldn't  dare 
wear  it.  There  are  none  of  them  who  do  not 
step  outside.  I  remember  in  the  Dorchester 
Court  in  a  rent  case  one  of  them  was  doing 
more  arguing  than  the  people  who  owned  the 
property.  I  don't  want  to  get  them  wi'ong, 
but  I  think  that  man's  name  is  one  of  those 
on  here.  I  would  like  to  verify  it  however. 
Of  course,  there  are  some  here  who  serve 
civil  process  and  run  for  lawyers.  There  ore 
a  few  of  them  here  of  that  type,  but  there 
are  a  lot  of  others  here  that  would  take  any 
other  kind  of  a  case.  They  would  take  cases 
for  furniture  stores,  where  there  had  been 
sales    on    the    installment    plan,    and    all    that 
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soi-t  of  thing.  Some  of  the  type  of  men  on 
here,  in  my  estimation,  should  not  be  con- 
firmed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Some  of  them  would  com- 
mit murder  too  ! 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Yes.  One  fellow  came 
in  here  and  testified  that  he  carried  a  two- 
pound  club  and  carried  a  gun  all  the  time.  I 
see  that  his  name  is  still  on  here.  He  said 
that  he  carried  a  gun  to  protect  his  money. 
I  said,  "Have  you  got  the  gun  with  you?" 
and  he  said,  "Yes,"  and  he  said  that  he  had 
half  a  dollar  in  money.  I  told  them  what  I 
thought  of  them  when  they  were  here.  They 
were  certainly  a  fine  looking  lot  of  hangmen. 
I  wouldn't  want  to  meet  them  in  a  lonely 
place  if  I  had  a  lot  of  money.  I  am  afraid 
that  they  would  use  their  guns  for  other  pur- 
poses. I  think,  so  far  as  constables  are  con- 
cerned, that  they  are  unnecessary.  I  think  all  the 
sei-ving  of  process  should  be  done  through  the 
sheriff's  office  instead  of  giving  it  to  these  men, 
who  use  their  commissions  for  everything  else 
than  the  purpose  which  they  are  supposed  to 
serve.  We  are  told,  "Why  are  not  complaints 
made  about  them?"  Why,  the  poor,  unfor- 
tunate people  that  they  do  things  to  don't 
know  where  to  go  and  make  complaints,  and 
those  who  are  of  foreign  birth  they  use  in 
every  way,  shape  and  manner.  I  suppose,  of 
course,  that  that  is  not  so  of  all  of  them,  but 
it  is  true  of  the  big  percentage  of  them. 
People  go  to  the  Law  Department  and  make 
charges  against  them,  but  very  few  of  the 
charges  may  be  proven.  Oircumstances  are 
sometimes  such  that  it  is  hard  to  prove  that 
which  is  so.  I  would  be  satisfied  at  the  pres- 
ent time  to  have  those  connected  with  official 
positions  with  the  city,  with  the  Animal  Res- 
cue League  and  the  Massachusetts  S.  P.  C.  A. 
confirmed,  but  I  think  those  who  are  to  serve 
civil  process  ought  to  be  held  up.  Let  them 
realize  that  we  have  a  check  upon  them.  I 
think  two  or  three  years  ago  we  held  them  up, 
and  I  think  it  was  a  good  thing.  I  think  it 
made  an  improvement  in  some  cases,  brought 
about  a  change  in  some  of  the  things  they 
had  been  doing,  and  I  think  perhaps  if  they 
are  held  up  again  for  a  short  while  it  may  im- 


prove them  some  more.  I  think  there  can 
still  be  a  lot  of  improvement  made  in  the  way 
they   do   business. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  know  at 
least  one  gentleman  on  that  list  who  has  not 
overlooked  any  bet.  I  was  informed  a  couple 
of  days  ago  by  my  mother  that  a  constable 
came  to  the  house  and  had  a  warrant  for  my 
father,  who  passed  away  seven  months  ago. 
He  was  ready  to  collect  from  anybody  in 
sight.  Perhaps  this  is  notice  to  the  gentle- 
man that  my  father  is  dead,  and  he  will  not 
try  to  collect  it  any  more. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  names  of  the  constables  authorized  to 
.  serve  civil  process  lie  over  for  one  week,  and 
that  the   Council  act  on  the  others. 

The  motion  was  carried.  The  question  came 
on  confirmation  of  the  appointment  of  consta- 
bles connected  with  official  positions  and  to 
serve  without  bonds,  as  set  forth  in  City  Doc- 
ument No.  44,  the  list  having  been  submitted 
to  the  Council  by  the  Mayor  under  date  of 
April  14,    1924. 

The  question  came  on  the  confirmation  of 
the  names  referred  to.  Committee,  Ooun. 
Walsh  and  Brickley.  Whole  number  of  bal- 
lots 6;  yeas  5,  nays  1,  and  the  appointments  of 
constables  connected  with  official  positions  and 
to  serve  without  bonds  (including  those  con- 
nected with  Animal  Rescue  League  and  with 
the  Massachusetts  S.  P.  C.  A.)  were  con- 
firmed. 

The  list  of  those  authorized  to  serve  civil 
process  upon  filing  of  bonds  was  laid  over  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  WALSH  moved  a  general  reconsider- 
ation on  aU  business  transacted  at  the  meet- 
ing, hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail. 
Lost.

EXPENDITURE  OP  PARKMAN  FUND 
INCOME. 

The  following  was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    April    28,    1924. 
To  the  City   Council : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  forward  herewith 
communication  of  Park  Commission  and  order 
providing  for  the  expenditure  and  distribution 
of  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  now  avail- 
able. 

The  driveway  at  present  in  use  at  Franklin 
Park  is  but  twenty  feet  in  width  and  consti- 
tutes a  menace  both  to  operators  of  motor 
vehicles  and  pedestrians.  It  was  originally 
constructed  to  provide  for  hoi-se-drawn  pleas- 
ure vehicles,  which  no  longer  obtain  in  large 
numbers  upon  our  highways.  It  is  necessary, 
provided  that  the  public  are  to  be  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  enjoy  the  Park  System  that 
suitable  roadways  be  provided  and  for  this 
purpose   the  sum  of  $53,000   is   made   available. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  is  provided  for  grading 
and  drainage  of  athletic  field  in  the  Fenway ; 
bleachers  with  accommodation  for  seating 
2,000  have  been  provided,  in  this  section  of 
the  city  where  so  many  educational  and  scien- 
tific institutions  are  located,  and  where  the 
number  of  students  in  attendance  is  in  excess 
of  7,000. 

The  sum  of  $20,000  is  provided  for  a  system 
of  amplifiers  and  radio  equipment  at  the  Park- 
man  Bandstand  in  order  that  a  larger  num- 
ber of  persons  may  be  privileged  to  enjoy  the 
summer  concerts  and  outdoor  exercises  which 
from  time  to  time  are  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  city.  It  is  estimated  that  through  the 
adoption  of  the  system  of  broadcasting  of 
Sunday  concerts  opportunity  may  be  afforded 
for  400,000  persons  to  enjoy  a  musical  concert, 
which,  under  present  conditions,  is  seldom 
patronized  by  more  than  3,000  persons. 

In  view  of  the  possible  advantages  that  may 
result  from  the  adoption  of  the  program  ag 
submitted  by  the  Park  Commission  I  respect- 
fully recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Gentlemen, — The  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  have  submitted  a  communication, 
a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  appended.  I 
cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the  importance 
of  providing  the  funds  necessary  to  combating 
tuberculosis. 

I  have  a  profound  realization  of  how  great 
the  demand  is  for  municipal  improvements  of 
every  character  but  there  is  no  improvement 
that  approaches  in  importance  that  which  has 
for  its  importance  the  conservation  of  public 
health. 

The  City  Council,  in  response  to  a  recent 
recommendation,  made  an  appropriation  of 
$150,000  for  the  erection  of  an  out-patient  de- 
partment building  for  the  Boston  Sanatorium. 
A  site  has  been  selected,  the  properties  taken, 
the  plans  drafted  by  the  architect,  and  they 
find  now  that  $100,000  additional  will  be  nec- 
essary to  complete  the  work.  I  accordingly 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

Dear    Sir, — Last    year    the    Boston     Sanato- 
rium Trustees  were  given  the  sum  of  $150,000 
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with   which    they   were    instructed    to    build    an 
out-patient   department. 

After  investigation,  they  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion that  this  building  should  be  centrally 
located  and  within  the  present  hospital  atmos- 
phere. Accordingly,  land  was  taken  at  the 
corner  of  Harrison  avenue  and  East  Concord 
street,  and  the  owners  of  buildings  already 
existing  there  were  recompensed  from  the  sum 
of  $150,000.  Subsequently,  plans  for  the  new 
building  were  drawn  by  Messre.  Maginnis  & 
Walsh.  These  plans,  when  pushed  to  comple- 
tion, will,  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees, 
cover  the  needs  of  the  city  so  far  as  the  ambu- 
lant tuberculosis  sufferer  or  suspected  sufferer 
is    concerned   for  many  years. 

They  will  give  the  Boston  Sanatorium  a 
unity  of  organization  that  it  needed  but  which 
it  never  enjoyed.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary 
ouit-patient  needs  which  we  have  now,  the 
installation  of  an  X-ray  equipnaent  is  deemed 
necessai-y.  This  will  maJte  for  speedier  and 
more   certain   diagnosis. 

Children  early  in  tuberculosis  or  living  in  a 
tuberculosis  environment  'who  need  surgical 
treatment  for  large  or  diseased  tonsils  and 
obstructive  adenoid  growths  wOl  be  treated 
speedily  and  under  satisfactory  surroundings 
never  possible   previously. 

In  other  words,  a  real  comprehensive  grasp 
of  the  situation  demands  the  acceptance  of 
the  plans  submitted,  which  embrace  these  dif- 
ferent  features. 

The  amount  ah'eady  appropriated  will  be 
insufficient  to  warrant  our  proceeding  along 
such   definite  lines. 

The  trustees,  therefore,  would  respectfully 
petition  you  for  a  further  grant  of  $100,000  so 
that  they  may  carry  on  this  work  to  a  suc- 
cessful issue.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  April 
15,  regarding  the  problem  dealing  with  the 
increasing  demand  for  "white  ways"  in  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  city  and  especially  in  con- 
nection with  that  suggested  on  Centre  and 
South  streets,  from  Pond  street  to  the  Arbor- 
way,  the  City  Planning  Board  desires  to  point 
out  certain  general  facts  and  also  existing  con- 
ditions  in   this   special  locality. 

Centre  street,  from  Pond  street  to  the  mon- 
ument at  South  street  is  already  well  lighted. 
From  this  point  along  South  street  to  the 
Arborway  no  conduits  for  lighting  purposes 
exisit,  the  lamps  being  served  by  overhead 
wires.  The  installation  of  a  "white  way"  on 
this  portion  of  South  street,  therefore,  would 
be    unduly    expensive    as    it    would    necessitate 


the  tearing  up  of  the  street  and  the  placing 
of  conduits,  in  addition  to  the  expense  of  the 
lamps  and  posts  for  the  "white  way."  Figures 
of  the  cost  for  this  suggested  improvement 
are  being  prepared  at  the  present  time  by  the 
Public  Works  Department. 

In  several  instances  in  the  city  proper 
where  "white  ways"  have  already  been  estab- 
lished either  the  whole  or  a  greater  part  of 
the  expense  has  been  borne  by  the  merchants 
and  residents  along  the  line.  In  local  dis- 
tricts out  of  the  general  heart  of  the  city, 
it  is  a  different  type  of  locality  that  would 
receive  service  from  "white  ways."  If  the  resi- 
dents and  merchants  in  these  local  districts 
are  willing  to  bear  the  greater  part  of  the 
expense  in  establishing  "white  ways"  in  their 
neighborhood,  the  city  might  co-operate  in  this 
extra  service,  but  if  the  -whole  burden  of  ex- 
pense is  to  fall  on  the  city  a  precedent  is 
established  that  may,  and  probably  will,  be 
repeated    in    untold    demands. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning 
Board,  therefore,  that  unless  the  residents  and 
merchants  in  local  districts  are  willing  to 
bear  the  greater  part  of  the  expense,  the  es- 
tablishment of  "white  ways"  in  local  districts 
are  an  expense  which  the  city  is  not  warranted 
in   assuming.

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report   and  granting  the  permission   asked  for. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  cartnot 
vote  for  this  proposition,  because  it  means 
added  congestion  in  a  territory  that  is  very 
congested  today.  I  cannot  see  the  necessity 
of  putting  the  buses  on,  either.  The  Street 
Commissioners  are  endeavoring  to  remedy 
congestion  in  our  streets  and  to  take  hold 
of  the  traffic  problem,  and  here  we  are  voting 
to  add  to  it  in  Batterymarch  street,  High 
street,  Franklin  street,  Hawley  street  and 
Summer  street.  Today  in  the  busy  hours  it 
■  is  absolutely  prohibitive  for  an  automobile  to 
move  in  that  territory,  and  I  certainly  can- 
not vote  for  this  proposition,  although  I  re- 
alize that  in  all  probability  it  will  receive  suffi- 
cient votes  to  pass.  I  do  desire,  however,  to 
go  on  record  as  to  so  casting  my  vote  as  to 
attempt  to  relieve  congestion  of  traffic  in 
Boston. 

Coun.  HEALEY — ^Mr.  Pr-esident,  I  appre- 
ciate the  councilor's  difficulty,  and  I  wish  to 
say  that  the  chairman  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners in  the  hearing  before  the  committee 
stated  that  the  congestion  in  the  downtown 
section  would  not  be  appreciably  affected  by 
the  granting  of  this  permission.  One  more 
bus  in  ten  minutes  would  not  appreciably  af- 
fect the  traffic  and,  this  is  a  thing  that  will 
help  the  people  coming  from  Orient  Heights 
to  Boston  by  the  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  route 
in   the  feri-y  boats. 
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Coun.  MORIARTY— Do  you  believe  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Street  Commissioners  recom- 
mendation should  have  some  weight  here? 

Coun.  HEALEY — Why,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
chaii-man  of  the  Park  Department,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, of  course,  I  have  absolute  confidence  in 
the  chairman   of  the  Street  Commission. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  at 
this  time  to  reiterate  what  I  said  at  the 
hearing,  that  I  did  not  think  the  opinion  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Street  Commissioners  was 
particularly  valuable  as  enunciated  in  his 
statement  to  the  effect  that  there  would  be  no 
appreciable  addition  to  the  congestion  by 
putting  on  these  buses.  These  buses  will 
cam-y  twenty-two  people  each.  They  are 
much  broader,  broader  by  3  or  4  feet,  than 
any  automobile,  and  broader  than  any  ti-uck. 
They  will  be  operated  by  a  man  in  front  and 
nobody  at  the  back  to  see  what  is  going  on 
in  the  I'ear.  All  told,  I  am  satisfied,  with 
my  understanding  and  knowledge  of  traffic 
conditions  in  Boston,  that  the  addition  of 
these  twenty-two-seated  buses  on  such  a  line 
or  lines  as  we  have  indicated  here  will  add  to 
congestion  tremendously.  I  think  the  addition 
to  the  congestion  will  be  very  noticeable,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  chainnan  of 
the  Street  Commissioners  is  presumed  to 
know  something  about  traffic  problems. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  leave  Was 
granted,  Coun.  WATSON  stating  that  he  de- 
sired   to   register   his    vote   as    in   the   negative.

Coun.  HEALEY  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
to  reiterate  what  I  had  to  say  when  this 
matter  came  before  the  Council  at  a  previous 
session,  that  I  feel  that  we  should  not  perpet- 
uate the  placing  of  these  residents  of  Cam- 
bridge on  the  backs  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
by  including  them  in  this  retirement  fund. 
All  of  you  here  realize,  the  same  as  I  do, 
that  we  do  not  have  a  fair  proportion  of  the 
men  who  are  working  on  those  bridges  among 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  Probably  twenty-one 
of  them  live  in  Cambridge  and  four  or  five  of 
them  live  in  Boston.  Yet  they  go  to  the  Legis- 
lature and  ask  the  Legislature  to  saddle  this 
expense  on  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton. Of  course,  the  Legislature  agrees,  be- 
cause they  have  done  evei-ything  possible  to 
injure  our  city  while  the  Republican  party  has 


been  in  control  on  Beacon  Hill.  I  feel  that  it 
is  an  outrageous  piece  of  procedure  for  the 
members  of  this  Council  to  accept  any  such 
act.  If  those  interested  in  this  legislation 
were  sincere  in  their  attitude  toward  the  resi- 
dents of  our  city,  they  would  have  seen  to  it 
that  an  order  was  submitted  to  the  Legislature 
providing  that  the  city  of  Cambridge  would 
take  care  of  its  own  citizens  working  on  these 
bridges  while  Boston  might  be  expected  to 
take  care  of  its  citizens  under  the  retirement 
act.  But  under  this  act,  which  was  voted  for 
by  the  Legislature,  we  are  expected  to  pay 
from  now  until  such  time  as  they  cease  to 
work  for  the  city  of  Cambridge  men  who  re- 
side in  the  city  of  Cambridge.  We  are  ex- 
pected to  pay  salaries  of  residents  of  Cam- 
bridge, and  also  to  pay  out  amounts  for  them 
under  the  retirement  fund,  as  well  as  making 
payments  for  citizens  of  Boston.  I  am  abso- 
lutely and  unqualifiedly  opposed  to  paying  the 
salary  of  any  resident  of  any  other  section  cf 
our  state  than  the  City  of  Boston.  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  a  member  of  this  Council  who 
would  dare  stand  on  a  public  platform  and 
admit  that  he  had  voted  to  saddle  onto  the 
backs  of  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton the  salaries  of  residents  of  Cambridge. 
There  has  been  too  much  of  this  sort  of  thmg 
going  on.  We  now  have  on  our  pay  roll  men 
who  live  in  our  section,  and  whom  we  are 
supposed  and  are  willing  to  take  care  of ; 
but  I  believe,  with  the  unemployment  that 
exists  today,  with  citizens  of  Boston  walking 
the  streets  looking  for  work,  such  legislation 
as  proposed  here  is  a  most  outrageous  thing, 
and  it  is  a  particularly  outrageous  thing  to 
come  in  here  and  ask  the  Council  to  vote  for 
any  such  proposition.  I  hope  the  Council 
will  see  the  matter  as  I  do  and  that  they  will 
remember  the  things  they  say  to  the  people 
when  they  ask  for  their  votes  on  election  day, 
that  they  are  interested  primarily  in  the  af- 
fairs of  the  citizens  of  our  city,  that  they  be- 
lieve whatever  positions  there  are  here  should 
be  lied  by  the  residents  of  our  city,  and  that 
they  will  not  under  any  circumstances  vote  to 
saddle  onto  the  backs  of  our  people  persons 
living  in  Cambridge  or  any  other  section  of 
the  state,  having  the  people  of  Boston  pay 
their  salaries.  We  claim  to  believe  in  home 
i-ule  for  Boston,  and  this  would  simply  mean 
saying  that  we  do  not  believe  in  what  we  Bay 
we  believe  in,  that  we  are  not  practising 
what  we  preach,  that  we  are  not  carrying 
.  out  what  we  say  is  our  position  when  we 
take  office.  I  believe  we  should  defeat  this 
legislation  and  that  we  should  state  clearly 
that  if  there  are  any  positions  to  be  given  out 
in  this  city  we  have  citizens  of  Boston  to  take 
them.  What  are  the  conditions  in  Cambridge? 
There  is  some  man  over  there  by  the  name 
of  Smith,  who  in  connection  with  our  Public 
Works  Commissioner,  and  under  this  two- 
headed  commission,  turns  whatever  jobs  offer 
themselves  on  the  bridges  over  to  Cambridge 
men.  John  Scully,  who  is  directing  that  work, 
hires  Cambridge  men.  A  Cambridge  man  sent 
in  by  Mr.  Smith  is  put  to  work  on  these 
jobs,  while  a  man  from  Boston,  the  city  which 
pays  half  the  expense  of  these  bridges,  when 
sent  to  him  is  not  even  considered.  I  cer- 
tainly think  that  this  is  a  thing  which  should 
be  i;emedied,  that  it  is  a  condition  which 
should  not  exist,  and  the  way  to  stop  it  prac- 
tically is  to  vote  against  the  proposition  here 
today.  When  men  from  Cambridge  come  over 
here  to  whip  the  Council  into  line  to  vote  for 
a  thing  of  this  sort,  it  is  high  time  that  we 
resented  such  interference  from  outside.  We 
are  intelligent  enough  to  know  the  situation. 
We  represent  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and  I 
think  they  are  watching  the  Council  in  this 
matter.  We  have  been  preaching  home  rule 
since  I  have  been  here,  and  when  a  matter  like 
this  comes  up  we  see  these  continual  attempts 
to  drive  us  into  line  to  vote  for  pernicious 
pieces  of  legislation.  I  hope  the  matter  will 
be  defeated,  and  I  ask  that  the  roll  be  called. 
Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that 
there  is  a  lot  of  merit  in  some  of  the  things 
that    the    last   speaker    has    said.      Personally,

however,  I  am  willing  to  take  the  responsibil- 
ity when  I  go  on  record  on  any  vote  here. 
We  are  in  a  very  unfortunate  position  here, 
in  so  far  as  some  of  the  residents  of  our  city 
are  concerned.  We  are  put  in  that  position 
because  the  pension  bill  when  it  was  drawn  up 
was  drawn  up  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
and  we  find  that  the  Finance  Comm-ission  did 
not  take  care  of  all  the  citizens  of  Boston  who 
are  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  paid 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  We  find  that  unfortu- 
nately there  are  four  or  five  of  those  men 
working  in  this  part  of  the  Bridge  Depart- 
ment. In  so  far  as  our  pension  act  is  con- 
cerned, unless  we  take  '  favorable  action  Bos- 
ton men  employed  upon  the  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge bridges  will  not  come  under  the  pen- 
sion system,  and  any  Boston  resident  so  named 
tomorrow  in  the  employ  of  the  Boston  and 
Cambridge  Bridge  Division,  will  not  be  en- 
titled to  get  compensation  from  the  city.  Un- 
fortunately, the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
now  and  those  who  have  served  in  the  past 
have  not  protected  the  citizens  of  the  City 
of  Boston  as  they  should  have  done.  If  this 
bill  is  defeated  here  we  are  penalizing  five 
citizens  of  Boston  at  least  and  saying  that, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  ac- 
cepted a  pension  act  to  take  care  of  city  em- 
ployees, we  forgot  about  them  and  that  they 
can  paddle  their  own  canoe.  I,  as  an  elective 
member  of  this  Council,  feel  that  if  the  only 
way  to  pension  those  men  is  to  carry  along 
other  men  on  the  Cambridge  bridges,  we  are 
doing  as  we  ought  to  do.  There  was  a  legis- 
lative act  passed  that  was  to  be  accepted  by 
either  this  government  or  some  other  govern- 
ment elected  by  residents  of  Boston,  if  it  was 
to  go  into  effect.  The  Boston  and  Cambridge 
Bridge  Commission  were  excepted.  We  are 
not  responsible  for  that,  and  if  they  have  not 
acted  right  in  the  protecticm  of  all  the  resi- 
dents and  all  the  employees  of  Boston,  it  is 
now  for  us  to  protect  them.  There  is  only 
one  way  in  which  they  can  be  protected  now 
and  that  is  by  the  acceptance  of  the  act  that 
is  now  before  us.  If  we  are  doing  an  in- 
justice to  the  City  of  Boston,  we  will  only 
have  to  protect  them  from  now  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  and  then  if  it  is  the  desire 
of  any  citizen  of  Boston  to  do  so  he  may  file 
a  petition  with  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
to  amend  the  act  that  is  now  here  for  our 
acceptance  and  have  the  wording  changed,  so 
that,  in  so  far  as  our  pension  system  is  con- 
cerned, pensions  shall  only  go  to  those  who 
are  residents  of  Boston.  But  I  believe,  as  far 
as  the  action  of  Boston  is  concerned,  that 
those  five  men  and  their  families  are  entitled 
to  their  protection.  I  agree  that  there  have 
been  many  things  saddled  upon  us.  I  want 
to  say  another  thing,  that  I  believe  that  the 
councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  in  so 
far  as  the  information  he  has  received  is  con- 
cerned, may  be  correct.  I  want  to  say  that 
the  Scully  Company  does  not  employ  only 
residents  of  Cambridge.  It  is  a  contracting 
firm  and  employs  other  than  Cambridge  resi- 
dents. I  don't  know  how  the  members  of  the 
Council  are  going  to  vote,  but  I  am  going  to 
vote  to  accept  the  act,  and  I  shall  be  glad  to 
vote  "yes"  when  my  name  is  called,  and  I 
will  be  willing  to  go  any  place  and  answer  for 
my  vote. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chaii-man,  I  want 
to  say  in  connection  with  this  proposition  that 
this  is  not  the  only  way  in  which  this  matter 
can  be  handled.  It  is  the  way  in  which  those 
who  are  desirous  of  saddling  Cambridge  resi- 
dents onto  the  backs  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
desire  that  it  shall  be  handled.  Why  did  not 
those  interested  in  the  matter  introduce  an 
act  into  the  Legislature  to  have  only  those  who 
were  residents  of  Boston  taken  under  the  Bos- 
ton retirement  act?  They  state  to  us  that 
they  introduced  some  sort  of  bill  the  year 
previous,  and  it  was  defeated,  but  when  they 
introduced  a  bill  taking  in  other  than  citizens 
of  Boston  it  was  passed  by  a  Republican 
Legislature  onto  a  Democratic  city.  I  feel 
that  nobody  is  going  to  be  hurt  by  our  de- 
feating  this   proposition.      This   retirement   act. 


in  my  opinion,  is  not  the  great  thing  that  It 
was  supposed  to  be,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
those  men  who  come  under  the  retirement  act 
will  receive  any  more  benefit  than  if  they 
did  not  come  under  it,  in  so  far  as  the  men 
who  are  working  on  the  Boston  and  Cambridge 
Bridges  are  concerned.  There  are  only  five  of 
them  who  ai'e  Boston  men,  and  they  will  re- 
ceive, as  I  understand  it,  the  pension  that 
goes  to  city  laborers,  and  the  matter  can  be 
handled  in  such  a  manner,  without  our  placing 
upon  the  backs  of  our  citizens  other  than  resi- 
dents of  our  own  city.  I  am  particularly  keen 
about  this  matter  because  I  believe  thoroughly 
in  what  I  preach,  that  every  Boston  job  be- 
longs to  a  Boston  boy  or  a  Boston  girl,  and  I 
shall  not  under  any  circumstances  vote  to 
give  a  Cambridge  resident  a  job  which  in  my 
opinion  belongs  to  a  resident  of  our  city.  I 
shall  be  glad  to  vote  against  the  proposition. 
The  order  was  passed,  and  the  act  accepted, 
yeas  7,  nays  2,  Coun.  Donoghue  and  Watson 
voting   nay. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,   submitted   the   following,   viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communi- 
cation and  order  (referred  today)  for  appro- 
priation of  $100,000  for  out-patient  building, 
Boston  Sanatorium — that  the  order  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
given  its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  9, 
nays   0. 

The  order  will  be  given  its  final  reading 
not  less  than  fourteen  days  from  date. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  March  3)  for 
loan  of  $500,000  for  Hospital  Buildings— that 
the  order   ought   to   pass. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  in 
voting  for  this  appropriation  for  the  City 
Hospital  I  desire  to  reserve  my  right  to  vote 
"no"  when  the  question  comes  up  for  second 
reading.  I  say  that  understanding  that  in  the 
loan  order  for  $3,000,000  now  before  the 
Legislature  there  is  a  certain  agreement  that 
the  Legislature  is  going  to  allow  the  City  of 
Boston  to  borrow  $2.,000,000  outside  of  the 
debt  limit,  with  the  understanding  that  the 
other  million  can  come  from  taxes  within  five 
years.  I  feel  that  if  there  is  any  certain  un- 
derstanding of  that  kind  and  this  is  going  to 
interfere  with  it,  I  should  reserve  the  right  to 
vote  "no"  when  the  matter  comes  up  for 
second  reading. 

Coun.  HEALEY — The  Chair  would  state 
he  understands  the  bill  to  state  that  for  every 
appropriation  within  a  year  the  City  Council 
must  appropriate  half  the  amount  within  the 
debt  limit  or  outside  the  tax  limit.  But  the 
thing  has  not  passed,  and  I  have  put  in 
that  order  so  that  the  Mayor  might  perhaps 
send  to  the  Council  a  veto  and  explain  what  he 
wants. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 


COUNTY  ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Committee  on 
County  Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  com- 
munication from  the  justices  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  ( referred  AprU  T ) 
as  to  salaries  of  probation  officers — recom- 
mending   the    passage    of    the    following,    viz. : 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  the  deputj- 
male  and  assistant  male  probation  oflScers  of 
the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as 
fixed  by  the  justices  of  said  court,  be  at  the 
rate  of  S2.S00  per  annum,  to  date  from  April 
4,   1924,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  approved. 

Report    accepted ;   order   passed. 
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GREAT    WHITE    WAY,    SHAWMUT 
AVENUE. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  installing  the  Great  White 
Way  system  of  lighting  in  conjunction  with 
the  reconstruction  of  Shawmut  avenue  from 
Broadway  to   RoxbuiT   street. 

Coun  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask 
for  suspension  of  the  rules.  I  am  introducing 
that  order  at  this  time  because  I  noticed  m 
the  papers  during  the  last  week  that  a  con- 
tract has  been  let  to  resurface  Shawmut  ave- 
nue from  Broadway  to  Eoxbui-y  street,  and  1 
feel  if  that  is  going  to  be  done  it  is  going  to 
make  an  improvement  in  the  old  South  End 
district,  and  at  the  same  time  we  might  just 
as  well  install  these  new  types  of  street 
lamps  as  wait  until  the  street  is  completed  and 
then  dig  up  the  new  street  that  has  been  laid 
and   install   them   later   on. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


REPAIRING  OF   ELEVATED   STRUCTURE. 

President  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order- 
That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Kail- 
way  Company  be  requested  to  make  some  ar- 
rangement with  their  working  force  bo  that 
the  repairing  of  the  Elevated  structure  during 
the  early  morning  hours  shall  be  discontin- 
ued, and  that  /this  work  be  done  in  the  day- 
time. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask 
for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  on  this  order.  I 
am  introducing  that  order  with  the  realization 
that,  possibly,  it  may  not  be  practical  to  com- 
ply with  it;  but,  however,  I  feel  that  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany ought  to  make  some  proviisicn  whereby 
some  of  this  work  that  is  done  on  the  Elevated 
structure  along  through  the  South  End  and 
Charlestown  practically  evei-y  night  of  the 
week  from  one  o'clock  until  four  or  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  could  be  done  at  some 
other  time.  If  a  gang  of  schoolboys  started 
whistling  after  one  o'clock  they  would  be  ar- 
rested if  they  did  not  stop.  Still,  the  Boston 
Elevated  can  come  through  that  district,  which 
is  comprised  practically  entirely  of  working 
people,  and  pound  with  sledges  for  four  or 
five  hours  during  the  hours  when  people  must 
sleep.  I  feel  they  ought  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  feelings  of  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  I  happen  to  live  just  as  much 
as  they  take  into  consideration  the  feeling  of 
people  who  live  in  any  other  section  of  the 
city,  and  that  they  ought  to  make  some  ar- 
rangements whereby  this  work  can  be  done  at 
some  other  time  and  not  disturb  the  sleep, 
during  the  early  morning  hours,  of  the  people 
in  that  district. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


CONFIRMATION   OF    APPOINTMENT.S. 

The  President  called  up  No.  1,  unfinished 
business,  viz. : 

1.  Action  on  appointments  Bubmitted  by 
the  Mayor  April  14  of  constables  authorized 
to  serve  civil  process  for  the  term  of  one  year 
beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May,  1924,  as 
contained  in  Document  44. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee— Ctoun.  Moriarty  and  Brickley.  Whole 
number  of  ballots  cast  9,  yeas  8,  nays  1,  and 
the  appointments  were  confirmed  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Saverio  Di  Donati  and  True  William 
Hunt,  which  were  laid  on  the  table  on  motion 
of    Coun.

LOAN  FOR  PLAYGROUND,  ROXBURY. 

The  President  called  up  No.  5,  unfinished 
business,  viz. : 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $85,000  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Park  Commission  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring  land  for  playground  pui-poses 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Jefferson  School,  Rox- 
bury,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to   said   amount. 

On  April  14,  1924,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once   and  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  0. 

The  oi-der  was  given  its  final  reading  and 
passed,   yeas    6,   nays   0,   the  vote  being : 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Moriarty, 
Purcell,   Walsh,   Watson— 6. 


QUESTION  OF  INFORMATION. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  if  a  member  has  the  right  to  sit 
here  and  not  vote  on  a  loan  order,  as  far  as 
our  laws   are  concerned,  in  the  Council. 

The  PRESIDENT— Of  course  I  do  know 
that  it  has  not  been  observed  at  the  last  sev- 
eral  meetings. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
likfe  to   find  that  out. 

The  PRESIDENT— Do  you  object  to  taking 
UP  No.  6  on  the  calendar  in  the  meantime? 

Coun.    MORIARTY— No. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  MORIARTY  rose 
on  his   request  for   information. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  asked 
for  some  information.  I  would  like  to  be  able 
to   get  it. 

Chairman  HEALEY — Perhaps  the  Clerk 
can  give  the  information  on  that.  I  will  ask 
Coun.  Donoghue  to  take  the  chair. 


President  DONOGHUE   in  the  chair. 


President  DONOGHUE— Rule  23  of  the 
City  Council  says :  "Every  member  who  shall 
be  present  when  a  question  is  put,  where  he  is 
not  excluded  by  interest  shall  give  his  vote 
unless  the  council  for  special  reasons  shall 
excuse  him.  Application  to  be  so  excused  on 
any  question  must  be  made  before  the  council 
is    divided,   or   before  the   calling    of   the    yeas 
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and  nays ;  and  such  application  ehall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate." 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  'teel 
that  if  any  of  the  rules  are  worth  anything 
then  they  are  all  worth  something.  I  came  in 
here  about  three  weeks  ago  and  I  found  the 
place  very  nice  and  clean — the  seats  taken 
out.  I  asked  who  did  the  job.  The  City  Mes- 
senger informed  me  that  he  wa^  carrying  out 
the,  rules  of  the  City  Council.  Nobody  was 
to  be  allowed  upon  the  floor  of  the  Council 
other  than  members  of  the  Council  and  those 
attached  to  the  Council  and  the  newspaper 
men.  And  that  rule  has  been  carried  out  for 
three  weeks.  If  that  I'ule  is  being  carried  out 
by  the  attaches  of  our  department,  then  I 
believe  that  the  I'ules  in  so  far  as  they  meant 
members  of  the  Council,  the  rules  pertaining 
to  their  limitations,  should  also  be  carried  out, 
and  I  feel  I  am  either  against  the  proposition 
or  I  am  for  it.  When  it  comes  to  voting  you 
cannot  be  neutral.  That  is  not  what  we  were 
sent  here  for.  We  were  sent  here  to  vote 
either  "yes"  or  "no"  on  all  questions.  If  any 
member  desires  not  to  be  recorded  he  has  the 
right  of  not  doing  so ;  but  on  all  questions 
members  should  be  made  to  live  up  to  the 
rules.  And  I  request  that  hereafter  on  all 
votes  that  all  members  of  the  Council,  on  a 
roll  call  vote,  if  they  are  in  the  chamber,  be 
compelled  to  vote  either  "yes"  or  'no"  on  all 
Questions. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  what  he 
says  is  right,  but  it  is  so  easy  to  overcome 
the  rule  by  walking  out  the  door.  The  reason 
I  did  not  vote  on  that  loan  order  is  because 
I  could  not  feel  right  in  letting  the  City  of 
Boston  get  a  ledge  for  a  playground  with- 
out plans  being  made  by  the  Park  Depart- 
ment as  to  the  way  they  were  going  to  iill 
in  and  lay  out  that  particular  part  of  the 
city  for  a  playground.  I  think  it  was  one 
of  those  orders  that  went  through  because  it 
was  a  playground.  More  or  less,  every  coun- 
cilor feels  that  a  vote  against  a  playgrcund 
puts  him  in  bad  with  the  people.  If  you  insist 
on  my  voting,  I  will  vote  "no,"  because  if  there 
was  ever  a  gold  brick  sold  to  the  City  Counc'l 
for  a  playground  that  ledge  is  the  gold 
brick.  The  city  will  wait  a  long,  long  time 
before  they  will  lay  that  out  and  fill  it  in  and 
blast  those  rocks  that  the  business  men  could 
not  get  out  of  there  when  they  were  running 
it  as  a  crusher.  I  know  that  it  looks  unusual 
for  a  man  not  to  vote  on  some  proposition, 
and  it  looks  unusual  to  vote  sometimes  for  a 
proposition.  I  would  vote  for  almost  any- 
thing for  a  playground,  but  I  coiild  not  con- 
ceive of  voting  for  a  ledge,  an  unused  ledge, 
for-  a  playground,  some  parts  of  it  10  feet 
above  the  street  and  others  15  feet  below  the 
street.  If  the  Park  Department  had  brought 
in  a  general  plan  to  lay  that  out,  why,  of 
course,  I  could  have  voted  for  it  but  rhcro 
wasn't  any  general  plan.  They  were  simply 
going  to  buy  the  property.  There  was  no  gen- 
eral plan  the  same  as  there  was  in  the  Eustis 
Playground  for  bleachers  and  the  running 
track,  and  there  wasn't  any  letter  from  the 
Mayor  saying  exactly  what  they  were  going 
to  do  ;  and  I  thought  that  the  nicest  way  and 
the  best  way  and  the  most  amicable  way  was 
to  remain  silent.  But  if  the  rules  are  put  up 
to  me,  I  would  request  the  Council  to  allow 
me  to  vote  "no"  on  that  proposition,  because 
while  I  will  vote  for  playgrounds  and  for  the 
improvement  of  all  districts,  I  will  never  vote 
for  a  proposition  such  as  was  contained  in 
that  unused  ledge  property  for  playground 
purposes. 

Coun.  LANE — ^Mr.  President,  a  few  weeks 
ago  we  had  a  number  of  loan  orders  which 
were  introduced  in  the  Council  which  more 
than  exhausted  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
city.  Coun.  Watson,  at  that  time,  and  myself 
stated  that  we  were  unwilling  to  vote  upon 
those  propositions,  not  upon  their  merits  as 
playgrounds  or  public  improvements  as  such, 
but  because  the  financial  condition  of  the  city 
would     not     permit     the     borrowing     of     that 


amount  of  money.  We  did  not  vote  when 
those  questions  came  up  and  I  do  not  think 
that  our  motives  were  questioned  at  that  time. 
On  this  present  occasion  there  came  a  ques- 
tion also  of  a  playground.  I  was  unwilling  to 
vote  against  giving  the  boys  that  district 
playgi-ound  but,  like  Coun.  Healey,  I  did  not 
believe  that  that  piece  of  property  was 
adapted  for  use  as  a  playground.  Just  as 
Coun.  Healey  has  said,  it  is  a  ledge,  in  some 
places  10  feet  above  ground  and  in  some 
places  15  feet  below,  and  I  believe  it  would 
take  half  a  million  dollars,  which  I  do  not 
think  the  city  will  ever  expend,  to  make  that 
playground  fit  for  such  use.  Therefore,  I 
thought  the  easiest  way  was  not  to  vote ;  but, 
if  I  am  transgressing  the  rules  of  the  Council 
and  it  is  demanded  that  I  go  on  record,  I,  too, 
will  vote  against  the  order  on  the  ground  that 
the  land  is  not  fit  for  a  playground  and  that 
it  will  take  probably  half  a  million  dollars  to 
majje  it  such,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
city  is  in  a  position  to  expend,  or  that  the 
Mayor  and  the  Park  Commissioners  will  feel 
like  appropriating,  that  amount  of  money, 
and  therefore,  if  they  desire,  I  will  vote  against 
it. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  take  an 
opposite  view  to  the  view  of  the  last  speaker. 
I  do  not  propose  to  vote  on  a  proposition  be- 
fore this  Council  unless  I  am  reasonably  cer- 
tain that  I  am  doing  that  vrhich  I  should  do. 
I  believe  it  is  absolutely  incorrect,  it  is  illogi- 
cal and  ridiculous  to  compel  a  man  to  vote  on 
any  proposition  here  on  which  he  does  not 
want  to  vote.  There  is  no  other  branch  in  the 
country  that  does  it.  I  think,  probably,  in  the 
Legislature  they  do  compel  them  to  vote  if 
they  get  them  inside  ;  but  I  do  not  think  it  is 
logical  to  compel  me  to  vote  on  a  proposition, 
for  or  against,  if  I  feel  I  cannot  vote  either 
way  and  save  my  conscience.  I  shall  refrain 
from  voting  regardless  of  the  rules,  and  I 
know  the  only  way  you  can  get  me  to  vote  is  by 
writ  of  mandamus.  I  am  going  to  continue  to 
reserve  my  vote,  for  or  against,  regardless  of 
the   rules  of   the  Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  interested  in  how  Coun.  Lane  or  Coun. 
Healey  vote.  They  may  vote  "yes"  or  "no" 
as  much  as  they  want — I  am  not  interested  in 
that.  You  have  a  rule  there.  If  the  rule 
isn't  any  good,  wipe  it  out.  If  everybody  is 
going  to  do  what  he  wants  to  do,  I  am  going 
to  bring  some  chairs  in  here  if  I  have  to 
bring  them  in  myself,  and  I  am  going  to  say 
to  the  people,  "Go  ahead  and  sit  in  there," 
and  I  am  going  to  tell  the  policemen  to  open 
the  door  and  let  them  come  in.  If  other 
people  ai-e  going  to  do  anything  they  want 
to  in  here,  I  believe  I  have  that  same  right. 
If  they  see  fit  to  break  one  rule,  I  have  the 
same  right  to  break  the  whole  of  them  as 
they  have  to  break  one.  So  far  as  going  on 
record  is  concerned.  I  do  not  care  what  they 
do.  I  do  not  care  whether  they  vote.  I  did 
not  bring  »p  the  point  for  that  purpose.  But 
I  feel  that  hereafter  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil who  is  in  the  chamber,  on  roll  call,  should 
be  compelled  to  leave  the  chamber.  That  is 
his  choice.'  Or  he  has  the  right  to  take  that 
provision  out  of  the  rules.  Of  coui-se,  they 
would  have  to  go  to  the  Legislature  and  take 
it  out  of  the  charter,  because  I  believe  the 
same  rule  is  in  the  charter.  Now  I  do  not 
want  to  criticise  anybody  for  taking  that 
right.  I  am  not  doing  it  because  Coun.  Lane 
did  not  vote  today,  or  because  Coun.  Healey 
did  not  vote  today.  I  am  not  taking  it  up  for 
that  reason.  There  isn't  anybody  in  here  that 
I  am  after  or  have  any  intentions  of  going 
after,  but  I  fee!  if  we  are  going  to  can?  out 
one  rule  they  should  all  be  carried  out.  If 
that  one  is  not  gping  to  be  carried  out,  I 
think  we  ought  to  tear  the  rest  of  them  up 
and   throw   them   out   the   window. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  he 
is  absolutely  right.  I  think  we  ought  to  run 
this  Council  with  a  rigid  observance  of  the 
law.  However,  it  will  make  a  rather  sad 
place  for  us  to  live  in.  There  will  be  no 
smoking   and   other   things,  and   there   will   be 
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some  puritanical  methods  of  legislation  here 
which  are  practically  unheard  of  throughout 
the  rest  of  the  United  States.  I  think  every- 
body agrees  that  rules  are  made  not  to  be 
broken  but  to  be  observed  under  the  ordinary 
conditions  of  life.  We  know  that.  If  all 
men  acted  right  at  all  times,  there  would  not 
be  any  necessity  for  any  rules.  But  there  are 
times  when  order  may  be  obtained  sometimes 
by  nonobservance  of  rules  and  mattere  wiil 
reach  a  right  end.  I  feel  that  it  would  have 
been  much  better  for  the  standing  of  the  Coun- 
cil if  the  statements  which  Coun.  Lane  and  my- 
self have  made  had  not  been  made.  I  think 
it  would  have  been  better  if  the  Council  was 
not  on  record  as  having  voted  in  favor  of  a 
i-ock  pile  for  a  playground.  I  did  not  want  to 
make  that  statement.  I  have  an  honorable 
view  of  the  standing  of  the  Council.  They  have 
done  pretty  well  in  the  last  several  years 
that  I  have  been  in  here,  and  I  did  not  like, 
naturally,  to  see  a  statement  made  that  they 
so  far  forgot  their  obsei-vance  of  public  comity, 
you  might  say,  as  to  allow  the  Mayor  or  any- 
body else  to  put  over  this  lot  on  them  for  a  play- 
ground. I  do  not  think  that  anybody  that 
ever  looked  upon  that  lot  would  say  that  it 
is  a  proper  place  for  children  to  play.  Two  or 
three  hundred  thousand  cubic  yards  of  filling 
will  be  required  before  it  can  be  made  suitable 
for  playground  purposes.  At  one  time,  I  was 
in  favor  of  giving  a  playground  out  there  if 
they  changed  the  wording  of  the  act ;  instead  of 
having  "the  lot  adjoining  the  school,"  have  it 
read  "in  the  neighborhood  of  the  school,"  but 
when  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment said  that  the  ledge  was  the  place  they 
were  going  to  take  for  the  playground,  I  said 
that  is  out  of  consideration,  and  so  far  as  I 
was  concerned  I  would  not  vote.  I  bow,  of 
course,  to  my  genial  friend  on  the  right,  and 
I  realize  that  we  have  been  chastened  some- 
what by  his  statement  that  we  have  broken 
the   rule. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  Coun. 
Healey  has  said  much  concerning  the  play- 
ground referred  to  as  being  a  ledge.  Now  I 
will  admit  that,  if  there  were  other  sites 
neai'by,  this  particular  site  is  not  ideal ;  but 
he  has  rather  exaggerated  the  condition  con- 
cerning the  so-called  playground  in  the  Jef- 
fei-son  School  district.  It  is  not  a  ledge.  A 
part  of  it  is  not  15  feet  below  the  surface  and 
a  part  of  it  above  the  street.  That  particular 
section  of  the  property  facing  on  Heath  street, 
on  which  the  Jefferson  School  stands,  is  level 
with  Heath  street.  The  playground  is  about 
10,  12  or  15  feet  below  Heath  street  but  on  a 
level  with  all  the  adjoining  streets  except 
Heath  street.  The  entrance  to  the  playground 
will  not  be  from  Heath  street.  It  may  be 
from  Heath  street  but  it  will  be  by  steps.  It 
is  not  a  ledge  in  the  w;ay  portrayed  by  Coun. 
Healey.  He  has  exaggerated  it  beyond  reason- 
ableness. It  is  not  any  such  thing  as  he  claims 
it  is.  If  he  had  seen  it  at  all,  well,  then,  he 
would  have  exaggerated  with  his  eyes  wide 
open  and  would  have  seen  that  it  is  a  tre- 
mendous exaggeration.  The  playground  will 
not  have  to  be  filled  in  ;  it  is  very  near  down 
to  grade  now.  It  probably  will  have  to  have 
a  surface  in  order  to  malte  it  a  decent  play- 
ground, and  perhaps  to  level,  but  it  wjil 
take  very  little  fill.  Now,  understand,  I  do 
not  think  it  is  the  ideal  place,  but  the  Plan- 
ning Board  says  it  is  O.  K.,  the  Park  De- 
partment says  it  is  O.  K.,  and  I  know  that 
there  is  no  other  locality  there,  no  more  large 
vacant  land  where  a  playground  can  be  lo- 
cated. Consequently,  I  am  satisfied  that  even- 
tually, like  all  the  playgrounds  we  have  had, 
it  will  be  a  vei-y  good  playground  and  will 
serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  has  been  taken. 
There  has  not  been  a  playground  taken  in 
Boston  that  was  not  considered  a  poor  taking 
and  a  ridiculous  location.  It  is  the  develop- 
ment of  it  that  makes  the  difference.  Even- 
tually, they  will  have  a  playground  there 
which  I  believe  will  suit  the  needs  and  be  a 
credit  to  the  locality ;  and  while  I  have  no 
desire  to  enter  into  any  debate  concerning  the 
proposition,    I   could   not  sit   here  and   permit 


Coun.  Healey  to  exaggerate  the  condition 
which  he  says  exists  there,  and  he  certainly 
has  exaggerated  it  beyond  reason,  and  he 
knows   it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  voted  for  the  so-called  ledge,  and 
I  have  no  apologies  to  make  to  anybody.  I 
wish  it  were  possible  to  cut  Franklin  Park  up 
and  bring  it  in  to  the  residential  sections. 
Then  we  would  have  ideal  playgrounds  in 
every  section.  The  masses  of  the  people  do 
not  have  the  selection  of  the  places  where 
they  live.  Those  were  long  ago  selected  by 
the  real  estate  promoters  of  this  town.  The 
real  estate  promoters,  some  years  ago,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  intro- 
duced a  bill  in  the  Legislature  to  get  the 
people  out  of  all  congested  districts,  to  the 
outlying  disti'icts,  and  promised  the  people  if 
they  would  go  out  in  the  outlying  districts, 
where  the  Elevated  was  then  running,  that 
they  would  have  a  5-cent  fare  for  twenty-five 
years.  That  was  the  promise  by  a  legislative 
act.  But  what  do  we  find?  We  find  out  that 
after  the  people  went  out  into  those  communi- 
ties the  act  was  changed  ;  after  they  went  out 
to  God's  country,  then  they  were  compelled  to 
pay  the  10-cent  fare.  In  the  congested  dis- 
tricts where  the  masses  live,  sites  are  not 
available,  with  green  grass  on  them  as  we 
see  in  many  playgrounds  like  Franklin  Field 
and  Franklin  Park.  I  will  agree  that  if 
there  was  one  of  those  places  in  the  near 
neighborhood  I  would  vote  for  it.  But  we  had 
a  petition  here  with  5,000  names  on  it,  I  am 
infoiined,  of  people  desiring  that  specific 
playground  be  given  to  those  people.  That 
specific  playground.  The  petition,  as  I  under- 
stand, read  "adjoining  the  Jefferson  School." 
That  is  the  only  place  available — adjoining 
the  Jefferson  School.  So,  while  it  did  not  say 
so  in  language,  it  meant  it  in  reality ;  and  if 
those  5,000  people  in  that  district  wanted  a 
playground,  I  voted  for  it,  and  I  hope  to  have 
the  opportunity  in  my  time  here  to  vote  for  a 
lot  more  of  them  in  that  kind  of  community. 
Now,  the  councilor  on  my  left  said  that  he 
had  great  condence  in  a  gentleman  who  sat 
here  this  afternoon — the  chairman  of  the 
Park  Deiiannent.  The  chairman,  so  far  as 
my  hearing  is  concerned,  said  that  although 
the  money  now  appropriated  would  not  be 
sufficient,  he  thought  by  grading  they  would 
make  a  fairly  good  playground  out  of  that, 
if  I  am  using  his  language  correctly.  There 
isn't  any  misunderstanding  on  this  matter 
here.  I  think  I  held  it  up  when  it  was  held 
up  first.  I  asked  the  membei-s  of  the  Council 
to  go  and  look  at  it.  I  think  that  is  true. 
I  thought  from  what  I  had  heard  that  it  was  a 
ledge,  and  that  it  was  being  foisted  on  the 
city  ;  but  I  got  some  information  ;  I  found  out 
that  there  was  a  political  uprising  out  there, 
that  they  were  starting  to  use  it  against  some 
one  for  election  to  political  office  and  in  favor 
of  some  political  position,  and  I  said  I  wasn't 
going  to  get  mixed  up  in  their  fight,  and  I 
agreed  to  vote  for  it,  and  did  vote  for  it.  The 
only  thing  I  hope  is  that  it  does  not  take  as 
long  to  put  it  in  shape  as  some  of  the  other 
playgrounds  for  which  the  money  has  already 
been  appropriated.  We  want  it  to  go  into 
something  that  has  been  bought  for  a  play- 
ground. We  appropriated  $50,000  for  Eagle 
Hill  in  East  Boston.  Was  there  anything 
more  outrageous  in  spending  $50,000  on  Eagle 
Hill  to  make  it  a  playground  than  there  is  for 
the   Bleiler   Playground  ? 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  wasn't  here  then. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  I  was.  I  voted 
against  it,  not  because  I  did  not  want  to  ap- 
propriate the  money  for  Eagle  Hill,  but  they 
were  taking  $50,000  from  something  which  I 
had  already  put  over.  But,  nevertheless,  I 
think  you  .agree  with  me  that  there  were 
places  in  the  near  vicinity  of  Eagle  Hill  which 
were  more  adapted  for  playground  purposes 
than  Eagle  Hill.  So,  to  satisfy  a  community, 
I  said  all  right.  But  I  had  no  intention  of 
bringing  out  the  fact  of  making   any   criticism 
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of  Coun.  Healey,  or  Coun.  Lane,  or  Coun.  Wat- 
son for  not  voting  on  any  specie  thing.  My 
contention  is  this,  that  if  the  rule  is  there  we 
should  be  compelled  to  live  up   to   the  rule. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like   to   ask   the  gentleman  a  question. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  reserve  the  right  to 
answer   it  or  not. 

Coun.  WATSON — ^I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman  whether  he  is  acting  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  by  talking  now  when  no  order 
or  anything  is  before  the  Council?  Is  he  ob- 
serving  the   rules  ? 

Coun.  MOEIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  in  answer  to  that,  that  I  am  acting  within 
my    rights. 

Coun.  WATSON — With  no  motion  before 
the   house  ? 

Coun.  MORIARTY — And  I  say  this  with  no 
criticism,  that  we  elected  a  presiding  officer 
to  conduct  our  meetings,  and  he  is  supposed, 
when  any  member  transgresses  the  rules,,  to 
enforce   the   rules. 

Coun.    WATSON— Absolutely. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— And  if  he  has  not  en- 
forced the  rules,  that  is  not  my  violation — 
that  is  his. 

Coun.  WATSON — Oh,  no.  You  know  you 
are   violating   the   rules. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  will  say  that,  until 
the  member  called  it  to  my  attention,  I  did  not 
realize  that  I   was   violating  the  rules. 

Coun.  WATSON — You  realize  it  now? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  do,  yes. 

Coun.   WATSON — Well,   let  us   adjourn. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— So,  Mr.  President,  with 
all  of  them  being  out  of  order  I  will  say  that 
the  member  who  asked  me  the  question  was 
continually  out  of  order  by  talking  to  me  while 
I  was  talking.  As  I  say,  I  am  not  interested 
but  I  feel,  with  no  feeling  against  the  pre- 
siding officer,  because  the  presiding  officer  was 
not  in  the  chair  when  the  vote  was  taken,  so 
I  couldn't  have  it  against  him,  but  I  am  go- 
ing to  say  that  as  a  member  of  the  Council 
during  the  remainder  of  my  term  while 
I  am  here  I  am  going  to  insist  on  every  roll 
call  that  the  vote  not  be  declared  until  every 
member  inside  of  the  chamber  is  recorded  as 
voting. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  Chair  might 
state  that  he  stepped  into  the  chair  in  the 
middle  of  this  condition,  and,  of  course,  he 
realizes  that  a  great  deal  of  latitude  has  been 
taken,  but  it  has  been  taken  by  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  who  have  participated  in 
the  debate,  and  that  includes  practically  evei-y- 
one  here  ;  so,  therefore,  the   Chair  did  not  feel 


that  he  could  shut  off  the  trend  of  talk  of  the 
members.  The  Chair  will  now  entertain  a 
motion  to  reconsider  matters  acted  upon  today.

THE    ANNUAL   BUDGET. 

The  following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  5,   1924. 
To  the   City   Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  section  3  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  I  submit  here- 
with the  estimates  of  the  several  departments 
for  the  fiscal  year  1924-25,  with  my  recom- 
mendations  thereon. 

This  year  the  statutory  tax  limit  for  general 
municipal  purposes  is  identical  with  that  of 
last  year,  namely,  $12.75  on  the  thousand. 
The  amount  that  can  be  raised  by  taxes  with- 
in the  $12.75  limit  is  $21,052,805.51,  to  which 
should  be  added  the  estimated  income  and  cash 
in  treasury  of  $6,148,142.34,  making  a  total 
available  for  general  municipal  purposes  of 
$27,200,947.85,  and  I  recommend  the  appro- 
priation  of  the   total   amount. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  municipal 
budget  as  here  submitted  for  wage  increases 
and  salary  adjustments  affecting  9,200  pereons 
in  the  employ  of  the  city.  These  advances 
represent  a  greater  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  to  be  benefited  and  in  the  amount  of 
money  represented  by  the  benefits  to  be  en- 
joyed than  ever  previously  accorded  in  the 
history   of   the   City  of   Boston. 

The  increases  in  the  case  of  the  lower  paid 
v/orkers  represent  a  measure  of  justice  to 
which  they  are  entitled,  not  only  because  of 
the  character  of  labor  performed  but  because 
of  the  living  costs  which  prevail  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

I  sincerely  trust  the  Council  in  its  wisdom 
will  see  fit  to  approve  the  increases  as  recom- 
mended and  which  I  regard  as  an  important 
factor  in  the  stabiliizing  of  the  saving  wage 
which  resulted  from  the  shortage  of  man  power 
during  the  period  of  the  World  War  and  the 
economic  necessity  for  which  is  today  recog- 
nized by   every  student  of  economic  conditions. 

The  salary  increase  schedule  contained  in 
the  budget  for  1924-25  this  day  submitted  pro- 
vides that  salary  increases  of  all  city  em- 
ployees shall  be  effective  as  of  April  4,  with 
the  exception  of  patrolmen  and  firemen,  whose 
salary   increases   will   be  as   of   August   1,    1924.

powei'  would  be  available  I  was  unable  to 
transmit  the  budget  estimates  to  your  honor- 
able body.  It  will  now  require  extraordinary 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council  to  pass 
the  budget  in  order  that  funds  may  be  pro- 
vided necessary  for  the  execution  of  depart- 
mental work,  as  we  are  now  close  to  the  time 


when  the  expenditures  permitted  by  law  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  the  appropriation  bill  will 
be   exhausted. 

This  budget  is  submitted  in  substitution  for 
the  one  filed  with  your  honorable  body  on 
February  29,  1924.

This  small  lot  was  acquired  when  takings 
were  made  for  Stony  brock,  and  is  not  needed 
to  protect  the  channel  as  it  is  outside  of  the 
area  reserved  for  protection. 

The  land  is  of  little  value  to  the  city,  there- 
fore I  advise  that  the  offer  of  15  cents  a 
square  foot  be  accepted,  which  is  the  assessed 
value  of  the  front  land. 

I  enclose  a  communication  from  Herbert  R. 
Morse  relative  to  the  matter  and  sketches 
showing   location   of  land.

PLAYGROUND, SOUTH  BOSTON. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  for 
the  consideration  of  your  honorable  body  a 
recommendation  and  order  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  public  playground  in  that 
section  of  South  Boston  bounded  by  Bolton, 
D   and    West  Third   streets. 

This  recommendation,  as  set  forth  in  the 
appended  communication  from  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board,  provides  for  the  eliminatioh  of 
certain  structures  some  of  which  are  in  use 
as  stables  and  which  today  constitute  a  menace 
to  the  health  of  the  people  living  in  this  sec- 
tion. 

The  recommendation  here  made  is  in  con- 
formity -with  the  custom  adopted  in  1916  of 
appropriating  a  sum  of  money  annually  for 
the  elimination  of  sooarces  of  infection  in  the 
city  and  the  establishment  in  place  thereof  of 
additional  lungs  for  the  city  in  the  shape  of 
parks. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir. — The  City  Plannins  Board  has 
given  careful  consideration  to  your  letter  of 
March  14,  1923,  asking  for  an  investigation 
and  report  with  regard  to  the  advisfibility  of 
creating  a  neighborhood  playground  in  the  ter- 
ritory  lying  between  D   and   E  streets,   Bolton 


and  West  Third  streets,  South  Boston  (Block 
66)  and  submits  herewith  its  conclusions  with 
reference  thereto. 

The  area  in  question,  exclusive  of  the  church 
property  located  at  the  southeasterly  end  of 
the  block,  comprises  33,410  square  feet,  or 
approximately  three-fourths  of  an  acre,  with 
an  assessed  valuation,  land  and  buildings,  of 
$43,500.  In  shape,  it  is  long  and  narrow,  or 
about  335  feet  long  by  100  feet  wide. 

The  buildings,  which  are  used  for  dwelling 
purposes  and  for  stables,  are  of  wooden  con- 
struction, and  some  of  them  are  in  exceeding- 
ly bad  repair.  There  is  also  a  considerable 
amount  of  open  space,  totalling  approximately 
9,000  square  feet,  or  more  than  25  per  cent  of 
the  entire  area,  which  is  largely  utilized  at 
the  present  time  for  the  storage  of   vehicles. 

According  to  the  1920  census,  there  are  200 
persons  living  in  the  block.  In  blocks  imme- 
diately adjoining,  the  density  of  population  is 
much  greater.  In  fact,  it  is  in  a  highly  con- 
gested section  of  the  district,  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  is  not  served  by  existing  playgrounds. 

There  is  no  question  but  what  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  community  play  space  in  this 
locality  would  be  a  desirable  improvement, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  since 
the  withdrawal  of  the  Commonwealth  play- 
ground four  blocks  away,  no  substitute  area 
has  been  set  apart  for  recreation  purposes. 

The  desire  of  the  larger  boys  for  athletics 
is  met  by  the  unusual  facilities  at  Columbus 
Park  and  at  the  Christopher  J.  Lee  Play- 
ground which  has  been  recently  enlarged  and 
developed. 

So  far  as  the  locality  immediately  under 
consideration  is  concerned,  two  small  com- 
munity playgrounds  already  exist  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  younger  children  in  the  vicinity  of 
each,  i.  c,  between  West  Fifth  street  and  Gold 
street,  20.244  square  feet;  and  B  street  at 
West  Third  street,  12,014  square  feet ;  but 
these  are  too  remote  from  the  Bolton  street 
site  to  be  available  for  the  children  of  that 
neighborhood. 

In  addition  to  providing  a  much  needed 
play  space  for  the  little  children  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, the  acquisition  of  this  area  by  the 
city  would  serve  to  bring  into  desirable  use 
an  otherwise  unsightly  and  unattractive  area. 
At  the  same  time,  but  very  few  people  would 
be  dispossessed,  since  much  of  the  property 
in  the  proposed  takinii  is  either  occupied  by 
stables  or  entirely  free  from  buildings. 

The  City  Planning  Board  feels  that  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  community  play  space  in  the 
area  bounded  by  Bolton,  D.  West  Third  and 
E  streets  would  be  an  entirely  feasible  and 
desirable  act  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  recommends  therefore  that  the  mat- 
ter have  your  Honors  favorable  consideTation.

LEGISLATION    CONCERNING    CITY 
COUNCIL. 

Coun.   WATSON   offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Under  the  recent  charter  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Gity  Council  is  elected 
at  large,  and  at  two  elections  within  ten  years, 
the  voters  have  decisively  lejected  a  proposed 
change  to  the  district  system. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  protests  against  the  enactment  of  any 
legislation  to  amend  the  city  charter  in  the 
matter  of  the  election  of  a  City  Council  un- 
less such  legislation  has  a  referendum  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  give  the  voters  an  opportunity 
to  vote  to  retain  the  present  system  if  they 
so  desire. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
preamble  and   resolution. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  will  take 
but  a  moment  or  two  of  the  Council's  time 
in  speaking  to  this  resolution.  The  charter 
which  provided  for  the  election  of  nine  mem- 
bers at  large,  three  to  be  elected  each  year, 
was  accepted  by  a  referendum.  That  Belec- 
tion  was  made  as  a  choice  between  two  char- 
ters, and  the  voters  expressed  their  opinion 
by  accepting  the  present  charter,  which  pro- 
vided for  nine  members  at  large.  I  appre- 
ciate the  fact  that  in  introduoing  this  resolu- 
tion myself,  or  if  any  other  member  of  the 
Council  introduced  it,  we  are  liable  to  be 
criticised  for  having  a  selfish  motive  in  view. 
Be  that  as  at  may.  I  want  to  say  that  there 
is  another  motive  that  also  enters  into  it, 
and  that  is  the  question  that  the  acceptance  of 
a  change  in  the  charter  should  be  decided  in 
the  same  manner  in  which  the  act  itself  was 
accepted.  The  Committee  on  Cities  of  the 
present  Legislature  has  reported  a  bill,  I  am 
informed  through  the  press,  I  think  correctly, 
that  two  systems  are  to  be  referred  to  the 
voters  of  Boston,  one  of  which  shall  be  se- 
lected by  them  as  the  system  they  desire. 
One  system  will  provide  for  a  member  from 
each  of  the  wards,  twenty-six  in  all,  and  the 
other  win  provide  for  five  boroughs,  with  three 
members  for  each  borough.  I  have  nothing 
to  say  concerning  the  merits  of  either  of  the 
two  plans  proposed,  except  that  the  borough 
system  will  provide  positively  nine  Republicans 
in  this  body  as  against  six  Democrats,  and 
the  district  system  will  provide  for  a  good 
round  majority  for  the  Democrats.  That  is 
nothing  against  either  proposition,  but  there 
is  a  greater  question  involved.  The  people 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  select  one 
of  two  plans  of  City  Council  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  will  have  no  opportunity  to  di- 
rectly decide  whether  or  not  they  desire  to 
do  away  with  the  ijresent  method  of  electing 
the  City  Council.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  voters  accepted  the  present  charter  by 
referendum,  they  should  have  the  same  oppor- 
tunity of  deciding  whether  or  not  it  should  con- 


tinue. We  all  know  that  the  question  of  con- 
tinuing the  present  City  Council  has  been 
twice  referred  to  the  voters  and  by  decisive 
vote  they  have  voted  to  retain  the  present 
Council.  The  advocates  of  a  change  are  cry- 
ing that  it  will  raise  the  standard  of  member- 
ship here.  As  an  ordinary,  practical  individ- 
ual, one  who  has  been  In  touch  with  the 
political  siuation  for  some  years  and  who  has 
been  a  pretty  keen  student,  I  think  I  can 
say  without  fear  of  contradiction,  of  city  af- 
fairs, I  feel  that  the  so-called  standard  of 
the  City  Council  will  remain  about  as  it  is 
under  any  system.  Those  who  claim  that  the 
standard  should  be  raised  have  in  mind  big 
business  men  or  men  of  affairs,  men  who 
are  big  taxpayers,  coming  in  here  ;  but  those 
gentlemen  will  not  make  any  sacrifice  to  be- 
come members  of  this  body.  I  challenge  the 
opponents  of  this  body,  those  who  criticise 
the  standard  of  the  membership,  individually 
and  collectively  to  point  out  an  elective  body 
in  the  country  that  has  been  more  faithful 
to  its  constituency,  taking  in  the  entire  city, 
than  this  body  has  been.  Every  improvement 
that  deserved  favorable  action  has  received  it 
at  the  hands  of  this  Council  since  it  has 
been  in  existence.  We  do  not  play  favorites 
with  any  particular  section  of  Boston.  The 
most  extreme  end  of  the  city,  with  or  with- 
out a  councilor,  gets  the  attention  of  the 
entire  nine  members,  and  there  is  positiively 
no  logrolling.  Evei-y  single  measure  we  act 
on  here  stands  on  its  own  foundation  and 
is  passed  or  defeated  on  merit  alone.  I  be- 
lieve the  Legislature  is  going  to  be  fajir  in 
this  matter.  I  know  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities,  and  he  is  a  very  fair  gen- 
tleman. I  believe  if  the  matter  is  properly 
brought  to  their  attention  that  they  will  see 
the  wisdom  of  giving  the  people  of  Boston 
an  opportunity  to  determine  "yes"  or  "no" 
on  the  question  of  whether  they  desire  to  do 
away  with  the  present  system.  I  realize  that 
no  words  of  mine  will  hasten  favorable  action. 
I  don't  know  whether  I  have  even  started 
anything.  For  the  sake  of  argument  I  will 
admit  that  there  is  a  selfish  motive  on  our 
part,  perhaps,  in  passing  this  resolution ;  but 
I  will  say,  and  without  fear  of  contradiction, 
that  neither  of  the  two  systems  proposed 
will  ever  be  any  improvement  on  the  present. 
Even  if  they  were  both  better,  the  question 
of  whether  the  people  should  do  away  with 
the  present  system  should  be  presented  to 
them  for  their  action.  I  trust  that  the  Legis- 
lature in  its  wisdom  will  give  the  people  of 
Boston  a  true  referendum  on  this  question, 
having  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  peo- 
ple shall  do  away  with  the  present  system 
placed  on  the  ballot  at  the  very  earliest  op- 
portunity, for  their  determination.  I  move 
a  susnenslon  of  the  rule  that  the  resolution 
may  be  passed   at  this  time. 


Coun.    MORIARTY   in   the    chair. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  am 
glad  that  Coun.  Watson  introduced  that  reso- 
lution, because  I  also  am  interested  in  that 
particular  piece  of  legislation  which  is  being 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  or  has  been  re- 
ported upon  favorably  by  the  Committee  on 
Cities.  When  they  ask  the  citizens  of  Boston 
to  raise  the  standard  of  the  membei'ship  of 
this  Council,  I  say  to  the  Republican  Legisla- 
ture, first  raise  the  standard  of  the  type  of 
men  who  are  elected  to  the  Legislature,  be- 
cause, when  you  come  to  think  of  it  seriously, 
and  when  you  stop  to  think  that  a  lot  of 
hiclts  from  West  Burlap  and  East  Henniker 
are  legislating  for  the  intelligent  electorate  ot 
Boston,  it  is  a  most  outrageous  and  outlandish 
condition.  I  think  the  Republican  party  are 
going  one  step  too  far  when  they  are  attempt- 
ing to  dictate  practically  entirely  the  way  in 
which  the  people  of  Boston  shall  conduct  them- 
selves. Today  we  have  the  spectacle  of  a  Po- 
lice Commissioner  appointed  from  Beacon 
Hill  for  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
with  jurisdiction  over  the  entire  police  af- 
fairs  of    Boston,    and   with    the    Mayor    of   our 
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city  absolutely  without  any  question  the  choice 
of  the  people  as  representing  this  city  of  ours, 
■without  any  word  to  say  as  to  how  the  Po- 
lice Department  shall  be  conducted.  We  have 
the  Finance  Commission  appointed  by  a  Re- 
publican Legislature,  which  has  no  place  in 
Boston's  affairs.  We  have  the  Licensing 
Board  appointed  by  a  Republican  Legislature, 
which  has  no  reason  for  existence  today  other 
than  to  provide  jobs  for  a  few  lame  Republican 
ducks.  Then  we  have  the  Republican  Legis- 
lature making  the  citizens  of  Boston  every 
year  think  they  are  going  to  make  the  tax 
limit  what  the  citizens  of  Boston  want  it  to 
be,  and  then  giving  us  what  they  want.  Just 
go  to  the  Legislature  and  see  the  type  of 
men  who  sit  there  on  the  committees,  and 
compare  them  with  some  of  the  men  who 
are  elected  to  legislative  office  in  our  city. 
Gentlemen,  there  is  no  comparison  whatso-aver. 
In  my  opinion,  those  who  have  been  elected 
to  the  City  Council  are  so  far  superior  to 
those  hayshakers,  as  I  might  say,  from  Y/est 
Dennis  or  some  other  outlying  section,  who  don't 
see  in  their  lifetimes  probably  200  people, 
that  there  is  no  possible  comparison.  And 
yet  they  attempt  to  legislate  for  us.  ^  It  is 
an  almost  nidiculous  condition.  I  don't  care 
what  they  do,  what  system  they  want  to  put 
into  effect,  but  when  they  attempt  to  make 
this  Council  a  Republican  Council,  against  the 
wishes  of  a  Democratic  city,  I  say  that  the 
answer  will  be  given  to  them  on  the  next  elec- 
tion day,  when  they  are  seeking  to  put  over 
their  candidate  for  governor  and  w'nen  they 
are  seeking  to  put  over  their  candidate  for 
United  States  senator.  The  demoericy  of 
Boston  will  rise  in  its  might  and  crush  them 
to  earth,  where  they  should  have  been  rele- 
gated years  and  years  ago.  They  do  not  rep- 
resent the  true  sentiment  of  our  people,  and 
I  feel  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
those  now  in  control  on  Beacon  Hill  will  be 
swept  into  political  oblivion  forever.  I  hope 
the  resolution   will  pass.

MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  am  go- 
ing to  vote  "yes''  but  I  am  not  pix>tecting  my- 
self by  voting  "yes  "  It  is  a  playground,  and 
it  is  the  only  playground  for  which  an  appro- 
priation has  been  made  this  year  where  we 
have  heard  anything  from  the  Finance  (Com- 
mission. There  have  been  other  playgrounds 
sent  in  here  upon  which  they  have  made  no 
report  whatsoever  :  and  I  say  openly  here  to- 
day that  if  this  were  a  matter  in  which  the 
Edison  Company  was  interested  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  would  not  have 
made  any  report  on  this  playground.  That  is 
proven  by  the  Edison  now  making  an  offer  to 
buy    the    piece    of    land    that   this   same    agent. 


]VIAY   12,    1924. 
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Mr.  Andrews,  desired  to  swap  for  the  land  in 
question.  If  the  Edison  man  was  not  interested 
in  the  Cottage  street  piece  of  Jand,  and  if  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  was  not 
interested  in  the  Edison,  we  would  have  heard 
no  protest.  I  thinlc  it  is  about  time  that  the 
Finance  Commission  got  down  to  real  business, 
instead  of  being  in  the  employ  of  large  cor- 
porations   within   our    city.

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Coun.  Healey  and  Walsh. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  this  Di  Donato  has  been  held  up.  I 
understand  that  there  are  charges  on  which  he 
has  been  sued  in  court.  If  that  is  so,  and  if 
that  is  the  type  of  fellow  he  ds,  going  out  and 
working  in  the  interests  of  these  instalment 
houses,  I  don't  think  you  fellows  ought  to  vote 
to  give  him  a  commission  here.  Of  course,  I 
realize  that  perhaps  it  may  mean  polutilcal 
death,  in  some  instances,  to  oppose  these  fel- 
lows, but  if  I  have  to  go  to  political  death  be- 
cause I  am  going  to  hold  back  on  the  likes  of 
tnese  fellows,  I  am  going  to  political  death. 
This  fellow  just  called  me  out  and  pleaded 
with  me  to  let  him  go  by,  and  1  have  received 
Itttei-s  from  some  of  these  men  saying  th^t 
they  were  not  hangmen.  Well,  I  may  have 
caJled  them  the  wrong  name,  and  perhaps  I 
have  been  a  little  lenient  in  calling  them  that 
name.  I  think  some  of  them  are  worse  than 
that.  I  think  we  ought  to  be  very,  very  careful. 
1  don't  think  we  are  running  into  the  best  of 
times,  and  with  the  number  of  peoiple  who  are 
unemployed  and  who  owe  some  of  these  instal- 
ment houses  money,  I  have  a  good  deal  of 
sympathy  with  the  poor  unfortunate  foi-eigner 
who  comes  into  our  midst  and  who  does  not 
know  the  law  and  does  not  realize  what  he  is 
up  against.  Some  of  these  men  are  going  out 
with  their  badges  and  scaring  a  number  of 
people  in  the  residential  sections.  I  think  it 
is  time  that  we  made  an  example  of  some  of 
th^m.  I  realize  that  takng  two  perhaps  out  of 
100  is  not  much  of  an  example,  but  I  do  want 
to  say  that  I  now  reiterate  every  remark  I 
made  three  or  four  weeks  aijo  in  regard  to 
constables,  and  I  feel  that  you  members  here 
ought  to  vote  against  these  fellows.  Perhaps 
we  ought  also  to  take  some  other  action.  I 
feel,  with  regard  to  evei-y  complaint  that  has 
been  made  in  the  Law  Department  against  any 
man  serving  'as  a  constable  in  the  city,  that  we 
ought  to  have  the  Law  Department  report  to 
us,  and  where  they  have  found  that  that  man 
has  done  things  he  should  not  have  done  with 
his  commission,  I  don't  think  he  should  receive 
a  constable's  commission  from  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. I  realize  that  there  are  some  men  here 
who  work  for  the  city,  where  we  have  to  serve 
writs.  I  have  no  objection  to  those  men  going 
through.  But  I  am  referring  tx)  those  men 
who   are   outside   working,   who   will   take   any 


kind  of  a  job  that  is  possible  to  be  covered  with 
the  commission  that  they  receive  at  your  hands. 
The  trouble  is  that  there  is  no  adequate  inves- 
tigation made  of  these  fellows.  Anybody  in 
public  life  may  go  into  the  Mayor  and  ask 
that  a  certain  name  be  sent  in  as  a  constable, 
and  nobody  knows  whether  the  man  came  f  rorn 
Sing  Sins,  whether  he  has  served  a  term  in 
State  Priso-n  or  some  other  place,  or  what 
his  antecedents  have  been.  For  all  that  is 
known,  such  men  may  have  served  a  tei-m  in 
prison  and,  if  not,  a  lot  of  them  ought  to  do 
so,  arid,  if  you  allow  them  to  hold  a  commis- 
sion, some  of  them  will  eventually  do  so.  It 
may  be  rather  late  at  this  date  to  simply 
take  up  the  matter  of  these  two  constables, 
but  I  do  think  we  should  be  cautious  and 
where  there  is  an  opportunity  to  protect  those 
responsible  for  us  toeing  here  that  we  should 
protect  them.  In  so  far  as  this  case  is  con- 
cerned, I  am  going  to  move  that,  the  matter 
be  laid  on  the  table,  and  that  the  Law  Depart- 
ment send  us  a  list  of  all  the  constables  against 
whom  there  have  been  charges  and  concerning 
whom  the  charges  have  been  found  to  be  true. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  either  one  of  these  two  men.  They 
may  be  all  that  Coun.  Moriarty  says  they  are. 
But  a  m'urderer  is  entitled  to  a  chance.  The 
most  evil  individual  is  entitled  to  defend  him- 
self. I  think  perhaps  the  better  way  to  do 
with  these  two  names  is  to  lay  them  on  the 
table  and  to  serve  notice  on  these  two  men  to 
be  present  next  Monday  before  the  Council, 
giving  them  an  oppo.rtunity  to  defend  them- 
selves against  the  charges,  if  there  are  charges, 
and  that  the  Law  Department  be  requested  to 
send  down  such  information  as  they  have 
against  the  applicants.  Of  course,  if  there 
have  been  changes  prefen-ed  aganst  any  men 
and  proven,  I  don't  think  the  Law  Department 
would  attemipt  to  protect  them  as  constables 
or  otherwise.  If  they  should,  it  would  be  en- 
tirely wrong.  If  they  prove  to  be  men  who 
ai-e  unfit,  who  are  not  doing  their  duty  prop- 
erly, of  course  we  can  vote  against  them.  I 
am  entirely  agreeable  to  having  the  matter  lie 
on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting  and  having 
these  two  men  appear  before  the  Council  and 
defend  themselves  against  charges,  if  there 
are  charges  made  against   them. 

It  was  voted  that  action  upon  the  two  names 
referred  to  toe  assigned  to  the  next  meeting : 
that  the  two  appointees  be  requested  to  appear 
at  that  time,  and  that  the  Law  Department  be 
req'uested  to  send  to  the  Council  infonnation 
concerning  charges  which  have  been  made 
against  them.

Replyin.cs  to  your  letter  of  May  2,  regarding 
the  resolve  of  the  City  Council  favoring  the 
enactment  of  legislation  for  the  reinstatement 
of  Thomas  F.  Denning,  beg  to  advise  that  he 
was  employed  in  this  department  from  1905 
to  190S  and  from  1912  to  1920  as  a  teamster 
and  laborer  in  the  Sanitary  and  Paving 
Services. 

He  left  on  account  of  sickness  on  September 
30,  1920,  and  failing  to  return  within  six 
months,  he  resigned  under  the  civil  service 
rules   on  March    30,   1921. 

He  is  now  sixty-five  years  of  asre  and 
served  the  department  for  eleven  years  and 
it  appears  to  me  that  his  reinstatement  at 
this  late  date  is  for  the  purpose  of  applying 
for  a  nension  later.  If  this  is  so  he  would 
be  obliged  to  serve  the  city  for  fourteen 
years  under  the  old  and  fifteen  years  under  the 
new   pension  act.

OPPOSITION  TO  PROPOSED  NEW 
CHARTER. 
Coun.  GILBODY  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  requested  to  veto  any  legislation  passed  by 
the  Legislature  which  deprives  the  citizens  of 
Boston  of  the  rights  of  self-government  and 
home  rule. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  ask  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  so  that  the  order  may 
go  on  its  passage  at  this  time.  I  have  in- 
troduced the  order  at  this  time  for  the  reason 
that  I  feel  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
before  he   is  a  party  man  is  first  a  Bostonian. 


I  feel  that  the  Legislature  on  Beacon  Hill  is 
passing  the  most  pernicious  legislation  that 
has  ever  been  foisted  on  the  people  of  our 
city  during  the  closing  days  of  this  legislative 
session.  We  pick  up  the  papers  every  day 
and  find  that  they  are  reaching  more  and  more, 
deeper  and  deeper,  into  the  affairs  of  our  city, 
legislators  who  happen  to  come  from  rural 
communities,  in  small  outlying  sections  of  the 
state.  For  instance,  I  find  that  two  of  the 
illustrious  senators  who  took  issue  with  a  few 
of  my  remarks  a  few  weeks  ago  are,  one,  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Cities,  Senator 
Haigis,  who  comes  from  Greenfield,  with  a 
population  of  about  15,000,  and  Se'nator  Moran, 
who  comes  from  Mansfield,  with  a  population 
of  5,000.  I  might  refer  to  them,  coming  from 
Mansfield  and  Greenfield,  as  a  couple  of  "field" 
mice.  They  don't  know  what  it  is  all  about, 
and  yet  they  are  attempting  to  legislate  for  a 
city  of  over  750,000  inhabitants.  I  get  the 
term  "hayshaker"  from  Hagis,  from  the 
"green  fields."  In  fact,  I  would  like  to  sug- 
gest to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  he  set  aside 
a  part  of  Franklin  Park  where  the  sheep 
graze,  putting  a  lot  of  arrows  on  the  way 
out  so  that  these  men  can  find  their  way,  where 
they  can  (jo  out  and  munch  their  noonday  meal 
on  the  benches,  enjoying  home  conditions. 
So  far  as  their  attempting  to  legislate  for 
Boston  is  concerned,  it  is  high  time  that  we 
retaliated.  I  feel  that  if  we  refused  to  pay  any 
state  assesments  or  pay  any  county  appropria- 
tions for  others  than  those  who  live  in  our  city 
or  in  Suffolk  County,  we  would  soon  get 
action  and  relief  from  these  people  in  the 
Legislature  who  are  attempting  to  legislate  for 
us.  We  are  intelligent  enough,  have  an  in- 
telligence far  beyond  theirs,  in  my  opinion, 
to  legislate  for  our  people.  Now,  not  content 
with  changing  the  charter,  they  do  so  without 
even  giving  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  right 
to  say  whether  or  not  we  should  retain  our 
present  system  of  government.  They  do  not 
even  allow  the  submission  of  a  question  on  the 
ballot  which  will  allow  us  to  decide  whether 
we  shall  retain  the  present  system  or  shall 
have  another ;  but,  ignoring  the  present  system 
entirely,  they  propose  to  simply  allow  us  to 
decide  whether  we  shall  have  a  borough  system 
or  a  system  under  which  the  Council  shall  be 
elected  one  from  each  ward  to  represent  the 
citizens  here.  I  say  that  they  should  at  least 
have  given  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  right 
to  say  whether  or  not  the  present  form  of 
government,  the  present  method  of  electing 
councilors,  should  be  continued.  That,  it  seems 
to  me,  is  only  a  fair  proposition.  Then  they 
even  re'ach  in  here  and  say  at  what  hours  we 
shall  open  our  polls,  that  we  shall  open  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  close  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  What  business  is  it 
of  theirs  what  time  we  close  the  polls  here 
in  Boston  ?  They  have  been  trying  on  Beacon 
Hill  for  years  to  get  the  people  out  to  vote, 
and  now  these  progressive  leaders,  in  spite  of 
that  attempt,  are  ti-ying  to  foist  this  system 
on  the  pe'ople  of  our  city.  If  they  are  going 
to  limit  the  opening  of  the  poles  to  ten  hours, 
they  might  have  the  hours  from  ten  in  the 
forenoon  until  eight  in  the  evening,  so  that 
those  of  us  who  have  to  work  for  a  living 
might  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  after  we 
got  home  from  work.  But  they  want  to  in- 
convenience democratic  Boston,  and  I  feel  that 
they  have  gone  altogether  too  far.  The  only 
solution  of  the  problem,  in  my  opinion,  is 
to  have  his  Honor  the  Mayor  refuse  to  pay 
any  assessments,  refuse  to  pay  any  state  tax, 
refuse  to  pay  anything  that  they  ask  for,  un- 
til some  recognition  is  given  to  Boston,  not 
paying  a  sinple  nickel  that  we  do  not  have  to 
pay  until  such  time  as  they  legislate  fairly  on 
Beacon  Hill  for  our  city.  I  hope  the  order 
will   pass. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  is  unfor- 
tunate that  I  have  not  got  a  clipping  of  the 
article'  I  got  this  morning  from  a  very  eminent 
lady  in  the  Commonwealth,  a  resident  of  Bos- 
ton,   Alice   Stone   Blackwell,    who    I   think   has 
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presented  to  the  Governor  in  her  letter  as 
strong  an  argument  as  we  could  make  to  have 
him  veto  the  proposed  charter  act.  She  said, 
very  properly,  as  every  intelligent  and  fair- 
minded  man  and  woman  would  say,  that  he- 
fore  they  attempt  to  change  the  charter  with 
reference  to  election  of  councilors,  they  should 
permit  the  City  of  Boston  to  draw  the  ward 
lines.  I  don't  know  as  I  can  say  much  more 
concerning  the  matter.  I  think  the  proposed 
legislation  is  a  very,  very  vicious  piece  of 
legislation.  I  think  the  state  representatives 
of  the  Republican  oi-ganization  feel  in  their 
heart  that  it  is  pernicious  and  dangerous,  but 
it  has  got  beyond  them.  I  am  satisfied  that 
Beacon  Hill  intends  to  harass  and  undermine 
the  Democratic  Party  in  Boston  as  far  as  It 
can  do  so,  in  every  particular.  I  haven't  any- 
thing to  say  further  concerning  that,  except 
that  they  are  handling  something  they  know 
nothing  about.  They  are  looking  at  the  mat- 
ter from  one  point  of  view  only,  and.  that  is 
to  please  an  element  in  Boston  which  desires 
to  send  members  to  this  body  who  will  con- 
trol the  body.  I  will  have  served  in  this  body 
for  twelve  years  at  the  end  of  my  term,  and 
I  want  to  say  that  I  have  been  just  as  free 
as  any  man  in  public  life  could  be.  I  have 
not  been  controlled  or  intimidated  by  any  cliques 
or  influences.  I  have  voted  on  the  matters 
which  have  come  before  us  on  their  merits, 
from  start  to  finish,  on  all  measures.  The  fact 
even  that  Ward  S  has  not  given  me  many 
votes  on  election  day  has  not  influenced  me 
to  vote  against  proper  improvements  in  that 
ward.  I  have  not  at  any  time  been  influenced 
against  such  improvements,  when  I  thought 
they  were  desirable,  by  the  fact  that  the 
voters  of  the  ward  have  not  been  sta-ongly 
for  me,  but  have  acted  solely  with  regard  to 
the  merits  of  the  propositions  that  have  come 
before  us.  I  have  not  permitted  my  feelings 
to  run  away  with  me,  as  has  been  the  case 
with  meTnbers  of  the  Legislature  on  this  par- 
ticular matter.  I  am  satisfied  that  before  many 
years  have  passed,  if  this  act  goes  into  eifect, 
the  Republican  Party  in  Boston  and  the  few 
Democrats  who  have  been  working  hand  in 
hand  with  them  will  regret  the  passage  of 
either  of  these  proposed  methods  of  electing 
councilors  for  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have 
some  harsh  things  in  mind  that  I  might  say, 
but  I  realize  it  would  be  like  throwing  water 
on  a  duck's  back.  They  have  made  up  their 
minds  on  the  hill,  and  they  are  going  through 
with  the  plan,  and  we  are  simply  wasting  our 
time  when  we  set  up  a  protest.  They  have  said 
that  the  people  of  Boston  shall  not  have  an 
opportunity  by  referendum  to  decide  whether 
or  not  they  wish  a  change  from  the  present 
system.  They  are  submitting  two  plans  upon 
which  the  people  can  vote.  If  they  accept  the 
borough  system  the  Republican  Party  will  have 
control  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  But  that  plan  will  never  be  ac- 
cepted. There  will  be  a  body  of  twenty-six 
councilors  in  this  chamber,  elected  by  the  peo- 
ple, one  from  each  individual  ward,  and  there 
will  be  a  Democratic  majority.  Under  the 
borough  system,  of  course,  if  that  were  ac- 
cepted, there  would  be  a  Republican  majority, 
but  what  we  will  see  will  be  a  body  of  twenty- 
six  members,  one  from  each  ward,  and  it  will 
be  a  Democratic  body.  Certainly  the  standard 
of  the  City  Council  will  not  be  improved  one 
iota.  If  the  standard  of  the  Council  is  not 
high,  or  is  not  as  high  as  the  press  or  some 
others  would  like  to  have  it,  the  fault  lies 
in  just  one  place,  and  that  is  with  the  voters. 
The  voters  of  Boston  are  entitled  to  just  the 
kind  of  government  they  vote  for, — good,  bad 
or  indifferent.  If  it  is  desirable  to  have  big 
business  men  in  the  City  Council,  and  they 
are  not  thei-e,  it  is  the  fault  of  those  men 
themselves  and  of  the  voters.  If  such  men 
want  the  position,  why  don't  they  become  can- 
didates for  office  and  come  here,  giving,  if 
elected,  their  service  as  we  are  giving  ours  ? 
Each  member  here  sacrifices  just  as  much  as 
a  business  man  would  by  sitting  in  this  body. 
It  is   no  sinecure  ;   it  is   a  hard   position   to   fill. 


We  are  at  everybody's  beck  and  call,  and  re- 
fusing none.  A  man  who  comes  to  me  or  any 
other  member  for  assistance  does  not  have  to 
secure  the  help  cf  any  outside  politician  in 
order  to  get  our  assistance.  I  know  that  is 
so  with  me,  and  I  am  sure  it  is  the  same  with 
other  members.  As  I  have  said,  my  terms  of 
service  in  this  body  will  total  twelve  years. 
I  have  seen  one  or  two  big  business  men  here, 
and  they  have  fallen  down  terribly.  I  saw 
one  man,  sat  here  with  him  for  one  term, 
James  J.  Storrow,  a  gentleman  high  in  the 
financial  world  and  a  man  of  presumed  un- 
blemished character  in  the  business  and  politi- 
cal world.  He  sat  here  for  three  years,  gave 
his  services,  and  rendered  no  different  service, 
as  far  as  I  can  see,  from  what  other  members 
rendered,  and  at  the  end  of  his  three  years' 
term  he  decided  that  he  could  not  make  further 
sacrifices  and  be  a  candidate  again.  So,  as 
I  say,  if  the  caliber  and  standard  of  the  meii 
here  is  not  v/hat  some  of  the  highbrows  and 
others  would  like,  the  fault  is  not  with  those 
here  but  with  the  electorate.  They  are  the 
ones  who  should  bear  the  blame  if  we  are  not 
doing  the  right  thing — and  I  claim  that  we 
are.  There  is  not  a  man  in  Boston,  who  is 
fair-minded,  who  can  point  to  a  more  efficient 
legislative  body  than  has  sat  in  this  chamber 
since  Boston  became  a  city  than  has  sat  here 
under  the  present  charter,  and  I  offer  no 
apologies  for  myself  or  for  my  colleagues.  In 
conclusion,  I  desire  to  refer  respectfully  to 
Senator  Moran,  from  Attleboro,  I  believe 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — From  Mansfield. 

Coun.  WATSON — From  Mansfield — who  says 
he  would  rather  be  a  hay  shaker  than  a  dough 
chaser.  My  final  word  regarding  him  is  that 
perhaps  he  and  others  can  be  classed  in  a 
dual  capacity,  both  as  hay  shakers  and  dough 
chasers. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  am  very, 
very  heartily  in  accord  with  what  our  Presi- 
dent and  Coun.  Watson  have  said  in  this  mat- 
ter regarding  the  proposed  change  of  the  City 
Council.  But  I  cannot  for  the  life  of  me  see 
where  we  are  going  to  get  any  redress  from 
the  Governor's  office,  through  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  We  all  know — it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  public  record — that  the  man  behind 
this  bill  is  a  man  who  has  the  key  to  the 
Mayor's  office  at  any  time  he  wants  to  go  in 
there,  and  that  gentleman,  Mr.  Innes,  will  tell 
the  Governor  to  sign  that  bill,  and  he  will 
be  like  the  little  dog  in  the  phonograph  pic- 
ture, whom  we  see  listening  to  his  master's 
voice."  I  think  it  is  all  poppycock  for  us 
to  stand  here  and  do  these  things  and  say 
this  or  that.  That  bill  will  be  signed  by  the 
Governor  because  Mr.  Innes  wants  it,  and  Mr. 
Innes  wants  control  of  the  city  government 
if  he  can  get  it.  The  only  way  in  which  he 
can  get  it  is  to  try  to  put  a  borough  system 
through.  It  does  not  make  any  difference  to 
me  pei-sonally  whether  this  City  Council  li%'es 
for  one  minute  or  one  year.  It  would  not 
woriT  me  for  one  moment  if  five  minutes  after 
my  election  the  City  Council  had  heea  wiped 
out.  I  simply  wanted  to  be  elected  to  this 
body  for  one  specific  reason — to  show  a  cer- 
tain man  in  this  town  that  I  could  be  elected. 
I  think  it  is  all  foolishness  for  us  to  act  the 
way  we  are  acting.  The  City-  Council  is 
going  to  be  changed,  hut  instead  of  a  borough 
system  it  will  be  a  ward  system,  because  the 
people  of  the  city  will  never  stand  for  Charlie 
Innes  and  a  fe'w  more  of  them  running  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun,  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  just  one  more  word  in  connection  with 
this  order,  and  it  is  this,  that  personally  I 
think  the  question  is  a  bigger  one  than  the 
question  of  what  the  form  of  government  in 
this  Council  is  going  to  be,  whether  nine  mem- 
bei-s,  twenty-six  members  or  forty-seven  mem- 
bers. That  does  not  make  any  particular 
difference.  The  outstanding  feature  of  this 
proposed  legislation,  as  I  see  it,  is  that  repre- 
sentatives from  rural  communities  are  attempt- 
ing to  legislate  for  Boston,  and  I  resent  their 
interference    in    Boston's    affairs.    I    believe    in 
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home  rule  for  Boston,  not  interference  by  any 
outsiders,  no  matter  whence  they  may  come. 
We  ought  to  be  allowed,  being  chartered  as  a 
city,  to  conduct  our  own  affairs  without  in- 
terference by  any  small,  picayune  legislators 
from  any  of  these  outlying  sections  of  the 
state.  The  question  has  been  brought  vividly 
to  our  attention  this  year  because  of  the 
fact  that  these  people  have  been  reaching  in 
to  redivide  Boston.  They  want  to  gerry- 
mander Boston ;  they  don't  want  to  re-divide 
it  fairly.  They  want  to  gerrymander  Boston 
as  they  have  gerrymandered  Massachusetts. 
What  is  the  situation  today  ?  With  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  practically  an  even 
proposition  between  Democrats  and  Republi- 
cans, the  Republicans  outnumber  the  Demo- 
crats in  the  Legislature  three  to  one.  And 
why  ?  Because  the  Republicans  have  gerry- 
mandered the  state  so  that  no  Democrat  can  be 
elected  in  communities  where,  if  there  was  a 
fair  dividing  line,  they  would  have  a  chance 
to  be  elected.  They  want  to  do  the  same  thing 
here  in  Boston.  They  want  to  redivide  Boston 
into  wards,  not  having  a  continuity  of  sur- 
rounding sections  that  should  run  together, 
but  dividing  so  that  Republicans  can  be  elected 
in  Boston,  where  the  Democrats  outnumber 
them  ten  to  one.  That  is  their  scheme.  They 
want  to  make  Boston  a  Republican  rather 
than  a  Democratic  city  ;  or,  if  they  fail  in  that, 
they  want  to  get  Republican  representation 
here  that  they  are  not  e'ntitled  to^  I  feel  that 
the  question  has  gone  beyond  the  point  of 
whether  this  Council  is  going  to  exist  or  not. 
It  probably  makes  no  difference  to  us  sitting 
here  whether  or  not  they  change  the  method 
of  electing  members  of  this  Council ;  but  the 
big,  outlying,  outstanding  question,  is  the  fact 
that  Republican  legislators  from  rural  com- 
munities are  interfering  with  home  rule  in 
our  city.  I  protest  against  it,  and  I  think 
the  time  has  come  when  others  are  going  to 
be  sufficiently  interested  in  the  affairs  of  Bos- 
ton so  that  the  feeling:  of  all  of  us  as  Bos- 
tonians  will  be  aroused  against  this  sort  of 
thing.  The  Governor  of  our  Commonwealth  is, 
first,  a  Bcstonian  before  he  is  a  Republican. 
This  question  is  a  bigger  one'  than  that  of 
the  parties.  The  question  is,  whether  the  Gov- 
ernor of  our  Commonwealth,  a  resident  of 
Boston  for  years,  is  going  to  allow  the  Legis- 
lature to  come  in  and  interfere  with  home  rule 
in  Boston.  I  think,  as  a  Bostonian,  he  is  not 
going  to  see  any  such  legislation  as  is  pro- 
posed enacted  without  his  protest.  For  that 
reason  I  introduce  this  order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  the  Legislature  is  going  alto- 
gether too  far  in  trying  to  force  on  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston  a  choice  between  two  different 
charters  without  giving  them  an  opportunity 
to  say  whether  they  desire  to  retain  the  char- 
ter they  have  been  operating  under  for  the 
past  five  years.  I  beg  to  differ,  however,  with 
the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  with  regard 
to  the  right  of  the  Legislature  to  impose 
these  conditions  upon  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
councilor  has  evidently  forgotten  that  every 
city  in  the  Commonwealth  only  has  its  charter 
granted  by  the  Legislature  in  order  to  sepa- 
rate the  difi'erent  parts  of  the  state  for  gov- 
ernmental purposes.  Years  ago,  when  this 
country  was  founded,  the  state  was  the  unit, 
and  everything  came  under  the  state.  As  our 
population  increased  in  the  different  centers,  it 
was  absolutely  necessary  to  have  some  sub- 
divisions, and  by  going  to  the  Legislature,  the 
Great  and  General  Court,  certain  charters  or 
rights  were  given  to  the  communities  to  be 
self-governing,  but  always  with  the  proviso 
that  if  they  did  not  exercise  their  functions 
properly  they  could  be  withdrawn.  However, 
in  this  case  I  think  it  is  an  outrage  that  they 
should  try,  after  our  acting  under  the  present 
charter  for  fifteen  years,  to  tell  us  that  we 
must  take  one  of  two  other  forms  of  charter, 
without  giving  the  citizeTis  a  chance  to  say 
whether  they  wish  to  retain  the  present  form 
of  charter.  Before  going  further  on  this 
matter  I  would  like  to     call     the  attention  of 


the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  to  the  fact 
that  he  has  made  an  error  with  reference  to 
hours  of  opening  and  closing  the  polls.  The 
Legislature  proposes  to  put  through  a  measure 
saying  that  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  six 
o'clock  and  shall  be  opened  teTi  hours,  but 
does  not  say  that  they  shall  not  remain  open 
until  six  or  eight  in  the  evening.  That  is  up 
to  the  cities  and  towns  themselves.  One  of 
the  councilors  here  has  said  that  back  of  this 
bill  is  a  Mr.  Innes.  I  wish  to  say  that  I  don't 
believe  that  is  a  fact.  Since  Coun.  Donoghue 
has  been  speaking,  I  have  been  called  to  the 
telephone  by  a  prominent  Democrat  in  the 
House  who  te'Us  me  that  he  has  offered  an 
amendment  on  the  floor  of  the  House  this 
afternoon  striking  out  the  borough  scheme  and 
substituting  in  its  place  the  retention  of  the 
present  council,  and  John  I.  Fitzgerald,  the 
Democratic  leader,  has  been  to  him  and  told 
him  that  a  he  does  that  it  will  spoil  the  whole 
thing.  This  legislator  who  has  called  me  has 
asked  me  to  get  in  touch  with  members  of 
the  Council,  and  ask  them,  if  they  care  any- 
thing about  the  present  charte'r,  to  communi- 
cate with  any  friends  they  have  in  the  Legis- 
lature either  jamong  the  Democrats  or  Boston 
Republicans,  and  get  them  to  speak  in  favor 
of  the  amendment  which  he  has  put  on  the 
calendar.  I  think  that  shows  that  there  is 
somebody  besides  Mr.  Innes  who  is  back  of 
this  bill. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
suggest,  through  the  Chair,  that  Coun.  Lane 
can  probably  do  much  more  good  than  we 
can,  because  I  think  the  trouble  will  be  with 
the  Republicans.  If  the  leader  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  in  the  House  is  opposed  to  the 
present  charter,  and  doesn't  wish  that  amend- 
ment to  go  in,  how  are  we  going  to  stand 
here  and  say  that  the  Republicans  are  putting 
it  over  on  Democratic  Boston,  if  the  Democrats 
themselves  are  opposed  to  the  present  charteT  ? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  was 
not  going  to  say  anything,  but  I  do  wish  to 
say  at  this  time  that  it  would  be  better,  in 
my  estimation,  for  all  the  people  to  allow 
the  Legislature  to  go  as  far  as  it  likes.  I 
realize  that  by  its  action  individual  members 
of  this  Council  may  lose  something,  but  I 
feel  that  there  has  got  to  be  something  done 
for  the  people  of  Boston  to  make  them  realize 
what  the  situation  is,  and  I  feel  that  perhaps 
it  might  be  a  good  thing  if  the  Legislature 
would  wipe  the  Council  out.  It  might  make  the 
people  of  Boston  realize  that  an  organization 
known  as  the  Republican  State  Committee 
controls  things.  The'  only  place  where  they  are 
not  strong  in  the  state  is  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. Of,  course,  their  headquarters  are  in 
Boston,  but  practically  every  man  of  influence 
who  is  a  member  of  that  state'  committee  is 
not  a  resident  of  Boston.  He  may  be  in  busi- 
ness in  Boston,  but  not  a  resident.  If  what 
the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  says 
is  true,  the  so-called  leader  of  the  Democratic 
Party  at  the  State  House  is  against  us.  I  want 
to  say  that  he  is  not  my  leader,  and  if  he 
assumes  to  be  the  leader  of  the  Democratic 
Party  on  Beacon  Hill  I  feel  that  he  is  assum- 
ing something  that  he  has  absolutely  no  right 
to  assume.  He  certainly  has  no  right  to  speak 
for  me  as  a  Democrat  because  he  is  elected 
from  a  district,  and  in  so  far  as  his  actions 
are  concerned  he  is  answerable  to  that  dis- 
trict, and  that  distict  only.  This  is  no  new 
story.  Some  years  ago  the  same  Le'gislature 
gave  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  right  to 
choose  between  two  charters,  one  bad  and  the 
other  worse.  They  did  not  give  the  citizens  of 
Boston  any  re'al  choice,  because  certain  groups 
had  met  and  decided  that  they  were  going  to 
turn  over  the  government  of  the  city  to  a  certain 
group,  and  there  was  a  certain  leader  to  be 
elected  to  the  mayoralty  of  this  city,  the  charter 
being  absoluetely  satisfactory  to  him.  Unfor- 
tunately some  cog  slipped,  and  instead  of 
landing  in  the  Mayor's  chair  that  gentleman 
one  or  two  years  later  landed  in  one  of  the 
chairs  of  the  City  Council.  I  happened  during 
my  term  to  serve  one  year  with  that  member. 
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and  he  was  absent  more  in  that  yeai*  than  any 
member  of  the  entire  Council,  the  only  year 
that  I  served  with  him..  And  still  they  speak  of 
bis  business  men.  I  refer  to  the  same  James 
Jackson  Storrow,  and  I  believe  my  words  can  be 
proven  by  going  back  to  the  records  of  1918, 
showing  that  he  was  absent  from  more  meet- 
ings of  the  City  Council  during  that  year  than 
he  was  present.  Of  course,  it  was  during  the 
war,  and,  of  course,  it  was  during  the  time 
when  these  men  gave  up  their  time  for  one 
dollar  per  year.  But  current  events  have 
proven  that  the  fellow  who  gave  his'  service 
for  one  dollar  a  year  was  a  wonderful  man 
to  our  national  government.  They  talk  about 
big  business  men.  Well,  we  know  something 
about  the  big  business  men  who  have  had  to 
do  with  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
in  Congress  and  elsewhere.  We  have  heard 
something  from  such  men  as  Moran  from 
Mansfield,  who  said  he  would  rather  be  a  hay 
shaker  than  a  dough  chaser.  As  long  as  my 
memory  goes'  back,  the  place  where  he  is 
now  sitting  has  been  called  the  House  of  the 
Forty  Thieves,  the  Massachusetts  Senate,  where 
there  has  been  more  pernicious  legislation 
railroaded  through  than  within  any  other  four 
walls  in  our  counti-y-  We  are  now  laboring 
under  a  transportation  act,  by  which  the  junk 
pile  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railroad  and  of 
the  West  End  Street  Railway  were  turned 
over  to  us,  and  we  have  guaranteed  to  the 
stockholders  6  per  cent.  Under  the  act  we  are 
also  building  up  the  road,  so  that  at  the  end 
of  ten  years  they  will  be  getting  back  a  new 
dollar  for  the  same  weight  in  junk,  I  don't 
know  Mr,  Moran,  and  I  don't  think  personally 
that  the  gentleman  knows  many  members  of 
this  body.  He  certainly  cannot  know  much 
about  the  workings  of  the  charter  under  which 
we  have  been  living  here  in  Boston  for  some 
years.  I  believe  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  his 
predecessor  in  office  agree  that  the  charter  we 
are  now  working  under  is  a  proper  one,  and 
I  suppose  if  some  individual  whom  certain 
legislators  have  in  mind  was  fortunate  enough 
to  be  elected  Mayor  of  Boston  they  would  not 
desire  to  have  the  charter  changed,  because 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  absolute  in  himself. 
He  is  practically  the  only  man  holding  such 
a  position.  He  is  not  responsible  to  the  other 
part  of  the  government  elected  by  the  citizens, 
in  any  respect  whatever,  and  his  position  in 
that  regard  is,  I  think,  difEexent  from  that 
of  any  official  elected  in.  any  city,  town  or 
state  in  the  nation.  To  my  best ,  knowledge 
there  is  no  other  individual  holding  a  similar 
position  who  can  carry  on  without  being  ham- 
pered at  all  by  the  veto  power.  That  position 
is  occupied  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  alone. 
The  President  of  the  United  States  may  have 
his  action  vetoed,  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth may  have  his  action  vetoed.  Prac- 
tically every  other  mayor  in  our  state  or  in 
our  nation  may  have  his  actions  vetoed,  but 
the  action  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  cannot  be 
vetoed,  being  absolute.  I  say  that  with  no  ill 
feeling  toward  the  man  holding  that  office  now  ; 
but  I  do  say,  in  so  far  as  the  Legislature  is 
concerned,  individually  and  collectively,  "Con- 
tinue with  your  harsh  treatment  of  the  citizen- 
ship of  Boston,  and  in  the  very  near  future, 
instead  of  Massachusetts  being  in  the  Re- 
publican column,  the  old  pendulum  will 
swing  and  the  people  will  place  old  Massa- 
chusetts on  the  Democratic  side,  with  a  Demo- 
cratic Legislature  and  a  Democratic  Governor, 
and  Boston  will  continue  on  the  Democratic 
side.  I  wish  to  say  that  by  no  action  of  mine' 
would  I  intervene  with  any  member  of  the 
Legislature,  if  I  knew  that  I  could  stop  him 
from  taking  a  certain  position  by  speaking 
to  him.  I  would  not  walk  up  to  Beacon  Hill 
to  make  that  request.  It  may  be  all  right  for 
us  to  talk  here.  As  I  understand  it,  that 
amendment  that  has  been  added  this  afternoon 
is  another  step  towards  doing  a  job  on  the 
citizens  of  Boston.  I  agree  that  it  is  all  right 
to  argue  in  favor  of  allowing  the  people  to 
vote  on  the  question  of  whether  this  Council 
shall   be   allowed   to   remain   or    not,   and  I   un- 


derstand that  that  is  the  amendment  that  has 
been  introduced  this  afternoon.  That  means 
that  there  are  going  to  be  three  questions  on 
the  ballot, — first,  shall  the  present  Council 
stand  intact?  Second,  shall  we  elect  coun- 
cilors under  a  borough  system?  Third,  shall 
each  ward  be  represented  in  this  Council  by 
a  man  from  that  ward?  The  men  who  are 
behind  the  borough  system,  in  my  estimation, 
have  de'cided  that  if  only  the  two  latter  ques- 
tions so  on  the  ward  system  shall  be  defeated, 
and  to  further  confuse  the  voters  of  Boston 
they  are  going  to  allow  that  third  question 
to  go  on  the  ballot ;  and  when  the  ballots  are 
counted,  while  many  men  in  the  public  eye 
and  in  public  office  are  taking  it  for  granted 
that  the  ward  plan  is  going  through,  many 
of  the  so-called  leaders  in  the  districts  in  Bos- 
ton are  not  going  to  turn  their  hand  for  the 
defence  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and  the 
borough  system  is  going  to  slip  through,. 
When  the  borough  system  does  slip  through, 
with  the  changing  of  the  ward  lines,  we  are 
going  to  find  fifteen  men  here  sitting  as  rep- 
resentatives of  Boston,  which  is  better  than 
"iS  per  cent  Democratic,  with  a  Democratic 
minority  representation,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  strongly  democratic  city.  I  heartily 
agree  with  Coun.  Purcell  in  regard  to  the 
able  politician  on  State  street.  Politics  has 
become  a  business  now.  It  is  not  a  calling.. 
We  have  leading  politicians  on  both  Democratic 
and  Republican  sides  sitting  down  at  a  round 
table  to  legislate  while  the  Legislature  is  not 
in  session.  Just  imagine !  Four  days  before 
the  Legislature  adjourns  for  the  year,  we  are 
having  acted  upon  some  of  the  most  import- 
ant legislation  that  has  been  before  the  body 
within  the  entire  year.  We  have  the  insur- 
ance bill,  compelling  every  individual  who 
owns  an  automobile  to  insure  his  car,  between 
Monday  and  Thursday  nights.  They  call 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  dough 
chasers,  but  if  the  insurance  companies 
are  putting  that  bill  through  the  Legislature 
without  giving  some  one  some  money, 
then  I  don't  know  anything  about  legislation, 
— and  I  don't  know  whether  Moran  is  in  on 
it  or  not..  I  have  never  seen  a  hayseed  yet 
that  was  not*  in.  Again,  there  is  going  to 
be  a  Recess  Committee  sent  out  again  in  con- 
nection with  this  pernicious  railroad  bill.  If 
they  have  so  many  people  up  there  who  have 
the  interests  of  the  people  at  heart,  why  don't 
they  go  into  the  insurance  business  ?  Why 
don't  they  start  a  state  fund  and  allow  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts to  pay  their  insurance  into  that  state 
fund?  Why  should  we  allow  these  big  insui'- 
ance  companies  with  their  heme  offices  across 
the  water,  in  England,  to  control  the  insur- 
ance business  of  our  state  ?  That  is  what  it 
means,  that  the  old  line  companies,  owned 
and  controlled  by  English  powere,  will  compel 
every  individual  in  this  state  to  bow  to  the 
English  peerage,  across  the  water.  Of  course, 
there  isn't  anything  wrong  going  on  up  at 
the  Legislature  !  But  just  to  keep  the  people 
blind  they  use  the  old  smoke  screen,  Boston. 
It  isn't  only  in  the  Republican  Party ;  it  is 
in  the  Democratic  Party.  Everybody  outside 
of  the  City  of  Boston  says,  "Don't  let  the  Bos- 
ton Democratic  pol  in  let  us  keep  him  out." 
And  the  Republicans  take  up  the  cry  of  the 
Democrats  outside  of  Boston,  and  they  keep 
us  out.  I  feel  that  our  job  is  not  done. 
There  are  eight  Democratic  membei-s  of  the 
Council  and  one  Republican.  I  think  it  is  up 
to  the  eight  of  them  as  Democrats  to  use  their 
efforts  to  go  out  and  put  twenty-six  members 
from  the  different  wards  into  this  Council, 
and  when  you  do  that  job  and  get  them  in 
here,  it  will  net  be  moi-e  than  one  or  two 
yeais  before  a  Republican  Legislature  will  want 
to  change  that  form  of  government.  They 
won't  let  it  go  for  fourteen  or  fifteen  years, 
as  they  have  this  one.  They  criticized  the 
old  Common  Council,  they  criticized  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen,  when  they  wanted  to 
change  to  the  present  charter.  They  are  now 
criticizing   this    Council    rightfully,   in   my   esti- 
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mation,  from  their  (loint  of  view.  There 
wasn't  any  criticism  for  the  first  nine  years 
because  they  were  successful  for  nine'  years  in 
absolutely  holding  Goo  Goo  control.  We  have 
practically  eliminated  that  organization  in  the 
town,  now.  We  now  have,  out  of  nine  mem- 
bers, two  Goo  Goos  left,  my  friend  Coun. 
Healey  and  my  friend  Coun.  Lane.  It  always 
was  a  wonder  to  me  how  they  ever  continued 
to  get  the  indorsement.  Coun.,  Healey  has  not 
jumped  over  the  traces  yet,  but  it  is  expected 
that  he  will  very,  very  soon.  So  far  as  try- 
ing to  change  the  minds  of  the  legislators  on 
Reacon  Hill  is  concerned,  it  is  almost  impossi- 
ble, because  I  was  told  by  a  very  prominent 
Republican  who  is  now  sitting  in  the  Senate 
that  during  the  time  when  the  bill  was  up 
word  went  out  that  everybody  should  be  in 
his  seat  on  the  day  when  the  Council  measure 
came  up,  and  should  go  along  with  the  com- 
mittee's report..  And  they  did.  Whether  they 
have  seen  their  mistake  in  the  House'  or  not 
I  don't  know,  .but  I  feel,  as  I  said  on  rising, 
that  in  so  far  as  the  citizens  are  concerned 
it  might  be  a  good  thing  for  them  to  allow 
the  Legislature  not  only  to  throw  the  dust  in 
their  eyes  but  to  continue  to  rub  it  in.  That 
is  what  the  Legislature  has  done  and  that  is 
what  the  Legislature  here  is  going  to  continue 
to  do,  and  it  may  finally  awaken  the  good 
people  of  our  city  to  rise  up  in  arms,  show- 
ing by  electing  a  council  of  twenty-six  that 
the  Le'gislature  has  made  a  mistake  in  throw- 
ing overboard  the  best  form  of  government 
Boston  ever  had,  the  Council  as  it  is  consti- 
tuted  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  PUECELL — Mr.  President,  I  again 
want  to  reiterate  that  what  I  said  about  Mr. 
Innes  is  true'.  Mr.,  Innes,  in  ray  estimation- — 
and  I  guess  that  is  the  feeling  of  about  every- 
body in  the  city  who  has  studied  the  situa- 
tion— realizes  that,  while  he  controls  the  Legis- 
lature of  Massachusetts,  he  does  not  control 
this  body.  Mr.  Innes  and  a  few  more  men 
in  this  town  want  to  control  this  city,  and 
in  order  to  do  so  they  want  to  put  over  the 
borough  system,  I  remember  back  in  the  old 
days  that  I  sat  for  the  last  three  years  in  the 
old  Common  Council,  and  I  knew  how  they 
did  jobs  then.  I  can  remember  one  night 
when  we  wanted  to  put  through  an  order 
for  $28,000  to  finish  the  bathhouse  on  North 
Bennet  street.  North  End,  It  had  been  built 
and  it  lay  there  for  three  years  without  any 
shower  baths  being  put  into  it.  I  asked  the 
gentlemen  coming  from  the  same  ward  that 
Mr,  Innes  lives  in  now  to  go  through  with 
it  and  to  give  the  people  of  the  North  End 
the  shower  baths  and  they  said,  "No,  there 
is  only  one  way  in  which  you  will  get  that 
$28,000  through,  and  that  is  to  vote  for  $40,000 
to  beautify  Copley  square."  That  is  the  way 
it  went  through,  and  that  is  the  way  those 
gentlemen  play  the  game.  It  is  the  Back  Bay 
first.  They  want  to  run  this  body,  and  it  looks 
as  though  they  would  run  it  if  they  can  put 
through  the  borough  system,  I  want  to  say 
that  if  such  a  bill  is  enacted  I  will  tour  this 
town  from  one  end  to  the  other  for  the  ward 
system. 

Coun,  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  intend  to  say  anything  further  in  con- 
nection with  the  order,  but  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  so-called  leader  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  of  Boston  has  been  attacked 
here  today  by  the  only  Republican  member 
of  this  Council,  I  refuse  to  sit  in  my  seat 
and  let  it  go  by  without  any  answer.  Of 
course,  what  the  councilor  has  said  regarding 
the  Democratic  chairman  of  our  city  commit- 
tee in  Boston  is  merely  hearsay.  I  don't 
know  whether  it  is  so  or  not,  but,  whether 
it  is  so  or  not,  I  think  a  false  impression  was 
attempted  to  be  created  by  the  remarks  along 
that  lino.  Of  course,  the  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  City  Committee  is  entitled  to  his 
view  as  to  how  this  Council  should  be  con- 
stituted, whether  or  not  it  should  be  com- 
posed of  twenty-six  members,  one  from  each 
ward,  or  of  nine  members,  as  it  is.     He  has 


a    right   to   his    own    opinion    on    that    matter. 
That  does  not  remove  the  blame  that   is  justly 
placed    on     the    shoulders    of    the    Republican 
Party   for  interfering  in   Boston's  affairs,   sim- 
ply because  they  are  in  a  vast  majority   in  the 
Senate    and   the    House    of   Representatives    on 
Beacon    Hill.      They    established    the    tax    limit 
for  Boston,  the  capital   of  this   Commonwealth, 
and    the   only    city    which    has    been    hampered 
in    any   such    way,     under     the   claim   that   we 
might  be   able   to    conduct   the    city's    activities 
properly.      Just    think    of    what    that    means ! 
Every  little  rural   community   in    the   state  has 
the    right    to    spend    its   own    money,    but   Bos- 
ton  is  denied  that  right  by  a  Republican  Legis- 
lature.     They    appointed   a  Police   Commission- 
er  for    the    City    of    Boston.      The    only    other 
city    in    the  state    which    has   a   police   commis- 
sioner appointed  by  the  Govei-nor  is  the  Demo- 
cratic- city   of   Fall   River,   the   two   Democratic 
cities.    Fall    River    and    Boston,    the    capital    of 
Massachusetts,    are   the   only   two    cities   in   the 
state    that    have    a     police     commissioner     ap- 
pointed   by   the   Governor  to   handle  the  affairs 
of    the   police   department    in    those    two    cities. 
They      appointed   a  Finance     Commission     for 
Boston,   the   only   city    in    the   state   to    have    a 
finance    commission.     They    are    to    appoint    a 
redistricting    committee,     a     recess     comiriittee, 
presumably    to    be    composed    of    not  less    than 
eight  Republicans  and  three  or  four  Democrats 
— a   Republican   committee,   again,   to  redistrict 
Democratic    Boston,    the    capital    of    Massachu- 
setts.    With   regard  to  the  bill  establishing  the 
hours   for   voting,   saying   that   the    polls    must 
open    at    six    o'clock    in    the    morning,    I    have 
been   corrected,   have   been    told   that   I   did  not 
know  what   the  bill    in   the   Legislature    meant. 
But  I  still   claim  that  I   am  right,  that  the   in- 
tention  of  the  bill  is  that  the   polls   shall   open 
at   six   o'clock    in    the   morning    and    shall    con- 
tinue  open    for    ten    hours.      It   is   unbelievable 
to   think    that   they    are    going    to   open   at   six 
o'clock    in    the     morning      and      close,    say,    at 
twelve   o'clock    noon,    and   then    open    again    at 
five  o'clock   in  the   afternoon    and   continue  for 
four  hours.     Of  course,  it  must  mean  ten  con- 
tinuous hours  of  voting,  or  else'  you   are  going 
to    again   inconvenience   the   Democratic   voters 
of    Boston.     Then,    we   have    the    Metropolitan 
District    Commission,    for    which    Boston    pays 
practically  75  per  cent  of  the  maintenance,   in- 
flicted on  the  citizens  of  Boston  by  a  Republican 
Legislature.      I    cannot    make    my    position    on 
this    matter   too    emphatic.     I    am   glad   of   the 
opportunity    to    stand   on    my   feet   and    try    to 
focus  public  attention  on  the  Republican  legis- 
lation  which   is    being   enacted   on    Beacon    Hill 
to   the   detriment    of   Boston.      Let   us    send   to 
them   a    copy    of     this      order,    embodying    our 
action.      I    don't    care    what    they    do    with    it. 
At    least    something    will    be    accomplished    by 
this    agitation.      I    believe   the   people    are    be- 
ginning  to  realize   that  there  is    too   much    in- 
terference   by    the    Republican    Legislature    in 
Boston's  affairs,  and  that   is  the  primary  thing 
in     which    I    am     interested.      I     believe    there 
should   be  no   interference,   and   if   they  do    in- 
terfere  that  there  should  be  no  taxation.      The 
foundation  of  our   government   is  that  without 
representation   there  shall  be  no   taxation,   and 
if   I    had   my   way   I    would   make   them    go    to 
the   courts    for    every    ten-cent    piece    they    get 
from   Boston's   citizens   until  they   realized   that 
they  could  not   interfere   in   Boston's  affairs   as 
they  are  doing,  that  Boston,  the  capital  of  this 
Commonwealth,  is  at  least  entitled  to  a  square 
deal.

AMENDMENT    TO     JITNEY    ORDINANCE.

An  Ordinance  Concerninir  Jitney  Licenses. 
Be  it  ordained  by   the   City  Council' of  Boston, 
as   follows : 

Chapter  six  of  the  Ordinances  of  1921  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  one 
and    inserting    in    place   thereof    the    following : 

"Section  1.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  operate  any  motor 
vehicle  upon  any  public  way,  for  the  car- 
riage of  passengers  for  hire,  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  afford  a  means  of  transportation 
similar  to  that  afforded  by  a  railway  company, 
by  indiscriminately  receiving  and  discharging 
passengers  along  the  route  on  which  the  vehicle 
is  operated  or  may  be  running,  or  for  trans- 
porting passengers  for  hire  as  a  business  be- 
tween fixed  and  regular  tei-mini  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  therefor  from  the  City 
Council,  "and  unless  such  license  is  in  force 
according  to  the  provisions  of  and  subject  to 
this  ordinance.  Such  license  shall  be  subject 
to  revocation  at  any  time  by  order  of  the  City 
Council,  and  the  withdrawal  or  impairment 
of  the  surety  on  the  bond  required  by  section 
four  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  revocation  without  action  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars.  Whenever  the  word  "licenses"  is  used 
in  this  ordinance  it  shall  mean  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  licensed  under  this  section.

Dear  Sir, — I  return  herewith,  on  behalf  of 
the  City  Planning  Board,  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  at  its  meeting  April  28  relative 
to  the  advisability  of  installing  a  Great  White 
Way  system  of  lighting  in  conjunction  with 
the  reconstruction  of  iShawmut  avenue  frona 
Broadway  to  Roxbury  street,  and  would  say 
in  reply  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board  such  action  at  this  time  is  neither 
warranted   nor  necessary. 

Shawmut  avenue  throughout  its  entire 
length  is  approximately  60  feet  in  width. 
Present  plans  provide  for  the  removal  of  the 
existing  car  tracks  and  paving  of  the  roadway 
with  a  bitulithic  surface.  At  the  same  time 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  substitution 
of  the  boulevard  type  of  lamp  for  the  goose- 
neck type  now  in  use,  and  for  the  installation 
of  thirteen  additional  lamps  of  the  boulevard 
type  at  points  between  the  existing  lights  be- 
tween Castle  and  Roxbury  streets,  with  still 
another  lamp  between  Broadway  and  Tremont 
street,  so  that  with  the  completion  of  this  new 
installation  Shawmut  avenue  should  be  ade- 
quately lighted  throughout  its  entire  length. 
Inasmuch  as  the  conduits  are  already  estab- 
lished and  the  base  connection  for  a  greater 
part  can  be  utilized  without  any  alteration, 
the  expense  for  this  new  installation  should 
not  be  excessive. 

The  City  Planning  Board  would  point  out, 
however,  that  while  the  substitution  and  new 
installation  of  these  boulevard  lamps  should  be 
entirely  adequate  for  the  purpose  they  will  not 
in  any  sense  of  the  word  constitute  a  "White 
Way." 

Along  that  portion  of  Shawmut  avenue  from 
Broadway  to  Dover  street,  local  business  is  in- 
creasing, but  from  Dover  street  southwesterly 
a  greater  part  of  the  distance  is  still  devoted 
to  residential  purposes, — single^family  houses, 
lodging  houses,  apartments  and  hotels,  with 
local  business  intermingled.  In  a  letter  to  his 
Honor,  dated  April  24,  1924,  the  City  Planning 
Board  reported  that  "unless  the  residents  and 
merchants  in  local  districts  are  willing  to  bear 
the  greater  part  of  the  expense,  the  establish- 
ment of  White  Ways  in  local  districts  are  an 
exipense  which  the  city  is  not  warranted  in 
assuming." 

The  City  Planning  Board  is  of  the  opinion, 
therefore,  that  conditions  on  Shawmut  avenue 
from  Broadway  to  Roxbury  street  do  not  war- 
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rant  a  Great  White  Way,  but  they  do  belie-ve 
that  the  substitution  of  the  boulevard  type  of 
lamp  wih  fourteen  new  additional  lamps  will 
prove  entirely  adequate  and  satisfactory  for 
the   requirements  of   the  district.

In  reply  to  the  attached  order  in  Council 
as  to  "whether  or  not  it  is  possible,  without 
seriously  crippling  the  department  business,  to 
abandon  the  city  yard  on  Child  and  Centre 
streets,  Jamaica  Plain,  and  dispose  of  the 
property."  The  yard  referred  to  is  located  at 
the  corner  of  Child  and  South  streets  and 
accommodates  the  activities  of  the  Sewer, 
Water  and  Paving  Services  for  the  district  of 
West  Roxbury. 

Its  geographical  location  at  one  end  of  the 
district  is  not  suitable  for  handling  the  work 
in  his  district  properly,  and  for  some  time 
past  the  writer  has  been  investigating  a  new 
location,  preferably  where  a  siding  could  be 
provided  along  a  steam  railroad  and  situated 
approximately  near  the  center  of  the  district. 
For  this  considerable  amount  would  have  to 
be  provided  by  loan  to  buy  land  and  construct 
suitable  buildings,  and  until  this  is  done  there 
is  no  possibility  of  abandoning  the  present 
yard. 

It  was  the  intentiom  of  the  writer,  if  the 
$100,000  loan  were  made  available  this  year, 
to  include  for  the  present  Child  street  yard 
a  $30,000  garage,  fronting  on  South  street 
and  replacing  the  present  unsightly  shanties, 
voting  booth  and  other  buildings  which  are 
now  so  offensive  an  appearance.  The  entrance 
to    this    garage   would   be  entirely    from   Child 


street  and  ■within  the  yard,  which  would  render 
the  yard's  appearance  much  less  objectionable 
and  be  an  architectural  improvement  to  the 
neighborhood,  and  which  would  postpone  the 
necessity  of  seeking  quarters  elsewhere. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  abandoning  the 
present  yard  until  such  time  as  another  one  has 
been   provided.

Gentlemen, — The  failure  of  municipal  authori- 
ties in  the  past  to  provide  adequate  protec- 
tion from  epidemics  which  miight  result  as 
a  consequence  of  the  failure  to  develop  sani- 
tary sewerage  conditions  in  the  outlying  sec- 
tion of  the  city,  and  as  a  consequence  of  the 
activity  in  the  building  line,  it  is  imperative 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  upon  a  sewer- 
age constructon  program  in  the  West  Roxbury 
section  of  Boston. 


At  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature  a 
nx'iasure  was  introduced  authorizing  the  city 
to  increase  the  amount  to  be  expended  for 
sewerage  purposes  inside  the  debt  limit  from 
$1,000,000  to  $1,500,000,  but  the  Legislature  did 
not  approve  the  act  as  presented  by  the  munici- 
pal  authorities. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  city  within 
the  debt  limit  was  $800,000,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  it  is 
vitallly  necessary  that  this  amount  be  In- 
crased  to  at  least  $1,000,000.  In  his  opinion, 
which  I  share,  the  interests  of  public  health 
are  paramount  to  public  convenience,  and 
I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order. 

The  adoption  of  this  order  will  make  pos- 
sible at  a  later  time  the  transfer  of  $200,000 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  for  sewerage 
construction  that  otherwise  would  be  ex- 
pended for    "Highways,    Making  of.'' 

The  privy  system  that  has  obtained  from 
the  beginning  of  our  city  in  the  so-caHed 
Gei-mantown  section  of  West  Roxbury,  and 
the  open  sewerage  system  known  as  Stony 
brook,  have  so  long  been  a  possible  source  of 
contagion  that  it  is  imperative  that  the 
matter   receive   immediate  attention.

Walsh  has  now  brought  it  up,  and  the  ques- 
tion is  now  on  the  acceptance  of  the  report 
and- granting  of  the  license. 

Coun.  WALSH — Mr.  President,  the  reason 
I  have  called  it  up  is  that  the  petitioner,  Mr. 
Buckley,  is  here  now,  and  wants  to  get  a  train 
back    to   New    York  tonight. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
proposed  line  between  Boston  and  Providence, 
at  a  cost  of  two  dollars  for  each  trip.  There 
are  to  be  hourly  trips,  with  a  seat  for  every 
passenger.  It  has  been  in  the  committee  now 
for  about  two  months,  and  we  voted  at  tbe 
last  meeting  of  the  committee  to  grant  it. 
At  our  last  regular  meeting  it  "was  put  over 
to  this  meeting.  That  is  the  whole  data.  Does 
Coun,  Brickley  want  any  further  informa- 
tion?

SLEEPING  ON  THE  COMMON. 
The  following  was  reecived : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  14,   1924. 
To   the    City    Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  ordinance  relative  to  sleep- 
ing on  Boston  Common  presents  a  real  hard- 
ship durins  the  summer  season  for  many  per- 
sons who  seek  the  Common  as  the  only  means 
of  escaping  from  intolerable  conditions  in 
tenement  and  flat. 

The  custom  of  apprehending,  fining  and 
imprisoning  pereons  who  violate  the  provi- 
sions of  section  80,  chapter  40,  of  the  Re- 
vised Oidinances  of  1914,  entails  a  hardship 
for  which  a  remedy  should  be  provided  at 
once,  and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  amendment  to  the 
ordinances. 

Respectfully, 
James  M.  Curley,  Mayor. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  as  follows : 
Section, 80,  chapter  40,  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "between  sunset  and  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,"  in  the  fifteenth  and 
sixteenth  lines,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

"Section  80.  No  person  shall  in  or  upon  the 
Common,  Piublic  Garden  or  other  public  grounds 
of  the  city,  walk,  stand  or  sit  upon  the  grass, 
or  upon  any  land  planted  or  prepared  for 
planting  or  upon  a  fountain,  monument  or 
statue,  or  a  bandstand,  wall,  fence  or  other 
structure  or  within  the  basin  of  a  pond  other- 
wise than  upon  ice,  or  stand  or  lie  upon  a 
bench  or  sleep  thereon,  or,  not  being  a  woman 
or  child,  occupy  a  bench  designated  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  women  and  children, — except 
that  the  Mayor  may  from  time  to  time  by 
proclamation  and  order  permit  walking,  stand- 
ing and  lying  upon  the  grassed  land  of  the 
the  grassed  land  of  any  other  public  grounds 
or  any  designated  part  thereof,  except  the 
Public  Garden,  for  such  days  or  such  parts 
of  days  as  he  shall  specify ;  and  he  may  in 
like  manner  by  ijroclamation  and  order  permit 
sleeping  on  such  days  as  he  shall  specify, 
on  any  of  the  benches  and  any  of  the  grassed 
lands  of  the  Common  or  other  public  grounds, 
except  the  Public  Garden.  Nothing  contained 
in    this    section    or    in    section    eighty-two    of 


this  chapter  shall  be  held  to  prohibit  the  doing 
of  any  act  in  the  reasonable  performance  of 
his  work  or  employment  by  any  person  act- 
ing under  the  authority  or  direction  of  any 
board  or  officer  in  charge  of  any  of  the  places 
described  in   this   section." 

President  DONOGHUE— The  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on   Ordinances. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule,  and  trust  that  the  or- 
dinance will  put  upon  its  passage.  It  seems 
to  me  a  very  pi-oper  ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  second 
the  motion. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr  President,  I  believe 
if  we  are  going  to  amend  the  ordinance  with 
reference  to  the  Common,  it  is  about  time 
we  also  amended  it  with  reference  to  some 
of  the  other  parks  in  the  city.  I  understand  ' 
that  on  the  Strandway  a  week  ago  Sunday 
a  seventeen  or  eighteen  year  old  boy  was  ar- 
rested for  playins  with  a  rubber  ball.  I  would 
like  to  so  amend  the  ordinance  that  it  should 
apply  to  all  the  parks  of  the  city. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Presiident,  I  think 
the  suggestion  made  by  Coun.  Moriarty  is  a 
good  one..  Therefore  I  move  that  the  matter 
go  to  the  Executive  Committtee,  and  perhaps 
we  can  put  it  in  shape  there.  I  did  not  think 
of  the  point  he  now  makes  at  the  time  when 
I  spoke  before.

REQUESTED  REMOVAL  OF  SCHOOL 
HISTORIES. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  ordeT— That  the 
School  Committee  be  requested  to  remove  from 
use  in  the  schools  all  histories  dealing  with 
American  past  and  American  patriots  in  a 
manner  that  in  any  way  besmirches  the  mem- 
ory of  said  patriots  and  is  detrimental  to 
American  past. 

■  Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  for  the 
reason  that  I  prefer  to  accomplish  something 
with  this  resolution.  I  am  going  to  be  very 
brief  in  what  I  have  to  say  because  I  realize 
that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  business  of  real 
importance  before  the  Council  for  us  to  con- 
sider today.  But  I  do  desire  to  have  spread 
on  the  records  of  this  body  certain  facts  of 
which  I  have  spoken  before  and  cei'tain  con- 
ditions that  exist  in  other  great  cities  of  our 
Commonwealth  relative  to  the  use  of  school 
histories  that  are  not  fair  to  the  early  Ameri- 
cans. It  will  be  remembered  by  those  who 
have  a  memory  at  all  that  some  months  ago 
I  introduced  an  order  very  similar  to  this 
which  passed  this  body  and  was  referred  to 
the  School  Committee  and  there  was  used  as 
a  football  by  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee ;  and  the  elimination  from  the  schools 
of  Boston  of  certain  books  impregnated  with 
un-American  history  was  refused  by  the  School 
Committee  by  a  vote  of  3  to  2.  I  would  not 
introduce  this  order  today  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  one  member  of  the  School  Board,  Mr. 
Lane,  who  voted  in  opposition  to  the  action  I 
desired,  is  not  now  a  member  of  the  Board. 
In  his  place  another  member  has  been  elected. 
I  believe,  if  the  two  members  who  voted 
favorably  before  are  of  the  same  opinion  now. 


that  the  gentleman  elected  last  fall  may  make 
a  majority  in  favor  of  removing  the  books 
referred  to  from  our  schools..  At  the  time 
the  School  Committee  acted  on  this  question 
they  said  in  their  report  as  a  sort  of  little 
bit  of  sop  to  those  who  favored  the  removal 
of  these  books,  in  substance, — I  cannot  re- 
membea-  the  exact  words, — that  it  was  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  committee  that  the  books 
were  not  the  proper  books  for  the  schools 
and  that  in  the  near  future  they  would  be 
eliminated.  The  same  books  are  in  the  schools 
today  and  they  are  just  as  un-American  today 
as  they  were  then.  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
talking  with  some  high  offi.cials  in  New  York 
on  the  Board  of  Education  recently,  and  they 
informed  me  that,  because  of  the  action  of 
such  societies  as  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
the  Elks,  and  other  truly  American  fraternal 
organizations,  the  eductational  board  of  the 
city  of  New  York  had  removed  many  of  these 
books  to  which  I  have  reference,  together 
with  others  that  I  did  not  think  were  quite 
as  bad.  Certainly,  Mr.  Pi-esident,  Boston  is 
not  second  to  New  York  in  the  matter  of 
histoi-y — the  Boston  of  Faneuil  Hall  fame,  with 
nearby  Concord  and  Bunker  Hill, — and  cer- 
tainly if  the  city  of  New  York  cannot  permit 
such  histories,  the  City  of  Boston  should  not 
do  so.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  imbued  with 
the  desire  to  fight  it  out  until  I  succeed, 
I  am  endeavoring  tpday,  with  the  assistance  of 
my  colleagues  and  that  of  the  patriotic  Ameri- 
cans on  the  Schoool  Board,  with  the  aid  of 
other  fraternal  American  orders  whom  I  be- 
lieve will  assist  me,  I  am  trying  to  conclude, 
successfully  or  otherwise,  our  work  in  this 
direction,  at  least  stirring  up  sufficient  pub- 
lic sentiment  to  make  our  School  Board  become 
awakened  so  that  it  will  listen  to  the  people's 
wish.  I  belong  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  ; 
I  belong  to  the  Elks.  I  already  have  the' 
backing  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  I 
propose  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Elks  to 
offer  a  resolution  that  they  back  this  Council 
up  in  the  acton  I  believe  we  will  take  today 
in  atte'mpting  to  remove  from  the  schools 
of  Boston  and  from  our  growing  Americans 
'the  British-impregnated  histories  written  by 
Mr.  Albert  Bushnell  Hart  of  Harvard  College 
and  other  historians  w^ho  lean  toward  British 
propaganda  .Let  us  all  unite  in  bringing 
about  condit/'ons  that  we  should  have  here  as 
leaders  of  true  American  thought.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, this  is  only  the  beginnng  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned.  I  intend  to  continue  this  con- 
test until  the  School  Board  either  does  or  does 
not  remove  from  the  schools  histoi'ies  that  I 
claim  are  positively  un-American,  histories 
that  the  city  of  New  York  do  not  think  are 
fit  for  the  American  mind,  either  adult  or 
minor,  to  read.  I  hope  that  we  will  be  able 
to  have  such  histories  removed  from  our 
schools.  We  are  but  starting,  now.  I  know 
that  my  colleagues  will  vote  unanimously  in 
favor  of  this  ordei-.  I  know  that  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  favoi-s  it.  I  know  that  native 
Americans  and  foreign-born  Americans  feel  as 
I  do  in  regard  to  the  matter.  I  believe  that 
eve'n  the  broadrainded  British-American  citi- 
zens feel  as  I  do.  They  have  to,  in  order  to 
feel  that  they  are  Americans..  I  therefore 
move  you,  Mr.  President,  that  my  order  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  that 
they  give  a  public  hearing  upon  the  order, 
in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  show  the 
School  Committee  that  in  this  movement  we 
have  the  support  of  the  citizenship  of  Boston, 
regardless  of  race,  creed  or  color.

bage on  Atlantic  avenue. 

It  is  the  pui-pose  of  the  lessee  in  the  event 
that  approval  is  given  to  this  lease  to  erect 
stores  on  Atlantic  avenue  and  upon  the  vacant 
land  adjoining  the  garbege  dumping  station 
■  to  construct  a  building  representing  an  ex- 
penditure  in  excess   of   $1,000,000. 

I  trust  the  City  Council  in  its  wisdom  may 
see  fit  to  approve  the  order  as  here  presented 
providing  as  it  does  a  means  of  materially 
increasing  the  annual  revenue  of  the  city  and 
making  less  objectionable  one  of  the  most  un- 
sightly structures  in  our  city.

LOAN     FOR    SEWERAGE    WORKS. 

The    fol lowing    was    received :

Gentlemen, — The  necessity  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  from  an  epidemic  which  may  at 
any  time  arise  owing  to  lack  of  adequate  sew- 
erage facilities  in  the  West  Roxbui-y  section 
of  Boston  renders  it  imperative  that  early 
action  may  be  taken  in  the  matter  of  appro- 
priating sufficient  funds  to  meet  a  condition 
too  long  netrlected.  To  install  a  sewerage 
system  and  eliminate  the  privy  system  wlil 
represent  a  total  cost  in  excess  of  one  million 
dollars.  There  are  certain  streets  in  the  West 
Roxbui-y  sectrlon  upon  which  thirty  or  more 
three-family    houses    have    been    erected,    with 


pnvy  cesspools  directly  in  front  of  each  house 
and  m  one  ease  in  the  rear  of  certain  of  these 
houses  may  be  found  a  public  playground. 

The  Stany  brook  sewer,  upon  which  more 
than  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  has  already 
been  e^xpended,  must  eventually  be  completed 
at  a  cost  fully  one  half  as  great  as  the  amount 
expended  up  to  the  present  time. 

Replacements  at  the  Calf  Pasture  pumping 
station  will  require  expenditure  of  at  least 
forty   thousaind   dollars   which   is  most   urgent. 

While  I  appreciate  the  demands  for  addi- 
tional monies  for  Highways,  Making  of  I 
nevertheless  believe  that  the  primaiY  obliga- 
tion should  be  public  health,  and  to  this  end 
I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompany- 
ing order.

CITY   COUNCIL. 


The  firet  item  listed  above  represents  the 
cost  for  the  balance  of  the  year  of  saJary  in- 
creases granted  to  jurors  and  county  officials 
by  the  Legiislature  of  1924.  In  this  connec- 
tion it  is  'interesting  to  note  that  while  the 
Legislature  is  very  careful  to  dimit  the  ex- 
penditures of  Boston,  through  fixing  the  tax 
limit  for  strictly  city  ipoirposes,  it  exei-cises 
no  such  care  when  fixing  the  expenses  and 
salaries  of  county  departments  and  officials, 
which  must  be  paid  by  the  city  and  enter  into 
its   tax   rate. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  111  of  the 
Acts  of  1924  it  is  estimated  that  $75,000  addi- 
tional will  be  required  during  the  balance  of 
the  year  for  the  payment  of  jurors  in  both 
branches  of  the  Superior  Court.  This  act 
provides  for  an  increase  of  $2  per  day  in  the 
pay  of  all  jurors,  together  wtith  a  travel  allow- 
ance of  5  cents  per  mile  for  each  day's  service 
as  compared  with  the  old  custom  of  paying 
traveling  expenses  only  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  each  week's  term  of  service.  These 
increases  mean  an  approximate  increase  of  50 
per  cent  in  the  allowance  of  jurors.  For  the 
past  three  years  the  total  spent  for  jurors  in 
both  the  civil  and  criminal  branches  of  the 
Superior  Court  has  been  approximately  $250,- 
000,  hence  this  act  of  the  Legislature  ^7111 
mean  an  additional  annual  expense  in  the 
future  of  between  $100,000  and  $125,000. 

At  the  pi'esent  time  the  population  at  the 
two  county  correctional  institutions  is  aip- 
proximately  50  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  fig- 
ures of  a  year  ago.  This  increase  necessitates 
additional  appropriations  for  food,  clothing, 
bedding,  care  of  dependents,  additional  officers 
and  increased  toilet  facilities. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  cases  being  handled  in  the  Superior, 
Municipal  and  District  courts,  hence  addi- 
tional monies  'are  requested  for  masters'  fees, 
temporary  help,  stationery  and  office  supplies, 
and  office  furniture  and  equipment.  The  Reg- 
istry of  Deeds  reports  the  greatest  amount 
of  business  in  the  history  of  the  office  neces- 
sitating the  hiring  of  additional  help  and  re- 
quiring a;dditional  appropriations  for  the  print- 
ing and  bindiing  of  records  and  the  purchase 
of  stationery   and  office  supplies. 

As  the  years  go  by  the  expense  of  support- 
ing the  various  county  departments  is  becom- 
ing a  heavy  drain  on  the  city  treasury  and 
a  powerful  influence  in  preventing  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  tax  rate  of  the  city.  It  is  un- 
fortunate that  the  Legislature  cannot  be  made 
to  realize  this  fact.  During  the  present  admin- 
istration three  pieces  of  legislation  have  been 
submitted  each  year  for  the  consideration  of 
the  General  Court,  ■which  if  approved  would 
have  tended  to  relieve  the  burden  which  the 
City  of  Boston  now  has  to  bear.  These  pro- 
posals -were   as   follows : 

1.  Apportion  expenses  of  the  county  be- 
tween Boston,  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop. 

2.  Increase  fees  of  Registry  of  Deeds  and 
other  county  offices  rendering  services  for 
which   fees  are  established  (by  statute. 

3.  Removal  from  Suffolk  county  trial  lists 
of  all  cases  not  originating  within  the  county.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a 
bill  for  $10,000  from  Mr.  Arthur  D.  HUl  for 
professional  services  rendered  by  him  as  special 
counsel  for  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  Edison 
rate  investigation.  This  bill  is  inclosed  here- 
with. The  balance  of  the  Edison  appropria- 
tion is  inadequate  to  meet  this  bill.  It  will 
be  necessary,  therefore,  for  your  honor  to 
ask  the  City  Council  to  make  an  additional 
appropriation. 

Since  the  tentative  settlement  ttf  this  case 
is  now  abandoned  I  assume  that  it  is  the 
will  of  your  Honor  and  the  City  Council  that 
the  Edison  investigation  be  resumed  and 
brought,  if  possible,  to  an  early  close.  If 
this  is  to  be  done  the  city  should  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  em^ployment  of  engi- 
neering and  stenographic  services  and  other 
incidental  expenses  by  the  appropriation  of 
a  further  sum  of  $15,000,  this  in  addition  to 
the  $10,000   above  referred  to. 

I  am  hopeful  that  the  city's  case  with  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany may  be  soon  ended.

COMMUTATION    OF    SENTENCE    OF    C.    J. 
VAJSTDENHECKE. 
Coun.   WATSON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   his   Excellency    the   Governor, 
or   in  his  absence  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  be 
requested   to   grant   a  stay   of    the   court    order 
to   electrocute    C.    J.    Vandenhecke   during    the 
week    beginning   July    27,    in    order   that   those 
interested   in   said    Vandenhecke   may    properly 
prepare  their   case  that   the  death  sentence   be 
commuted    to    life    imprisonment. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  order  be  sent 
to  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  the 
members   of   the    Executive   Council. 

Coun.    WATSON— Mr.    President,    if    I    fol- 
lowed   my    own    personal    interests    I    perhaps 
"would   refrain    from    making    any    remarks    re- 
garding   the    order   that   you    have    just    xead, 
but  I  believe  the   circumstances   are  such   that 
publicity   is   absolutely   necessaary  in   order   that 
a  man  whom   I   believe   to   be   innocent   of   the 
crime  for  which  he   is    sentenced  to    the   chair 
may  have  proper  time  to  prepare   his   defense 
and  apply  for  commutation  of   the  sentence  or 
a  new  trial.     It  may  be  said,   and  properly  so, 
that   the    City    Council   of    Boston   has   nothing 
to  do  with   this   particular    case,    but  I   see  an 
opening    by    ■which    I    think    I    may    properly 
argue   that  the   City    Council   of   Boston  has   a 
right   to  intercede  in   the   way  that   I  suggest. 
First    of    all,    the     Charlestown    State    Prison, 
•where   electrocution   takes  place,   is   within   the 
■confines  of  the  city.     It  is  true  that  it  is  state 
property,    but.    nevertheless,    it    is    within    the 
borders   of    the   municipality.     I   am   absolutely 
opposed  to  capital  punishment,   but  that  ques- 
tion is  not  before  the  Governor.     The  question 
before  the  Governor  is,   whether  or  not  a  man 
of  whom  there  is   good  reason   to   believe  he  is 
innocent  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  through 
bis     attorney    to     present     to     the     Governors 
Council    reasons    for    a    commutation.      I    pre- 
sume   that    no    member    of   this    Council    aside 
fi-om  myself  has   ever  had   the  proud  privilege 
of  being  one  who  was  in  part  instrumental  in 
saving    a    human    life.      Twenty    years    ago    a 
Roxbury    boy   was    taken    up    in    an    affair    in 
New    York    City    where    a    death    took    place. 
The  man  who  passed  away  was  a  brother  of  a 
detective    sei-geant    of    the    New     York    Police 
Department.      The    death    took   place    at   a    re- 
sort    in     New     York     -where     the     then     Chief 
Devery  hung  out.      The  man   was   at   the  edge 
of    the   gallows    or    of    the    electric    chair    five 
times.       I    will    not    use    his    name    here,    but 
Coun.    Lane    knows    the    man    as    well    as    I. 
The  Governor  of  the  State   of  New    York  was 
Theodore    Roosevelt,    and    though     the    inter- 
cession   of    myseU    and   another,    aJid   of    Abra- 
ham Levy,   an   attoamey,  and  a  reporter  of   the 
New    York    World,    we    prevailed   on    Governor 
Roosevelt    to     commute    the    sentence     to    the 
electric   chair  to    life   imprisonment   five  hours 
before  the  man  was  to  go  to  the  chair.    Later 
the    man    was    pardoned    from    Ossining,    and 
today  he  walks   the  streets   of  Roxbui-y   a  free 
man,    pardoned    by    the    Pardoninc    Board    of 
New  York  State,   because  he   was    innocent   of 
the    crime    for    which   he    neai-lj'    went    to    the 
chair.     Therefore,   I  have  the  pi-oud  distinction 
of   being    somewhat   instrumental    in    saving    a. 
man    from    an    untimely    death.      But    that    is 
not  my  only  reason   for   taking    the   position   I 
do    in    this    matter.       I    am    thinking    of    the 
children     of     that     man     now     in     the     death 
chamber   at    Charlestown.      I    am    thinking    of 
his   wife    in    Lawrence,    I   am    thinking   of    his 
friends,    who    don't    know    the    ways    of    tJiis 
country  and  who  are  unable  to  act  m  his  be- 
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half.  I  am  thinkinir  abo  as  a  Christian. 
One  of  the  commandments  'is,  "Thou  shalt 
not  kill,"  and  from  my  point  of  view  the 
Government  has  no  more  right  to  act  as 
agent  to  take  a  man's  life  than  I  have,  under 
that  Christian  commandmient.  There  is  a 
commandment  which  says  also,  "Thou  shalt 
not  steal,"  but,  nevertheless,  we  know  that 
right  under  the  Government  there  is  grafting 
and  thievery  going  on,  and  those  guilty  are 
not  prohibited  from  doing  it  because  they  are 
high  in  official  life.  My  experience  with  the 
Governor's  office  in  the  absence  of  Grovernor 
Channing  H.  Cox,  who  is  away  in  the  Prov- 
inces on  a  hunting  trip,  leads  me  to  believe 
that  the  secretaiy  of  the  Governor  is  the 
Governor  de  facto  and  that  Ohanning  H.  Cox 
is  merely  a  little  piece  of  machinery  operated 
by  Herman  A.  MacDonald,  the  secretajry  to 
his  Excellency.  I  wrote  on  July  23  a  let- 
ter addressed  to  "His  Excellency  the  Govern- 
or," and,  of  course,  I  meant  by  that  either 
Governor  Cox  or  Acting  Governor  Alvan  T. 
Puller,  as  under  the  Jaw  of  our  Comimon- 
wealth  the  duties  of  the  Governor  in  his  ab- 
sence from  the  Commonwealth  devolve  upon 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  is  Governor  in 
fact  in  every  particular  and  takes  on  the 
official  risflits  and  duties  of  Governor  Cox. 
But  this  man,  Herman  A.  MacDonald,  writes 
me  a  letter  stating  that  he  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  matter  of  capital  punishment,  that 
that  is  a  matter  for  the  Legislature.  Why, 
the  ninny  !  I  know  that.  I  know  more  about 
law — and  I  am  no  lawyer — than  Hentnan  A. 
MacDonald,  the  Governor's  secretary.  Her- 
man A.  MacDonald  should  have  turned  my 
letter  over  to  Alvan  T.  Puller,  the  Governor 
of  the  'Commonwealth  lin  the  aJbsence  of  Chan- 
ning H.  Cox.  But  he  does  not  do  that.  I 
then  wrote  him  another  letter,  which  I  will 
puit  into  the  record  without  reading,  and  that 
has  never  been  answered.  I  will  have  this  cor- 
respondence put  into  the  record,  if  there  is 
no  objection.  Let  me  read  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Council  the  closing  lines  in  the  letter 
written  by  this  colossal  mental  giant,  acting 
as  Govermor  in  the  absence  of  Channng  H. 
Oox: 

"If  you  have  any  information  as  to  the 
facts  of  the  case  I  am  sure  the  Governor  will 
be  very  glad  to  hear  you.  The  question,  how- 
ever, as  you  will  readily  understand,  is  not 
whether  one  is  opposed  or  in  favor  of  capital 
punishmnt.  That  qustion  is  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  settle.  The  Governor  has  to  enforce 
the  law  as  it  now  stands." 

Then,  in  the  last  paragraph  of  his  letter  of 
July  24,  he  says, 

"For  your  information,  I  may  say  that  I 
am  confident  that  the  only  things  the  Gov- 
ernor will  want  to  hear  are  facts  which  will 
establish  the  innocence  of  this  man  or 
change  the  degree  of  the  crime  for  which  he 
has   been   sentenced." 

Just  think  of  that !  Herman  A.  MacDon- 
ald, the  secretary  of  the  Governor,  says  that 
the  Governor  can  abrogate  the  law  of  Massa- 
chusetts. What  does  he  know  about  law  ? 
Nothing.  I  then  wrote  a  further  letter  to 
Alvan  T.  Fuller,  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  the  absence  of  Channing  H.  Cox, 
and  sent  it  Saturda.v  b.v  special  delivei-v  to 
Rye  Beach,  so  that  it  might  get  immediately 
into  the  hands  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
who  would  thereby  be  able  to  act  immedi- 
ately, asking  that  this  man,  whom  I  believe 
to  be  innocent,  might  have  a  chance  to  have 
his  case  proven  in  the  proper  way.  I  have 
taken  altogether  too  much  of  the  time  of  the 
Council.  I  am  tired.  I  do  not  earn  money 
by  politics.  I  have  to  work  for  a  living.  I 
have  been  working  since  half  past  seven 
o'clock  this  niorning  at  my  daily  work,  be- 
sides attending  to  my  Council  duties.  I  might 
go  on  indefinitely  in  this  case,  but  I  say  now 
that  I  do  not  request  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  give  (further  time  to  this 
matter  I  do  not  ask  the  Governor  to  save 
this  man  from  the  sentence  of  the  court ;  but 
I  demand  of  Governor  Fuller,  if  he  is  acting 
as    Governor,    or    of    Governor    Channing    H. 


Cox,  if  he  arrives  home,  that  there  be  a  stay 
in  the  carrying  out  of  the  sentence  to  elec- 
trocute Cyril  J.  Vandenhecke,  a  man  with- 
out friends  or  influence.  I  demand  it,  and, 
Mr.  President,  with  these  words  I  trust  that 
there  will  be  sufficient  publicity  to  awaken  the 
decent  people  of  this  community  to  the  fact 
that  if  the  man  whose  name  I  have  men- 
tioned passes  to  the  Great  Beyond  without 
some  action  being  taken  the  Governor  of  this 
Oomretonwealth  will  <be  guilty  of  TO-urder,  and 
the  man  who  touches  the  switch  that  takes  his 
life  wrtil,  in  my  opinion,  be  as  guilty  as  the 
blackest  murderer  who  ever  went  to  the  chair 
in  the  United  States  of  America.  I  ask,  Mr. 
President,  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  in  or- 
der that  this  order  may  go  upon  its  passage 
at  this  time,  and  I  ask,  furthermore,  that  a 
special  messenger  take  a  copy  of  this  order 
immediately  to  the  office  of  Governor  Cox  or 
Governor  Fuller,  in  order  that  it  may  get 
there   in   proper  time. 

The  rule  was  S'Uspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

President  DONOGHUE— I  will  request  the 
Olerk  to  see  that  a  copy  of  the  order  is  taken 
to   the   Governor's  office   by   special   messenger. 

Following  is  the  full  correspondence  referred 
to  by  Coun.  Watson  in  the  course  of  the 
debate : 

July   22,   1924. 
To  his  Excellency   the  Governor,  State   House,

Dear  Sir, — ^During  the  week  of  the  25th  the 
prisoner  is  to  be  electrocuted.  In  1910  while 
in  the  Legislature  I  advocated  then  the  aboli- 
tion of  capital  punishment.  My  views  on  the 
subject   are    just   as   strong    today. 

I  respectfully  ask  you  to  arrange  to  give 
me  and  such  others  as  may  care  to  appear  to 
protest    against    this    electrocution    a    hearing. 

Statistics  in  this  country  and  in  Europe 
prove  that  capital  punishment  is  not  a  deter- 
rent 'to  murder.     I   can  prove   that. 

Kindly    advise    me    when    you    will    grant    a 
hearing    on    the   above    matter    and   oblige.

STATEMENT  AS  TO  KU  KLUX  KLAN. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  talk  recently  in  the  press  and  otherwise 
about  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  let  me  say  that  1 
have  here  a  statement  which  I  received  today 
in  the  m.ail,  in  a  paper  called  "Our  Sunday 
Visitor,  the  Harmonizer,"  published  in  Hunt- 
ington, Indiana,   July   27,   1924. 

It  contains  a  wonderful  article  on  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan  by  Aldrich  Blake,  of  Oklahoma, 
and  is  entitled,  "A  Temperate  Talk  on  the  Ku 
Klux."  I  think  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  the 
city  where  liberty  was  born,  could  not  perfonn 
a  greater  act  of  Americanism  than  to  print 
this  as  a  city  document.  Therefore,  I  move 
that  the  article  in  the  "Sunday  Visitor,  the 
Harmonizer,"  of  Huntington,  Indiana,  under 
date  of  July  27,  1924,  by  Aldrich  Blake,  enti- 
tled, "A  Temperate  Talk  on  the  Ku  Klux,"  be 
printed  as   a  city  document. 

The  motion  was  carried. 


HEARING   ON   CHARLESTOWN   GAS   CON- 
TRACT.

Report  accepted;  order  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 

10.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  for  appropriation  of  $3,000 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  410,  Acts  of 
1924 — that  the  arder  ought   to   pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came   on    the    passage   of   the  order. 

Coun  DONOGHUE.— Mr.  Chairman,  this  is 
the  order  to  which  I  referred  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  whereby  the 
Republican  Legislature,  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, has  taken  away  from  a  Democratic 
Council  in  a  Democratic  city,  the  right  to  re- 
district  our  city  and  placed  the  same  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee  of  legislators  which  is 
dominated  by   the  Republican   interests   in   the 


City    of     Boston,    the    chairman    of    which    is 
Senator     Clark     of    Dorchester,     and    the    vice 
chairman    of    which    is    Representative    Kenis- 
ton  of    Ward    7    in   our   city,   seven  Republican 
members  and  four  Democratc  members.      So  tlhat 
on  the  very  face  of  it  it  shows  that  the  Repub- 
licans intend  to  "gerrymander"  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton as  they  have  "gerrymandered"  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,    their  purpose,   of   course,   being 
to       deprive       Democratic       Boston       of        its 
rightful   representation    in   the  matter  of  rep- 
resentatives   and    senators     to    the    Great    and 
General    Court.      And   I    feel   that,    in    view    of 
these  things   which   have  have  been   saddled   on 
to    Boston    and    these   things   which    have   been 
passed     by     this     Republican     Legislature,     we 
should    not    appropriate    any    money    to    help 
them    carry    out    this    most    iniquitous    scheme 
of      the      Republican      leaders      in      our      city. 
I    think    that   no    one    has    the    right    to    grant 
the  freedom  of   this  chamber  to  this  committee 
unless   they    receive   the  sanction    of    this    City 
Council ;   and   I  have  been   given  to  understand 
that  an  arrangement  has   already  been  entered 
into    whereby    this    Council    chamber   has    been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  committee  for  the 
purpose    of    deprivuig    Boston    of    its    rightful 
representation  in  the  General   Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts.      I    say    that    no    one    has    the    right 
to    do   so    unless    this    Council    gives    them    the 
right ;    I    do    do    not    believe    that   this    Council 
will  give  them  the  right;  and  1  do  not  feel  that 
this    Council    will    appropriate    $3,000    in    order 
to    aid    in    any    way    their    chance    to    "gerry- 
mander"   Boston.        Under    the    recent    ruling 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts,  which 
has  defined  that  a  legal  voter  must  be  a  regis- 
tered voter,  the  Republican  machine  in  our  city 
and  in  this  Commonwealth  is  going  to  attempt 
to   deprive  our  city   of   its  rightful   representa- 
tion in   the  General   Court,   and  I  feel  that  we 
should  in  no  way   aid   them  but,   rather,  should 
impede  them  and  obsti-uct  them  in  every  way 
that    we  possibly    can,   and   I    will    not  vote    to 
appropriate  any  money  for  this  (purpose.    This 
redistricting    rightfully   belongs    to    this    Coun- 
cil,  and  they,   in  taking  it  away  from  us,  have 
established    a    precedent    which    has    never    be- 
fore   occurred     in     the    entire    history    of    the 
State    of    Massachusetts.      I    think    that    it    is 
about   time   that  we   in   this    Council   stood   up, 
ready  to  defend  not   alone  our  own  rights,   but 
the  rights  of  Democratic  Boston.     I  have  made 
speeches    here    for    some    years     pleading    for 
"home    rule"     for    Boston,     and    still    we    see, 
year  after  year,  bills  introduced  by  Democratic 
mayors    of    our    city   into    a    Republican    Legis- 
lature,   which    practically    never    see    the    liglht 
of    day,    asking    that    the    expenses    of    Suffolk 
County    be    apportioned    between    the    cities    of 
Chelsea,    Revere,    Boston    and    Winthrop,    and 
every  year  they  are  refused  by  the  Republican 
Legislature.      Then    the    Democratic    mayor    of 
our   city   goes   to   their   body  every   year,   prac- 
tically   as    a    mendicant,    with    his    hat    in    his 
hand,    begging    to    increase    the    tax    limit    so 
that    Boston    might    be    able    to   pay    the   debts 
which  it  owes,   and  every  year  there   is   a  most 
viicioois   fight   in   the   Legislature   before   Boston 
is  even   given   sufficient  money  to  live  on,   be- 
cause  of    the   fact   that    ours    is    a   Democratic 
city,    and    for    no    other    reason.      And    then, 
on    top    of    that,    we    have    seen    the    spectacle 
today   of    this    Republican    Legislature  saddling 
at    the    expiration    of    the    Great    and    General 
Court,    the    additional    expense    of    $150,000    in 
connection    with   the   Suffolk    County   expenses, 
onto    the    backs     of    the     citizens     of     Boston. 
They  do  not  take  into  consideration  the  special 
acts     of    legislation     which    they     have    passed 
compelling,    practically,   the   City   of   Boston   to 
pay   those  bills    when   we    go    there   asking   for 
the   right   which  is    given    to   every   other   town 
and    hamlet    in    this    Commonwealth,    of   estab- 
lishing   our   own    tax    limit,    but   they   establish 
the  tax   limit  for   the  capitol   city,  of  the   State 
of    Massachusetts.      I   am    making   this    contest 
here    at    every    opportunity,    even    singling    out 
the   one  man  whom  I   did  today,   a  resident  of 
Chelsea    who    is    receiving    pay    from    our    city. 
I    say    that    that    job    does    not    belong    to    a 
Chelsea  resident  so   long   as   the  city   of  Chel- 
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sea  does  not  contribute  to  the  expenses,  or 
help  to  defray  the  expenses,  of  Suffolk  Coun- 
ty ;  and  until  such  time  shall  arise  when  the 
Legislature  deals  fairly  with  our  city  lin  the 
apportionment  of  those  expenses,  until  the 
day  shall  arise  when  the  Legislature  allows 
the  City  of  Boston  to  have  that  measure  of 
"home  rule"  which  it  gives  to  every  other 
small  town  and  hamlet  throughout  this  state, 
until  that  day  larrives  I  am  going  to  contest 
every  one  of  those  special  pieces  of  legislation 
which  come  before  this  body.  If  the  men 
in  this  Council,  elected  to  repi-esent  Boston's 
citizens,  elected  by  the  citizenry  of  Boston,  by 
the  votes  of  Boston's  men  and  women,  vote 
to  pay  moneys  to  those  who  are  not  resi- 
dents of  our  city  without  any  protest,  then 
we  are  never  going  to  receive  relief.  They 
are  going  to  continue  ito  saddle  expense 
onto  our  backs  just  so  long  as  we  are  going 
to  stand  for  it.  And  until  we  stand  up 
in  our  shoes  and  refuse  to  appropriate  one 
penny  for  anyone  who  is  not  a  resident  of 
our  city,  and  a  bona  fide  resident,  then,  and 
not  until  then,  are  we  going  to  be  enabled 
to  receive  any  relief  from  this  Repu/blican  Leg- 
islature. I  feel  that  the  day  is  here  now 
when  this  fight  that  I  am  making,  even  though 
it  might  be  a  lone  one,  meets  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  rank  and  file  of  our  citizenry. 
It  meets,  in  my  opinion,  with  the  approval 
of  every  father,  and  it  meets  with  the  ap- 
proval of  every  mother  in  our  city.  They 
expect  that  their  children  should  have  the 
right  to  be  employed  in  our  city  rather  than 
employ  those  who  live  in  Gloucester,  Beverly, 
Ipswich,  BrookUne,  in  preference  to  their 
boys  and  to  their  girls.  We  have  passed 
legislation  providing  that  war  veterans  be 
given  the  preference  in  positions  in  all  the 
cities  and  towns  in  this  Commonwealth ;  but, 
if  we  look  through  the  pay  roll  book  of 
our  city,  we  will  find  that  there  are  innum- 
erable instances  where  men  who  are  not  resi- 
dents of  our  city  have  received  from  the 
highest-paid  jobs  in  our  city  to  the  lowest- 
paid  jobs  under  every  administration  I  have 
ever  known  of  since  I  have  become  inter- 
ested enough  to  know  what  politics  meant. 
Everyone  who  has  ever,  in  my  opinion  and 
within  my  hearing,  been  a  candidate  for  the 
highest  office  in  this  city  has  always  said 
that  he  believed  that  Boston  was  entitled 
to  home  rule  and  that  every  position  in  Bos- 
ton belonged  to  la  Boston  boy  or  girl ;  and 
never  have  I  seen  anyone  live  up  to  w'nat 
they  preach ;  never  have  I  seen  anyone  wiho 
had  the  temerity  to  stand  up  against  the 
mandates  of  Supreme  Courts,  or  Superior 
Courts,  or  anyone  else,  in  order  that  they 
migiht  furthei*  the  things  to  wlhlich  they 
pledged  themselves  when  they  sought  the 
votes  of  the  electorate  of  Boston.  I  feel 
that  the  time  has  come  when  this  Council 
should  take  the  initiative  and  refuse  to  ap- 
propriate one  penny  for  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  any  one  who  is  not  a  resident 
of  our  city ;  that  this  Council  should  now 
refuse  to  >a)ppro(priate  one  penny  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  this  creature  of  a  Republican  Leg- 
islature, acting  under  the  guise  of  a  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  Great  and  General  Court 
to  redivide  the  City  of  Boston  into  wards 
but,  in  reality,  a  scheme  of  Republican  lead- 
ers in  our  city  to  disenfranchise  the  Demo- 
ocratie  voters  of  our  city ;  and  I  feel  that  this 
Council,  even  if  in  its  dying  days,  which  has 
been  legislated  out  of  office  because  they  knew 
we  could  not  be  controlled,  they  knew  that 
we  stood  for  the  rights  of  our  people  as 
against  the  mandates  of  any  bosses,  and  they 
legislated  this  Clouncil  out  of  office  without 
even  any  referendum  to  our  people  as  to 
Whether  or  not  they  believed  in  'this  or  some 
other  foi-m  of  government.  It  is  going  to 
be  the  same  until  we  stand  up  and  are 
counted,  and  I  think  that  the  men  in  this 
Council  are  possessed  of  sufficient  calibre 
and  sufficient  red  blood  and  American  man- 
hood to  stand  in  their  shoes  and  refuse  to 
be  dictated  to  by  these  machine  politicians 
of   the  Republican   Party  who  are   attempting 


to  drive  wedges  into  the  Democrats  so  as 
to  divide  and  disrupt  them  as  they  have  done 
in  the  past,  and  as  they  will  do  in  the  future 
if  we  are  not  alert  and  on  the  job.  We 
are  here  to  protect  Boston's  interests  ;  we  are 
not  here  to  aid  or  abet  any  sinister  schemes 
of  sinister  politicians.  And  when  we  think 
of  the  scandals  in  Washington  by  the  Repub- 
lican Party  which  have  degraded  the  Ameri- 
can nation  as  it  has  never  before  been  de- 
graded, if  we  dare  to  vote  for  these  things 
that  are  sponsored  and  fostered  by  them, 
then  we  are  giving  aid  and  counsel  to  a 
party  which  has  been  degraded  in  the  eyes 
of  the  American  people,  and  which,  in  my 
opinion,  is  gong  to  meet  with  an  everlast- 
ingly disgraceful  defeat  at  the  next  election, 
and  once  more  democracy,  which  is  the  hope 
of  the  plain  and  honest-thinking,  right> 
thinking  people,  will  be  in  the  ascendancy. 
We  have  but  to  look  back  a  few  years  to 
see  that  the  most  progressive,  humanitarian 
legislation  that  w^as  ever  placed  upon  the 
statute  books  of  our  country,  of  our  city  or 
of  our  nation,  has  always  been  sponsored  and 
fought  for  by  the  Democratic  party,  and  we 
must  live  up  to  those  traditions  if  our  party 
is  to  continue.  I  feel  that  there  are  a  great 
many  men  following  the  Republican  banner 
in  national  affairs  who,  in  our  city,  first  of 
all  are  Bostonians,  who  believe  that  Boston 
is  entitled  to  home  rule,  who  believe  that 
we  have  been  discriminated  against  un- 
fairly and  unjustly,  and  who,  in  my  opinion, 
will  resent  the  insults  of  an  imbecilic  Legis- 
lature which  has  dared  to  pass  the  legisla- 
tion which  was  enacted  last  year  on  Beacon 
Hill.  I  hope  that  this  matter  will  fail  of 
passage,  as  I  hope  that  every  other  matter 
of  a  special  nature  which  is  passed  by  a  Re- 
publican Legislature  to  saddle  addition!  ex- 
pense of  our  city  will  be  defeated  by  this 
body  by  our  failure  to  appropriate  moneys 
which  we  have.  Then  let  them  do  as  they 
see  fit.  We  have  been  whispered  to  death 
that  they  are  going  to  get  whatever  moneys 
they  want  to,  at  any  time  they  want  to, 
but  let  us  see  if  they  can  get  them.  Let  them 
get  the  moneys  if  they  can,  but  don't  let  them 
get  it  with  our  votes.  Let  us  stand  up 
against  such  legislation  as  that.  Let  us  first 
think  of  the  obligations  which  we  owe  to 
the  people  who  have  elected  us,  and  then, 
when  we  fulfill  those  obligations,  our  con- 
sciences are  clear.  I  hope  that  the  matter 
will  fail  of  passage.  The  question  came  on 
the  acceptance  of  the  committee's  report  and 
the  passage  of  the  order.  The  roU  was 
called,  with   the  following   result:     ■

Dear  Sir, — In  connection  with  the  attached  letter 
of  the  justice  of  the  Charlestown  Court  relative  to 
salary  increases  for  probation  officers  attached  to 
said  court  I  submit  the  following  report. 

The  Charlestown  Municipal  Court  is  one  of 
eight  district  courts  supported  by  the  city.  At- 
tached to  these  courts  are  twenty-one  probation 
officers,  whose  salaries  are  fixed  concurrently  by 
the  justices  of  the  several  courts  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  acting  as  County  Commissioners. 
In  the  past  no  definite  or  general  policy  has  been 
followed  in  fixing  salaries  so  that  today  no  uni- 
formity exists  and  salaries  in  the  several  courts 
range  from  a  minimum  of  $1,500  to  a  maximum 
of  .«2,800. 

Since  the  work  of  these  officers  is  similar  in 
nature  but  varying  in  amount,  due  to  the  differ- 
ence in  population  and  character  of  the  several 
districts,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  a  definite 
salary  schedule  covering  all  courts  should  be  pre- 
pared. This  schedule,  if  adopted,  would  serve 
as   a  standard   for   future  increases,   and  would 


ensure    a   reasonable   and   just   treatment    of    all 
officers  regardless  of  the  court  to  which  attached. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  you  withhold 
your  approval  on  the  attached  recommendation 
and  authorize  this  office  to  draw  up  a  salary  sched- 
ule covering  all  of  the  district  courts.

Coun.  HEALEY  moved  to  take  up  No.  8  on  the 
calendar,  the  loan  of  $1,200,000  for  Tremont  street 
widening. 


President  DONOGHUE— Those  in  favor  will 
say  "aye,  "those  opposed  "no,  "and  it  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
recess.. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
everybody  has  a  right  to  take  up  anything  on  the 
calendar  without  having  it  carried  or  defeated  by 
roll  call. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  Chair  will  state 
that  Coun.  Healey  moved  to  take  the  matter  from 
the  calendar.  The  Chair  put  it  to  a  vote,  and  it 
was   defeated. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  now  re- 
quest that  No.  8  be  taken  from  the  table. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  councilor  is  out 
of  order,  Coun.  Brickley  having  made  a  pre\-ious 
motion  that  we  now  take  a  recess. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  feel 
that  it  takes  a  vote  to  take  anything  from  the 
calendar  when  we  are  in  session.  The  calendar  is 
here  before  us,  and  I  believe  it  is  the  right  of  any 
member  here  to  ask  that  No.  8,  No.  12,  or  any 
designated  number  be  taken  from  the  calendar. 
It  does  not  require  a  vote  of  the  Council  to  decide 
whether  it  shall  be  taken  from  the  calendar.  It 
has  already  been  voted  upon  once,  and  is  waiting 
on  the  calendar  for  further  action,  and  it  is  my 
opinion  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  vote  to  decide 
whether  it  be  taken  from  the  calendar  or  not. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  does  not  so 
understand  it.  The  Chair  understands,  a  motion 
to  take  a  matter  from  the  calendar  haAing  been 
made,  that  if  the  majority  of  the  Council  desire  it 
taken  from  the  calendar  they  have  a  right  to  so 
vote,  or  they  may  vote  against  it.  I  have  con- 
sidered it  in  that  light,  and  I  put  it  to  a  vote  of  the 
Council.  If,  however,  the  Council  felt  that  the 
President  was  ■wTong  in  his  ruling,  an  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Chair  should  have  been  made 
at  that  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
matter  can  be  simplified  if  Coun.  Brickley  will  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  his  motion  to  take 
a  recess. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
question  in  order  is,  shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Council?  Such  a 
vote  might  be  taken  at  this  time. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  would  state 
that  another  motion  ha\'ing  intervened  since  the 
decision  of  the  Chair,  an  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  Chair  on  that  particular  matter  would  at 
this  time  be  out  of  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  suppose  it  would  be  proper 
and  within  parliamentary  procedure  if  after  the 
recess  I  should  call  up  both  Nos.  8  and  9.  I  don't 
find  that  there  is  any  rule  of  the  Council  that  would 
prevent  that  action.  So  the  Council  can  in  that 
way  go  on  record  one  way  or  the  other  as  being  in 
favor  of  or  against  8  or  9. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  wouldstate 
for  the  benefit  of  Coun.  Healey,  having  already 
ruled  that  it  required  a  majority  vote  on  a  motion 
to  take  No.  8  from  the  calendar,  if  he  should  make 
that  motion  after  the  Council  reconvenes,  having 
established  that  precedent,  he  would,  of  course, 
have  to  continue  to  rule  along  that  line.  If  a 
majoritj'  of  the  members  of  the  Council  feel  that 
the  President's  ruling  on  the  matter  is  wrong, 
then  they,  by  majority  vote,  can  so  decide.  I  say 
that  for  the  benefit  of  Coun.  Healey.  I  don't 
want  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  tal-dng  any  unfair 
advantage  of  any  member  of  the  Council.  There- 
fore, for  his  information  I  make  that  decision  now . 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  that  state- 
ment is  satisfactory  to  me.  I  believe,  of  course, 
that  a  man  must  have  a  majority  if  his  opinion  is 
going  to  prevail  in  the  body.  If  there  are  mem- 
bers who  object  to  Nos.  8  or  9  being  taken  up, 
and  they  have  five  votes  in  the  Council,  there  is 
no  use  in  taking  the  matter  up  today.  I  think 
that  is  reasonable,  and  that  the  majority  should 
and  ought  always  to  rule.  I  think,  however,  that 
Nos.  8  and  9  ought  to  go  through.  If  there  are 
five  votes  against  them,  thej-  are  defeated.  In 
order  to  have  Nos.  8  and  9  successfully  acted  upon, 
there  must  be  six  votes.  I  accept  the  statement 
of  the  President  as  being  in  consonance  with  the 
best  parliamentarv  law. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  don't  quite 
agree  with  the  presiding  officer.  I  don't  care  to 
appeal  from  your  decision,  but  I  do  insist  on  your 
reading  parliamentary  law.  If  you  tell  me  that 
it  requires  a  majority  of  the  members  to  call  up  a 
matter  on  the  calendar  it  is  certainly  news  to  me. 
I  believe  any  single  member  may  call  for  and  have 
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a  vote  on  any  matter  on  the  calendar  at  any  time, 
and  I  would  like  to  have  the  presiding  officer  in- 
form me  upon  what  he  bases  that  decision.  If  he 
will  show  me  any  parliamentary  decision  that  is  in 
line  with  his  thought,  I  will  be  perfectly  satisfied; 
but  if  he  is  correct,  it  means  this  in  substance  and 
in  fact,  that  no  matter  how  meritorious  a  measure 
on  the  calendar  may  be  or  how  great  a  need  there 
may  be  for  having  it  passed,  five  members  of  the 
Council  can  abrogate  the  rights  of  the  minority. 
In  other  words,  if  on  your  calendar  there  is  an 
appropriation  for  $1,000,000  and  it  cannot  be  taken 
from  the  calendar  and  voted  upon  except  by  the 
rule  of  the  majority — five  members,  not  the  six 
required  to  pass  a  loan  order, — any  five  members 
can  at  any  time  delay  or  hold  up  an  order  over 
the  usual  time  as  prescribed  by  the  charter.  Now 
Mr.  President,  much  as  I  would  like  to  agree  with 
you  I  cannot  permit  you  or  any  one  alive  to  take 
from  me  my  rights.  I  think  you  err  in  this  par- 
ticular matter.  If  you,  after  consulting  the  rules, 
will  find  a  rule  backing  up  your  decision,  I  will 
gladly  waive  my  protest.  We  all  err  at  times.  I 
never  knew  a  man  yet  who  did  not  make  a  mis- 
take, and  I  believe  you  have  made  one  now  in 
your  decision.  I  think  after  mature  thought  you 
will  agree  with  me.  I  repeat  again  that  if  a  loan 
order  comes  in  for  $1,000,000  and  has  one  reading, 
and  then  for  some  reason  we  do  not  vote  upon  it 
again  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  it  then  becomes 
a  law  without  our  passing  it  after  that  certain 
length  of  time,  under  the  charter.  Now,  it  takes 
six  votes  to  pass  a  loan  order  here,  and  if  five  votes, 
a  majority,  can  hold  that  matter  here  and  pre- 
vent it  being  voted  on  unfavorably,  where  six 
votes  cannot  be  obtained,  it  becomes  a  law  with 
five  votes.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  you  have 
erred,  and  I  think  you  are  big  enough  to  acknow  1- 
edge  your  error  after  due  thought. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  state 
that  he  has  allowed  a  great  deal  of  latitude  that 
probably  should  not  have  been  allowed  in  the  dis- 
cu-ssion  up  to  this  time,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Coun.  Brickley  has  made  a  motion  that  we  now 
take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.  The 
question  comes  on  Coun.  Brickley'.s  motion. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.10  p.  m.  to  take  a  recess 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair,  and  reassembled 
and  were  called  to  order  by  President  Donoghue  at 
6.25  p.m.

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
explain  my  vote  briefly  on  this  matter.  I  agree 
heartily  with  the  presiding  officer  regarding  pro- 
testing the  payment  of  these  increases  to  Suffolk 
County  employees  because  we  have  to  pay  the 
entire  amount  of  Suffolk  County  tax.  I  realize 
that  the  jurors  must  be  paid.  I  think  $6  a  day  is 
little  enough.  I  realise  that  there  are  other  mat- 
ters raised  there  that  call  for  our  action,  such  as  the 
increased  cost  of  running  Deer  Island  and  the  jail 
because  of  the  increased  population.  As  much 
as  I  dislike  to  change  my  vote,  I  do  not  think  I 
could  be  doing  what  is  right  if  I  did  not  acknowl- 
edge that,  under  the  circumstances,  I  should  change 
my  vote.  Therefore,  I  intend  to  vote  yes,  but  I 
wish  to  raise  my  protest  against  the  methods  of 
the  Legislature  in  putting  the  whole  tax  for  Suffolk 
County  on  the  backs  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston. 


Coun.  WALSH  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  know 
that  the  hour  is  getting  late  and  that  the  members 
of  the  Council  want  to  get  away,  and  I  just  want  to 
say  briefly,  despite  what  information  we  have 
received  here  today,  it  is  not  anything  other  than 
what  we  knew  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council, 
when  this  Council,  for  the  first  time  in  my  recol- 
lection, stood  up  for  Boston  and  Boston's  citizen- 
ship as  against  the  saddling  of  expenses  on  to  them 
by  Republican  legislation.  My  contentions  of 
course — and  there  is  not  any  need  of  my  stating 
my  views  m  regard  to  this  proposition — have  been 
stated  fully  before  on  the  floor  of  this  Council 
Chamber.  I  believe  that  not  one  penny  should 
be  expended  by  Boston,  or  by  its  executive  officers, 
the  City  Council  or  the  Mayor,  that  does  not  go  to 
a  bona  fide  resident  of  our  city.  We  have  been 
told  that  this  money  must  be  paid,  that  the  Legis- 
lature has  said  that  it  must  be  paid,  and  that  there- 
fore it  must  be  paid.  I  desire  at  this  time  to  differ 
with  that  opinion.  I  feel  that  there  is  no  power  on 
earth  that  can  compel  me  or  any  other  member  of 
this  Council  to  vote  for  a  proposition  which  in 
itself  is  absolutely  unfair,  passed  by  an  unfair 
Republican  Legislature  on  to  our  Democratic  city, 
saddling  unfair  and  unjust  expenses  on  the  backs 
of  Boston's  citizenship.  We  have  here,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  increased  amounts  for  jurors  and  the 
increased  amounts  for  Suffolk  County  Jail  and 
Charles  Street  Jail,  other  items  which  increase  the 
salaries  of  individuals  who  live  in  Newton,  Maiden, 
Andover,  Marblehead,  and  Brookline.  I  realize, 
of  course,  that  it  would  be  folly  for  us  to  attempt  to 
strike  out  any  individual  amounts  in  this  budget 
because  they  would  so  manipulate  it  that  those 
whom  they  cared  to  favor  would  receive  the  in- 
creases as  against  those  who  are  residents  of  our 
city.  Therefore,  I  am  practical  enough  to  know 
that  we  can  accomplish  nothing  by  trying  to  select 
individuals  on  this  budget  to  take  out  of  tne  bud- 
get, or  this  supplementary  budget.  I  also  appre- 
ciate that  those  who  have  addressed  us  here  this 
afternoon,  the  Budget  Commissioner  and  the 
auditor  have  a  right  to  their  slant  from  a  legal 
viewpoint  as  to  whether  or  not  we  must  pay  this 
money.  They  say  that,  if  the  money  is  not  appro- 
priated by  this  Council,  it  must  come  from  some- 
where, and  that,  if  it  is  not  appropriated  before 
the  tax  rate  is  declared,  it  will  be  paid  at  the 
expense  of  our  citizens,  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

I  say  that  just  the  opposite  is  the  case,  that  if  we 
refuse  to  pay  this  money,  then  they  are  going  to  be 
able  to  provide  it  only  out  of  funds  which  are  pro- 
vided now  for  Suffolk  County  expenses,  and  there 
has  never  been  a  time  when  the  present  auditor, 
or  the  auditors  who  have  preceded  him,  nas  ever 
honored  a  draft  on  the  reserve  fund  for  Suffolk 
County  expenses.  I  know  that  the  auditor's 
opinion  on  this  proposition  is  similar  to  mine,  and 
that  only  by  the  most  direct  manner  of  compul- 
sion will  he  at  any  time  pay  these  expenses  out  of 
the  city  moneys.  So,  therefore,  I  feel  that  we 
should  do  more  than  make  a  mere  gesture  such  as 
that  we  made  a  week  ago  in  holding  up  this  propo- 
sition. I  believe  that  we  should  follow  our  hand; 
we  should  refuse  to  appropriate  one  single  penny 
tor  Suffolk  County  expenses  until  such  time  as  the 
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Republican   Legislature  sees  fit  to  apportion   the 
money  fairly  upon  the  town  of  Winthrop  and  the 
cities   of   Clielsea   and    Revere.     Bills   have   been 
introduced  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  by  mayors 
who  have  preceded  him,  asking  that  those  expenses 
be  apportioned;    but  every  year  it  has  been  the 
same  thing — they  have   been   thrown   out   of   the 
window    by    the    Republican    Legislature,    which 
unjustly  discriminates  at  every  opportunity  against 
Boston  and  its  citizenry.     I  am  elected  b.v  the  votes 
of  Boston  and  its  citizenry,  and  I  consider  them 
first.     I  stand  up  here  first  for  Boston;   secondly, 
I  then  take  any  other  matters  into  consideration. 
But  there  is  not  a  member  of  this  Council  that 
would  be  elected  to  oflJce,  in  my  opinion,  if  the 
citizenry  of  our  city  felt  that  he  would  vote  any 
moneys  of  Boston's  taxpayers  for  Suffolk  County 
expenses;  and  if  that  issue  were  to  be  raised  in  any 
campaign  and  a  man  were  to  stand  up  and  say 
that  he  would  vote  to  appropriate  Boston's  money 
to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of 
Chelsea,   Revere,   Winthrop,   Brookline,   Andover, 
Beverly,  Newton,  or  any  other  section  of  the  state, 
he    would    meet   a    most    ignominious    defeat.     I 
know  and  I  feel  that  the  sense  of  the  people  of  our 
city  is  that  we  have  been  denied  the  right  of  home 
rule  long  enough.     There  is  not  a  man  or  a  woman 
in  Boston  who  lives  here,  is  a  bona  fide  resident 
here,  and,  incidentally,  .1  know  that  our  pay  roll 
books  are  honeyoomed  with  those  who  reside  in 
every    city    and    town    in    this    Commonwealth. 
Every  one  of  those  jobs  belongs  to  a  Boston  boy 
or  to  a  Boston  girl;  every  one  of  those  jobs,  in  my 
opinion,  should  firs    be  given  in  preference  to  war 
veterans.     We  have  passed  legislation  on  Beacon 
Hill  giving  preference  to  veterans,  but  if  there  is  a 
veteran  who  lives  in  Boston  that  desires  a  position, 
how  is  he  going  to  get  it  if  they  are  going  to  appoint 
someone  from  Andover?     I  think  that  the  time  is 
ripe  when  this  Council  should  take  the  first  step  to 
combat  the  inffuenee  of  that  Republican  Legislature 
which   for  years  has   belittled   and   discriminated 
against   Boston   taxpayers.     I   stand   here,    even 
though  I  might  stand  alone,  knowing  that  some  day 
in  the  not  very  far  distant  future  Boston  is  going  to 
have  someone  that  is  going  to  be  big  enough  and 
have  nerve  enough  to  stand  up  in  his  shoes  and  fight 
for  Boston.     And  until  that  day   arrives,  just  so 
long  as  we  supinely  bend  the  knee  to  the  whims  of 
an  unfair  and  unjust  Legislature,  then  so  long  do 
we  deserve  that  treatment.      But  when  we  stand 
and  fight  back,  I  predict  that  that  Legislature  will 
no  longer  saddle  unfair  legislation  on  to  oui'  citizens 
but  will  give  to  us,  the  capital  city  of  this  Common- 
wealth, that  which  it  gives  to  every  other  city  and 
town  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  namely,  the 
right  to  govern  itself.     Look  at  the  ridiculousness 
of  this  proposition.     The  City  of  Boston  has  to  go 
with  its  hat  in  its  hand  every  year  to  ask  for  a  tax 
limit  for  the  City  of  Boston,  and  still  they  submit  a 
budget   here   in   the   nature   of   a   supplementary 
budget;   after  having  first  sent  in   their  original 
budget,  they  now  send  in  a  supplementary  budget  for 
county   expenses  increasing  the  amount   of  their 
original  budget  .$150,000.     What  would  be  the  hue 
and  cry  if  that  were  to  happen  in  our  city!     If  your 
mayor   were  to  submit  a  supplementary   oudget 
increasing  the  salaries  of  city  employeesafter  the 
original  budget  had  been  introduced,  when  he  would 
go  to  the  Legislature  next  year  asking  that  a  tax 
limit  of  sufiicient  amount  to  conduct  the  city's  affairs 
in  a  decent  manner  be  granted,  that  would  be  the 
first  thing  they  would  toss  into  his  teeth.     But  still 
they  do  what  they  deny  us  the  right  to  do,  and  we 
have  much  more  right  to  do  it  than  they  have. 
However,  I  suppose  it  is  votes  that  count  on  this 
proposition  and  I  might  talk  from  now  until  the  end 
of  time  and  not  even  influence  a  vote.     I  merely 
want  to  state  my  position.     I  do  not  care  how  far 
they  want  to  go  on  this  proposition,  whether  it  is 
this  or  any  other  proposition;    so  long  as  I  am  a 
member  of  this  Council,  I  am  going    o  vote  that 
no  moneys  be  provided  for  anyone  who  is  not  a 
resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  a  bona  fide 
aesident  at  that. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  5,  nays  3: 

Brickley       Gilbody,       Healey, 
Moriarty,  Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Donoghue   Purcell,  Walsh — 3.

JITNEY  LICENSES. 

Coun.  PURCELL,  for  the  Committee  on  Jitney 
Licenses,  submitted  reports  recommending  that 
licenses  be  granted  on  petitions,  viz.: 

Boston  Bus  Transportation  Company,  on  West 
Roxbury  Parkway. 

Boston  Bus  Transportation  Company,  on  Centre 
street,  from  Belgrade  avenue  to  Eliot  circle. 

Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  on  Eliot 
Pond,  May  and  Centre  streets. 

Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  change  of 
route  from  Atlantic  avenue  to  Arch  s'treet. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  granting  the  licenses. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  was  on  the 
Committee  on  Jitneys,  and  I  did  not  know  that 
that  committee  acted  on  all  those  jitney  licenses. 
I  will  be  frank  with  j-ou,  I  must  have  been  asleep. 
I  would  like  to  know  what  thev  are.  I  want  each 
one  read  separately.  I  made  the  statement,  verv 
plainly,  that  I  did  not  propose  to  vote  for  any  more 
jitney  licenses  to  the  Elevated,  excepting  the  one 
from  West  Roxbury  in  to  Arhngton  street,  and 
the  change  I  mentioned  today. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  there  is  no 
jitney  permit  being  asked  from  West  Roxburv  into 
Arlington  street.  One  has  been  asked  from  West 
Roxbury  in  to  the  monument  at  Centre  street, 
Jamaica  Plain.  There  is  opposition  to  it.  The 
Boston  Bus  Ser\ice  Corporation  want  to  put  a 
line  in,  and  the  Boston  Elevated  wants  to  put  a 
line  in. 

Coun.  WATSON— Put  a  line  where? 

Coun.  PURCELL — Fiom  West  Roxburv  in  to 
the  monument  at  Jamaica  Plain.  That  is  a 
section  of  the  city  which  has  no  service  of  any  kind. 
In  some  places  you  will  walk  two  and  a  half  and 
three  miles  to  get  a  car.  Faulkner  Hospital  is  in 
that  section,  and  its  management  is  very  anxious 
to  get  a  jitney  line  through  there. 

Coun.  W.\TSON — Where  is  the  permit  they 
asked  for? 

Coun.  PURCELL — That  is  the  one  I  am  talking 
on. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  thought  that  came  all  the 
way  in  town? 

Coun.  PURCELL — They  cannot.  The  Park 
Department,  as  you  heard  said  today,  is  bigger

than  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
The  Parlt  Department  has  already  thrown  out  a 
jitney  license  from  Franlvlin  Park  to  Park  square. 
The  Mayor  granted  the  permit,  and  signed  it,  but 
the  Park  Department  said  they  could  not  run. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  I  want  to  hear  read 
what  is  asked  for  here.  I  did  not  know  they  were 
passed,  or  I  would  have  objected  to  them. 

Coun.  PURCELL — You  say  you  want  com- 
petition. Here  is  the  Boston  Elevated  and  this 
Bus  Company  competing  for  a  line  in  this  district. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
from  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys 
that  he  is  giving  competition  on  the  West  Roxbury 
line.  Are  the  Elevated  and  the  opposing  jitney 
company  seeking  a  permit  on  the  same  streets? 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  believe  that  is  so,  Mr. 
Councilor;  but  when  it  goes  down  to  the  Mayor's 
office,  the  Mayor  will  decide  who  is  going  to  run 
them. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
going  to  give  him  the  chance  as  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned. I  would  like  to  have  the  orders  read 
individually. 

The  Clerk  read  the  petitions  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  Boston  Bus 
Transportation  Company  for  permission  to  operate 
a  bus  service  in  West  Roxbury  from  Belgrade 
avenue  to  Centre  street,  Jamaica  Plain. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
know  who  the  incorporators  are  of  the  Boston  Bus 
Transportation  Company,  and  I  would  like  to 
know  a  little  more  about  it.  I  do  not  want  to 
delay  the  members  any  longer,  but  it  is  a  pretty 
important  thing.  There  have  been  too  many  of 
these  jitnev  things  going  bv  too  quickly. 

Coun.  PURCELI^Mr.  President,  I  probably 
can  enlighten  the  gentleman  on  my  left  (Coun. 
Watson).  The  men  that  are  interested  in  this 
Boston  Bus  line  are  the  men  whom  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  Park  Department  saw  fit  to  throw 
down  after  they  had  brought  over  $60,000  to  $70,0C0 
worth  of  buses  to  this  city.  Those  buses  have  been 
hung  up  in  a  garage  ever  since. 

Coun.  WATSON— Is  Mr.  Kaplan  one  of  them? 

Coun.  PURCELL — It  is  the  corporation  that 
had  the  permit  to  run  into  Park  square. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  Mr.  President,  in  order 
that  I  may  get  full  information,  I  move  that  they 
be  laid  on  the  table  until  the  next  Monday.  It  is 
too  late  now  to  delay  things. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  3, 
nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue,  Healey,  Watson — 3. 

Nays— Coun.  Gilbody,  Purcell,  Walsh — 3. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration  of  the  last  vote,  hoping  that  the 
same  will  prevail,  I  believe  the  vote  is  lost  be- 
cause it  is  a  tie  vote.  There  are  eight  mem.bers 
present,  I  presume  the  other  two  member,s  have 
a  right  to  refuse  to  vote,  but  I  want  to  say  that  the 
time  is  ripe  to  compel  the  Elevated  Railroad  to  re- 
duce rates.  Now  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  your 
time.  If  the  members  will  not  agree  to  lot  this 
matter  lay  on  the  table  until  next  week,  I  will  talk 
here  until  9  o'clock  tonight — and  I  can  talk  until 
9  o'clock  if  necessary.  There  is  an  opportunity, 
Mr.  President.  To  begin  with,  I  would  like  to 
know  what  the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys 
disclose  as  to  who  was  present  and  who  voted  on 
these  diflerent  matters.  I  am  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Jitneys,  and  I  believe  the  gentle- 
man on  my  left  (Coun.  Healey)  is.  I  did  not 
know  that  these  matters  were  considered  by  the 
Committee  on  Jitneys.  Now  I  think  they  ought 
to  lay  on  the  table  until  next  week. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  stood  over 
here  and  I  heard  the  discussion  on  them,  and  the 
gentleman  in  his  seat  over  there  (Coun.Walsh) 
heard  them  also. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  do  not  doubt  but  that 
what  the  gentleman  (Coun,  Gilbody)  says  is  true. 
I  did  not  know  that  they  considered  them. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man who  last  spoke  (Coun.  Watson)  was  so  much 
interested  in  Commissioner  Shea  at  the  time  that 
he  did  not  hear  what  was  said. 

Coun,  WATSON— Mr,  President,  I  have  the 
privilege  and  right  to  interest  myself  as  I  please. 
I  would  like  to  know  how  many  members  were 
present  when  the  matter  was  voted  upon.  Perhaps 
you  can  tell  me, 

Coun,  PURCELL — The  complete  membership. 

Coun.  WALSH— What  did  they  report  on? 
Who  voted  in  favor? 

Coun.  PURCELL— I  could  not  toll  you  that. 


Coun.  WATSON — Well,  now,  Mr.  President,  it 
does  not  look  good  to  me  at  all — this  proposition. 
I  trust  that  the  members  will  not  compel  me  to 
talk  plain  English  here  today.  I  will  say  that  I 
object  to  the  passage  of  this  proposition  today.  I 
do  not  know  how  long  they  have  been  before  this 
Council.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Clerk  how  long 
these  matters  were  before  the  Committee  on 
Jitneys. 

The  Clerk  stated  that  the  petition  of  the  Boston 
Bus  Transportation  Company  was  received  on  the 
12th  of  May,  and  the  petition  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  on  the  30th  of  June. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  why  all  this 
delay  on  the  part  of  the  Committees  on  Jitneys? 
I  never  knew  that  the  Boston  Bus  Company  asked 
for  this  route, 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
think  it  is  fair  of  a  man  to  say  that.  There  has 
been  a  public  hearing  on  both  of  these  petitions. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
when? 

Coun.  PURCELL— In  this  chamber  here. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  councilors  will  be 
in  order.     Coun.  Watson  has  the  floor. 

Coun.  WATSON — As  I  remember  it,  Mr. 
President,  the  location  applied  for  before  the 
hearing  when  I  was  present  was  from  West  Roxbury 
through  the  Park  system  down  to  Arlington  street, 
and  that  was  a  petition  by  the  Boaton  Elevated 
Railroad.  Were  there  any  others?  This  new 
route  is  new  to  me.     Who  made  the  change? 

Coun.  PURCELL— The  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
road. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
road? They  are  not  running  me,  Mr.  President, 
I  think,  as  amatter  of  decency,  fair  play,  and  square 
dealing,  this  matter  should  lay  on  the  table  for  one 
week  and  no  harm  can  come  from  it.  What  is  the 
matter? 

Coun.  PURCELL — How  about  your  candidacy? 

Coun.  WATSON — Never  mind  about  my 
candidacy.  I  take  care  of  all  my  own  campaigns, 
and  if  I  have  to  lose  because  I  am  fighting  for  a 
principle,  I  am  willing  to  lose.  I  cannot  help 
looking  around  here.  Here  is  a  matter  I  never 
heard  of  until  I  heard  it  read  here  today.  The  new 
routes.  There  is  something  crooked  here — if  you 
want  me  to  use  that  language.  All  right,  it  is  a 
matter  of  record.  I  emphasize  it — there  is  some- 
thing crooked  in  this  proposition,  and  I  ask  for 
time  in  order  to  inquire  into  it.  I  would  like  to 
ask  Coun.  Healey  how  he  feels  in  the  matter. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  feel  the 
same  way.  I  understood  the  new  route,  of  course, 
was  favored  by  the  Hon.  Joseph  A.  Conry.  I 
understand  that  all  right.  And  the  other  matter  I 
do  not  understand  that  he  really  was  considering 
that  at  all.  Of  course,  if  it  runs  along  the  same 
route,  and  if  the  city  has  to  pay  the  bills  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway,  I  believe  every  nickel 
taken  out  of  the  Elevated  Railway  means  that  the 
citizens  of  Boston  will  have  to  pay  the  bill  if  there 
is  a  deficit,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  am  against 
competition  on  the  route.  On  the  second  one,  I 
will  not  vote  in  favor  of  it.  I  will  vote  in  favor  of 
the  petition  of  the  Elevated  over  the  new  route 
arranged  by  Joseph  A.  Conry  and  the  Elevated, 
and  I  think  the  Committee  on  Jitneys. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  that 
the  speaker  (Coun.  Healey)  goes  halfway  with  me. 
I  reiterate — there  is  something  peculiar  about  this 
vote,  and  I  do  not  propose  to  be  placed  in  the 
position  of  being  a  numbskull  at  this  late  day  in 
my  life.  I  have  been  in  city  government  for 
eleven  vcars,  and  I  usually  know  what  I  am  voting 
on.  If  I  am  being  '  'delivered,"  I  propose  to 
protect  my  reputation.  Is  that  strong  enough? 
If  not,  I  will  say  more.  This  proposition  does  not 
look  good  to  me.  There  is  a  darky  in  the  wood 
pile.  It  has  waited  here  since  way  back  in  April 
or  so.  Why  the  speed  today?  I  do  not  propose 
to  delegate  to  Mayor  Curley  any  of  my  rights  or 
duties.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  he  is  com- 
petent to  pass  upon  matters  coming  to  him, 
but  I  have  just  as  serious  an  obligation  as  he  has. 
I  am  not  sitting  here  as  a  dummy,  I  am  not 
sitting  to  permit  Joseph  A.  Conry  and  the  Elevated 
to  come  to  an  agreement  unless  I  know  what  the 
agreement  is,  I  do  not  propose  to  have  orders 
sneaked  through  this  body  unknown  to  me. 
Why  not  let  us  have  a  week's  delay  on  this  matter? 
I  ask  the  gentleman  on  my  right  (Coun.  Purcell), 
as  chariman  of  that  committee,  to  kindly  agree 
to  give  me  a  week  to  know  what  I  am  voting 
on  and  whether  or  not  I  have  been  sold  out. 
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Conn.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  would  giving 
the  honorable  gentleman  (Conn.  Watson)  a  week 
enable  him  to  get  the  information  he  wants  in  that 
time? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  will  guar- 
antee to  vote'  'yes"  or  "no"  next  Monday  on  this 
proposition. 

Tlie   question   came   on  reconsideration   of   the 
vote  not  to  lay  on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting, 
and  said  motion  to  reconsider  was  passed. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
all  jitney  applications,  excepting  that  relating  to 
the  change  of  route  by  the  Elevated,  be  laid  on  the 
table  until  next  Monday,  excepting,  as  I  said, 
the  proposed  change  of  route  on  Atlantic  avenue. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Council  voted  to  grant  the  license  to  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  on  the  peti- 
tion (referred  today)  for  a  change  of  route  from 
Atlantic  avenue  to  Arch  street. 


TREMONT   STREET  WIDENING. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  re- 
consideration of  all  matters  passed  upon  today, 
hoping  that  they  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stood that  Coun.  Healey  was  to  take  up  Nos.  8 
and  9  from  the  calendar. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Oh,  yes,  Mr.  President. 
The  session  has  been  such  a  lengthy  one  that  I 
had  nearly  forgotten  the  matter.  I  would  like 
No.  8  called  up  on  the  oalepdar. 

(No.  8  is  the  loan  order  for  the  widening  of 
Tremont  street.) 

President  DONOGHUE— Does  the  councilor 
(Watson)  withdraw  his  motion? 

Coun.  WATSON— I  withdraw  it,  Mr.  President. 

President  DONOGHUE— If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  motion  to  reconsider  is  withdrawn. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
both  No.  8  and  No.  9  be  called  from  the  calendar. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  I  move  tha 
Nos.  8  and  9  be  laid  on  the  table  and  a  public  hear- 
ing granted.  I  would  like  to  know  who  is  inter- 
ested in  this  project.  I  think  now  is  the  proper 
time  to  find  out  and  not  come  back  later  on  and 
say  that  it  never  came  up.  I  move  you,  sir,  that 
we  have  a  public  hearing  in  this  matter  at  an 
early  date. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  DONOGHUE— Is  there  objection? 
As  there  is  none,  the  councilor  may  make  a  state- 
ment. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  only  way 
in  which  I  could  make  a  fight  on  this  proposition 
is  by  securing  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  state- 
ment. I  realize  that  a  motion  to  lay  on  th  table 
is  not  debatable;  consequently,  I  have  been  given 
permission  to  make  a  statement,  and  I  desire  to 
do  so.  I  understand  that  the  Benevolent  Order 
of  Elks,  Boston  Lodge  No.  10,  desire  action  today 
on  the  question  of  the  widening  of  Tremont  street. 
They  have  been  handicapped  a  great  deal  because 
of  delay.  As  I  understand  it,  originally  they  had 
plans  drawn  o  erect  a  magnificent  building,  cost- 
ing a  million  and  a  half  or  two  million  dollars, 
the  site  which  they  have  purchased,  based  on  the 
present  width  of  Tremont  street,  but  because  of 
this  act  of  the  Legislature  for  the  widening  of 
Tremont  street  they  find  it  necessary  to  change 
their  plans  to  conform  to  the  new  width.  They 
are  handicapped  to  a  great  extent  in  selling  bonds 
and  securing  building  loans  because  of  their  faihire 
to  move  forward.  They  desire  to  break  ground 
immediately.  They  have  had  a  "drive,"  and  I 
believe  they  have  raised  a  large  sum  of  money 
among  the  membership  of  the  Elks  and  their 
friends.  I  hold  a  hundred  dollar  bond  in  the 
building.  I  understand  from  the  members  of 
the  committee — Mr.  George  Stuart  is  here,  and 
Daniel  J.  Kane,  the  Exalted  Ruler — in  order  that 
they  may  have  action  one  way  or  the  other  that 
they  desire  us  either  to  pass  the  Tremont  street 
widening  measure  today  or  defeat  it.  If  neces- 
sary, they  will  go  on  and  build  their  building 
according  to  the  plans  they  now  have,  which  thoy 
paid  for,  to  conform  to  the  present  width  of  the 
street.  If  they  erect  their  building  according  to 
those  plans,  Tremont  street  can  never  be  widened 
at  that  point  without  paying  at  least  a  million 
dollars  in  damages  to  the  Elks.  Now  it  is  a  pretty 
serious  thing  for  us  to  postpone  this  matter  further. 
I   have  no  interest  in  the  land  sharks  who  hold 


options  on  the  balance  of  Tremont  street.  Un- 
fortunately, this  act  calls  for  all  or  nothing — this 
million  two  hundred  thousand  dollar  widening. 
We  cannot  divide  the  question.  I  know  the 
members  here  would  vote  in  favor  of  widening 
Tremont  street  at  the  point  where  the  Elks  are 
going  to  build  if  the  Elks  alone  were  benefitted ; 
but,  after  all.  that  would  be  rather  a  selfish  interest 
for  us  to  show,  and,  to  be  frank,  I  lean  that  way 
myself.  But  this  question  is  not  whether, they 
shall  build  there  andexempt  the  rest:  it  is  a  ques- 
tion of  widening  all  or  nothing.  I  do  not  think 
we  ought  to  delay  further  with  a  public  hearing 
on  the  question  of  widening  Tremont  street.  The 
public  are  in  full  information  on  the  matter. 
Nobody  will  object  to  widening  Tremont  street, 
in  my  opinion.  I  may  be  wrong.  And  why  pro- 
long the  question?  You  are  going  to  pass  it 
eventually.  Public  necessity  will  demand  that 
we  pass  it.  Who  is  going  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
progress  even  though  some  people  improperly 
secure  benefits  from  the  street  widening?  Sup- 
posing some  of  these  highbrow  land  sharks  benefit 
by  the  widening,  eventually  all  the  people  will 
benefit  because  that  widening  is  essential  and 
necessary,  even  though  many  will  benefit  who  own 
the  land  or  hold  an  option  on  it — many  of  them, 
to  use  the  term  of  the  day,  who  have  been  un- 
friendly to  me  and  will  continue  so.  But  why  go 
to  work  and  keep  out  those  who  are  deserving  in 
order  to  get  even  with  those  who  are  undeser-iang? 
I  would  like  to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  this  Council 
hearing  for  five  minutes  in  order  that  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  might  have  a  hearing  and  permit 
Daniel  J.  Kane,  Exalted  Ruler  of  the  Elks,  and 
Mr.  Stuart  of  the  committee,  to  explain  to  us 
what  their  wishes  are  in  the  matter.  If  they 
desire  to  permit  delay,  I  do  not  object;  if  they 
insist  upon  action  now,  I  say  we  ought  to  have  it. 
Now  I  am  talking  longer  than  I  intended  to.  I 
probably  have  imposed  upon  the  Council  in  taking 
this  length  of  time;  but  we  have  all  been  taking 
time  today  which  we  ought  not  to  have  taken.  I 
am  as  guilty  as  anybody.  This  is  an  important 
matter.  Intimidation  will  not  pass  this  measure; 
cool,  collected  reasoning  will;  and  I  will  ask  any 
member  of  tlie  Council  to  try  to  give  me  a  reason, 
or  a  sensible  reason,  or  a  reasonable  reason,  why 
we  should  not  act  for  or  against  this  measure 
today.  On  No.  9  on  the  calendar  perhaps  we  can 
wait.  That  means  the  erection  of  only  a  four 
million  dollar  building  where  they  will  break 
ground  immediately  and  put  some  of  the  unem- 
ployed to  work.  That  does  not  mean  anything, 
of  course.  It  does  not  mean  a  thing  to  some 
people.  It  does  to  me.  If  as  many  people  called 
at  your  door,  fellow  members,  for  employment — 
skilled  mechanics,  laborers,  bricklayers,  tinsmith 
workers — as  call  on  me,  you  will  know  the  neces- 
sity for  providing  employment  at  his  crucia  time. 
And  why  delay  these  things?  I  do  not  know  what 
further  to  say,  JVIr.  President.  You  have  given 
me  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement,  which 
I  appreciate,  and  I  ask  that  unanimous  consent 
be  given  to  Coun.  Purcell  in  order  that  he  may 
give  a  reason  which  he  considers  sufficient  for 
further  delay  on  this  proposition.  I  move  unani- 
mous consent  be  given  Coun.  Purcell. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  of  Coun.  Purcell  to  lay  the  matter 
on  the  table. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want 
the  gentleman  (Coun.  Watson)  who  spoke  ahead 
of  me 

President  DONOGHUE— The  councilor  is  out 
of  order  unless  he  receives  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Council  to  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
Coun.  Purcell  be  given  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  statement. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  motion  is  out  of 
order.  The  question  comes  on  the  motion  of 
Coun.  Purcell  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  tabic.  All 
in  favor  will  say '  'aye;"  opposed,'  no."  The  nays 
have  it. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  vote  is  doubted, 
and  the  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll,  with  the  following 
result: 
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Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue,  Purcell,  Walsh — 3. 
Nays — Coun.  Gilbody,  Healoy,  Moriarty,  Wat- 
son— 4. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
desire  to  take  advantage  of  conditions.  I  am 
interested,  particularly  and  primarily,  in  permitting 

the  Elks 

President  DONOGHUE— There  is  no  motion 
before  the  House. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  take  No.  8  from  the  calendar. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Watson  moves 
to  call  up  No.  8  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  at  this  time  that  we  give  permission  to  the 
Exalted  Kuler  of  the  Boston  I^odge  of  Elks  and 
the  committee  an  opportunity  to  state  to  the 
Council  what  their  wishes  are  concerning  this 
proposition. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  the  com- 
mittee from  the  Elks  have  been  here  y)efore,  and  I 
think  the  time  has  arrived  now  when  the  question 
should  be  put  before  the  body  for  a  vote.  I  do  not 
see  any  need  of  their  coming  in  here  again.  They 
have  been  in  here  once. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  am  perfectly  agreeable  to 
that. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  ask  that  the  question  bo 
put. 

Coun.  PURCELI> — Mr.  President,  am  I  out  of 
order  if  I  have  something  to  say? 

President  DONOGHUE — You  are  in  order. 
Coun.  PURCELJv— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  correct  the  statement  of  the  gentleman  on  my 
left  (Coun.  Watson)  when  he  suggests  that  I  am 
voting  on  this  because  it  is  an  Elks'  proposition, 
or  anything  like  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  do  not  think  you  are. 
Coun.  PURCELL — I  ask  for  a  public  hearing 
for  one  reason.  When  Tremont  street  was  first 
suggested  to  be  widened  it  was  to  be  widened  on  the 
other  side,  which  I  think  is  the  proper  plate  to 
wiaen.  It  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  left 
to  the  Street  Commissioners.  Now,  if  this  is 
widened  on  the  right-hand  side  going  from  here, 
you  are  taking  so  much  land  away  from  the  Elks; 
you  are  cutting  out  a  hotel  on  which  the  owner  has 
spent  $150,000 — you  are  wiping  him  out  of  busi- 
ness; you  are  taking  another  hotel  this  side  of  the 
Elks  and  wiping  that  out  of  business;  and  you  are 
wiping  another  man  out  of  basiness  who  has  just 
built  a  building  on  the  corner  of  Stuart  and  Tre- 
mont streets.  Why?  Because  one  certain  theater 
in  this  town  put  the  ropes  out  and  got  things  work- 
ing to  shift  it  to  the  other  side.  That  is  why  I 
want  a  public  hearing,  Mr.  President.  Let  us 
have  it  out  and  see  why.  There  was  only  one 
theater,  one  place  that  would  be  wiped  out,  and 
the  only  thing  they  would  lose  is  the  foyer  in  behind 
their  entrance.  Mr.  McDonald,  the  roan  who  is 
putting  this  deal  through,  tried  to  give  10  feet 
gratis  to  the  Cjty  of  Boston ,  and  because  the  Wilbur 
theater  people  came  across,  in  my  estimation,  it 
did  not  go  through.  That  is  the  reason  why  I 
demand  a  public  hearing. 

Coun.  WATSON — Came  across  to  me? 
Coun.  PURCELI> — "Came  across"  is  right.  I 
do  not  say  you  or  anybody  else.  At  the  proper 
time  I  may  say  who.  That  is  the  reason  why  I 
want  a  public  hearing.  And,  as  for  the  Elks,  I  am 
an  Elk,  and  I  voted  for  it  at  the  first  reading  be- 
caase  I  was  an  Elk,  but  I  reserved  the  right  on  the 
second  hearing  to  vote  against  it,  and  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  it  this  time.  If  you  are  going  to 
take  so  much  away  from  the  Elks  and  make  a 
smaller  building,  I  am  opposed  to  it,  and  any  man 
that  is  an  Elk  ought  to  be  opposed  to  it.  Let  the 
Elks  build  their  building  there.  Let  us  have  the 
widening  on  the  other  .side.  The  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  has  tracks  up  behind  a  lot  of  old 
houses  there  which  are  not  in  use.  The  cars 
coming  out  of  the  tunnel  go  across  the  street  and 
block  traffic  in  every  direction.  Why  not  run 
them  up  on  their  land  in  the  back  of  those  houses 
from  Broadway  Extension  to  Arlington  Square; 
why  not  let  the  Elevated  run  their  tracks  up  in 
there?  Widen  Tremont  street  in  the  right  way 
and  give  the  people  of  Boston  and  give  the  auto- 
mobilists  a  chance  to  come  down  Tremont  street. 
You  are  just  making  it  100  per  cent  worse,  because 
if  you  do  that  the  Elevated  will  have  to  put  its 
tracks  farther  over,  and  you  are  putting  tliosc  cars 
right  acro.ss  the  street.  Now  you  have  a  chance, 
and  I  believe  in  widening  at  this  time.  That  is  the 
reason  why  I  am  opposed  and  why  I  am  voting 
against  it. 


•  Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  of  course  the 
gentleman  (Coun.  Purcell)  did  not  refer  to  me  when 
he  said  that  he  inferred  that  the  people  "came 
across"  because  he  knows  tjiat  I  am  immune  from 
that  kind  of  stuff.  The  gentleman  (Coun.  Purcen) 
raised  an  argument  concerning  widening  on  the 
other  side.  It  will  cost  something  like  .$600,000 
or  $700,000  in  damages  if  they  widen  over  across 
the  street  at  the  corner  of  Hollis  and  Tremont 
streets.  If  they  widen  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the 
street  it  will  take  some  of  the  valuable  property  at 
the  junction  of  Shawmut  avenue  and  Tremont 
street.  Now  I  am  not  going  to  argue  about  what 
rnight  have  been,  and  I  am  not  going  to  argue  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  Elks  because  they  are  not 
entitled  to  any  more  than  anybody  else  —  they  ask 
for  no  more.  The  Elks  can  stand  on  their  own  feet; 
they  do  not  ask  for  any  favors  from  anybody' 
I  v/ns  here  when  they  gave  a  magnificent  hospital 
to  the  Government  on  Parker  Hill.  They  ask  no 
defence  or  favors  from  anybody.  It  is  a  "business 
proposition.  They  are  erecting  a  building  there, 
and  they  want  to  know  whether  or  not  they  can 
proceed  now,  or  whether  they  shall  be  held  up 
longer.  And  their  financial  matters  are  tied  up. 
It  is  not  a  question  of  whether  McDonald  is  to 
benefit.  Of  course  he  is.  If  it  was  not  McDonald 
it  would  be  somebody  else  who  would  have  the 
benefit.  McDonald  is  not  my  friend  any  more  than 
he  IS  yours,  but,  if  he  is  going  to  benefit,  and  others 
are  going  to  benefit  likewise,  "the  greatest  good  for 
the  greatest  number"  is  my  motto. 

I  do  not  want  to  see  this  matter  defeated  today 
though  I  believe  the  Elks  will  be  satisfied.  They 
want  action.  I  have  been  told  so  by  Mr.  Stuart 
one  of  the  com.mittee.  They  want  to  know  where 
they  are  at.  Either  pass  it  or  defeat  it  today 
And  I  trust  that,  in  the  interest  of  progress,  in- 
dependent of  the  fact  that  some  unworthy  people 
will  benefit  financially,  perhaps,  and  it  may  be  a 
land  scheme,  perhaps  —  they  all  are;  these  great 
improvements  do  not  come  from  anybody  who  is 
disinterested;  somebody  is  interested  always  right- 
fully and  properly,  or  wrongfully  and  improperly- 
and  therefore,  without  further  words,  I  trust  that' 
today,  we  will  vote  favorably  on  the  widening  of 
Tremont  street  for  the  public  good. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  some  three 
or  four  weeks  ago  I  voted  yes  and  reserved  the  right 
to  change  my  vote  when  the  matter  was  taken  up 
for  second  reading.  I  am  going  to  vote  yes  today 
believing  to  a  great  extent,  as  Co;in.  Purcell 
believes,  that,  in  so  far  as  the  widening  is  concerned 
they  are  taking  the  wrong  side  of  the  street.  I  feel 
that  they  should  have  taken  the  other  side  of  the 
street,  but  I  am  not  a  Street  Commissioner.  The 
Street  Commissioners  are  going  to  be  responsible 
if  this  act  goes  through  and  the  right  side  of  the 
street  is  not  widened.  I  feel  that  plans  are  already 
drawn  providing  for  a  taking  on  the  side  on  which 
the  Elks  are  to  be  located.  My  sympathy  runs 
with  the  Elks,  and  this  matter  lias  been  held  up 
for  some  time.  The  Elks  are  borrowing  mone.v 
for  the  purpose  of  building.  They  have  a  lot  of 
land.  Of  course,  if  that  side  of  the  street  is  not 
going  to  be  widened,  they  want  to  build  to  the  front 
of  the  street.  In  so  far  as  making  their  building 
any  smaller  is  concerned  by  taking  20  feet  on  their 
side,  it  is  not  going  to  make  their  building  one  bit 
smaller;  but  if  they  now  start  to  build  and  Ijuild 
with  a  set-back  of  20  feet,  surmising  that  some  day 
the  widening  project  will  go  through,  they  are  going 
to  be  in  a  very  peculiar  position;  and  for  that 
reason  I  am  going  to  set  my  judgment  one  side  and, 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  Boston  Lodge  of 
Elks  an  opportunity  to  erect  their  building  and 
go  along,  I  am  going  to  vote  yes. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  do  not  see 
how  it  is  a  matter  of  the  Boston  Lodge  of  Elks 
erecting  their  building  or  not  erecting  it.  They 
have  plans  ready  now,  so  I  understand,  to  erec"t 
their  building  out  to  the  curbstone.  Why  can't 
they  go  along  with  them?  I  am  absolutely  op- 
posed to  the  widening  of  Tremont  street  on  the 
other  side,  and,  as  I  ay,  if  we  have  a  public  hearing 
it  will  bring  out  just  who  is  behind  this  thing,  and 
when  we  do  it  will  open  the  eyes  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  and  the  newspapers  will  have  something  to 
headline.  I  am  still  going  to  vote  against  the  wid- 
ening of  Tremont  street,  and  I  am  as  good  an  Elk 
as  any  man  in  the  room. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  comes  on 
the  passage  of  the  order.  The  Chair  desires  to 
state  his  belief  that  this  matter  should  have  a 
hearing,  that  there  should  be  a  public  hearing  on 
it,  but  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  majority  of 
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the  members  of  the  Council  want  to  take  a  vote 
on  this  proposition  today,  the  Chair  is  going  to 
vote  agninst  it.  I  see  no  crying  need  for 
widening  of  Tremont  street  at  this  particular  time 
without  an  opportunity  being  given  for  any  public 
hearing  on  the  matter.  The  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Conn.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  may  I  inquire 
of  those  who  are  opposed  to  this  order  how  much 
delay  they  want  for  this  public  hearing? 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  will  not 
put  the  motion  again  for  a  public  hearing.  It  has 
been  decided,  and  I  demand  a  vote. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  in  favor  of  the  proposition.  I  was  always  in 
favor  of  the  proposition  on  the  very  general  lines 
that  it  was  a  good  thing  for  business;  but  if  the 
matter  is  going  to  be  decided  simply  and  solely 
because  a  public  hearing  will  not  be  held,  if  they 
agree  to  have  the  public  hearing  next  Monday  I 
will  vote  for  it.  It  will  not  make  any  difference  in 
my  vote  on  the  proposition.  I  intend  to  vote  for 
the  proposition  on  Tremont  street  and  also  on 
Kneeland  street,  because  I  think  they  are  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  the  op- 
ponents of  the  measure  assure  us  that  they  will 
have  the  public  hearing  on  next  Monday,  I  will 
vote  to  go  through  with  the  public  hearing  next 
Monday. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  I  voted  primarily,  I  will  admit,  for  the 
Boston  Lodge  of  Elks,  but  I  think  it  requires 
serious  consideration,  and  I  think,  now  that  it 
is  evident  that  the  order  will  not  be  passed,  that 
we  had  better  use  our  better  judgment  and  post- 
pone it  for  one  week  or  until  some  day  when  we 
can  have  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter.  I  think 
that  we  have  already  discussed  this  matter  at 
length,  and  let  us  use  our  common  sense,  study  the 
situation  up  there,  and  have  a  public  hearing.  I 
therefore  move  that  we  lay  it  on  the  table  and 
that  a  public  hearing  be  held  on  the  proposition. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Gilbody  moves 
that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  believe  it  is  not  debatable, 
is  it,  Mr.  President? 

President  DONOGHUE— No. 

Coun.  HEALEY — It  may  be  amended,  though, 
Mr,  President,  with  the  understanding  that  a 
public  hearing 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Watson  has  the 
floor.     Do  you  yield  to  Coun.  Healey? 

Coun.  WATSON— No;  if  I  have  the  floor  I  am 
going  to  keep  it:     Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Gilbody  moves 
that  the  matter  lay  on  the  table,  and,  if  that 
motion  prevails,  then  Coun.  Gilbody  will  move 
that  a  public  hearing  be  held.  That  motion  wi  1 
be  debatable. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE  — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.   WATSON— Mr.     President,    I    ask     the 
councilor    (Gilbody)    to   withdraw   his   motion.     I 
desire  to  make  a  statement.      If  the  members  are 
interested  in  licking  it,  go  to  it. 
■  Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE— For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  rise  to  amend  the 
motion. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  is  not  amendable. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— For  time? 

President  DONOGHUE— No  time  is  specified. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Can't  I  amend  it  in  so 
far  as  time  is  concerned? 

President  DONOGHUE— No  amendment  can 
be  made. 

Coun.  PURCELI^Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  PURCELL — In  opposition  to  laying  this 
matter  on  the  table. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  is  not 
debatable. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun,  BRICKLEY— To  call  up  No.  9  on  the 
calendar. 


President  DONOGHUE— The  motion  is  out  of 
order.  The  motion  has  been  made  to  lay  No.  8 
on  the  table. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President 

President  DONOGHUE— For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  ri.se? 

Coun.  HEALEY — To  seek  information  from  the 
gentleman  who  moved  the  motion,  which  I  sup- 
pose is  entirely  in  order. 

President  DONOGHUE— It  is  not  in  order.

Gentlemen, — The  Community  Health  Associa- 
tion of  Boston,  a  private  organization  supported 
by  public  contributions,  has  been  interested  in 
the  work  of  district  nursing,  baby  hygiene,  mental 
hygiene,  prenatal  and  preschool  work  for  a  period 
of  thirty-eight  years. 

The  Community  Health  Association  of  late  have 
been  experiencing  the  same  difficulty  that  has 
confronted  similar  organizations  in  the  matter  of 
the  raising  of  funds  for  the  conduct  of  the  par- 
ticular activities  in  which  they  are  interested. 

The  situation  has  become  so  acute  that  they 
have  served  notice  that  they  desire  the  City  of 
Boston  to  conduct  the  baby  hygiene  activities 
after  September  1,  1924,  in  the  following  districts: 
Charle.stown,  East  Boston,  North  End,  South  End 
and  West  End.  The  conduct  of  the  baby  hygiene 
activities  in  these  districts  will  represent  an 
increased  expenditure  by  the  Boston  Health 
Department  of  .$25,000  for  the  remainder  of  the 
fiscal  year.  This  work,  in  my  opinion,  should  be 
conducted  by  the  City  of  Boston  direct,  through 
its  Health  Department,  and  in  all  probability 
unless  the  philanthropic  impulse  of  those  who  have 
aided  in  the  past  is  supplemented  by  financial  aid 
the  City  of  Boston  will  be  required  to  conduct 
similar  activities  in  every  section  of  the  city. 

Under  the  circumstances  it  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  city  to  provide  the  necessary  money  and  I 
accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying order,  the  adoption  of  which  will 
provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  conduct  of  these 
activities  from  September  1,  1924,  to  February  1, 
1925.

PARK  POLICEMEN. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  appointing  special  uniformed  police- 
men and  policewomen  to  have  jurisdiction  over 
the  Boston  Common,  Public  Gardens  and  all 
public  parks  and  playgrounds,  and  that  the  said 
policemen  and  policewomen  be  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  Boston  Park  Commissioners. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  my 
order  is  plain  enough  without  any  remarks  from 
me,  but  perhaps  a  word  or  two  at  this  time  would 
do  no  liarm.  As  is  well  known  by  all  who  know 
anything  whatever  about  city  affairs,  for  a  great 
many  years  Boston  has  been  without  what  might 
be  called  "Home  Rule"  or  jurisdiction  over  its 
several  departments.  The  Finance  Commission 
is  one  department  over  which  we  have  no  control, 
and  there  are  others,  and  one  is  particularly  the 
Police  Department.  I  have  no  criticism  to  make 
of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Department,  so  called, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
appointed  b.v  the  Governor,  and  confirmed  by  the 
Governor's  Council,  although  we  will  admit,  here 
and  there,  that  there  are  those  on  the  force  who 
should  not  be  there.  Of  course,  my  S5"mpathics 
were  very  strong  for  the  old  policemen,  but  the 
question  of  their  reemployment  by  the  city  is  a 
closed  book.  There  is  just  one  way  that  Boston 
can  take  a  firm  stand  concerning  home  rule,  or  one 
way  in  particular  m  which  they  can  take  their 
stand,  and  that  is  by  Council  creating,  by  ordinance, 
a  park  and  playground  police  force  under  the  juris- 
diction and  control  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Board.  We  have  not  taken  that  position  just  yet, 
as  I  desired  to  hear  from  the  Executive  of  the  city 
concerning  what  he  considered  the  advisable  or  the 
feasible  way  of  doing  what  I  believe  should  be  done, 
and  what  I  believe  my  colleagues  believe  should  be 
done.  There  is  just  this  way — a  good  way — of 
making  a  direct  declaration  tliat  Boston,  by  right, 
should  control  the  Police  Department  that  the 
taxpayers'  money  pays  for.  We  cannot  take  from 
the  control  of  the  state,  now,  the  entire  Boston 
police  force,  although  I  believe  we  will  later  do  so; 
but  we  can  appoint,  by  ordinance — or  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  niay,  through  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Board — policemen  and  policewomen  who  are  re- 
sponsible to  Boston,  who  will  serve  the  City  of 
Boston  and  serve  the  Department  of  Park  and 
Recreation,  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  who  will 
have  direct  control  of  tlie  same.  It'may  be  said, 
"Why  increase  the  taxes  bj-  appointing  more  police- 
men and  policewomen,  when  they  are  not  needed?" 
They  are  needed.  Only  this  very  day  I  had  called 
to  my  attention  indirectly,  through  a  clergyman  of 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  the  High  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  West  End,  that  the  Rev.  Father 
Evans,  a  high  churchman  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, so  called,  knows  of  conditions  on  tlic  Boston 
Common  and  the  Public  Garden  tliat  are  imfit  to 
publish  in  the  public  press,  because  of  the  lack  of 
police  work  on  the  Boston  Common  and  the  Public 
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Garden.  I  can  testify  myself,  as  to  conditions 
similar  that  exist  on  every  playground  within  the 
confines  of  our  city.  Witliout  police  protection 
children  are  treated  in  a  way  that  is  not  conducive 
to  good  living  or  good  morals.  The  Boston  Police 
Department,  under  the  control  of  a  commission 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  finds  itself  inadequate 
to  perform  the  duties  that  are  necessary  on  our 
public  playgrounds  and  breathing  spots  because  of 
lack  of  officers  necessary  to  properly  control  law 
breakers  outside  of  tlie  confines  of  the  public  parks 
and  playgrounds  I  will  talk  but  a  moment 
longer,  because  there  are  things  for  this  Council  to 
do  today  that  are  more  important,  perhajjs,  in  the 
mind  of  some  people,  than  the  question  I  am  dis- 
cussing; but  I  believe  that  the  morals  of  the  grow- 
ing boys  and  girls  of  Boston  should  be  protected. 
The  boys  and  girls  of  from  thirteen  to  .seventeen 
years  of  age  are'passing  through  a  period  of  their 
lives  when  their  morals  must  be  looked  after 
mighty  quickly,  for  there  are  many  wolves  mas- 
querading in  sheep's  clothing  in  Boston  who  are 
only  too  willing  to  debauch  the  youth  of  our  com- 
munity. 

We  hear  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  sounding 
a  riot  call,  bringing  the  police  to  Pemberton  square, 
where  law-abiding  citizens  congregate  at  least 
occasionally,  to  demonstrate  how  quickly  they  can 
be  used  against  a  riot,  or  against  the  K  u  1<  lux,  per- 
haps. Wo  are  not  going  to  be  bothered  by  the 
Ku  Kluxers;  the  people  of  Boston,  generally,  re- 
gardless of  creed,  race  or  nationality,  whether 
alien-born,  native-born  or  aliens,  are  90  per  cent 
law-abiding.  We  know  what  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  Boston  should  be  doing,  rather  than  show- 
ing off  their  ability  to  respond  to  a  riot  call  that  will 
never  come,  but  which  is  a  good  piece  of  publicity 
for  some  manufacturer  of  Gatling  guns,  or  shot 
guns,  or  revolvers, that  is  all,  they  should  be  out  pro- 
tecting the  youth  of  our  eonmiunity,  and  the 
grown-ups  and  the  property  of  the  taxpayers. 

Boston  is  inadequately  policed,  and  I  will  not 
vote  for  further  appropriations  for  the  Police  De- 
partment, to  increase  its  personnel  and  size,  until 
conditions  in  Boston  improve;  and  they  are  not 
going  to  improve  as  long  as  Bo.ston  is  denied  home 
rule.  And  when  the  RIayor  of  this  city,  be  he 
Peters,  Hibbard,  Curley,  Fitzgerald  or  Hart,  has 
control  of  our  Police  Department,  as  we  have  of 
our  Fire  Department,  our  city  will  be  better  ad- 
ministered than  it  is  now. 

The  Fire  Department,  under  the  control  and 
supervision  of  the  Fire  Conmiissioner  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  is  second  to  none  of  its  size 
in  the  world ;  and  in  every  community  in  America 
and  abroad,  the  Boston  Fire  Department  is  and 
has  been  held  up  as  an  example  to  all  communities 
as  of  the  highest  standing,  and  as  first  in  the  fire- 
fighting  forces  of  the  world,  under  Mayor  Curley, 
under  Mayor  Hibbard,  under  Mayor  Hart,  under 
Mayor  Fitzgerald,  and  perhaps  under  Mayor 
Moriarity  or  some  other  of  our  candidates  for  the 
office,  they  will  conduct  the  Police  Department  as 
they  have  conducted  the  Fire  Department,  by 
home  rule,  I  forgot  to  mention  the  other  candidate 
for  Mayor,  our  presiding  officer.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  I  have  been  serious  until  my  last  few 
remarks,  and  I  am  serious  in  them, — either  one  of 
them  or  both  of  them  may  be  our  Mayor, — you  can- 
not tell;  that  is  the  possibility  of  our  American 
citizens.  Therefore,  I  believe  that  the  time  is  ripe 
for  Mayor  Curley  to  send  to  the  City  Council  an 
ordinance  providing  for  the  creation  and  appoint- 
ment of  a  Park  and  Recreation  Police  Department 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Board.  It  can  be  done,  and  the  Legislature  cannot 
stop  us,  because  they  arc  not  in  session  and  they 
will  not  stop  us  next  year,  because  I  will  be  up  there 
in  the  Senate,  and  .lames  M.  Curley  will  be  gov- 
ernor. So  much  for  that.  (Applause.)  Thank 
you  for  the  applause,  but  watt  until  we  win.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  I  think  I  have  said  sufficient  that 
the  papers  of  Boston  will  give  some  publicity  to  our 
real,  genuine,  practical  method  of  home  rule  for 
Boston,  in  part.  The  Boston  Post  will  favor  it, 
the  American  will  favor  it,  the  Globe  will  favor  it, 
and  I  believe  the  Herald  will  see  the  light  and  favor 
it.  ^  The  Transcript, — perhaps;  and  the  Christian 
Science  Monitor  will  be  neutral.  Therefore,  no 
harm  will  come.  I  believe  I  have  startecl  some- 
thing today,  Mr.  President.  I  move  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules  and  the  passing  of  the  vote. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  order  was' 
passed:

STATEMENT  BY  COUN.  MORIARTY. 

Coun.  MORIARTY.—  Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  have  a  piece  here  that  I  cut  from  the  "Library 
Life  '  made  a  part  of  the  record,  with  some  few 
words  that  I  may  add,  if  I  may  be  allowed,  with- 
out making  a  motion. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Moriarty 
moves  that  the  clipping  submitted  by  him  be 
made  part  of  the  Council  record.     Coun.  Moriarity. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
brought  to  my  notice  that  an  employee  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  one  Mr.  Frank  H.  Chase, 
reference  librarian,  has  received  an  increase  of  $900 
per  year;  and  the  increase  came  a  short  time  after 
the  clipping  that  I  have  handed  to  you  was  pub- 
lished. I  was  also  given  notice  that,  last  month, 
there  were  given  increases,  one  of  50  cents  a  week, 
one  of  $1  a  week,  one  of  $L50  a  week,  one  of  $2 
and  one  of  $3,  given  to  employees  in  the  Boston 
Public  Library.  I  feel  that  it  is  about  time  that 
all  other  departments  connected  with  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  those  of  Suffolk  County,  submit  a 
budget  here,  and  I  feel  that  it-is  about  time  that 
we  look  after  those  that  are  residents  of  Boston 
instead  of  those  that  are  not  residents  of  Boston. 
It  seems  to  me  that  if  you  are  a  resident  of  Boston 
you  get  an  increase  of  50  cents  to  $3  per  week, 
but  if  you  are  a  resident  outside  of  Boston  you 
get  an  increase  of  $900  to  $1,500.  Last  year,  in 
the  same  department,  I  find  that  they  gave  an 
increase  of  .$1,500  to  the  librarian,  another  man 
who  did  not  live  in  Boston  up  until  a  very  short 
while  ago;  so  that  I  feel  that  the  Mayor  should 
be  requested  by  his  Council  to  now  ask  the  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library  to  file  a  budget  for 
the  year  1925-26,  and  that  it  be  segregated  as  all 
other  departments  of  the  city  are,  where  increases 
are  going  to  be  given,  that  they  be  apportioned 
through  the  Mayor,  the  Budget  Commission  and 
the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  comes 
on  Coun.  Moriarty's  motion  that  the  clipping  be 
made  a  part  of  the  record. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  clipping  is  as  follows: 

"LiBHAUY  Life." 

Staff  bulletin  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 

Discrimination. 

Whenever  there  is  any  increase  in  library  salaries, 
the  first  reaction  is  sure  to  be,  not  joy  at  the  relief 
which  has  come  to  a  fellow  emplo.yee,  not  satis- 
faction that  the  salary  situation  has  been  improved 
by  the  raising  of  the  level  at  some  point  where  it 
sagged,  but  indignation  and  protest.  "Discrimi- 
nation" is  heard  at  every  corner;  "I  have  been 
discriminated  against." 

Discrimination  means  judgment — the  power  to 
select  between  the  important  and  the  less  im- 
portant. It  is  the  most  valuable  quaht.y  in  an 
executive,  vital  to  the  safety  and  stability  of  the 
institution  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

Whenever  the  city  authorities  can  be  prevailed 
upon  to  grant  additional  funds  for  the  increase  of 
salaries,  the  trustees  and  the  librarian  must  decide 
how  to  apportion  the  money  so  as  to  do  the  most 
good.  A  general  increase — cither  flat  or  propor- 
tional— to  all  employees  allots  to  each  individual 
an  amount  so  small  as  to  mean  little;  it  doesn't 
help  much,  and  is  soon  forgotten.  'The  method 
generally  followed  is  to  select  a  group,  which,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  seems  to  have  a  speqi^l 
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claim,  and  to  rIvc  to  that  group  an  iiicroasc  large 
cnouKh  to  be  significant.  ,  .  ,    , 

During  the  war  period,  the  problem  which  faced 
the  library  was  the  provision  of  a  living  wage  for 
those  who  must  either  get  it  here  or  seek  better- 
paid  employment  elsewhere.  Two  or  three  in- 
creases were  given  with  this  end  in  view;  and  the 
lower-salaried  employees  properly  reaped  almost 
all  the  benefit.  Discrimination  had  shown  the 
Librarian  that  this  was  the  important  thing  to  do. 

In  every  annual  report  for  the  past  four  years, 
trustees,  librarian,  and  examining  committee  have 
agreed  in  urging  the  importance,  as  the  ne.\t  step, 
of  raising  the  salaries  of  heads  of  departments,  first 
assistants,  and  branch  librarians,  to  figures  more 
nearly  commensurate  with  salaries  paid  in  other 
similar  lines  of  work,  and  with  those  paid  for  similar 
service  in  other  large  libraries.  It  ha.«  at  last  been 
possible  to  make  a  beginning  in  this  direction,  and 
the  whole  staff  should  be  glad  that  a  large  and 
important  block  of  library  salaries  has  been  "  moved 
up."  Every  move  of  this  sort  is  ultimately  a  help 
to  the  institution  and  to  all  who  are  connected 
with  it. 

We  have  to  take  our  turns.  We  shall  all,  I 
think,  agree  in  the  wisdom  of  the  discrimination 
which  gave  the  first  turn  to  those  whose  need  was 
most  pressing,  and  which  has  now  at  last  given  its 
turn,  for  the  most  part,  to  the  responsible  group 
who  are  in  charge  of  the  various  departments,  and 
who  have  been  recommended  for  an  increase  in 
four  successive  annual  reports. 

We  believe  in  discrimination;  and  we  trust  its 
justice,  in  the  future  as  in  the  past. 


JITNEY   LICENSE. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  move  that  No.  4  be  taken  from  the  table;  but 
before  I  do  that,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  make 
an  inquiry  of  the  City  Clerk. 

I  would  like  to  know  if  he  knows  whether  or  not 
there  are  to  be  free  transfers  given  by  the  Elevated 
Railroad  from  the  buses  to  the  street  cars  at 
Eliot  square. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Clerk  is  not  in  a 
position  to  answer  that  question. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
chairman  of  the  Jitney  Committee. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  believe  transfers  are  to  be 
given  into  the  monument  or  into  Green  street. 

Coun.  WATSON— For  a  10-cent  fare? 

Coun.  PURCELL— Oh,  yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — Then  i  move  that  we  take 
No.  4  from  the  table. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

No.  4  was  as  follows: 

4.  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  or  a 
license  to  operate  jitneys  between  Centre  and 
Eliot  streets  and  Centre  street  and  Belgrade  avenue, 
over  Eliot,  Pond,  May,  Burroughs  and  Centre 
streets. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  comes 
on  granting  a  license  to  the  Boston  Elevated 
Company. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  at  a  previous 
meeting  I  said  I  would  refuse  to  vote  for  any 
further  licenses  for  the  Elevated  Railroad,  that  I 
intended  to  vote  for  competing  lines,  for  competi- 
tion. But  since  then  I  have  been  informed  that 
the  independent  line  that  desires  to  run  over  the 
route  prescribed  in  the  jitney  application,  whicli  is 
No.  5  and  No.  6  in  the  calendar,  would  charge  a 
straight  5-cent  fare  with  no  transfer  privileges. 

I  do  not  think  that  is  at  all  enticing,  and  con- 
sequently I  intend  to  vote  today  for  the  Elevated 
jitney  license  which  is  No.  4  on  the  calendar. 

The  Council  voted  to  grant  the  license. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— IWr.  Chairman,  I  see  a 
couple  of  places  here  vac;int — some  of  the  members 
have  gone.  I  see  that  the  councilor  who  lives  in 
the  West  Roxbury  district  is  not  here,  and  I  do 
not  know  how  he  would  vote  if  he  was  here.  I 
was  wondering  if  we  were  going  to  meet  next 
Monday,  and  if  so  if  he  should  not  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  vote.     It  makes  no  difference  to  me. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Moriarty  moves 
a  reconsideration  of  tlic  vote. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Moriarty  moves 
that  the  matter  lie  on  the  table. 

The  motion  was  carried. 


TREMONT   STREET   WIDENING. 

President  DONOGHUE  moved  to  take  from 
the  table  No.  7  on  the  calendar,  being  the  order 
for  a  loan  of  $1,200,000  for  Tremont  street  widen- 
ing. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  makes 
this  motion  at  this  time  because  of  the  fact  that, 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  insisted  that  a  vote  be  taken 
on  this  matter  today.  Now,  I  was  prepared 
to  vote  on  it  a  week  ago,  but  thought  I  would 
like  the  opportunity  of  hearing  what  the  people 
interested  in  this  matter  had  to  say,  whether 
they  were  in  favor  of  it,  or  whether  they  were 
opposed  to  it.  We  have  had  a  public  hearing 
on  it,  and  there  has  not  been  one  single  person 
who  appeared  in  favor  of  it.  There  is  not  one 
person  who  came  up  here,  and  without  any  reserva- 
tion stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  widening  of 
Tremont  street  from  the  point  of  Stuart  street 
out  to  Arlington  square.  We  have  had  a  con- 
siderable number  of  people  before  this  Council, 
today,  or  before  the  Executive  Committee,  who 
said  they  were  opposed  to  it.  I  want  to  say 
that  I  do  not  want  to  be  classed  as  one  of  those 
who  stand  in  the  way  of  progress,  and  I  do  not 
feel  that  anyone  can  so  indict  me;  but  I  do  want 
to  stand  in  the  position  of  being  one  of  those 
who  feel  that  the  citizens  of  our  city  are  entitled 
to  consideration  and  protection  by  our  votes, 
as  to  the  spending  of  their  money.  If  we  appro- 
priate 81,200,000  for  this  widening,  eventually 
the  average  person,  who  has  to  work  for  a  living, 
is  going  to  bear  the  burden.  Those  who  own 
the  property  along  this  street,  or  any  other  street 
that  has  to  be  widened,  eventually  shift  the 
amount  of  money  which  they  are  compelled  to 
pay  for  their  proportionate  share  in  connection 
with  betterments,  taxes,  and  so  forth,  onto  the 
shoulders  of  those  who  work  by  the  sweat  of  their 
brow;  and  no  matter  how  much  of  this  money 
is  raised  within  the  tax  limit,  or  how  much  of 
it  is  raised  by  loan  outside  of  the  tax  limits,  as 
is  authorized  in  this  particular  instance  by  the 
Legislature,  which  does  not  know  anything  about 
the  conditions  in  our  city — what  do  men  who 
come  from  Greenfield  and  Westfield  and  other 
towns  in  the  state  know  about  traffic  conditions 
or  know  about  other  conditions  in  our  city?  We 
are  the  ones  who  have  the  final  say-so,  as  to 
whether  tliis  street  should  be  widened  at  this 
particular  time;  and  I  feel  that  unless  there  is  a 
necessity  for  it,  and  a  public  necessity  which 
demands  that  the  street  be  widened  and  that 
$1,200,000  of  our  citizens'  money  be  expended  on 
this  proposition,  unless  there  is  some  real  reason 
for  it  existing,  I  feel  that  the  Council  should  not 
appropriate  that  money.  I  think  there  are  a  great 
many  streets  in  our  city  which  require  widening 
a  great  deal  more  than  this  street  does,  and  I 
will  just  mention  one — I  will  mention  Dudley 
street,  from  M'ashington  street  all  the  way  out 
to  Upham's  Corner  as,  in  my  opinion,  one  of 
the  most  congested  and  narrow  streets  for  a  main 
thoroughfare  in  this  entire  city;  and  I  would 
gladly  vote,  today,  to  appropriate  this  money  to 
widen  that  street.  But  I  do  not  feel  that,  with 
Tremont  street  as  it  is  today,  with  Shawmut 
avenue  just  newly  finished  up,  that  there  is  any  real 
traffic  congestion  between  the  point  of  Stuart 
street  and  Warrenton  street;  and  that  is  nearly 
all  that  can  be  said  by  even  those  that  advocate 
the  passage  of  this  legislation  from  a  traffic  con- 
gestion standpoint;  because,  once  automobiles 
leave  Warrenton  street,  they  can  now  go  either 
by  way  of  Tremont  street  or  Shawmut  avenue, 
and  there  is  no  crving  necessity  for  spending 
$1,200,000  to  widen  Tremont  street  from  Stuart 
street  to  Warrenton  street.  Where  the  street 
is  congested  is  not  going  to  be  touched.  Tremont 
street,  in  my  opinion,  is  congested  from  Boylston 
street  to  Stuart  street,  and  they  tell  you  that  it 
would  require  a  great  deal  of  money  to  widen 
it  between  Boylston  street  and  Stuart  street. 
Well  then,  if  the  problem  is  to  relieve  traffic  con- 
gestion, there  is  not  anyone,  in  my  opinion,  that 
will  deny  that  the  greatest  congestion  is  at  these 
points,  or  between  these  points;  and  I  would 
be  willing  to  vote  for  an  appropriation,  regardless 
of  how  much  money  it  might  take,  to  widen 
Tremont  street,  between  Boylston  street  and 
Stuart  -street,  where  I  think  there  is  a  necessity 
for  such  a  widening;  but  to  widen  Tremont 
-street,  from  Stuart  street  out  to  Warrenton  street, 
and  spend  $1,200,000,  practically,  for  what  little 
relief  tliere  might  be  for  that  small  section  is,  in 
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my  opinion,  out  of  the  question.  I  think  that  the 
property  owners  are  entitled  to  some  consideration. 
I  think  that  men  who  have  invested  their  money 
in  property  on  Tremont  street,  in  the  nature  of 
obtaining  leases  of  these  properties,  are  entitled  to 
consideration  by  this  Council,  before  their  entire 
holdings  are  wiped  out  of  existence.  I  feel  that 
the  property  holders  are  not  the  ones  who  arc 
ultimately  going  to  bear  this  burden;  and  I 
think  this  Council,  today,  ought  to  take  a  vote 
upon  this  matter;  because,  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Council,  almost  every  member  of  it  was  very 
exacting  that,  in  order  to  grant  a  delay — in  order 
that  we  might  have  a  public  hearing  on  this 
proposition — it  was  only  so  voted  upon  the  proviso 
that  there  would  be  a  vote  taken  upon  this  matter 
today.  Therefore  it  is  for  that  reason  that  I  will 
move  that  the  matter  be  taken  from  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  it 
takes  a  majorit.v  vote  to  take  from  the  table.  Am 
I  correct,  Mr.  Chairman? 

President  DONOGHUE— That  is  correct. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  trust  that  the  Council  will 
not  take  the  matter  from  the  table.  Coun. 
Brickley,  who,  I  am  inclined  to  believe,  favors 
the  proposition,  and  Coun.  Lane,  who  I  am  very 
firm  in  my  opinion  favors  it,  are  absent;  if  they 
were  not  absent  I  would  not  object  to  taking  it 
from  the  table.  It  is  a  very  important  porposition, 
and  while  I  was  the  One  to  move,  last  week,  that 
we  have  action  today,  I  assumed  that  on  a 
SI, 200,000  proposition,  there  would  be  a  full 
attendance  of  the  Council.  Coun.  Brickley  was 
here,  and  I  believe  he  has  been  called  away  unex- 
pectedly, and  Coun.  Lane  is  not  here.  I  trust  the 
matter  will  not  be  taken  from  the  table  for  the 
reason  that  I  have  given,  realizing  fully  that  the 
presiding  officer  is  correct  in  his  statement  that  we 
were  all  desirous  of  a  vote,  today;  and  I  think  he 
thought  that  we  would  all  be  here  today, — I  know 
that  I  did,  and  that  we  would  have  a  good,  clear 
understanding,  and  a  good,  clean,  full  voting  of  the 
full  membership;  and  I  think,  if  he  was  absent, 
unavoidably  or  otherwise,  that  he  would  not  want 
a  matter  of  this  great  im])ortance  defeated  or  acted 
upon  unles.s  he  was  present,  and  I  certainly  would 
be  one  to  insist  upon  the  matter  not  being  con- 
sidered in  liis  absence;  and  I  think  the  Chair — ■ 
knowing  that  his  idea  is  po.sitive  fairness  in  all 
these  things — will  agree  to  let  the  matter  lie  on 
the  table  for  another  week,  under  the  circumstances; 
and  I  therefore  trust  that  it  will  not  be  taken  from 
the  table. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  Chairman,  the  councilor 
just  speaking  was  not  interfered  with  when  ho 
took  another  matter  from  the  table  and  asked  for 
a  vote,  and  I  don't  see  why  he  should  worr.y  now. 
He  was  not  worrying  then  about  Councilor 
Bri(^k!cy  or  Councilor  Lane. 

Coun.  W.\TSON — ^That  was  not  as  important. 

Coun.  PUKCEIjL — It  was  just  as  important  as 
this,  because  it  is  giving  the  people  tran.sportation. 
It  was  put  (m  the  table,  because  I  had  the  votes 
to  lick  it  la.st  Monday.  Why  didn't  you  vote  to 
leave  it  on  the  table,  when  I  asked  to  leave  it  on 
the  table? 

Coun.  WATSON — -I  will  answer  that  by  saying, 
I  don't  know  why. 

Coun.  PL'HCELL — There  are  a  lot  of  things  you 
don't  know  why,  too. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  know  a  lot  more  that  I  will 
not  tell  you  about. 

Coun.  PI  IKCELL — Yes,  and  a  lot  that  you  don't 
tell.  I  do  not  think  the  councilor  is  fair  in  asking 
that  this  be  laid  on  the  table;  I  believe  that  we 
should  have  a  vote  today.  I  am  ready  to  vote, — I 
came  up  here  to  vote  for  it.  If  I  thought  this 
was  not  going  to  be  voted  on  I  would  not  have 
come  hero  today. 

Coun.  WATSON — To  vote  for  it  or  against  it? 

Coun.  PURCELL— To  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — You  .said  to  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  think  the  gentleman  ought 
to  withdraw  his  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  have  made  no  motion.  I 
am  oppo.sing  the  motion  made  by  the  Chair  which 
is  that  the  matter  be  taken  from  the  table. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  motion  is  that 
he  matter  be  taken  from  the  table.  All  in  favor 
say  "Aye,"  opposed  "No."     It  is  a  vote. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  doubt  the  vote. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  vote  has  been 
doubted.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  motion  to  take  from  the  table  was  carried: 

Yeas,  Coun.  Donoghue,  Gilbody,  Purcell,  Walsh 
—4. 


Nays,  Coun.  Healey,  Moriarty,  Watson — 3. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  obliged 
to  restrain  myself, — I  do  not  quite  feel  as  though 
I  can  address  myself  to  talk  upon  this  proposition. 

I  would  like  to  ask  for  a  reconsideration  of  the 
last  vote,  whereby  the  matter  was  taken  from  the 
table,  and  I  am  going  to  appeal  to  the  fairness  of 
the  Council  in  this  matter.  I  am  rather  surprised 
at  at  least  one  member  of  the  Council  in  voting 
to  take  this  matter  from  the  table.  It  means  the 
defeat  of  the  order,  if  we  vote  on  it  today;  it  means 
that  we  do  not  permit  two  members  of  this  Council 
to  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  a  proposition 
that  they  are  entitled  to  vote  on.  Ordinary 
courtesy,  independent  of  any  other  issue,  calls  for 
the  postponement  of  this  matter  until  a  full  mem- 
bership of  this  Council  is  here.  There  are  enough 
members  of  this  body  to  pass  this  measure, — that 
is  my  belief;  and  by  taking  this  action  today  a 
majority  of  the  Council  who  have  voted  it  from 
the  table  are  taking  advantage,  or  working  a  sharp 
practice,  in  my  opinion.  I  do  not  want  to, — I 
will  not  inform  the  public,  or  this  Council,  what  I 
know  concerning  this  propo.sition. 

Coun.  PURCELL — If  the  gentleman  knows 
anything,  now  is  the  time  to  tell  it.  I  call  your 
bluff,    Mr.   Watson. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  does  the 
gentleman  insist  upon  it? 

Coun.  PURCELL — All  the  way, — all  the  way 
through;  but  remember,  Mr.  Watson,  if  you  say 
one  word  that  is  wrong,  I  am  going  to  knock  you 
down. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  was 
brought  up  a  gentleman.  I  err  at  times,  but  no 
man  will  knock  me  down  for  saying  what  I  believe 
to  be  true. 

Coun.  PURCELL.     You  have  got  to  say  it  is  . 
the  truth. 

Coun.  WATSON.  I  will  perform  my  duty 
here,  but  I  have  no  desire  to  wash  any  dirty  linen 
here. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  hope  you  have  not. 

(Coun.  Walsh  addressed  a  remark  to  Coun. 
Watson. 

Coun.  WATSON— No,  Coucilor  Walsh,  I 
will  not  subside  for  you,  or  anybody  else.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  appeal  once  again  to  the  fairness  of 
the  members  of  this  body  upon  this  proposition 
before  us.  I  ask  you.  Councilor  Walsh,  in  the 
interest  of  fair  play  and  decency,  in  the  interest 
of  your  colleagues  who  are  absent  and  desire  to 
vote  on  this  proposition, — and  you.  Councilor 
Gilbody,  whose  colleague  is  also  absent, — to 
assist  those  who  favor  this  proposition  in  getting 
a  full  vote  on  this  matter,  and  not  compelling  me 
to  make  statements  that  I  know  to  be  true  but 
which  I  do  not  want  to  make  in  this  body.  Out 
of  respect  to  my  colleagues  I  will  not  today  mention 
what  I  know;  but  I  will  ask  if  you  will  postpone  this 
for  one  week.  I  promise  you.  Councillor  Purcell, 
that  if  you  then  insist,  I  will  provide  you  with  the 
opportunity  of  knocking  me  down  if  I  do  not  tell  the 
truth.  Therefore  Mr.  Chairman,  I  trust  that  the 
matter  will  not  be  taken  from  the  table. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  matter  has  been  taken  from  the  table, 
and  the  question  now  comes  upon  the  passage 
of   the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  by  taking 
advantage  of  parliamentary  practices,  we  could 
defeat  the  motion  of  the  Chair,  if  we  desired; 
but  this  matter  is  too  big  a  proposition  to  be 
carried  or  defeated  by  any  subterfuge  or  any 
turning  of  sharp  corners.  This  propo.sition,  Mr. 
President,  is  either  worthy  or  unworthy.  My 
contention  is  that  the  proposition  is  a  worthy  one, 
and  that  the  public  will  sustain  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  this  Council,  who  I  believe,  will  vote 
to  pass  it  if  given  the  opportunity.  Therefore,  Mr. 
President,  the  Chair  is  in  error.  The  question 
before  the  Council  is  the  reconsideration  of  the 
matter  whereby  the  niatter  was  taken  from  the 
table.  I  move  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
that  I  am  talking  about. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  state 
that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Chair  is  not  in  error, 
because  Council  has  voted  to  take  this  matter  from 
the  table.  Automatically,  the  question  comes 
upon  the  passage  of  the  order.  If  the  gentleman 
then  desires  to  move  a  reconsideration,  the  Chair 
will   accept  that  motion. 

Coun.  WATiSON — Pardon  me,  Mr.  President; 
do  I  understand  that,  if  the  matter  is  defeated, 
that  then  I  may  move  a  reconsideration  of  that 
vote,  and  have  the  final  vote  postponed  until  tlie 
next  meeting? 
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President  DONOGHUE— I  do  not  just  get 
that  question. 

Coun.  WATSON — Do  I  understantd  if  we  are 
defeated  on  the  question  of  the  passage  of  this 
order,  whicli  has  been  taken  from  tlic  table,  that 
I  may  then  move. a  reconsideration;  and  if  the  re- 
consideration prevails,  the  vote  may  then  be  post- 
poned   for   one   week? 

President   DONOGHUE— That  is  true. 

Coun.  WATSON— All  right,  Mr.  President; 
then  I  will  follow  .your  suggestion. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  comes 
upon  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  Clerk  will  call 
the    roll. 

The  order  failed  of  passage,  six  votes  being 
required. 

Yeas — Coun.  Gilbody,  Healey,  Moriarty,  Wat- 
son^-4. 

Nays — Coun.  Donoghue,  Purcell,  Walsh — 3. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  move  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote,  hoping  the  same  will  prevail;  and  if  that 
motion  is  carried,  I  will  then  move  that  action  be 
postponed  until  the  next  meeting. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  .Watson  moves 
a  reconsideration,  The  Chair  desires  to  say,  in 
view  of  what  has  been  said,  that  those  who  are 
opposed  to  this  proposition  are  not  indulging  in 
sharp  parliamentary  practice,  and  I  think  that  is 
true  of  both  sides.  That  is  what  we  are  here  for; 
we  are  here  to  attend  to  these  matters  in  a  parlia- 
mentary manner.  No  objection  has  been  taken, 
or  has  been  voiced,  as  far  as  I  know  of,  by  those 
who  are  opposed  to  this  proposition,  to  allowing 
those  who  are  in  favor  of  it  to  make  any  motion 
that  they  desire  to  make;  but  I  do  not  believe 
that  those  who  are  in  favor  of  this  proposition 
should  cast  any  insinuations  that  because  of  the 
fact  that  certain  members  of  the  Council  are 
absent,  for  that  reason  those  who  are  opposed  to  the 
passage  of  the  Tremont  street  widening  are  in- 
sisting upon  a  vote  on  this  measure  today.  Those 
who  are  opposed,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  passage  of 
this  matter  today,  are  really  only  following  out  the 
wishes  of  those  who  are  in  favor  of  the  proposition; 
because,  one  week  ago  today,  it  was  those  who  are 
in  favor  of  this  proposition  who  insisted  that  the 
vote  be  taken  on  this  matt^.  today,  and  no  re- 
marks are  justifiable,   in   my   opinion,   trying   to 


shift  the  responsibility  of  sharp  parliamentary 
practice  from  those  that  are  in  favor  of  the  Tre- 
mont street  widening  onto  the  shoulders  of  those 
who  are  opposed. 

Coun,  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  did  not 
suggest  that  the  opposition  had  tried  any  sharp 
practice.  I  said  I  would  not  take  advantage  of 
any  sharp  practice  or  subterfuge  in  not  having  the 
matter  considered  today;    that  is  all  I  said. 

Coun,  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that,  at  the  last  meeting,  I  was  not  insistent. 
And,  in  so  far  as  today's  meeting  is  concerned,  I 
made  no  reference  to  action  today,  but  I  voted 
against  a  postponement,  and  voted  against  Coun. 
Gilbody 's  motion;  and  therefore  as  one  of  those 
in  favor  of  laying  it  over  today,  I  was  not  one  of 
those  that  was  insistent  that  there  be  a  vote  today. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr..  President,  I  would 
just  like  to  say  a  word  along  that  line.  I  made  the 
motion,  last  week,  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table 
without  any  definite  time, — to  lay  it  on  the  table 
for  a  public  hearing,  and  it  was  insisted,  then,  that 
the  vote  be  taken  today.  My  motion  was  amended 
and  consequently  I  feel,  while  I  have  been  with 
the  order,  as  Council  knows,  that  if  we  are  bound 
by  the  order  of  last  week,  we  ought  to  fulfil  our 
obligation  today.

the  person  occupying  the  premises  in  question  or 
the  business  transacted  thereon,  or  advertise  the 
property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to 
let  and  which  contain  no  other  advertising  matter. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  on 
motion  of  Coun.  WATSON. 


LEASE  OF  LAND,  ATLANTIC  AVENUE. 

Coun.  WATSON  called  up  No.  3  on  the  calendar, 
being  the  order  authorizing  the  lease  of  a  portion 
of  the  city's  land  on  Atlantic  avenue. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
there  was  to  be  an  agreement  left  here  with  the 
Council,   to  be  made  a  part  of  the  record,   with 


reference  to  what  the  party  who  desired  this  legis- 
lation would  do  in  the  event  of  its  passing,  and  I 
would  like  to  ask  if  that  is  here.  Is  that  here,  Mr. 
Clerk  I 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  is  in  receipt 
of  a  communication  which  the  Clerk  will  read. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  will  refrain  from  arguing 
the  matter,  Mr.  President,  until  Mr.  Healey  comes. 
1  will  wait  until  after  recess.  I  understood  that 
^°u°-  Healey  said  that  if  such  an  agreement  were 
filed  with  the  order  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  him. 
Am  I  correct? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  don't  know. 
Coun.  WATSON— Then  we  will  wait  until  later. 
Perhaps  Coun.  Healey  will  be  here. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  the  agreement. 
Coun.   WATSON— R^r.   President,   I  withdraw 
my  motion  to  take  up  No.  3. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Watson  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  his  motion  to  take 
No.  3  from  the  calendar.  If  there  is  n^  objection  it 
is  so  ordered. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President. 
President  DONOGHUE— Councilor  Brickley. 
Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  was  simply  going  to  talk 
on  that  order,  Mr.  President.     The  last  sentence  in 
the  order  reads: 

The  said  lease  is  to  contain  such  other  restric- 
tions and  limitations,  including  a  right  of  passage 
over  and  across  the  said  leased  premises,"  etc. 

I  don  t  know  why  that  lease  cannot  come  in  here 
before  we  pass  on  this  order.  I  think  this  is  the 
proper  place  for  it.  I  don't  think  it  is  right  to  let 
the  Law  Department  fathom  out  something  after 
we  pass  this  order.  I  would  Uke  to  see  that  agree- 
ment come  in  here  before  we  vote  on  it. 

President  DONOGHUE— That  wiU  be  taken  up 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stood that  the  gentleman  who  represented  that 
concern  said  that  he  would  send  a  letter  here, 
agreeing  to  certain  things.  I  would  like  to  know 
if  that  letter  is  in,  with  certain  information  as  to 
what  he  wiU  agree  to  do. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Clerk  will  read 
the  communication. 

(The  Clerk  read  a  communication  from  Milton 
C.  Burton,  as  follows:,

Dear  Sir, — As  requested  by  the  City  Council 
in  session  August  4  instant,  I  assure  them  that  the 
Middlesex  and  Harbor  Trusts  will  decline  to 
accept  the  lease  of  the  land  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston  fronting  the  receiving  station  on  Atlantic 
avenue  if  the  Trusts  do  not  erect  their  proposed 
thirteen-story  warehouse  manufacturing  building 
on  the  adjoining  land  at  470  Atlantic  avenue.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  realize  that 
not  only  am  I  out  of  order,  but  those  that  pre- 
ceded me  are.  I  don't  think  that  agreement  is 
what  we  expected.  It  does  not  mean  anything  at 
all,  and  I  certainly  feel  that,  whatever  Coun. 
Heale5-  wanted  on  record,  that  does  not  cover  the 
ground.  I  realize  that  I  have  been  responsible 
for  the  delay  in  the  matter.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  I  have  held  the  young  man  up  in  his  oppor- 
tunity to  advance,  but  if  there  is  going  to  be  any 
agreement  at  all  filed  here,  it  ought  to  mean 
something.  I  do  not  think  myself  the  agreement 
amounts  to  anything  in  this  particular  matter. 
I  think  that  will  come  under  the  lease.  When 
the  lease  is  drawn  by  the  Law  Department,  we 
might  pass  a  rider  to  this  order  that  we  favor  a 
distinct  understanding  that  there  shall  be  an  item 
in  the  lease  to  cover  the  things  that  Coun.  Healey 
had  in  mind.  To  be  frank  with  you,  I  don't 
know  just  what  it  was,  but  I  know  lie  thought  it 
was  some  protection  that  was  necessary. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  the'agreement 
I  asked  for  was  that  if  they  leased  the  land,  an 
agreement  was  to  be  returned  to  the  Council 
saying  they  intended  to  build  the  building.  In 
other  words,  that  was  to  be  a  part  of  the  contract 
for  the  leasing  of  the  land,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
letter  specifies  that  at  all. 

President  DONAGHUE— If  there  is  no  objection 
the  order  will  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  calendar 
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and  possibly  before  the  next  meeting  the  matter 
can  be  settled  by  the  Law  Department. 


JITNEY   LICENSES. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  WATSON  the  Council 
voted  to  take  from  the.table  No.  4  on  the  calendar, 
viz.: 

4.  Petition  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  for  a  license  to  operate  jitneys  between 
Centre  and  Eliot  streets  and  Centre  street  and  Bel- 
grade avenue,  over  Eliot,  Pond,  May,  Burroughs 
and  Centre  streets. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  is  upon 
granting  the  license. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  merely  want  to  reiterate 
what  I  said  at  the  last  meeting,  which  is  contained 
in  the  minutes  of  the  Council,  concerning  this 
proposition. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  am  going  to  vote  against 
No.  4,  because. I  do  not  think  it  is  going  to  do  any 
good  to  the  people  in  the  district.  I  feel  that  if  they 
will  run  the  buses  in  town  I  will  vote  forit,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  runing  a  bus  to  Centre  street,  and  allow- 
ing people  to  stand  out  there  without  any  shelter  to 
wait  for  cars  to  come  in  town  and  out  of  town,  I  am 
not  going  to  vote  for  the  matter  under  any  con- 
sideration. When  they  first  petitioned  here,  their 
petition  was  that  they  would  run  to  Park  square. 
If  they  will  agree  to  run  the  bus  line  to  Park  square 
I  will  vote  in  favor  of  it,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
running  from  Belgrade  avenue  to  Centre  street,  I 
do  not  think  it  is  of  any  use  to  the  greater  number 
of  the  people  of  West  Koxbury.  If,  as  I  say,  they 
want  to  put  back  their  first  route  and  run  up  to 
Park  square,  I  will  agree  to  vote  for  it,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  running  it  for  the  distance  they  want  to 
run,  I  am  going  to  vote  aganist  it. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  am  of  the 
same  opinion  as  the  previous  speaker.  If  the 
members  of  this  body  will  remember  the  day  of  the 
public  hearing  here,  when  I  suggested  this  route  in 
to  the  monument  at  Centre  street  they  would  not 
hear  of  it.  They  were  all  residents  of  .lamaica 
Plain,  and  they  said  they  could  see  no  way  in  which 
they  could  get  in  to  Boston  that  way,  and  they 
objected  to  it,  and  I  am  also  of  the  same  frame  of 
mind,  that  I  will  votp  against  it  unless  the  buses 
run  in  to  Park  square,  or  in  to  the  city  proper 
somewhere. 

The  Council  voted  to  grant  the  license,  yeas  4' 
nays  3. 

Yeas — Coun.  Gilbody,  Healy,  Walsh, Watson — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Donoghue,  Moriarty,  Purcell — 3. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  WATSON  the  Council  voted 
to  take  from  the  table  No.  5  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

5.  Petition  of  the  Boston  Bus  Transportation 
Company,  for  a  license  to  operate  jitneys  between 
junction  of  Belgrade  avenue  and  Centre  street, 
over  Centre  street  to  the  monument  in  Eliot 
circle. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  is  on 
granting  the  license. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  much  as  I 
regret  it,  I  believe  I  have  got  to  take  the  position 
thatlbelieve  tobe  correct.  Believing  it  will  be  for 
the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number,  I  shall 
vote  against  this  bus  line,  because  there  is  no  room 
for  two  bus  lines  on  Centre  street,  and  the  gentle- 
men who  are  asking  for  this  privilege  have  got 
about  all  they  can  handle  between  Boston  and 
Providence  now.  True,  they  are  running  without 
a  license,  but  they  are  doing  that  by  legal  advice, 
running  from  the  Copley  Square  Hotel  out  to  the 
Dedham  line,  and  then  on  to  Providence.  As  I 
said,  I  dislike  to  vote  against  it,  but  I  have  got  to 
take  the  stand  that  I  am  going  to  take  because  I 
believe  it  is  the  proper  one. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  voted 
no  on  the  other  one,  and  the  other  one  is  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  thi.s.  I  am  going  to  vote  yes 
on  this  one,  because  as  long  as  they  are  giving  the 
grant  to  one,  I  feel  that  other  people  have  just  as 
much  right  as  the  Boston  Elevated.  The  preced- 
ing speaker  said  they  were  running  a  line  to  Provi- 
dence, and  that  they  had  all  they  can  do.  Tlie 
Elevated  has  got  all  they  can  do,  and  is  not  taking 
care  of  i  t,but  the  people  who  are  running  the  line  to 
Providence  are  taking  care  of  their  work,  and  I 
feel  that  if  there  is  going  to  be  any  bus  line,  that 
a  private  individual  has  got  absolutely  as  much 
right,  if  not  more  right,  as  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway,  to  run  a  route,  and  I  am  going  to  vote 


yes  on  this,  feeling  the  same  way  as  I  do  on  the 
other,  that  it  is  not  going  to  satisfy  the  people,  and 
that  when  it  goes  to  the  Mayor  he  is  not  going  to 
sign  it.  I  know  he  will  sign  the  one  favoring  the 
Elevated,  and  that  he  won't  sign  the  one  favoring 
any  individual  concern,  using  for  his  argument 
that  the  cost  will  come  back  on  the  city  if  the 
Elevated  does  not  make  sufficient  earnings.  But 
I  believe  that  no  concern  should  have  a  monopoly, 
and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  has  a  monopoly 
in  so  far  as  street  railway  transportation  is  con- 
cerned. I  do  not  think  that  this  Council,  and 
neither  do  I  think  that  the  Mayor,  should  give  the 
Elevated  a  monopoly  to  everything  else  besides 
street  railway  transportation,  and  I  feel  that  in- 
stead of  giving  the  route  to  the  Elevated,  if  there 
was  going  to  be  any  route  given,  we  should  have 
given  it  to  the  private  concern  and  kept  the  Elevated 
out. 

Of  course,  the  ooneern  going  to  Providence 
hasn't  got  a  license.  It  does  not  need  a  license. 
They  do  not  take  up  passengers  except  at  a  given 
point,  and  their  vehicle  is  marked  "express."  It 
is  just  the  same  as  every  other  thing.  It  is  the 
same  as  the  Police  Commissioner  is  doing,  pro- 
tecting the  big  fellow  and  letting  the  little  fellow 
go  unprotected,  because  there  was  a  taxicab  con- 
cern in  this  town  that  decided  to  print  upon  their 
automobiles  that  they  were  the  lowest  priced 
concern  in  the  town,  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
Checker  Taxicab  Company  the  Boston  Police 
Commissioner  has  made  the  other  concern  strike 
that  from  their  taxicabs.  And  here  we  have  already 
granted  a  right  to  the  Boston  Elevated  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Boston  Elevated.  I  believe  that  if 
we  have  got  anything  to  give  out,  we  ought  to  give 
it  to  the  private  concern,  and  not  to  the  organiza- 
tion that  has  had  us  tied  hand  and  foot  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  are  going  to  continue  to  keep  UB  in  that 
position. 

They  said  they  will  give  us  a  certain  time,  and 
by  the  way,  if  I  am  'in  order,  I  would  liketo  hear 
the  petition  read,  and  see  what  time  they  are  going 
to  give,  both  the  Elevated  and  this  other  concern, 
on  the  running  time,  if  it  is  in  their  petition. 

President  DONO'GHUE— There  is  no  running 
time  in  the  Boston 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order  on  the  last  vote  we  took. 

President  DONOGHUE— There  is  no  running 
time  in  the  Boston  Bus  petition.  Thereis  a  running 
time  in  the  Boston  Elevated  petition.  The 
Clerk  will  read  the  schedule. 

The  Clerk  read  the  schedule  showing  the  run- 
ning time  of  the  proposed  line  of  the  Boston  Ele- 

Coun.  MORIARTY — There  is  no  schedule  for 
the  Boston  Bus' 

President  DONOGHUE— No,  sir. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— So  it  would  not  be  within 
our  power  to  vote  to  give  such  a  grant  to  one 
until  that  is  filed?  The  city  ordinance  requires 
that  at  the  tine  of  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
the  license,  it  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  schedule. 
That  is  a  part  of  the  city  ordinance. 

President  DONOGHUE— If  we  grant  them  a 
license,  they  may  file  the  schedule  any  time  there- 
after. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — It  says  it  shall  accompany 
it,  doesn't  it? 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  has  ruled 
on  that  point. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— We  had  it  on  the  Hyde 
Park  situation,  and  if  I  remember,  Mr.  Lyons  of 
the  Law  Department  ruled  that  if  the  schedule  did 
not  accompany  the  petition,  that  it  was  not  lawful. 
That  was  his  answer  to  the  Mayor  at  a  meeting 
we  had  here. 

Coun.  WATSON— Great  minds  difTer. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  if  there  is  a  city 
ordinance  on  it,  I  think  we  are  just  as  much  com- 
pelled to  live  up  to  a  city  ordinance  as  we  can  expect 
those  on  the  outside  to  do  it;  that  we  make  them  to 
control,  and  if  the  city  ordinance  reads  that  a 
schedule  shall  accomjjany  the  petition,  I  believe 
that  we  are  compelled  as  well  as  any  other  citizen 
to  live  up  to  the  city  ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON— Let  us  send  it  to  the  Law 
Department. 

President  DONOGHUE— Does  Coun.  Moriarty 
raise  the  point  of  order  that  these  petitions  are  not 
legally  filed? 

Coun.  MORIARTY — If  any  petitioner  docs  not 
comply  with  the  city  ordinance. 

President  DONOGHUE— You  raise  that  point 
of  order? 
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Comi.  MORIARTY— Yes.  I  raised  it  on  the  Ele- 
vated, and  I  am  going  to  be  fair  enoxigh  to  say  that 
if  it  is  fair  for  the  Elevated  it  is  fair  for  everybody 
else,  notwithstanding  I  am  in  favor  for  the  other 
jitney  license. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  rule 
that,  in  his  opinion,  the  point  of  order  is  not  well 
taken.  My  reason  for  making  that  ruling  is  that 
I  appreciate  the  question  raised  by  Coun.  Moiiarty 
when  he  says  that  the  schedule  shall  accompany 
the  petition,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is  a  question  of 
when  the  schedule  shall  be  filed.  I  will  make  my 
ruling  on  the  point  that  the  schedule  may  be 
filed  after  the  license  is  granted,  but  shall  accom- 
pany the  order,  being  a  part  of  the  order  itself — 
the  petition  filed,  the  license  granted,  and  the 
schedule  filed  before  they  are  allowed  to  operate. 

Coun.  MORIARTY. —  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  sur- 
prised at  the  ruling,  but  I  am  not  going  to  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  An  order  and  a 
petition  are  two  different  things.  An  order  is  some- 
thing after  we  have  taken  action  on  it.  A  petition  is 
something  that  is  handed  in,  a  prayer  for  something 
and  I  claim  that  the  city  ordinance  provides  that 
when  the  prayer  asking  for  something  becomes  a 
petition,  that  a  schedule  shall  accompany  it,  and, 
as  I  say,  I  raised  the  same  point  at  the  hearing  on 
the  buses  in  Hyde  Park  and  the  corporation  counsel 
who  was  here  acting  as  the  corporation  counsel, 
in  answer  to  that,  declared  that  it  was  technically 
wrong,  if  I  may  use  his  words,  and  I  asked  him  what 
he  meant  by  technically  wrong  and  he  said  it  was 
wrong,  and  the  hearing  adjourned,  and  you  mem- 
bers remember  it.  It  wa-s  when  they  were  taking 
over  the  railroad  in  Hyde  Park.  I  am  not  going 
to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  Never- 
theless, I  feel  that  the  ruling  is  wrong.  I  feel,  at 
least,  that  both  the  Clerk  and  the  Chair  should 
have  shown  me  the  consideration  to  have  the  city 
ordinance  looked  up. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
information.  Do  we  have  to  pass  on  the  bond  on 
that? 

President    DONOGHUE.— No. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— The  bond  is  submitted  to 
the  Council  is  it  not? 

President  DONOGHUE— Only  for  record. 
That  is  all. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  might  have  reminded  Coun. 
Moriarty  that  he  that  is  convinced  against  his  will 
is  of  the  sam.e  opinion  still,  and  I  presume  he  is. 
But  I  am  not  going  to  agree  or  disagree  with  the 
Chair's  ruling,  because  I  always  obey  the  Chair 
when  the  Chair  is  right,  and  sometimes  I  have  to 
obey  him  when  he  is  not  right,  and  votes  against 
me.  I  want  to  answer  Coun.  Moriarty ts  argu- 
ment. I  admit  that  much  that  he  says  is  true. 
The  Elevated  is  not  performing  satisfactorily.^  I 
admit  that.  But,  as  I  remember  it,  this  petition 
came  in  originally  from  the  West  Roxbury  Citi- 
zens Association  for  a  bus  line  from  Roslindale 
square  or  West  Roxbury,  Belgrade  avenue,  to 
Dartmouth  and  Commonwealth  avenue,  over  a 
part  of  this  route,  and  we  added  the  route  down  as 
far  as  Arlington  street,  and  then  by  some  arrange- 
ment they  were  willing  to  accept  that  portion  that 
led  into  the  monum.ent  at  Jamaica  Plain  Centre 
and  South  street,  I  think.  I  didn't  know  the 
arrangement  had  been  made,  but  I  said  that  I 
would  vote  for  it  later,  provided  it  was  satisfactory. 
Well,  I  made  up  my  mind  I  would  vote  for  it.  I 
admit  the  Elevated  is  not  performing  properly,  but 
there  is  one  advantage  in  the  Eelevated's  having 
this  permit,  and  that  is  that  they  are  going  to  give 
free  transfers  from  the  bus  to  the  trolley  cars, 
which  are  to  connect  at  Dudley  street,  which  would 
give  the  people  a  full  ride  all  the  way  through  for 
one  10  cents.  Now,  the  other  bus  line,  which  is 
asking  for  a  permit,  the  one  we  are  considering 
now,  runs  from  Belgrade  avenue  over  practically 
the  same  route,  to  the  Soldiers'  Monument,  for 
a  5-cent  fare,  but  to  continue  on  to  Boston  you 
have  got  to  pay  10  cents  more,  so,  instead  of  doing 
something  to  help  the  people  of  West  Roxbury, 
those  who  want  through  transfers  or  through  fares 
or  through  transportation  we  are  going  to  make 
pay  15  cents.  Now,  I  am  no  more  friendly  to  the 
Elevated  than  Coun.  Moriarty,  but  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  this  because  I  think  the  young  man 
who  has  got  this  proposition  in  mind  has  got  all 
he  can  handle  now,  for  one  thing;  secondly,  I 
believe  the  Elevated  can  give  better  service  at  a 
lower  rate  than  he  can,  and  therefore,  as  much  as  I 
regret  it,  I  shall  vote  against  it. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  comes 
on  granting  the  license. 


Coun.  MORIARTY— I  should  like  to  read 
section  12  of  the  city  ordinance. 

"A  schedule  of  operations  filed  by  the  licensee 
with  his  application  for  such  license  shall  provide 
for  the  regular  operation  of  the  motor  vehicles 
between  the  termini  and  over  the  route  designated 
in  the  license.  The  licensee  shall  regularly  operate 
a  motor  bus  in  substantial  accordance  with  this 
schedule  of  operations." 

I  should  like  to  ask  the  Chair,  after  that,  if  he 
still  continues  to  make  his  ruling? 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  state 
that  it  is  just  a  question  of  interpretation.  I  am 
inclined  to  make  a  common  sense  ruling  on  the 
proposition.  I  may  not  have  the  legal  ability 
to  rule  technically  in  a  legal  way  concerning  it, 
but  I  think  that  I  have  ruled  in  a  common  sense 
way.  If  the  license  is  granted  and  the  schedule  is 
filed,  necessarily  it  will  accompany  that  license, 
and  I  so  interpret  this  ordinance.  The  question 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  order.  All  in  favor 
will  say  "Aye;"  opposed,  "No."  The  Chair  is 
in  doubt.     The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  Council  voted  to  grant  the  license,  yeas  5, 
nays  2.

Coun.  PURCEIX— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  take  Nos.  7  and  8  from  the  table,  and  that  we 
vote  on  each  one  separately. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  councilman 
mo  ves  that  we  take  No.  7  from  the  table. 

(No.  7  is  the  loan  order  for  the  widening  of 
Tremont  street.) 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
is  a  matter  that  the  full  Council  should  pass  on. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  amend  that  motion, 
to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table  for  another  week  at 
least,  or  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  matter  is  already 
on  the  table,  and  if  the  gentleman  does  not  desire 
to  have  it  taken  from  the  table,  the  proper  method 
to  pursue  is  to  vote  against  taking  it  from  the 
table.  The  question  comes  on  taking  the  matter 
from  thetable.  All  in  favor  say  "Aye";  opposed, 
"No." 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  doubt  the  vote,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

The  Council  refused  to  take  No.  7  from  the 
table,  yeas  4,  nays  4:

Coun.  WATSON — Is  the  question  of  taking 
from  the  table  debatable? 

President  DONOGHUE— The  matter  is  not 
debatable.  The  question  comes  on  taking  the 
matter  from  the  table.  All  in  favor  say  "Aye"; 
opposed,  "No."  The  Chair  is  in  doubt.  The 
Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  Council  refused  to  take  No.  8  from  the 
table,  yeas  4,  nays  4; 

Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue,  Purcell,  Walsh,  Watson 
—  4. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Gilbody,  Healey,  Mo- 
riarty— 4. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
reconsider  the  last  vote  whereby  the  Council 
voted,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  4,  not  to  take  the  matter 
from  the  table. 
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President  DONOGHUE— The  councilman 
moves  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote  refusing  to 
take  No.  8  from  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  intended 
to  move  the  reconsideration  of  the  question  of  the 
vote  wliereby  No.  7  was  denied  the  right  to  be 
taken  from  tlie  table,  or  where  we  denied  tlie 
motion  of  Councilman  Pureell  to  take  fromthe 
table  No.  7  and  No.  8,  as  he  said.  I  would  like 
to  serve  notice  on  the  Council  that  the  buildinf? 
at  the  corner  of  Hollis  and  Tremont  street — I 
forget  the  name  of  the  building,  but  the  new  build- 
ing with  the  foundations  in  and  on  which  two 
stories  and  a  half  are  already  erected — Council- 
man Moriarty  tcHs  me  that  they  have  suspended 
the  building  operations  because  of  the  doubt  in 
their  minds  concerning  whether  or  not  they  will 
widen  that  side  rather  than  the  side  that  we  have 
mentioned  in  the  Street  Commissioner's  order. 
Now,  that  is  a  very  serious  question.  There  arc  a 
lotof  people  loafing  in  Boston.  Am  I  correct  that 
they  have  shut  down.  Councilman  Moriarty? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON.  I  think  that  is  true,  that 
they  have  shut  down.  I  was  told  that  for  ten 
days  they  liad  not  turned  a  spade  of  dirt  there, 
or  done  any  work.  I  may  not  be  correctly  informed. 
I  am  not  in  the  building  business,  but  I  think  I 
am  correct  about  it.  I  Ijelieve  that  we  are  making 
an  error  in  not  taking  some  action  today  one  way 
or  the  other.  Again,  tlic  Klks  are  in  a  quandary. 
The  Elks  are  perfectly  willing  to  accept  a  verdict 
either  to  widen  one  side  or  the  other.  They  do 
not  care.  They  want  action.  Their  building 
operations  are  held  in  abeyance.  I  understand 
they  are  all  ready  to  complete  the  placing  of  their 
loan,  but  it  seems  to  me  if  the  Council  sees  fit  to 
hold  to  its  present  position  on  it,  I  have  no  objection. 
I  am  performing  my  duty  as  I  see  it,  but  I  do 
think  we  ought  to  act  one  way  or  the  other  on  it. 

Coun.  RiORIARTY— I  will  say  that  I  would 
have  voted  to  take  it  from  the  table  if  I  thought 
it  had  a  chance  of  going  through.  Wo  have  laid  it 
over  for  two  past  meetings,  because  we  have  not  had 
a  full  niember.ship  present.  I  believe  tl)at  if 
we  laid  it  over  at  the  last  two  meetings  because 
we  did  not  have  a  full  membership,  that  that  is  a 
good  reason  for  laying  it  over  toi'ay.  From  ail 
observations,  if  the  matter  was  to  be  voted  ujjon 
today,  the  vote  would  be  5  to  'S,  and  it  would  be 
defeated. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
is  in  possession  of  more  information  than  I  am, 
and  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  let  the  matter  stand 
as  it  is.     I  have  no  objection. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
this  matter  should  be  voted  on  today.  Does  the 
Council  realize  that  if  this  matter  goes  over  until 
the  Sth  of  September  it  becomes  a  law,  whether 
wc  vote  on  it  or  not,  and  if  that  is  the  game  of 
calling  this  meeting  today,  as  I  understand  it — 
I  liave  not  received  written  notice.  I  received  a 
notice  from  the  City  Clerk,  or  from  Mr.  Baldwin, 
I  should  say,  to  appear  here  today,  but  I  have  not 
received  wiitten  notice.  From  what  I  understand, 
the  Mayor  has  called  this  meeting.  I  believe  this 
should  be  voted  on  today.  If  that  is  the  game,  to 
hold  one  man  back  from  coming  into  this  meeting 
so  that  this  thing  will  be  passed  and  become  a 
law  on  the  5th  of  September,  now  is  the  time  to 
vote  on  it.     I  am  here  to  vote  on  it. 

Coun.  BRICKT.EY — I  move  a  general  re- 
consideration  of  all   matters  pending  today. 

President  DONOGHUE— There  is  a  motion 
before  the  Council.  Councilman  WATSON 
moves  that   No.   8 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— He  withdrew  that. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  asked  unanimous  consent 
to  withdraw  it. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  has  not 
put  any  such  motion.  Coun.  Watson  moved  a 
reconsideration  of  the  action  taken  on  No.  8.  The 
Chair  understands  that  is  the  matter  which  is  now 
before  the  Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  Coun. 
Watson  asked  if  I  would  yield,  and  I  yielded,  and 
I  understood  he  asked  unanimous  consent  to  with- 
draw his  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON — That  was  my  intention. 

Cloun.  MORIARTY— I  did  not  take  the  floor. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair,  did  not 
understand  any  such  motion,  and  it  did  not  put 
any  such  motion  to  the  Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY- Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  have  been  at  every  meeting  regarding 
the   widening   of   Tremont   street   and   Kneeland 


street  since  the  matter  came  in  here.  I  want  to 
say  that  I  am  a  part  of  no  game.  I  have  con- 
tinually voted  here  every  time  that  the  matter 
has  come  under  consideration,  and  I  am  prepared 
to  vote  now.  But  it  was  argued  hero  at  both  of 
our  previous  meetings  that  on  account  of  absentees 
at  our  meetings,  the  matter  should  be  laid  over  so 
that  each  member  would  have  an  opportunity  to 
vote  on  it.  The  vote,  as  it  stand's  today,  is  5  to  3, 
which  means  that  the  loan  order  shall  be  defeated, 
and  I  <Io  not  want  to  see  it  defeated.  As  the 
councihnan  who  had  made  the  motion  for  recon- 
sideration says,  there  are  a  lot  of  men  out  of  work. 
Yes,  and  there  are  going  to  be  a  lot  more  men 
out  of  work,  and  if  we  can  possibly  pass  this  loan 
order,  it  may  put  a  lot  of  men  to  work,  and  it  may 
take  a  lot  of  people  from  the  Welfare  Committee's 
list  this  winter.  It  is  going  to  be  big  enough 
without  the  members  of  this  Council  making  it 
larger,  and  I  feel  that  the  proposition  of  both 
Kneeland  street  and  Tremont  street  should  not  be 
defeated,  and  that  is  why  I  voted  to  lay  the  matter 
on  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON — We  may  have  the  votes  today. 

Coun.  ]\;ORIARTY — I  am  not  taking  any 
chances.  I  don  t  think  wc  have.  I  liave  been 
told  there  were  six  votes  in  here  going  to  vote  for 
it,  but  I  do  not  believe  it,  and  I  am  not  taking 
any  chances,  because  if  it  is  defeated  today  the 
Mayor  will  have  to  call  another  special  meeting, 
and  get  one  reading  on  it,  if  he  can  get  six  votes, 
and  then  it  will  continue  to  lay  on  the  table  at 
least  fourteen  days  more  before  we  can  give  it  a 
second  reading,  and  I  am  trying  to  save  that  four- 
teen days,  figuring  that  the  member  that  is  away 
—I  don  t  know  how  he  will  vote,  and  he  has  a 
right  to  vote  the  way  he  wants  to,  as  every  other 
member  in  here  has,  but  I  feel  that  at  the  next 
meeting  he  will  be  present.  I  thought  that  he 
would  be  present  today  when  I  received  the  notice 
of  the  special  meeting.  But  as  long  as  we  are  not 
all  present,  I  feel  that  the  matter  should  be  allowe<l 
to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  reason  that  it  has  been 
allowed  to  remain  on  the  tabic,  until  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Council. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  move  the  previous  ques- 
tion, unless  the  councihran  vithdraws  his  motion 
on  reconsideration.  I  would  like  to  liave  Council- 
man Watson  answer  that.     He  made  the  motion. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  make  no  reference  to  Councilman 
M.oriarty  as  being  in  a  game  to  delay  this.  I  am 
accusing  the  M.ayor  of  Boston  of  being  in  a  game 
to  delay  this,  not  M.r.  Moriarty. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don  t  know 
just  what  to  do  in  the  matter.  I  have  been  told 
by  interested  parties,  both  the  Elks  and  the  other 
people,  that  they  want  action  one  way  or  the  other 
on  this,  either  favorable  or  unfavorable,  today.  I 
know  of  a  case  on  Kneeland  street  where  a  man 
has  lost  tenants  to  the  total  of  $16,000,  because 
he  cannot  give  them  a  lease.  They  have  moved 
out,  thc.v  have  gone  elsewhere.  He  has  got  four 
or  five  large  rooms  or  lofts  vacant,  and  he  was  up 
here  today  to  appeal  to  the  Council  to  do  some- 
thing one  way  or  the  other,  and  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  Councilman  Moriarty.  Employment 
is  scarce.  He  says  it  is  going  to  be  scarcer.  I 
hope  not.  I  hope  he  is  wrong,  but  I  hope  he 
knows  what  he  is  talking  about.  A  week's  delay 
will  mean  the  loss  of  employment  to  people  who 
need  work.  I  will  ask  unanimous  consent  to  with-  , 
draw  my  motion  to  take  from  the  table  Nos.  7 
and  8. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  motion  is  on  the 
reconsideration  of  the  vote  refusing  to  take  No.  8 
from  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  I  will  withdraw  my 
motion  for  reconsideration. 

President  DONOGHUE— Councilman  Watson 
asks  unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  his  motion 
for  reconsideration  of  No.  8  on  the  calendar.  Is 
there  objection?  Hearing  none,  the  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  motion  is  withdrawn. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if 
Councilman  Moriarty  or  Councilman  Watson 
realizes 

President  DONOGHUE— There  is  no  question 
before  the  body.  Councilman  Pureell. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  move  a  general  recon- 
sideration for  the  dav,  sir. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  usualjy  comes  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  meeting.     Why'niove  it  now? 

President  DONOGHUE— Councilman  Bricklcy 
moves  a  general  reconsideration  of  all  matters 
acted  on  today. 
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Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  you  take  a  recess  rather  tlian  put  that 
motion.  It  may  be  there  are  six  votes  for  these 
measures  today.  If  tliere  are,  let  us  have  it  out. 
Perhaps  a  little  conference  -will  do  no  harm.  I 
move  that  we  take  a  recess. 

President  DONOGHUE— Councilman  Brickley 
moves  that  all  njattcrs  acted  on  today  be  recon- 
sidered, hoping  the  same  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  we  adjourn. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  motion  before 
the  body  has  not  been  acted  on.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  is  not  in  order.  The  question  comes  on 
Councilman  Brickley 's  motion. 

Coun.  Watson — Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
Coun.  Brickley  misunderstands  the  purpose  for 
which  I  asked  him  to  withdraw  his  motion.  I  do 
not  want  to  get  into  any  mix-up  here.  Lord 
knows,  I  am  in  enough  up  to  date.  I  would  pre- 
fer to  have  some  one  else  do  the  talking,  but 
Councilman  Moriarty  says  he  understood  there 
were  six  votes  for  the  measure  here  today.  Per- 
haps there  are  .  Who  knows?  How  does  any  one 
here  know  how  the  members  are  going  to  vote? 
I  asked  Councilman  Brickley  to  withdraw  his 
motion  in  order  that  we  may  go  into  recess  for  a 
few  moments,  and  then  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
vote  on  anything  you  want. 

President  DONOGHUE— There  is  no  reason 
why  the  motion  to  take  a  recess  cannot  be  made 
after  Coun.  Brickley 's  motion  has  been  acted  on. 

Coun.  WATSON— Do  I  undesstand,  Mr. 
President,  that  we  then  can  reconsider  matters  that 
we  have  acted  on,  if  we  come  back? 

President  DONOGHUE— Provided  we  vote  in 
favor  of  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  trust  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider will  prevail. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  motion  is  to  reconsider,  hoping  that  the 
same  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  trust  it  will  not  prevail. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  wiU  state 
that  if  Coun,  Brickley's  motion  to  reconsider  does 
not  prevail,  these  matters  cannot  be  acted  on  today. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  is  what  I  understand. 

President  DONOGHUE— So  that  in  order  to 
defeat  Coun.  Brickley's  motion,  you  will  have  to 
vote  "Yes"  instead  of  "No."  The  question  comes 
on  the  reconsideration.  All  those  in  favor  say 
''Ave";  thoseopposed, ' 'No." 

Coun.  PURCELL— I  doubt  the  vote,  Mr. 
President. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  vote  has  been 
doubted.  Before  the  roll  is  called,  the  Chair  will 
state  that  if  this  motion  prevails,  it  reconsiders  the 
action  taken  not  only  on  thiS  particular  matter, 
but  every  matter  that  has  been  acted  on  today. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  Coun.  Brickley's  motion 
does  not  prevail,  then  action  on  any  matter  on  this 
calendar  cannot  be  taken  today.  The  Chair  will 
suggest  that  the  solution  of  that  proposition  would 
be  for  Coun.  Brickley  to  withdraw  his  motion  to 
reconsider,  provided  he  feels  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  feel  that  they  desire  to  take  a  recess, 
or  to  transact  any  further  business  today. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Do  vou  want  it? 

Coun.  WATSON— Yes,  withdraw  it. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  withdraw 
the  motion. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Brickley  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  his  motion. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  motion  was  with- 
drawn. 


RECESS   TAKEN. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  move  that  we  now  take  a 
recess,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  at  3.45  p.  m.  the 
Council  took  a  recess.  The  CouncJ  reassembled 
at  4.03  p.  m.  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  adjourn. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  Brickley  moves 
that  we  do  now  adjourn.  All  in  favor  say  '  'Aye"; 
opposed,  '  'No."     It  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  doubt  the  vote,  Mr. 
President. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  vote  has  been 
doubted.     The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  motion  to  adjourn  was  lost,  yens  3,  nays  4.

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration  of  the  vote  on  No.  7,  hoping 
the  same  will  prevail.  We  have  been  called 
here  today,  Mr.  President,  by  the  Mayorjof  Boston. 

President  DONOGHUE— Councilman  PurceU 
moves  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote  whereby 
the  Council  refused  to  take  No.  7  from  the  table. 

Coun.  PURCELL— We  have  been  called  here 
today,  Mr.  President,  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
vote  on  the  calendar  and  clean  it  up.  I  think  this 
is  the  proper  time  to  do  it.  Last  week  we  laid  it 
on  the  table  on  account  of  two  members  not  being 
here.  One  of  the  two  is  here.  Now,  if  the  other 
member  does  not  feel  it  his  duty  to  appear  here, 
I  believe  that  it  is  his  own  business,  but  I  am  here 
to  vote  on  Nos.  7  and  8  and  I  move  you  here 
that  we  reconsider,  hoping  the  same  will  prevail, 
and  that  we  vote  on  it  today. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  comes 
on  the  reconsideration,  hoping  the  same  will 
prevail. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  was  one 
of  the  absent  members.  I  made  myself  absent 
because  I  wanted  to  be  considered  as  such.  I 
think  I  am  in  a  majority  here,  but  the  majority  is 
not  quite  large  enough  to  pass  this  order.  But 
I  think  the  member  that  is  absent  will  vote  in 
favor  of  it,  and  after  listening  to  everybody  as  to 
the  work  that  it  will  give  to  the  people  of  the  city, 
I  think  that  we  should  keep  it  on  the  calendar 
without  defeating  it,  until  the  opportunity  is  ripe, 
until  the  fuU  membership  of  the  Council  is  here. 
I  do  not  think  that  because  the  minority  think 
they  can  defeat  it,  that  we  should  bow  to  their 
way  of  thinking,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  against 
the  reconsideration.  I  think  it  should  lie  on  the 
table  till  Councilman  Lane  returns. 

Coun.  GILBODY— I  would  like  to  caU  the 
attention  of  the  President  and  the  members  of  the 
body  to  the  fact  that  another  member  of  the 
Council  has  just  stepped  out  of  the  room  for  the 
moment,  and  I  tnink  that  we  ought  to  give  him  a 
chance  to  say  a  word  on  this  proposition.  We 
have  extended  courtesy  to  everybody  else,  and 
Councilman  Moriarty  has  just  stepped  out  for 
half  a  moment,  I  understand,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  take  another  recess  until  he  arrives  here. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  have  hoard  a  lot  here 
about  the  work  that  is  going  to  be  given  to  the 
worldngmen.  I  wonder  if  the  members  of  this 
body  realize  that  the  order  for  the  widening  of 
Cambridge  street  was  passed  a  year  ago,  and  I 
liaven't  heard  anj'body  in  the  Council  worrjing 
about  the  work  for  the  workingmaii  on  that. 
That  has  been  left  for  over  a  year,  and  there 
hasn't  been  anything  done.  I  think  that  is  a  lot  ■ 
of  bunk  about  the  workingman  getting  some  work. 

President  DONOGHUE— W^U  Couneihuan 
Walsh  take  the  chair? 

CCoun.  W^M.SH  than  took  the  chair.') 

President  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  do 
not  intend  to  get  into  any  controversy  over  this 
matter  again  today.  I  stated  my  position  rather 
clearly  with  reference  to  both  of  these  matters  a 
week  ago,  and  I  was  very  much  surprised  when  I 
received  a  communication  calling  us  together 
again  today,  the  communication  from  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  saying  that  because  of  the  new  build- 
ings, etc.,  that  would  be  erected  if  this  proposition 
were  passed  by  this  Council,  that  he  felt  that  we 
should  have  a  meeting  today  and  decide  upon  this 
proposition  one  way  or  the  other.  I  am  prepared 
to  vote  against  it.  I  stated  my  reasons  for  voting 
against  it  before,  and  I  might  just  as  well  restate 
them  now. 

Of  course,  on  every  proposition  which  involves 
the  expenditure  of  $1,000,000  or  $2,000,000  we 
always  hear  the  bugaboo  of  no  work  and  liard 
times  being  raised  by  those  that  are  in  favor  of 
the  proposition.  As  Councilman  PurceU  has  just 
stated,  a  $3,500,000  proposition,  the  widening  of 
Cambridge  street,  was  passed  by  the  Legislature 
without  the  sanction  of  this  Council  and  without 
this  Council  having  anything  to  say  about  the 
matter,  with  the  entire  proposition  lying  in  the 
hands  of  the  Street  Commission  and  the  office  of 
the  Mayor,  but  not  a  single  stone  h.as  been  turned 
in  over  a  year.  Now,  isn't  it  fair  to  assume  that 
if  nothing  has  been  done  on  Cambridge  street  for 
over  a  year,  that  nothing  will  be  done  on  Tremont 
street  or  Kneeland  street  for  at  least  a  year?  So 
that  the  bugaboo  of  no  work  is  just  mereb'  to 
camouflage  the  proposition  and  place  it  in  the  hght 
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that  we  who  are  opposed  to  the  expenditure  of 
$1,200,000  on  Trcmont  street  and  $1,200,000  on 
Kneeland  street  are  in  opposition  to  the  wislies  of 
the  people  of  this  city.  In  my  opinion,  the  great 
majority  of  the  people  of  this  city  are  absolutely 
opposed  to  the  widening  of  either  Kneeland  or 
Trcmont  street  at  this  particular  time.  There  is 
no  need  of  it,  and  the  only  reason  that  has  been 
advanced  for  it,  even  in  connection  with  the  widen- 
ing of  Trcmont  street,  has  been  that  it  mifrht  to  a 
degree  relieve  the  traffic.  There  is  no  traffic 
congestion  between  Stuart  street  and  Arlington 
sciuarc.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  plenty  wide  enough 
for  present  needs  today,  and  if  it  is  not,  why  are 
the  people  who  are  constructing  the  building  at 
the  corner  of  Hollis  and  Tremont  streets  allowed 
to  extend  their  walk  out  into  the  street  a  yard 
instead  of  being  obliged  to  live  up  to  the  law  just 
the  same  as  everyone  else  who  builds  in  this  city, 
and  to  build  a  structure  over  the  sidewalk  so  that 
people  might  walk  on  the  sidewalk?  They  are 
taking  up  now  over  a  yard  of  the  street,  and  if 
there  is  such  a  tremendous  traffic  congestion,  why 
isn't  that  taken  care  of,  which  would  add  at  least 
three  feet  to  the  picsent  width  of  Tremont  street? 
That  has  been  allowed  to  be  in  existence  for  over 
eight  months,  and  in  all  probabihty  it  will  be 
allowed  to  continue  in  existence,  because  those 
who  are  interested  in  this  proposition  are  the 
powerful  interests,  the  same  interests  that  are 
inferested  in  all  street  widening  propositions. 

I  remember  when  Stuart  street  was  before  this 
Council  for  our  consideration,  and  they  did  not 
have  a  sufficient  number  of  votes  in  this  Council  to 
pass  that  measure.  The  arguments  that  were 
advanced  then  are  substantially  the  same  argu- 
ments that  can  be  raised  now  with  reference  to  the 
widening  of  either  Tremont  or  Kneeland  street. 
We  were  told  it  was  going  to  open  up  a  great  busi- 
ness section  of  the  city,  the  Park  square  section, 
and  it  would  mean  a  tremendous  increase  in  valua- 
tions of  real  estate,  etc.,  if  that  street  was  put 
through .  What  has  been  done?  What  new  build- 
ing has  been  erected  along  Stuart  street?  Prac- 
tically none.  There  has  not  been,  in  my  opinion,  a 
single  building  of  any  size  erected  from  one  end 
of  Stuart  street  to  the  other.  There  have  been  a 
few  little  repair  jobs  done,  that  is  true,  but  that 
is  all  that  has  been  done.  There  has  been  no 
great  outstanding  building  erected  in  the  Park 
square  section  which  was  before  this  Council  over 
three  years  ago. 

The  same  thing  is  going  to  be  true  of  Chambers 
street,  and  the  same  thing  is  going  to  bo  true  of 
Tremont  street  and  Kneeland  street.  I  think  we 
have  got  a  duty  to  perform.  We  owe  ourallegiance 
to  the  citizenry  of  Boston.  Not  a  single  solitary 
soul  appeared  in  favor  of  this  proposition.  We 
held  one  impromptu  hearing,  and  we  held  one 
public  hearing,  and  not  one  single  soul  in  this  city 
appeared  before  this  Council  and  stated  without 
qualification  or  reservation  that  they  were  in  favor 
of  the  widening  of  either  Kneeland  or  Tremont 
street.  'J'hen  why  should  we  vote  for  it?  There 
is  no  one  in  Boston  that  I  know  of, — and  we  have 
the  pulilic  records  to  substantiate  my  statement, — 
not  one  single  soul  that  is  interested  or  in  favor  of 
this  proposition. 

How  many  thousands  of  people  are  there  in 
Boston,  residents  and  citizens  of  this  city  all  the 
years  of  their  lives,  that  live  in  congested  districts, 
that  live  in  sections  which  unquestionably  should 
be  injproved?  Why  don't  wc  spend  two  and  a 
half  million  dollars  for  the  improvement  of  those 
sections  of  the  city?  Why  don't  we  widen  Dudley 
street?  Why  don't  we  widen  Newspaper  Row? 
Why  don't  we  widen  some  of  the  North  End  sec- 
tions, some  of  the  streets  down  througli  the  West 
End,  sonic  of  the  streets  through  Roxbury,  South 
Boston,  or  some  of  the  other  sections  where  the 
people  live?  If  we  have  got  two  and  a  half  miUion 
dollars  to  spend,  I  say  we  should  spend  it  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  people  of  this  city. 

Who  was  the  instigator  of  this  proposition? 
The  Planning  Board  of  tlie  City  of  Boston.  And 
who  are  they?  Are  they  residents  of  our  city? 
A  great  majority  of  them  arc  not.  They  go  before 
the  Legislature  and  they  put  before  them  this 
scheme  of  theirs  to  widen  certain  streets,  and  the 
only  streets  that  are  considered  are  the  streets  that 
are  in  the  control  of  the  so-called  interests  who  have 
been  operating  in  a  real  estate  way  in  this  city  for 
years.  That  is  true  of  Stuart  street,  it  is  true  of 
Chambers  street,  it  is  true  of  Trcmont  street  and 
it  is  true  of  Kneeland  street.  And  then  tliey  try 
to  tell  us  that  we  are  opposed  to  the  wishes  of  the 


common  people!  We  are  in  favor  of  the  common 
people,  those  of  us  who  are  opposed  to  this  propo- 
sition. It  does  not  mean  the  turning  of  a  stone 
for  over  a  year,  at  the  very  least.  Not  one  single 
individual,  in  my  opinion,  will  get  one  hour's 
work  on  these  propositions  for  at  least  over  one 
year,  and  then  if  they  do  pass  these  propositions  I 
will  predict  now  that  this  work  will  be  let  out  to 
contract,  and  that  it  will  be  done  by  non-citizen 
labor.  No  citizen  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  going 
to  reap  any  great  benefit  from  these  improvements. 
So,  therefore,  when  we  consider  the  source  of  the 
birth  of  these  propositions,  the  Planning  Board, 
that  Board  which  has  been  responsible  for  passing 
the  so-called  Zoning  Act,  which  has  deprived  the 
citizens  of  this  city  of  the  right  to  build  garages 
on  their  own  property,  through  a  strict  interpreta- 
tion of  the  law — no  one  who  owns  a  piece  of  prop- 
erty today  can  build  a  garage  on  his  own  property 
unless  he  owns  an  acre  or  so  of  land.  They  have 
been  responsible  for  holding  up  the  erection  of  over 
three  hundred  or  four  hundred  permits  to  build. 
No  action  has  been  taken  for  more  than  a  month, 
until  the  Mayor  made  a  common-sense  ruling  on 
this  proposition,  which  allowed  these  people  to 
build  garages  on  their  own  property.  But,  in  my 
opinion,  the  strict  interpretation  of  that  law  would 
prevent  property  owners  from  erecting  a  garage 
on  their  own  property.  Who  are  these  people  who 
are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Boston?  Wliy  don't 
we,  the  city  itself,  through  its  administrative  head, 
make  some  sort  of  a  plan  whereby,  if  we  are  going 
to  spend  two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars  of  the 
people's  money,  we  are  going  to  accomplish  the 
greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number  of  people 
that  are  residents  of  the  city,  and  not  put  through 
these  propositions  that  are  in  the  interests  of  certain 
so-called  interests  in  our  city? 

I  can't  see  one  solitary  reason  for  voting  for  this 
proposition,  and  I  believe  that  we  should  take 
action  on  it.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  belives  that  we 
shoulil  take  action  on  it,  and  only  a  short  while  ago 
it  was  saiti  that  no  five  votes  should  be  able  to 
either  defeat  or  pass  this  legislation,  and  unless 
action  is  taken  on  this  proposition  before  September 
5,  then  it  is  going  to  automatically  become  law,  and 
it  is  going  to  become  law  by  the  action  of  five 
members  of  the  Council  continuing  to  vote  to  keep 
this  matter  on  the  table.  It  is  not  going  to  receive 
the  re(iuircd  number  of  votes  in  order  to  pass  this 
legislation.  So  that  the  charges  which  have  been 
hurled  in  this  Council  againat  a  minority  seeking 
to  foist  their  will  or  their  ways  on  the  action  of  the 
majority  does  not  hold.  It  is  a  question  of  not  a 
sufficient  number  of  votes  being  here,  and  this 
matter  has  been  under  corsideration  for  over  a 
month,  and  if  any  member  of  the  Council  is  not 
sufficiently  interested  in  a  month  to  be  here  and  to 
vote  on  this  proposition  one  way  or  the  other,  then 
I  say  that  we  should  no  longer  delay.  I  am  pre- 
pared to  vote  against  this  proposition  to-day,  and 
every  othor  day,  and  I  feel  that  the  matter  should 
be   reconsidered. 

Only  those  who  spoke  here  in  favor  of  not  widen- 
ing the  side  of  the  street  they  were  interested  in 
were  tlie  ones  who  even  hail  any  semblance  of 
thought  that  this  street  should  be  widened,  and 
they  said,  "Go  ahead  and  widen  it  if  you  want  to. 
So  long  as  you  do  not  affect  our  interests  we  are  not 
interested."  But  they  are  interested,  and  every 
citizen  of  our  city  should  be  more  interested  than 
he  is,  in  the  expenditure  of  two  and  a  half  millions 
of  dollars.  They  may  say  that  it  does  not  come 
out  of  the  tax  rate,  that  it  is  a  loan  order  outside  of 
the  debt  limit,  but  in  the  final  analysis  it  means 
that  the  person  who  carries  the  hod  and  swing  sthe 
pick  is  going  to  pay  this  bill,  and  I  am  in  favor  of 
one  who  has  to  work  for  a  living  just  as  much  as 
any  member  of  this  Council,  and  I  feel  that  I  am 
acting  for  their  interests  and  their  interests  first 
wiien  I  vote  again,«t  the  expenditure  of  two  and  a 
half  millions  of  dollars  for  the  widening  of  Kneeland 
street  and  the  widening  to  Tremont  street,  w'hich 
do  not  need  widening,  as  against  voting  for  some 
proposition  which  would  relieve  a  congested  district 
or  a  congested  area  in  our  city.  I  will  vote  for  any 
api)ropriation  which  will  widen  a  narrow  street  in 
any  section  of  this  city,  which  will  widen  a  street 
which  is  not  sufficiently  wide  at  the  present  time, 
to  relieve  congestion,  but  I  am  not  going  to  be  led 
into  voting  for  a  proposition  such  as  this,  on  either 
the  bugaboo  that  it  is  going  to  increase  real  estate 
values  or  that  it  is  going  to  provide  work,  because 
experience  has  taught  me,  in  my  seven  years  in 
this  Council,  or  six  years,  rather,  that  that  is  not  so; 
that  all  of  these  arguments  are  advanced  by  those 
who  are  in  favor  of  these  propositions,  and  that 
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tlicy  do  not  mean  anythinR.  We  have  a  living 
example  surrounding  us.  We  have  got  Stuart 
street  on  the  one  hand,  which  was  going  to  open  up 
a  great  big  area  in  the  Park  square  district,  and  wo 
were  going  to  see  such  tremendous  increases  in 
valuations  over  night  that  it  would  be  more  than 
trebled  in  value  inside  of  a  few  years,  andwe  haven't 
a  single  house  erected,  or  a  single  building  erected, 
and  we  have'nt  seen  a  single  stone  turned  on 
Cambridge  street.  We  have'nt  had  anything  to 
do  with  Cambridge  street.  It  was  taken  away 
from  the  City  Council  and  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  Street  Commission  and  his  Honor,  and  not  one 
step  has  been  taken  to  start  work  on  Cambridge 
street.  Stuart  street  was  also  taken  away  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  tne  Street  Commission  and  the 
previous  mayor,  and  today  wo  are  for  the  first  time 
acting  on  a  street  widening  proposition  that  this 
Council  has  some  voice  in,  and  I  feel  that  we  should 
vote  on  the  proposition  whether  we  vote  for  it  or 
whether  we  vote  against  it.  This  talk  of  delay 
does  not  mean  anything.  If  they  have  got  the 
votes  to  put  it  over,  let  then  put  it  over.  If  they 
have  not  got  the  votes  to  put  it  over,  surely  they 
have  not  enough  votes  to  delay  the  vote.  I  hope 
the  matter  will  be  reconsdered,  Mr.  Chairman.

Coun.  WATSON— At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  Mr.  President,  several  members  called 
upon  the  other  members  not  to  act  upon 
certain  measures  until  there  was  a  full  meet- 
ing of  the  Council.  I  do  not  know  how  much 
merit  there  was  in  their  request.  That  is  for 
each  individual  to  determine.  I  have  my 
opinion,  and  I  will  not  express  it — it  is  not 
necessaiy.  But,  today,  there  are  three  members 
missing    from    this    meeting.        One    member 


(Coun.  Lane)  undoubtedly  did  not  receive 
the  notice.  Another  member  (Coun.  Brickley) 
was  here  this  morning  and  was  in  a  pretty 
tough  physical  shape  and  went  away.  Coun. 
Walsh  saw  him,  I  believe.  He  was  in  pain  and 
went  to  the  doctor's,  I  believe,  or  home.  And 
the  third  member  (Coun.  Healey),  I  believie, 
went  away,  where,  I  do  not  know.  Therefore, 
we  are  in  the  position  today  of  considering 
a  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollar  propo- 
sition with  only  two  thirds  of  the  total  mem- 
bership of  this  body  pr.:;sent,  prepared  to  vote 
on  this  proposition.  It  goes  without  saying 
that  if  the  measure  is  voted  upon  today  the 
proposition  will  be  defeated — not  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  this  Council,  but  by  a  bai-e 
majority  of  those  present  and  voting — and 
perhaps   not   that. 

Thp  widening  of  Tremont  street  is  an  im- 
portant proposition  and  for  the  time  being 
it  is  held  in  abeyance  by  the  action  of  the 
Council  today ;  but  the  other  proposition,  the 
widening  of  Kneeland  street,  is  far  more  im- 
portant than  the  widening  of  Tremont  street. 
The  City  oi  Boston,  thrcjugh  its  duly  accredited 
representatives,  the  Mayor,  the  Street  Com- 
missioners, etc.,  has  laid  out  what  is  now 
called  Stuart  street,  from  Huntington  avenue 
to  Tremont  street.  That  nieaaure  was  foisted 
on  the  City  of  Boston  without  the  consent  of 
the  legislative  branch  of  this  city — the  City 
Council  had  no  voice  in  the  matter.  But  I 
will  pass  over  that ;  there  is  no  need  of 
talking  about  it.  But  Kneeland  street  is  as 
important,  in  my  opinion,  as  Tremont  street. 
That  is  my  pei-scnal  opinion.  It  means  a 
through  artery  from  Tremont  street  on  to  the 
South  Station  and,  if  not  widened  now  but 
widening  in  years  to  come,  will  cost  several 
times  what  the  widening  will  cost  now.  But 
I  will  not  discuss  that.  I  am  satisfied  that 
my  facts  that  I  submit,  or  my  views,  are 
falling  on  ears  that  are  closed  to  the  facts 
as  I  express  them  ;  in  other  words,  the  die  is 
cast.  It  is  decided  that,  today,  of  the  two 
great  impi-ovements,  it  shall  not  pass,  but 
through  thp  wisdom  of  the  Council  one  is  held 
in  abeyance  for  a  full  vote  of  the  Council  at 
some  future  date,  and  tl^e  other,  because  the 
members  have  voted  to  take  from  the  table, 
is  now  under  consideration.  I  believe  that 
every  man  here  today  who  votes  on  this  propo- 
sition is  voting  according  to  his  conscientious 
dictation.  I  do  not  think  for  a  moment  but 
that  they  are  all  just  as  earnest  in  the  proposi- 
tion as  I  am ;  but  they  are  "set,"  to  use  the 
vernacular  of  the  day  ;  they  have  made  up  their 
minds  not  to  pass  it  but  to  defeat  it.

Gentlemen, — The  Garvey  Playground  at  Ne- 
ponset.  despite  the  fact  that  $16,000  has  been 
expended  in  the  past  for  grading,  is  unsuit- 
able  for   use   as   a  public   playground. 

More  than  tw)elve  years  ago,  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  secured  the  adop- 
tion of  an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $10,000 
for  the  filling  and  grading  of  this  playground 
and  since  that  time  an  additional  sum  of 
$6,000  has  been  expended  for  a  like  purpose. 
Apparently  it  is  a  problem  that  only  can 
be  solved  by  a  generous  expenditure  of  public 
money.  The  completion  of  the  Mayflower 
Highway  skirting  the  lower  end  of  the  play- 
ground in  a  measure  assists  in  the  solution 
of  the  problem  of  grading  and  I  accordingly 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  providing   the  sum   of  $31,000.

that  the  total  collection  for  the  year  will 
equal  if  not  exceed  the  total  receipts  of  1923, 
namely,   $3,910,000. 

The  Water  Division  budget  as  submitted 
called  for  $1,571,39.66;  the  amount  allowed 
was  $1,452,752,  a  cut  of  $19,000,  with  the 
intimation  that  a  supplementary  budget  could 
be  presented  in  the  fall,  after  a  knowledge 
of  the  receipts  for  six  months  were  at  hand, 
etc.

B-28.  The  Law  Department  is  using  experts 
this  year  more  frequently  than  in  past  years. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
we  will  need  $3,000  in  addition  to  the  $300 
in   the  budget. 

B-39.  Estimated  $90,000.  Allowed  $70,000. 
The  program  for  year  was  very  closely  figured 
and  if  it  is  the  intention  to  continue  the  emer- 
gisncy  maintenance  work  which  has  been  very 
heavy  due  to  permanent  street  pavements,  an 
additional  $10,000  must  be  obtained. 

C-4.  Some  of  the  oldest  Ford  trucks  which 
we  thought  would  go  through  this  year  have 
fallen  to  pieces  and  must  be  replaced  imme- 
diately. Having  discarded  our  horses  and 
teams,  the  autos  must  be  replaoed  in  order 
to    execute    the    work    of    the    division. 

C-13.  The  number  of  4-inch,  6-inch  and 
8-inch  sei-vice  pipes  applied  for  to  date  and 
which  must  be  metered,  under  the  legislative 
act,  have  inci'eased  g^satly  over  past  years.

Gentlemen, — The     City     of     Boston,     with     a 
view    to    preventing    the    New    England    Tele- 
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phone  and  Telesraph  Company  from  charg- 
ing exorbitant  rates  for  service  rendered,  filed 
with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the 
Commonwealth  notice  of  indention  to  contest 
the  rates  sought  by  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone   and    Telegraph    Company. 

The  City  Council,  at  a  redent  meeting,  ap- 
propriated $5,000  for  the  conduct  of  an  in- 
vestigation and  for  the  presentation  of  the 
case  The  Corporation  Counsel  now  finds  that 
it  may  require  at  least  $15,000  additional  to 
secure  the  necessary  evidence  and  to  properly 
conduct  the  case  in  behalf  of  the  municipality. 
This  is  a  character  of  service  that  no  city 
or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  would  be  re- 
quired to  undertake  providled  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  really  represented  both  parties 
to  the  controversy,  namely,  th(e  people  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone   and    Telegraph    Company. 

The  decision,  however,  of  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  to  permit  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  to  increase 
its  rate  to  subscribers  while  the  investigation 
was  pending  is  ample  proof  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  is  not  only  friendly  dis- 
posed to  this  public  service  corporation  but 
is  absolutely  hostile  to  the  interests  of  the 
subscribers. 

In  order  that  the  public  may  secure  some 
measure  of  protection  I  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  order  providing  an 
additional  sum  in  the  amount  of  $15,000  for 
the  conduct  of  this  case.

DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  do 
not  want  to  make  any  extended  remarks 
relative  to  this  particular  case,  but  I  feel  that 
not  very  good  judgment  has  been  used  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief  when  he  re- 
fuses, or  has  refused,  at  the  present  time,  to 
place  on  the  pay  roll  the  name  of  Robert 
Jones,  -who  holds  two  honorable  discharges 
from   the   United    States   Government. 

There  have  been  some  alibis  offered  because 
of  some  escapade  which  happened  when  this 
man  was  merely  a  boy,  way  back  in  1898 — 
that  he,  at  that  time,  jumped  out  of  the  navy; 
but  subsequent  to  this,  or,  rather,  in  1900 ; 
he  re-enlisted  in  the  United  States  Army 
from  which  he  has  received  an  honorable  dis- 
charge, and  later,  in  1910,  he  again  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  Navy  and  again  received 
an  honorable   discharge. 

Now  I  feel  that  while  there  may  be  some 
who  would  wish  to  construe  the  law  relative 
to  veterans  receiving  compensation  from  the 
city,  that,  because  of  his  first  offence,  which 
was  committed  in  this  man's  teens,  he  must 
forever  be  deprived  of  soldiers'  relief,  still  I 
feel  that  the  average  citizen  of  Boston,  know- 
ing that  this  man  later,  when  he  re-enlisted 
twice,  and  was  discharged  honorably  from  the 
United  States  Government,  will  think  that 
he  more  than  made  up  for  his  escaipade  in 
1898.  I  do  not  believe  that  these  laws,  which 
were  placed  on  the  statute  books  for  the 
benefit  of  veterans,  should  be  construed  liter- 
ally so  as  to  give  the  veterans  the  worst  of 
it.  I  believe  that  they  should  be  interpreted 
by  those  who  have  authority  to  intei-pret  them 
in  a  way  to  give  the  veterans  preference. 
That  is  what  they  are  considered — veterans' 
preference  acts ;  and  I  feel  that  this  man  is 
entitled,  now  that  he  is  unable  to  work  or 
help  himself,  to  some  relief  from  our  city,  and 
I  feel  that  the  great  bulk  of  our  citizenry  vsnill 
uphold  my   stand   in   this  particular  matter. 

I  think  that  it  is  going  a  little  too  far 
backward  to  say  that,  because  of  something 
which  happened  way  back  in  1898,  that  must 
be  forever  held  against  this  individual,  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  he  has  shown  that  he 
believed  in  the  principles  of  our  Government 
when  he  re-enlisted,  to  wipe  out  that  old 
stain,  on  two  different  occasions ;  and,  when 
the  United  States  Government  again  took  him 
into  its  service,  in  1900  and  in  1910,  I  feel 
that  it  thought,  and  that  it  thinks  today, 
that  by  those  enlistments  he  wiped  out  what 
preceded  it.  I  think  that  our  city  while,  if 
the  law  is  literally  interpreted,  might  not  be 
compelled  to  pay  soldiers'  relief  to  this  indi- 
vidual, who  is  unable  physically  now  to  help 
himself,  is  at  least  morally  bound  to  contribute 
now   in   his   hour   of   need. 

I  hope  that  this  order  will  go  upon  its  pass- 
age, and  I  hope  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'  Relief  will  interpret  this  order  in  the 
spirit  in  which  it  is  offered — in  the  spirit  of 
doing  something  for  a  veteran  of  these  United 
States,    and    I   hope    that    this    name    will    be 
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added  to  the  Soldiers'  Belief  pay  roll  so  that 
now  this  man,  who  is  unable  to  take  care  of 
himself,  may  receive  some  relief  from  the 
citizenry  of  Boston  who  have  always  been  fair, 
and  more  than  fair,  to  the  veterans  of  both 
the  army   and  the   navy. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  counoidor  who  has  just  spoken 
(Coun.  Donoehue)  whether  this  individual  to 
whom  he  refers  has  made  application  to  the 
United  States  Government  authorities,  and, 
further,  if  it  would  not  be  well  for  us  to 
refer  it  to  a  committee  and  give  us  a  chance 
to  inquire  into  it?  I  do  not  know  the  fact, 
though  I  will  take  your  word  for  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  do 
not  know  just  what  has  been  done  in  so  far 
as  making  any  application  to  the  United 
States  Government  in  connection  with  this 
case  is  concerned.  AH  I  know  is  that  he  is 
making  application  to  us,  to  this  City  of  Bos- 
ton for  relief  from  the  Soldiers'  Belief  De- 
partment, and  that  is  what  we  have  the  Sol- 
diers' Belief  Department,  for,  in  my  opinion, — 
to  take  care  of  veterans,  and  particularly  to 
take  care  of  those  veterans   who  need  care. 

Coun.  MOBIABTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree 
with  practically  everything  that  the  last 
speaker  (Coun.  Donoghue)  has  said;  but,  sup- 
posing that  we  do  vote,  the  nine  members, 
instructing  the  connniissioner  to  put  this  man 
upon  the  list,  does  that  mean  that  he  is  going 
to  get  any  money? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  my  un- 
derstanding of  the  law  in  connection  with  this 
proposition  is  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'  Belief  has  the  authority  to  place  his 
name  on  the  pay  roll,  and  that  this  Council 
has  the  authority  to  say  what  amount  of 
money  he  shall  receive,  not  alone  in  this  case 
but  in  the  case  of  every  veteran  on  that  pay 
roll. 

Coun.  MOBIABTY— Mr.  Chairman,  as  I 
understand  that,  it  means,  then,  that  his 
name  is  not  on  the  list  at  the  present  time, 
and  if  the  commissioner  decides  that  his  name 
is  not  going  on  the  list  this  vote  we  will  pass 
here  today,  as  I  assume  we  will  pass  it  in 
the  affirmative  with  nine  votes,  will  not  aid 
toward  the  help  of  that  soldier.  Of  course,  I 
am  not  a  laviryer,  but  as  I  understand  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  law,  as  handed  down  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  it  is  that  the  com- 
missioner has  the  right  to  place  his  name  on 
the  list  and  that  all  that  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers'  Belief  has  the  right  to  do  is  to  regu- 
late what  he  shall  receive.  That  is  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  Law  Department.  Whether 
the  interpretation  is  wrong  or  right,  there 
isn't  anybody  here,  in  my  estimation,  who  is 
going  to  go  to  the  courts  and  fight  it.  Whether 
the  Legion  will  take  it  upon  themselves  to  go 
and  fight  it  is  a  question,  but  I  feel  that, 
maybe,  there  might  be  an  easier  way.  I  feel 
that  in  so  far  as  we  are  concerned  Mr.  Kelly 
is  the  acting  commissioner  in  the  absence  of 
the  commissioner.  Why  wouldn't  it  be  well  to 
call  Mr.  Kelly  down  and  see  if  we  cannot  get 
an  agreement  from  him  to  put  the  name  upon 
the  list,  and,  if  we  cannot  get  it  upon  the 
list,  then  pass  this  action,  it  may  be,  more 
in  protest  to  give  the  soldiers  the  right  to  go 
and  find  out  whether  the  interpretation 
handed  down  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  is 
right.  And,  Mr.  Chairman,  before  I  siit 
down,  I  am  going  to  request  that  the  Acting 
Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Belief  be  sent  for 
to  see  if  we  cannot  get  him  to  put  this 
soldier's   name  on  the   list. 

Chairman  WALSH  directed  the  City  Mes- 
senger to  request  Acting  Commissioner  Kelly 
to   appear  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  inform  the  body  that,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Belief,  I  called  a 
meeting,  and  at  that  meeting  we  had  Assist- 
ant Corporation  Counsel  Lyons  and  the  Com- 
miissioner  of  Soldiers'  Belief,  and  we  discussed 
this  case  particularly,  and,  while  the  decision 
was  made  that  there  was  no  legal  claim  by 
this  man  for  aid  from  the  Soldiers'  Belief  De- 
partment, possibly  the  Committee  on   Soldiers' 


Belief  could  view  it  morally  and  pay  the  man. 
I  do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Kelly  is  going  to 
be  conversant  with  that  situation  or  not,  and 
I  would  like  to  have  the  members  of  the 
Council  bear  that  in  mind  when  he  comes.  I 
just  want  to  enlighten  the  ibody  with  this  in- 
formation, because  the  committee  has  sat 
and   heard  the   case. 

Coun.  MOBIABTY- Mr.  Chairman,  if  we 
cannot  get  hiim  on  the  list  it  may  be  that  the 
councilor  who  introduced  the  order  (Coun. 
Donoghue)  might  be  satisfied  if  the  acting 
commissioner  would  give  him  a  temporary 
loan  until  the  commissioner  returned.  Would 
that   accomplish  his  purpose? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  just 
want  to  say  in  connection  with  this  case  that 
I  have  been  interested  in  it  for  probably  two 
rnonths.  I  have  been  trying  to  get  some  ac- 
tion in  the  easiest  way,  and  without  any  pub- 
licity, to  try  to  get  the  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'  Belief  to  take  care  of  this  case,  but 
up  to  the  present  time  nothing  has  been  done 
in  any  way  to  alleviate  the  condition  in  which 
this  man  is  now.  Those  who  are  acquainted 
with  conditions  today  know  that  it  is  hard 
enough  for  those  of  us  who  are  physically  able 
and  well  to  get  by.  It  is  impossible  for  a  man 
who  is  physically  disabled  to  even  exist,  and 
that  is  the  condition  that  this  man  has  been 
placed  in  for  at  least  two  months,  without 
any   definite   action  being  taken. 

I  introduced  this  order  today  only  as  a 
last  resort.  I  introduced  it  hoping  that  this 
Council  will  pass  it,  hoping  that  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Soldiers'  Belief  will  see  the  wisdom 
of  placing  this  man  on  the  pay  roll.  Simply 
because  the  Finance  Conunission  is  investi- 
gatmg  the  Soldiers'  Belief  Department  and 
picking  out  names  here  and  there  Wiich  they 
say  are  not  qualified  to  receive,  or  should  not 
receive,  soldiers'  relief  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Soldiers'  Belief,  does  not  have  any  bearing 
or  importance.  I  feel  that  we  are  better 
qualified  to  state  who  is  entitled  to  soldiers' 
relief  than  any  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  I  think  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Soldiers'  Belief  should  stand  up  and  make 
his  own  decisions  in  these  cases  regardless  of 
what   the  Finance   Commission  think. 

I  want  to  get  relief  for  this  man  if  possible, 
that  was  my  only  object  in  introducing  this 
order.  I  do  not  care  how  he  gets  it,  but  I 
fee!  it  is  of  interest  to  every  veteran  in  this 
city  of  ours  to  find  out  definitely  just  where 
he  stands  in  this  matter.  The  veterans  do 
not  know  very  much  about  it.  They  have  to 
go  to  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Belief,  in 
very  many  instances,  practically  as  mendi- 
cants, with  their  hats  in  their  hands,  begging 
for  the  relief  that  is  theirs,  that  is  supposed 
to  be  given  to  them  as  honorable  soldiers  of 
this  Government.  There  is  no  begging  and 
no  mendicancy  connected  with  it  in  any  way. 
It  is  theirs,  it  is  provided  by  us  for  them, 
and  I  feel  that  it  is  very  near  time  that  those 
who  are  in  charge  of  legislation  for  soldiers  in- 
vestigated the  conditions  in  connection  with 
this  department  and  see  to  it  that  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  United  States  are  given 
that  which  belongs  to  them,  and,  if  this  man 
is  entitled  to  relief,  there  isn't  any  reason 
why  he  should  not  receive  it,  and  I  would 
like  to  get  some   definite  action  on  it. 

The  City  Messenger  returned  to  the  Council 
Chamber  with  Acting  Commissioner  Timothy 
Kelly. 

Chairman  WALSH— Mr.  Kelly,  the  Council 
would   like  to  get  some  information  from  you. 

Coun.  MOBIABTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  have  the  order  read,  and  then  Mr. 
Kelly  can   say  something  on  it. 

The    Clerk   read  the  order. 

Coun.  MOBIABTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  Mr.  Kelly  a  question.  Mr.  Kelly, 
realizing  the  position  you  are  in  as  acting 
commissioner — at  least  I  expect  you  are  acting 
commissioner.     Are   you,    Mr.    Kelly.? 

Commissioner  KELLY — I  have  certain 
powers  up  there.  I  am  not  officially  desig- 
nated as   acting  commissioner. 
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Coun.  MORIARTY— r  thought  they  did  desig- 
nate someone  in  the  absence  of  the  commis- 
sioner. 

Comimissioner  KELLY — They  do. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— And  they  have  not  this 
time? 

Commissioner  KELLY — I  prefer  to  answer 
that  question   privately. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— -Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
rather  have  it  on  the  record  now.  I  want  to 
know  if  heads  of  departments  leave  the  city 
without  designating  someone  to  act  in  their 
places. 

Commissioner  KELLY — Doctor  Watkeys  is 
the  one  that  is  officially  acting  ;  that  is,  he  is 
named   as   acting  officially. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  think  we  ought  to 
have  Doctor  Watkeys. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  Mr.  Chairman,  per- 
haps Mr.  Kelly  from  his  business  in  that  de- 
partment, may  know  more  about  this  par- 
ticulajr  case  than  Doctor  Watkeys.  As  I  know 
Doctor  Watkeys  up  there,  he  would  be  un- 
likely to  have  anything  to  do  with  it — ^would 
he  not? 

Commissioner  KELLY — He  would  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  it. 

Coun.  WATSON  in  the  chair. 

Chairman  WATSON— Mr.  Kelly,  are  you 
authorized  by  the  head  of  the  department  to 
appear  in  this   matter? 

Commissioner   Kelly — The   head   is  away. 

Chairman  WATSON — Are  you  authorized 
by   the  head   to  appear  in  this   matter?- 

Commissioner    KELLY — No. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
that  maybe  it  is  my  mistake,  and  I  think 
mayibe  that  I  have  put  Mr.  Kelly  in  this  posi- 
tion. I  thought  that  Mr.  Kelly  was  the  acting 
commissioner,  and  that  is  why  I  asked  to 
have  Mr.  Kelly  come  up  here.  I  do  not  want 
to  put  Mr.  Kelly  in  any  embarrassing  posi- 
tion, or  anybody  else.  I  think,  maybe,  Mr. 
Kelly  might  stay  here,  and,  if  Doctor  Wat- 
keys is  in,  that  we  have  Doctor  Watkeys 
come  down. 

Commissioner  KELLY — If  I  am  permitted, 
I  might  say  that  I  put  them  on  the  rolls  in 
the  absence  of  the  commissioner ;  I  am  the 
one  that  has  that  power  designated  by  the 
commissioner. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Would  you  have 
power  to  put  a  man  on  the  list  who  has  already 
been   turned   down   by   the   commissioner? 

Commissioner  KELLY — ^I  should  consider  it 
my  duty  to   consult  the  commissioner. 

Chairman  WATSON — ^The  acting  commis- 
sioner? 

Commissioner  KELLY — No,  the  commis- 
sione/i\ 

Chairman  WATSON— WeU,  let  me  under- 
stand you,  Mr.  Kelly.  (To  Coun.  Moriarty.) 
May   I   interrupt   you   a  moment? 

Coun.   MORIARTY— Yes. 

Chairman  WATSON— Do  I  understand,  Mr. 
Kelly,  that  Doctor  Watkeys  is  left  in  charge 
of  the  department? 

Commissioner   KELLY — That   is 

Chairman  WATSON— Wait  a  moment.  If 
you  pass  upon  any  matter,  you  want  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioner,  who  is  away,  be- 
fore you  do  it? 

Commissioner  KELLY — ^No,  tihe  ordinary 
things  I  pass  on  nobody  approves  in  the  ab- 
sence of   the  comm;issioner. 

Chairman  WATSON — Do  I  understand  that 
Doctor  Watkeys  is  empowered  as  Commis- 
sioner of  Soldiers'  Relief  with  all  the  powers 
which  the  commissioner  has,  or  with  limited 
powers  ? 

Commissionfer  KELLY — Officially  he  is  desig- 
nated as  acting  Commissioner  in  the  a/bsence 
of  the  commissioner. 

Chairman  WATSON— He  has  full  authority ; 
whatever  he  does  is  just  the  same  as  though 
the  commissioner  had  done  it? 

Commissioner    KELLY — Exactly. 

Chairman  WATSON— All  right. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
we  ought  to  have  Doctor  Watkeys. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  City  Messenger 
will  go  for  Doctor  Watkeys  and  we  will  ask 
Mr.    Kelly   to    remain. 


The  City  Messenger  left  the  Council  Cham- 
ber and  soon  returned  with  Dr.  Frederick 
Watkeys,  acting  commissioner. 

Chairman  WATSON— Doctor  Watkeys, 
kindly  take  the  stand  or  the  chair — whichever 
you  prefer.  Gentlemen,  Doctor  Watkeys  is 
present. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  make  the  same  request,  thait  the  order 
be  read,  so  that  Doctor  Watkeys  may  know 
what  we  are  considering. 

(The    Clerk    read   the   order.) 

Chairman  WATSON — Is  there  any  qu/estion 
of  Doctor  Watkeys,  the  Acting  Commissioner 
of  Soldiers'  Relief,  with  full  power  at  the 
present  time? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — ^Mr.  President,  may  I 
ask  him  a  question?  Doctor  Watkeys,  I  have 
introduced  this  order  relative  to  placing  the 
name  of  Robert  Jones  on  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
pay  roll.  I  introduced  it,  despite  any  talks  or 
rumors  to  the  contrary,  firmly  convinced  that 
this  Council  has  the  authority  to  place  the 
name  of  a  soldier  on  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
pay  roll  and  to  state  what  sum  he  shall  re- 
ceive. I  have  never  aleen  any  official  opinion 
rendered  by  the  Law  Department  or  anyone 
else  relative  to  this  particular  matter,  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  now  that  we  have  the  au- 
thority to  do  this — to  put  this  name  on  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  pay  roll.  In  the  absence  of 
the  commissioner,  and  of  course  without  trying 
to  place  you  in  any  embarrassing  position  as 
acting  commissioner,  I  would  like  to  ask  you 
if  you  have  authority  to  place  this  man  on  the 
pay  roll  temporarily  until  the  commissioner 
returns,  or  to  give  this  man  temporary  relief 
until  such  time  as  the  Commissioner  of  Sol- 
diers' Relief  returns. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Well,  all 
I  can  say.  Councilor  Donoghue,  is  that  the 
case,  under  the  law,  is  one  where  the  man 
was  not  honorably  discharged. 

Chainnan  WATSON — One  moment,  please. 
There  are  certain  facts  connected  with  this 
matter  which  might  be  detrimental  to  Mr. 
Jones,  and  I  would  request  Doctor  Watkeys 
not  to  state  anything  which  might  be  injuri- 
ous to  the  gentleman. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — No,  I  wUl 
withdraw  that.  I  will  say  that  the  record 
is  such  that  the  commissioner  did  not  feel  he 
could  allow  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  think 
that  we  ought  to  have  this  case  threshed 
out.  It  leaves  an  insinuation,  when  the  acting 
commissioner  said  that  there  are  certain 
things  connected  with  this  case  which  should 
not  be  discussed,  that  is  detrimental  to  Mr. 
Jones'  case,  from  my  viewpoint.  I  do  not 
know  of  anything  in  this  case  other  than  what 
I  have  stated  that  is  of  such  a  detrimental 
nature  tha/t  it  would  prohibit  him  from  being 
placed  on  the  pay  roll,  and  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  have  the  doctor  tell  the  Council 
whatever  he  knows  in  connection  with  this 
case. 

Chairman  WATSON— I  would  like  to  state 
that,  if  what  I  have  been  told  concerning  this 
gentleman  is  true.  Councilor  Donoghue  might 
not  want  it  brought  out ;  but  as  his  friend 
I  have  no  authority  to  stop  the  doctor  from 
stating  that  which  he  wishes.  I  only  suggest 
that  it  might  be  well  not  to  state  it. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — I  will 
simply  say.  Councilor  Donoghue,  that  the 
commissioner  considered  the  case  fuHy,  and 
he  could  not  see,  under  the  law,  how  he  could 
allow  Mr.  Jones  any  aid. 

Chairman  WATSON — Talk  a  little  louder, 
please. 

Acting  C'ommdssioner  WATKEYS — Commis- 
sioner Dunn  considered  the  case  fully,  and 
he  decided  that,  under  the  law,  he  could  not 
put  Mr.  Jones'  name  on  the  pay  roll.  That 
is  all  I  can  say. 

Coun.  HEALEY — ^Do  you  want  to  say  what 
particular   part   of   the   law  ? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — Well,  in 
relation   to  his  service  record. 

Coun.  HEALEY — This  law  provides  that  a 
man,    in    order    to    get    soldiers'    relief,    must 
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have    had    an     honorable     dischai-ge    from    all 
branches   of   service  of  the   United   States? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKBYS— Yes  ;  dur- 
ing   w^ar   sei-vice    particularly. 

C'oun.  HEALY — He  did  get  an  honorable 
discharge  from  'thle  war  service? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— There  is 
a   question    about   that. 

Chairman  WATSON — That  is  just  the  point 
I    thoug-ht    might    not    be    made    public. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Without  going  into  the 
fact  and  without  putting  the  responsibility 
on  you  as  acting  commissionier,  isn't  it  pos- 
sible that  you  could  give  this  man  temporary 
aid  until  the  return  of  the  commissioner,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Council? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — I  pre- 
sume that  could  be  done,  Councilor  Moriarty. 
He  has  been  on,  you  know,  for  some  time,  and 
the  Commissioner  dropped  him  from  th/e  pay 
roll   after  investigation. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— .If  we  allow  this  thing 
to  remain  in  here,  is  it  possible  that  you  could 
give  hirri  a  month's  pay,  until  the  commissioner 
returns,  and  allow  the  Council  to  take  it  up 
with  the  commissioner?  Could  you  do  that 
for  the  Council,  at  the  request  of  the  Council? 
Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Well, 
Councilor  Moriarty,  I  do  not  know  how  that 
would  work  out.  The  soldiers'  relief  law 
is  the  thing  which  holds  the  commissioner 
on  that  point.  It  says  what  you  shall  do 
and   what   you   shall   not   do. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— He  was   on  the  list? 
Acting    Commissioner    WATKEYS — He    was 
on   the    list   untU  the    commissioner   made    in- 
vestigation  and  found  he  was   not  eligible,   and 
he   dropped  him. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— ^During  the  time  when 
he  was  making  investigation  didn't  hie  keep 
him   on   the  list? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Yes,  he 
was   on   the  list   for   several   months. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— So,  so  far  as  his  in- 
formation went,  he  was  violating  th|e  law  in 
keeping  him  on — in  a  sense,  now,  I  am  talk- 
ing. Don't  they  usually,  doctor,  When  any- 
body makes  application,  and  before  they  go 
on  the  list,  make  investigation? 

Acting   Commissioner   WATKEYS— Yes. 
Coun.     MORIARTY — Well,    when    this     man 
did  apply  they  did  make  an  investigation. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — Yes,  they 
made  an  inviestigation. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— And  they  found  out  by 
their  investigation  that  he  was  entitled  to 
soldiers'    relief  ? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Well,  I 
think  the  commissioner  gave  him  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt.  Councilor  Moriarty,  until  the 
thing   was    investigated. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— So,  if  the  commissioner 
has  the  right  to  give  him  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt,    you    as    acting    commissioner    have   the 

same 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Whatever 

inform-ation 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Wait  a  minute.  That 
is  what  we  want  to  go  into — his  information — 
and  we  want  to  go  into  it  with  the  man 
who  has  taken  it  np  ;  we  want  to  go  into  it 
with  the  commissioner;  but  we  do  not  want 
this  man  to  suffer  while  he  is  waiting  in  the 
absence  of  the  commissioner.  If  the  commis- 
sioner was  in  Boston,  we  would  have  him 
here.  Now,  with  an  agreement  between  you, 
as  the  acting  head  of  the  department,  and  all 
members  of  the  Council,  couldn't  you  give  him 
the  designated  amount  of  temporary  relief 
until  the  commissioner  comes  back  ?  I  do 
not  think  that  anybody  could  kick  against 
that.  If  the  Finance  Commission  do,  then  I 
am  with  you   stronger  than  I   ever   was. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Well,  that 
puts   me   in    the  position.    Councilor   Moi-iarty, 

of    reversing 

OouncUor  MORIARTY— No. 
Acting    Conrmiissioner    WATKEYS — The    de- 
cision of  the  commissioner,  who  has  made  the 
decision   that    Mr.    Jones    is    not    eligible,    and 
why   should  I   put  him   on? 


Coun.  MORIARTY— We  are  not  asking  yoai 
to  put  him  on  the  list ;  we  are  asking  you 
to  give  him  temporary  relief,  and  we  will  take 
up  the  question  of  putting  him  on  the  list 
with    the  commissioner   when  he   returns. 

Chairman  WATSON— How  much  do  you 
think  he   ought  to   get? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Why,  I  think  he  ought 
to   get   $45. 

Chairman  WATSON— We  have  given  some 
very  worthy  cases  $15. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  don't  know.  I  am 
satisfied.  Coun.  Donoghue  is  the  one  who 
brought  this  matter  up.  I  would  like  to  have 
the  doctor  answer  my  question, — if  they 
would  give  him  temporary  relief,  the  amount 
to  be  agreed  upon  between  Councilor  Donog- 
hue and  yoursielf,  until  the  commissfcner 
comes    back  ? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— I  do  not 
think  I  would  have  authority  to  do  it,  Coun- 
cilor Moriarty,  the  case  having  once  been 
decided  by  the  commissioner.  On  the  record 
that  has  been  found,  that  is  supposed  to  set- 
tle the  question  of  eligibility  to  any  aid  from 
our   department. 

Coun.     MORIARTY— That    isn't    so,     is    it? 
Acting     Commissioner    WATKEYS— That    is 
what  the   finding   of   the   commissioner  was. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  know,  but  any  finding 
of  the   commissioner  is  not  final,   is   it? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — Why,  as 
an  absolute  statement  from  the  Law  De- 
partment,  

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to 
a  question  of  personal   privilege 

Chairman  WATSON— Doctor  Watkeys 
Councilor  Moriarty  asked  you  a  question. 
Did  you  answer  it  ? 

Acting    Commissioner    WATKEYS — Yes 
Coun.   BRICKLEY— Mr.   Chairman,   I   do   not 
know   much  about   this   case,   but   I  think  it   is 
rather  an  unfit  place  to  fight  it  out. 

Chairman  WATSON— Councilor  Brickley 
won't  you    kmdiy   ask   a    question"' 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
not  asking  any  questions.  I  am  speaking  to 
tne  Council.  I  think  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Soldiers'  Relief  knows  what  a  soldier  and 
what  a  sailor  is,  and  what  each  word  desig- 
nates and  what  it  means,  and  I  think  when 
outsiders  interfere  in  the  functioning  of  an 
office  they  know  nothing  about  it  is  about  time 
that  it  ceased.  I  am  sick  and  tired  of  hear- 
ing about  disabled  soldiers  and  disabled  sail- 
oi-s  being  kicked  into  the  street.  It  is  only 
within  two  weeks  that  disabled  veterans  of 
the  United  States  were  on  the  road  to  At- 
lanta. I  think  that  this  should  be  closed  up 
because  it  is  not  the  place  to  fight  it  out. 
A  veteran  is  a  veteran,  and  he  is  a  veteran 
whether  he  was  in  the  army  or  in  the  navy 
an  hour  or  five  years,  and  I  think  that  all  this 
stuff  should  be  heard  behind  closed  doors. 
This  question  of  desertion  in  time  of  war  is  a 
very   serious   thing. 

Chairman  WATSON— Councilor  Brickley  will 
kindly    refrain   from  personal   statements. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  am  speakine  on  a 
question  of  personal  privilege,  Mr.  Chairman. 
I  think  these  things  should  aU  be  fought  out 
behind  closed  doors.  I  do  not  believe  this 
man's  name  should  come  out,  or  that  these 
things  should  come  out.  I  think  these  things 
should  stay  right  here,  be  heard  in  private 
session,  and  let  us  have  it  out  there.  I  do  not 
believe  this   is   any  place  for  it. 

Chairman  WATSON— Is  there  any  further 
question  of  Doctor   Watkeys. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  as  the 
one  who  introduced  this  order.  I  want  to  say 
that  such  publicity  as  has  been  given  it  has 
been  only  because  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been 
unable  to  get  any  assistance  for  this  veteran 
behind  closed  doors.  I  understand  that  the 
Committee  on  Soldiere"  Relief  made  its  recom- 
mendation to  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers' 
Relief  and  that  he,  according  to  my  informa- 
tion, practically  agreed  to  place  this  man  on 
the  pay  roll,  and  he  has  not  been  placed  on 
there.  Now  there  isn't  any  other  way  that  I 
know  of   to   thresh   this   matter  out   except  to 
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bring  it  in  here,  because  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  this  Council  has  the  authority  to  do  this 
thing  despite  the  wishes  of  the  conimissioner. 
Resrardless  of  what  the  commissioner  decides, 
it  is  my  contention  that  this  Council  has  the 
right  to  place  this  man  on  that  pay  roll,  and 
that  is  the  reason  why  I  bring  it  in  here.  I 
believe  in  fighting  for  my  friends  all  the  way. 
I  believe  in  using  the  best  judgment  that  I 
can  in  making  that  contest  for  their  inter- 
ests, and  I  think  that  I  have  done  everything 
that  any  person  would  expect  me  to  do  in 
connection  with  this  case  previous  to  bringing 
it   in   here. 

Now  the  situation  is  that  this  man  has  been 
disaibled  for  some  years,  physically  incapaci- 
tated so  that  he  has  been  unable  to  work,  and 
he  has  been  on  the  Soldiers'  Relief  pay  roll, 
not  for  weeks  or  days,  but  for  months  and 
months,  and  it  was  only  after  a  question  was 
raised  by  the  Finarice  Commission  that  he  was 
removed  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  pay  roll, 
and  that  is  what  I  object  to.  I  object  to  the 
dictation  of  the  Finance  Commissioner  to  the 
Commssioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief.  This  case 
was  decided  by  the  present  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'  Relief  in  Mr.  Jones'  favor,  and  he 
was  placed  on  the  pay  roll.  Then  when  they 
started  investigating  the  department,  the  com- 
missioner reversed  his  previous  decision.  Now 
we  have  two  decisions,  first,  that  he  was 
eligible  to  relief,  and,  second,  that  he  was  not. 

I  think  that  the  proposition  which  has  been 
put  up  to  the  acting  commissioner  will  take 
care  of  this  man  until  such  time  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Soldiers'  Relief  returns,  and  is 
a  positively  fair  one.  It  is  an  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers' 
Relief  in  this  case,  and  Councilor  Moriarty 
asks,  and  I  support  him  in  it,  that  this  case 
be  handled  as  an  appealed  case.  I  think  that 
the  present  acting  commissioner  has  full 
authority  to  give  temporary  relief  to  this  man 
until  it  is  finally  and  definitely  decided  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  should  be  placed  on  the 
pay  roll. 

Chairman  WATSON — I  do  not  propose  to 
make  any  speech,  but  I  want  to  recite  an 
experience  I  had.  First  of  all,  no  man  ap- 
peals to  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief 
any  more  fi-equently  than  I,  and  I  havte  al- 
ways received  pretty  fair  treatment  from 
him.  Recently,  I  went  up  with  a  man  for 
Representative  Hearn,  and  prevailed  upon 
Commissioner  Dunn  and  Mr.  Kelly,  acting 
with  him,  to  give  $15  to  one  man  and  get 
him  a  job.  They  got  him  his  job  and  the 
money  was  going  to  his  wife.  He  said  his 
wife  could  not  come  over  because  she  hadn't 
any  shoes,  and  they  gave  him  the  $15.  The 
man  has  jumped  out  and  he  did  not  take  the 
job  offered  to  him.  Now  I  want  to  site  that 
a-s  an  occasion  where  I  was  imposed  upon.  It 
is  so  in  many  cases,  as  Councilor  Brickley 
knows. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Commissioner,  to  get 
you  out  of  the  embarrassment,  if  this  $45 
order  be  passed  you  will  have  to  put  him  on 
the  list,  won't  you  ?  Then  you  are  not  em- 
barrassed. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Well,  it 
is  a  rather  delicate  matter  to  decide.  Coun- 
cilor Healey. 

Coun.  HEALEY— That  is  the  law,  isn't  it, — 
if  the  Council  specifies  the  amount? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — But  the 
fundamental  princ/iple  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
law  is  that,  first,  a  man  must  qualify  when 
he  is  discharged,  and  the  commissioner  in- 
vestigated that  and  found  a  certain  condition. 
Now,   as   that   stands 

Coun.  HBALEY — That  would  take  you  out 
of  the  embarrassment  if  we  passad  this  or- 
der? 

Acting  Commissioner  Watkeys — If  you  say 
so  it  might  be  so. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  may  I 
ask  the  acting  commissioner  if  the  state  aid 
has  functioned  on   this  case  ? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Well, 
soldiers'   relief. 

Coun.    BRICKLEY— I   think  at  this   time   it 


would  be  the  proper  thing  for  us  to  look  into 
this  case.  First,  I  believe  in  giving  the  vet- 
eran everything  we  can.  I  think  the  only 
way  to  do  is  to  go  behind  closed  doors  with 
this  case,  sit  down  with  the  commissioner  and 
thresh  it  out  with  him.  I  do  not  believe  it  is 
right  to  bring  this  record  out.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve we  know  the  facts  of  the  case,  amd  they 
do,  and  they  do  not  want  to  tell  us,  and  the 
only  way  to  do  is  to  thresh  it  out.  I  think 
Councilor  Healey's  suggestion  whereby  we  can 
vote  him  the  money  is  right.  I  think  he  is 
right ;  I  think  we  have  that  power,  but  I  do 
not  believe  it  is   right  to  thresh   that  out  here. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Doctor  Watkeys,  if  we 
vote   him    the    money   will   you   pay    him? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— By  vote 
of  the  Council,  I  suppose  I  will  have  to  obey 
that,    certainly. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  satisfactory  to 
me,  as  long  as  he  giets  the  money.  That  will 
be  the  understanding  as  far  as  you  are  con- 
cerned,— that,  if  we  pass  it,  he  will  get  the 
money  ? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — That  is 
right.  I  do  not  see  how  I  could  say  anything 
against  that  if  the  Council  ordered  me  to 
do   it. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Will  .the  auditor  recog- 
nize   it? 

Coun.  MORIARTY — He  will  recognize  any 
order   of   thte   Council. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — He  may  have  to  pay  it 
out  of  his  own   pocket,   at  that  rate. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Who,— the  commissioner? 

Coun    BRICKLEY— Yes. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Of  course,  this  will  be  a 
good  test  case  now.  There  is  some  quibble 
in  the  law  as  to  whether  we  have  a  right  to 
specify. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— I  think 
it   all  comes   down   to  a  question   of   law. 

Coun.  HEALEY — ^Rather  than  embarrass 
you,  let  us  put  the  law  right  up  to  the  proper 
tribunal. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS — Of  course, 
Councilor  Moriarty  and  you  or  anybody  else 
would  perhaps  believe  that  I  had  an  Objec- 
tion   to    Mr.    Jones. 

Coun.  HEALEY — No,  no.  We  can  under- 
stand your   situation    all    i-ight. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— But  I 
think  that  it  goes  back  to  the  fundamental 
principle  of  the  soldiers'  relief  law,  which  says 
that  a  man  in  order  to  be  eligible  must  qualify 
in  a  certain  manner,  and  we  have  put  in  ex- 
haustive research  on  that,  and  we  found  that, 
under  the  law,  he  was  not  eligible.  That  is 
all   I   can   say. 

Coun.  HEALEY— There  are  a  lot  of  inter- 
pretations in  that  matter,  and  it  shows  that  it 
is  a  very  wide-open  act.  I  think  that  will 
take  the  embarrassment  away  from  you,  and, 
if  they  do  decide  to  fight  it,  well  and  good — 
it  is   settled  as  far  as  you   are  concerned. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chaii-man,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  do  not  want  to  place  anybody 
in  an  embarrassing  position,  whether  it  is 
the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief 
or  the  commissioner  himself ;  but  there  is 
only  one  way  in  which  this  thing  can  be  de- 
termined. Certain  definite  steps  have  been 
taken.  I  introduced  this  order  hoping  that 
it  would  prove  that  my  contention  in  the 
matter  is  right,  and  that  this  Council  has 
the  authority  to  do  this  thing,  and,  if  we 
have  that  authority,  I  think  we  should  exercise 
it  in  cases  such  as  these  that  come  before  us. 
I  do  not  believe  in  threshing  these  matters 
out  in  public  except  as  a  last  riesort.  They 
should  be  handled  by  the  Commiittee  on 
Soldiere'  Relief.  That  has  been  done  in  this 
ease  and  the  committee  has  been  unanimous 
in  their  opinion  that  this  man  is  worthy  of 
soldiers'  relief,  and  they  have  so  voiced  their 
opinion  to  the  acting  commissioner.  Now  I 
have  no  desire  whatever  to  put  anyone  in 
an  embarrassing  position,  but  I  feel  that  in 
trying  to  accomplish  something  sometimes 
you  must  go  contrary  to  the  opiniions  of 
others,  and  if  I  think  I  am  right  I  am  going 
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to  voice  my  opinion  regardless  of  whose 
opinion  I  run  contrary  to.  So  in  this  case  my 
opinion  may  not  jibe  with  the  opinion  of 
others,  But,  nevertheless,  until  it  has  been 
proven  to  me  that  I  am  wrong,  I  am  going 
to  continue  to  fight  along  the  lines  I  have 
been  fighting  on,  with  the  firm  conviction 
that  I  am  night,  and  when  I  think  I  am 
right   I   am   going   to    go    through. 

iChairman  WATSON— Doctor  Watjkeys  is 
excused  with  the  thanks  of  th|e  Council. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. Would  it  be  satisfactory  to  the  Council- 
to  have  this  wait  over  until  Monday,  as  I 
undei-stand  Colonel  Dunn  will  be  back  by 
next  Monday.  That  is  true,  is  it  not,  Doctor 
Watkeys  ? 

Acting  Commiissioner  WATKEYS— I  believe 
not.  Councillor  Healey.  I  think  he  is  not  due 
back    until    later    than    that. 

Coun.    HEALEY— Later  than   that? 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— I  under- 
stand so. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  understood  from  Mr. 
Kelly  that  hfe  would  be  back  within  three  or 
four   days. 

Acting  Commissioner  WATKEYS— Why,  pos- 
sibly, but  that  was  not  my  understanding. 
Mr.  Kelly  wiU  perhaps  know  more  about  that 
that   I  would. 

Chairman  WATSON— Doctor  Watkeys  is  ex- 
cused with  the  thanks  of  the  Council. 

The  question  cam|e  on  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  order,  and  the  order 
was  passed. 


LEASING     OF     OITY     LAND,     ATLANTIC 

AVENUE. 

Coun.  HEALEY  called  up  No.  2,  unfin- 
ished  business,   viz. : 

2.  Order  authorizing  a  lease  to  the  Middle- 
sex  Trust  of  land  on  Atlantic  avenue. 

Coun  HEALEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  call- 
ing up  No.  2  on  the  calendar,  and  I  will 
ask  the  Clerk  to  read  a  communication  which 
he  has   in   his  hand. 

The    Clerk   read   a   communication   from   the 
trustees    of   the    Harbor   Trust,    as    follows : 
Milton  C.   Burton,  Real  Estate, 
141   Milk    Street, 
Harbor    TrusL 
Boston,   August  20,   1924. 
City  Council,  City  Hall,  Boston,  Mass. 

Gentlemen, — As  trustee  of  the  Harbor  Trust 
it  is  undei-stood  and  agreed  that  the  Trust 
is  to  erect  a  building  of  one  or  more  stories 
high  on  land  to  be  leased  by  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  Harbor  Trust,  located  at  440 
Atlantic  avenue  and  fronting  the  Keceiiving 
Station,  for  the  purpose  of  abating  the  nuis- 
ance caused  by  wind-scatljered  debris,  and  for 
the  additional  purpose  of  covering  and  hiding 
from   public   view   a  most   unsightly  structure. 

All  of  which  guarantees  the  construction  of 
a  manufacturing  and  office  building  having  a 
floor  area  of  450,000  square  feet,  the  largest 
of  its  kind  in  New  England,  and  to  cost  in 
excess  of  $2,500,000,  on  the  adjoining  land 
of  the  Harbor  Trust  at  470  Atlantic  avenue; 
final  action  being  now  dependent  upon  your 
approval  of  this  tease. 

Expressing  our  appreciation  of  your  prompt 
approval.

Ctoun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Chairman,  that  is  a 
letter  which  came  in  answer  to  the  request 
of  the  Council  to  state  that,  if  they  leased 
this  land,  they  intended  to  erect  a  two  millioii 
and  a  half  dollar  building  on  the  propeiiy 
adjoining,  and,  while  it  is  not  as  explicit  as 
it  might  be,  it  is  an  advance,  and  I  think 
the  Council  will  do  well  to  hold  them  to  their 
word,  and  I  presume  that  their  honor  is  suf- 
ficient, and  that  they  will  go  through  as  they 
say  in  the  communication. 


Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  not  satisfied  with  the  letter. 
I  cannot  imagine  the  last  speakter  (Coun. 
Healey)  being  satiisfled,  as  I  understood  it 
was  he  that  asked  for  a  letter  stating 
that  certain  things  would  happen.  I  feel  that 
before  we  make  any  agreemtent  like  this  we 
ought  at  least  to  have  a  i^epresentative  of 
the  Law  Department  here.  I  think  such  a  rep- 
resentative ought  to  be  hei(e  so  that  we  may 
ask  him  some  questions  in  regard  to  this 
project  and  see  whether  the  agreement  en- 
tered into  between  the  two  parties,  the  City 
of  Boston  and  this  Tnist,  is  worth  thie  words 
in  which  it  is  written,  and  I  want  to  say 
that,  before  I  am  prepared  to  vote,  I  desire  the 
Law  Department  represented  here  so  that  I 
may  talk  with  them. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  This  letter  which  was 
written  speaks  about  the  "Harbor  Trust." 
Item  No.  2  on  the  calendar  concerns  the  Middle- 
sex Trust.  Is  that  the  same  thing?  It  has 
different  trustees. 

Chairman  WATSON — To  be  frank,  I  do  not 
know.  Mr.  Burton,  I  believe,  is  here,  and 
perhaps  he  can  explain.  If  there  is  no 
objection,  I  will  ask  Mr.  Burton  to  explain. 

Mr.  MILTON  CI  BURTON— Mr.  Chairman, 
the  Middlesex  Trust  is  thIe  former  trust  hold- 
ing this  land  which  is  selling  to  the  Harbor 
Trusit,  and  this  lease  is  being  made  with  the 
Middlesex  Trust  as  being  an  existing  corpor- 
ation today,  and  upon  completion  of  the 
lease  it  will  be  transferred  to  the  Harbor 
Trust. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Who  intends  to  build  the 
building  ? 

Mr.  BURTON — Thfe  Harbor  Trust,  who  are 
also  the   stockholders  of   the  Middlesex   Trust. 

Coun.  HEALEY — And  I  presume  it  is  the 
agreement  that,  in  the  event  of  the  purchase 
of  their  land  going  through,  they  will  con- 
struct the  building  for  two  and  a  half  million 
and  wiU  construct  a  building  of  one  or  two 
stories  on  the  land  adjoining? 
Mr.  BURTON— That  is  correct. 
Coun.  HEALEY — So  that  the  lease  goes  to 
the  Middlesex  Trust  but  the  Harbor  Trust 
agrees  to  fulfill  the  conditions  of  the  Middle- 
sex Trust? 

Mr.    BURTON— Yes. 

Coun.  HEALEY — And  I  suppose  that  con- 
tract is  already  signed,  you  might  say,  and 
pledged  between  the  Harbor  Trust  and  the 
Middlesex  Trust? 

Mr.  BURTON— Yes.  The  Law  Department 
says  the  lease  will  have  to  go  first  to  the 
Middlesex  Trust  on  account  of  its  being  in 
existence  today  legally,  and  the  Middlesex 
Trust  is  later  to  transfer  its  property  and 
Jease  to  the  Harbor  Trust  which  the  Harbor 
Trust   carries    out. 

Ooun.  MORIARTY— How  do  we  know  they 
are   in   position  to   carry   it   out? 

Mr.  BURTON— In  what  respect  do  you 
mean  ? 

Coun.   MORIARTY— In   any    respect. 
Mr.    BURTON— Well,  the  men   behind   it  in- 
dicate  that. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— The  men  don't  indi- 
cate   anything   to   me. 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  Councilor  Moriarty, 
we  would  not  come  here  and  go  to  the  trouble 
of  wanting  to  put  up  a  building  costing  two 
million  and  a  half  dollars  and  waste  that 
time. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Burton,  as  I  under- 
stand  

Chairman   WATSON— Had  you   finished,  Mr. 
Burton,    your    statement  ? 
Mr.   BURTON— Yes,   sir. 
Chairman   WATSON — Councilor   Moriarty. 
Coun.    MORIARTY— We    have    here   on    the 
calendar    an    order    to    lease    to    the    Middlesex 
Trust,   and   here   we  have  a   letter   on    the   sta- 
tionery  of  Milton   C.   Burton,   Real   Estate,    141 
Milk  street,  and  it  is  signed  by  the  trustees  of 
the   Harbor   Trust. 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  Samuel  Eliot  is  also  a 
trustee  of  the  Middlesex  Trust. 
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Coun.  MORIARTY— I  know,  but  Mr.  Samuel 
Eliot  can  sign  his  name  for  the  Middlesex 
Trust  but  he  could  not  be  held  in  law,  as  far 
as  the  Middlesex  Trust  is  concerned,  for  his 
signature   as   the   Harbor   Trust,  could   he? 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  the  oblig-ation  finally 
comes.  Councilor  Moriarty,  on  the  Harbor 
Trust. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  that  I  don't 
know.     That  is  what   I  want  to   find  out. 

Mr.  BURTON — The  lease  is  transferred  to 
the  Hai-bor  Trust,  of  which  Samuel  Eliot  is 
trustee. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Have  they  any  sta- 
tionery ? 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  no,  only  so  far  as  it  is 
represented  there  ibecause  it  has  been  a  tem- 
porary organization  until  this  matter  could 
be  completed. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Haven't  they  any  sta- 
tionery  at   all  ? 

Mr.  BURTON— It  is  right  on  the  letter 
there.     It  states   "Harbor   Trust." 

Coun.  MORIARTY— But  I  mean  haven't 
they   any  stationery  ? 

Mr.    BURTON— Who,    the    Middlesex   Trust? 

Coun.   MORIARTY— Either   one   of  them. 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  the  Middlesex  Trust, 
no. 

Coun.   MORIARTY— Has   the  Harbor   Trust? 

Mr.  BURTON— Yes.  Here  is  the  stationery 
right  here    (producing  (paper). 

Coun.  HEALEY — Is  the  precedent  to  the 
building  of  this  two  million  and  a  half  struc- 
ture the  execution  of  this   lease? 

Mr.   BURTON— It  has   to  be. 

Coun.  HEALEY — That  is,  you  won't  build 
the  two  million  and  a  half  building  until  you 
get   a   lease  of   this  land? 

Mr.  BURTON — The  bamkers  state  that  un- 
less the  building  is  camouflaged  or  removed 
they   refuse  to  loan  the  money. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Who  were  the  lawyers  in- 
volved ? 

Mr.   BURTON— Choate,  Hall  &  Stewart. 

Coun.  HEALEY — They  have  gone  through 
with   all  the  preliminaries? 

Mr.  BURTON— Mr.  Lyons  and  Mr.  E.  Mark 
Sullivan  have  handled  this  thing  and  spent  a 
good  deal  of  time  on  it,  and  they  came  to 
this  conclusion,  that  that  was  the  only  thing 
that  could  be   done. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Was  that  agreement  in 
effect,  that  it  was  going  to  be  turned  over  to 
another   trust,    before    this    order    was    drawn? 

Mr.  BURTON — No.  We  had  correspond- 
ence with  the  Law  Department  in  which  the 
Harbor  Trust  agreed  that,  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  this  order,  it  would  take  over  the 
lease  from  the  Middlesex  Trust  provided  the 
Council  will  grant  the  lease. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— How  long  ago  was  that 
understanding  between  the   two  trusts  ? 

Mr.  BURTON— Why,   some  months. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— What  do  you  mean  by 
"some  months"  ? 

Mr.    BURTON — Oh,    four    months,    probably. 
Coun.     MORIARTY— This     order     was     not 
voted  on  here   until   August  4. 

Mr,  BURTON — ^I  know,  but  we  have  been 
waiting  on  the  Council  for  two  or  three 
months. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— A-nd  when  did  it  come 
in? 

Mr.  BURTON— It  came  in  early  in  July. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  then,  the  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  before  it  came  in. 

Mr.  BURTON — No,  there  was  an  agreement, 
an   understanding. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  the  understand- 
ing was  what? 

Mr.  BURTON— The  Law  Department  had  to 
have  some  understanding  from  the  Middlesex 
Trust  that  we  would  do  certain  things  if  the 
city   would   grant   this    lease. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— But  the  Middlesex 
Trust   never  intended   to  do   that,   did  they? 

Mr.  BURTON — No,  because  it  was  intended 
to  transfer  it  to  the  Harbor  Trust. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— So,  so  far  as  we  are 
concerned,  it  was  a  camouflage. 


Mr.   BURTON— No. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— What  else  is  it  if  it 
isn't  a  camouflage,  if  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  oE  Boston  was  not  let  known  to  whom 
they  were   to   give   the  lease  ? 

Mr.  BURTON — There  will  be  no  question 
about  that  at  all.  It  states  in  the  order  who 
the   lessees    are   to   be. 

Coun.    MORIARTY— As    the    Harbor    Trust? 

Mr.  BURTON— Yes.  They  are  the  same 
gentlemen  in    the   Harbor  Trust. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  what  is  the  Mid- 
dlesex   Trust  ? 

Mr.  BURTON— It  is  just  a  transfer  from 
an  old  name  to  a  new  name ;  in  other  words, 
an    enlarged   corporation    has    been   formed. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Does  the  Middlesex  Trust 
intend  to  build,  or  does  the  Harbor  Trust  in- 
tend  to  build? 

Mr.  BURTON— Not  as  the  Middlesex  Trust 
but   as   the   Harbor   Trust. 

Coun.  HEALEY— That  is  the  legal  entity 
that  intends   to  build? 

Mr.    BURTON— Yes. 

Coun.  HEALEY— If  it  was  left  to  the  Mid- 
dlesex  Trust,  they  would  not  build  ? 

Mr.  BURTON — That  goes  out  of  existence  as 
far  as  the  name  is   concerned. 

Coun.  HEALEY— And  the  Harbor  Trust, 
the  real  legal  entity,  is  the  one  that  intends 
to  build,   is   the  one   that  intends  to   lease? 

Mr.  BURTON— Yes.  That  is  the  way  the 
order  states,  that  it  phall  be  transferred  to 
them. 

Coun.  HEALEY — It  might  perhajps  make  it 
clearer  and  more  explicit  to  the  Council,  Mr. 
Burton,  if  it  was  stated  in  real  plain  lan- 
guage that  the  Harbor  Trust  intends  to  build 
this  two  and  a  half  million  dollar  building  if 
they  get  the  lease — make  it  exact,  explicit 
language.  I  stated  in  my  preliminary  re- 
marks that  that  is  not  very  clear,  but  I  am 
satisfied  with  the  statement  of-  two  of  those 
men  that  they  intend  to  add  two  and  a  half 
million  to  the  taxable  property  of  the  city, 
allthoug'h    the   letter    is   not   ejcplicit. 

Mr.  BURTON— The  letter  does  state  that 
we  intend  to  build  the  building  if  the  city  will 
grant   the    Harbor   Trust  this    lease. 

Coun.  HEALEY — You  might  read  it  in 
there  but  it  does  not  so  state. 

Mr.  BURTON— We  hope  there  won't  be 
any  further   delay. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  am  taking  the  stand 
that  the  Mayor  will  protect  the  interests  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  he  will  go  through 
with  the  understanding  that  the  lease  will 
not   be   given  until  they  make   thajt  agreement. 

Mr.  BURTON— (Certainly.  We  expect  to 
have  the  building  ready   next  July. 

Coun.  HEALEY— You  intend  to  build  the 
building  ? 

Mr.  BURTON — That  is  the  only  one  we 
want. 

Chairman  WATSON— Is  that  the  under- 
standing of  the  Law  Department? 

Mr.   BURTON— Yes. 

Coun.  HEALEY- Will  that  be  specified  in 
the  lease? 

Mr.    BURTON— Yes. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— What  is  the  idea  of 
changing  these  names,  Mr.  Burton,  from  the 
Middlesex    Trust  to   the  Harbor   Trust? 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  it  is  just  an  old  cor- 
poration that  is  selling  out  to  a  new,  so  the 
old  stockholders  remain   except  one   or   tw^o. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Couldn't  they  do  that 
after  this  proposition  has  gone  through  rather 
than  before  this  particular  time  so  as  not  to 
confuse    this   entire   proposition  ? 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  it  could  be  done  but  it 
means  a  matter  of  delay,  and  the  thing  has  to 
be  all  made  up  new  again  from  a  legal  stand- 
point. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — How  much  delay  is 
there  to  changing  the  name  from  Middlesex 
Trust  to   Harbor  Trust,   or  vice  versa? 

Mr.  BURTON — It  is  the  formation  of  a  new 
legal  trust.  The  old  trust  would  be  empow- 
ered to  carry  on  the   work  of  the   new. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— ^Isn't  the  old  trust  in 
existence    now — the    Middlesex   Trust? 
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Mr.  BURTON— Yes  ;  but  ortly  so  far  as  it 
has   ability  to  carry  on  this  land,  not  to  build. 

Ooun.  HEALEY — ^^It  is  quite  the  ordinary 
thing  in  Boston,  isn't  it,  _  that  when  they 
build  a  two  or  three  million  dollar  building 
they  do  form   a  new  trust? 

Mr.  BURTON — Yes,  a  trust  is  formed  in- 
stead  of   a  corporation. 

Coun.   HEALEY — That  is   the  usual  custom? 

Mr.  BURTON — Yes.  Most  all  of  our  large 
buildings   are  held   in  the   form  of  a  trust. 

Coun.  PURCELL — In  the  event  of  this  body 
voting  against  this  proposition,  will  your  trust 
go   right  on  and  build   just  the  same? 

Mr.  BURTON — ^We  can't  get  the  money  un- 
less the  city  grants  the  lease.  That  is  a  condi- 
tion the  bankers  lay  down. 

Coun.  PURCELL — ^What  is  the  reason  you 
can't  get  the  money  if  the  city  does  not  grant 
the  lease? 

Mr.  BURTON — ^Because  of  the  great  objec- 
tion there  to  the  dump,  that  we  could  not,  as 
private  individuals,  go  on  the  city's  property 
and  improve  it  to  the  extent  that  would  be 
acceptalble. 

Coun.  PURCELL. — You  mean  on  account  of 
dumping   garbage  and  ashes? 

Mr.  BURTON — It  is  a  nuisance — and  the 
odor. 

Coun.  PURCELL — This  building  is  going  to 
have    windows    adjacent   to   this    dump  ? 

Mr.  BURTON — Yes ;  but  what  we  are  go- 
ing to  do  there,  we  are  going  to  build  a  two 
or  three  story  building 

Coun.  PURCELL— I  did  not  ask  yon  that 
question. 

Mr    BURTON — ^I  just  want  to  explain. 

Coun.  PURCELL— I  say,  in  this  large  build- 
ing you  are  going  to  build,  you  will  have 
windows  facing  on  the  City  of  Boston  dump, 
won't  you? 

Mr.  BURTON— Yes. 

Coun.  PURCELL — That  leaves  it  so  that 
you  have  light  and  air? 

Mr.    BURTON— Yjfes. 

Coun.  PURCELL — And  it  means  if  the  City 
of  Boston  should  want  to  build  there  it  could 
not  build? 

Mr.  BURTON — Yes  ;  whenever  the  lease  of 
this  Coleman  Development  Company  is  can- 
celed   our    lease    is    canceled. 

Ooun.  PURCELL — What  you  are  after  is  to 
get   light   and   air   on  that  side? 

Mr.  BURTON — Not  par'ticularly  that.  It 
is  more  to  do  away  with  the  nuisance  of  the 
place. 

Coun.  PURCELL— On  the  plans  are  there 
windows    on    that    side? 

Mr.  BURTON — Oh,   yes  ;  certainly. 

Coun.  PURCELL — ^There  is  no  way  of  build- 
ing a  blank  wall  up  there  and  allowing  some- 
body   else    to    build    on    the    other    side  ? 

Mr.    BURTON— I    don't   know. 

Coun.  PURCELL — That  is  the  idea  of  your 
trust:-  to  get  the  lease  of  this  land  so  that 
nothing  can  be  built  up  against  your  build- 
ing? 

Mr.  BURTON— That  is  not  the  objection 
the   bankers   have  to    it. 

Coun.    PURCELL— What    is    the    objection? 

Mr.  BURTON — It  is  because  of  the  nuis- 
ance of  the  dump  itself,  that  is,  the  smell 
of  the  swill,  which  is  very  strong,  and  the 
ashes    and   dirt  flying   all  over   the   place. 

Ooun.  PURCELL— But  still  they  are  going 
to   build   there? 

Mr.    BURTON— Yes. 

Chairman  WATSON— Mr.  Burton,  will  you 
answer  Mr.  Purcell's  question  yes  or  no,  please. 

Coun.  PURCELL— In  the  building  of  this 
building  you  are  to  have  windows  facing 
on    the    dump,    aren't    you? 

Mr.    BURTON— Yes. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Why  can't  a  plain  wall 
be   built   there   and   leave   that    land    as    it    is  ? 

Mr.    BURTON— It   could   be 

Coun.  PURCELL— Why  can't  it  be  done? 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  the  desigi^ers  of  the 
building 

Coun.  PUROELL — You  wouldn't  get  the 
smell  then  of  the  garbage. 


Mr.  BURTON— Yes,  I  guess  you  would. 
You  would  set  it  for  a  couple  of  blocks  away. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  Chaii-man,  I  do  not 
approve  of  the  granting  of  the  lease  to  those 
people.     I   think   there  is  a   deal   on. 

Chairman  WATSON— Is  there  any  further 
question  of   Mr.   Burton? 

Coun.  HEALEY — How  long  have  you  been 
in  conference  with  the  Mayor  on  this  particu- 
lar  matter.    Mr.    Burton  ? 

Mr.  BURTON— Well,  I  have  not  been  in 
conference  with  the  Mayor  particularly.  We 
have  been  with  the  Law  Department  for  the 
last    year. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Has  the  Mayor  given  his 
sanction   to   this   lease  ? 

Mr.    BURTON— He   has   approved   of   it. 

Coun.    HEALEY — He    has    approved    of    it? 

Mr.  BURTON— So  I  undei-stand  from  his 
communiication   to  the   Council. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  I  do  not  know  ■ 
whether  that  communication  reads  that  the 
Mayor  has  approved  of  it,  although  I  do  not 
suppose  that  he  would  be  so  simple  as  to  send 
in  a   communication   for   a  lease 

Mr.   BURTON — He  recommends   its   passage. 

Chaii-man  WATSON— Mr.  Burton  is  ex- 
cused, with  the  thanks  of  the  Council.  The 
question  comes  on  the  passage  of  No.  2  on 
the   calendar. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am 
going  to  make  the  request  that  we  lay  it  on 
the  table  and  send  for  the  Law  Department 
and  have   them  here  a  week  from  today. 

Coun.  PURCELL — I  second  that  motion,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

The  question  being  put,  the  Chair  stated 
it  was  in  doubt  and  asked  for  a  showing  of 
hands.  Five  hands  were  raised  in  the  affirma- 
tive, and  none  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared  passed. 


RENTING     LOCATIONS     TO    TAXI 
COMPANIES. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  peti- 
tion the  Legislature  to  taWe  the  necsssary 
measures  to  prevent  the  ownei-s  of  property 
in  the  City  of  Boston  from  renting  or  leas- 
ing locations  in  the  streets  of  the  city  to 
taxicab    owners    or    drivers. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— ^Mr.  President,  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rules.  I  am  not  going  to 
take  much  time  to  talk  on  this  order.  I 
realize  that  somfc  of  the  membere  here  are 
in  a  hurry  to  get  away,  but  I  have  had 
brought  to  my  notice  at  the  hearing  on  the 
widening  of  "Tremont  street  that  one  of  the 
opponents  to  that  widening  came  here  and 
testified  that  he  rfeceived  ?75  per  month  for 
leasing  part  of  Tremont  street  to  the  Checker 
Taxicab  Company  for  a  stand  for  three  taxi- 
cabs.  That  is  the  e^'^dence  we  have  before  us. 
I  know  that  eveiT  hotel  in  Boston  of  any 
consequence  has  asked  for  bids  from  all  of 
the  taxicab  companies,  and  the  highest  bidder 
is  given  that  stand.  When  the  assessore  go 
out  and  assess  property,  they  assess  the  build- 
ing that  is  on  the  land  and  owned  by  the 
owner.  They  do  not  assess  the  income  from 
any  of  those  buildings  particularly  the  income 
from   our  public  streets. 

But  this  is  the  boomerang.  The  so-called 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  has  just  erected 
a  building  at  the  cornier  of  Franklin  and 
Federal  streets,  has  also  sent  out  a  notice 
to  all  the  taxicab  companies,  asking  for  bids 
for  taxicab  stands  on  Franklin  and  Federal 
streets.  They  are  going  to  sell  the  streets 
of  Boston  for  private  gain,  and  they  are 
going   to  sell  to   the  highest  bidder. 

Now  we,  who  are  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth and,  by  choice,  of  Boston,  if  we  are 
fortunate  enough  to  own  a  machine,  are  not 
allowed  to  even  park  our  own  cars  in  front 
of  our  houses  because  the  police  will  tag 
them.  I  hav/e  not  only  been  tagged  in  front 
of  my  own  house,   but  I   had  a  sergeant  and 
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a  patrolman  come  into  my  house  asking  me 
what  times  I  parked  in  front  of  my  own  home. 
But,  nevertheSess,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
95  per  cent  of  whose  membere  live  out  of 
Boston,  are  coming  in  here  and  selling  the 
streets  of  Boston  to  the  highest  bidder.  I 
feel  that  that  is  also  true  of  the  propriieors 
of  our  hotels  in  Boston  that  the  big  per- 
centage of  them  are  not  residents  of  the  City 
of   Boston. 

But  what  can  you  do?  The  political  leader 
in  Boston  the  treasurer — not  the  treasurer — 
strike  that  out,  please — the  attorney  for  the 
Checker    Taxicab    Company — 

Chairman  WATSON— Will  the  councilor 
kindly  name  the  gentleman  for  the  nforma- 
tion    of    the    Chair? 

Coun.    MORIARTY— Mr.    Innes. 

Chairman   WATSON— Charles   H.   Innes? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Charles  H.   Innes. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  Republican  leader? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— The  Republican  leader 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  the  attorney  for 
the  Checker  Taxicab  Company,  and  any  stand 
that  he  wants  from  the  Republican  polce 
commissiioner  he  cets.  So  it  is  about  time 
that  we,  as  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston 
got  some  of  the  rights  that  belong  o  us.  I 
have  driven  one  taxicab  stand  from  our  streets 
— the  one  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and 
Summer  streets. 

Chairman  WATSON — Will  the  councilor  sus- 
pend for  a  moment.  Will  someone  kindly  see 
if  my  car  is  tagged.     Go  on,  councilor. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— But  my  great  thought 
was  to  bring  out  to  the  public  that  it  is  bad 
enough  for  individual  pi'operty  owners  to  be 
getting  revenue  from  such  practice,  but  whi^n 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  does  it — !  This 
is  the  answer.  Of  course,  the  man  did  not 
have  the  right  to  speak  for  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  but  an  attorney  who  is  connected 
with  both  the  Good  Government  Association 
and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  I  happened 
to   meet  the  other   day  • ■ 

Chairman  WATSON — Will  the  gentleman 
kindly  mjention  the  attorney's  name  for  the 
benefit   of   the   Chair? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  am  going  to  say  this,— 
that  I  am  not  a  candidate  for  office  at  this 
time,  and  I  am  not  giving  any  of  the  candi- 
dates thunder  to  go  out  and  use.  I  hap- 
pened to  meiet  him.  I  told  him  what  informa- 
tion I  had  about  the  Chamber  sending  out 
bids  to  all  the  taxicab  companies,  and  he 
said,  "Why  not  the  Chamber?  Everybody 
is  doing  it."  I  thought  it  was  a  fine  answer. 
I  said  to  him,  "Well,  I  believe  that  I  have 
at  least  one  member  of  the  Chamber  righc 
at  last — that  instead  of  Ueing  a  leading  or- 
ganization for  the  benefit  of  the  city  they 
are   following   somebody  else." 

Chaii-man  WATSON— The  Chair  would  like 
to  ask  Councilman  Moriarty  if  he  would  like 
to  help  the  chairman  in  his  campaign  by 
giving  him  the  name? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Do  you  want  me  to  tell 
it   in   public? 

Chairman  WATSON— Yes  ;  yes,  sir. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  the  name 
of  the  attorney  that  I  mtet  was  Mr.  "Abe" 
Pinanski,  who  was  the  man  that,  when  I  was 
a  candidate  for  office,  sat  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Good  Government  Association  quizzing  me  on 
what  I  would  do  if  I  received  their  endorse- 
ment and  was  elected.  And  I  would  say  that 
the  same  gentleman,  during  the  building  trades 
strike  in  Boston  a  flew  years  ago,  was  the 
attorney  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  investi- 
gation, on  which  they  never  made  a  final 
report,  and  the  said  "Abe"  Pinanski  is  also 
on.  the  pay  roll  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
road. 

So  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  absolutely  sin- 
cere in  asking  the  Mayor  to  promote  legisla- 
tion to  make  it  possihUe  to  forbid  the  owners 
of  buildings  within  the  area  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  sell  or  lease,  by  act  or  deed,  the 
public  streets  of  Boston.  The  Good  Govfern- 
ment  Association  and  those  in  control  of  it 
have  stolen  about  everythinif  else  that  we  have 


in  Boston  and  arb  now  going  to  steal  our 
streets,  and  the  Chamber,  which  follows  in 
the  footsteps  of  the  Good  Government  Asso- 
ciation when  the  Good  Government  Association 
is  not  following  in  its  footsteps,  is  doing  some- 
thing, in  my  estimation,  which  is  not  stealing, 
but  highway  robbery.  I  am  actually  surprised 
that  the  Chamber  of  Oommerce,  which  has  in 
it,  as  they  say,  the  brains  of  all  our  big 
business — and  this  is  part  of  their  big  busi- 
ness— does  not  allow  the  common  people  of 
the  city  to  have  what  rightfully  belongs  to 
them.  They  have  taken  everything  else,  and 
now  they  are  going  to  take  our  highways, 
or  have  taken  them.  And  I  suppose  that  by 
the  time  I  have  introduced  the  order  they  have 
received  the  bids,  and  it  may  be  that  because 
I  have  made  this  statement  the  bids  will 
never  be  dellivered  to  any  taxicab  company, 
and,  if  they  are  not,  I  shall  have  accomplished 
more  for  traffic  regulations  that  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  which  has 
been  meeting  for  years  and  taking  up  traffic 
conditions  in  our  congested  oity.  But  little 
do  they  think  of  traffic  congestion  when  the 
almighty  dollar  hangs  up  in  front  of  them 
and  they  get  an  opportunity  to  take  it,  and 
I  say  this,  that  I  hope  that  the  members  of 
the  Council,  although  they  may  not  agree 
with  all  I  have  said,  will  agree  that  my  order 
in  so  far  as  the  taking  of  the  streets  is  con- 
cerned may  go  through,  asking  the  Mayor  to 
draw  a  law  which  may  be  presented  to  the 
incoming  Legislature. 

The  question  oamie  on  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  order,  and  the  order 
was   passed.

Chaii-man  WATSON— A  motion  to  adjourn 
is    not    debatable. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  withdraw  my  motion, 
Mr.    Chairman. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information.  I  just  heard  the 
communication  read  relative  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  act  concerning  Kneeland  street,  and  I 
ask,  as  a  point  of  information,  how  it  is  that 
this  act  becomes  law  without  any  action  hav- 
ing been  taken  on  the  matter — I  think  that  is 
the  statement  which  has  bleen  read — when 
action  was  taken  on  this  matter  previous 
to   September   5th,   and,    by   the   votes    of    this 
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CITY   COUNCIL. 


Council,  the  matter  was  defeated  and  only 
today  reconsidered.  The  previous  action  of 
this 

Chaii-man  WATSON— For  the  benSefit  of  the 
gentleman  the  Chair  will  state  that  he  knows 
nothing  about  the  matter  but,  if  you  consult 
the  City  Clerk  after  adjournment,  he  will 
furnish   you    with   fall    information. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— WeU,  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
believe  that  I  ought  to  get  the  information  on 
this    proposition    now. 

Chairman  "WATSON— The  Chair  is  unable 
to  give  it  to  thie  gentlemen.  The  only  party 
who    knows    about    it    is    the    City    Clerk. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Well,  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
move  reconsideration  of  the  placing  on  file 
of    that   order. 

Chairman  WATSON — Councilor  Donoghue 
moves  reconsideration  of  the  motion  whereas 
the  communiication  was  placed  on  file.  Those 
in  favor  of  reconsideration  will  say  "Aye," 
those  opposed  "No,"  and  it  is  a  vote. 

At  this  point  Coun.  Watson  relinquished 
the    Chair    to    Coun.    Moriarty. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — ^Mr.  Chairman,  I  again 
rise  to  a  point  of  Information.  I  appreciate 
the  vote  of  the  Council  in  reconsideriiig  the 
action  of  placing  this  communication  on  file. 
Now  I  ask.  What  is  the  status  of  this  par- 
ticular matter?  It  seems  rather  peculiar  to 
me  that  this  action,  which  is  taken  on  Mon- 
day, September  8th,  of  reconsideration  auto- 
maticaiUy  wipes  out  the  action  of  the  Council 
taken  more  than  two  w^eks  ago  whereby  this 
order  was  defeated,  and  this  action  that  was 
taken  today,  on  September  8th,  took  place 
threfe  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  sixty 
days  which  was  required  to  have  this  order 
become  law  without  any  action  having  been 
taken   by   the    Council   dn   the   meantimje. 

My  contention  is  that  action  was  taken  by 
the  Council,  and  that  this  order  was  defeated, 
and  that  no  action  taken  on  this  matter,  on 
September  8th,  can  obviate  the  action  which 
was  taken  moi-e  than  two  weeks  ago,  my 
point  being  that  this  action  of  ours  on  re- 
consideration today  was  taken  three  days 
after  the  time  had  expired,  or  the  sixty  days 
had  expired.  I  cannot  quite  see  how  this 
reconsideration  order  today  can  automatically 
make  that  bill  law.  I  had  the  impr(ession  that 
when  this  matter  was  reconsidered  today  it 
then  would  be  given  another  reading  by  this 
Council  and,  if  it  ree(eived  the  necessary  six 
votes,  it  would  become  law,  but  to  have  it 
become  law  through  a  reconsideration  of  busi- 
ness which  was  transacted  more  than  two 
wi;jeks  ago,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
sixty-day  limit  had  expired  three  days  ago,  I 
cannot  quite  see  how  any  action  on  September 
8th  is  going  to  make  that  other  action  rletro- 
active,  and  I  would  like  to  have  it  explained 
to   me. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— I  feel  that  the  only 
thing  that  can  be  said  to  the  councilor  is  that 
if  the  councilor  desires  to  get  any  information 
he  may  receive  that  information  by  getting 
in  touch  with  the  City  Clerk's  office.  He  can 
get   that   information   there. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  of 
course  I  appreciate  that  the  City  Clerk  thinks 
that  he  fs  rig'ht  in  this  matter,  otherwise  he 
would  not  put  the  notice  in  here ;  and  I  also 
aippreeiate  that,  if  this  order  had  become 
final  today  through  that  reconsideration, 
there  isn't  anything  that  I  might  be  able 
to  do  that  would  wipe  out  that  action, 
and  while  I  oppose  the  proposition  of  the 
widening  of  Kneeland  street  and  the  widening 
of  Tremont  street,  and  while  the  widening 
of  Tremont  street  was  finally  passed  by  hold- 
ing the  matter  on  the  table,  and  while  this 
one  now  is  probably  passed  by  holding  the 
matter  on  the  table,  I  personally  do  not  think 
that  it  is  very  good  law  to  issue  bonds  on 
either  of  these  streets  under  these  conditions. 
I  think  there  is  a  serious  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  bonds  issued  in  connection 
with  the  Kneeland  street  widening  would 
be  legal  on  account  of  this  action ;  and  I  now 
ask,    or    I    will   move   reconsideration    of    the 


action  whjereby  this  Council  voted  to  reconsider 
their   previous    action. 

Chaii-man  MORIARTY— I  will  have  to  de- 
clare the  motion  out  of  order.  One  motion 
already  reconsidered  cannot  be  I'econsidered  on 
a  second  occasion. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Well,  Mr.  Chairman, 
my  motion,  or  the  motion,  as  I  "understand  it, 
for  reconsideration  which  previously  prevailed 
was  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  August  25th 
whereiby  this  Council  failed  to  pass  that  order 
for  the  widening  of  Kneeland  street.  I  now 
ask,  or  I  now  move  to  reconsider,  the  recon- 
sideration and  not  the  order. 

Chairman    MORIARTY That    motion    has 

'been  reconsidered  once  and  cannot  be  recon- 
sidered now  for  the  second   time. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — ^Well,  Mr.  President,  as 
I  understand  it,  the  order  which  has  been  re- 
considered was  the  order  to  appropriate 
$1,200,000  for  the  Avidening  of  Kneeland  street, 
and  we  voted  to  reconsider  our  action  on  that 
particular  matter.  Your  ruling  is  that  I  can- 
not move  reconsideration  of  that  matter  again. 
I  will  ask  if  I  can  move,  and  be  in  order,  that 
our  action  relative  to  this  matter  be  rescinded, 
and  that  the  matter  be  stricken  from  the 
records. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— I  can  say  that  that 
motion   would  be    in   order 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  will  so  move,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Chairman    MORIARTY provided    there    is 

a  quorum   present  to   act  upon   it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  the 
Chair  has  ruled  that  the  motion  to  rescind  is 
in  order.  The  Council  is  in  session ;  a  quo- 
rum was  present  when  the  Council  proceeded 
to  the  order  of  business  today ;  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Council  has  not  adjourned 
I  think  that  the  matter  should  be  considered 
at  this  time,  whether  or  not  a  quorum  of 
memibers  of  this  Council  is  present,  and  that 
the  matter  can  be  acted  on  and  either  passed 
or  rejected  by  a  majority  of  those  now  present. 

Chairman  MORIARTY — The  presiding  offi- 
cer always  has  the  right  to  determine  whether 
or  not  a  quorum  is  present,  and,  either  for- 
tunately or  unfortunately.  I  am  presiding,  and 
I  will  decide  that  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
a  quorum,  and  that  the  meeting  will  now 
stand  adjoui-ned  if  the  City  Messenger  can- 
not bring  a  quorum  together.  I  will  ask  the 
City  Messenger  to  see  if  he  can  round  up  a 
quorum. 

The  City  Messenger,  having  left  the  room, 
returned  and  made  the  statement  that  no 
more  members   could  be  found. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— The  Clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll,  with  the  following 
result  : 

Present — ^Coun.  Donoghue,  Lane,  Moriarty, 
Walsh— 4. 

Absent — Coun.  Brickley,  Gilbody,  Healey, 
Purcell,   Watson — 5. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  ap- 
preciate that  this  is  probably  the  most  unusual 
procedure  I  have  seen  since  I  have  been  in 
this  Council,  and  I  want  to  make  myself  clear 
on  the  proposition. 

I  am  willing  to  abide  by  the  vote  of  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  this  Council,  and 
they  voted  that  these  appropriations  should 
be  passed  over  my  protest ;  but  I  believe  that 
when  we  do  these  things  we  should  do  them 
rightly,  and  we  should  do  them  legally,  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  there  would  be  serious 
question,  if  anyone  is  sufficiently  interested  to 
object,  on  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  this  partic- 
ular proposition — the  widening  of  Kneeland 
street.  I  know  that  there  is  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  votes  with  a  full  membership  of  this 
Council  here  to  pass  this  order.  I  think  it  is 
rather  unusual  to  have  a  quorum  called,  to 
see  whether  or  not  a  quorum  of  the  Council  is 
present.  I  have  never  seen  it  done  before,  and 
it  is  done  in  this  particular  matter.  Possibly, 
I  might  be  accxised  of  taking  advantage  of  this 
situation  with  merabere  of  the  Council  not  in 
their  seats,  but  I  have  no  such  intention.  At 
the  same  time,  I  do  not  like  to  relinquish  my

own  riprhts  and  privileges  as  a  member  of 
this  Council  because  of  the  fact  that  there  is 
not  a  quorum  present,  and  I  suppose  I  am  out 
of  order  now  in  talking  when  there  is  not  a 
quorum  present. 

I  would  suggest  that  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  not  a  quorum  here  and  that  the 
Council  has  agreed  to  meet  tomorrow,  the 
Council  now  take  a  recess  until  tomorrow,  and, 
tomorrow,  finally  act  upon  this  proposition. 
In  the  meantime  I  would  be  glad  to  consult 
with  the  City  Clerk  relative  to  the  law  in  con- 
nection with  this,  and,  if  he  can  convince  me 
that  I  am  wrong  on  this  proposition,  then  I 
will  subside  and  make  no  further  protest ;  but 
I  do  want  to  say  that  I  do  not  believe  that 
this  Council  now,  with  no  quorum  present,  had 
the  right  to  accept  some  of  the  legislation 
which  they  have  accepted  this  afternoon,  and 
if  the  no-quorum  proposition  is  going  to  be 
laid  against  my  door  on  this  matter,  then  of 
course  it  may  also  be  considered  in  comnection 
with  other  matters  upon  which  we  have  acted 
today.  Once  we  have  a  quorum  in  this  Coun- 
cil Chamber,  until  the  Council  adjourns  I  have 
never  seen  a  case  where  a  quorum  had  to  be 
called  again.  This  is  the  first  time.  I  suppose 
that  in  many  cases  if  a  quorum  were  called, 
or  a  roll  call  was  had,  a  great  deal  of  the 
legislation  which  has  been  passed  here  was 
passed  without  a  quorum  being  present.  I 
think  that  it  is  ratiier  going  a  long  way  to 
prevent  action  on  this  matter  relative  to  my 
motion  to  rescind.  However.  I  appreciate 
that  the  Chair  wants  to  be  fair  in  this  mat- 
ter, and  I  do  not  want  to  embarrass  him,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  we  take  a  recess  until 
tomorrow. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— I  want  to  say,  in 
consideration  of  the  ruling,  that  I  do  not 
think  that  I  have  taken  any  of  the  rights  of 
the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat 
(Coun.  Donoghue).  He  has  the  same  right  to 
file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  motion  for  recon- 
sideration of  any  action  taken  today,  to  be 
brought  up  and  voted  upon  at  our  next  regu- 
lar meeting,  which  Is  provided  specifically  in 
the  charter,  which  was  done  after  our  meeting 
two  weeks  ago  today  by  a  member  who  was  in 
the  minority  (Coun.  Watson).  He  filed  his 
notice  of  reconsideration,  and  reconsideration 
was  acted  upon  today  and  the  measure  carried 
by  a  two-thirds  vote.  Of  course,  sharp  prac- 
tice may  be  played  at  any  time,  whether  it  be 
played  by  me  or  any  other  member  of  the 
Council.  It  was  positively  stated  here  that, 
if  a  full  membership  of  the  Council  was  pres- 
ent during  the  voting  upon  either  Kneeland 
street  or  Tremont  street,  it  would  have  been 
passed,  and,  as  far  as  my  judgment  is  con- 
cerned, that  was  understood  by  the  members 
who  voted  against  it.  I  believe  they  had  the 
right  to  vote  against  it,  and  I  believe  they 
were  honest  in  voting  against  it,  but  I 
believe  that  the  minority  think  that  if  a  full 
membership  was  present  it  would  have 
passed.  It  may  have  been  sharp  prac- 
tice to  have  kept  it  upon  the  table.  Of 
course,  there  was  a  change  on  Kneeland 
street,   and   it   was   taken  from  the   taible    and 


defeated  by  a  vote  of  4  to  3,  if  my  memory 
serves  me  rightly.  I  am  only  assuming  that 
wihich  I  am  rightly  entitled  to  assume  as  the 
presiding  officer,  and,  either  fortunately  or 
unfortunately  at  the  time,  the  presiding  officer 
always  has  tlje  right,  and  I  believe  a  right 
that  any  member  of  the  Council  has.  I  do 
not  think  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  feel  that 
a  minority  of  the  membei-ship  in  the  Council 
should  do  the  business.  I  believe  they  are  sat- 
isfied and  dissatisfied  when  the  majority,  let 
alone  the  minority,  does  it.  I  do  not  think 
that  I  am  taking  one  bit  away  from  any 
member.  Any  member  has  the  right  to  serve 
notice  inside  of  a  certain  time  with  the  City 
Clerk   that  he  desires   reconsideration. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Well,  Mr.  Chairman, 
on  this  matter  you  have  already  ruled  that  I 
have  not  that  right. 

Chairman  MORIARTY— I  agree  with  you.  I 
will  say  that  I  have  made  a  mistake  as  far  as 
that  is  concerned.  But  I  will  also  say  this, — 
that  I  believe  it  becomes  a  question  of  law 
now,  not  a  question  of  fact.  I  know  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  has  made  the  decision,  in 
so  far  as  the  action  on  Kneeland  street  is  con- 
cerned, that  final  action  on  the  Kneeland  street 
project  was  not  completed  while  there  was 
pending  a  request  for  reconsidera:tion ;  and  I 
believe,  notwithstanding  that  they  have 
placed  the  communication  on  file,  that  the 
councilor  will  have  ample  opportunity  to  take 
from  the  file  at  the  next  meeting  the  com- 
munication, bringing  it  up  before  the  meeting 
and  requesting  information  of  those  who  have 
it  as  to  why  a  communication  of  that  kind 
was  sent  here  perhaps  by  sending  for  the 
Law  Department.  If  the  bonds,  as  the  member 
has  said,  are  issued  technically  wrongly,  that 
is  not  any  worry  of  anybody  but  the  fellow 
who  buys  them,  and  the  man  who  buys  them 
ought  at  least  to  protect  himself  by  looking 
into  them  and  seeing  that  they  are  lawfully 
issued  bonds,  and,  if  not,  then  he  would  have 
redress  against  the   City  of   Boston. 

I  say  I  think  that  the  member  has  not  had 
any  of  his  rights  taken  away  and  will  be  in 
as  good  position  a  week  from  today  as  he  is 
today,  although  I  know  that,  were  a  vote  taken 
of  the  four  members  now  here,  even  his  mo- 
tion to  rescind  would  be  defeated,  and  he 
would  be  left  in  the  same  position.  Even  if 
the  inquiry  as  to  a  quorum  was  not  raised,  he 
would  be  in  the  same  position  a  week  from 
today,  or  two  weeks  from  today,  or  at  what- 
ever time  ■  the  Council  adjourns  to  tomorrow, 
to  bring  the  matter  up.  He  always  has  the 
rght  to  ask  that  a  communication  on  file  be 
brought  to  the  meeting.  Does  the  member 
(Coun.  Donoghue)  move  recess  until  tomor- 
row? 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  roll  has  been  called,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  there  is  no  quorum  present,  automatically 
the   Council  stands   adjourned. 


Chairman  MORIARTY  declared  the  Council 
adjourned,  at  4.50  p.  m.,  to  meet  on  Tutesday, 
September  9,  1924,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.

CONVEYANCE   OF   LAND. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  28,  1924. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  present  for  your  favorable  con- 
sideration the  accompanying  order  for  the  con- 
veyance of  a  parcel  of  land  containing  thirty-one 
square  feet  which  was  formerly  a  part  of  East 
street,  a  public  highway  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Said  land  w^as  ■conveyed  by  deed  to  the  City  of 
Boston  by  Thomas  W.  Phillips  et  al.,  dated  Novem- 
ber 19,  18.52,  and  recorded  with  Suffolk  Registry 
of  Deeds,  Lib.  640,  page  82,  and  was  conveyed  in 
fee,  but  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  land 
should  be  used  for  highway  purposes. 

In  October,  1919,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners,  East  street  was  discontinued  over 
the  land  described  in  the  accompanying  order. 
The  owner  of  the  adjoining  premises,  being  of  the 
opinion  that  the  discontinuance  of  East  street 
vested  title  in  him,  erected  a  building  on  the  lot 
adjoining  East  street  and  on  the  land  described 
in  the  accompanying  order. 

As  I  am  advised  by  the  Law  Department  that 
the  city  cannot  use  this  land  for  any  purpose 
except  street  purposes,  and  as  the  owners  of  the 
adjoining  land  have  erected  the  building  in  good 
faith,  under  a  mistake  of  fact,  and  as  the  land 
upon  which  the  building  stands  is  assessed  for  125 
per  foot  and  the  contents  of  the  lot  proposed  to 
convey  is  thirty-one  feet,  I  therefore  recommend 
for  your  favorable  consideration  the  accompany- 
ing order,  as  the  amount  to  be  paid  is  a  reasonable 
and  just  sum  for  the  city  to  receive  under  all  the 
circumstances.

PROPOSED   CONTRACT   WITH  EDISON 

COMPANY. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby  requested  to  furnish 
the  Council  with  copies  of  all  data  that  he  and  any 
head  of  department  has,  or  may  have,  relative  to 
the  conteniplated  contract  that  the  City  of  Boston 
may  enter  into  with  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  for  the  lighting  of  the  city  streets  and 
alleys. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  on  motion  of  Coun, 
WATSON,  and  the  question  came  on  the  passage 
of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON. — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  in- 
tend to  take  up  any  considerable  amount  of  the 
time  of  the  Council  today  on  the  order  which  has 
just  been  read  or  the  other  order  which  was  passed, 
but  merely  to  make  a  slight  reference  to  the  matter. 
I  am  informed  by  a  large  user  of  electricity  for 
power  purposes  in  Boston  that  the  Edison  Company 
has  increased  the  rates  for  electricity  within  a  very 
short  time  to  the  fairly  small  consumer  and  to  those 
who  may  be  called  the  average  users  of  electricity 
for  power.  I  don't  know  that  I  ought  to  expose  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Edison  Company  the  informa- 
tion I  have  at  this  time,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  they  have  entered  into  a  contract,  or  are 
about  to  enter  into  a  contract,  mth  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  furnishing  of  electricity  for  power 
purposes  for  the  pumping  station  at  Calf  Pasture. 
They  are  expending  approximately  $25,000  for 
condmts,  wnres  and  paraphernalia,  in  order  to 
supply  the  pumping  plant  with  electricity  for 
power  purposes,  and  the  price  given  to  the  city  is 
so  low  if  the  Edison  Company  were  obliged  to 
operate  the  whole  proposition  on  the  price  paid  in 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  juice  for  the  pumping 
station,  it  could  exist  but  a  very  few  weeks.  They 
are  selUng  electricity  below  the  cost  of  manufacture 
plus  the  cost  of  installation.  The  reason  for  that 
is,  Mr.  President,  that  they  were  fearful  that  the 
powers  that  be  in  Boston — the  Commisfioner  of 
Public  Works,  for  one, — might  decide  to  establish 
at  Calf  Pasture  an  electric  plant  and  take  care  of 
the  Calf  Pasture  from  their  own  plant,  and  in 
order  not  to  have  the  high  cost  they  charge  and  the 
terrific  profit  they  get  from  the  sale  of  their  com- 
modity exposed  to  the  public,  they  go  in  there  at  a 
price  that  the  city  could  not  meet  or  that  a  public 
plant  established  there  could  not  run  on  and  make 
both  ends  meet.  But  that  is  not  the  whole  story. 
The  rest  of  it  is  this.  As  soon  as  they  sell  juice  to 
the  large  consumers  for  power  purposes  at  an  ab- 
normally low  price,  they  have  to  make  that  up 
somewhere  else,  and  the^'  do  it  in  this  way, — ^by 
increasing  the  cost  to  the  consumers  in  the  territory 
they  serve  other  than  the  tcrritoiy  at  Calf  Pasture. 
They  will  not  increase  the  price  to  the  large  users, 
because  those  who  use  large  volumes  of  electricity 
have  under  consideration  the  installation  of  plants 
in  their  own  buildings  wheie  they  will  generate  and 
manufacture  their  own  juice  at  a  price  much  less 
than  the  Edison  might  charge  them  and  make  the 
profit  it  hopes  to  make.  Take,  for  instance,  any 
merchant  on  Tremont  street  or  any  small  manu- 
facturer in  a  building,  who  is  using  electricity  for 
elevator  purposes  or  tor  lighting  in  the  daytime  or 
fbr  power  purposes  during  the  time  of  day  when  the 
consumption  is  the  lowest,  they  will  sell  electricity 
to  such  a  concern  at  a  profitable  price,  which  will 
still  be  very  low,  because  an.xbody  who  knows  any- 
thing about  the  manufacture  of  electricity  knows 
that  in  order  to  sell  electricity  for  the  entire  terri- 
tory at  night  they  have  to  carry  the  same  capacity 
during  the  day.  If  they  did  not  sell  that  juice  at 
that  time,  there  would  simply  be  a  waste,  so  they 
can  sell  it  for  power  purposes  in  the  daytime,  or 
for  other  purposes  in  the  daytime,  at  a  very  low 
price.  I  know  whereof  I  speak.  I  can  give  you 
the  names  of  fifty  big  concerns  in  Boston  that  get 
electricity  for  power  purposes  at  such  a  time  and 
get  it  at  .a  low  price,  while  the  price  of  electricity 
at  other  times  has  been  jumped.  Of  course,  I  do 
not  refer  to  the  newspapers,  because  I  know  the 
different  newspapers  get  their  juice  at  a  price  at 
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which,  if  tlicy  were  the  only  consumers,  the  Edison 
Company  could  not  muke  both  ends  meet.  But 
that  is  their  business,  and  they  can  make  it  up  on 
the  small  consumers.  1  know  very  well  that  I 
have  taken  my  political  future  and  hopes  in  my 
hands  and  am  takinis  finite  a  chance  when  I  attack 
the  Edison  Company.  1  have  had  a  little  experi- 
ence with  them  in  the  past  few  weeks,  showing 
their  tremendous  power  in  politics.  But  they  have 
not  silenced  me  yet,  and  with  the  help  of  the  Coun- 
cil, which  I  know  will  back  me  up  in  every  move  I 
make  to  compel  the  Edison  Company  to  treat  the 
people  of  Boston  fairly,  1  feel  confident  that  we  can 
do  something.  They  may  own  the  Legislature, 
but  I  can  say  without  fear  of  contradiction  that 
they  do  not  own  the  City  Council  of  Boston.  We 
have  one  more  year  in  the  City  Council,  the  nine 
members  here,  and  I  think  I  can  promise  for  my 
associates  that  the  Edison  Company  will  have  a 
very  interesting  time  with  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  and  in  all  probability  witii  the  Mayor. 
I  know  that  we  in  the  Council  here  are  on  all  fours, 
as  far  as  our  attitude  towards  the  Edison  Company 
is  concerned,  in  our  endeavor  to  do  the  fair  thing 
by  the  consumers  of  Boston  and  to  compel  the 
Edison  Company  to  treat  the  public  fairly. 
The  order  was  passed. 


COMMUNICATION   FROM    FINANCE 
COMMISSION. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 
410-410  Tremont  Building, 

September  16,  1924. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Recent  investigations  by  the 
Finance  Commission  have  revealed  a  situation  in 
connection  with  the  improvement  of  Columbug 
Park,  South  Boston,  more  seiious  than  anythine 
which  has  come  to  its  attention  for  some  years. 

Bids  were  opened  for  this  park  improvement  on 
June  14,  1922,  the  lowest  bidder  being  the  John 
McCourt  Company  and  a  higher  bidder  being 
J.  C.  Coleman  &  Sons  Company.  The  bids  were 
rejected.  New  bids  were  then  asked  for  and  this 
time  the  Coleman  Company  was  the  lowest  bidder, 
its  second  bid  being  $138,950  lower  than  its  former 
bid.     The  contract  was  awarded  to  this   company. 

The  contract  provided  that  all  materials  fur- 
nished, except  sand,  should  be  measured  after 
being  put  in  place,  leveled  and  rolled.  The  Park 
Department  had  not  measured  the  materials  as 
provided  in  the  contract  up  to  the  beginning  of 
the  investigation  by  the  Finance  Commission. 
The  Finance  Commission  has  had  the  materials 
measured  as  provided  in  the  contract.  The  report 
shows  that  tlie  city  has  paid  for  materials  which 
cannot  be  found  in  place  in  the  park  to  the  extent 
of  8294,000. 

Subsequent  to  the  beginning  of  this  investiga- 
tion by  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Park  Depart- 
Department  engaged  Harry  W.  Rowley,  an 
independent  engineer,  to  secure  the  necessary  data 
for  computing  the  amount  of  material  put  in  the 
park.  On  the  data  obtained  by  Mr.  Rowley  the 
Finance  Commission  bases  its  computation. 

After  the  investigation  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission had  begun,  the  contract  between  the  city 
and  the  contractor  was  amended  in  an  attempt 
to  legalize  the  over-payments  already  made  to  the 
contractor.  This  amendment  was  made  after  a 
conference  between  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
Hon.  John  M.  Sullivan,  representing  the  eon- 
tractor.  The  city  was  not  represented  by  counsel, 
nor  did  the  Law  Department  pass  upon  the 
amendment.  The  amended  contract  was  approved 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

The  work  under  the  four  items  of  this  contract 
which  are  the  subject  of  this  report  included  the 
building  of  a  road,  known  as  the  Beach  road, 
which  extends  from  that  part  of  Columbia  road 
east  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  tracks  along  the  newly  made  waterfront 
to  a  point  on  Columbia  road  about  opposite  G 
street;  covering  the  beach  to  the  east  of  this  road 
with  sand;  and  filling  to  a  certain  grade  the  area 
to  the  west  of  this  road  with  earth,  or  gravel,  and 
loam.  The  earth  or  gravel  was  to  be  free  from 
organic  materials  and  satisfactory  to  the  engineer. 
It  was  estimated  that  it  would  take  to  complete 


the  job  96,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  filling,  75,000 
cubic  yards  of  loam  and  44,000  cubic  yards  of 
sand. 

The  contract  provided  that  the  earth  or  gravel 
filling  and  the  loam  should  be  measured  after  it 
was  put  in  place,  leveled  off,  and  thoroughly  com- 
pacted by  rol.ing  with  horse  and  steam  rollers, 
and  in  case  the  material  was  too  dry  to  be  properly 
rolled,  it  should  be  moistened  before  rolling. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  contract  the  sand  furnished 
was  to  be  measured  in  the  carts  or  scows  when 
delivered.  Monthly  payments  were  to  be  made 
to  the  contractor  for  the  work  done  on  estimates 
made  by  the  engineer  of  the  Park  Department 
The  work  was  to  be  completed  by  July  1,  1923. 

The  contractor  was  to  receive  70  cents  per 
cubic  yard  for  earth  and  gravel  filling,  $1.50  per 
cubic  yard  for  sand,  and  $1.90  for  loam. 

When  the  work  began,  the  contractor,  without 
proljest  from  the  Park  Department,  posted  on  the 
premises  an  invitation  to  the  public  to  dump  refuse 
material  in  the  park.  As  a  result  of  this  invita- 
tion, tin  cans,  barrels,  broken  furniture,  scrap 
iron,  oW  automobile  tires,  old  mattresses,  bed 
springs,  bed  frames,  and  other  discarded  articles 
were  deposited  in  the  park.  All  of  these  items,  of 
course,  were  contrary  to  the  specifications,  but 
were  allowed  to  remain  there  by  the  engineers  and 
inspectors  of  the  Park  Department. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  contract  the 
city  paid  the  contractor  for  all  the  sand  estimated 
in  the  contract;  also  for  19,000  cubic  yards  more 
than  that  estimated  in  the  contract  for  "Filling 
for  Roadway,"  and  for  47,000  cubic  yards  more 
than  that  estimated  in  the  contract  for  earth  fill- 
ing; yet  no  steps  were  taken  at  that  time  by  the 
Park  Department  to  measure  the  amount  of  mate- 
rials the  contractor  had  actually  put  in  place  in 
the  park,  nor  had  any  authority  been  given  to 
the  contractor  to  exceed  his  contract  in  the  sum 
of  $46,200.  No  statement  in  writing  was  ever 
rendered  by  the  contractor  to  the  Park  Depart- 
ment of  the  amount  of  material  he  claimed  to 
have  put  in  place.  All  payments  were  made  on 
oral  claims  of  the  contractor  and  on  data  which 
the  Park  Department  claimed  to  have. 

In  July,  1923,  the  contractor,  claimmg  to  have 
exceeded  his  contract  by  over  $125,000,  the  con- 
tract was  amended  and  received  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  authorizing  the  contractor  to  furnish 
100,000  cubic  yards  of  additional  filhng  which  was 
10,000  cubic  yards  more  than  double  the  original 
estimate,  30,000  cubic  yards  of  additional  fiUing 
for  the  roadway,  which  was  five  times  the  original 
estimate,  and  15,000  additional  cubic  yards  of 
loam,  which  was  an  addition  of  one  fifth  of  the 
original  estimate.  This  added  $119,500  to  the 
contract.  Nearly  one  half  of  this  additional 
amount  had  been  paid  to  the  contractor  without 
legal  authority  before  the  amendment  to  the  con- 
tract was  made. 

These  additions  to  the  contract  were  made  by 
the  Park  Department  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  although  the  actual  amount  of  material 
already  furnished  had  not  been  measured,  as 
provided  in  the  contract. 

Again,  in  May,  1924,  the  contractor  claimed  to 
have  furnished  more  mateiial  than  his  contract 
as  amended  authorized.  The  Park  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Mayor  granted  another  amend- 
ment to  the  contract,  so  as  to  legalize  a  fuither 
payment  to  the  contractor  of  $59,100,  but  no 
steps  were  taken  even  then  to  measure,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  contract,  the  amount  of  loam  or  earth 
filling  that  the  contractor  had  already  furnished. 

When  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Commission 
approved  a  payment  to  the  contractor  under  this 
last  amendment,  the  Finance  Commission  re- 
quested the  Park  Department  to  furnish  it  with 
the  measurements  of  materials  in  place  upon 
which  payment  to  the  contractor  had  been  made 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract.  The  Park 
Department  had  made  no  such  measurements  and 
had  no  figures  on  which  to  base  payments,  but 
proceeded  to  have  such  measurements  made  by 
Harry  W.  Rowley,  an  engineer  not  connected  with 
any  department  of  the  city.  About  two  months 
later,  on  July  29,  1924,  these  measurements  were 
leceived  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  com- 
puted by  its  consulting  engineer,  who  found  that 
there  were  actually  in  place  in  Columbus  Park, 
130,128  cubic  yards  of  eaith  and  roadway  filling 
(Items  2  and  3  of  the  contract),  instead  of  260,000 
cubic  yards  for  which  the  contractor  had  already 
been  paid;  16,740  cubic  yards  of  sand,  instead  of 
45,459  cubic  yards  for  which  the  contractor  had 
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been  paid;  and  7,1G8  cubic  yards  of  loam,  mstpacl 
of  91,500  cubic  yards  for  whicli  the  contractor  had 
been  paid.  In  "addition  to  the  data  furnished  by 
Enaineer  Rowley,  the  Finance  Commission  caused 
test  holes  to  be  dug  in  the  loamcd  area  and  the 
actual  depth  of  the  loam  determined.  The  report 
of  Engineer  Rowley  is  in  substantial  agreement 
with  the  conclusions  of  the  consulting  engineer  of 
the  Finance  Commission,  as  above  set  out,  except 
as  to  the  volume  of  the  loam.  As  to  Engineer 
Rowley's  estimate  of  the  volume  of  loam  which 
he  found,  namely,  34,400  cubic  yards,  he  testified 
that  he  did  not  make  any  borings  to  find  the 
depth  of  the  loam.  He  assumed  that  the  speci- 
fications had  been  complied  with.  He  admitted 
that  he  could  not  tell  where  the  loam  stopped  and 
where  the  filling  began,  because  he  had  not  dug 
any  test  holes. 

The  contract  made  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  .1.  C.  Coleman  &  Sons  Company  for  this  work 
contained  a  provision  that  the  materials,  except 
sand  should  be  measured  after  they  had  been 
put  in  place,  leveled  and  rolled.  Similar  pro- 
visions were  contained  in  contracts  made  in  the 
past.  For  example,  this  method  of  measuring 
was  used  when  Marine  Park  was  built,  almost 
adjacent  to  Columbus  Park  and  quite  as  large. 
It  was  the  method  used  in  the  shore  filling  all 
along  South  Boston,  including  that  under  Columbia 
road^  It  was  the  method  used  when  Columbus 
Park  was  filled  from  low  water  flats  by  the  New 
York  State  Dredging  Company  in  1910-18,  the 
first  work  on  the  present  Columbus  Park,  then 
known  as  the  Strandway  or  shore  of  old  Harbor. 
It  is  the  best  method  of  protecting  the  interests  of 
the  city  in  work  of  this  kind. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  amendment  to  the 
contract  granted  by  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
approved  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  August  7, 
1924,  the  filling  and  loam  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor are  to  be  measured  by  the  cart  or  truck 
load,  instead  of  being  measured  in  place  after 
being  leveled  and  rolled,  as  provided  in  the  contract. 
The  discrepancy  between  the  amount  of  material 
that  the  contractor  and  the  city  inspectors  said 
was  placed  in  the  park,  and  the  amount  that  was 
found  there  by  actual  measurement  by  an  engineer 
selected  by  the  Park  Department,  is  so  gross  that 
every  opportunity  was  given  the  contractor  to 
explain.  Accordingly  he  was  requested  to  furnish 
the  Finance  Commission  with  the  sources  from 
which  he  received  the  material  that  he  claimed  to 
have  placed  in  Columbus  Park.  The  definite 
sources  of  supply  disclosed  to  the  commission  by 
the  contractor  were  investigated.  In  every 
instance  the  contractor  overstated  the  amount 
substantially,  in  some  instances  giving  twice  the 
quantity  that  he  had  actually  received,  and  in  two 
instances  three  times  the  quantity  that  he  had 
actually  received.  On  the  other  hand,  these 
sources  checked  up  approximately  with  the 
amount  that  the  engineers  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  Engineer  Rowley  determined  by 
measurements  under  the  provisions  of  the  contract 
was  actually  in  place  in  the  park. 

As  to  the  explanation  given  by  the  contractor 
why  the  amount  of  material  that  has  been  paid  for 
by  the  city  cannot  be  found  in  the  park  and  con- 
curred in  by  Commissioners  Shea  and  Lewis,  of 
the  Park  Department,  namely,  that  the  ground 
has  settled  and  cracked  and  that  much  of  the 
material  was  washed  away  by  the  rain  and  dis- 
appeared in  the  cracks,  or  was  used  up  in  the 
settlement  that  has  taken  place  in  the  last  two 
years,  it  is  sufficient  answer  to  say  that  the  levels 
of  the  ground  taken  before  the  work  began  two 
years  ago  by  the  engineer  of  the  Park  Department, 
and  again  last  June  by  an  engineer  employed  by 
the  Park  Department,  Mr.  Rowley,  shows  practi- 
cally no  settlement,  or  so  little  as  to  be  negligible. 
See,  also,  Mr.  Gow's  report,  attached  hereto. 
Such  settlement  as  there  was  would  not  make  a 
difference  of  5,000  cubic  yards  at  the  most.  The 
contention  is  absurd  upon  the  face  of  it.  The 
area  upon  which  filling  was  actually  placed  by  the 
contractor  measures  approximately  422,000  square 
feet,  roughly  nine  acres.  The  filling  actually  put 
in  place  on  this  area,  if  spread  to  uniform  depth, 
would  raise  the  area  8  feet  and  4  inches.  The 
contractor,  how'ever,  was  paid  for  enough  filling 
to  raise  this  area  IG  feet  8  inches.  The  area  upon 
which  loam  was  actuallj'  placed  is  approximately 
3.30,000  square  feet,  or  about  seven  acres.  The 
loam  actually  put  in  place,  spread  uniformly, 
would  cover  this  area  to  a  depth  of  7  inches.  The 
contractor   has   been   paid   for  loam   enough   to 


cover  the  same  area,  if  spread  uniformly,  to  a 
depth  of  2  feet  8  inches.  To  contend  seriously 
that  a  fill  of  nine  acres  would  settle  8  feet  and  4 
inches  in  two  years,  or  that  a  fill  covered  with 
loam'  would  settle  2  feet  and  1  inch  in  two  years 
is  too  absurd  for  consideration. 

The  case  was  serious  enough  up  to  August  7, 
with  an  unwarranted  payment  of  $294,000  made 
to  this  contractor,  but  when  on  that  date  the  Park 
Department  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  changed 
the  contract  so  that  the  contractor  would  be  paid 
for  material  which  the  engineers  cannot  find,  to 
the  extent  of  8294,000  over  the  past  two  years, 
and  further  authorized  the  contractor  to  deliver 
material  under  a  method  whereby  the  city  is 
allowed  only  10  per  cent  for  shrinkage,  when 
according  to  the  statment  of  their  own  engineer, 
a  shrinkage  of  about  45  per  cent  may  be  expected, 
a  situation  is  reached  that  is  without  parallel  in 
the  history  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of  squandering 
public  funds. 

The  city  charter  only  empowers  the  Finance 
Commission  to  investigate  and  make  public  the 
facts.  This  it  has  done.  Action  should  now  be 
taken  by  a  taxpayers'  committee  in  the  courts  to 
prevent  further  waste  of  the  city's  money  and  to 
have  the  amendment  to  this  contract  made  on 
August  7  declared  void.  The  money  paid  to  the 
contractor  in  excess  of  his  performance  of  the 
contract  should  be  recovered  bj'  the  proper  au- 
thorities. The  report  of  the  consulting  engineer 
with  its  exhibits  is  hereto  annexed.

CHANGE  OF  ROUTE  IN  JITNEY  LICENSE. 

Coun.  PURCELL  offered  an  order — That  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Companj'  be  requested 
to  file  a  petition  for  a  change  of  route  in  the  jitney 
license  granted  by  the  City  Council  August  28, 
1924,  so  that  the  buses  will  run  only  on  Centre 
street  from  Belgrade  avenue  to  Eliot  street. 

Coun.  PURCELL  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rule,  that  the  order  might  be  put  upon  its  passage. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr,  President,  I  would  Hke 
to  know  the  reason  for  the  introduction  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  PURCELL — The  reason  is  that  the 
route  may  be  changed  from  Eliot  street,  which  is 
a  very,  very  narrow  street,  to  Centre  street. 
Centre  street  is  a  main,  wide  thoroughfare.  Eliot 
street  has  a  small  school,  attended  by  very  small 
children,  and  the  residents  of  the  district  are 
objecting  very  much  to  these  buses  running  \ip  and 
down  Eliot  street.  It  seems  hardly  right  for 
them  to  run  through  there.  It  is  a  side  street 
and,  as  I  have  said,  Centre  street  is  a  main  thor- 
oughfare and  a  proper  place  for  a  bus  line.  I 
know  if  it  were  proposed  to  put  aline  of  car  tracks 
in,  Eliot  street  would  never  be  considered,  but 
they  would  be  put  through  Centre  street,  and  I 
think  the  proper  thing  is  to  shift  this  route  back  to 
Centre  street. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

LEASE  TO  ATLANTIC  AVENUE  LAND. 

President  DONOGHUE  called  up  No.  4,  under 
unfinished   business,  viz.: 

4.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  for  and 
in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  lease  running  from 
said  City  of  Boston  to  Henry  E.  Rothficld  of  New- 
ton, in  the  County  of  Middlesex  and  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  and  Hcniy  B.  Day,  of 
said  Newton,  trustees  of  the  Middlesex  Trust,  of  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  situated  on  Atlantic  avenue, 
Boston,  in  said  Commonwealth,  being  a  portion  of 
the  premises  now  used  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  a 
dumping  station  for  garbage,  at  an  annual  rental 
the  equivalent  in  amount  to  ,5  per  cent  of  the  total 
valuation  of  the  land  so  leased,  appraised  at  $10  per 
square  foot,  for  such  period  as  the  adjoining  prem- 
ises now  used  by  the  said  City  of  Boston  as  a  dump- 
ing station  for  garbage  shall  continue  to  be  so  used 
by  the  said  City  of  Boston,  but  the  term  of  said 
lease  is  in  no  case  to  exceed  twenty  years. 

Said  leased  premises  are  to  consist  of  so  much  of 
the  land  fronting  on  Atlantic  avenue  and  to  a  depth 
of  not  more  than  twenty  feet  therefrom  as  is  not 
now  needed  by  the  said  City  of  Boston  for  public  or 
municipal  purposes,  the  said  trustees  to  have  the 
right  to  build  upon  the  leased  premises  a  structure 
or  building  of  one  or  more  stories  in  height. 

The  aforesaid  Middlesex  Trust  is  to  agree  to  pay 
taxes  on  the  land  and  buildings  to  be  erected  there- 
on to  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  current  rates  during 
the  period  of  said  lease  and  that  the  buildings 
erected  thereon  by  the  Middlesex  Trust,  or  any 
other  person  holding  under  them,  shall  at  the 
expiration  or  termination  of  said  lease  become  the 
property  of  tlie  City  of  Boston  aforesaid. 

The  said  lease  is  to  contain  such  other  restrictions 
and  limitations,  including  a  right  of  passage  over 
and  acioss  the  said  leased  premises  from  and  to 
Atlantic  avenue,  as  is  satisfactory  to  the  Law  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  said  lease 
is  to  be  in  such  form  as  is  satisfactory  to  said  Law 
D(!partment.

He 
is  not  present,  and  I  would  like  to  move  that  the 
action  be  reconsidered  and  the  order  be  placed  on 
the  table.  I  move  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
whereby  the  Council  refused  to  pass  No.  4.

President  DONOGHUE— There  being  no  objec- 
tion, we  will  hear  from  Coun.  Watson, 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
see  a  full  vote  of  the  Council  on  this  proposition, 
rather  than  having  it  killed  here  with  only  a  little 
more  than  a  bare  quorum  present,  six  members. 
The  vote  was  3  to  3,  with  three  members  absent. 
I  think  at  least  we  should  have  full  discussion  on 
the  proposition.  I  think  it  is  a  mistake  to  defeat 
the  order,  Mr.  President.  It  means  employment.

ORDINANCE  ABOUT  ADVERTISING  SIGNS. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
recall  from  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  the 
ordinance  introduced  by  me  some  weeks  ago 
providing  a  regulation  for  signboards  and  advertis- 
ing. 

The  ordinance,  referred  to  by  Coun.  Watson, 
introduced  by  him  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  August  18,  is  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty-four. 

An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Adveitising  Signs. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall 
post,  erect,  display  or  maintain  on  any  public  way 
or  on  private  property  within  public  view  from  any 
highway,  public  park  or  reservation  any  billboard 
or  other  advertising  device  which  advertises  or 
calls  attention  to  any  business,  article,  substance

or  any  otlicr  thing,  provided,  liowever,  that  this 
prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  devices 
erected  and  maintained  in  conformity  with  law  and 
which  advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person 
occupying  the  premises  in  question  or  the  buinesss 
transacted  thereon,  or  advertise  the  property 
ilselt  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let  and 
which  contain  no  other  advertising  matter. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
state  briefly  my  reason  for  the  motion,  I  did 
something  I  never  did  before  in  this  Council  in  my 
life, — I  took  an  ordinance  handed  to  me  by  a 
person  who  asked  me  to  introduce  it  for  him,  and 
I  did  not  read  it  or  know  the  import  of  the  ordi- 
nance. It  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  where  it  has  been  for  seven  weeks.  I 
understand  that  if  the  ordinance  were  passed  by 
this  Council  and  were  signed  by  the  Mayor,  it 
would  mean  doing  away  with  signboards  of  every 
kind  everywhere,  and  furthermore  would  be  the 
loss  of  employment  to  many  workers  now  in  the 
sign  business.  I  want  to  apologize  to  the  Council 
for  having  introduced  the  order.  I  should  not 
have  introduced  it,  and  I  promise  that  hereafter 
I  shall  not  introduce  any  such  order  or  ordinance, 
without  examination.  If  our  action  is  reconsidered 
I  want  the  ordinance  defeated,  if  possible. 

The  Council  voted  to  withdraw  the  ordinance 
from  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and,  on  motion 
of  Coun.  WATSON,  it  was  indefinitely  postponed.

BUTTONS   USED   NEW   ENGLAND    WEEK. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  DONOGHUE— If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, Coun.  Watson  will  proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Last  Saturday  closed  what 
was  called  a  New  England  week,  conducted  by 
several  civic  bodies,  including  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  They  had  a  publicity  committee 
that  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  handing  out 
publicity  and  information  to  boom  the  week.  I 
am  informed,  and  I  think  reliably  so,  that  one  of 
the  pieces  of  publicity  or  advertising  that  was 
broadcasted  by  the  New  England  week  organiza- 
tion was  a  button  that  I  hold  in  my  hand,  with 
the  letters  "N.  E.  W."  upon  it,  spelling  "New" 
and  also  meaning  "New  England  Week."  The 
button  was  manufactured  in  New  Jersey.  I  am 
informed — in  fact,  I  am  positive  that  I  am  correct 
in  this — that  it  was  made  by  the  firm  of  White- 
head &  Hoag,  a  New  Jersey  company,  with  plants 
in  Chicago,  New  Jersey  and  elsewhere.  They 
deal  in  advertising  souvenirs  and  materials.  The 
button  does  not  bear  the  name  of  anyone  who 
might  have  manufactured  it.  It  has  no  union 
label  on  it,  and  I  am  informed — and  I  believe  it 
cannot  be  contradicted — that  the  moving  spirit 
in  the  New  England  week  had  submitted  to  them 
samples  of  buttons  similar  to  this  in  design,  and 
in  some  respects  hav'ng  a  better  design,  from  con- 
cerns in  New  England  manufacturing  buttons  and 
advertising  souvenirs  and  materials.  The  reason 
for  the  failure  to  purchase  a  New  England-made 


product,  I  am  informed,  I  think  reliably,  was  be- 
cause the  price  of  the  button  manufactured  in 
New  England  was  a  trifle  higher  than  the  price 
offered  by  the  manufacturer  outside  of  New  Eng- 
land, and  for  the  further  reason  that  they  thought 
the  button  made  here  was  not  so  good  as  the 
button  that  was  made  outside.  It  merely  brings 
again  to  my  mind  what  I  have  often  thought  of 
and  what  I  often  see,  that  these  so-called  high- 
class  civic  bodies,  industrial  organizations  and 
"Boom  New  England"  organizations  are  playing 
the  same  game  that  they  tell  the  other  people  in 
New  England  not  to  play.  I  think  the  "  New 
England  Week"  proposition  was  an  asinine  propo- 
sition. Ex-Mayor  Fitzgertld  was  one  of  the  very 
prominent  leaders,  and  leaders  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  were  others  and  there  were  some 
merchants.  I  believe  the  merchants  played  the 
game  because  they  believed  they  were  doing 
something  right  and  proper,  but  in  my  opinion  in 
the  "New  England  Week"  propaganda  they  were 
doing  just  the  same  thing  that  they  are  criticising 
the  South  for  doing.  To  illustrate  my  thought; 
It  was  called  to  my  attention  today  by  one  of  the 
biggest  lawyers  in  Boston,  a  New  England  man, 
attorney  for  the  biggest  corporation  in  New  Eng- 
land, that  if  they  were  going  to  play  the  game 
they  have  mapped  out  they  were  going  to  create 
dissension  in  their  organization,  and  that  their 
orgainzation,  by  lining  up  New  England  against 
the  South,  the  Middle  States,  the  West  and  the 
Pacific  Coast,  would  be  creating  trouble,  because, 
while  we  do  not  manufacture  automobiles  in  New 
England  to  any  great  extent,  if  any,  we  do  manu- 
facture accessories,  bodies,  wheel  rims  and  rubber 
tires,  pneumatic  tires  for  trucks  and  pleasure 
vehicles,  and  the  jame  things  are  manufactured 
in  the  West,  and  if  we  undertake  to  carry  to  a 
conclusion  the  thought  of  "New  England  Week" 
we  are  going  to  become  a  little  bit  of  a  circle, 
exi  sting  and  living  on  what  New  England  will  buy ; 
and,  while  I  am  not  an  expert  on  commercial 
propositions  or  trade  thoughts  or  ideas,  I  do  know 
that  New  England  cannot  exist  without  free  inter- 
course and  give  and  take  with  the  rest  of  the 
LTnited  States.  So,  in  conclusion,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  think  the  merchants  of  Boston  and  New 
England,  the  manufacturers  and  the  well  meaning 
citizens  who  put  up  their  good  money  to  carry  on 
this  New  England  week,  have  had  the  thing 
managed  by  a  lot  of  amateiu's  and  that  they  have 
wasted  a  great  deal  of  money.  I  hope  hereafter 
when  the  y  start  something  for  the  benefit  of  New 
England  the  results  will  be  beneficial  rather  than 
detrimental. 


PREVENTION   OF   SALE   OF   FIREARMS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  petition  the 
General  Court  at  its  next  session  for  legislation 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  revolvers,  pistols  and  other 
small  firearms  within  the  limits  of  the  state  except 
to  policemen  and  members  of  the  militia. 

Coun,  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will  say 
that  some  three  or  four  years  ago  I  introduced  a 
similar  order  and  predicted  that  that  winter,  on 
account  of  many  people  being  unemployed,  there 
would  be  many  assaults  made  upon  our  citizen- 
ship in  the  city  and  state.  I  remember  that  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  there  was  a  bill 
introduced  by  mj'self  and  many  others,  and  it 
was  opposed  by  some  of  the  police  departments 
of  our  state.  It  was  opoosed  by  some  of  the  gun 
clubs  of  our  state,  who  were  paid  yearly  by  some 
of  the  retail  and  wholesale  gun  and  revolver 
makers  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  their  make 
of  gun  or  revolver.  They  were  there  in  opposi- 
tion. We  have  found  lately  in  picking  up  practi- 
cally every  newspaper,  every  day  in  the  week, 
that  somebody  is  being  continually  maimed  or  is 
losing  his  life  through  the  use  of  these  arms  sold 
to  practically  anybody  who  desires  to  buy.  There 
is  a  report  this  afternoon  that  two  policemen  in 
East  Boston  have  lost  their  lives  and  that  the 
man  who  shot  them  has  also  been  shot.  I  think 
it  is  about  time  that  some  legislation  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  life  and  limb  of  men  and  women 
should  be  passed,  so  that  they  may  walk  the 
streets  unmolested,  without  being  held  up.  Night- 
ly you  see  where  young  men  are  going  around 
holding  up  everybody  within  sight,  and  things 
are  not  getting  any  better  but  are  daily  getting 
worse.  We  see  where  men,  under  the  influence  of 
liquor,   driving  automobiles  tlirough  the  streets, 
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are  given  jail  sentences.  I  feel  that  the  thing 
ought  to  go  even  farther  than  my  order  indicates. 
I  feel  that  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston 
should  revoke  every  private  permit  to  carry  fire- 
arms within  our  city;  that  there  are  men  carrying 
permits  granted  by  the  Police  Commissioner 
which  have  been  in  existence  for  many  years,  not 
given  out  by  the  Police  Commissioner  now  serving 
but  by  his  predecessor  in  office  and  other  com- 
missioners. The  thing  has  gone  on  from  year  to 
year,  and  as  a  matter  of  routine  the  permits  have 
been  renewed,  without  any  investigation.  I 
suppose  there  are  thousands  of  such  permits,  and  I 
feel  that  it  is  about  time  that  some  legislation 
should  be  enacted  which  will  prevent  the  con- 
tinuance of  that  sort  of  thing.  I  know  somebody 
is  going  to  say  that  every  magazine  advertises 
firearms  and  that  you  may  buy  by  mail  order.  I 
agree  that  that  is  so,  and  perhaps  it  will  be  im- 
possible, on  account  of  interstate  commerce,  to 
stop  those  magazines  from  advertising  and  selling 
guns  through  the  United  States  mail.  I  agree 
that  some  of  the  stores  down  town  are  going  to 
holler,  "Why  take  business  away  from  us?"  But 
I  want  to  say  that  if  we  can  stop  one  life  from  being 
taken  by  interfering  with  the  sale  of  firearms  we 
will  be  doing  something  which  will  justify  us  with 
the  people  we  are  representing.  Two  policemen 
were  shot  today,  two  policemen  last  week,  two 
policemen  about  a  month  or  two  months  ago  in 
the  South  End.  A  policeman  in  South  Boston  a 
short  while  ago  was  shot  and  maimed  for  life.  I 
think  it  is  about  time  that  legislation  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  women  and  children  of  our  city 
should  prevail.  I  think,  in  so  far  as  my  order  is 
concerned,  that  I  should  perhaos  offer  an  amend- 
ment, asking  the  Police  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  revoke  all  permits  now 
in  circulation  through  the  Police  Department, 
starting  a  movement  to  see  if  we  cannot  cancel 
the  carrying  of  guns  by  every  Tom,  Dick  and 
Harry  in  this  town. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is 
rather  far-reaching  when  you  ask  for  the  recall  of 
every  permit.  That  means  that  watchmen  in  a 
building  could  not  have  them.  You  do  not 
intend  to  go  that  far,  do  you,  Cou,ncilor? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  think,  if  it  were  possible 
to  stop  other  people  from  carrying  guns,  that 
watchmen  in  any  buildings  would  not  need  them, 
I  will  say  that  90  per  cent  of  the  policpmcn  prior 
to  the  police  strike  did  not  carry  their  guns,  and 
those  who  did  carry  them  didn't  know  whether 
they  would  work  if  they  tried  to  use  them.  So  I 
don't  feel  that  there  would  be  any  particular 
hardship  on  watchmen  in  a  building.  If  someone 
is  going  to  break  in,  the  watchman  has  no  more 
right  to  shoot  a  man  breaking  in  in  cold  blood  than 
the  robber  or  the  man  breaking  in  has  a  right  to 
shoot  the  watchman  in  cold  blood.  I  feel,  so  far 
as  the  carrying  of  guns  is  concerned,  that  you 
cannot  go  any  too  far  in  stopping  it. 

Coun.  WATSON— Of  course,  Mr,  President,  I 
agree  with  a  great  deal  that  Coun.  Moriarty  says. 
He  is  correct  in  theory,  but  let  us  take  a  practical 
case.  T.ake  a  man  or  a  woman,  an  invalid,  wlio 
sometimes  during  the  night  is  alone,  and  there  may 
be  some  valuables  in  the  house.  If  an  invalid 
woman  had  a  permit  to  carry  a  revolver,  to  take 
care  of  herself,  I  would  not  vote  to  ask  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  revoke  her  permit.  I  don't 
think  that  should  be  done.  I  think  the  pro- 
miscuous issuing  of  permits  for  the  carrying  of  fire- 
arms is  entirely  wrong.  I  understand  that  in 
London  the  policemen  carry  no  revolvers  at  all, 
are  not  armed,  but  I  don't  think  Coun.  Moriarty 
wants  to  go  quite  that  far.  His  good  wife  might 
be  alone  sometime,  possibly,  and  she  might  want 
protection.  If  she  had  a  permit  I  would  not  favor 
revoking  it,  because  I  believe  she  would  only  use 
it  in  case  of  necessity.  I  could  not  vote  for  the 
proposed  amendment,  but  I  will  vote  for  the 
broadest  possible  order  tfhat  will  carry  out  your 
thought.  Councilor. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will  say 
this  in  answer  to  the  councilor,  that  if  my  wife  had 
a  permit  to  carry  a  revolver,  if  I  thought  she 
carried  it  in  her  sleep,  I  would  want  to  have  the 
permit  taken  away  from  her;  and  I  think  in  the 
case  of  any  invalid,  woman  or  man,  living  in  any 
house,  if  they  are  going  to  carry  a  revolver  in  their 
hands  at  all  times  they  are  not  responsible  persons 
to  have  a  permit  to  carry  a  gun,  because  they  may 
make  mistakes,  as  I  think  many  mistakes  have 
been  made.  The  mistake  was  made  first  and  the 
life  went  when  the  mistake  was  committed.     If 


anybody  is  going  to  break  into  a  house  where  there 
is  an  invalid  man  or  woman,  the  invalid  man  or 
woman  is  not  going  to  be  prepared  to  meet  that 
person  going  in. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  cannot  vote  for  the  pro- 
posed amendment. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  am  not  asking  any 
member  to  vote  for  the  order.  I  introduced  the 
order  and  I  am  going  to  vote  for  it.  Everybody 
else  has  the  same  privilege  I  have,  to  vote  either 
yes  or  no. 

(At  request  of  Coun.  LANE  the  order  with  the 
proposed  amendment  was  read.) 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  vote  for 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  order,  because  I 
feel  that  great  harm  would  be  done  thereby.  I 
have  no  proof,  and  I  don't  believe  Coun.  Moriarty 
has,  that  the  people  who  have  permits  are  the  ones 
who  are  doing  this  promiscuous  shooting.  If  you 
take  away  all  these  permits  many  will  be  taken 
away  where  the  people  are  using  them  legitimately. 
But  most  of  the  trouble,  it  seems  to  me,  comes  from 
people  carrying  firearms  without  permits.  The 
order  introduced  by  the  councilor,  I  believe,  is  all 
right.  I  would  be  willing  to  make  it  as  drastic  as 
possible.  By  reason  of  interstate  commerce  we 
cannot  prevent  firearms  being  introduced  on  mail 
orders.  If  we  could,  I  would  like  to  vote  for  some 
such  provision.  But  I  cannot  ask  the  Police 
Conmiissioner  to  revoke  all  permits  that  are  out, 
because  I  believe  that  few  of  the  acts  of  which  we 
complain  have  been  committed  by  people  who 
have  the  right  to  carry  firearms,  granted  by  the 
Police  Commissioner. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  Coun. 
Moriarty's  contention  prevails,  the  guards  who 
go  around  with  pay  rolls  and  automobles  taking 
money  from  the  different  banks  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  carry  revolvers.  I  merely  want  to  say 
that  I  cannot  vote  for  the  proposed  amendment. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  the  Police  Commissioner  is  gomg  to  accept 
any  request  without  consideration.  I  think  he 
is  going  to  use  judgment.  We  have  not  the  right 
to  compel  him  to  do  it;  we  have  no  control  over 
him.  But  Coun.  :Lane  does  not  know  and  cannot 
prove  that  some  of  the  murders  and  shootings  that 
have  taken  place,  to  which  I  have  referred,  were 
not  done  by  someone  who  had  a  permit.  You 
cannot  prove  that  any  more  than  I  can  prove  that 
those  not  having  permits  were  responsible.  If 
there  is  ever  a  break,  and  a  gun  is  handy  when  the 
break  is  being  made,  that  is  one  of  the  first  things 
that  the  fellow  going  into  a  house  takes,  and  men 
v/ho  get  peunits  in  my  estimation  lay  firearms 
aroi'nd  very  carelessly.  I  think  there  are  a  lot  of 
men  carrying  guns  in  Boston  who  are  irresponsible 
people,  and  if  they  were  in  close  quarters  they 
might  use  the  gun  where  some  other  man  would 
not  use  it.  In  so  far  as  the  proposed  amendment 
is  concerned,  I  don't  care  about  forcing  that.  I 
feel  that  the  Police  Commissioner  without  any 
request  from  me  ought  to  at  least  realize  the  con- 
dition now  existing,  worse  at  present  than  ever. 
Six  or  eight  policemen  have  been  killed  or  maimed 
within  the  last  eight  months,  and  I  think  he  ought 
to  move  without  any  request  from  me.  I  am 
satisfied,  with  unanimous  consent,  not  to  press  the 
amendment.     I  will  withdraw  it. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  withdrawn. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  Does  a  person  keeping  a 
gun  in  his  own  home  require  a  permit?  I  did  not ' 
realize  that  he  did.  I  figure  that  I  can  keep  a  gun 
in  my  house,  if  I  want  to  do  so.  I  think  if  the  order 
was  amended  so  as  to  cover  anybody  carrying  a 
gun  on  the  street,  that  would  cover  it.  I  believe 
it  should  be  so  amended  that  persons  cannot  carry 
guns  on  the  street.  A  watchman  could  then  carry 
a  gun  inside  of  a  building.  But  I  believe  he  ought 
not  to  have  a  permit  to  carry  a  gun  on  the  street 
and  I  think  that  is  the  matter  in  which  we  should 
appeal  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  prevention 
of  carrying  guns  on  the  street.  Nothing  needs  to 
be  done  about  having  guns  in  a  man's  house.  I 
think  that  will  cover  what  Coun.  Moriarty  is  after. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  would 
state  that  he  understands  that  you  do  not  require  a 
permit  for  a  gun  in  your  house,  but  that  you  do 
to  earr.y  it  on  your  person.  I  would  like  to  say, 
while  this  matter  is  under  consideration,  that  I 
believe  the  entire  proposition  is  one  of  regula- 
tion. I  don't  believe  it  would  be  possible  to  ever 
have  regulation  enacted  that  would  prevent  people 
from  purchasing  revolvers  and,  therefore,  I  cannot 
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very  well  sec  the  logic  of  the  order.  It  seems  to 
me  that  people  who  wish  to  have  suns  will  jiet  them 
in  ways  that  are  now  available.  If  this  order 
which  has  been  introduced  here  were  to  be  enacted 
into  law,  nobody  could  buy  a  gun  in  this  Common- 
wealth. It  seems  to  me  we  would  be  going  pretty 
far  in  saying  that  people  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
purchase  a  revolver  for  their  own  protection. 
While  we  have  civilization  we  are  always  going  to 
have  some  members  of  it  who  will  persist  in  break- 
ing the  law,  whether  it  be  with  guns,  knives  or 
something  else.  That  is  going  to  continue  until 
the  millennium  is  reached,  in  my  opinion.  I 
really  cannot  vote  for  this  order,  because  I  cannot 
see  that  we  would  ever  be  able  to  place  it  in  prac- 
tical effect.  If  anyone  wants  a  gun,  he  is  going  to 
get  the  gun.  He  may  not  be  able  to  buy  it  in 
Massachusetts,  but  he  will  get  somewhere  else. 
The  only  ones  we  are  going  to  prevent  having  guns, 
if  this  legislation  is  enacted,  are  the  ones  who  avouIcI 
wish  to  have  them  for  their  own  protection,  not 
the  ones  who  go  around  shooting  people  up.  We 
are  putting  an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  a  person  who 


wants  to  protect  himself,  and  when  it  is  a  matter 
of  life  and  death,  I  believe  a  person  who  is  a  good 
living  citizen  has  a  right  to  protect  himself  at  all 
hazards.  We  are  going  to  take  that  right  away 
from  him  and  only  give  it  to  people  who  now  do 
wrong,  people  who  will  then  have  the  opportunity 
to  go  around  armed,  with  the  knowledge  that  every- 
body else  is  unarmed.  I  cannot  see  that.  The 
question  comes  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  declared  passed. 

President  DONOGHUE— I  desire'to  be  recorded 
as  voting  no  on  the  order. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  the  City 
Council  authorize  the  sale  to  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  of  approximately  800 
tons  of  Welsh  steam  coal  which  has  been 
stored  on  the  ground  at  the  Calf  Pasture 
pumping  station  since  the  winter  of  1922-23, 
the  balance  of  which  had  been  bumied  under 
the  boilers  by  mixing  in  the  proportion  of 
one  part  Welsh  coal  to  three  parts  New  River 
coal,  as  it  was  impossible  to  make  steam  with 
this  coal  alone. 

For  nearly  a  year  we  have  been  burning 
oil  at  this  station,  and  for  an  emergency 
which  may  require  coal  we  have  stored  in  the 
bins  a  large  quantity  of  first-class  steam  coal. 
The  coal  we  desire  to  sell  is  strewn  about  the 
prem.ises  and  occupies  room  which  may  be 
requred  in  caSe  the  coal  stored  in  the  bins 
for  a  long  period  may  acquire  such  tempera- 
ture as  to  threaten  a  fire  and  must  be  re- 
moved and  store  outdoors. 

The  Supply  Department  has  negotiated  with 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  which 
would  be  the  only  likely  purchaser  and  the 
price  offered  of  $2.25  a  ton  is  a  very  fair 
and  generous  offer.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  the  votes  of  the  City  Council, 
adopDed  on  September  8,  1924,  granting  four 
separate  jitney  licenses  to  Conway's  Tours, 
Inc.,  to  operate  between  Boston  and  Provi_ 
den(fe ;  Boston  and  Fall  Biver ;  Boston  and 
Worcester,    and    Boston    and   Attleboro. 

These  proposed  lines  would  be  in  direct  com- 
pertition  with  the  railroads  serving  this  terri- 
tory. My  objections  to  this  form  of  compe- 
tition have  already  been  stated  in  a  previous 
veto  sent  to  the  City  Council  on  July  28, 
1924. 

The  tremendous  growth  in  motor  transpor- 
tation, both  freight  and  passenger,  has  re- 
sulted in  a  serious  problem.  At  the  present 
time,  to  a  large  extent,  the  motor  transports 
are  taking  the  cream  of  the  business  during 
the  good  weather  and  leaving  the  burden  on 
the  railroads  during  the  time  when  operat- 
ing expenses  are  highest ;  and  in  my  opinion, 
unless  both  the  railroads  and  public  authorities 
meet  the  situation  with  wisdom  and  fore- 
sight, practically  all  the  short  haul  freight 
and  passengier  traffic  will  be  abandoned  by 
the   railroad  systems   within   a   few  years. 

In  some  parts  of  the  country  this  might 
not  be  a  matter  of  great  concfern,  but  in 
New  England,  with  its  severe  winters,  trans- 
portation would  be  crippled  during  at  least 
three  months  of  the  year  with  disastrous  ef- 
fects  on   our  industries   and   prosperity. 

It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  so- 
lution of  the  problem  is  to  concentrate  motor 
transportation  under  the  control  of  the  pub- 
lic service  corporations,  but  until  some  solu- 
tion is  presented  which  will  not  jeopardize 
the  prosperity  of  our  people  I  shall  refuse  to 
be  a  party  to  any  competition  of  this  na- 
ture eith^er  with  the  railroads  or  the  street 
railways.

Gentlemen, — I  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  following  dates  regarding  the  military 
service  of  Robert  A.  Jones  of  11  Waltham 
street,   Boston,  whose  case  is  before  your  body. 

He  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy  April 
2,  1898,  and  deserted  December  10,  1898.  This 
is  the  official  record  from  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment at  Washington. 

He  next  enlisted  in  the  16th  Company,  Coast 
Artillery,  July  10,  1900,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  July  9,  1903,  by  reason  of  expira- 
tion  of   service. 

He  again  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy 
November  7,  1910,  and  was  discharged  by  medi- 
cal survey  June  4,  1913,  under  honorable  con- 
ditions. 

The  law  governing  state  aid,  military  aid 
and  soldi'ers'  relief  specifies  that  in  order  to 
be  eligible  for  any  of  these  forms  of  aid  a 
soldier  or  sailor  must  have  received  an  hon- 
orable discharge  from  all  war-time  sfervice. 
He  enlisted  for  service  during  the  Spanish 
War  and  deserted  from  same.  This,  undter  the 
law,  renders  him  ineligible  for  aid  from  this 
department.

RELEASE   OF  PARK   RESTRICTIONS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  called  up  No.  4  on  the 
calendar,  viz.: 

4.  Notice  filed  by  Coun.  Donoghue  of  motion 
to  reconsider  the  vote  of  September  29,  whereby 
the  ordinance  concerning  park  frontages  on  Colum- 
bia road  was  passed. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  rise  at 
this  time  to  move  reconsideration  of  the  ordinance 
concerning  park  frontages  which  was  passed  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council.  I  refer,  of  course, 
particularly  to  the  ordinance  which  was  submitted 
to  the  Council  and  was  passed  by  a  majority  of 
the  members,  relating  to  the  removal  of  restrictions 
on  that  part  of  Columbia  road  from  Dorchester 
avenue  to  Buttonwood  street  for  the  purpose,  as  I 
understand  it,  of  erecting  a  gasolene  station  on 
that  particular  site.  I  am  one  of  those  who 
believe  that  our  park  system,  upon  which  the 
City  of  Boston  has  for  years  and  years  gone  by 
expended  large  sums  of  money  and  upon  which 
for  many  years  to  come  it  will  in  all  probability 
expend  millions  of  dollars  for  beautification, 
should  not  be  destroyed  from  an  astnetic  point  of 
view  by  having  it  studied  with  gasolene  stations 
every  100  to  200  yards.  It  seems  to  me,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  this  particular  station  was  estab- 
lished some  nine  or  ten  j'ears  ago  without  any 
authority,  without  any  legal  right  to  place  it  there, 
this  City  Council  should  not  find  itself  in  the 
position  of  being  asked  to  legalize  somethnig 
which  was  done  illegally.  I  think  there  is  no  one 
who  questions  the  fact  that  this  gasolene  station, 
as  well  as  some  others  which  are  located  along  our 
park  system,  is  there  contrary  to  the  restrictions 
of  the  Park  Department,  and  now  contrary  to  the 
city  ordinances.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  I  introduced  an  order  asking  that  the 
Law  Department  immediately  institute  legal 
proceedings  to  remove  all  gasolene  stations  and 
garages  which  may  exist  contrary  to  the  restrictions 
of  the  Park  Department  or  the  city  ordinances. 
Unfortunately,  that  matter  was  laid  on  the  table 
without  my  having  had  an  opportunity  to  express 
myself  on  it,  and  I  now  take  this  opportunity  of 
saying  that  I  feel  that  these  gasolene  stations, 
regardless  of  who  has  had  sufficient  prestige  to 
place  them  within  toe  restricted  area,  should  be 
removed,  and  that  it  should  be  done  without  any 
order  of  this  Council  or  without  any  request  from 
this  Council  being  necessary.  The  Law  Depart- 
ment should  immediately  proceed  to  have  those 
stations  which  are  not  there  in  conformity  with 
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our  laws  removed.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be 
just  as  sane  to  have  some  one  ask  to  have  a  gasolene 
station  placed  on  Boston  Common,  or  on  the 
Public  Garden,  and  if  this  passes,  and  it  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  vote  to  remove  these  restric- 
tions from  Columbia  road,  in  all  fairness  to  some 
one  else,  they  should  vote  to  remove  restrictions 
from  Boston  Common  and  the  Public  Garden  or 
from  any  othei  section  of  our  park  system.  Of 
course,  the  average  peison  would  say  that  it 
would  be  ridiculous  to  place  gasolene  stations  on 
Tremont  street,  in  connection  with  Boston  Com- 
mon, or  on  Boylston  street  near  the  Public  Gaiden. 
From  a  business  viewpoint  it  would  be  the  most 
ideal  location  that  could  be  found  in  this  city  and, 
of  course,  all  these  things  are  purely  mateiial. 
Takmg  in  mind  this  location  adjacent  to  our 
Strandway,  on  which  this  present  administration, 
under  the  direction  of  Mayor  Curley  has  expended 
a  million  dollars  in  the  past  year,  we  now  propose 
to  give  permission  by  vote  of  this  Council  for  the 
placing  at  the  entrance  practically  a  gasolene 
station,  thereby  seriously  detracting  from  all  that 
work  which  has  been  done  with  the  expenditure  of 
a  million  dollars.  I  say  it  is  about  time  that  we 
use  the  office  of  City  Councilor  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  supposed  to  be  used.  We  are  here  to 
represent  the  interests  of  the  great  majority  of  the 
citizens  of  our  city  and  not  to  grant  special  privi- 
leges to  any  one  individual.  This  is  a  clear  case 
of  special  privilege,  a  case  of  particular  legislation 
for  an  individual,  and  I  do  not  think  it  should  be 
the  duty  of  this  Council  to  legalize  in  any  such 
manner  something  which  is  absolutely  illegal.  We 
vote  to  place  restrictions  on  our  park  system  and 
then  we  come  in  here  and  vote  to  remove  those 
restrictions  from  some  particular  section.  There 
is  no  more  reason  why  we  should  vote  to  remove  a 
restriction  from  Columbia  road,  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Buttonwood  street,  than  there  is  why 
we  should  vote  to  do  so  in  any  other  section  of  our 
park  system.  It  merely  means  the  commercializ- 
ing of  that  section,  and  within  a  very  few  years,  if 
this  practice  is  continued,  allowing  individuals  ttj 
come  in  here  to  the  City  Council  and  obtain  such 
special  privileges,  removing  restrictions  from  our 
park  sy.stem  for  their  benefit,  we  are  going  to  be 
flooded  with  requests  for  these  gasolene  stations 
and  garages  along  our  parks,  parks  upon  which 
we  have  spent  millions  of  dollars  of  the  city's 
money  in  maintenance  and  for  beautification, 
parks  upon  which  we  pride  ourselves.  We  call 
Boston  the  Athens  of  America,  the  city  of  educa- 
tion,— and  yet  just  think  of  what  we  are  doing  in 
allowing  gaselene  stations  all  along  through  our 
park  system.  I  cannot  conceive  of  any  such 
thing  happening,  and  I  feel  very  strongly  that  this 
restriction  should  not  be  lifted,  but  that  we  should 
vote  to  reconsider  on  the  proposition  and  defeat 
it  decisively  by  our  vote.  Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration,  hoping  that  the  same  will  prevail. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  Donoughe  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays.

valuation  of  the  land  so  leased,  appraised  at  $10

on  the  following   questions : 

1.  Shall  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
relative  to  the  qualifications  of  voters  for  cer- 
tain state  officers  (striking  out  the  word 
"male"),  which  received  in  a  joint  session  of 
the  two  Houses  held  May  24,  1921,  258  votes 
in  the  affirmative  and  none  in  the  negative 
and  at  a  joint  session  of  the  two  Houses  held 
May  10,  1923,  received  254  votes  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  none  in  the  negative,  be  approved? 

2.  Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
to  enable  women  to  hold  any  state,  counts 
or  municipal  office  and  which  further  provides 
that  a  change  of  name  of  any  woman,  hold- 
ing a  Notary  Public  Commission,  shall  not 
render  her  commission  void  but  she  shall  re- 
register under  her  new  name  and  shall  pay 
such  fee  therefor  as  shall  be  established  by 
the  general  court,  which  received  in  a  joint 
session  of  the  two  Houses  held  May  24,  1921, 
216  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  none  in  the 
negative,  and  at  a  joint  session  of  the  two 
Houses  held  May  10,  1923,  received  258  votes 
in  the  affirmative  and  none  in  the  negative,  be 
approved  ?

chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws,  or  certain 
non-intoxicating  beverages  as  defined  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  said  chapter  138,  unless  in  each 
instance  he  shall  have  obtained  the  permit

gasolene  and  other  fuel  used  for  propelling 
motor  vehicles  on  the  highways  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, said  tax  to  be  paid  by  the  pur- 
chaser to  the  distributor,  who  in  turn,  pays

to  be  expended  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Worl<s  on  such  highways  as  it  may 
select,  which  law  was  approved  by  both 
branches  of  the  General  Court  by  votes  not 
recorded,  and  was  approved  by  His  Excellency 
the   Governor,   be  approved? 

5.  Shall  a  law  (chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of 
1923)  which  amends  existing  legislation  on  the 
same  subject  and  provides  that,  subject  to 
certain  limitations  no  person  shall  engage  or 
be  financially  interested  in  the  business  of  re- 
ceiving deposits  of  money  for  safe  keeping 
or  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  the  same 
or  equivalents  thereof  to  foreign  countries 
unless  he  has  executed  and  delivered  a  bond 
to  the  State  Treasurer  or  deposited  securities 
in  lieu  thereof  and  has  received  a  license  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Banks  authorizing  him 
to  carry  on  such  business ;  that  any  money 
which  in  case  of  breach  of  bond  shall  be  paid 
by  the  licensee  or  surety  thereon  or  the  se- 
curities deposited  in  lieu  thereof  shall  con- 
stitute a  trust  fund  for  the  benefit  of  deposi- 
tors ;  that  the  license  shall  be  revocable  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Banks  for  cause  shown  ; 
that  the  money  deposited  with  licensees  for 
safe  keeping  shall  be  invested  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  act ;  and  that  the  violation 
of  any  provision  of  the -act  shall  be  punished 
in  the  manner  therein  prescribed,  which  law 
was  appi-oved  by  both  branches  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court  by  votes  not  recorded,  and  was 
approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  be 
approved? 

6.  Shall  daylight  saving  be  retained  by  law 
in   Massachusetts  ? 

7.  Is  it  desirable  that  the  General  Court 
ratify  the  following  proposed  amendment  to 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States :  "Sec- 
tion 1.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to 
limit,  regulate,  and  prohibit  the  labor  of  per- 
sons under  eighteen  yeare  of  age.  Sect.  2. 
The  power  of  the  several  States  is  unimpaired 
by  this  article  except  that  the  operation  of 
State  laws  shall  be  suspended  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  legislation  enacted 
by  the  Congress  ?"

A  city  council  to  consist  of 
one  member  to  be  elected  for  a  two  year  term 
by  and  from  the  voters'  of  each  ward  at  a 
salary  of  $1,500  each,  nominated  as  heretofore, 
except  that  the  names  of  one  hundred  voters 
only  shall  be  required  to  nominate  each  mem- 
ber. 

The  polls  at  said  meetings  shall  be  opened 
at  six  o'clock  a.  m.  and  closed  at  eight  o'clock 
p.  m. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  hereby 
directed  to  give  notice  of  said  meetings  ac- 
cording to  law. 

Ordered,  That  the  provisions  of  sections  55, 
56  and  57  of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws 
be  and  hereby  are  suspended  and  made  in- 
applicable as  to  the  several  questions  to  be 
voted  upon  at  the  State  election  to  be  held 
on    November   4,    1924.

EDISON    STREET    LIGHTING    CONTRACT. 

The  following  was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office    of    the   Mayor,    October   9,   1924. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  com- 
munication received  from  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company.  Under  the  provisions 
of  the  Revised  Charter  of  1909  specific  pro- 
vision is  made  that  all  street  lighting  con- 
tracts in  excess  of  one  year  must  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor. 

In  December,  1914,  a  contract  for  a  period 
of  ten  years  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  was  made  by  the  City  of 
Boston  ;  this  contract  will  expire  December  7, 
1924.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  contract 
adopted  in  1914,  notice  on  the  part  of  either 
of  the  contracting  parties  to  terminate  the 
contract  at  a  period  within  sixty  days  prior 
to  the  termination  of  the  ten-year  period  may 
be  given. 

The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company, 
through  the  president  of  the  company,  Charles 
L.  Edgar,  have  notified  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  of  their  intention  to  terminate 
the  contract,  and  of  their  purpose  to  estab- 
lish a  higher  rate  than  the  rate  paid  under 
the  1914  contract. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  an  investigation 
of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company's 
rates  has  been  in  progress  for  a  period  of 
more  than  five  years,  and  is  still  being  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Boston  American  Pub- 
lishing Company,  in  behalf  of  the  public,  and 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  in  behalf  of  the 
municipality,  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be 
inadvisable  to  enter  into  a  contract  at  this 
time  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company. 

I  have  directed  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
file  notice  of  appeal  from  the  proposed  in- 
crease in  schedule  of  rates,  as  determined 
upon  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany, and  filed  with  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission. 


It  would  be  inadvisable,  in  my  opinion,  for 
the  city  to  take  any  action  in  the  making 
of  a  new  contract  until  such  time  as  the 
investigation    has    been   settled. 

The  increase  as  proposed  by  the  Edison  Elec- 
tric Illuminating  Company  in  the  new  schedule 
submitted  cannot  be  regarded  other  than  as  a 
raid  upon  the  public  treasury,  since  it  will 
amount  to  more  than  one  million  dollars  pro- 
vided the  contract  is  made  covering  a  ten- 
year  period  under  the  schedule  as  filed.

Resolved,  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
places  itself  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  so- 
called  child  labor  amendment  to  the  United 
States  Constitution  and  urges  the  citizens  of 
Boston  to  vote  "no"  on  amendment  No.  7,  to 
be  voted  on  at  the  state  election  November  4, 
1924. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RESOLUTION    SUPPORTING    HON.    JOHN 
W.  DAVIS. 

President  DONOGHUE  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  that  the  Boston  City  Council  ex- 
tends to  the  Hon.  John  W.  Davis  of  West 
Virginia  a  most  cordial  welcome  on  the  occa- 
sion of  his  visit  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
pledges  him  its  support  as  a  candidate  for 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
resoluton. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  had  hoped 
that  I  would  not  be  called  upon  to  make  any 
speech  here  today,  in  order  that  we  might  get 
away  early  but  the  order  which  has  just  been 
introdxiced  by  the  Chair  and  read  by  the  Clerk 
compels  me  to  speak  in  opposition.  The  Chair 
knows  full  well  that  I  cannot  vote  for  the 
order.  I  do  not  desire  to  make  the  Council 
chamber  a  political  arena  at  this  time  but  I 
am  for  La  FoUette  for  president.  I  have  great 
admiration  and  respect  for  John  W.  Davis 
as  a  man  and  as  a  lawyer,  but  to  my  way  of 
thinking  he  is  not  the  man  to  be  made  presi- 
dent of  the  great  United  States  of  America. 
I  believe  that  the  time  to  check  unrest  is 
before  it  gets  past  the  stage  where  it  can 
be  checked.  The  Republican  and  Democratic 
parties  have  both  nominated  candidates  for 
president,  and  if  you  ask  the  average  thinking 
man  on  the  street  today  the  difference  between 
the  two  men  no  man  can  see  that  there  is 
any  difference.  They  both  represent  the 
same  interest  identically.  Neither  one 
of  them  represents  a  protest  against 
the  conditions  as  we  see  them  in  connection 
with  the  Republican  administration  at  Wash- 
ington or  elsewhere,  or  in  the  country  at 
large.  It  is  unfortunate  that  I  am  compelled 
to  explain  my  position  in  opposition  to  this 
resolution.  To  begin  with,  it  has  no  place 
here.  Before  I  conclude  I  will  move  to  amend 
the  order  simply  retaining  such  part  of  it  as 
extends  a  welcoming  hand  to  Mr.  John  W. 
Davis,  the  candidate  for  President  of  the 
Democratic   party,    as    a  guest  of  the   City  of 


Boston.  But  when  it  comes  to  wishing  him 
success  and  pledfiing  him  as  a  candidate  for 
President  my  support,  I  cannot  do  it ;  but  I 
can  justify  my  position,  at  least  to  myself, 
and  I  believe  to  the  average  man,  in  not  vot- 
ing for  him.  I  was  a  delegate  to  the  New 
York  convention,  as  well  as  the  gentleman  who 
has  introduced  the  resolution,  and  he  knows 
the  interests  that  nominated  John  W.  Davis 
for  President  perhaps  as  well  as  I  do.  He  was 
nominated  by  a  combination  arranged  for 
prior  to  the  convention.  He  was  selected  by 
the  few  who  operate  in  both  political  parties 
for  nomination  before  the  convention  was 
called  to  order.  I  was  quite  active  in  that 
convention,  as  the  president  knows,  and  I  saw 
the  delegates  from  New  York  vote  for  Albert 
E.  Smith,  the  candidate  of  the  real  democracy, 
on  approximately  100  ballots,  101,  I  think. 
Then  they  shifted  to  Underwood  for  a  ballot 
or  two,  and  then  those  who  had  selected  Davis 
as  the  candidate  of  the  party  went  down  and 
turned  the  eighty-eight  votes  that  were  being 
cast  for  Underwood  right  over  for  John  W. 
Davis  of  West  Virginia.  I  am  not  going  to 
tell  what  I  heard  there  or  what  I  know,  but 
I  do  know  that  the  representatives  of  the 
Standard  Oil,  of  J.  P.  Morgan,  including 
Judge  Morgan  O'Brien,  were  very  active  at 
that  time.  It  is  the  first  time  in  my  life  that 
I  have  bolted  a  Democratic  candidate  for  pub- 
lic office  when  he  has  borne  the  Democi-atic 
label,  and  I  do  it  rather  reluctantly ;  but  I 
have  been  brought  up  in  the  orthodox  school 
of  politics  to  vote  for  principles  rather  than 
for  men  or  for  the  label,  and  Robert  M.  La 
Pollette,  in  my  opinion,  represents  the  best 
interests  of  America  today.  He  is  a  living 
protest  against  the  control  of  this  country 
by  the  few  rather  than  the  many,  and  the 
control  of  this  country  by  these  who  believe 
in  putting  the  dollar  before  the  man.  I  make 
this  prediction.  There  has  been  more  strong 
and  direct  thinking  by  the  average  man  in 
this  great  country  of  ours  today,  regardless 
of  political  affiliations,  than  there  has  been 
in  a  decade,  perhaps  in  a  century,  or  perhaps 
since  the  republic  was  born,  and  I  predict 
that  by  the  popular  vote,  which  may  not  mean 
the  election  of  the  candidate,  Robert  M.  La 
Foilette  will  get  more  votes  in  the  election  of 
November  4  than  John  W.  Davis,  whom  I 
consider  the  equal  of  if  not  the  superior  in 
brain  matter  and  ability  as  a  lawyer  to  either 
of  the  other  candidates.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
I  have  to  do  this  here,  but  I  have  already 
declared  my  position  on  this  matter.  It  does 
not  mean  that  I  am  right,  but  it  means  that 
I  believe  I  am  right,  and  that  is  sufficient  for 
me.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  move  to  amend 
the  order  by  striikng  out  all  in  the  order 
which  follows  the  welcoming  of  Mr.  Davis 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  would  like  to  ex- 
amine the  resolution  for  the  purpose  of  offer- 
ing exactly  the  amendment  I  wish.  (Coun. 
Watson  examined  the  resolution.)  I  move  to 
strike  out  the  words  "and  pledges  him  its 
support  as  a  candidate  for  president  of  the 
United  States  of  America." 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Watson's  amend- 
ment. 

President  DONOGHUE— I  desire  to  state 
that  I  introduced  this  resolution  because  I  feel 
that  I  also  have  a  right  to  support  whomso- 
ever I  see  fit  for  President  of  the  United  States. 
I  want  to  say  that  I  also  was  a  delegate  to 
the  Democratic  National  Convention  held  in 
New  York,  and  that  I  voted  for  Alfred  E. 
Smith,  Governor  of  New  York,  for  the  Demo- 
cratic nomination  for  President  of  the  United 
States,  not  upon  101  ballots  or  102  ballots 
but  upon  103  ballots.  I  voted  for  Alfred  E. 
Smith  on  every  ballo't  that  was  cast.  I  re- 
fused to  leave  his  standard  when  others  did. 
But  the  situation  now  has  changed.  The  Hon. 
John  W.  Davis  of  West  Virginia  has  been 
nominated  by  the  Democratic  party  as  its 
standard  bearer,  and  Governor  Smith  of  New 
York  is  in  the  forefront  advocating  the  elec- 
tion as  president  of  the  United  States  of  John 
W.  Davis  of  West  Virginia.  It  has  been 
said   that  this   Council   should   not    be  made  a 
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political  arena.  It  is  a  political  arena.  No 
one  can  make  it  other  than  what  it  is.  We 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  have 
been  elected  members  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil as  Democrats,  practically  speaking.  We, 
in  my  opinion,  are  representative  of  the  great 
Democratic  party  and  we,  as  members  of  the 
City  Council,  have  a  right  to  decide  whom 
we  care  to  support  for  any  office  in  the  gift 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States.  I  do  not 
want  any  Democrat  to  bolt  the  Democratic 
ticket.  I  don't  think  that  any  Democrat  in 
voting  for  Robert  M.  La  Follette,  the  Senator 
from  Wisconsin,  is  voting  for  other  than  a 
Republican — a  Republican  Senator,  elected  as 
such,  a  Republican  all  his  life,  bearing  the 
party  label  in  practically  every  political  con- 
test in  which  he  has  engaged.  While  we 
have  heard  a  great  deal  of  talk  of  progressive 
movement,  and  so  forth,  I  want  to  say  that 
I  personally  am  satisfied  with  the  standard 
bearer  who  has  been  selected  by  the  Democratic 
party.  Men  high  in  the  councils  of  our  Demo- 
cratic party  throughout  this  state  and  through- 
out the  country  are  satisfied  to  support  John 
W.  Davis  of  West  Virginia  and  why  should 
not  we  members  of  this  Council  who  have 
been  elected  by  the  citizens  of  Boston  and 
principally  by  Democratic  votes  do  so  ?  I  want 
to  say  also  that  the  Boston  City  Council  is 
not  now  called  upon  for  the  first  time  to 
advocate  the  election  of  any  particular  individ- 
ual. Politics  have  been  played  in  this  Coun- 
cil since  the  Council  was  inaugurated,  and  I 
feel  that  we,  a  Boston  City  Council  composed 
of  eight  Democrats  and  one  Republican,  have 
the  risht  to  ask  the  Democrats  to  extend  a 
most  cordial  welcome  to  the  Hon.  John  W. 
Davis  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Boston 
on  October  24,  and,  further,  that  I  have  the 
right  to  ask  that  the  Democratic  members 
of  this  Council  tender  to  him  their  undivided 
support  in  his  candidacy  for  the  presidency 
of  the  United  States.  The  question  comes  on 
the  amendment. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  favor  the 
amendment  as  offered  by  Conn.  Watson.  I 
cannot  see  any  objection  to  the  first  part  of 
this  resolution.  I  certainly  will  be  glad  to 
welcome  the  Hon.  John  W.  Davis  here  to 
Boston.  He  is  a  candidate  for  the  highest 
honor  within  the  gift  of  the  people  of  this 
nation.  I  have  the  greatest  respect  for  him, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  that  Mr.  Davis  will 
come  to  Boston  and  be  received  with  the 
acclaim  with  which  he  should  be  received  as 
a  candidate  for  this  high  office.  As  you  have 
said,  Mr.  President,  this  Council  is  composed 
of  eight  Democrats  and  one  Republican,  I  being 
the  lone  Republican  in  the  body.  But  I 
think,  Mr.  President,  that  it  ill  becomes  the 
presiding  officer  of  this  body  to  put  across 
the  rest  of  this  resolution.  The  resolution 
reads : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
extends  to  the  Hon.  John  W.  Davis  of  West 
Virginia  a  most  cordial  welcome  on  the  occa- 
sion of  his  visit  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
pledges  him  its  support  as  a  candidate  for 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America." 

I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  you  have  done 
me  a  wrong,  a  personal  wrong,  on  this  occa- 
sion. You  can  carry  this  vote  through  eight 
to  one  provided  the  other  members  of  the 
Council  here  vote  to  pass  the  resolution, 
and  it  will  then  go  out  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  the  en- 
tire nation,  that  the  Citv  Council  of  Boston, 
anon-partisan  body,  elected  wthout  party  desig- 
nations, has  pledged  its  support  by  a  vote  of 
eight,  six  or  five  in  favor,  whatever  the  case 
may  be ;  thereby  pledging  the  entire  City  Coun- 
cil of  Boston  to  the  political  support  of  the  Hon. 
John  W.  Davis.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  reso- 
lution will  pass  as  amended  by  Coun.  Watson. 
Coun  .  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
really  surprised  at  this  i-esolution  being  here. 
When  any  member  of  this  organization  says 
that  he  has  been  elected  by  the  Democratic 
votes  of  Boston,  when  he  has  received  the 
endoi-sement  of  the  Good  Government  Associa- 


tion, the  statement  does  not  come  with  good 
grace,  because  any  man  who  makes  that  state- 
ment knows  that  he  is  not  getting  elected 
by  the  Democratic  votes  of  this  city  when  he 
gets  the  endorsement  of  the  Good  Government 
Association.  He  knows  that  there  are  certain 
people  in  this  town  who  will  vote  for  a  Good 
Goverment  nominee  who  are  not  Democrats  and 
who  will  not  vote  for  John  W.  Davis  or  any 
other  Democratic  nominee.  Let  us  bring  it 
closer  to  home.  When  our  colleagues  have 
gone  forth  from  this  Council  for  re-election 
to  the  Council,  has  a  resolution  ever  been 
brought  into  this  body  endorsing  for  re-election 
the  three  colleagues  who  are  going  out? 
Again,  let  us  bring  it  close  to  home.  We 
have  a  man  who  is  the  chief  magistrate  of 
our  city,  who  is  a  candidate  for  public  of- 
fice at  the  present  time.  Has  there  been  any 
resolve  put  in  here  that  endorses  and  sup- 
ports him  in  his  candidacy  for  the  high  office 
of  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts ?  I  want  to  say  publicly  that  I  am 
not  with  John  W.  Davis,  and  I  don't  think 
that  the  presiding  officer  or  any  member  of 
this  Council  has  the  right  to  ask  me  to  go 
en  record  as  being  in  favor  of  Davis  or  any 
other  candidate  for  the  presidency.  Of 
course,  this  is  a  piece  of  sharp  politics,  the 
snidest  piece  of  politics  that  I  have  ever 
seen  in  here,  the  cheapest  piece  of  politics  I 
have  ever  seen  here  in  my  term  in  the  body. 
Of  course,  it  was  brought  In  for  a  purpose. 
The  purpose  has  been  achieved.  Everybody 
knew,  of  course,  where  Watson  was,  and 
everybody  knew  where  Lane  was,  but  they 
wanted  to  find  out  where  I  was.  And  now 
you  have  found  out.  I  am  with  La  Follette. 
I  am  a  Democrat,  and  just  as  good  a  Demo- 
crat as  any  man  here,  but  I  am  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  first.  The 
American  Federation  of  Labor  has  endorsed 
La  Follette,  and  I  am  throwing  my  lot  in 
with  labor.  We  talk  about  parties.  Some 
few  weeks  ago  a  state  convention  was  held 
within  our  state  and  a  platform  was  endorsed, 
planl^s  of  which  have  been  repudiated  by  mem- 
bers of  the  party  in  this  state.  If  the  lead- 
ers of  the  party  in  this  state  have  a  right 
to  repudiate  planks  accepted  in  the  Demo- 
cratic convention,  I  as  an  individual  have 
my  right  to  choose  as  a  Democrat  what  my 
position  shall  be.  If  the  delegates  from  the 
state  that  John  W.  Davis  comes  from  had 
voted  for  Alfred  E.  Smith  as  candidate  for 
President,  it  might  have  made  some  change 
in  the  Democratic  convention  in  the  State 
of  New  York.  But  the  state  that  he  came 
from  stayed  aloof  practically  during  the  whole 
convention,  voting  solidly  for  John  W.  Davis. 
Then,  when  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  from  the  South, 
from  the  Democratic  party,  found  that  it 
was  impossible  to  elect  its  man,  it  shifted  to 
John  W.  Davis,  the  lesser  of  the  two  evils. 
If  Alfred  E.  Smith  had  been  the  nominee  of 
the  Democratic  party,  I  would  have  been  on 
the  band  wagon  of  the  Democratic  party  for 
Alfred  E.  Smith  ;  but  John  W.  Davis  sat  there 
all  the  time  during  the  convention,  not  mak- 
ing one  move  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the 
Democratic  national  organization  together. 
No  ;  he  was  hoping  for  a  personal  reason  that 
the  lightning  would  strike  him,  which  it  did, 
and  it  didn't  make  much  difference  who  the 
nominee  was  as  long  as  certain  people  could 
have  their  way.  There  is  not  any  difference, 
in  my  estimation,  between  the  honorable  gen- 
tleman who  is  President  and  John  W.  Davis. 
as  far  as  the  interests  are  concerned.  John 
W.  Davis  has  been  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  Mor- 
.gan  interests  for  many  years ;  Coolidge,  while 
in  power  in  this  state,  was  always  controlled 
by  the  interests.  The  situation  is  about  the 
same  with  both  of  them.  It  is  simply  like 
putting  your  hand  in  a  bag  and  pulling  out 
the  lesser  of  the  two  evils,  as  far  as  Davis 
and  Coolidge  are  concerned.  Of  course,  they 
say  that  La  Follette  is  a  Bolshevist.  Well,  I 
have  been  a  Bolshevist  before  ever  La  Follette 
was  a  candidate  for  President,  in  so  far  as 
the  public  press  is  concerned.  Therefore,  it 
is    nothing   new   for   me  to   be   referred   to   in 
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that  way.  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  the  resolution.  I  have  no  ob- 
jection to  welcoming  any  man  to  oux-  city. 
I  would  be  very  glad  if  more  men  would 
come  into  our  city.  I  have  not  the  slightest 
objection  to  that.  But  when  it  comes  to  en- 
dorsing a  man  in  this  way,  no.  Much  as  I 
care  for  the  movement  I  am  connected  with, 
the  labor  movement,  I  would  not  bring  a 
resolution  in  here  asking  that  the  members 
hei-e  endorse  the  candidate  that  I  am  with. 
I  have  no  objection  to  Coun.  Watson's  amend- 
ment, but  in  so  far  as  the  order  is  concerned, 
I   shall   vote  against    it. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  desires 
to  state  that  he  would  be  very  glad  to  have 
the  order  so  amended  as  to  include  the  names 
of  United  States  Senator  David  I.  Walsh  and 
of  the  Hon.  James  M.  Curley,  as  candidates 
respectively  for  the  United  States  Senate  and 
for  the  Governorship  of  this  Commonwealth. 
As  a  democrat,  I  personally  will  support  not 
alone  John  W.  Davis  for  the  presidency,  but 
David  I.  Walsh  for  the  United  States  Senator- 
ship  and  James  M.  Curley  for  the  Governor- 
ship of  this  Commonwealth,  and  I  will  also 
mark  a  cross  against  the  name  of  every 
other  Democratic  nominee  on  the  ballot.  I 
believe  that  I  have  the  right  also  to  ask 
fellow  Democrats  to  support  the  nominees  of 
the  Democratic  party.  It  is  not  an  unusual 
thing,  in  my  opinion,  to  expect  Democrats 
to  support  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  think  it 
is  a  usual  procedure.  Of  course,  I  had  no 
hope  that  the  Republican  member  of  this  Coun- 
cil would  vote  in  favor  of  this  resolution. 
Naturally  he  will  stay  with  the  party  with 
which  he  is  affiliated.  I  merely  ask  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Democratic  party  to  stay  with 
the  party  that  they  are  affiliated  with  and 
that  they  have  been  affiliated  with  for  years 
and  years.  So  there  is  no  attempt  personally 
on  my  part  to  put  across  anything  on  the 
Republican  member  of  this  Council,  and  when 
they  accuse  the  Democratic  party  or  any  mem- 
bei-s  of  it  of  attempting  to  put  anything 
across,  I  i-ather  welcome  the  compliment,  be- 
cause we  have  been  laboring  here  in  our  city 
for  years  under  conditions  which  have  been 
put  across  by  Republican  legislators.  I  think 
it  is  time,  therefore,  that  once  in  awhile  at 
least,  if  we  have  the  opportunity  to  do  so,  ■ 
we  should  stand  by  the  colors  of  the  party 
with  which  we  are  affiliated.  I  would  be  very 
happy  indeed  to  see  the  resolution  so  amended 
as  to  include  the  names  of  United  States 
Senator  David  I.  Walsh  as  a  candidate  for 
reelection  and  Hon.  James  Michael  Curley  as 
a  candidate  for  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  and  to  also  include 
the  names  of  all  other  Democratic  nominees 
that  will  appear  on  the  ballot  November  4. 
Therefore,  I  move  that  as  an  amendment  to 
the  amendment  offered  by   Coun.   Watson. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  Chairman,  I  wonder 
if  the  chairman  of  this  body  is  trying  to 
tell  us  other  members  how  to  vote,  or  is 
trying  to  find  out,  as  a  matter  of  newspaper 
notoriety,  where  we  stand?  I  am  absolutely 
opposed  to  the  last  amendment,  and  I  don't 
care  who  knows  it  or  who  likes  it.  I  think 
I  have  a  right  to  vote  as  I  please,  and  we 
have  the  same  right  of  individual  opinion, 
as  Coun.  Moriarty  says,  as  a  leader  of  the 
party    who     can    afterwards     oppose    a    plank 


that  he  was  Instrumental  in  putting  in  to 
the  Democratic  platform  in  Worcester.  I  have 
just  as  much  right  to  change  my  vote,  and 
when  the  name  of  the  present  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton is  ijroposed  to  be  mentioned  and  endorsed 
by  this  honorable  body,  I  am  going  to  vote 
to  oppose  anything  that  may  be  attempted 
to  favor  the  endorsement  of  the  Hon.  James 
M.   Curley   for  Governor   of  Massachusetts. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
state  just  one  word  more,  as  a  matter  of  record. 
In  a  speech  of  John  W.  Davis,  delivered  in 
Chicago,  published  in  Saturday  morning's 
Boston  Post,  John  W.  Davis  quoted  Balfour 
of  England,  known  as  "Bloody  Balfour,"  as 
being  one  of  the  greatest  men  in  this  world. 
If  that  is  the  type  of  man  that  Mr.  Davis 
claims  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  men  in  this 
world,  then  I  take  pleasure  in  not  being  with 
Davis.  It  all  goes  to  prove  conclusively  that 
there  was  an  agreement  in  the  Democratic 
convention  in  New  York  that  no  Catholic 
would  be  endorsed  as  the  Democratic  nominee, 
and  it  was  the  English  money  of  Pierpont 
Morgan  that  made  it  possible  that  John  W. 
Davis  should  receive  the  nomination  of  the 
Democratic  party.  It  was  "Bloody  Balfour" 
whom  the  chief  magistrate  of  this  city  re- 
fused to  welcome  to  Boston.  I  did  not  want 
to  make  any  statement,  but  this  thing  hav- 
ing been  brought  up  I  have  stated  my  mind, 
as  I  never  hide  behind  anybody.  The  state- 
ments we  have  made  here  are  to  be  made 
a  matter  of  record,  and  that  is  all  I  want 
to  put  in  the  minutes. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  that  it  might  be  well  to  draft 
the  order  over  again  and  to  have  it  read 
that  we  welcome  the  Hon.  John  W.  Davis, 
Hon.  Robert  M.  La  FoUette  and  any  other 
candidate  for  president  who  may  come  to 
Boston,  to  our  city.  We  ought  to  welcome 
them  as  great  Americans,  and  I,  therefore, 
ask  the  Chair  if  he  will  kindly  accept  that 
amendment  to  add  the  names  of  Robert  M. 
La  Follette  and  any  other  candidates  to  the 
name  of  .lohn  W.  Davis?  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  President  if  it  might  not  be  a  good 
thing  to  withdraw  his  resolution  and  to  then 
erase  from  the  record  all  our  speeches,  which, 
after    all,   don't   amount  to    very   much. 

President  DONOGHUE — Not  in  my  opinion. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  what  Coun.  Watson  said. 
I  think  that  is  a  proper  thing  to  be  done. 
I  don't  think  our  Council  meetings  should 
be  made  into  a  rally  for  any  one,  and  that 
is  what  this  looks   like  to  me. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  members  of 
the  Council  are  entitled  to  their  opinion.  The 
question  comes  on  the  amendment  to  the 
amendment. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  movfe 
you,  sir,  that  the  whole  thing  lie  on  the 
table  and  that  the  minutes  on  this  resolution 
be  done  away  with.

CAMPAIGN    CONTRIBUTIONS,    ETC.,     BY 
CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  LANE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested  to  investigate  charges  recently  made 
m  the  press  concerning  the  solicitation  and  col- 
lection of  campaign  contributions  from  the  city 
employees  by  candidates  for  public  office  or  by 
persons  acting  in  their  behalf;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  aforesaid  Boston  Finance 
Commission  be  requested  to  investigate  recent 
charges  that  the  employees  of  the  city  have  been 
coerced  and  intimidated  into  doing  work  of  a 
political  nature,  said  work  having  no  reference  to 
their  public  duty,  and  having  been  performed  at 
the  request  of  candidates  for  public  office  or  by 
persons  acting  in  their  behalf. 

Coun.  LANE— Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  that  the  orders  may  be  put 
upon  their  passage.  No  doubt  all  of  us  have  seen 
in  the  paper  that  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
have  been  solicited  and  have  contributed  $S7  000 
to  a  campaign  fund.  We  are  also  familiar  with 
the  fact  that  city  employees  have  been  handed 
cards  with  the  names  of  people  who  were  unlisted 
with  the  request  that  they  make  a  report  on  those 
names,  finding  out  whether  they  are  aliens  or  not 
and  that  they  see,  if  these  people  are  citizens,  that 
they  be  registered  for  voting  purposes.  Now 
chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws  reads  as  follows-    ' 

"Section  10.  No  political  committee,  and  no 
person  acting  under  its  authority  or  in  its  behalf, 
shall^  demand  or  solicit  from  any  condidate  for 
nomination  to  elective  office  or  from  any  one  acting 
in  his  behalf,  a  payment  of  money  or  a  promise  of 
payment  of  money,  as  a  perquisite  to  his  obtaining 
from  such  committee  or  its  agents  the  nomination 
papers  required  by  sections  95  to  101,  inclusive 
of  chapter  53.  ' 

"Section  11.  No  person  holding  any  public 
office  or  employment,  under  the  Commonwealth 
or  any  county,  city  or  town,  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  demand,  solicit  or  receive,  or  be  con- 
cerned in  demanding,  soliciting  or  receiving  any 
gift,  payment,  contribution,  assessment,  sub- 
scription or  promise  of  money  or  other  thing  of 
value  for  the  political  campaign  purposes  of  any 
candidate  for  public  office  or  of  any  political  com- 
mittee, or  for  any  political  purpose  whatever;  but 
this  section  shall  not  prevent  such  persons  from 
being  members  of  political  organizations  or  com.- 
mittees. 

"Section  12.  No  person  .shall  in  any  building  or 
part  thereof  occupied  for  state,  county  or  municipal 
purposes  demand,  solicit  or  receive  any  payment 
or  gift  of  money  or  other  thing  of  value  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  section  11. 

"Section  13.  No  officer,  clerk  or  other  person 
in  the  service-  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  any 
county,  city  or  town  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
give  or  deliver  to  an  officer,  clerk  or  person  in  said 
service,  or  to  any  councillor,  member  of  the  General 
Court,  alderman,  councilman  or  commissioner, 
any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  on  account  of 
or  to  be  applied  to,  the  promotion  of  any  political 
object  whatever. 
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"Section  14.  No  person  in  the  public  service 
shall,  for  that  reason,  be  under  obligation  to  con- 
tribute to  any  political  fund,  or  to  render  any 
political  service,  and  shall  not  be  removed  or 
otherwise  prejudiced  for  refusing  to  do  so. 

"Section  1.5.  No  officer  or  employee  of  the 
Commonwealth  or  of  any  county,  city  or  town 
shall  discharge,  promote,  or  degrade  an  officer  or 
employee,  or  change  his  official  rank  or  compen- 
sation, or  promise  or  threaten  so  to  do,  for  giving, 
withholding  or  neglecting  to  make  a  contribution 
of  money  or  other  valuable  thing  for  a  political 
purpose." 

Mr.  President,  I  have  put  in  these  orders  re- 
questing the  Finance  Commission  to  have  this 
investigation,  not  that  I  think  the  Finance  Coni- 
mission  is  the  best  body  to  do  it,  but  that  body  is 
in  a  position  to  do  it.  The  orders  embody  a 
request  of  the  Finance  Commission,  but  are  not 
introduced  at  their  request.  I  should  much 
prefer  that  this  body  itself  conduct  the  investiga- 
tion, but,  as  I  understand  it,  we  have  no  power  to 
summon  any  witnesses,  and  if  we  had  a  public 
hearing  I  cloubt  if  any  one  would  be  present. 
However,  if  the  Finance  Commission  wish  to  do  it 
and  see  fit  to  grant  our  request,  they  can  summon 

geople  and  put  them  under  oath.  Therefore,  I 
ope  suspension  of  the  rule  will  prevail. 
Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  these  orders 
refer  to  charges  made  in  the  public  press.  ^  The 
councilor  who  has  offered  them  has  not  told  us 
what  the  charges  are.  I  am  not  much  given  to 
taking  too  much  stock  in  what  appears  in  the  press, 
although  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is.  "Whenever  anything  appears  concern- 
ing Boston's  afiairs,  either  through  an  anonymous 
coionfiunication  sent  to  the  Finance  Commission 
or  through  a  prejudiced  newspaper,  or  as  a  matter 
oi  ■feearsay  or  otherwise,  the  Finance  Commission 
nevex  loses  a  moment's  time  in  proceeding  to  in- 
vestigate the  charges,  even  though  they  are  based 
merely  o'^  ^^'^  dreams  or  the  wild  thoughts  of 
somebody.  I  have  in  mind  what  the  councilor  has 
reference  to,  but  I  think  for  this  body  to  ask  the 
Finance  Commission  to  do  something  of  this  sort 
at  this  time  is  really  politics.  I  hate  to  disagree 
with  Coun.  Lane.  He  sits  here  like  a  wise  owl  all 
the  time,  and  does  not  say  much,  but  he  is  a  pretty 
steadfast  Republican.  He  is  orthodox  in  his 
Republicanism,  and  has  that  right  and  privilege, 
although  he  does  not  agree  with  the  rest  of  us. 
He  does  not  agree  with  me,  and  I  do  not  agree  with 
him.  We  just  discussed  politics  a  moment  ago, 
and'we  are  as  far  apart  as  the  two  poles  on  any  can- 
didate running  for  office  m  the  stat»  or  in  the  na- 
tion. But  I  reiterate  that  there  is  no  need  of  this 
body  calling  the  attention  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  anything  of  this  sort,  referring  to  any 
candidate  for  office  in  the  state  who  may  be  serv- 
ing within  the  confines  of  the  square  bounded  by 
School,  'Tremont,  Washington  and  Court  streets. 
This  may  be  good  campaign  material,  but  we  all 
know  that  any  man  who  works  for  the  city 
naturally  follows  and  will  do  everything  he  can  to 
further  "the  ambitions  of  a  candidate  representing 
the  dominant  party  in  the  city,  and  the  same  is 
true  concerning  employees  of  the  state  government, 
who  will  campaign  and  use  their  efforts  for  a 
candidate  of  the  dominating  party  in  the  state, 
the  Republican  party,  having  in  mind  at  the  mo- 
ment Mr.  Fuller.  The  councilor  knows  that  in  the 
latter  case  it  is  only  natural  that  the  cfiorts  of  state 
empl  oyees  should  be  exerted  on  behalf  of  the 
Beacon  Hill  candidates,  and  the  same  sort  of  thing 
is  naturally  to  be  expected  down  here.  Of  course, 
every  employee  of  the  state  is  trying  to  do  what  is 
goo  d  and  helpful  for  the  success  of  the  Republican 
candidate  for  Governor,  for  President  and  for  local 
offices,  and,  of  course,  it  is  being  done  down  here. 
Naturally,  men  expect  to  receive  favors  in  the  way 
of  promotion  or  otherwise  from  the  successful 
candidate.  I  hate  to  tell  Coun.  I^ane  that  this  is 
bu  ncombe,  but  I  think  he  agrees  with  mc  that  it  is 
and  perhaps  I  might  do  just  the  same  thing  on  the 
other  side,  if  conditions  were  reversed.  It  is 
fairly  good  politics,  if  the  newspapers  will  play  it 
up.  But  I  think  it  is  of  little  consequence,  and 
I  know  that  Coun.  Lane  agrees  with  me.  I 
know  that  he  would  not  prohibit  anybody  in  City 
Hall  from  going  out  and  working  his  head  off  for 
him  as  a  candidate  for  the  City  Council.  He  is 
employed  by  the  city,  but  undoubtedly  he  will 
request  men  in  the  city  employ  to  do  what  they 
can  for  him.  They  a're  not  coerced,  of  course,  but 
he  will  do  what  he  can  in  the  way  of  increasing  their 
pay,  and  so  forth,  later  on.     I  do  not  think  that 


Coun.  Lane  himself  regards  this  as  a  very  serious 
proposition,  and  I  don't  think  it  is.  I  am  fairly 
wise,  when  it  comes  to  things  that  seem  important 
in  politics,  and  I  cannot  regard  this  as  serious.  I 
certainly  think  we  ought  not  to  ask  the  Finance 
Commission  to  do  this.  The  mere  fact  that  you 
have  introduced  the  orders,  Coun.  Lane,  may 
awaken  the  Finance  Commission  to  do  something. 
Bear  this  in  mind.  I  am  told,  from  what  I  believe 
to  be  reliable  sources,  that  the  Finance  Commission 
is  sitting  through  daylight  as  well  as  burning  the 
midnight  oil  now  in  attempting  to  spread  some- 
thing through  the  press  concerning  one  of  the 
candidates  for  Governor.  They  are  sitting  up  in 
their  offices  daily,  having  hearings  in  executive, 
secret  sessions,  and  otherwise  attempting  to  do 
something  to  injure  the  candidacy  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  Governor- 
ship of  this  state.  Now,  why  give  them  something 
else?  Why  draw  a  red  herring  across  the  trail? 
Why  try  to  start  something  of  this  sort  in  this 
Democratic  Council,  with  one  Republican,  six 
Democrats  and  two  LaFollette  men?  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  these  orders,  not  because  I  am 
afraid  of  having  them  passed  or  am  afraid  of  any 
inquiry  that  will  be  made,  but  because  I  believe 
nothing  has  appeared  that  warrants  a  report  from 
the  Finance  Commission.  Therefore,  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  the  orders,  and  I  believe  they 
should  be  defeated. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  if  the  coun- 
cilor opposite  iias  no  objection,  I  move  reference  of 
the  orders  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  think  if  Coun. 
Watson  had  listened  to  the  remarks  I  made  he 
would  have  known  that  I  was  simply  referring  to 
the  charges  that  came  out  in  the  public  press. 
When  the  councilor  says  that  he  takes  very  little 
stock  in  what  he  reads  in  the  press,  my  memory 
needs  to  be  only  a  short  one  to  recall  that  last 
Monday  he  introduced  an  order  for  investigation 
of  the  "Charles  Street  .Tail,  about  which  he  knew 
nothing  whatever  except  what  he  saw  in  the  press. 

Coun.  WATSON— WiU  the  gentleman  yield  for 
a  moment,  Mr,  President? 

Coun.  LANE — In  a  moment  I  will  be  through. 
In  this  case  I  have  not  argued  against  the  city 
employees  working  for  the  Democratic  candidate. 
I  suspect  that  thej'  will.  They  ought  to;  they  are 
Democrats.  I  suspect  that  the  employees  on 
Beacon  Hill,  the  state  employees,  will  as  a  rule 
work  for  the  Republican  ticket,  and  I  would  he 
very  much  surprised  if  they  did  not.  What  I  do 
object  to,  however,  is  the  fact  that  funds  have  been 
solicited  from  city  employees.  Take  the  case  of 
the  firemen.  That  is  the  basis  on  which  I  intro- 
duced these  orders.  Last  year  or  a  year  and  a 
half  ago  we  passed  here,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  the  two-platoon  system,  from  humani- 
tarian motives,  as  we  claimed.  Now,  I  don't  think 
the  firemen  should  be  assessed  because  they  re- 
ceived something  in  that  way  from  the  City  of 
Boston.  That  is  what  I  object  to,  and  the  law 
specifically  states  that  it  shall  not  be  done.  I  only 
want  to  know  if  it  has  been  done,  that  is  all. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  orders  be  laid  on  the  table. 

President  DONOGHUE — The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  orders  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  but,  inasmuch  as  the  question  is  now 
on  suspension  of  the  rule,  I  merely  want  to  say 
that  I  think  we  are  not  going  about  this  in  the 
right  way.  I  know  that  another  councilor  and 
myself  talked  w'ith  a  high  official  of  the  Fire 
Department  the  following  day  after  the  story 
appeared  in  the  paper,  and  he  denied  that  any  fund 
had  been  raised  to  further  the  campaign  of  any 
candidate  for  office.  Now,  we  ha\'e  the  power  to 
summon  before  this  body  any  head  of  a  department. 
We  don't  have  to  have  a  public  hearing  or  anything 
of  the  kind.  Let  us  send  for  any  department  head 
concerned  in  the  matter,  and  ask  him  if  what  has 
been  stated  publicly  is  true.  I  don't  believe  it  is. 
I  doubt  if  it  is  possible  to  raise  that  sum  cf  money 
among  the  firemen.  So  I  think  it  is  better  to 
cletermiue  the  matter  ourselves,  sending  for  the 
department  head.     Sureh-  we  have  that  power. 

Coun.  AVATSON — Mr.  President.  I  simply 
want  to  correct  Coun.  Lane.  I  ofi'ered  no  order  to 
investigate  Charles  Street  Jail. 
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The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  declared 
lost.  Coun.  LANE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  "Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule  (a 
two-thirds  vote  being  necessary  for  suspension), 
yeas  5,  nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Lane,  Moriarty,  Purcell, 
Walsh— 5. 

Nays — Coun.  DonoKhue,  Gilbody,  Watson — 3. 

President  D0NOGHLT3— The  order  will  now  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SAFEGUARDING  OF  ELEVATORS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  the  following: 
An    Ordinance    Providing    for    the    Better    Safe- 
guarding  of   Passengers   in   Elevators. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  elevators  in  use  or  that  may 
be  installed  within  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
carrj'ing  of  passengers  are  required  to  have  placed 
thereon,  or  attached  thereto,  such  automatic 
locking  device,  electrical  or  mechanical,  as  will 
prevent  the  operation  of  the  cab  in  such  elevator,  in 
a  direction  away  from  the  floor,  while  any  gate, 
door  or  doors  at  the  landings  that  are  used  for 
entrance  thereto  or  exit  therefrom,  are  opened  or 
unsecured.  The  said  device  to  place  the  power  of 
controlling  the  elevator  beyond  the  control  of  the 
operator  while  any  such  gate,  door  or  doors  on  said 
landings  leading  to  or  from  the  cab  are  open  or 
unsecured,  except  that  a  device  shall  be  provided 
in  the  cab  to  render  the  locking  device  inoperative 
in  case  of  emergency. 

Sect.  2.  A  hoistway  door  or  gate  shall  be  con- 
sidered locked  when  within  four  (4)  inches  of  full 
closure,  if  at  this  point  and  any  other  up  to  full 
closure,  the  door  or  gate  is  prevented  from  being 
opened  more  than  four  (4)  inches  from  the  landing 
side. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion who  may  own  or  control  any  building  where 
passenger  elevators  are  used  shall  be  required  with- 
in one  year  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
to  have  said  automatic  device  placed  thereon  or 
attached  thereto,  the  same  to  be  in  perfect  opera- 
tion. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
for  each  offence. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.

David  I.  Walsh  and  Hon.  James  M.  Curley,  as 
candidates  for  Senator  and  Governor,  respectively." 


The  question  came  on  Coun.  Brickley's  motion 
to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table.

SITUATION   AT  HOUSE   OF   CORRECTION. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  State  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
rections on  November  11,  1924,  published  a 
statement  containing  serious  charges  against 
the  administration  of  the  House  of  Correction 
at  Deer  Island  ;   and 

Whereas,  Said  charges  specified  that  inter- 
ference by  the  Deputy  Commissioner  with  the 
authority  of  the  Master  and  Deputy  Master 
was  a  detriment  to  discipline ;  that  certain 
officers  were  drunk  on  the  premises,  were 
suspended  and  later  reinstated  :  that  certain  in- 
mates were  found  drunk :  that  certain  in- 
mates escaped  from  the  island  ;  that  drug  ad- 
dicts were  allowed  to  loaf  and  were  talcen  from 
the  custody  of  the  Master ;  that  certain  in- 
mates were  allowed  to  work  on  the  depart- 
ment boat ;  that  a  certain  officer  collected 
wages  illegally  ;  that  certain  officers  were  politi- 
cally active  in  a  recent  campaign  :  that  po- 
litical signs  were  made  on  the  island  under  the 
direction  of  an  officer ;  that  applications  of 
absentee  voters  among  inmates  were  made  out 
by  certain  officers  ;  that  officials  at  the  island 
allowed  an  inmate  to  be  released  against 
whom  they  held  a  warrant  on  another  charge  ; 
that  the  transfer  to  West  Rutland  of  two  in- 
mates suffering  from  tuberculosis  had  been 
unreasonably  delayed ;  that  certain  inmates 
were  found  smoking  in  a  wooden  hay  barn ; 
that  a  notice  of  an  unlawful  pass  system  to 
Deer  Island  was  issued  last  October ;  that  an 
obscene  picture  was  found  in  the  large  loafer 
hall ;    and    that    state    officials    had    made    re- 
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peated  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  of- 
ficials in  charge  of  the  Deer  Island  institution 
without  effect ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  charges  so  directly  affect  the 
very  foundation  of  a  department,  which  by 
the  nature  of  its  work  should  be  above  re- 
proach, that  their  truth  or  falsity  should  be 
decided  as  soon  as  possible ;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  General  Laws,  chapter  34, 
section  4,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bos- 
ton shall  have  the  power  and  perform  the 
duties  of  County  Commissioners,  and  in  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  126,  sections  1,  2  and  3, 
the  County  Commissioners  shall  be  inspec- 
tors of  prisons  in  their  counties  either  by 
themselves  or  by  a  committee  of  two  .  .  .  ; 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  County  Commissioners  be 
requested  to  make  a  complete  investigation  of 
the  charges  published  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Corrections  as  affecting  the  administration  of 
the  House  of  Correction  and  of  any  other 
matters   pertaining  to  the  institution.

Below  I  submit  a  copy  of  a  report  received 
from  the  medical  examiner  of  this  depart- 
ment: iifl^. 

"I  respectfully  report  that  John  A.  Noonan 
was  retired  from  this  department  on  Febru- 
ary 7,  1919.  I  have  a  medical  certificate  at 
hand,  signed  by  Dr.  E.  Granville  Crabtree, 
stating  that  John  A.  Noonan  died  on  July  6, 
1922,  following  an  operation  on  June  23,  1922, 
for  renal  calculus  (stone  in  the  kidney)  and 
that  he  had  symptoms  of  that  trouble  about 
two  years  prior  to  his  death.  The  doctor 
further  stated  that  another  material  fact  re- 
lating to  the  cause  of  his  death  was  "suppres- 
sion of  urine  in  the  remaining  normal  kidney 
following  etherization." 

It  appears  from  the  above  report  that 
Lieutenant  Noonan  was  pensioned  on  Febru- 
ary 7,  1919,  and  died  on  July  6,  1922,  follow- 
ing an  operation.  The  report  further  states 
that  the  symptoms  of  the  trouble  which  caused 
Lieutenant  Noonan's  death  did  not  appear  un- 
til two  years  before  his  death  which  was  some 
time  after  his  retirement.

In  explanation  of  the  foregoing  alternates, 
I  wish  to  say  that  the  $13,000  amount  is  the 
substitution  of  limestone  made  over  precast 
concrete  stone  to  give  a  more  architectural 
appearance  to  the  building.  The  $8,000  Camp- 
bell sash  is  intended  to  include  metal  sash  and 
frame  to  insure  a  more  fireproof  building. 
The  $3,200  Flex-or-crete  figure  is  used  to 
avoid  wood  slabs  where  wood  floors  are  used 
throughout   the   building. 

You  will  observe  by  this  statement,  that 
there  would  be  a  deficit  of  $34,989.48  taking 
into  consideration  the  lowest  bid  received.  In 
as  much  as  it  is  illegal  to  award  a  contract  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation,  it  will  be  im- 
possible   to    make    a    move    in    the    premises 


unless  a  further  appropriation  is  made.  I 
would  suggest  $50,000  as  the  least  possible 
figure  to  give  the  department  any  degree  of 
latitude. 

In  connection  with  this  whole  affair,  I  wish 
to  say  that  when  this  appropriation  was 
made  it  was  understood  that  the  site  would 
be  on  Pemberton  square  and  that  there  would 
be  little  or  none  of  this  money  utilized  to 
purchase  land.  Because  of  the  fact  that  vee 
purchased  a  site,  the  architects  were  obliged 
to  reduce  the  size  of  the  building  and  in 
calling  for  bids,  incorporated  several  alter- 
nates in  an  attempt  to  keep  within  the  ap- 
propriation.

SEPARATION   OF   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  24,  1924. 
To  the   City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  chapter  7  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1920  the  Institutions  Department 
was  established  ;  section  1  of  chapter  7  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1920  provided  that  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department,  the  Boston  Infirmary 
Department,  the  Children's  Institutions  De- 
partment and  the  Institutions  Registration 
Deparment,  be  abolished  and  that  all  the 
rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  said  de- 
partments   be    thereafter    exercised    and    per- 


formed by  the  Institutions  Department,  as  es- 
tablished bv  the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  chap- 
ter 222. 

Section  2  of  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1920  further  provided  that  the  Institutions 
Department  thus  created,  should  be  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  a  commissioner,  to 
be  known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions. 

I  have  always  believed  it  to  be  most  un- 
fortunate that  the  chronic  sick,  the  aged  poor 
and  neglected  children  should  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  commissioner  having  at  the 
same  time  the  custody  and  care  of  persons 
sentenced  for  the  commission  of  crime.  It 
has  been  my  purpose  that  this  deplorable  con- 
dition be  ended  and  with  that  object  in  view, 
for  more  than  two  years  negotiations  have 
been  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
the  property  formerly  known  as  the  Elks' 
Hospital  property  at  Parker  Hill,  Roxbury. 
It  has  taken  nearly  two  years  to  acquire  title 
but  this,  happily,  at  last,  has  been  done  and 
it  is  my  purpose  in  the  event  that  the  ordi- 
nance here  submitted  is  adopted,  to  recom- 
mend to  the  City  Council  in  January  an  ap- 
propriation in  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  with  the 
debt  limit  for  the  erection  of  a  chronic  hos- 
pital, with  such  suitable  quarters  as  may  be 
necessary  for  nurses,  orderlies,  internes,  phy- 
sicians  and   surgeons,   at   Parker   Hill. 

Upon  the  completion  of  this  institution  it 
will  be  possible  not  only  to  transfer  the 
chronic  sick  from  the  institution  at  Long 
Island  but  to  provide  treatment  in  future  for 
the  chronic  sick  in  a  section  of  the  city 
where  the  opportunities  for  medical  and 
surgical  service  of  the  highest  character  may 
be  found. 

It  is  my  purpose,  in  addition,  with  the  aid 
of  the  City  Council,  upon  the  abandonment  of 
the  West  Roxbury  institution  by  the  federal 
government  to  transfer  the  aged  poor  from 
Long   Island   to  West   Roxbury. 

The    initial    step    in    the    program    is    repre- 
sented today  by  the  amendments  to  ordinances 
as   here   proposed   and   which   I   sincerely   trust 
the  City  Council,  in  its  wisdom,  will  approve.

Sect.  5.  Prior  to  the  appointment  and 
qualification  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Com- 
missioner the  Institutions  Commissioner  shall 
continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Penal 
Institutions   Commissioner.

VETO  OF  SADIE  ROSENBLATT  PAYMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  25,  1924. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  withou' 
my  approval,  order  of  the  City  Council  adopted 
under  date  of  November  10,  1924,  providing  that 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  389  of  the  Acts  of 
1924,  the  suta  of  $5,000  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Sadie  Rosenblatt,  mother  of  Beatrice  Rosenblatt, 
who  was  accidentally  killed  by  an  aeroplane  at 
Franklin  Field  on  June  24,  1919. 

I  'have  approved  the  acceptance  of  the  legis- 
lative act,  and  I  am  willing,  if  the  Council  so  votes, 
to  approve  an  order  for  the  payment  of  $2,500, 
whicn  was  the  amount  allowed  in  1923  in  the  case 
of  John  L.  Benaglia,  in  which  the  circumstances 
were  similar.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  November 
18,  1924,  in  re  Nellie  Long,  I  beg  to  report  as 
follows: 

Chapter  437  of  the  Acts  of  1924  provide  that  the 
City  of  Boston  may  pay  to  Nellie  Long,  the  mother 
of  James  Long,  a  pupil  of  the  William  B.  Black- 
stone  School,  who  was  injured  while  escorting  said 
pupil  to  said  school  by  falling  on  the  sidewalk  in 
the  school  yard,  which  fall  was  occasioned  by  an 
accumulation  of  ice  and  snow,  the  sum  of  $1,500 
as  full  compensation  on  the  part  of  said  city  for  said 
injuries. 
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This  act  was  adopted  as  the  result  of  an  accident 
that  happened  in  the  school  yard  of  the  William 
Blacjcstone  School,  when  Mrs.  Nellie  Long  was 
taking  her  young  son  to  the  kindergarten  grade, 
there  having  been  allowed  to  accumulate  snow  and 
ice  on  the  walks,  causing  her  to  fall.  On  account 
of  her  great  weight  she  sustained  a  broken  shoulder 
and  fractured  elbow.  She  was  confined  to  her  bed 
for  a  long  period,  and  finally  on  May  31,  1924,  died, 
leaving  a  husband  and  three  children,  aged  thirteen, 
eleven  and  seven,  respectively.  Her  death 
occurred  while  this  bill  was  pending.  The  bill  pro- 
vides that  payment  shall  be  made  to  Nellie  Long. 

I  consulted  with  Representative  John  I.  Fitz- 
gerald, who  is  the  petitioner  for  the  legislation,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  to  him  that  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  bill  provides  for  payment  to  Nellie 
Long,  and  Nellie  Long  being  dead,  that  it  might 
create  some  complication  if  your  Honor  were  to 
sign  this  order  in  its  present  form,  and  suggested 
to  him  that  it  might  avoid  any  complication  if  this 
order  was  not  adopted  by  the  city  government,  and 
that  in  the  next  Legislature  a  similar  bill  be  intro- 
duced which  woula  provide  that  payment  be  made 
to  James  Long,  husband  of  Nellie  Long.  Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald  agreed  with  this  view  of  the 
matter. 

In  view  of  all  tte  circumstances,  $1,500  seems  to 
be  a  reasonable  amount.

CHANGE  IN  WEST  ROXBURY  BUS  ROUTE. 

Coun.  PURCELL  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  route  specified  in  the  existing 
license  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
to  operate  motor  vehicles  between  the  junction  of 
Belgrade  avenue  and  Centre  street.  West  Roxbury 
district,  and  the  junction  of  Centre  and  Eliot 
streets,  Jamaica  Plain  district,  be  changed  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Via  Centre  street,  May  street.  Pond  street, 
Arborway  and  Centre  street  to  the  Monument; 
and  return  over  the  same  route." 

Coun.  PURCELL — This  simply  means  chang- 
ing, shortening  up  the  present  route,  instead  of 
putting  in  a  new  order,  and  involves  a  continuance 
still  of  the  present  5-cent  fare. 
"Coun.  MORIARTY— I  understood  Coun.  Pur- 
cell  to  ask  Mr.  Dana  in  committee  if  they  would 
run  over  that  route  at  the  present  rate  of  fare,  and 
he  would  not  give  any  assurance  that  he  would, 
but  said  that  that  would  probably  be  the  result, 
and  that  he  would  take  it  up  along  that  line  with 
the  trustees.  If  we  don  t  look  out,  there  may  be 
a  loophole  there,  and  if  we  vote  now  to  change 
the  route  the  fare  charged  may  be  6  cents.  What 
will  we  do  then 

Coun.  PURCELL — We  can  vote  against  it.  I 
don't  care  what  the  Council  does,  whether  it 
passes  or  reject  the  order,  but  I  think  we  should 
do  something.  This  is  something  that  will  bene- 
fit a  number  of  voters  in  the  City  of  Boston  out 
that  way,  and  I  understand  that  there  will  be  no 
change  in  the  fare  for  the  present. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— At  the  hearing  held  in 
Jamaica  Plain  the  majority  of  the  people  were 
opposed  to  the  proposed  change.  We  find  two 
women  here  this  afternoon  who  live  in  the  district 
who  were  not  present  at  the  hearing  in  Jamaica 
Plain,  but  who  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to 
appear  here  after  having  gone  around  with  a  peti- 
tion, and  they  have  filed  that  petition  here.  I 
think  that  is  unfair  to  the  people  of  the  district, 
who  were  notified  of  the  public  hearing,  and  these 
people  who  did  not  go  to  that  hearing,  have  now 
come  down  here  with  another  petition. 

Coun.  PURCELL — The  gentleman  is  wrong 
when  he  says  they  come  in  here  with  another 
petition.  This  proposed  change,  as  embodied  in 
the  order,  as  I  understand  it,  is  satisfactory  to  the 
people  of  the  district,  and  it  was  understood  here 
with  Mr.  Dana  that  that  was  the  proper  way  to 
do  it  to  satisfy  the  people. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  don  t  know  what  has 
gone  on  since  the  public  hearing,  but  I  understand 
that  these  women,  who  talked  to  me  this  after- 
noon, both  live  on  Eliot  street.  Mrs.  Brennan 
tells  me  that  her  husband  was  present  at  the 
meeting  held  there  and  was  in  favor  of  removing 
the  jitneys  from  that  street.  If  I  remember  right, 
and  I  think  the  records  will  show  it,  those  who 
were  in  attendance  at  that  public  hearing  were 
opposed  to  a  change.  When  the  vote  was  taken 
by  the  presiding  officer,  Coun.  Purcell,  the  majority 
of  the  people  at  that  hearing  voted  against  a 
change. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Excuse  me  for  interrupting. 
The  original  order  was  to  eliminate  May  and 
Pond  streets  and  carry  the  route  all  the  way 
along  Centre  street.  That  was  the  reason  for  the 
objection.  It  was  the  people  living  in  the  May 
street  section  of  Jamaica  Plain  who  objected. 
The  people  on  Burroughs  and  Eliot  streets  were 
in  favor  of  the  proposed  change.  But  the  thing 
was  entirely  different  from  this.  This  proposes 
to  go  all  along  Centre  street,  eliminating  May  and 
Pond  streets 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  you  are  putting  it 
along  the  Arborway,  and  I  don  t  know  whether 
people  on  the  Arborway  want  it.  It  is  going  to 
discommode  some  people,  I  suppose. 

Coun.  GILBODY — A  short  delay  in  acting  will 
not  do  any  harm. 

Coun.  PURCELL — It  makes  no  difference  to 
me. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Dana  said  he  was 
instructed  by  the  trustees  to  favor  the  proposition, 
but  that  if  it  went  through  it  would  be  a  6-oent 
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fare.  If  we  pass  this  today,  with  the  vote  already 
taken  by  the  trustees,  there  will  be  a  6-cent 
fare.  I  think  we  as  individual  members  of  the 
Council  ought  to  protect  ourselves,  because  if  we 
start  in  changing  the  route,  having  in  mind  the 
vote  the  trustees  have  already  taken,  they  will 
start  in  with  a  6-cent  fare,  and  we  will  be  over- 
board. 

Coun.  WATSON— Can  they,  with  this  order? 

Coun.  PURCELL— No.  This  order  merely 
changes  the  route. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Have  we  a  right  to  change 
an  existing  route  without  the  consent  of  the 
Elevated 

Coun.  WATSON— The  Elevated  are  asking  for 
it. 

Coun.  M  ORIARTY— No,  they  are  not.  We  are 
asking  for  it. 

Coun.  LANE — We  have  the  right  to  grant  a 


route;  therefore,  we  have  the  right  to  change  the 
route.  I  understand  that  that  is  all  that  is  asked 
for  here. 

Coun.  WALSH — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jitney  Licenses. 

The  President  put  the  motion  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  Committee  on  Jitney  Licenses,  and 
declared  that  it  was  not  a  vote.  Coun.  Moriarty 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Council  voted  to  refer  the  order  to  the 
Committee  on  Jitney  Licenses,  yeas,  5,  nays  3:

MUNICIPAL  BUILDING,  BRIGHTON— VETO. 

The  following  was  received; 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  15,  1924. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  without 
my  approval,  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  December  8,  1924,  providing  for  the 
acceptance  of  chapter  399  of  the  Acts  of  1924, 
making  provision  for  the  erection  of  a  municipal 
building  in  the  Brighton-Allston  district  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

This  bill  authorizes  the  city  to  borrow  money 
outside  the  debt  limit  for  this  purpose  and  in  my 
opinion  this  action  should  only  be  taken  in  cases 
of  extreme  emergency.  The  most  pressing  need  of 
the  Brighton-Allston  district  at  the  present  time 
is  a  courthouse  and  the  city  has  made  provision  for 
the  construction  of  the  same. 

It  would  be  most  pleasing  for  me  to  approve 
legislation  of  this  character  desired  by  so  many 
persons  of  Brighton-Allston  and  I  would  gladly 
do  so  provided  there  was  some  way  I  could  justify 
it.  The  necessity,  however,  of  securing  sufficierit 
funds  at  an  early  date  for  erection  of  the  Chronic 
Hospital  at  Parker  Hill,  the  replacement  of  the 
main  water  line  of  the  city  which  has  been  in  use 
sine  1800  and  which  will  probably  represent  an 
expenditure  in  excess  of  a  million  dollars,  the 
necessity  for  the  appropriation  outside  the  debt 
limit  of  sufficient  funds  to  proceed  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  main  traffic  highway  through  the 
center  of  the  business  district  of  the  city  as  recom- 
mended by  the  City  Planning  Board  and  approved 
by  the  business  interests,  which  will  represent  an 
expenditure  in  excess  of  thirty  millions  of  dollart, 
are,  in  my  opinion,  matters  of  primary  importance 
that  take  precedence  over  the  legislation  as  here 
proposed,  and  until  such  time  as  the  necessities 
have  been  provided  which  are  required  for  the 
protection  of  life  and  property  of  the  people  of  the 
city  we  must  forego  demands  of  this  character 
regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  that  may  be 
displeased  or  the  pressure  that  is  exerted  to  secure 
immediate  action  upon  the  improvement  desired.

RESOLUTIONS    ON    DEATH    OF    SAMUEL 
GOMPERS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  13,  1924. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  world's  foremost  advocate  and 
champion  of  the  rights  of  the  toiler,  in  answer  to 
the  summons  of  his  Maker,  has  passed  to  the  Great 
Beyond. 

The  people  of  America,  regardless  of  station, 
race,  creed  or  color,  mourn  the  death  of  labor's 
leader  and  humanity's  champion,  Samuel  Gompers. 

His  leadership  both  in  peace  and  in  war  was 
dedicated  to  the  welfare  of  his  fellow  man  and  the 
country  of  his  adoption,  the  United  States  of 
America.  Wlien  elevated  to  the  position  of  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  nearly 
a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  he  found  the  creators  of 
the  nation's  wealth,  those  who  toiled  with  hands 
and  brain,  working  long  hours  with  insufficient 
return  to  provide  for  the  actual  need  of  their 
families.  Under  his  leadership  the  twelve-hour 
day  in  industry  was  changed  for  the  more  humane 
eight-hour  day,  the  Saturday  half-holiday  is  today 
operative  in  substantially  every  state  of  the  union, 
and  protection  for  the  toiler  and  the  dependents  of 
the  toiler  have  been  made  possible  through  the 
Workingmen's  Compensation  Act  and  the  ]\Iothtrs' 
Aid  Act,  the  saving  wage  has  been  substituted  for 
the  starvation  wage,  and  the  problem  of  part-time 
employment  is  receiving  consideration  from  the 
thoughtful   minds  in  America. 

Through  his  leadership  American  labor  has  been 
prevented  from  accepting  the  tenets  of  communism 
and  has  been  permitted  to  continue  American. 
His  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  toiler,  to  the 
happiness  of  his  home,  and  to  genuine  Americanism 
is  deserving  of  consideration  and  action  by  the  city 
government  of  Boston,  and  I  accordingly  recom- 
mend the  adoption  by  your  honorable  body  of  an 
order  providing  that  the  flags  on  all  public  build- 
ings of  the  City  of  Boston  be  flown  at  half-mast 
upon  the  day  of  the  funeral  of  Samuel  Gompers, 
and  further,  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  expressing 
the  sorrow  of  the  people  of  Boston  at  the  great  loss 
sustained  by  America  in  the  death  of  Samuel 
Gompers.

Ordered,  That  the  late  Samuel  Gompers  once 
being  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  later 
one  of  the  leading  figures  of  our  country,  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  represent  the  city  at  the  funeral  services.

INCREASE   OF   LOCAL   JITNEY   FARES.

Memobandum  for  Boston  City  Council. 

Reasons  for  increase  from  5  cents  to  G  cents  for 

local  fare  on  bus  rides. 

1.  The  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way are  directed  to  fix  rates  of  fare  which  in  their 
judgment  will  reasonably  insure  sufficient  income 
to  meet  the  cost  of  service.  If  the  income  is  not 
sufficient  any  deficit  caused  thereby  may  be 
assessed  upon  the  cities  and  towns  served.  The 
City  of  Boston  pays  over  70  per  cent  of  any  such 
deficit. 

2.  In  the  year  ending  July  1,  1923,  the  income 
no  more  than  met  the  cost  of  service  through  the 
receipt  of  $144,000  fiom  settlement  of  claims  for 
previous  years. 

During  the  months  of  July,  August,  September 
and  October,  the  receipts  were  less  than  the  cor- 
responding period  of  the  pi;evious  year  by  $1,042,- 
556.11. 

In  October  a  wage  increase  was  granted  by 
arbitration  of  about  3^  per  cent.  This  increases 
expenses  about  $500,000  per  annum. 

The  foregoing  shows  the  reason  why  it  was 
necessary  to  take  steps  to  increase  the  income  for 
the  succeeding  year. 

The  trustees  made  the  smallest  possible  increase, 
to  wit:  One  cent  on  the  local  fares  on  street  rail- 
way lines.  The  same  increase  should  be  made  upon 
the  bus  rates  because: 

1.  The  added  revenue  is  necessary  in  order  to 
meet  the  cost  of  service. 

2.  It  constitutes  unreasonable  discrimination  to 
maintain  these  five-cent  lines  when  it  has  been 
necessary  to  increase  the  fare  upon  street  railway 
lines  furnishing  substantially  siuiilar  service. 

3.  The  bus  lines  in  general  are  service  lines, 
that  is,  they  are  not  operated  at  a  profit,  but  to 
fulfill  tlie  function  of  furnishing  some  service  to 
the  region  in  which  they  are  opciated. 

Operated  at  the  same  rate  of  fare  as  the  similar 
street  car  service  they  impose  some  burden  upon 
the  rest  of  the  system  and  it  is  unreasonable  for 
this  burden  to  be  increased  by  maintaining  a 
lower  fare. 

4.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  trustees  to  do  away 
with  the  six-cent  fare  for  local  rides  and  restore 
the  previous  five-cent  fare  at  as  early  a  day  as 
possible.  The  maintenance  of  the  five-cent  fare 
on  the  bus  lines  to  the  amount  that  it  decreases 


the  revenue  otherwise  receivable  postpones  the 
day  when  this  can  be  done  and  .is  consequently 
favoring  riders  on  the  bus  lines  at  the  expense  of 
the  large  body  of  the  citizens  of  Boston.

EXPENSE    OF    REDISTRICTING    BOSTON. 

President  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order- 
That  the  City  Auditor  inform  the  City  Council 
what  expense,  if  any,  has  been  paid  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  on  account  of  the  legislative  commis- 
sion appointed  to  redistrict  the  wards  of  the  city. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  in  the  chair. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  intro- 
duce this  order  at  this  time  because  of  the  report 
which  hag  recently  been  given  to  some  of  the  news- 
paper reporters  relative  to  the  plans  w  hich  are  being 
mapped  out  by  the  committee  which  was  appointed 
to  redistrict  Boston.  Originally  this  committee 
was  given  authority  by  the  Republican  Legislature 
which  in  previous  years  has  always  been  vested  in 
the  City  Council  of  the  City  cf  Boston;  but  this 
year  the  Republican  Legislature,  in  order  to  gerry- 
mander our  city,  appointed  a  committee  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  Senators,  composed  of  seven  Re- 
publicans and  four  Democrats,  to  redistrict  Demo- 
cratic Boston,  it  being  known  when  they  did  so 
that  they  would  make  an  absolutely  biased  report, 
and  from  what  information  has  already  been  given 
to  the  press  they  are  well  living  up  to  their  reputa- 
tion. This  committee  was  supposed  to  have 
private  quarters,  as  I  understand  it,  in  the  City 
Hall,  and  an  expense  account  of  $3,000  was  to  be 
at  their  disposal,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  citizens  of 
Boston.  The  City  Council  has  refused  to  sanction 
the  bill  for  $3,000  and  has  also  protested  against 
the  granting  of  any  space  in  this  hall  to  that  com- 
mittee, but  I  have  been  informed  that  space  has 
been  provided  for  them  and  that  they  have  been 
working  behind  closed  doors,  the  press  not  even 
being  allowed  to  go  into  the  room  to  attend  any  of 
the  meetings  of  the  committee.  No  one  in  the 
employ  of  the  City  of  Boston  up  to  the  present  time 
has  been  given  any  information  by  that  committee 
as  to  what  they  expect  to  be  able  to  accomplish. 
This  committee,  composed  of  seven  Republicans 
and  four  Denaocrats,  appointed  a  subcommittee  to 
make  a  report  to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
they  appointed  on  that  subcommittee  Senator 
Clark  from  Dorchester,  Representative  Keniston 
from  the  Back  Bay,  and  Carrol  Meins,  Representa- 
tive from  Roxbury,  who  originally  introduced  the 
order  to  take  the  power  away  from  the  City  Council, 
and  they  refused  absolutely  to  give  the  Democratic 
Party  any  representative  whatever  on  that  sub- 
committee. Even  though  this  is  a  Democratic 
city  by  over  70,000  votes,  we  find  that  this  com- 
mittee of  gerrymanderers  appointed  a  subcom- 
mittee without  giving  any  representative  what- 
ever to  the  Democratic  Party  in  our  city,  even 
though  the  chairman  of  the  Democratic  City 
Committee  is  a  member  cf  the  committee  of  the 
whole.  From  what  reports  have  been  gleaned  by 
the  enterprise  of  newspaper  reporters,  we  find 
certain  things,  and  I  believe  the  only  reports 
the  newspaper  men  have  received  have  been 
through  their  own  initiative  and  not  through 
voluntary  wish  of  that  committee.  They  have  so 
laid  out  this  city  of  ours  that  they  have  eliminated 
practically  in  theirentirety  tour  Democratic  wards. 
They  have  not  disturbed  a  single  Republican  ward 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  In  fact,  they  have  added  to 
the  districts  which  have  been  Republican  in  years 
gone  by.  They  have  segregated  the  people  of  the 
Jewish  race  so  that  they  ore  now  all  thrown  into  a 
district  by  themselves  in  Dorchester,  proving  that 
they  only  tolerate  the  Jewish  citizens  of  our  city. 


They  have  done  the  same  thing  in  so  far  as  the 
negro  in  our  city  is  concerned  and,  while  at  the 
present  time  Ward  13  is  practically  an  even  district 
between  the  Democrats  and  the  Republicans,  as 
represented  by  the  negro  people  in  the  Republican 
part  of  the  ward,  they  are  denied  representation 
and  sent  out  to  Jamaica  Plain.  They  have  made 
one  ward  of  East  Boston,  composed  of  over  14,000 
voters,  one  ward  of  Charlestown,  one  ward  of 
the  West  End,  bringing  old  Ward  5  all  the  way  up 
through  the  South  End  to  Waltham  street,  and 
they  have  brought  Democratic  Ward  12  from  the 
outline  from  the  outskirts  of  Roxbury  down  to 
the  other  side  of  Waltham  street,  eliminating 
entirely  the  ward  I  come  from.  Ward  6.  Of 
course,  I  personally  did  not  expect  any  better 
treatment.  But  I  notice  that  Mr.  Keniston,  who 
is  a  member  of  this  gerrymandering  committee,  has 
recently  been  appointed  as  his  reward  to  the  job 
of  chairmanship  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission.  Senator  Clark,  from  Dorchester, 
has  so  manipulated  the  thing  that  he  has  eliminated 
the  Jewish  voters  from  his  district,  so  that  he  can 
be  a  candidate  for  the  incoming  City  Council. 
Martin  Hays  of  Brighton  has  so  manipulated  the 
Brighton  district  that  he  comes  all  the  way  down 
through  to  Kenmore  Station,  jumping  over  from 
the  Brookline  line,  the  natural  boundary  line  of 
Brighton  at  the  Cottage  Farm  Bridge,  and  coming 
all  the  way  down  until  he  joins  with  Ward  8.  No 
Republican  ward  is  disturbed.  If  East  Boston  is  a 
district  by  itself,  and  if  Charlestown  is  a  district 
by  itself,  then  so  is  Brighton,  and  they  are  not  en- 
titled to  come  all  the  way  from  Brighton  into 
Ward  8  to  pick  up  the  necessary  1,200  or  1,500 
votes  in  order  that  they  make  two  wards  of  Brigh- 
ton. In  fact,  I  personally  think  that  this  is  about 
as  raw  a  deal  as  has  ever  been  inflicted  upon  the 
people  of  our  city,  and  I  think  that  the  Democratic 
citizens  of  Boston  are  entitled  under  the  present 
set-up  of  our  political  parties  to  a  better  represen- 
tation in  the  incoming  City  Council  than  they  will 
receive  under  this  gerrymandering  act.  Under 
this  act  the  Republican  Party  are  positively  as- 
sured of  at  least  nine  or  ten  city  councilors  out  of  a 
total  of  twenty-two,  anQ  they  are  not  entitled  to 
that  number.  This  city  of  ours  is  Democratic  by 
over  70,000  votes,  and  this  state  of  ours  is  on  the 
wavering  line,  as  demonstrated  by  the  vote  for 
United  States  Senator  as  between  Speaker  of  the 
House  Gillette  and  the  Hon.  David  I.  Walsh, 
when  in  a  presidential  year  there  was  a  difference 
of  less  than  8,000  votes  between  the  two  candidates 
in  our  state.  With  Boston  under  this  plan  en- 
titled to  less  than  twenty-five  Democratic  repre- 
sentatives in  the  General  Court,  and  with  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  entitled  to  possibly  eleven  or 
twelve  Democratic  members  at  the  most,  a  Council 
now  composed  of  eight  Democrats  and  one  Re- 
publican, I  say  it  is  about  time  that  some  action 
was  taken  to  prevent  this  iniquitous  scheme  of  the 
Republican  Party  to  divide  and  disrupt  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  in  our  city  from  going  into  effect.  If 
they  dare  to  file  any  such  report  as  is  now  con- 
templated, I  will  predict  that  the  courts  of  our 
Commonwealth  will  never  stand  for  such  an  unfair 
gerrymandering  scheme.  I  hope  that  the  order 
will  go  upon  its  passage. 
The  order  was  passed. 


SEWERS   IN  BRIGHTON. 

Coun  WALSH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Everett 
street,  Brighton,  from  Adams  street  to  Hichborn 
street,  and  in  Arthur  street,  Brighton,  from  Hich- 
born street  to  North  Beacon  street.

POWERS  OF  CITY  COUNCIL    IN  COUNTY 
MATTERS. 

President  DONOGHUE— Gentlemen  of  the 
Council,  the  Chair  at  this  time  will  make  a  state- 
ment with  reference  to  tlie  co-called  investigation 
of  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island  in  order 
to  make  his  position  as  a  member  and  President  of 
the  Council  a  matter  of  record.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Chair  that  the  committee  of  the  City  Council 
on  Inspection  of  Prisons  has  the  right  at  any  time 
.  to  visit,  inspect,  and  inquire  into  conditions  at  the 
Jail  or  House  of  Correction,  and  that  the  City 
Council,  as  such,  has  the  riglit  and  power,  either  as 
a  body  or  by  a  duly  authorized  committee,  to  in- 


vestigate the  management  of  the  county  institu- 
tions or  any  other  institutions  or  department  for 
which  they  appropriate  money.  The  right  of  the 
City  Council,  by  itself  or  by  a  duly  authorized 
committee,  to  investigate  the  county  institutions 
by  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  and  which 
are  exercised  in  other  counties  by  the  county  com- 
missioners, has  been  established  by  precedent  and 
confirmed  by  an  opinion  furnished  to  the  City 
Council  on  February  24,  1914,  by  the  then  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  Hon.  John  A.  Sullivan,  in  the  matter 
of  the  investigation  of  the  County  .Tail.  And  in 
pursuance  to  that  opinion  the  Council  passed  an 
order  authorizing  their  Committee  on  Inspection 
of  Prisons  to  make  that  investigation  and  the 
investigation  was  made,  and  the  hearings  were 
held,  and  the  witnesses  examined  at  City  Hall,  I 
might  point  out  that  the  Council  which  obtained 
this  opinion  and  concurred  in  it,  contained  four 
lawyers  of  high  standing  in  the  community, 
Messrs.  Kenny,  Collins,  Coulthurst  and  Attridge. 
Acting  apparently  on  the  theory  that  there  is  a 
board  of  county  commissioners  for  Suffolk  County 
consisting  of  the  nine  members  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor,  thereby  making  a  board  of  ten 
members,  five  members  of  the  Council  have  as- 
samed  that  they  are  county  commissioners,  have 
i^alled  meetings,  elected  a  chairman  and  a  secretary, 
and  propose  to  hold  hearings  and  conduct  an 
investigation  of  the  House  of  Correction.  Their 
proceedings  are  open  to  two  objections,  first,  that 
if  there  is  a  board  of  ten  county  commissioners, 
five  is  not  a  majority;  and  second,  that  the 
county  commissioners  of  Suffolk  County,  if  such 
a  body  existed,  would  be  a  board  consisting  of  the 
City  Council  of  Boston,  the  City  Council  of  Chelsea 
and  the  County  Commissioners  of  Middlesex. 
However,  neither  of  these  objections  are  of  particu- 
lar moment,  for  the  reason  that  the  Supreme  Court 
in  a  case  reported  in  114  Mass.,  page  417,  decided, 
and  made  the  bald  statement  "that  there  are  no 
county  commissioners  in  Suffolk";  and  there  has 
been  no  substantive  change  in  the  law  relating  to 
county  commissioners  since  that  decision  was  made. 
No  matter  what  the  individual  opinion  of  members 
of  the  Council  may  be,  it  has  been  settled  by  the 
highest  tribunal  that  county  commissioners  do 
not  exist  for  this  county.  The  action  so  far  taken 
by  these  self-constituted  county  commissioners, 
except  in  so  far  as  it  has  been  taken  in  their  ca- 
pacity as  the  Committee  on  Inspection  of  PrL-^ons, 
is,  in  the  Chair's  opinion,  illegal  and  unwarranted. 
Illegal,  because  there  are  no  county  commissioners, 
and  unwarranted  because  it  is  not  the  action  of  a 
majority  under  their  own  contention.  They  now 
find  themselves  in  an  untenable  position,  and  pro- 
pose to  ask  for  outside  legal  advice.  'The  Chair 
sees  no  reason,  when  the  proper  course  of  procedure 
has  been  clearly  established  both  by  precedent 
and  legal  opinion,  for  splitting  hairs  and  casting 
doubts  on  the  powers  which  we  have  exercised  as  a 
City  Council  for  more  than  fourteen  years.  Our 
powers  have  been  curtailed  enough  by  a  hostile 
Legislature  without  any  additional  assistance  from 
our  own  members.  We  can  quibble  all  day  about 
the  exact  meaning  of  this  phrase  or  that  phrase 
and  at  the  end  there  will  probably  be  nine  different 
opinions,  but  why  quibble  when  we  have  an  es- 
tablished method  of  procedure,  backed  up  by  the 
opinion  of  the  former  Corporation  Counsel  which 
stnnds  imtil  it  is  reversed  or  overturned.  The 
Chair  makes  this  statement  without  intending  to 
reflect  in  any  way  on  any  member  of  the  Council, 
but  believing  it  is  time  to  return  to  an  orderly  and 
legal  method  of  transacting  the  business  of  the 
Council,  whether  under  the  powers  conferred  on  it 
which  are  exercised  by  county  commissioners  in 
other  counties,  or  in  any  other  capacity.  Let 
me  state,  gentlemen,  that  that  is  my  opinion, 
and  I  make  that  statement  for  the  purposes  of  the 
record.  I  will  recognize  any  other  member  of  the 
Council  on  a  question  of  personal  privilege,  to 
make  any  statement  he  desires.  I  simply  wish  to 
make  it  plain  that  my  reason  for  nonparticipation 
in  the  farce  was  for  the  reasons  that  I  have  just 
stated  to  the  Council.

LEGALITY    OF    UNION    TERMINAL    COM- 
PANY BUS  LINE. 

Coun.  PURCELL  offered  the  following: 
That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested 
to  furnish  his  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Union  Terminal  Company,  which  oper- 
ates a  bus  line  between  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence, has  any  right  to  take  on  and  discharge 
passengers  between  Boston  and  points  within 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  without  a  jitney 
license,  so  called. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  I  might 
add,  in  putting  this  order  in,  that  the  permis- 
sion to  run  this  jitney  line  between  Boston 
and  Providence  was  granted  to  the  Conway 
Motor  Tours,  and  that  the  right  was  sold  out 
or  turned  over  to  the  Union  Terminal  Com- 
pany, who  have  been  running  jitneys  between 
Boston  and  Providence.  I  have  already, 
through  the  Street  Commissioners,  had  their 
permit  taken  away  to  stand  over  the  allotted 
time  on  Stuart  street,  and  have  had  stopped 
their  nine  stops  on  Washington  street,  in  the 
busiest  part  of  Boston,  averaging  ten  or  fif- 
teen  minutes   a   day   nine   times   a   day,   when 


if  any  member  of  this  body  or  any  citizen  of 
Boston  parked  his  car  on  Washington  street 
over  three  minutes  he  would  be  taken  to  task. 
But  this  company  has  come  in,  without  a  li- 
cense, and  is  running  a  jitney  line  between 
Boston  and  Providence,  and  seems  to  be  doing 
about  as  it  pleases.  I  realize  that  under  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Law  we  have  no  juris- 
diction over  jitneys  running  between  different 
states,  but  this  company  picks  up  passengers 
anywhere  on  our  streets  and  leaves  them  any- 
where in  Massachusetts.  Yesterday  I  hap- 
pened to  be  behind  when  one  of  these 
buses,  traveling  between  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence, stopped  at  the  corner  of  Alford  and 
Centre  streets,  picked  up  a  passenger,  and 
left  the  passenger  off  at  Wrentham.  A  dol- 
lar is  charged  for  such  a  fare.  I  think  this  is 
a  matter  that  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  City  Council,  and  I  will  ask  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  to  give  me  a  ruling  on  the 
matter. 

The  order   was   passed. 


ANNUITY   TO   WIDOW    OF    C.   J.    O'BRIEN, 
JR. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  the  following: 
That  an  annuity  of  $600  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  widow  of  (jornelius  J.  O'Brien, 
Jr.,  late  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  who 
died  from  injuries  received  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  said  annuity  to  continue  so  long 
as  she  remains  unmarried,  and  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Fire  Department, 
Pensions   and  Annuities.

PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
know  what  revenue  the  City  of  Boston  derives 
out  of  these  boxes,  and  I  don't  know  where 
they  are  built,  although  I  understand  that 
they  are  built  in  Baltimore,  and  that  they 
are  handled  by  a  Baltimore  firm.  I  think, 
where  we  have  so  many  men  out  of  work  in 
Boston,  that  our  people  here  should  have  a 
chance  to  do  that  work,  instead  of  having  it 
sent  to  Baltimore,  hundreds  of  miles  away. 
I  think  the  Street  Commissioner  should  be 
sent  for  and  that  he  should  give  us  an  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  matter.

In  reply  to  the  attached  order  of  Council,  dated 
December  29,  1924,  as  to  whether  or  not,  in  my 
opinion,  "all  the  public  alleys  are  properly  lighted, 
and  what  action,  if  any,  is  needed  to  provide  for 
the  lighting  of  private  alleys  and  passageways  in 
the  city  proper":  Tnis  order  was  not  transmitted, 
as  is  customary,  from  your  office  but  evidently 
found  its  way  here  directly  from  the  City  Clerk's 
office. 

The  public  alleys  are  pretty  generally  well 
lighted.  In  regard  to  private  alleys  and  passage- 
ways, the  Corporation  Counsel  ruled  on  January 
26,  1921,  in  connection  with  a  lamp  to  be  located 
in  a  private  way  in  the  rear  of  Ellery  and  South- 
ampton streets  to  accommodate  tenants  living  in 
houses  abutting  on  the  private  way,  that  the 
Highway  Division  of  this  department  had  no 
authority  to  provide  lights  except  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  genera!  public.

ADDITIONAL   APPROPRIATIONS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  5,  1925. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Anticipating  increased  demands 
for  charities,  corrections  and  hospitals  as  a  con- 
sequence of  depression  in  industry,  the  City  of 
Boston  requested  authority  from  the  liCgislature 
to  establish  its  own  tax  limit  and  also  a  measure 
providing  a  tax  limit  of  SI  3,  so  that  in  the  event 
that  the  Legislature  refused  to  grant  the  same 
rights  to  the  City  of  Boston  that  are  enjoyed  by 
every  other  city  in  the  Commonwealth  we  would 
at  least  be  able  to  secure  sufficient  funds  to  prop- 
erly administer  the  activities  of  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  city. 

The  Legislature,  in  its  wisdom,  saw  fit  not  only 
to  reject  the  request  for  authority  to  fix  the  limit 
for  the  Cit.v  of  Boston  but  arbitrarily  refused  the 


amount  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  city  author- 
ities was  necessary,  namely,  $13,  and  reduced  it 
to  $12.75. 

As  a  con,sequence  of  the  action  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  of  the  unemployment  situation  which 
has  developed  during  the  past  year  it  now  appears 
necessary  to  borrow  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  the  sum  of  $150,000  and  for 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  the  sum  of 
$75,000. 

The  obligation  of  the  city  to  the  soldier  and  the 
dependent  of  the  soldier  and  the  worthy  poor 
requires  that  everything  possible  be  done  in  their 
behalf  and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  orders.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  report 
of  the  municipal  real  estate  expert  with  reference 
to  certain  parcels  of  real  estate,  the  ownership  of 
which  is  vested  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  prop- 
erties in  question,  with  the  exception  of  Police 
Station  No.  2,  located  on  City  Hall  avenue,  are 
no  longer  utilized  for  police  purposes  and  should 
be  disposed  of  at  once.  The  property  occupied 
by  the  Police  Department,  known  as  Police  Sta- 
tion No.  2,  City  Hall  avenue,  will  within  sixty  days 
be  abandoned  owing  to  the  transfer  of  this  division 
to  the  new  police  station  located  on  Milk  street. 
Under  the  circumstances  I  believe  it  would  be 
advisable  to  authorize  the  sale  of  Police  Station 
No.  2,  City  Hall  avenue,  in  addition  to  the  other 
two  properties  heretofore  required  by  the  Police 
Department.

OPINIONS  ON  JITNF.Y  LICENSES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department.  .January  2,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  have  before  me  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  of  December  29,  1924,  by  which 
the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  requested 
respecting  the  right  of  the  Union  Terminal  Com- 
pany, which  operates  a  bus  line  between  Boston 
and  Providence,  "to  take  on  and  discharge  pas- 
sengers between  Boston  and  points  within  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  without  a  jitney  license." 

Section  45  of  chapter  159  of  the  General  Laws 
provides: 

"No  person  shall  in  any  city  or  town  operate 
any  motor  vehicle  upon  a  public  way  for  the 
carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  afford  a  means  of  transportation  similar  to 
that  afforded  by  a  railway  company,  by  indiscrim- 
inately receiving  and  discharging  passengers  along 
the  route  on  which  the  vehicle  is  operated,  or  for 
transporting  passengers  for  hire  as  a  business 
between  fixed  and  regular  termini,  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  therefor  from  the  city  council 
of  such  city  or  the  selectmen  of  such  town  in  this 
and  the  two  following  sections  called  the  Hcensing 
authority,  etc." 

If  the  buses  of  the  Union  Terminal  Company 
are,  as  your  order  states,  taking  on  and  discharg- 
ing passengers  between  Boston  and  points  within 
the  State  of  Ma.ssachusetts,  they  are  then  "in- 
discriminately receiving  and  discharging  passengers 
along  the  route  on  which  the  vehicle  is  operated. 
I  assume  that  they  are  also  "transporting  pas- 
sengers for  hire  as  a  business  between  fixed  and 
regular  termini."  I  assume  that  the  character  of 
its  business  is  the  business  common  to  jitney  lines 
RO  called  and  that  this  business  is  done  "in  such 
a  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  of  transportation 
similar  to  that  afforded  by  a  railway  company." 
I  further  assume  that  they  are  doing  this  "with- 
out first  obtaining  a  license  therefor  from  the  Citv 
Council"  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  without  full 
compliance  with  the  state  statute.  It  follows  that 
such  operations  are  purely  intra-state  and  are, 
therefore,  under  these  circumstances  unlawful. 
See  Comm.  v.  Theberge,  231  Mass.  386. 

I  am  not  called  upon  by  your  order  to  pass  upon 
the  larger  question,  namely,  the  right  of  a  bus 
company  to  carry  on  a  purely  interstate  business 
such  as  that  considered  by  the  court  in  the  case 
of  Commonwealth  v.  O'Neill,  233  Mass.  535, 
without  first  taking  out  a  local  license.

Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  vote  in  favor  of 
this  order,  not  that  I  think  it  represents  the  best 
kind  of  administration  financially,  but  with  the 
understanding  that  the  auditor  will  report  to  the 
Council  two  weeks  from  now  that  that  loan  order 
is  going  to  run  for  one  year,  and  no  longer. 

Coun.  LANE,  when  his  name  was  reached,  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  make  the  same  state- 
ment that  Coun.  Healey  has  made.  I  don't 
believe  in  this  sort  of  financing,  but  it  has  got  to 
be  done.  The  city  is  in  a  hole,  and  we  certainly 
have  got  to  keep  those  two  departments  function- 
ing. I  reserve  my  right  to  change  my  vote  on  the  ' 
next  reading  of  the  order,  unless  the  loan  be  for 
one  year  only. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
also  to  make  a  statement.  I  want  to  say  that  I 
am  voting  "yes"  and  I  feel  that  this  is  good  legis- 
lation, that  when  we  are  going  to  take  care  of  the 
destitute  of  our  city  we  should  not  quibble  over 
whether  it  is  good  finance  or  bad  finance.  I  think 
there  are  some  other  departments  where  we  might 
have  held  up  appropriations  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  care  of  those  who  are  unable  to  take  care 
of  themselves,  and  I  congratulate  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  on  his  sharp  practice  in  sending  this  order 
in  here  so  that  the  wards  of  the  city  may  be  taken 
care  of  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  too,  of 
course,  believe  in  the  thought  expressed  by  Coun. 
Moriarty,  but  I  wish  to  make  it  very  clear  that, 
while  I  would  vote  for  any  sort  of  order  and  any 
sum  of  money  to  take  care  of  the  soldier.t  and 
wards  of  the  city,  I  feel  that  that  money  shbuld 
come  from  taxes  and  not  from  loans;  that  it  ig 
bad  policy  for  the  city  to  ask  for  appropriation! 
through  loans  for  what  are  really  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  city.  I  protected  myself  by  vot- 
ing in  favor  of  this  order  with  the  understanding 
that  the  present  administration  should  be  fully 
responsible  for  paying  off  that  loan  next  year,  not 
carr.ving  the  loan  along  for  four  years  more.  I  will 
go  through  with  the  Mayor  on  anything  that  is 
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reasonable,  and  I  think  this  is  reasonable,  in  that 
there  is  no  way  to  sidestep  it.  That  is  the  reason 
why  I  have  made  this  statement,  Councilor. 

The  roll  call  was  completed,  and  the  order  was 
given  its  first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  will  state 
that  he  has  allowed  a  great  deal  of  latitude  in  the 
matter  of  making  statements  while  the  roll  is 
being  called,  but  the  time  for  making  statements 
in  favor  of  or  against  a  proposition  is  before  the 
roll  is  called.  Only  by  unanimous  consent  under 
tne  rules  of  the  Council  can  any  member  of  the 
Council  make  a  statement  after  the  roll  is  started 
by  the  Clerk.

LANE — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  make 
the  same  statement  on  this  order  as  on  the  preced- 
ing one.  I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  vote  for  it. 
These  are  two  activities  of  the  city  that  should  not 
be  curtailed  for  any  excuse.  I  am  only  criticising 
the  way  in  which  the  financing  has  been  done 
earlier  in  the  year.  We  might  have  kept  some 
money  for  such  purposes  if  we  knew  that  we  were 
coming  short.  I  am  only  too  glad  to  vote  for  this 
order,  and  I  am  merely  criticising  the  financing, 
not  the  way  in  which  the  money  is  to  be  spent. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  also  wish 
to  reiterate  the  same  statement  I  made  prior,  and 
I  want  to  say  again  that  there  was  no  mind  here 
on  any  place  else  last  February  that  could  foresee 
that  we  were  going  to  go  as  far  on  appropriations 
for.  the  two  departments  in  question  as  we  have 
gone  up  to  the  present  time.  I  will  vote  for  the 
measure,  whether  it  be  a  one  year  loan  order  or 
otherwise. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

INFORMATION  ABOUT   SCOBEY 
HOSPITAL. 

'    Coun.  PURCELL  offered  the  following: 

That  the  Building  Commissioner  be  requested 
to  inform  the  City  Council  as  to  the  reason  why 
the  Scobey  Hospital  was  not  equipped  with  a 
sprinkler  system,  adequate  fire  extinguishers  and 
fire  escapes  and  other  means  of  egress,  and  whether 
or  not  these  same  conditions  obtain  in  other  private 
hospitals,  theaters,  dance  halls  and  other  places  of 
private  or  public  amusements. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  I  realize  that 
it  is  late  for  us  to  go  into  this  matter  at  any  length, 
but  I  simply  think  this  Council  ought  to  go  on 
record  as  in  favor  of  having  a  hearing  of  some 
kind  on  what  happened  yesterday  in  the  Scobey 
Hospital.  I  happened  to  be  there  right  after  the 
fire  was  out,  and  I  went  through  there.  I  never 
thought  I  would  see  such  conditions  as  there  were 
there.  Fire  doors  were  burned.  When  I  say  that 
I  mean  it.  They  were  burned  right  through.  The 
fire  escapes  were  nothing  but  a  little  alleyway  be- 
tween two  bay  windows.  The  fire  doors  were 
only  on  the  second  and  fourth  floors.  In  the  room 
that  the  young  lady  was  burned  to  death  in  there 
was  no  fire  at  all,  but  it  was  very  hot.  I  would 
like  to  have  this  matter  sent  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  be  taken  up  next  Monday,  at  the 
same  time  having  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
the  Fire  Commissioner  and  anyone  else  who  can 
give  us  some  information  in  regard  to  this  horrible 
disaster,  before  us. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  CITIZENS  BY  THE 
EI-EVATED.

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  something  in  regard  to  that  matter.  I  am  not 
representing  the  soldier,  as  a  soldier,  in  regard  to 
this  matter  particularly,  but  I  am  representing 
men  who  have  worked  there  for  years  and  years 
as  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  who  nave  been 
discharged  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  have  written  a  letter  to  the 
general  manager  of  the  Elevated  Railroad  and 
have  received  back  a  reference  to  the  Act  of  1903, 
chapter  320.  He  as  much  as  told  me  to  mind  my 
own  business,  or  he  would  go  through  and  call  in 
the  District  Attorney,  and  that  I  would  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  $50  or  $100.  I  have  here  a  letter  that 
I  am  wTiting  to  Mr.  Edward  Dana,  asking  him  to 
go  to  the  authorities  or  anybody  else,  and  the 
press  can  have  it  if  they  want  it.  My  position  is 
simply  this,  that  I  am  going  to  do  things  for  men 
looking  for  work,  if  I  can.  If  I  canhelp  men  by 
going  to  the  corporations  and  getting  work  for 
them  I  am  going  to  do  it,  I  don't  care  what  the 
consequences  are.  If  I  am  elected  here  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  people  of  this  city,  I  am  going  to 
do  what  I  can  in  that  direction.  I  feel  that  it  is 
an  insult  to  have  a  letter  such  as  I  have  received 
sent  down  here  to  us. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule.

alone  is  it  possible  to  reduce  the  maintenance 
cost  of  administering  the  activities  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — On  behalf  of  the  trustees 
I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  research  for 
the  study  of  streptococcus,  whose  activities 
are  responsible  for  the  death  of  at  least 
eighty  children  per  annum  at  the  South  De- 
partment and  for  a  considerable  part  of  the 
mortality  in  the  main  hospital.  The  recent 
discovery  of  a  streptococcus  as  the  cause  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  the  production  of  a  curative 
serum  for  this  disease,  has  opened  up  new 
pathways  which  should  lead  to  effective  effort 
against  the  streptococcus  in  other  disease  con- 
ditions. Work  in  this  connection  has  been 
done  by  a  group  of  physicians  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  This  work  has  now  reached  a 
point  where  it  becomes  necessary  to  very  ma- 
etrially  enlarge  the  laboratory  space.  There  is 
absolutely  no  place  available  in  the  hospital. 
This  matter  has  been  carefully  considered  by 
the  trustees  at  a  recent  meeting,  and  it  was 
voted  that  I  be  authorized  to  present  this  mat- 
ter to  your  attention  and  request,  on  behalf 
of  the  trustees,  a  special  appropriation  of 
$25,000  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
a  laboratory  building  in  which  to  carry  on 
this  very  important  investigation.

ORDINANCE    CONCERNING   SEPARATION 
OF    INSTITUTIONS. 

Coun.  HEALEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  a  report  on  the  message  of  the 
Mayor  and  ordinance  concerning  proposed  sepa- 
ration of  institutions  (referred  November  24) — ■ 
that  the  said  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  PURCELL— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  file  a  minority  report,  and  ask  its  substitution, 
for  the  report  of  the  majority. 

Coun.  PURCELL  submitted  the  following 
minority  report: 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  submit  that  the  proposed  ordinance  to 
separate  the  Institutions  Department  be  rejected 
without  prejudice. 

The  proposed  ordinance  calls  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  two  new  departments: 

(1.)  An  Institutions  Department  evidently  to 
include  Long  Island  Hospital  and  Almshouse,  a 
Registration  Division,  and  a  Child  Welfare  Divi- 
sion; head  of  the  department  to  receive  a  $7,500 
salary  with  power  to  reorganize  said  department. 

(2.1  A  Penal  Institutions  Department  for  tne 
control  of  Deer  Island  and  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion; head  of  the  department  to  receive  a  $5,000 
salary  with  power  to  organize  said  department; 
all  employees  including  the  deputy  commissioners 
now  performing  work  at  Deer  Island  and  the 
House  of  Correction  to  be  considered  temporar.v 
employees  until  appointed,  transferred,  etc. 

In  his  message  on  November  24,  1924,  the 
Mayor  stated,  "I  have  always  believed  it  most 
unfortunate  that  the  chronic  sick,  the  aged  poor, 
and  neglected  children  should  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  commissioner  having  at  the  same 
time  the  custody  and  care  of  persons  sentenced  for 
the  commission  of  crime." 

As  a  general  proposition  we  agree  with  the  Mayor 
on  the  separating  of  "correction"  and  "care" 
cases.  We  go  one  step  further,  however.  Under 
the  proposed  ordinances,  children  will  be  in  the 
same  department  that  has  charge  of  hospital 
cases  of  the  malignant  sort. 

We  suggest  that  the  control  of  the  Child  Welfare 
Division  be  placed  under  a  separate  department. 
The  great  majority  of  the  children  in  the  division 
are  of  school  age  as  the  following  table  will  show.

The  Mayor  also  states:  "It  is  my  purpose  in  the 
event  that  the  ordinance  here  submitted  is  adopted 
to  recommend  to  the  City  Council  in  .January  an 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  within  the 
debt  limit  for  the  erection  of  a  chronic  hospital, 
with  such  suitable  quarters  as  may  be  necessary, 
at  Parker  Hill." 

We  reservedly  endorse  the  Mayor's  position  on 


this  matter.  We  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that 
the  chronic  hospital  should  be  under  the  control 
of  the  City  Hospital  if  it  is  established  on  the 
mainland.  There  are  different  agencies  now  hand- 
ling hospitalization  work  of  the  city,  viz.:  City 
Hospital  Trustees,  Conservation  Bureau,  Boston 
Sanatorium  and  health  centers.  Efficient  ad* 
ministration  calls  for  the  centralization  of  similar 
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notivities.  If  the  new  chronic  hospital  is  just  for 
the  care  of  the  inmates  of  our  institutions,  our 
view  on  this  matter  may  be  changed,  but  we  un- 
derstand that  the  new  chronic  liospital  is  to  be 
enlarged  for  the  admission  of  paying  and  non- 
paying  patients. 

We  endorse  the  Mayor's  position  for  a  mainland 
chronic  hospital  reservedly  as  thus  far  we  have  no 
data  on  which  to  consider  the  subject.  The  high 
death  rate  on  Long  Island,  averaging  about  15 
per  cent  yearly,  is  startling.  We  incline  to  the 
belief  or  rather  the  hope  that  greater  medical 
facilities  on  the  mainland  might  reduce  this  death 
rate. 

If  the  chronic  hospital  to  be  established  on  the 
mainland  is  to  be  a  much  broader  institution  than 
the  one  at  Long  Island,  we  suggest  the  thought 
that  the  inmates  of  the  Iiong  Island  Almshouse  be 
placed  under  the  care  of  the  Overseers  of  Public 
Welfare,  the  proper  body  to  havj  charge  of  these 
old  men  and  women. 

So  far  as  the  Long  Island  activities  are  concerned, 
it  does  not  seem  imperative  to  establish  a  new 
department  for  their  management.  If  the  hospital 
is  located  on  the  mainland  for  the  treatment  of 
chronic  cases,  then  the  care  of  the  children,  old 
men  and  women  may  be  transferred  to  the  proper 
logical  departments.  The  re-establishment  of  the 
House  of  Correction  is  not  met  with  such  divergent 
elements  as  are  found  at  Long  Island.  It  is  one 
broad  general  activity — "correction." 

We  suggest  that  a  study  be  made  of  the  subject 
of  placing  the  House  of  Correction  under  the 
sheriff  of  Suffolk  County.  There  does  not  seem 
to  be  any  strong  reason  for  the  duplication  of 
work  in  the  County  Jail  and  Deer  Island.  Their 
functions  should  be  put  under  one  head  for  the 
proper  administration  of  this  correctional  work. 
Pending  a  definite  settlement  of  the  whole  subject, 
we  recommend  the  rejection  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  without  prejudice.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  communication  of 
the  15th  instant  enclosing  an  order  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  at  a  recent  meeting,  I  beg  to 
make  the  following  report: 

The  Soobey  Hospital  was  equipped  with  sprink- 
lers in  the  basement,  with  fire  escapes  at  the  rear, 
with  fire  extinguishers  on  each  floor  and  it  had 
two  ways  of  egress  by  staircases  in  the  inside  of 
the  building.  It  had  all  the  equipment  and  fire 
protection  that  the  law  required. 

The  majority  of  the  other  private  hospitals  are 
equipped  with  sprinklers  in  the  basement;  they 
have  fire  escapes,  fire  extinguishers  and  internal 
means  of  egress. 

Theaters  are  provided,  under  the  law,  with  full 
equipment  of  automatic  sprinklers. 

Dance  halls  and  other  places  of  private  or 
public  amusements  are  provided  with  all  the 
legal  means  of  egress  required  under  the  building 
law.

ESTABLISHMENT  OF   MUNICIPAL 
UNIVERSITY. 
Tlie  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
School  Committee,  January  28,  1925.

My  Dear  Sir, — At  last  Monday's  meeting  of 
the  School  Committee  a  communication  was 
received  from  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  to 
which  Board  had  been  referred  for  consideration 
and  report  the  following  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  September  0,  1924: 

"Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing 
a  municipal  university  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
the  arts,  sciences,  medicine,  law,  etc.,  and  report 
their  findings  to  the  City  Council." 

The  Board  of  Superintendents'  communication 
with  accompanying  recommendation  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  School  Committee  and  adopted  as 
the  report  of  the  committee,  and  a  copy  was 
ordered  transmitted  to  the  City  Council. 
A  copy  of  the  report  is  enclosed.

To  the  School  Committee. 

At  a  conference  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
October  27,  1924,  there  was  referred  to  the  Board 
of  .Superintendents  for  consideration  and  report 
the  following  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  September  29,  1924: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  establish- 
ing a  municipal  university  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  the  arts,  sciences,  medicine,  law,  etc., 
and  report  their  findings  to  the  City  Council. 

Because  of  this  reference,  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents has  endeavored  to  get  information  con- 
cerning municipal  universities  in  the  United  States, 
and  the  result  of  the  study  of  the  information  thus 
obtained  is  re.spectfully  submitted  herewith. 

A  city  university  is  an  institution  for  higher 
education,  with  at  least  one  graduate  department, 
supported  by  taxation  of  the  people  in  a  given 
municipalitj'.  The  reasons  for  the  estabhshment 
of  such  a  university  are  three: 

1 .  To  offer  types  of  instruction  which  the  needs 
of  the  community  demand,  and  to  provide  all 
.vouths  in  a  democracy  with  equal  opportunities 
for  higher  education. 

2.  To  train  for  various  fields  of  public  service. 
■i.     To    co-operate    for    civic    betterment    with 

various  departments  in  the  government  of  a 
municipalit.v  by  keeping  the  resources  of  the  uni- 
versity in  close  touch  with  aU  the  interests  of  the 
city — social,  political,  industrial. 

"There  are  six  municipal  universities  in  the 
TTnited  States  today, — namely,  Akron,  Charleston, 
Cincinnati,  Louisville,  New  York  and  Toledo, — 
"varying  in  scope  from  the  College  of  Liberal 
-Arts  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  to  the  outstanding  work 
of  the  Universit.y  of  Cincinnati  with  its  many 
technical  and  professional  departments  and  the 
graduate  school."  (Bulletin,  1915,  No.  30, 
Bureau  of  Education.)  There  are-  other  munic- 
ipalities which  are  today  supporting  a  teachers 
college — Chicago,  St.  I^ouis,  Detroit,  Boston — 
thereby  securing  the  training  of  one  large  group 
of  municipal  workers. 

The  history  of  educational  opportunities  in  our 
country  has  been  one  of  continued  expansion  until 
we  are  safe  in  saying  that  every  municipality  offers 
at  least  secondary   education   to  those  who  will 


accept  it.  The  question  of  still  further  expansion 
of  educational  opportunity  is  a  question  for  the 
taxpayers  to  determine.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  in 
aU  of  the  cities  where  municipal  universities  are 
supported  today,  with  the  exception  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  and  New  York,  the  city  universities  began 
as  private  institutions;  later,  they  were  given  over 
to  the  city,  and  equipment,  land  and  buildings 
became  subject  to  municipal  ownership. 

The  scope  of  a  municipal  university  is  so  wide, 
and  the  cost  per  pupil  varies  so  much  for  different 
kinds  of  work  that  it  is  difficult  to  make  more  than 
a  very  rough  estimate  of  probable  expense.  The 
cost  of  existing  institutions  varies  from  $50,000  a 
year  in  the  College  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  with  about 
200  students  in  its  day  sessions  and  a  slightly 
smaller  number  in  evening  classes,  up  to  something 
over  S2,000,000  a  year  in  the  College  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  with  a  total  enrolment  of  more  than 
20,000  students  in  day,  late  afternoon,  evening, 
and  summer-school  classes. 

The  three  Ohio  municipal  universities,  Akron, 
Cincinnati  and  Toledo,  appear  to  offer  the  best 
basis  for  estimating  what  the  cost  is  likely  to  be 
for  sucn  an  institution  as  may  reasonably  be  con- 
templated for  Boston.  Under  the  Ohio  law,  the 
amount  that  the  municipalities  may  raise  by  tax- 
ation for  the  support  of  such  an  institution  is  55 
cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation. 

It  should  be  further  noted  that  each  of  the  three 
cities  mentioned  took  over  a  previously  existing 
institution  as  a  nucleus  for  the  municipal  univer- 
sity, and  so  received  at  the  outset  a  considerable 
equipment.  Cincinnati  has,  moreover,  a  large 
endowment  for  maintenance. 

Akron  reduces  her  student  attendance  to  a  full- 
time  basis  by  counting  five  evening  pupils  and  six 
summer  pupils  as  equivalent  to  one  full-time  day 
pupil,  and  then  estimates  the  annual  cost  per  full- 
time  pupil  as  ranging  from  .$310  in  1914  to  $204.55 
in  1923.  Comparison  of  figures  from  other  insti- 
tutions make  these  limits  appear  hkely  to  include 
the  probable  cost  in  any  good  municipal  university. 
Akron  gets  about  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  from 
taxation;  Cincinnati,  with  a  large  endowment, 
depends  on  taxation  for  only  about  40  per  cent  of 
her  total  expense;  Toledo  expects  to  get  about  65 
per  cent  from  taxation  and  the  balance  from  fees. 
The  fact-finding  commission  to  investigate  the 
opportunities  for  higher  education  in  Massachu- 
setts reported  on  December  23,  1923,  that  the 
minimum  cost  of  maintenance  for  a  state  univer- 
sity with  2,000  pupils  would  be  .$1,129,500  annually, 
or,  something  over  .$400  per  pupil,  while  the  initial 
outlay  for  land  and  buildings,  furnished,  is  given 
as  between  S7,000.000  and  $8,000,000. 

In  the  Ohio  institutions,  all  students  pay  main- 
tenance fees,  library  and  laboratory  fees,  student 
activity  fees,  etc.,  amounting  to  forty  or  fifty  dol- 
lars a  year.  Nonresidents  pay  a  tuition  fee 
ranging  from  $80  in  Toledo  Junior  CoUege  to  $300 
per  year  in  the  Cincinnati  School  of  Medicine;  and 
resident  students  generally  pay  the  same  tuition 
fees  except  in  the  colleges  of  hberal  arts  and  the 
schools  of  education.  Apparently  students  furnish 
their  own  books. 

Boston  has  begun  the  development  of  what  may 
be  regarded  as  a  city  university,  by  the  estabhsh- 
ment of  a  Teachers  College  intended  for  the 
training  of  one  great  group  of  municipal  workers 
for  whom  the  need  of  adequate  education  in  their 
special  field  was  found  most  important.  In  this 
instance,  we  had  the  building  with  its  equipment, 
and  a  faculty.  The  School  Committee  has  been 
most  generous  in  beginning  this  new  work,  and  it 
seems  wise  to  establish  this  department  of  a  city 
university  upon  a  sound  basis  before  more  extended 
work  is  attempted  with  other  departments  of 
professional  training. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  a  matter  of  much 
concern  that  in  the  work  of  secondary  schools  and 
liberal  arts  colleges  there  is  considerable  over- 
lapping. The  curricula  of  the  freshman  and  soph- 
omore classes  of  college  show  in  their  histor.v, 
foreign  languages,  sciences,  etc.,  many  elementary 
beginnings  which  might  well  have  their  place  in 
the  program  of  a  junior  college. 

If  any  immediate  extension  of  higher  education 
at  rmmicioal  expense  is  contemplated,  we  believe 
that  the  first  step  should  be  to  consider  a  junior 
college  offering  two  years  of  work  beyond  that 
now  given  in  our  Latin  and  day  high  schools. 
Many  persons  in  our  present  teaching  force  are 
quite  competent  to  give  instruction  in  such  an 
institution,  and  it  is  possible  that  a  beginning  could 
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be   made   without   a   prohibitive   expenditure   for 
buildings  and  equipment. 

The  Massachusetts  Commission  to  investigate 
the  opportunities  for  higher  education  in  the 
Commonwealth,  in  House  Document,  No.  1700, 
1923,  estimated  the  initial  cost  of  a  junior  college 
as  from  S500  to  $1,000  per  student,  the  annual 
cost  of  teachers'  salaries  as  about  .$200  per  student, 
and  other  annual  expenses  as  approximately  ,$30 
per  student.  On  this  basis,  the  maintenance  of 
a  junior  college  with  400  students  would  be  about 
$90,000  annually.  A  suitable  building,  properly 
equipped,  in  a  convenient  location,  might  perhaps 
be  provided  for  $600,000. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
recommends  that  the  Teachers  College,  which  may 
be  regarded  as  the  nucleus  of  a  municipal  univer- 
sity, be  given  a  liberal  support;  and  that  careful 
consideration  be  given  to  the  establishment,  in  the 
near  fut\ire,  of  a  municipal  junior  college.

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  was 
wondering  if  we  were  going  to  take  up  the  loan 
order  of  $90,000  for  Tremont  street.  It  was 
simply  postponed  to  give  Mr.  Noyes  an  opportunity 
to  come  here,  he  being  sick  at  the  time  we  held 
our  last  meeting. 

Coun.  PURCELL — If  in  order,  I  would  move 
that  that  lie  on  the  table. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — It  would  naturally  go  over 
anyway,  under  the  order  1  put  in  here  to  have  all 
unfinished  business  put  over. 

Coun.  PURCELL — Mr.  President,  the  reason 
why  I  ask  that  is  because  of  what  has  happened 
here  today.  I  don't  think  this  is  a  proper  time  to 
take  it  up. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President.  I  realize 
what  has  happened  today  as  well  as  any  member 
of  the  Council,  but  I  don't  know  why  we  should 
postpone  action  on  this  matter.  We  have  been 
asking  the  Street  Commissioner  to  come  here,  and 
last  Monday  the  matter  was  laid  over  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

President  DONOGHUE— If  Coun.  Moriarty 
wishes  to  move  to  take  any  individual  matter  from 
any  committee,  in  my  opinion  he  has  a  right  to  do 
so. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President.  I  move 
that  the  order  to  appropriate  $90,000  for  the 
Tremont  Street  Improvement  be  taken  from  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  that  Mr.  "Noyes  of  the 
Street  Commission  be  sent  for. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  he 
is  not  there,  but  that  he  has  gone.  I  saw  him  go 
out. 

Coun.  Moriarty's  motion  was  declared  carried. 
Coun.  Purcell  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  4.  nays  4:

President  DONOGHUE— The  Council  will 
come  to  order.  . 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  matter  of  the  Tremont  street  appro- 
priation be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  motion  of  Coun. 
Healey  is  not  in  order  at  this  time.  Mr.  Noyes  has 
been  requested  by  vote  of  the  Council  to  appear 
before  the  Council,  on  motion  of  Coun.  Moriarty. 
The  matter  has  just  been  recalled  from  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  may  I  offer 
a  motion  to  reconsider  the  motion  whereby  the 
matter  was  recalled  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee?    I  do  so  move. 

The  Council  voted  to  reconsider  the  motion 
recalhng  the  matter  of  the  Tremont  street  appro- 
priation from  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  MORI.\RTY — Therefore.  Mr.  President, 
it  is  now  before  the  Executive  Committee. 
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Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  you  that 
we  now  go  into  executive  session. 

President  DONOGHUE— That  we  go  into 
executive  committee,  or  that  we  take  a  recess? 

Coun.  LANE^Mr..  President,  I  move  that  th<= 
Council  do  now  take  a  recess. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.14  p.  m.  to  take  a 
recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  President 
Donoghue  at  2.46  p.  m. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Council  will 
come  to  order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
you,  sir,  that  we  suspend  the  rule  which  forbids 
us  going  into  executive  session  in  any  of  our 
committees. 

President  DONOGHUE— Coun.  MORIARTY 
moves  that  the  rules  be  suspended. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  would  the 
Council  be  willing  to  accept  an  amendment  to 
that,  that  the  rule  be  suspended  simply  for  the 
particular  purpose  for  which  Mr.  Noyes  is  here? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  satisfactory. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  am  willing  to  vote  to  sus- 
pend for  that  particular  purpose. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Yes. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  take  that  position  because 
I  think,  as  a  matter  of  public  policy,  the  thing 
should  not  be  made  completely  public  at  this 
time.  I  understand  that  in  a  matter  like  this, 
involving  the  regular  administrative  functions  of 
the  Street  Commissioners,  there  would  be  a  lot 
of  trouble  if  a  thing  of  this  sort  were  made  indis- 
criminately public  at  the  present  time.  I  am 
against  secret  sessions,  as  a  rule,  because  I  think 
the  idea  is  wrong,  and  I  think  our  body  has  been 
a  pioneer  in  recognizing  that  fact.  I  believe  it  Ls 
the  leading  representative  body  in  America  in 
that  regard.  Only  on  an  occasion  like  this  would 
I  vote  to  suspend  the  rules,  and  I  do  it  without 
qualms  of  conscience,  because  I  think  the  position 
taken  by  Mr.  Noyes  is  right  and  admirable.  I 
also  think  the  position  of  the  Council  is  right,  that 
they  are  entitled  to  information  which  should  be 
given  to  them  before  they  are  asked  to  vote  on 
any  matter  before  them.  I  therefore  move  to 
amend  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  so  as  to 
apply  only  to  this  matter  that  is  under  considera- 
tion at  this  particular  time. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  accept 
that  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  motion 
as  amended,  to  suspend  the  rules,  was  declared 
carried. 

Coun.  PURCELI>— I  doubt  the  vote,  Mr. 
President. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  rule  was  suspended, 
for  the  particular  purpose  for  which  Mr.  Noyes 
is  present,  yeas  6,  nays  3:

— Mr.  President,  I  still  insist 
that  if  the  commissioner  says  anything  about  the 
damages  on  Tremont  street,  and  any  particular 
names  are  mentioned,  and  anybody  asks  me,  I  am 
going  to  tell  them. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  don't 
understand  tliat  anybody  is  in  duty  bound 

President  DONOGHUE— There  is  no  motion, 
except  that  we  take  a  recess,  before  the  house. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  there  isn't  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  any 
of  the  Council  to  either  keep  the  matter  secret  or 
make  it  public.  The  plan  is  to  go  into  executive 
session,  or  rather  secret  session,  as  I  understand, 
on  this  particular  thing,  and  then  leave  it  entirely 
to  the  nature  of  the  member,  whether  ne  wants 
to  make  it  public  or  not.  I  don't  think  there  is 
any  rule  of  the  Council  compelling  a  man  to  keep 
absolutely  secret  what  we  hear  in  such  a  session, 
or  to  make  it  oublic.     It  is  left  to  the  man  himself. 

President  DONOGHUE— The  Chair  declares  a 
recess. 

The  Council  went  into  recess  at  2.52  p.  m.,  and 
reassembled  in  the  chamber  and  were  called  to 
order  by  President  Donoghue  at  3.30  p.  m. 


Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  in  order  to 
set.  myself  right,  so  that  Councilor  Moriarty  will 
not  feel  that  I  have  disregarded  my  word  to  him, 
in  order  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Council  I 
move  that  the  Tremont  street  order  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Executive  Committee.  I  do  that  be- 
cause I  think  Coun.  Moriarity  misunderstands 
my  attitude. 

Coun.  HEALEY'S  motion,  to  take  the  order 
appropriating  $90,000  additional  for  Tremont 
street  from  the  Executive  Committee,  was  carried.

THANKS   TO   PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Council 
be  extended  to  President  John  A.  Donoghue  for 
the  impartiality  and  ability  he  has  displayed  as 
presiding  officer  of  this  body. 

The  resolution  was  read  a  second  time,  and  the 
question  came  on  its  passage. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
ordained  by  the  procedure  of  the  Council  from 
year  to  year  that  at  the  final  meeting  a  resolution 
■similar  to  the  one  just  introduced  by  mj'self  shall 
be  put  in  and  a  word  said  upon  it.  I  have  been 
selected  by  my  colleagues  to  perform  this  duty, 
and  I  do  it  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure.  I  have 
served  eleven  years  in  this  body  under  many 
different  gentlemen,  under  many  different  pre- 
siding officers,  and  I  have  been  proud  of  those  who 
have  presided  over  the  body  in  the  past,  but  no 
more  so   than   I   am   of   the  gentleman  who   has 

Presided  over  our  deliberations  for  the  past  year, 
have  been  associated  with  him  for  several  years 
and  have  had  an  opportunity  to  notice  his  good 
points,  as  well  as  his  failings,  and  I  can  say  frankly, 
as  every  member  of  the  body  will  agree,  th.it  his 
good  qualities  far  outweigh  the  slight  failings 
which  he  may  have.  His  record  as  presiding 
officer  of  this  body  has  been  more  than  creditable. 
He  has  been  a  zealous  advocate  of  the  preservation 
of  what  little  powers  the  body  has,  and  no  en- 
couragement has  been  given  by  him  to  those  who 
have  attempted  to  belittle  the  members  as  indi- 
viduals or  the  body  as  a  whole.  I  have  no  apology 
to  make  for  any  member  of  this  body,  and  cer- 
tainly none  for  our  presiding  officer,  or  for  those 
who  have  preceded  him.  I  have  been  a  member 
of  other  legislative  bodies,  and  have  been  a  mem- 
ber of  councils  years  ago,  going  back  more  than 
twenty-five  years.  During  all  that  time  I  have 
been  somewhat  of  a  student  in  politics,  not  always 
faUing  into  smooth  waters,  and  I  think  I  have 
had  a  chance  to  carefully  observe  the  make-up  of 
other  bodies  as  well  as  this,  bodies  of  a  representa- 
tive nature,  and  I  can  say  without  fear  of  con- 
tradiction that  the  members  of  this  Council, 
individually  and  coUeetively,  have  performed  their 
duties  as  honestly  and  ably  as  any  body  that  ever 
sat  in  this  Commonwealth  or  outside  of  it.  I  am 
not  here  today,  however,  to  eulogize  anybody  but 
the  presiding  officer.  I  have  a  high  regard  for 
him,  personally  and  politically.  I  have  not  always 
agreed  with  him,  but  our  differences  have  been 
honest,  and  as  we  have  gone  on  during  our  exiaeri- 
ence  together  my  other  fellow  members  and 
myself  have  come  to  have  a  very  high  apprecia- 
tion, Mr.  President,  of  your  conduct.  Our 
esteem  for  you  as  a  fellow  member  has  been  con- 
tinually increasing.  I  now  offer  you  this  gift  of 
your  associates  and  of  the  officers  associated  with 
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this  body.  May  you  live  long  to  enjoy  it  and 
wear  it  with  credit,  as  I  know  you  will.  (Present- 
ing gift  to  President  Donoghue.)  In  conclusion, 
I  wish  you  Godspeed  and  a  long  and  happy  life. 
(Applause.) 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  a  unanimous 
rising  vote. 

President  DONOGHUE— Gentlemen  of  the 
Council,  I  know  it  is  the  custom  for  the  retiring 
President  of  this  body  to  make  a  few  remarks  at 
a  time  like  this,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  most  of 
our  speeches  are  left  behind  us,  and  that  upon 
such  an  occasion  we  find  ourselves  more  or  less  at 
a  loss  for  words  to  express  adequately  our  feelings. 
I  simply  want  to  thank  each  individual  member  of 
the  Council  and  the  attaches — the  City  Clerk's 
Department,  the  City  Messenger's  Department, 
the  Clerk  of  Committees'  Department  and  others 
— for  the  kind  co-operation  I  have  received  from 
them  during  my  year  as  presiding  officer  of  this 
body.  I  appreciate  the  friendship  of  each  and 
every  individual  here,  and  I  hope  as  the  years  go 


by  our  friendship  will  continue.  While  we  may 
have  some  differences  of  a  political  nature  in  thi.s 
Council,  I  think  when  we  pass  out  of  the  doors  of 
this  chamber  those  differences  are  more  or  less 
forgotten.  In  conclusion,  I  will  simply  say  that  I 
have  tried  to  conduct  the  office  of  President  of  the 
City  Council  on  the  same  high  plane  upon  which 
it  has  been  conducted  by  those  who  have  pre- 
ceded me  as  presiding  officers.  I  want  to  record 
my  feeling,  also,  that  the  members  of  this  body 
are  equal  to  the  members  of  any  other  body  of 
which  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  a  member, 
and  I  feel  that  in  very  many  cases  they  far  exceed 
those  who  are  their  most  severe  critics.  I  wish 
again  to  express  my  thanks  to  everyone  with 
whom  I  have  come  in  contact  as  presiding  officer 
and  to  extend  to  you  all  greetings  of  good  will  for 
the  coming  j'ear.
